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| CHAP. L 
Inſtruftions concerning Vomiting , with Precepts of 
| FYomrts, 


Hat a Vomitory Medicine may be duly Admini= 
ſtred; We ought to conſider what are the 
Indications or Signs Which foreſhew the want 
of it, what things permit it, and which pro= 
Hibit it. | ES 

It is a ſign that a Vomit is needed, when 2 
bilous and bitteriſh humour floats in the Ven- 
ticle, fo that front thence a nauſeouſneſs, an ungrateful {avour, 

or a Head-ach is caus'd : Alfo if the. Stomach be burthen'd with a. 

viſcous Phlegm, as in the longing diſeaſe of Maids, and.in Men 

after Surfeiting, and diſorderly eating or Urinking. 

In thoſt caſes when with a difficulty of breathing , the loaded 
Ventricle is affected with a lothing of meat or nauſtoufneſs, up- 
ward Purging is a common Remedy, "as

Moreover, when the Stomach is beſet with ſome Exotigk fer- 
ment, ſo that it preſently caſts up whatſoever is taken Mto it, 
even though the cauſe of it proceeds from ſome remote parts ; 
Vomiting is often advisd with good ſucceſs: for by this means, 
the Veſſels that contain the Gall being very much drain'd, the 
Choler is emptied from the Blood in a more plentiful manner, 
and itz Feaveriſh diftempers are taken on_y. ; 
Aga, foxaſmuch as the Superfluities or Stagnations of the Ner- 
vous flumour are moſt eafily Cur'd by this means of Evacuatton ; 
the uſe of Emeticks contributes not a little toward a Cure in the 
Gont, Aſthma, Epilepſy, Madneſs, and very many other Di- 
ſeaſes which are accounted great, and mot difficult to be con- 
vered. - | 
T Sefondly, As to thiugs that permit this Remedy, it may be 
given where there is a ſtrength of the V:ſcera, and a firm conſti- 
tution of Body, and eſpecially to thoſe whoſe Neck and Breaſt 
are but ſhort, ſo that there is a nearer paſſage from the Stomach 
to the Mouth : We are encourag' alſo to give a Vomit to ſuch 
as Vomit eaſily, and bear it well, and when the matter to be ex- 
pell'd is lax, and comes away readily ;' alſo when we find Nature 
in a calm, and as it were at leiſure for ſuch an undertaking. 
Thirdly, The uſe of Emeticks ſeems to be prohibited , where 
there is a difficulty of Vomiting, or an unaptneſs to it fonnd by 
former experience, where there is a tender and weakly Conftitu- 
tion, a tall and flender Stature, infirm Inwards, and eſpecially if 
there be a Conſumptive Diſpoſition, with an Ulcer of the Lungs, 
or Spitting Blood; alſo where there is a too great Cachexia, in 
which there is danger, left the humours ſhouid'be forc'd from the 
whole Body all on a ſudden into the Ventricle : Moreover an un» 
uſual efferveſcence of the Blood, the fits of Feavers, and an expe- 
Cation of a Crifis, do wholly exclude this ſort of Medicine.

CHAP. IL 


A Cure for over-working of Vomits ; and Anti- 
Emetick Medicines , or ſuch as ſtop Vomiting , 
with Inſtruftions. ——_ 


TF a Vomit over-works, let the Patient preſently be put to Bed, 

. and let him make uſe of both External and Internal Reme- 
dies ; and firft of all to appeaſe the diſorders in the Stomach, let 
there be outwardly adminiſtred to it, either a warm- Fomenta- 
tion of the decoction of Sea-Mormwood, Mints and Spices in Red+ 
Wine, or let a ſlice of the Pith of Bread be Toaſted, and dip'd in 
Claret-Wime warm'd and apply'd thereto : Let there be a Gli*er 
given of Milk, with Treacle diffolv'd in it. Let alſo warm fricti- 
ons of the Members be us'd, and {trong Ligatures above the Knees 
to Keep Convulfions from thoſe partsz let the Stomach in the 
mean time be kept empty , unleſs an inclination to taint , or 
{wouning otherwiſe requires, but as ſoon as it is able to receive 
any thing of Food, or Medicine, give fome Cord:a! Water or 1:71 
Burnt-Wine : In cafe the Aﬀect be-very violent, and the Pulſe 
admit it, Venice Treacle or Diaſcordium, (ometimes alſo a Solution 
of Laudanum or an Opiatich Tinfture do well. 

Preternatural Voniiting ſtirr'd up from other cauſes, is either 
Critical or Symptomatical 1 In the former nothing muft be done 
too much in haſte or unadviſed!y ; that excretion ſo there be a 


(ufficiency of ſtrength ought not 3 be ſtay'd, but the _—_ 
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4 Of Vomiting. 
of the matter to be expell'd, is cither'to'be facilitated or haſkn'd, 
'or it is to be converted ſome-other way ; hence when a perſon is 
urg'd by a nauſeouſneſs, or ſtriving to Vomit, you may properly 
give cither plan Poſſet-drink, or with the Leaves of Cardum boil'd 
in it; alſo'ſometimes Oxymel or Wine of Squills, or Antimonial 
wine ; ſometimes it may be good to uſe Gift ſometimes alſo 
a gentle Purge carries-away the matter offending the Stomach, 
'by a more.cafie-way of Evacuation through the Inteftines. 

Ompromatick. V/omiting proceeds from a conjunct cauſe, either 
ſubfiſting in the Ventricle, which produces that Idiopathick, Aﬀet, 
or fix'd in other parts, Which ſtirs up their Convulfions, and con» 
"ſequently Vomitive Convulfions of the Ventricle'; by a commu- 
nication of the Nerves; the Cure of which Sympathick Vomiting 
depends on the Cure of the Primary Diſeaſe. 

When the Stomach is Primarily Aﬀected, it is becauſe its Fi» 
bres are irritated to an Excretion by ſome matter which it can- 
not duly digeſt or overcome, or preſs forwards into the the In- 
teſtines, which matter becomes ſo diſagreeing. or refractory, ei 
ther by its own offenſive quality or quantity, or through the fault 
of the Stqmach it ſelf, its Tome being become lax, and its Fibres 
ſo weak, that they are not able to brook or indure the Chyle it 
ſelf, much leſs the Excrementitious humours, but caſt all forth 

| by Vomiting : There being various caſes and manners of affect- 
ing of both theſe, we ſhall here briefly ſet down ſome of the 
Chief of them together with the Remedies. 

The Emetick matter ſ{ubfiſting in the Ventricle , is either 
- brought into it from elſewhere, or what for want of digeſtion, 
or becauſe if is vitiated; is engendred there; in either reſpect, the 
reſent- offenſive” load is firſt of all to be carried off, and then 

- "care mult be taken to prevent any farther ſupply of it. ; 

To cleanſe the filthy Maſs of viſcous matter forth of the Sto- 
mach, preferibe a gentle Vomit of Carduus Pofſet-drank; or of 
Oxymel, or Wine of Squills, or of a Decadtion of the Flowers of 
Thamomil, or of the Roots of Eupatorium, or give a Solution of 
the Salt of V:traol, or ſuch like; then Jet the-remainder be gently 
carried off by Gl:ſters, or by. a Purge of Pilule Maſtichin : or- P1l. 
Stomach.” cum Gumms,; Tintura Sacra, or an Infuſion of Rhubarb. 

Moreover, when' an impure or rank Blood, conveying-ever aud 
anon new Stores of. offtenfive matter to the Stomach, either by 
the Arteries, ar by the Gall-Vefſels which often overflow, cauſes 
a diſpoſition to Vomit; Bleeding frequently affords relief, aud 
therefore Women with Child troubled with Vomiting, are often 
 Cur'd by this means ; thoſe things alſo do good which ſo temper 
the Blood, that they keep it free from -breeding aduſt Excre- 
ments: Hence Whey, Mineral Waters , 7iuces of' Herbs, Sal « A 
_— |} * | meu ag 
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nella, and ſuch like, for as mach as they fuſe the Blood, ant 
convey its dreggy Particles ſqme other way , often remave Vo» 
miting diſpofitions. Theſe ſorts of Remedies may alfo be us'd in 
caſe a frequent and daily Vomiting proceetls { as ſome think it 
may )- from the meetings and conteſt'of the Bilous and Pancreas 
tick humours, and ſrom their regurgitation into the Ventricle. 

The more frequent Vomiting, and harder to be Cur'd, is that 
which proceeds from a diſagreeing matter, and conſequently E= 
metick engendred'within the Ventricle, to wit, by \reaſon of the 
vitiated ferment of-the Stomach, whatſoever is taken into it de- 
generates into an irritating Maſs of Chrruption z wherefore in this 
caſe, after that the filth of the Stomach is cleans'd forth by gentle 
Evacuatives, Remedies commonly. call'd Digeftives are gen 
us'd; which according as the fermenting . Juice of the St 
{ being for the moſt part of a Saline Nature, and ſometimes of a 
Sulphurous) is in a various {tate of fixtneſs, flowing, or aduſti- 
on, are variouſly preſcrib'd, and ſometimes theſe, ſometimes the 
others do. moſt. good. 

In Belching and Acid Vomiting, theſe following Medicines may 
be try'd, and you may fix upon your method of Cure according 
to what you find agrees beſt. TERS: 

Take Powder of Aron Compound an Ounce and a half, Salt of Worm- 
wood two Drams, Sugar of. Roſes three Drams, make a Powder : give 
a Dram of it in the Morning, and at five a Clock in the 
in a little draught of Beer bo:Pd with Mace and a Cruſt of Bread, or 

give it in the diftill'd Water, or Tinfure of Roman Wormwood... - '* 

Take the Powders of Toory, Crabs. Eyes, and red Coral, of each tz 
Drams, Calcind ' Coral "one Dram , red Saunders, Cinnamon of each 
half a Dram, make a Powder: the Doſe u half a Dram after the ſane 
manner. Te | 

Take the Powders of Lignum Atoes, yellow Saunders, Winters Bark, 
of each two Drams, of white Chalk, fix Drams , Sugar-Candy half 

- an Ounce, with the Solution of Tragacanth in Mint Water as much as 
ſuffices, make a Paſt, and ler it be form'd tnto Troches, weighing balf 
- 4 Dram; let the Patient take three or "four of theſe thrice , or oft= 
© wer in '4 day. * 

Take Tinfure of 'Salt of Tartar an Ounce, the Doſe # from @ Scru> 
Fle to half a Dram, twice a day iu ſome proper diſtul'd Water. 

In hot and ſharp»or tartiſh Vomiting, Medicines endow'd witha 
ſharp or tartiſh and vitriolate Salt 2. The tamous 
Medicine of Reverius in this caſe does well. 

Taks Salt of Wormwood a Scrugle, gwoe it in a ſpoonſul. « Fuice of 
Limmons. JL bh 

- Tate prepar'd Coral two Drams, Salt of Formwoed a Dram, and 4 3 
| - batf, Fuice of Livaxuaus four Quaces, let all ftang. i194 large Ke 6. 
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add to tt of ſtrong Cinnamon-water two Ounces, give 4 ſpoonful or te 
ewice a day, firft ſhaking the Glaſs. 

Take Powders -of Ivory and Coral of each two Drams, Vitriol of 
Steel. a Dram, Sugar-Candy a Dram, mix them, then divide the 
bole into ſix or eight parts,of which take one part twice a day in ſome 
convenient Vehicle. 

In this caſe, Purging Miner! Waters which have much Nitre 
in them, alſo Waters that come from an Iron Mineral, and like- 
wiſe our Artzficial Chalybeate Waters prove of notable cffect. - 

When at any time the Stomach perverts the moſt part of 
what comes into it, into a bilous and bitteriſh Maſs of filthy cor- 
ruption (as it often uſes to do) and for that reaſon is prone to 
frequent Vomitings, then both acid and bitter things are pro-

Take Elixir Proprietats an Qunce, the Doſe # a Scruple twice a 
day in ſome - Vecle , 4 

Take rb Powdred. twenty five Grains, Salt of Wormood a 
Scruple, Cinnamon-water half an Ounce, Juice of Limmons an Ounce, 
let it be taken alone, or with ſome other Liquor. 

Take Powder of Aron Compound an Ounce and a half , white Chri- 
ſtals of Tartar three Drams, Vitriol of Steel a Dram, Sugar half an 
-OQunce, \make - vr rung Doſe - half - Dre. or two Scruples eve- 
ry Morning, drinking after it a draught of the Tinfture of Roman 
mac or ſome Cf G | 

Take Powder of Crabs Eyes half an Ounce , Chalybeat Tartar tmo 
Drams , Sugar-Candy a Dram , make a Powder : the Doſe ns half a 
. Dram, -with a fit Vehicle twice a day. 

Oftentimes the cauſe of a frequent and habitual Vomiting, is 
not fo-much the matter irritating the Ventricle, as the extream 
debility of its Nervous Fibres, which are neither able to Concoct 
what-is taken into the Stomach, nor to endure the weight or 
burthen of it, but are preſently irritated by any thing lying up- 
yo them, and ſtir up the Carnous Fibres to Excretory Convul- 

ns. 

There are -two principal cauſes of this ſort of Aﬀect, viz. ei- 
ther the debility of the Stomach ariſing from the Fibres them- 
ſelves, is gotten by diſorder in eating and drinking, ſo that thoſe 
Fibres, for as mnch as they are beyond meaſure extended or ©0- 
-yertheated, and as it were ſcorch'd, are not capable. of admitting 
or containing'a ſufficient plenty of Animal Spirits : Or Secondly, 
Theſe Fibres though they may be well enough diſpos'd of them- 
ſelves, iyet for that the Nerves are in ſome other place obftruct- 
ed, they are deſtitute of a due Aﬀux of Spirits, whence becom- 
ing _— and flaxid, they cannot bear what is taken in, but pre- 
ſently finding themſelves over-charged, throw all forth by Vo- 
miting. In 
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In the former Aﬀect, thoſe Remedies are indicated, which by 
their Styptick force cauſe the too much diſtended and tenuated 
Fibres to corrugate and contract themſelves into a ſhorter ſpace; 
alſo ſuch 'as by their moſt grateful refreſhment enliven their lan- 
' guiſhing Spirits, and allure others more plenteouſly to them. 
Take Mynficht's Elzxir -of Vitriol an Ounce, give from ten 
Grains to fifteen twice or thrice a day in a ſpoonful of the following 
diftill'd Water , drinking ſeven or eight ſpoonfuls of the ſame after 


it. 

Take Cypreſs Tops ſix handfuls, Clary Leaves four handfuls, the out= 
ward Coats of twelve Oranges, Cinnamon, Mace, F each an Ounce, 
the Roots of C and the leſſer Galingal of each half an Ounce, be- 
ing ſlic'd and bruis'd, let them be put. into eight pounds of Brunſwick 
Beer, and diſtill'd in an ordinary Still. 

Take Tintture of the Balſam of Tolu, extrafted with the Tinflure 
of Salt of Tartar an Ounce : the Doſe us twenty Grains with the ſame 
_— _ nut of Wormwood prepar'd with the ſame Menſtruum 
may alſo be try d. | 

* Take Powder of the Leaves of Wormwood and Myrtle dri'd in the 
Sun in the Summer time, of each two Drams, Cinnamon, Flowers of 
red Roſes of each a Dram, Cubebs, Roots of the leſſer Galingal of each 
half a Dram, red Coral prepar'd a Dram ; make of all a ſubtle Pow- 
der, then with fix Ounces of double refin'd Sugar diſjolb'd in Cinna- 
mon-water, and boil'd up to a conſiſtency, —__ it up in hitle Cakes, 
weighing half a Dram, let one or two of theſe be eaten often in a day, 
& the perſon pleaſes. 

Take Conſerve of red Roſes vitriolated four Ounces, Myrobalans con- 
dited ſix Drams, Ginger condited in the Indies half an Ounce, Species 
of Hyacinth two Drams, the reddeſt Crocus Marti one Dram, Syrup 
of Corals what will ſuffice, make of all an Eleftuary , the Doſe us a 
Dram twice a day, drinking after it a little draught of the diſtilid 
water.

Take Elixir Proprietats Tartariz'd an Ounce, the Doſe s a Scruple 
twice a day, with the water above preſcrib'd. The Tindures of Salt 
of Tartar, of Coral, of Antimony may be us d afier the ſame manner. 
In thu caſe alſo the ſweet ſpirit of Salt, tht ſpirit of Sal Armomaack 
or its Flowers are of great effect : Moreover Vonuts, Purges, and 
even Diaphoreticks are often ſucceſſively adminiſtred, TI have known 
rex wood ſomet imes haptily Cur'd by Bathing m our hot Baths 
4t DANCE.

A® Nature often Purges it ſelf according to three Degrees, 

_. fo there are three Degrees of Purging by Medicine. 

" The firſt is ſoft and eafie, gently expelling any looſe matter 
contain'd in the Ventricle and the Inteftines. 

. © The ſecond reaches not only that, but Piirges likewiſe other 
humours from the Bilous and Pancreatick Paſſages, and from the 
Mouths of the Veſſels. 

The third performs all this, and that in a more full manner, 
and going yet farther, ſtrongly Purges from the Blood, and cons 
ſequently from the Nervous Juice and other parts, an Excremen- 
- - wh matter which is brought-by the Arteries into the Inte- 

nes. 

As for what concerns the choice to be us'd in Purging Medi- 
cines, though we do rot approve of thoſe cry'd up Claſſes 'of 
Medicines appropriated to this or that Juice or Humour ; yet we 
do not think that all Purges are indifferently to be ns'd in all ca- 
ſes, "but that there is need of a ſtrong Judgment, and a wary cir- 
cumfſpeCtion in a Phyfician, that according to the ſtrength of his 
Patients, their temperament, the ſtate and ability of the Viſcera, 
their bearing, cuſtome, and fancy, and fo according to the nature, 
of the Diſeaſe, its time and quality, he preſcribe a Purge more 
gentle or ſtrong; and that of hot things, or temperate, gentle or 
more ſmart, and in a ſolid ſibſtance or a liquid, or ſomething of 
ſome other certain kind andforrh, as he ſhall ſee good. Wl 

A Purge therefore being not convenient at all times, nor in 
every ſtate of Body; to proceed as we ought, we muſt take a fit 
ſeaſon, and uſe a certain preparation, and both theſe have regard 
to the firſt paſſages, and to the Maſs of Blood. 

As to the firſt, if at any time the Stomach- be loaded with a 
Maſs of viſcous Phlegm, or troubled with the boiling of Turgid 
Choler, a Purge moſt commonly either becomes of no effect or 
does hurt, unleſs thoſe contents are firſt of all cleans'd forth by 
a Vomit, or unleſs their oppreflion and efferveſcency be corre- 
Qed by digeſtives. 

As to what regards the Blood, a Purge ts often unſeaſonable; 
ſometimes alſo inconvenient, and in neither of theſe caſes Prepa- 
ratives eemmonly ſo call'd , but only Alteratives are proper, for 

the 
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the buſineſs is not to diſpoſe thoſe imaginary humours for evacu- 
tion, but the Blood it (elf ought to be reduc'd from its troubled 
ind confuſed ſtate to a calm condition, or from its debility and 
falln'Crafis to its vigour and- ev'n temperament. Whilſt the 
Blood Feaveriſhly boiling is diſturb'd m its mixture, Purging is 
always found 'hurtful ; and fo whilſt its Maſs being become lan=- 
guid and weak, does not ariſe to its due fermentation, that ſort | 
of Evacuation is no leſs forbidden. -- Moreover, when the Blood 
is too bilous or watry, or too much inclin'd to Coagulations or 
Fnſions , Purges for the moſt part do not take away thoſe its _ 
defaults or depravations , but moſt commonſy encreaſe them 2 
Wherefore in thoſe caſes altering Remedies are rather Indicated 
which may deſtroy the undue Separations and Combinations of 
the Salts, Sulphur and Serum, and take away other their enormi- 
ties. Of theſe Digeſtives and Alteratives which ſupply the 
place of common Preparatives, we ſhall ſpeak particularly here» 
after. " A OEARS

A Cure for Over-purging, or of Medicines that ſtay 
too much Purging, or a Looſeneſs : Alſo the Cure 
of the London-Flux ; with Inſtruttions in each 


"T © preyent oyer-purging vpon giving any Purging Medicine, 
I. we muſt proceed thus : Before we give a Purge, we muſt 
firſt conſider well the Conſtitution, Strength and'Cuticme of the 
Body to be Purg'd -"as.aiſo the Nature, Doſe, matiner of Work- 
wg, «n1 ordinary effects of the Medicine to be given, and then 
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hy comparing the one with the other , we muſt proportionate 
the vertue of the Agent according to the bearing of the Patient, 
Secondly, whilſt the Medicine is working, let the Viſcera where 
digeſtion is perform'd,the Blood,and the Animal Spirits be kept free 
from any other perturbation : Wherefore during that time, let 
not the Patient eat groſs or viſcous food, or too great a plenty 
of any food, which may offend the Stomach , let him carefully 
avoid the admittance of any outward cold, by which the Pores of 
the Body are ſhut up, alſo let the mind be kept calm and undi- 
ſturb'd, free from all Cares and toilſome Studies. Thirdly, The 
Operation of the Medicine being ended, we muſt appeaſe the an- 
gry rage of the Animal Spirits, and allay the efferveicence of the 
Blood and Humours; for which ends let an Anodine Medicine, or 
a gentle Hypnotick be given according to the following forms. 
- Take Water of Cowſlip Flowers two Ounces, Cinnamon-water hor- 
deated, Syrup of Mzconium , of each half an Ounce, Pearls half a 
Scruple, make a draught tobe taken going to ret :. Or, 
' Take Conſerve of red Roſes vitriolated two Scruples, Diaſeordium 
half a Dram, Pearls half a Scruple, Diacodium what ſuffices, make 
4 Bolus to be taken going to ſleep. 

In caſe this Proviſion be either omitted, or does not hinder a 
Purging Medicine from working to exceſs, let the Patient pre- 
ſently be put into a warm Bed, and he ordered as follows. Fuſt, 
Let either a Plaiſter of M:zthridate be apply'd to his Stomach, and 
to the whole upper Region of the Belly ; or let thoſe parts be fo- 
mented with warm Linnen Cloaths, dip'd in a deccCtion of Worm- 
wood, Mints, and Spices jm red Wine, and ſo wrung forth; preſent- 
ly upon it let him take inwardly either a Bolus of Venice Treacle, 
or a Solution of it in Cinnamon-water. Moreover, let him drink. 
every now and then a ſpoonful or two of Burnt-wine, diluted 
with a little Mint-water z if he be troubled with Grifes, give him 
@ Gliſter of warm Milk with Treacle difloly'd in it, and warm 
frictions muſt be us'd to the remote parts, and ſometimes Liga» 
tures to draw the Blood outwards, and (ſo keep it front too great 
a Colliquation, and from diſcharging it ſelf into the Cavities of 
the Viſcera; then in the Evening if there be ſtrength, and a pretty 
good Pulſe, let him take a Dole either of Dzaccdium , or of Li- 
quid Laudanum with ſome fit Vehicle. "un 

As to other kinds of exceffive Putging , which are wont to 
DAppen without the Adminiſtration of a Purging Medicine, for the 
molt part 'they are meerly Symptomaticat, depending on other 


Diſeaſes, and their method of Cure is wholly the ſame as of thoſe 
Diſeaſes, whoſe off-ſpring they are : Nevertheleſs ſometigges a 
Looſeneſs, or Flux feems to be a Diſeaſe of it ſelf, and be@uſe 
this kind of Diſtemper Raging almoſt yeor!y in the City-of ney 
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dm, is commonly accounted Endemious, or a Diſeaſe peculiarly 
attending Inhabitants, I ſhall here ſet down its method of Cure. 

I have often and long obferv'd that there are two, and that 
very different kinds of that Flux (_ call'd the Gripinz of the 
Guts ) which happens here almoſt yearly about Autumn : In one 
of them the Stools are watry, and in a manner cleer, with a ſud- 
den failing of the ſtrength ; in the other they are bloody, but to- 
lerable withal. | 

In the Year 1670. about the Autumnal Equinox, a World of 
People here wete ſeized with a moſt dangerons Flux*gthough 
without Blood ) and joyn'd with a cruel Vemiting , which pre- 
ſently caus'd great faintings, and a total decay of itrength. 

For the Cure of this Difeaſe no Evacuation did good, nay 
Bleeding, Vomiting, and Purging always did hurt; only Cordi- 
als, and thoſe of the hotteſt-nature, to wit, ſuch as abounded 
with Spirit and Sulphur, or a Volatile Salt prov'd commonly of 
good effect; inſomuch that Brandy burnt a little with Sugar was 
a Popular, and as it were Epidemick Remedy, and in that fort 
of Flux was1ſeldome given without {uccefs, though in the other 
ſort of Flux which carry'd Blood with it, having been us'd with+ 
ont due regard, it has often been found to be hurtful : The me- 
thod of Cure which I then took ſucceſsfully enongh with many, 
and am wont {till to take in the like caſe, is after the following 
manner. 

Take Venice Treacle from a Dram to a Dram and 4 half; let the 
Patient take it in Bed, and drink, after it ſeven or eight ſpoonfuls 4 
the ROE Julap, and let him repeat this Doſe every third, fourth, 
or fifth hour. 

Take Mint-water, Cinnamon-water hordeated , of each three Oun= 
ces , ſtrong Cinnamon-water, Plague-water , Treacle-water, of each 
two Ounces, Powder of Pearls a Dram,Sacchari Cryſtalin. half an Ounce, 
mingle them and make a Julap: At the ſame time take a piece of 
Bread, ſpread ſome Treacle on it, and dip it in Sack or Redwine 
warm'd, and let it be applyd to the Stomach as hat as it may be ſuffe- 
red, and chanze it every now and then. | 

In the Evening, if the Pulſe and Breathing ſeem ſtrong enough to. 
bear it, let- the Patient take of Liquid Laudanum Cydoniated twenty 
Grains in a draught of Plague-water. 

Take Dyaſcorduum a Dram, Liquid Laudanum half a Scruple, 
Compornd Powder of Crabs Claws a Scruple, Cinnamon-water what 
ſfices, make a Bolus to be taken going to ſleeh.

About the Autumnal Equinox, in the Year: 1671. a deſperate 
Bloody Flux ſeiz'd on many perſons in this City ; from the firſt 
ſeizing they voided Blood by ſeige in abundance, and that fre- 
quently, and for the moſt part it was attended with a Belly-ach, 
and Gripes, continual watchings alſo with a Feaver, and a mighty 
thirſt uſually troubled them ; nevertheleſs their ſtrength held com- 
monly pretty well for ſome conſiderable time, and if the Flux 
were ſtopt ſooner than it ought, it rendred the, Patients conditi- 
ons worſe. 

The method of Cure, with the Remedies which I found to 
give Relief in many perſons, was according to the tollowing 
manner. 

Take Venice-Treacle a Dram , | Liquid Laudanum Cydoniated 
twenty Grains, make a Bolus to be taken going to reſt. 

Take Conſerve of red Roſes vitriolated two Ounces, Venice-Treacle 
an Ounce, Powders of the Roots of Tormentil, Contrayerva, Pearl, Co 
ral prepar'd, of each a Dram, Syrup of dryd Roſes what ſuffices, make 
an Elettuary to be taken every fourth or fifth hour, and let the perſon 
drink after it of the follawing Julap three Ounces. 

Take the Waters of Mint , Bauan, Cinnamon hordeated , of each 
four Ounces, Treacle-water, Plague-water, of each two Ounces, Pearl 
a Dram, Suzar an Ounce, mingle them and make a Julap. 

After a day or two give a Purging Potion , which leaves an

Every Evening, and alfo in certain caſes in the Day-tune, I 
was wont to give a pretty large Doſe of Laudanum; nor have I 
ever known this Medicine to have done any prejudice to a prion 
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troubled with the Flux, which happen's either becauſe the Nar- 
cotick force of the Medicine is ſubdued, or made more gentle by 
the Acid Juice of the Stomach, or rather that its Particles which 
are tranſmitted to the Blood, are thence preſently caſt forth a- 
gain with the Bloody Stools, fo that they do not affect the Brain. 
If the above-mention'd EleCtuary be found nauſeous to any per- 
ſon, or diſagrees with him; the following Powder may be given 
in its ſtead. 

Take Pulvis Pannonici Rubri a Dram, Roots of Contrayerva half 4 
Dram, make a Powder, divide it into three parts, and give one part 
in any Liquor. 

Take Bole Armenich alexiteriated (that ts, impregnated with the 
Juices of the Leaves of Tormentil, Biſtort, red Roſes, &c. and dryd 
zn the Sun) Roots of Contrayerva, of each a Dram, Pearl, red Coral, 
white amber, of each "half 4 Dram, mmake 4 Potwder* the Doſe is from 
two m"_ to a Dram. - , 

Take the Roots of Avens and Scorzonera,of each anOunce,pf Tormentil, 
Biſtort and Contrayerva, of each two Drams and a half, burnt Harts- 
horn three Drams , ſhavings of Ivory and Hartſhorn, of each two 
Drams,Cochinele half a Dram,red Roſe-leaves two Drams, boil all in a 
Fufficient quantity of Spring Water, till it comes to two Pounds, to- 
wards the end of the borling add conſerve of red Roſes three Ounces, 
zo the Cleer ftraining add Plague-water four Ounces: the Doſe xs 
three Ounces. | | 

To appeaſe the Gripes and fretting of the Bowels, Glyſters are 
commonly preſcrib'd. 

Take the decoftion of the Tops of St. Jolm's-wort, in which Sheeps 
Trotters or their Meſertery has buil'd eight or twelve Ounces, Venice- 
—_ two Drams, Oyl of St. Fobn's-wort an Ounce and a half, make 
a Gliſter. 

TN Therapeatick Indications into which the method before 
expreſt of curing the Bloody Flux may be reſolv'd , are chiefly 
four, ©c. two regard the Blood, and as many the Vilſcera. - Firſt, 
as to the Blood, its recrementitious and depraved dreggs which 
tend inwards, muſt be driven forth into the habit of the body,that 
they may exhale by perſpiration, and its coagulations' muſt be 
diffolv'd, and its Crafis reſtor'd, as ſoon as may be. Secondly, as 
to what regards the Viſcera, the irkſome ſenfation of the. Ner- 

vous Fibres, and the irritation of the Carnons Fibres to excre- 
tory .Convulfions muſt be appeas'd, and the Mouths of the Vellels 
mult be ſhut, to keep them from diſcharging the blood and hu- 
mours into the Inteſtines. The firſt of theſe is uſually perform'd 
with Opiars, and the other with Stiprick or Aftringent Remedies : 
Beſides theſe we muſt have regard to urging Symptoms, and' ill 
ifs uſually attending this Diſeaſe , the chief of which are a 
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Feaver, with a Thirſt and Wakings, Gripings of the Guts, and 
ſometimes their fretting, Inflammation, and Ulcers. 

We muſt not proceed upon thoſe four chief Indications ſeye« 
rally and ſucceflively , but we muſt take them altogether, and 
ſet upon them at once; wherefore the Preſcripts ought to com- 
prehend Remedies of divers kinds, to wit; Alexipharmicks, Sty 
ticks, Diaphoreticks and Oprats : And becauſe it is not an eafie 
thing to put theſe into a ſet method; and under ſet Rules, which 
may be generally apply'd; I have rather choſen to give you here 
ſome Examples of Cures performed by me in the Bloody Flux in 
the year 167t. | : 

To a Gentleman 25 years of Age, to whom I was call'd 
the third day after he was ſeizd. I preſcrib'd the following 
Bolus: | | | 

Tahe Venice Treacle a Dram , Liquid Laudanum Cydoniated & 
Scruple, mix them, let him drink after it a little draught of the fol- 
lowing Julap. Take waters of Tormentil, Mints, and Cinnamon 

 hordeated, of each four Ounces, Treacle water and Plague water of each 
two Ounces, Pearl a Dram, Sugar an Ounce , make a m_ He 
took beſides of the following Eleftuary about a Dram and a half every 
third hour, with the ſaid Fulap. 

Take Conſerve of Red Roſes two Ounces, Venice Treacle an Ounce, 
Powder of the Roots of Tormentil, Contrayerva, Pearl, Coral prepar d 
of each half a Dram, Syrup of Red Poppies what ſuffices. 

By the uſe of theſe Remedies the rigour of the Diſeaſe ſoon as 
bated, fo that he had not above fix or {even ſtools in the ſpace of 
twenty four hours, and thoſe alſo were not very Bloody as bes 
fore, but appear'd full of little flakes of Fleſh, and of fragments, 
as it were of Membranes : Every Evening he took an Opiate with 
Laudanum. | | | 

The Fifth day of kis illneſs he took the following Potion, 

Take Rhubarb ſlic'd two Drams, yellow Mirobalanes a Dram and 4 
half, yellow Saunders half a Dram, Powder of Cinmamon a Scruples 
Salt of Wormwood half a Scruple 3 let them infuſe all night in the was 
ters of Plantain and Cinnamon hordeated, of each two Ounces and 4 
half, to the ſtraining add ſtrong Cinnamon water two Drams 

It purg'd him three or four times, and gave him eaſe, and the 
next day the Feaver being abated, he was better z ſo that ſeeming 
to grow well, he eat fleſh. But ſhortly upon it fell into a Relapſe; 
ſo that the Flux returning with the Feaver, it preſently became 
more violent than it was at firſt : Then becauſe the former Medi« 

Cines began to nauſeate him, I prefcrib'd after the following mans 
ner. | 
Take Powders of Tormentil Roots, of Contrayerva, Bole Armenick, 
Ale#iteriated, of each a Dram, Pearl, Red Coral prepar d, White _ 
Þ ers 
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ber, of each half a Dram, make a Powder, the Doſe i half a Dram 111 
the following diſtilld water. . 

" Take Tops of Cypreſs and Myrtle, of each four handfuls, Leaves of 
Meadow-(weet, Burnet, St. Fohns-wort, Avens, of each four hand- 
Fuls, Roots of Tormentil, Baſtort, of each fix Drams, Red Roſe-flowers 
four handfuls, Kermes Berries four Ounces, Cinnamon, Mace, of each 
one Ounce. Being all ſlic'd- and bruis'd together, pour to them Red 
Florence Wine, and Red Roſe water of each four pounds; diſtil all in 
a common Still ; let the whole Liquor be mingled and ſiveetned with 
Syrup of Coral. He took alſo three or four times a day of the fol- . 
lowing decoction three or four Ounces. 

Take Roots of Avens and Scorgonera, of each an Ounce, of Tormen=- 
til two Drams,  Hartſhorn burnt and powdred ſix Drams, ſhavings of 
Tvory and Hartſhorn, of each two Drams, Tops of St. Folms-tvort a 
handful, Flowers of Red Roſes and Balauſtize, of each a pugil. Boil all 
in three pounds of fountain water, till it comes to two, adding tolvards 
the end of the boiling, of Red Lisbon wine four Ounces; let it boil 
cloſe cover'd for an hour, then let it be ſtrain'd through Hippocrates 
Sleeve: | 

Every night he took a Seruple of Liquid Laudanum in three Ounces 
of the Bloody Flux water ev'n now deſcrib'd, with three Drams of 
Syrup of Clove Gilly-flowers m it. 

Hw common drink, was a decoftion of burnt Hartſhorn with Barley, 
a Cruſt of Bread, Mace and Cinnamon ; to a Pint and a half of which, 
a Pint of new Milk was added. 

He took the Purging Infuſion a ſecond time, by the uſe of 
which; and the things before mentioned, within ten days the 
Feaver left him, and the Flux became much more gentle, which 
though without Gripes or much Blood, yet ſtill continued with 
the little pieces of Fleſh, the fragments of Membranes, and a 
bloody Phlegm or Gelly, which daily came from him. 

Therefore to-ſtrengthen and heat the inteſtines, the following 
things were given. | | 

Take Tops of St. Fohns wort, Leaves of Perwincle and Mouſear, of 
each a handfal, Red Roſe Flowers two pugils : Boil them in the Broath 
of a Sheets Guts : To a found of the Liquor ſtraind, add Oyl of 
St. Fohms-wort two Ounces, Honey of Roſes an Ounce and a half : 
mingle them for two Glyſters, whereof one was given him in the Morn- 
ing, the other at five a Clock, in the Afternoom. He wore Emplaſt. de 
minio & Paracelſi upon hs Belly. He took moreover twice a day three 
Ounces of Fuice of Plantain wrung furth with water of Scordium and 
Plague water. He eat alſo every day a Quince made hollow, and fill 4 
with the Powders of Olibanum, Maſtick,, and Balſam of Tolu, and ſo 
rosted in the Embers, 
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By the conſtant uſe of theſe Remedies, he grew perfectly well 
within a Month, 

About the ſame time another robuſt young man, fell into a 
dreadful Bloody Flux; from the firit day he was feiz'd, frequent 
ſtools and very bloody, preſently brake forth with violence,. be- 
ing accompanied with a Pain and Gripes : Moreover a ſtrong Fea- 
ver, with a cruel Vomiting, Thirſt and Wakings moleſted him. 
Theſe Symptoms being a little mitigated with Opiats, a Delirium 
and a Vertigo, with an intermittent Pulſe, and horrible extentt- 
ons and contractions of his Limbs preſently ({e1z'd him; this hap- 
ning becanſe the malignant matter which was inwardly reſtrain'd, 
preſently flow'd into the Brain and Nerves: Nevertheleſs as often 
as the Looſeneſs and Vomiting return'd, theſe affects were pre- 
{ently appeas'd. On the fifth day Vomiting up a bloody matter, 
he complain'd of a great torture in his Stomach, and of'a Pain, 
as though it were Ulcerated, and in truth T ſuſpected that there 
might be a beginning of ſome Inflam'd Bliſters, or Ulcers in it, as 
it nſually happens 'in the Inteſtines ; but by giving him Emollient 
Broths with Milk in them, his Vomiting and the tortures of his 
Stomach ſoon ceaſed, his Flux in the mean time encreafing. He 
took that night of Diacodium an Ounce, Com'ſlip water and (mal 
Cinnamon water, of each an Ounce and a half; by which Medicine 
he was ſo much reliev'd, that in twenty tour hours ſpace his Vo- 
miting and Pains left him, and he was only troubled with a few 
Stools, and having a good indifferent Pulſe, and frequent Sleeps, 
he was pretty well; yet the following night, though ke took a= 
gain the ſame Opiate, his Flux return'd, and that with very tre- 
quent Stools, and bloedy as before. The next day after, he took 
an Infuſion of Rhubarb with Mirobalans, Red Saimders and Cinna- 
mon : He often voided Bilous and very tharp Excrements, but 
without the leaſt of Blood; then in the Evening he took Liquid 
Laudanum Cydoniated twenty five Grains in a good ſpoonful of Cinna- 
mon water hordeated; he had moderate and quiet Sleeps. Afﬀter- 
wards loathing any more Medicines, he took only an Opiate evg- 
ry Evening, ſometimes of one ſort, and ſometimes ot another, 
and in a ſhort time grew very well. 
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Inſtruftions concerning Diuretick Medicines, or fuch 
as work by Urine, with Dzuretick Preſcripts. 


He chief Scopes, or ends of Diuretick Medicines, are as fol- 
lows. 
Firſt, If at any time the Blood becomes ſo compact and tena- 
cious from a fixt Salt, Sulphur, and Earth fermented together, 
and mutually combin'd in it, that the Watery Particles do not eaſily 
ſeparate from the reſt, Diureticks fit to looſen jts Texture, and to 
fuſe the Serum, muſt be ſuch as excel in a volatile or acid Salt ; 
for ſuch Particles chiefly diffolve any coalitions caus'd by a fixt 
| Salt. But in regard this diſpoſition is common both to'a Fexver 
'S and the Scurvy, in the former affect, the moſt proper Diureticks 
| are the temperate Acids of Vegetables ; alſo Sal Nitre, the Spirits of 
Sea-Salt, of Vitriol, 8c. And likewiſe ſuch as have a Volatile Salt, 
as the Spirits of Hartſhorn, of Sal Armonzack,, Salt of Amber, of Vi- 
<6 and others of this kind which we have alſo rang'd amongſt 
Diaphoreticks, In a Scorbutick diſpoſition when the Urine is but 
in a ſmall quantity and thick, the Jujces of Herbs, and preparati- 
ons both of a ſharp, or tart and acid nature are of excellent uſe; 
alſo Salt and Spirit of Urine, of Sal Armoniach,, of Tartar, &c. f 
Secondly, Sometimes the Blood does not retain the Serum long | 
enough within its Body, but either being obnoxious to Fluxions, 
or rather Coagulations, it depoſes it here and there in a great a» 
bundance, even more than enough; whence it breeds Catarrhs, 
or Tumours in many places: Or, the Blood being become of a 
weak habit, and withal of a depraved conſtitution, to wit, incli- 
ning to a ſourneſs its apt to coagulate, as to its more groſs Par- 
ticles, ſo that the more ſubtle Particles being every where thrown 
off in circulating, and falling on the weaker parts, cauſe ſome- 
times diftempers of the Head or. Breaſt, ſometimes an Aſcites, or 
Anaſfarca: And we ſhall hereafter ſhew how a Diabetes happens 
from the like cauſe : And in truth many difficult Diſeaſes which 
are falſly imputed to the ill conſtitution of the Viſcera, ariſe from 
hence, v:z. that the Blood being diftemper'd and obnoxious to 
coagulations, when it cannot continue its full courſe of circulati- 
on, depoſes the Serum in many places, this being too apt af it ſelf 
to recede from it. The Djureticks to be given in theſe caſes, 
are fuch as do not fuſe the Blood, but make void its coagulati- 
Ns

ons; of this kind are thoſe things that are endow'd with a fixt 
Volatile, and likewiſe Alkaliſate Salt 3 and they muſt be ſuch as re- 
ſtore and ſtrengthen the Ferment of the Reins, which is done 
by certain Sulphureous and Spirituous things. For theſe ends are 
given Sulphureow and mixt Diureticks , Lixivial Salts of Herbs, 
Powders of ſhells, Salt and Spirit of Urine, &c, Millepedes, Horſe. 
Raddiſh, Paxſly-ſeed, Nutmegs, Turpentne, and preparations made 
of it, Spirit of Wine : The vertues of all which are not to fuſe the 
Blood, and to precipitate ſerofities from its Maſs ( theſe things 
are chiefly done by Acids, and in thoſe caſes do commonly hin- 
der any Purging by Urine) but to diflolve the coagulations of 
the Blood ; ſo that its Body recovering a perfect mixture, and be- 
ing more readily circulated through the Veſſels, drinks np the 
Serum every where extravaſated or depos'd, and finally delivers it 
to the Reins to ſend it forth. Now we ſhall ſhew after what 
manner according to both theſe, as it were oppoſite, ends of Cu- 
ring, Djureticks of all kinds operate, and jn what torms they 
are chiefly preſcrib'd. 


The Kinds and Preſcripts of Diuretick Medicines. 


Irſt then, as to Saline Diuretichks, we (ay that any Salts what- 
ſoever of a differing nature being put together , lay hold of 
each other, and are preſently join'd in one, and that whilſt they 
are ſo combin'd, other Particles freed from the mixture, ſeparate 
from each other, or fly away, This is plainly ſeen when a fluid 
or Acid Salt is put to a fixt, or Alkalifate Salt ; and ſo when a 
fluid or fixt Salt is put to a Volatile, or a ſharp Saltz and indeed 
on this only diſpoſition of Salts, depends the whole bufineſs of 
Solutions and precipitations of what kind ſfoever ; Wherefore ſince 
the Blood and humours of our Body very much abound with Salt, 
which Salt is alſo wont to be variouſly chang'd from one ſtate to 
another, and ſo to cauſe a Morbid diſpoſition ; and likewite fince 
Saline Diureticks are of divers kinds, to wit, conſiſting of fixt, 
fluid, nitrous, .valatile, ' or Alkaliſate Salts, it will always require 
a great diſcretionAnd judgment in a Phyſician to ſee that the Sa- 
line Particles in the Medicine differ from thoſe in our Body : We 
ſhall ſhew after what manner this ought to be done, by running 
through each Species of Diuretick Salts. 
Amongſt Diureticks containing an Acid Salt, Spirit of Salt, or 
of Nitre; alſo Juice af Limmons, of Sorrel, Whitewine, Rheniſh 
and Cyder, are cf chiefeft note amongſt the vulgar, and pretty 


often perform that intent , for theſe things without the help of 
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others fuſe the Blood, and precipitate it into ſerofities; as when 
an Acid is dropt into boiling Milk ; but this does not happen e- 
qually to all perſons, nor to every one alike. In a ſound conſtituti- 
on, or not very far from it, the Salt of the Blood is partly fixt, 
partly nitrous, and partly volatile; alſo in ſome Scorbutical and 
Hydropical perſons, it becomes for the moſt part fixt: In every 
of theſe caſes Diureticks containing an Acid Salt are given, with 
ſucceſs ; but in Catarrhous aftects, and in fome Hydropical and 
Scorbutical diſtempers, when the Salino-fixt Particles of the 
Blood are exalted to a ſtate of flowing, and the volatile are de- 
preſt, ( as it often happens) Medicines of an Acid nature com- 
monly rather do hurt than good ;-infonmch as they more pervert 
the Blood already degenerated from its Crafts, and Medicines con- 
taining a fixt or volatile Salt, are more proper to be us'd by ſuch 


perſons. 


Preſcripts of Diureticks that have an Acid Salt for 
their Bafis. 


T Ahe choice white Tartar powder d, Cryſtal Mineral of each a Dram 
and a half, Powder of Crabs Eyes a Dram : Make a Powder, 
the Doſe is from half a Dram to two Scruples in a fit Vehicle, repeat= 
ing it every fixth or eighth hour. 

Take Tartar vitriolated or nitrated two Drams, Powder of Egg- 
ſhells a Drani and a half, Seeds of Parſly, or of wild Carrots half a 
Dram : Make a Powder, the Doſe # half a Dram, after the ſame 
manner. © | 

Tithe of the beft Spirit of Salt two Drams, Hartſhorn burnt and 
powadred, what will Kee to imbibe it : Make a Powder, the Doſe 
from a Scruple to half a Dram. 

Take Juice of Limmons two Ounces, Radiſh water Compound, an 
Ounce and a half, Syrup of the five Roots three Drams: Make a 
Potirn. : 

Take Juice of Sorrel two Ounces, Whitewine ſix Ounces : Mingle 
them for a Potion. 

Take Radiſh water Compound two Ounces, iFater of Pellitory of 
the Wall four Ounces, Spirit of Salt a Scruple, twenty five drops, Salt 
of Tartar fifteen Grains , Syrup of Violets half an Ounce : Make a 
Potion, | 

That Medicines containing a fixt or Lixivial Salt move Urine, 
it plainly enough appears from the Vulgar and Empyrical Practice 

of Phyfick, which commonly gives them for Curing Hydropical 
perſons ; For its a uſual thing in an Anafarca, and ſometimes in 


an 
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an Aſcites, when the Viſcera, or Fleſhy parts are very much ſwollen 
by a loading of Waters : To give a Lixivium made of the Aſhes of 
T/ormwood, or of Broom, or of Bean-ſtalks with Whitewine, whence 
it frequently happens that a very plentiful evacuation by Urine 
. follows, and that the Diſeaſe is taken away. Nevertheleſs I have 
obſerv'd that this Medicine has not prov'd Diuretick to ſome per- 
ſons, and rather to have encreaſt the Hydropical diſpoſition, than 
to have curd it. The reaſon of which if we enquire into, we 
ſhall find by what is ſaid before, that Lixivial Salts neither fuſe 
Milk, nor Blood, or precipitate them, and therefore that they are 
not Diuretick in their own nature, though that effect ſometimes 
follows 3 becauſe that a fixt Salt taken in a good plenty, deſtroys 
the Energy of the Acid, and coagulative Salt predominating in 
the Blood ; ſo that the ſaid Blood, which before being too apt to 
fuſion, and unable to contain its Serum, did caſt it off from it 
ſelf in divers places , now by the intercefſion of the fixt Salt, re- 
covers its due Crafis, and therefore drinking up again its extrava« 
ſated Serum, and conſtantly carrying it to the Reins, cauſes a 
large Evacuation by Urine.

Take the Deliquium of Salt of Tartar which ( whilſt the TinQure 
x extrated ) floats under, and w impregnated with the Sulphur of 
the Wine, from two Scruples to a Dram and a half, Wiitewine from 
Four Ounces to ſix, Syrup of the five Roots half an Ounce : Mingle 
them, and make a draught to be repeated twice or thrice a day. 

Take Aſhes made of the Prunings of the white Vine half a pound, 
Nutmezs two Drams, pour to them of White or Rhentſh wine two 
pounds and a half; let it ſtand a day in a moderate heat, and cloſe 
cover'd, then keep the ſtraining for uſe : The Doſe # four Ounces twice 
or thrice a day. 

Let Flints be made red hot in the Fire, and be quencht in Wigte 
wine, or ſtale March Beer : Give «if the Liquor from fix Ounces to 
ei7he twice 4 day. 

Take 
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Take Water of uick-, Lime , from four Ounces to fix, Tinfure of 
Muy fore foo! 4 Dram to a Dram and a half : Make a draught 
to be taken twice or thrice a day. . 

For tae ſame reaſon as fixt Salts% ſometimes alſo volatile Salts 
are given with good ſucceſs to move Urine in a ſouriſh diftemper 
of the Blood, to wit , foraſmuch as its Particles when admitted 
into the Blood deſtroy the predominancy of the fluid Salt in it ; 
ſo that the Blood recovering its due mixture , and being freed 
from coagulations and flirxions, drinks up again what Serum is 
extravaſated, and conveys what is ſuperfluous, to the Reins to be 
fent forth by the Ureters. But we may note withal, that Medi- 
cines prepar'd of a volatile Salt, having particles ſomewhat fierce 
in operation and inftigating, when they correct the Crafis.of the 
Blood, diſpoſe what there is ſuperfluous of Serum to be diſcharg'd, 
ſometimes by Sweat as much as by Urine. In this order of Diu- 
reticks, not only the bare volatile Salt drawn forth of Animals 
and Minerals ought to be numbred; but likewiſe the integral 
parts of Animals and Vegetables, ſuch as are the Powders and 
Extracts of Inſects and Vegetables of a ſmart nature. 


Preſcripts of Medicines that have a volatile Salt for 
their Baſis.

Take Spirit of. Urine, from a Scruple to half a Dram, Radiſh wa- 
ter compound, from an Ounce to an Ounce and a half, Juniper water 
three Ounces, mingle them, make a draught. Spirit of Tartar may 
be given after the ſame manner m a double quantity. 

Take Millepedes prepard two Drams, Flowers of Sal Armoniack 
half a Dram, Nutmezs powder d half a Dram, Venice Turpentine 
what ſuffices : Make Pills, let four be taken twice a day, 

Take Powder of Burdock:ſeeds two Drams, Wild Carrot-ſeed a Dram, 
Salt of Amber a Dram, Ovl of Nutmegs half a Scruple, Balſamum Ca- 

vis what ſuffices : Make a Maſs, form it into little Pills ; of which 
t four be taken in the Evening, and 4s many the next nn 
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Take Roots of Chervil, Stone Parſly, Fennel, Eringo , Cammock of 
Reſt-harrow; of each an Ounce, Leaves of Saxifrage; Clivers er Gooſe= 
graſs, of each a handful, Seeds of Gromwel, Hartwort, of each half a 
handful, oy x Bertys fix Drams, boil all-in foutr pannds of fountain

Take Leaves of Chervil, Macedonian Stone Parſly, of each three 
handfulls, being bruis'd together, pour to them of Whitewine 4 
and. a half, wring it forth hard and keep it in a Glaſs; the Doſe us 
three Ounces twice a day. 

Prepare a Tinfture of Mzllepider,Bees,Graſhoppers or of Cantharides 
dryd with the Tinfure of Salt of Tartar ; gve it from fifteen tg 
twenty or thirty drops in a fit vehncle. - 

Nitre is a ſort of Salt, but differing from any other Salt, or 
from the nature of Saline Particles; being neither Acid, fixt or 
volatile, but holds the mean ſtate as it were betwixt thoſe three. 
And in truth Nitre is the thing by which all Plants have their ve- 
getation, all Animals live ad heath, and every Sublunary Flame 
or Fire 1s kindled and maintained, 

| But as to our preſent purpoſe, it's well enough known that 
Sal Nitre cools the Blood, and powerfully provokes Urine , 
though it ſeems ſomewhat ſtrange how this; which is cf ſo fiery 
a nature ſhould fo quallify the Blood, and run it intq Aquoſities 
to move Urine, | 

I conceive that Nitre works thoſe effects in a two-fold reſpe, 
to wit, as it is a Salt, allyd both to a fixt Salt and a volatile, 
and as it carries a living Root of Fire in it. As to the firſt, we 
obſerve that Nitre ( ev'n as fixt and volatile Salts) being put into. 
Milk, hinders or takes away its coagulation ; ſo likewiſe Blood 
whilſt warm, being pour'd to this, is preſerv'd from coagulation, 
and from being diſcolour'd no leſs than if put ts thoſe. Where- 
fore ſince Particles of Nitre inwardly taken preſerve the mixture 
of the Blood entire, or reſtore it, it follows that they prevent or 
take away the fuſions or coagulations of the fame, from an | 

| E to; _ 
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heats, and a ſuppreſſion. of Urine, very often ariſe.. So again, 
Nitre in. regard it carries in it a living Root of Fire, when in- 
wardly taken, cools the inflamed Blood, and moves Urine, be- 
cauſe ( according to what is hinted before) it adds a vigour to 
the flame of the Blood, which before was troubled and full of 
fumes, and fo renders it more-clear and pure, and conſequently 
more mild ; fince therefore the Blood burning clearer by the ac- 
ceſs of Nitre becomes of a more looſe conſiſtency , the ſerous Par- 
ticles eafily get clear of the more groſs, and paſs away in a more 
plentiful manner. '

Its alffo well known that Powders of Shells, and of certain Stones, 
contaming an Alchaliſate,or Petrifying Salt ſometimes promote an 
evacuation by Urine. For Powders of Egg-ſhelfs, of the Claws and 
Eyes of Crabs have been to ſome a preſent Remedy in great {up- 
preſfions of 'Urme ; and if we enquire into their manner and way 
of working, we ſhall ſoon find that theſe Medicines do not fuſe the 
Blood, norſenfibly precipitate it 3 wherefore it maſt be ſaid that 
theſe things. in a ſouriſh Dicraſie of the Blood and Humours,fome- 
tines prove _Diuretick , inaſmuch 2s cloſing with the Acid Salts, 
they bind' them and keep then under ; ſo that the Blood being 
free from fluxions and coagulations, drinks up again the extra- 
vaſated Serum, and conveys it to the Reins,

Not only Saline, but likewiſe ſome Sulphureous and Spirttuous 
ſubſtances juſtly take place amongſt Dinreticks, theſt- often pro- 
ducing the like effect. Many ſubſtances of the Larix Tree;as chiefly 
Turpentin&,and things prepar'd frotivthem ; the Oyts drawn by di- 
ſtillation from Juniper, Nutmegs, Wax, and other Phiguous ſib- 
ſtances, taken inwardly , move in thany perſons #1irge Evracua- 
tion by Utine, afid this carrying 4 finell ike Vislets. "F-have 
known that in fortie Hydropical and Scorbutical Perfons, Brandy 
and Strong waters; nay, and ſtrong Wine freely draiik have cavis'd 
a Purging by Urine. The reaſon of'all which 5, that when the 
Blood being weak; or turning ſobr, or what for Want of ferinen- 
tation, or through the predominanricy of an Act4 and Coagulative | 
Salt in it, has not fo ſprightly and continued a' Circulation; that 
it can contain the ſuperfluons Serum within it ſelf, tillit Ythvers 
it to the Reins : The afoveſaid Rernedies foraſrmiticth' #8 they pre- 
ſerve the mixture of the Blood entire, or reſtore it when faultering, 
conduce to the promoting of that evacuation by Urivie.

CHAP. VI. 


Inſtruftions and Preſcripts for Curing too much Pur- 
ging, by ©rine, and particularly the Diabetes or 
Piſſing Evil, | 


N a Diabetes, as in moſt other affects there are three Primary 
Therapeutick Indications , viz. Curatory , Preſervatory and 
Vital. The firſt of theſe regarding the Diſeaſe, and attempting 
to ſtay the too great Efftugion of Urine cannot be accompliſh's! 
without the ſecond, which aiming at the cauſe of the Diſeaſe, en- 
deavours to preſerve and reſtore the mixture and due Crahis of the 
Blood : Wherefore as to the Cure of this Diſeaſe, the chief inten- 
tions of healing muſt be to keep the Blood from fuſion, and in 
caſe that happens to take jt away. 

Firſt the fufion of the Blood is prevented, ſo its groſs and a- 
queous parts reciprocally contain each other, and do not readily 
and abruptly ſever themſelves, which thing is effected by Incrat- 
ſatives ( commonly ſo called ) whoſe viſcous and glutinous Cor» 
puſcles being admitted into the Maſs of Blood, ftrongly adhere 
to its Active Particles, and fo part them from each other, and 
hinder them'from mutually combining betwixt themſelves, or 
with Saline Particles comjng from elſewhere, as might otherwiſe 
happen through fluxions. In this reſpect, Rice, Amylum, Mucila- 

nous Vegetabies, alſo Gumms and ſome Roſins are wont to give re- 

in this Diſeaſe. | 

.Secondly, To reſtore the Blood after fuſion, thoſe ſorts of Re- 

- meches are indicated which diſſolve the concretions of Salts, ſo 
that all the Elementary Particles in it coming again to be at lj- 
berty, recover their, former places; and fo reſtore the Craſfis of 
the Blood to its firſt vigour, Now its well known that this effect 
js produc'd in coagulated Milk by the addition af a fixt, volatile, 
r anitroys Salt to it; alſo by the infuſion of Spirit of Hartſhorn, 

| . | of 
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of Sal Armoniack and the like. The reaſon of which doubtleſs is, 
that whilſt the SaJino-fixt, volatile or nitrous Particles, being in 
a ſufficient quantity put into the Milk, meet with the Acid or 
Precipitatory Particles, and are combin'd with them ;z the other 
Saline Particles which before were bound, being now freed, and 
diffug'd through the Maſs of the Liquor, looſen the Sulphureoug 
and Earthy Parts combin'd betwixt themſelves, and diſperſe them 
every way, ſo that all the Particles being again equally mixt, mu- 
tually contain themſelves, and are contain'd ; yet becauſe Saline 
Medicaments are accounted by many to be always Diuretick * 
We do not give them lightly, or without conſideration for the 
Cyre of a Diabetes, though in this Diſeaſe I have preſcrib'd the 
" Tincture of Antimony with good ſucceſs. And a water of the 
Solution of quick Lime with the Raſpings of Saffafras, Aniſeeds, 
Raifins and Liquoriſh, according to the vulgar Receipt, is highly 
commended by ſome. 

The Vital Indication is made good in this Diſtemper by a 
thickning and gently cqoling Diet, and by temperate Cordials, 
and chiefly by appoſite and ſeaſonable Hypnoticks. 

A Nobleman in the vigour of his Age, became very prone to an 
exceſs of Pifling, and when for many Months he had been us'd at 
times to undergo this great Flux of Urine, he fell at length into a 
confirm'd Diabetes as it ſeem'd, and almoſt paſt hope of recovery : 
For beſhdes that, in the ſpace of twenty four haurs, he voided 
near a Gallon and a half of clear water, and wonderſully ſweet, 
as. though Honey were mixt in it : He:was moreover affected 
with a cruel Thirſt and a Fever, ſeemingly a Hectick , with a 
mighty Languor of the Spirits, a fall of ſtrength, and a Conſum+ 
ption of the whole Body. I then preſcrib'd him the following 
Remedies, by the uſe of which he ſeem'd in a ſhort time to re- 
cover, 

Take Cypreſs Tops , eight handfuls , Whites of Ezgs beaten two 
pounds, Cinnamon half an Ounce , bemg cue ſmall, pour to them of 
new Milk eight pounde, diſtill it in an orgmary Still, taking care of an 
Empyreuma. Let him take ſix Qunces thrice a day. 

Take Gum Arapick,, and Gum Tragacanth, of each ſix Drams, Pes 
nids an Ounce : Make a Powder, let him take abt 4 Dram, or a 
Dram and a half twice a day, with three or four Qunces of the di- 
ſtull'd water. | 

Take Rhuba»b porwdred fifteen Grains, Cinnamon fix Grains: Make 
a Powder, let him take it in the Morning, and rency the Doſe with« 
in fix or ſeven days. 

Take Carſlip water three Ounces, Cinnamon water loricated two 
Nrams, Syrup of Meconium half an Otaice : Mike 4 draughe to be 


taken every Evening, ”

30 Of Purging by Urine. 

His Diet was only Milk, which he took pretty often in a day: 
ſometimes crude or diluted with the diftill'd water, or with Barly 
water ; ſowetimes boil'd with White-bread, or with Barly : 
Growing daily better by the uſe of theſe things, within a Month 
he ſeem'd to be almoſt Cur'd : As he began to grow a little well, 
his Urine which was Infipid, did not much exceed the quantity 
of Liquids he took, and afterwards turning a little Salt, it became 
leſs in quantity than what he drank, and fo by degrees recovering, 
the wonted tone of his Spirits and a good ſtrength, he took to his 
former Diet, 

Nevertheleſs the diſpoſition to this Diſeaſe did not ſo through- 
ly ceaſe, but afterwards being apt frequently to Relapſes upon 
diforders in Living , and haply upon changes according to the 
ſeaſons of the year 3 he firſt made Water in a greater meafure 
than ordinary, which by degrees grew clear and {weetiſh, a Thirſt 
and Fever, with a Languor of the Spirits accompanying it : But 
by the nſe of the ſame Medicines he us'd in a ſhort time to reco- 
ver again : Not long ſince after a large interval of health, a little 
before he fell into a Flux of Urine, he found great irregularities 
and failings in the Genus Nervoſum ; vig. He was ſeiz'd with a dull 
numbneſs of his Brain, and a Vertigo, and was taken with ſudden 
Cramps in his Limbs, and felt little Leapings of the Tendons, 
and various runnings about him, as though it were of a wind 
creeping here and there. And when by the uſe of fit Remedies, 
the aforeſaid Symptoms ſeem'd te be Cur'd ; the Diabetes after its 
wounted manner burſt forth afreſh 5 viz.- the matter flowing 
forth in abundance from the Fibres and-ſohd parts into the Blood, 
and thence to the Reins and the Urinary Paſſages. 

In this JunCture the ſame Remedies were preſcrib'd again, by 
the uſe of which, when within a few days he began to grow bet- 

- ter, he was ordered to take thrice a day Water of quick Lime to 
five or fix Onnces : Having continued this Remedy four days, he 
made water in a moderate quantity well ting d, and ſomewhat 
falt, and as to other things he ſeem'd well as he was before. 

By the ſame method, and chiefly with the Water of quick 
Lime, I Cnr'd another of a Diabetes, who was look'd+ upon as 
paſt recovery. 
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The Kinds aud P reſeripts of Medicines that flop U- 


rine flowing in exceſs. 


ATR Medicines properly ſo calld, to wit, ſuch as are 
auſtere, acerb, and ſtiptick, do little or nothing in ſtop- 
ping a Dzureſis; for the vertue of thoſe things has no effect on 
the Maſs of Blood, nor does it reach to the Reins and Bladder :- 
But the Remedies that chiefly do good in the Dzabetes are of two 
kinds, as we have hinted before : v2. Firſt, thoſe that hinder the 
combinations of the Salts, and conſequently the fuſfion of the 
Blood, ſuch as the Incraffatives before mentioned. 

Secondly, Thoſe that diflolve the Concretions of the Salts, and 
conſequently reſtore the mixture of the Blood, of which kind 
are Saline Remedies of a contrary nature, which are apt to cleave 
to the Acid Salt, and ſo withdraw it trom the combinations it has 
entred into within the Blood, as chiefly Medicines endow'd with 
a fixt, volatile or alchaliſate Salt. Beſ:des theſe two Primary 
kinds of Medicines that reſtrain Urine, there refts a Secondary 
kind, to wit, Hypnoticks, which gong ſome ſtop to the Animal 
Aconomy, cauſe the vital funCtion to be perform'd with more 
calmneſs, and conſequently with leſs fuſion of the Blood, or pre- 
cipitation of the ſcrous, and nutricious humours. It remains now 
to ſet down ſome Select Forms of each kind of theſe Medicines. 


IT. The firſt Scope of Curing, to wit, by which we endeavour 
by thickning the Blood to prevent its fuſion, or to take it away, 
is effected by the Medicines following. 

Take Gumm Arabick,, and Tragacauth powder'd, of each an Ounce, 
Sugar Penids half an Ounce : Make a Powder, divide it into ſixteen 
parts. Take one part thrice a day, diſſolving it in the diſtill'd water, or 
in the decotiion of the Roots of Compbry in fountain water or Milk. 

Take of the Reſumptive Elettuary three Ounces, Species Diatraga- 
canthi frigidi an Ounce, Red Coral prepar'd two Drams, Confeazon 
of Hyacinth a Dram and a half, Gelly of the caſt Skins of Vipers twhat 
will ſuffice : Make an Elefuary, of which let the Patient take tinice 4 
day the quantity of a MWallnut. 

Take white Amer, Maſtick, Olibanum powared, of each an Ounce, 
Puloy Haly two Ounces, Balſam of Tolu half an Ounce : Make a Subtle 
Powder, the Doſe u half a Dram twice or-thrice a day. 

Take Roots of great Comphry, and Water Lillies, of each three Oun« 
ces, Dates ſflicd tmo Ounces, Seeds of Maliows, Cotton-plant, Plan- 
tain, Fleawort, of each balf an Ounce, Boil them in four mns of 

oun- 
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fountain water till balf be conſum'd, to the ſtraining add Syrup of Wa- 
ger Lillies two Ounces : The Doſe 1s four Ounces thrice a day. 

Take of the decoftion of Barly with Water Lilly-roots a pound and 4 
half, Sweet Almonds prepar d an Ounce and 4 half , Seeds of white 
Poppies, Purſlain, Lettice, of each half an Ounce : Make an Emulſion 
according to art, the Doſe u four Ounces thrice a day. 
©" Take Cypreſs Tops fix handfuls, Clary Leaves four handfuls, Flowers 
of blind Nettles, Comphry, Water Lillies, of each four handfuls, Roots 
of Water Lillies and Comphry, of each half a pound, Mace an Ounce, 
all oye fuck flic'd together, pour to them of new Mtlk eight pound, 
diftil them in an ordinary Still : The Doſe # four Ounces thrice a day; 
with the Power or Elefuary above written. 


IL In the ſecond place, though Saline Medicines of every kind 
and condition are accounted Diuretick, and every of them in cer- 
tain caſes, inaſmuch as they fuſe the Blood, and cauſe a copious 
ſeparation of its Serofities, are in ſome ſort Diuretick. Never- 
theleſs for the reaſon above-mention'd, to wit, for that meeting 
with the Acid Salt, when it is predominant in the Blood, they 

revent and take away its fuſion and diffolution. I do not doubt 

ut ſometimes they may be given with good ſucceſs to ſtop 
Fluxes of Urine. And I have heard for certain , that ohe was 
Cur'd of a Diabetes by an Infufton of quick Lime, Now in re- 
gard the Saline Medtcaments gwhich we ſuppoſe to take away 
the predominancy of the Acid Salt, and to fetter it, as it were ) 
contain either a fixt, volatile or Alchaliſate Salt : I ſhall give you 
fome Forms of Diureticks, which have each of theſe tor their 
foundation, 

1. Firſt then when a fixt Salt by it ſelf, or join'd with Sulphur 
is requir'd for a Baſis. 

Take Tinfture of Salt of Tartar , or its Deliquium what ſuffices : 
Give it thrice a day in a draught of the decoftion or diftilld water be+ 
fore deſerib'd. 

Take Tintiure of Antimony, let it be taken after the ſame manner 
thrice 4 day: I have found by frequent experience the uſe of ths to be 
very profitable in thy Diſeaſe. 

Take Tintture of Salt of Coral a Scruple, let it be taken after the 


manner. | 

Take of the Infuſion of quick, Lime a pound : The Doſe us three or 
four Ounces thrice a day, giving before a Doſe of the Eleftuary, or Pow- 
der above preſcrib'd. 

Take Conſerves of the Flowers of blind Nettles, and of the great Com: 
phry, of each four Ounces, of the reddeſt Crocus of fteel half an Ounce, 
Coral calcin'd to a whiteneſs two Drams, Syrup of Comphry what ſuffi- 
ces , Make an Eleftuary, the Doſe is two Drams thrice a day. Taly 
| | a 
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Take Lapis Specularis calcin'd an Ounce : The Doſe # from balf A 
Dram to a Dram twice or thrice a day. Country People with thr 
Medicine ſucceſsfully Cure their Cattle that piſs bloody water. . 

Take Coral calcin'd to a whiteneſs and powdred three Drams, Pow 
der of Gumm Arabich and Tragacanth, of each a Dram : Make 
Powder,divide it into ten parts, let one part be taken thrice a day with 
a fit Vehicle, to wit, with the decoffion or the diſtill'd water. * 

Take the reddeſt Crocus Marti ſix Drams, Gumm Lac powdred 
half an Ounce, red Saunders a Dram : Make a Powder, divide it in- 
to twenty parts, whereof let one be taken thrice a day. 

Take Hartſhorn burnt and powdred half an Ounce, boil it in four 
pounds of the water of a Smiths forge till half be conſum'd, adding 
rowards the end a Cruſt of Bread, Roots of great Comphry, and water 
Lillies dry d, of each an Ounce and a half, Sacchari Perlats two Ounces, 
let him take four Ounces thrice a day. ' 


2. Medicines containing an Alchaliſate Salt , ſuch as Coral; + "3 


Pearl, Cuttle-bone , Hartſhorn, Ivory, Powders of Shells and the 
like, as they are commonly us'd againſt Rheumatick affects, ſo 
likewiſe for a Diabetes : And inaſmuch as they imbibe the Acid 
oalt abounding in the Blood, and fo free the Maſs of Blood from 
fuſion, we may juſtly expett a benefit from them. | | 

Take red Coral ground to a great ſubtlety, Cuttle-bone, of each balf 
an Ounce, Hartſhorn Philoſophically calcin'd three Drams, Pearl, Toory, 
Crabs Eyes, of each a Dram : Mix them, make a Powder , the Doſe #s 
half a Dram thrice a day, with a fit Vehicle. BE 

Take of the ſaid Powder three Ounces, Species Diatragacanth frigid 
two Ounces, Sugar Candy two Ounces : Make a Powder, and with @ 
ſufficient quantity of the Solution of Gumm Arabick make 4 Paſte ; and 
let it be forma into Troches weighing half a Dram, let three or four 
be taken thrice or oftner in a day. | 

Take of the ſaid Powder two Ounces, of the Reſumptive Elefludry 
Feur Ounces, Conſerve of the Flewers of water Lilies three Ounces, 
Syrup of the ſame what ſuffices * Make an Elefuary, let him take the 
quantity of a Cheſnut thrice a day, drinking after 1t a draught of the 
Apoxeme, or of the diftill d water above preſcribd. 

3. For the ſame reaſon as Medicines endued with a fixt and Al- 
chaliſate Salt ſeem proper in Cucing the Diabetes z for the ſame 
reaſon do ſuch as have a volatile Salt: For theſe as well as. thoſe 
lay hold on, and draw of the Acid Salt, ( by which the Blood 1s 
tus'd and diffolv'd into Serofities ) fo that its Liquor recovers its 
due Crafis. F 

Take the Solar Tinfure prepar'd ( as I readily do it ) with Sal Ar- 
moniach an Ounce ; The Dole vs twenty oy thrice a day. . The Spi= 
rits of Blbod, Soot and Hartſhorn; may alſo be tryd-m this Diſeaſe; 
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* Take Salt of Amber a Dram, the reddeſt Crocus Marty two Drams : 
Mix them, divide it into twelve parts, the Doſe is one part thrice 
a day. 


ITI. As to the third kind of Remedies in the Diabetes, to wit, 
Hypnoticks, which by putting a ftay to the Animal Spirits, re-

Teke the decoftion of Barly, with the dry d Roots of Compbry ſix 
Ounces, white Poppy-ſeeds two Drams , ſweet Almonds prepard in 
number ſix : Make an Emulſion according to art, let it be taken every 
Night going to ſleep- 

Take of the Magiſtral diſtsll'd water above preſcribd four Ounces, 
Solution of Tragacanth two Drams, Diaſcordium from half an Ounce 
to fix Drams . Give it going to ſleep. 

Take Conſerve of the flowers of water Lillies two Drams, Lauda=- 
num Tartariq'd or Cydoniated a Scruple, Tinfture of Saffron ſix Grains : 


Make a Bolus to be taken going to ſleep. 


CHAP. VII. 


| Inſtruitions concerning Sweating and Diaphlreticks, 
or Medicines caufing Sweat , with Preſcripts of 
them. | 


Or a ready and plentiful eruption of Sweat, theſe three things 

' arerequir'd. Firſt that the Blood Loi'ing more than its wont, 
crculates with a more rapid motion. Secondly, That its Latex 
abounds with many watry Particles, and thoſe looſe, that is, apt 
to be (eparated from the reſt of the Liquor, and to be reſoly'd 
into Vapours; for if there be a deficiency of Serum, or if it be 
not eafily ſeparable from the Blood through its too great com- 
 paCtneſs, or incraffation by reaſon of Fxculencies ſtrongly mixt 
in it; ſcarce. any ſweat at all will follow, though the intenſe heat 
of a burning Fever preſles for it, and moſt powerful Diaphore- 
ticks 
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ticks are given at the ſame time. Thirdly, The Pores of the 
whole Body muſt be ſet wide open for a free paſſage of the 
Sweat. 

Therefore Sweating Medicines to be taken inwardly muſt be 
ſuch as make the Blood boil more than ordinarily, and conſe- 
quently cauſe it to evaporate : Alſo ſuch as ſomewhat looſen and 
fuſe its often too compact and incraflated Maſs, that its Serofi- 
ties may more readily depart from it and be ſeparated, and they 
muſt be ſuch as at the ſame time diſpoſe them ſo ſeparated, rather 
to paſs forth by Sweat, than by Urine or Seige. As to the third 
thing requir'd, to wit, the opening of the Pores, this is done in a 
manner wholly by ontward Adminiſtrations. 

Now becauſe the ſame Saline preparations which are given to 
procure Sweat, are often given to move Urine , and ſometimes 
alſo for Cordials 5 we muſt ſhew- by what preparation, and other 
requiſites, Sweating is to be promoted alone without the other 
intents. $12: 

And we obſerve that Sudorificks inwardly taken,: ſeldom or ne- 
ver work of their own accord, as Emeticks, Catharticks, or Di- 
ureticks; but always need ſome Governance to attuate the Medi- 
cine, and to determine it to that Energy : Wherefore a Diapho- 
retick being given, the Patient muſt preſently be fo ordered that 
the Pores of his Body may be open'd, and the beat of his Heart 
very much heighten'd. For theſe ends, either let him be kept 
in a Bed, Bath, or Hot-houſe, or let him exerciſe his Body with 
ſome quick or- laborious motion ; and that theſe things may ſnc- 
ceed the better 'in promoting Sweat z when it is in our power, let 
us make choice of a fit time and ſubject for it, vip. when the 
Blood enjoying a laudable, or not very evil Crafis;, both ſuffici= 
ently abounds with a Serous humour, and has not its Particles in 
too great a confuſion or perturbation, but. is in a - difpofition 
readily to be looſen'd, and to ſeparate it ſelf, and run into parts. 
For in a Bilous temperament, in a thin and dry conſtitution ; and 
in the midſt of a burning Fever, when all things are in a trouble 
and undigefted : Diaphoreticks commonly prove of no effect or 
do hurt. Mcreover when Diaphoreticks are judg'd proper, we 
mulſt not give all forts of them indifferently, but peculiar Medi- 
cines muſt be choſen according to the various diſpofation of the 
Blood , and the different predominancies of the Element 'm. it, 
ſometimes of this, ſometimes of that, and according to the ſtates 
of the Salts, 
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The Kinds and Preſcripts of Diaphoretick Medi- 


Ces, 


YUdorifick Medicines being manifold, and of divers kinds , and 
J being wont in a various reſpect to be rang'd in order, and 
reduc'd to Claſſes. In the firſt place I have thought fit here to 
diſtinguiſh them, and ſet them down, both as to their form and 
manner of Compoſition, and as to the matter out of which they 
are made. Their moſt uſual forms are 1. a Powder. 2. Chymical 
Liquors. 3. A Potion. 4. A Bolus. 5. A Diet. 

Fhe matter of each of theſe are either the integral parts of the 
whole mixt Body, or certain Elementary parts of ſome mixt, re- 
ſolv'd by Chymiſtry, and thoſe are either fimple, viz. either Spt- 
rituous or Saline : The latter of which alſo are either volatile or 
fixt, Acid or nitrous. Or laſtly the Sudorifick Particles io divi- 
ded and ſeparated by Chymiftry, are Elementary parts compoun» 
ded betwixt themſelves , wi. Spirituo-Saline, and. Salino-Sul- 
phureous. As we run through each of theſe Species in or- 
Gn we ſhall adapt to each matter the mare Select forms of Pre- 

_—- 

Diaphoreticks which have the integral parts of a mixt for their 
foundation, in which alſo a ſmart or volatile Salt is predomimant, 
in this reſpect often conduce to provoke Sweat, that their Parti- 
cles being admitted into the Blood, and being immiſcible with it, 
and not to be ſubdued , exagitate its Maſs, greatly divide it, and 
draw it aſunder as it were into moſt Minute parts3 fo that at 
length the texture of the Blood being very much looſen, and 
ſet a boiling, the ſuperfluous Serofites, Recrements, and taints of 
the Blood are caft torth together with the Particles of the Me- 
dicine, which are expell'd by reaſon of their Heterogeneity. Thoſe 
that are-of this rank are uſually given in the form of a Powder, 
BW Potion and Diet, according to the following forms of Pre- 
. ſcripts. . 

Take Roots of Contrazerva, Serpentaria Virginiana, Butter-burr, ef 
each a'Dram, Cochinele, Saffron, of each half a Dram : Make a Pow- 
der, the Doſe #s half a Dram, with a fit Vehicle. 

Take Powder of Vipers a Dram , give it im ſome convenient Li- 


quor. 
' Take Powder of Toads prepar d, from half a Dram to a Dram. 


When Diaphoreticks onght to predominate in Sal Alchali alone, 
pr maxt with the former, | 
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Tuke Oriental Bezoar, from a Scruple to half a Dram, pive it in 4 
ſpoonful of _ l df Sams or ſome ether Vehicle, TY 

Take Powder of Crabs Claws Compound, from 4 Scruple to half a 
Dram, give it after the ſame manner. 

The Bexoartick, Powder s made after this manner. 

Take Powder of the Roots of Contrayeroa, of Crabs Claws ſimple, of 
each' two Ounces, Pearl, both ſorts of Coral, white Amber, Crabs Eyes, 
Hartſhorn, Cryſtal prepar'd. of each an Ounce, Occidental Beyoar, Lem- 
man Earth , of each half an Ounce, Ceruſe of Antimony two Ounces, 
Cochenele ha!f an Ounce, Ambergreece a Dram and a half , Mush 
half a Dram : Make a ſubtle Powder, and let ut be form'd into little 
round Balls with the.Gelly of the Skins of Vipers, the Doſs is from a 
Scruple to a Dram. 

Take of this Beroartick, Powder a Scruple , Powder of Toads pre- 
pard fix Grains : Make a Powder, give it ins a ſpoonful of Treacle 
water. 

2. Bolus's which have for their Baſis the integral parts of 
_ mixt, made in the form of an Electuary, Extract, or Con- 

erve, 

Take of Mithridate, from half a Drama to a Dram, of the Begoar- 
tick Powder, from a Scruple to half a Dram, Syrup of the Fuice of Ci- 
trons what will ſuffice z make a Bolus. Tuſtead of Mithridate you may 
put Trear'e, or Diaſcordium, or Confefio Liberantis, de Hyacintho : $o 
likewiſe Bexcar powdred, or the Reots of Contrayerva, and the Powders 
of the like rhings may ſupply the place of the Beqoartick, Powder. 

Take of the Extratt of Treacle, from balf a Dram to a Dram, of 
the Bezoartich Powder a Scruple : Make a Bolus. 

Take” of the Extraft of Carduus balf a Dram, Bexoartick Potrder 
a Scruple. Salt of Wormmwood fifteen Grains, with a ſufficient quantity 
of the Syrup of theFuice of Citrons : Make a Bolus. 

3. Potions which have for their Baſis common decoCctions of 
Vegetables, or Infuſions and TinCtures. 

Take Roots of Butter-burr an Ounce, Seeds of the ſame two Dram, 
Eringo Roots Condited ſix Drams, Carduus Seeds two Drams, boil all 
m a pound of fountain water,till half be conſum'd : In the cleer ſtrain- 
ing diſſolve of Mithridate balf a Dram or two Scruples: Let it be 
taken warm in Bed. 

After the like manner the Leaves of Carduus, the Flowers of Mas 
rigolds or Cammomile may be boild in a ſufficient quantity of Poſ- 
ſet-drink,of which fix or eight Ounces may be given warm either 
alone, or with (ome Powder, EleCtuary, or other Diaphoretick ad- 
ded to it. 

4. Diaphoretick Infiifions and TinCturey of divers kinds may 
be prepar'd by extracting the vertues of {imple Vegetables, and 
Contections with Wine, Vinegar, or diftilld water, which —_ 
0 Wards 
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wards being ftrain'd and clarified by fſetling are often given with 

ſucceſs ; To this place ought to be referr'd the Bezoartick waters, 

Wines and Vinegars prepar'd by Infuſion, the forms of which are 

every where to be found amongſt Authors. Moreover Tinctures 

of Vegetables which are of very great effect in a ſmall Doſe, are

Take Roots of Contrayerva 4 pound, bei us into 4 

Matraſs, _ them Spirit of Wine inte Pad : Let . wk azgeft

_ $5. Diets, whoſe foundations are decoCtions of Woods delign'd 
for the Cure of the French Pox, and other Cronick Aﬀects deep- 
ly rooted in the Blood and humours. 

For indeed a very intenſe and frequent Sweating, vzx. continued 
for a long time, day by day is requir'd for the Cure of ſome Di- 
ſeaſes, to wit, that not only the Impurities and Corruptions of the 
Viſcera and humours, may be purg'd forth, but ev'n the Morbi- 
fick Taints, deeply Imprinted in them may be wholly aboliſh'd, 
or as it were eradicated : To effect this it will not be enough ta 
give a Sudorifick Powder or Bolus now and then at times z but 
an entire Diet muſt be ordered for this purpoſe. Wherefore let 
all the drink the Perſon takes be a Diaphoretick DecoCtion, after 
a Doſe of which taken each Morning, let a copious Sweat be pro- 
moted, by adding to it the heat of a Bath, or of a Hot-houſe 
and after that by this means the Pores of the Skin are open, and 
Nature is inclin'd to Sweat, let the Recrements of the Blood and 
Nervous Juice for that whole day evaporate by perſpiration, which 
muſt be {till maintained by the uſe of the ſaid Drink : By this me- 
thod not only the French Pox is moſt ſafely, and for the moſt 
part, moſt certainly Cur'd, but alſo ſome other moſt difficult Di- 
ſeaſes >= rn _ overcome. Sarfaparits 

Take the Raſpings of Guaiacum four Ounces, Sarſaparilla ſix Oun=- 
ces, _—_ he. Dances all the Saunders, of each an Ounce, Shavings 
of Foory and Hartſhorn, of each half an Ounce, Antimony pawdred 
and tied in a rag ſix Ounces: Let them Infuſe and Boil according to 
Art in ſixteen pounds of fountain water,till balf be conſum'd,an1 ſtrain 
zt; to the remaining Magma,add the like quantity of water, let them in- 

Fuſe and boil till a third part be conſum'd, adding to it Raiſins a pound, 
Licorice an Ounce : Let the ſtrain be kept for a common drink. 

In caſe of a Bilous Temperament, and a ſharp and hot Blood, 
leave out the Guaiacum, and augment the quantities of the China 


and Sarſa, 
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Diaphoreticks which confift of the Integral parts of the whole 
mixt, and are eafie to be gotten for poor people, may be preſcrib'd 
according to the following forms, 

In Malignant Fevers. Take Conſerve of Wood Sorrel a Dram, Ms-= 
thridate two Scruples and a half, mix them: Let it be taken, drink- 
ing after it a draught of Poſſet-drink,, that has the Leaves of Carduws, 
Scordium, or of Camonul Flowers, or Marigolds boil'd in it. 

Take Powder of the Roots of Virginia Serpentary, from half a Dram 
to 4 Dram : Give 1t with a fit Vehicle, or give Powder of the Root 
of Butter-burr a Dram after the ſame manner. 

In ordinary caſes give the Decofion of Gromavel, of the Roots of _ 
Butter-burr, or Virginia Serpentary, or of the Roots and Seeds of the 
great Burr-dock.: In the French Pox a Decottzon of Soap-wort, or of 
the Raſpings of Box, and the like may ſupply the place of the De- 
coftion of Woods, which are of greater price. 

2, Sweating Medicines prepar'd from the Elementary parts of 
a mixt, have for their Bafts either a Spirit, or a Salt, ſometimes 
ſimple, ſometimes combin'd with another Salt, or with Sulphur. 
- Spirituous things be preſcrib'd according to the following 

rms. 

I. Let the Spirit of Treacle Camphorated be un » from half 4 
Dram to a Dram, or a Dram and a half in a fit Vehicle, After the 
ſame manner many other Spirits diftill'd from the Juices of Vege- 
tables, maturated by fermentation, and appropriated to certain 
Diſtempers, may be given to provoke Sweat, when it is Indica- 
ted : Of which kind are the Spirits of Black-Cherries, of the Berries 
of Elder, Toy and Juniper, with many others ; the Spirits of Hartſhorn, 
_ Blood and the li"?, onght rather to be numbred in the rank of 
Salts. 

2. Diaphoreticks, whoſe Baſis are Spirits, with other Elemen= 
tary Particles combin'd, may be preſcrib'd after this manner. Take 
of the ſimple mixture a Dram, give it in a convenient Vehicle. To 
this place alſo may be reterr'd thoſe things that conſiſt of a Spirit, 
fixt Salt, or a Sulphur combin'd : Of which kind are the Tinfure of 
Salt of Tartar and Antimony : The Deſe of which are from a Scruple to 
two Scruples in ſome other Liquor. Moreover diſtilld waters in which 
the Spirituous Particles are diluted with watry ones, are often gi- 
ven to provoke Sweat with good ſucceſs. 

Take Roots of Butter-burr and Valerian, of each two Ounces, of Ze- 
doary, Contrayerva, Virginia Serpentary, of each an Ounce and a half, 
Flowers of Butter-burr four handfuls, Saffron two Drams, being ſlic'd 
and bruis'd, pour to them four pounds of Sherry Sack,, diſtil it accor- 
ding to Art : Let the whole Liquor be mixt, the Doſe us from two 
Ounces and a half to three Ounces. Or take Roots of Angelica, and 
Maſter-wort , of each four Ounces, of Zedoary, Ele-Campane., _— 

on - 
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lorwr=;ort, Gentian, the leſſer Galingal, of each an Ounce, Tops of Car- 
duus, Rue, Angelica, of each three handfuls , the middle Bark, of the 
Aſh fix Ounces; being ſlic'd and bruisd, add Mithridate ,' Venice 
Jreacle, of each two Ounces : Mix them, and pour to them of Ca- 
nary ſix pounds , w_— Vinegar two pounds,- diſtil it according to 
Art : The Doſe three Ounces. 

/ The Doſes of the aforeſaid Waters may be aCtuated by the ad- 
dition of Chymical Liquors or Salts. Theſe ſorts of Medicines 
endow'd with a Vinous Spirit are proper chiefly, and in a_man- 
ner only for old people, and ſuch as are of a cold temperament; 
and are ſubject to the Palſy and Dropſy : But in a.hot conſtituti- 
on, and when there is a fervent heat of the Bowels, and a Feve- 
riſh boiling of the Blood, by ſcorching thoſe; and enflaming this 
too much, they uſually rather do hurt than good. 

Diaphoreticks, whoſe Baſis is Saline; as they are of a various 
nature, viz. according as the Salt is volatile, fixt, Acid or Ni- 
trous, ſo they are of a different uſe and operation, and hence in 
certain caſes theſe, and in others thoſe and thoſe are moſt prop- 
per to be given, as we have before obſerv'd in Diureticks. 

I. Fixt and volatile Salt is moſt propper for thoſe whoſe Blood 
very much abounds with a ſerous humour. Moreover, when at 
any time the Juice which Irrigates the Viſcera, and the Genus Ner- 
voſum begins to turn ſharp, as it uſually happens in Hydropical 
and Cacochymical perſons, and in ſuch as are ſubject to Convul- 
five Diſtempers, thoſe Medicines are moſt effectually given to 
cauſe a Sweat ;5 becauſe that whilſt they meet the Acido-Saline 
Particles of the humours, and are combin'd with them, they 
looſen the Texture of the Blood, and at the ſame ſtrongly agi- 
tate its Maſs by reaſon of their Heterogenous mixture : Hence 
for a ready ſeparation and driving forth of the Serofities through 
the Pores of the Skin, thoſe things are preſcrib'd in the form of 
a Powder, Bolus and Liquor. 

Take Flowers of Sal Armoniach half a Scruple, Criſtal Mineral fif- 
teen Grains, Begoartick Powder a Scruple, mix them : Let it be given 
in « ſpoonful of Sudorsfick water. 

Take Salt of Tartar a Scruple, Ceruſe of Antimony twenty froe 
Grains : Make a Powder , let it be given after the ſame man- 


ner. | 
Take Powder of Bexoartick Mineral , from a Scruple to half a 
Dram, Gaſcoins Powder a Scruple':; Make a Powder , let it he groen 
in like manner. | 
Take Ceruſe of Antimony, from a Scruple to half a Dram, Flowers 
of Sal Armoniack half a Scruple : Make a Powder, 
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2: Thoſe things may be yiven in the form of a Bolus, by mix- 
ing the aforeſaid Doſes with Treacle, Msthridate or Diaſcordium; 
or with the m_ of ws —_— - the - uk þ 

Take Bezoartick Mineral a Scruple, Flowers of Sal Armani 1X 
| Fn re raty half a Dram : Make a Bolus. | 

Take Salt of Hartſhorn eight Grains, Bexoartich, Powder fifteen 
Grains, Extraftum Theriacale a Scruple : Make a Bolus;or three Pills. 

If a Liquid Form be more proper , Take Spirit of Hartſhorn, or 
of Soot, or of Sal Armonaackh,, from fifteen Grains to twenty, Sudori- 
fick water, from an Ounce to three Ounces : Maze a draught, let it be 
taken with governance. 

Take Flowers of Sal Armonzach half a Scruple, Salt of Tartar fif- 
teen Grains, Sudorifick water three Ounces : Mix them ; make a 
draught. 

3. Diaphoreticks, which have a Nitrous Salt for their Baſis, 
are wont to give relief generally in the ſame caſes, as thoſe above, 
made of a fixt and a volatile Salt z becauſe they deſtroy the pre- 
dominancy of the Acid Salt; and diſpoſe the mixture of the Blood 
after ſuch a manner, that as it boils, its Serum and Recrements 
are readily ſeparated and diſcharged from it. | 

Take Criſtal Mineral three Drams, Salt of Hartſhorn, or of Soot, 
or of Vipers a Dram: Mix them; the Doſe # from a Scruple to half 
a Dram in a fit Vehicle. | | 

Take Sal Prunella two Dirams, Bezoartick Mineral; or Ceruſe of 
Antimony a Dram : Make a Powder, the Doſe # from two Scruples to 
a Dram. 

4- Diaphoreticks, whoſe ground is an Acid Salt; have .a pecu- 
liar efficacy againſt the predominancy of a fixt Salt, and Sulphur, 
viz. if at any time the Maſs of Blood by reaſon of Salino-fixt Par- 
ticles combin'd with Sulpyureous or Terrene Particles in it , 
comes to be too much lock'd up and cloſe bound, that it does 
not eafily let go its Serofities to be expell'd by Sweat ( as it ſome- 
times happens in continual Fevers, and in Scorbutick affects) the 
Acid Salt, after the Medicine is given, meeting the fixt Salt 
in the Body, and laying faſt hold on it, makes void its undue 
combinations, and fo opens the boiling Blood, arid difpoſes it for 
a Sweat. 

Take Spirit of Tartar, from half a Dram to a Drami, Sudorsfick 
_ three Ounces, Flowers of Sal Armoniack, half a Scruple : Mix 
them. | 
Take of the fimple mixture , from half 4 Dravi th tivo Scruples | 
Gzve 2t in a ſpoonful of Treacle water, or Bexoartich water. 

Take Beyoartick, Vinegar , from half an Ounce to an Ounce ; Cars 
oy w_ two Ounces, Plague water ſix Drams : Mix them, make 
a draught. * 
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Take Spirit of Guaiacum a Dram, Sudorifick, water three Ounces : 
Mix them, make a draught. 

Some tings meerly , or for the greateſt part Sulphureous are 
commonly-plac'd 'in the rank of Diaphoreticks : As for inſtance 
ſome Natural, and other Artificial Balſams, alſo Chymical Oyls, 
as chiefly of Guaiacum , Box; Camphire, Hartſhorn and Soot : 
So likewife the Refinous Extratts of Ponderous Woods, with 
many others, which though by themſelves they do little for 
raiſing Sweat 3 yet being Join'd with the other Saline Medi- 
cines, -I do not think them altogether unprofitable, becauſe in a 
cold and Over-phlegmatick Conſtitution , Sulphureo-Saline Me- 
dicines Rarify the Blood which 1s then become too watry, and 
diſpoſe it to. a free evaporation, no. leſs than ſuch as are Spiri» 
tuous. 

Take of Opobalſamum, from Six Drops to twelve, Water of Baum, 
or of Ground Toy three' Ounces, Sudorifck water half an Ounce : Let 
it be taken every Morning to provoke Sweat for many days together. 
It #- proper for Phthiſical Perſons , and ſuch as have Ulcers in the 
Reins. 

And fo, but in a greater Doſe, may be given the Balſam of Pe- 
»u 3 alſo the Tinfure of the Balſam of Tolu, and likewiſe compounded 
Balſams gotten by diſtillation. 

Take Roſin of Guatacum powwdred two Drams , Chymical Oyl of 
the ſame a Scruple , Bezoartich, Mineral , Gumm Guatacum, of each 
a Dram and a half, Balſam of Peru what ſuffices: Make a Maſs 
for Pills, the Doſe from half a Dram to two Seruples, drinking af= 
ter it a Doſe of the Sudorifick, water, or of the Decoction of Woods. 


CHAP. VII. 


Inſtruftions and' Preſcripts for Curing an Exceſſive, 
| or Depraved Sweating, 


Requent and inimoderate Sweating, is ſometimes the Sym- 

- ptom of ſome .other Diſeaſe then afteCting the Perſon ; for 
in the Phthifick and Scurvy, this-ts- a common thing : The rea- 
ſon-of it is, that the Blood being taiated with ſome ficby infeCti- 


imilate the nutritive Juice tilt paſting into its Maſs, and there- 


OF or become-of an ill habit , -48:nat able duly to concott and 
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fore always degenerating, and coming now and then.to be full 
charg'd by the addition of otheg, Excrements, it ſeparates them» 
and expells them by Sweat. 

The Cure of this Sweating depends wholly on the Cure of the 
Diſeaſe whoſe Symptom it is : In the mean time. thoſe copious 
Night-ſweats happening in thoſe Diſeaſes, plainly ſhew that the 
Perſons Diet ought to be altogether of light food 3 viz. Milk, 
Gruel, Cream of Barly and the like, whoſe gentle-and mild Par- 
ticles the Blood can bear, and not of Fleſh, or ſtrong ſubſtan- 
CES. 

Sometimes. an exceflive Sweating is the effect of ſome fore- 
going Diſeaſe which is brought to an end, and this is fo common 
a thing after long Agues, that ſcarce any recover of them ; but 
this Indiſpofition {till ſticks upon them more or leſs. I knew a 
young man, who as he grew well of a Quartan Ague,. which had 
held him ten Months, and began to loſe its fats,” daily melted into 
ſuch profuſe Sweats, that he. was fain to change-.his: Shitt and 
+ Sheets thrice a Night, being as wet as though they had. been dipt 
in water : This Evacuation continuing ſo for many Weeks, his 
Fleſh ſo fell away, and his ſtrength was ſo exhauſted, that he 
look 'd like a Skeleton. This Perſon when he had us'd many Me- 
dicines a long time without much. benefit; at length by drinking 
Afies Milk Mornings and Evenings, and his other Diet being or-+ 
dered of Cows Milk, he grew very well in a ſhort time. 

The chief cauſe of frequent and copious Sweats ſeems to confiſt 
in the ill habit and weakneſs of the Blood, in that it is apt conti- 
nually to be fus'd and precipitated into Serofities : The Pores of 
the Body in the mean time being open and free for an Evacuation 
by Sweat. Now the Blood is ſo apt to fuſions and flowings for 
the moſt part from a predominancy of a Fluid or Acid Salt in it, 
and ſometimes the Nervous Juice growing ſharp, empties its A= 
cid ſuperfluities into the Blood, and fo precipitates its Maſs into 
Serolities. 

This exceſlive Sweating does not only ariſe from the vitiated 
Crafis and Fermentation of the Blood, but ſometimes from its de- 
praved Accenſion, and through an exceſs of Sulphur in it, as 
ſometimes through a deficiency of it. 

In order to the Cure of this Over-Sweating, the Therapeutick 
intentions mult be chiefly theſe three. Firtt, To take away or 
correct the ill habit or weakneſs of the humours. Secondly, 
gently to cloſe the Pores of the Skin which are too open. Third- 
ly, To derive the Serum of the Blood, and the watry ſupertJui- 
ties to the Reins. 
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TT, The firſt of theſe is perform'd by thoſe Remedies which 
deſtroy the predominancy of the Acid Salt in the Blood, or Ner- 
vous Juice ; and which promote the Exaltation of the Sulphur 
(if haply it grows weak) for which ends Anti-ſcorbuticks, Chaly- 
beats : Alſo Medicines endow'd with a Volatile, Nitrous or Al- 
chalifate Salt moſt commonly prove efftectual. I ſhall ſet down 
Certain forms of each of theſe. 

Take Conſerve of the Flowers of Cichory and Fumitory, of each two © 
Ounces, Powder of Toory, Hartſhora, Coral prepar'd, of each a Dram, 
Pearl half a Dram, Species of Diarrhodon Abbats a Dram, Lignum 
Alves, Saunders both red and yellow, of each half a Dram, Sal Pru- 
nella four Scruples, with a ſufficier® quantity of Syrup of Fumitory, 
make an Eleftuary : Give the quantity of a Wallnut in the Evening, 
and the next Morning, drinking after it either of the following Julap 
or diſtill d water, three Ounces. | | 
Take the Waters of Fumitory and Wallnuts ſimple, of each fix Oun- 
ces, the Waters of Snails and Earth-worms, of each an Ounce, Sugar 
fix Drams : Mix them, make a Julap. 

Take tops of Firr, Tamarisk, Cypres, of each four handfuls, of 
Myrtle two handfuls, Leaves of Watercreſſes, Brooklymes, Agrimony, 
St. Fohnswort, Harts-Tongue Fluelen or Speedwel, of each three hand- 
Fuls, the outward Coats of twelve Qranges : Being flic'd and bruis'd, 
pour to them of Brumſivick Beer eight pounds, diſtill it in common Qr- 
gans: Let the whole Liquor be mixt, and ſweeten it at pleaſure, the 


\ Doſe three Ounces twice a day. . 


Take Leaves of Dandelion, Watercreſſes, Plantain, Brooklimes, of 
each three handfuls, being bruts'd, pour to them of the diſtilld water 
above written a pound, wring it forth hard : The Doſe # from three 
ro four Ounces in the Morning at Nine of the Clock,, and at Five in 
the Afternoon. 

According to this method, I uſe to preſcribe in a failing of 
ſtrength and Night-ſ{weats after long Agues, and if theſe remedies 
do no good, we muſt come to Chalybeates. 

* Take Hrup of Steel fix Ouncei ; let a ſpoonful be taken, in the Mor- 
ning, and at five in the Afternoon, with three Ounces of the Water 
above preſcrib'd. 

Take Powder of Ivory, of Coral prepar'd, of each two Drams, Crocus 
Marts, Salt of Steel, of each a Dram and a balf : Make a Powder, 
the Doſe vs half a Dram twice a day, with three Ounces of the ſame 
aiſtill d water. 

- Take Tin&ure of Salt if Tartar an Ounce : The Doſe is from twen- 
ty to thirty Drops twice a day with the diſtif'd water. After the fame 
manner may be given the Tinfture of Coral, and Tinftures prepar d 
out of Gums and Balſams. Moreover in theſe caſes the Spirits of 
Hartſhorn, Urine ard Sort are nf: given with fnccels. = 
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The ſecond intention for the Cure of exceſſive Sweating, con 
ſiſting in a due ſtate of the Pores, is perform'd in a manner only 
by outward Adminiſtrations : For which end let the whole Body 
be anointed with Oyl of Date-kernels, with an Oyntment of 
Orange Flowers and the like, and let Linnen done over a little 
with the ſame be worn; ſometimes Bathing in cald Water, or in 
a River, ſometimes change of Air may do well. 

It ſeems here proper to ſpeak a little of a certain troubleſome 
Diſtemper, relating: to- Sweating, or at leaſt to an exceflive per- 
ſpiration. I often obſerve that ſome Perſons have their Bodies fo 
- diſpoſed, that if upon any occaſion the leatt Breath of Wind or 
Air cores upon them, their Spirits are preſently in a mighty 
trouble, all their Powers are in a Conſternation, and -their whole 
Body is diſcompos'd. 

This extream tenderneſs in ſome Perſons more than in others 
to take cold, or to be offended with it, happens either through 
the fault of the Animal Spirits, or of the Blood, or of the Pores 
of the Body, to wit, of one of them, or of more of them together. 

I. Firſt, The Animal Spirits are ſometimes in fault, becauſe be- 
ing very weak, they are not able to endure any thing harſh, or 
rough outwardly prefſing upon them; but preſently upon the ap- 
pulſe of-the bare Air, are put to flights and diftraCtions. .And 
ſometimes this Indiſpofition happens through their fault, for that 
being degenerated, and become of an eager, reſtleſs and uneafje 
diſpoſition, they are put into diſorder upon every ſuch prefſure of 
Air, Wherefore thoſe who by reaſon of the Spirits fo diſpos'd 
become Hypochondriacal, being alſo ſubject to the Aﬀect before + 
mention'd, on every little occaſion are troubled with Cold. 

2. The Blood diſpoſes to a habit of depraved Perſpiration in a 
two-fold manner, viz. both in reſpect of its temperament, and 
of its mixtures As to this latter oftentimes the Texture of the 
Blood is ſo1ooſe and open, that upon every light accident, and e- 
ſpecially upon the appulſe of a cold moiſt Air, it's preſently ſtirr'd 
to fluxions and precipitations of Serofities; inſomuch that Perſons 
who have ſuch Blood, dare not ſtep forth of doors, nay ſcarce 
look forth. Again, the Maſs of Blood being often hot in its tem- 
per,and very full of vapours,Preaths forth EfMuvia's very ſharp and 
penetrative, by which the Pores of the Skin being too much loot- 
ned and laid wide open, the Spirits and the Vital Flame are expos'd 
to the injuries of the naked Air, and the Winds more than they 
ought, 

3. The ill conſtitution of the Pares, gotten either by ſickneſs, 
or other ways, or being natural from our Birth, very much-in- 
clines to that habit af depraved Sweating. For in regard thoſe 
paſſages being tao wide, do always in a manrer gape, the —_— 
| and 
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and Spirits in ' the whole Body , or in certain parts of it are 
not ſufficiently guarded againft the encounter of the qQutward 
" Th 
The Intentions for Curing this Diſtemper are chiefly theſe three 
viz. firſt to help the weakneſſes, or dejeCtions, or depauperations 
of the Blood and Spirits. Secondly, To take away their Dyſcrafies 
if they have any. Thirdly, To procure a due Confirmation of the 
Pores. 

The chief ſtreſs of this buſineſs conſiſts in the firſt intention, 
which regards the ſtrengthning of the Animal Spirits, and the in- 
largement'of the whole ſenſitive Soul; for unleſs the Patients re- 
ſolve to take courage, ſo as to attempt to go abroad, tayſet forth 
their ſtrength to their utmoſt,” and accuſtome nature daily to in- 
ure it ſelf to hardſhip, all medicines prove uſeleſs : Wherefore a 
plentiful and cheerful way of living are no leſs neceſſary than Phy- 
fick, that thereby the ſtock of Animal Spirits may be daily re- 
new'd and increas'd, and fo confirm'd in ſtrength by greater pra- 
Atices now and then infiſted on; for which ends ſtrong Wines 
with good Diſhes of meat are very proper. Moreover all Stadies 
- and Cares, ( with which the Soul is depreſt ) being 1-id afide, let 
the time be paſt in idleneſs and recreations, or in moderate exer- 
ciſes. As by ſuch a kind of living duly ordered, the Animal Spirits 
are greatly refreſh'd, ſo it repairs the decay and depauperations of 
the Blood. 

For the ſame ends alſo the following Medicines may be given 
with good effect. 

Take Spirit of Amber Armoniacated what ſuffices;let fifteen or twen- 
ty drops be taken in the Evening,and the next Morning m a ſpoonful of 
= following diſtill d water , drinking after it nme ſpoonfuls of the 

ame. 

Take Leaves of Sage, Roſemary, Time, Savory, Marjoram, Coſtma- 
ry, of each four handfuls,Roots of Angelica and Maſter-wort,of each ſix 
Ounces, of Zedoary, the leſſer Galingal, Calamus Aromaticus, Florence 
Orry,of each an Ounce and 4 half,Cubebs anOunce and a half,Nutmezs, 
Cloves,Cinnamon,of each an Ounce,the outward Coats of twelve Oranges, 
and of ſix Limmons; being flic'd and bruis d,pour to them of Whitewine 
and Canary of each four pounds : Diſtil t m common Organs, let the 
whole I1quor be mixt and ſweetn'd with Sugar perlated. In the diſtil- 
ling hang in the head of the Alembick a Nodulus, with a Scruple of 
Amber-greece 11 it, and balf a Scruple of Mush. 

Take Tindure of Antimeny, or of the Balſam of Tolu an Ounce; let 
fifteen or twenty drops be taken in the Morning at ,Nine a Clock, and 
at Five in the Afternoon, in a ſpoonful of the water before preſcrib'd, 
drinking after it three Ounces Hee ſame; or rather in the Morning 
drink after it a Diſh of Tea, or Coffee, or Chocholate prepar'd of a De- 
eottion of Sage, a 
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A little before Dinner drink a Glaſs of Sherry, Sack. 

When theſe things have been uſed ſome time, and you think 
good to intermit them, take the following things in their place. 

Inſtead of the Spirit, take a Doſe of the following EleCtuary in 
the Evening, and early in the Morning with the diſtill'd water, 
or Viper Wine. . 

Take of wet preſerv'd Citron Pills, an Ounce and a half, Miroba- 
lans Condited an Ounce, Nutmegs, Ginger Candied, of each half an 
Ounce, Confe&tion of Hyacinth, Alchermes, of each three Drams, Pearl 
prepar d, red Coral prepar'd, of each a Dram and a half, with the $y- 
rup of the Fuice of Kermes make an Elettuary. 

Let the ordinary drink be a Phyck Ale made after the follow- 
ing manner, vix. into a veſſel of four Gallons put the following 
bag. 

Take an old Cock half boil'd and maſh'd, Leaves of Sage and Harts- 
Tongue dryd, of each two handfuls, fix Dates ſlic'd, Raſpmgs of Saſſa- 
fras two Ounces ; being ſlic'd and bruisd, mix them, put them in a 
little bag and hang it in a Veſſel after it has done working. 

The ſecond intention which undertakes to correct the Dyſcra- 
fies, or depraved diſpoſitions of the Blood and Spirits,is pertorm'd 
by the ſame Remedies, as in the Hypochondriacal diſtemper and 
Melancholy : Wherefore the preſcripts which I formerly gave for 
the Cure of thoſe affects may ſerve here. 

As to the third intention , which for keeping the Pores in a 
due State, ordains a meet way of Government as to cloathing, 
the Air, the Fire, (5c. there is little left for a Phyſician todo; for 
commonly every Patient will be his own Councellour as to theſe 
things : There is only one kind of advice which they are apt to 
receive, and is wont to do them good, viz. that they change 
their habitation, by which often the Mind is allo chang'd; for 
thoſe that are never ſo much addicted to keep themſelves pen'd 
up in a Chamber, or in Bed, when they travel into foreign Coun= 
tries, where they breath a warmer and more {ſerene Air: It's almoſt 
incredible in how ſhort a time they recover. 

So much concerning this depraved Perſpiration which has not 
been touch'd by others. 

There remains yet a third kind of this immoderate Sweating 
which is not as the firſt, the Symptom or effect of another pre- 
ſent or paſt Diſeaſe ; but it ſelf fi beginnings 1s cither a Diſeaſe 
of it felt, or the parent of ſome Morbid aftect : To the firſt fort 
chiefly belongs the Peſtilential Sweat, which was heretofore call'd 
Sudor Anglicus : But I ſhall not now. go about to preſcribe Medi- 
cines for a Diſeaſe which I hope will never return.

CHAP. IX 


Inſtraftions concerning Cordial Medicines, and A- 
lexipharmicks, or Preſervatives againſt Venome , 


with Preſcripts of them. 


F the thing be duly conſidered, the notion of Cordial Medicines 
was not well introduc'd, but is a meer vulgar errour for fince 
it is not the Heart which is the Subject of Life, but chiefly, and 
in a manner only the Blood, and in regard the Soul it ſelf (on 
whoſe exiſtence and at in the Body Life depends ) is founded 
partly in the Blood, and partly in the united ſtock of Animal Spi- 
rits, it plainly follows that Medicines which preſerve Life entire, 
or reſtore it when in danger, do rather and more immediately re- 
gard theſe parts of the Soul, to wit, the Blood, and Animal Spi- 
rits than* the Heart, which is a meer Muſcle, ſerving for the 
Circulation of the Blood,and as often as it ſlackens in performing 
this duty, or gives it off : This does not happen through its own 
fault, but through that of the Blood and Animal Spirits, by which 
it is actuated. 

Therefore to know the ways and manners of working of thoſe 
Medicines which are call'd Cordials, we muſt conſider theſe two 
things, viz. Firſt,how many,and particularly what ways the Blood 
being ill. diſpos'd, and often endangered, either as to its accenſion, 
or mixture, requires Phyſical helps, which may preſerve or cor- 
rect it. Secondly after what manner by reaſon of a defect or de- 
linquency in the Animal Oeconomy the Heart is hindred, or per- 
verted from its due motion , ſo that Medicines are Indicated , 
which encreaſe the ſtores of the Spirits, and better compoſe 
them. [ To be well inſtructed concerning theſe things , read 
Dr. Wills at large. ] 


Of Cordials; =: 


The Kinds and Preſcripts of C ordials; 


—_ to what +s ſaid before; we diſtinguiſh Cordial Mes 
dicines ( commonly fo call'd )into two kinds; ſome of then 
chiefly andl niore immediately affe&*the Blood; others the Animal 
Spirits. In the firlt rank of th6ſe that are deſign'd for regulating 
the accenſion of the Blood, we place thoſe which by encreafing, 
or exalting its Sulphureous Particles cauſe its over-cold-and flow 
moving Liquar to boil niore, to- be more freely kindled, and tb 
burn with more life; of which kind 'are good Wines; Com- 
pound Strong-waters diſtild , the Spirit and Tincture of Saf- 
fron, Quercitans Elixir of Life: the TinCture of Salt of Tartar, of 
Steel, and other things that chiefly abound with Spirit, -and have 
a plenty of Sulphur ; of which ſometimes theſe, ſometimes thoſe 
may be taken as every patient liſts, When by reafon of the 
Bloods being not kindled ; and conſequently of its* too great- 
crowding and ſtagnation, as it were; within the Pracordiaz a lan- 
ouithing aud failing of the Spirity with-a great oppreſſion of the 
Heart happens, then Aqua Mirabilis,” the waters of ':Cinnamon; 
Clyves, Wormwood Compound, alſo of the Rines of Oranges di- 
{ftilld with Wine are proper; to which ſometimes a Doſe of ſome 
Spirit, Elixir or TinCture may be added. _ 

But here great cantion is needful, that a perſon do | not in- 
dulge himſelf too tnuch to theſe kind of Cordials, for many by 
often ſipping of them, get an itl habit, continuing their daily uſe; 
and encreaſing the Doſe, which at length proves fatal to them; 
tor the Liver chiefly, and other entrails are ſo dry'd and fcorch'd 
thereby, that the ſtock bf Blood being diminiſh'd, and its Crafis 
perverted, an unhealthy Cacochymia follows, or an abbreviation 
of Lite: 

In the ſecond Rank of Cordials; we put thoſe Medicines which 
ſomewhat appeaſe the too great boiling of the Blood, and put a 
little ſtop to, and allay its immoderate deflagration , of this 
kind are diftilt'4 Waters, Acids, and Nitrous things: 42 

Take the waters of Wood-ſorrel, of whole Citrons, of Straw-berryt; 
of each four Ounces, Syrup of the Juice of Citrons an Ounce, Pearl 
Powdred a Dram : Make a Julape 3 the Doſe x (wo Ounces three of 
four times a day. | 

Take the waters of Pippins, or Garden Apples, of Rasberrys; of each 
four Ounces, Syrup of Violets an Ounce, Spirit of Vitriol twelve Drops : 
Make a Fulafe. 
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| Take fotmtain water a Pound and'a half Juice of Limmons two Oun« 
ces, Sugar an Ounce and a half : Make a drink, of which let three 
Ounces be taken at pleaſure. 

Take Grafs 'Roots' three Ounces, Candied Eringos fix Ounces, two 
Atpies ſlic'd (or Corinths two Ounces ) Shavings of Ivory, and of Harts- 
harng of each two: Drams; Leaves of Wood-ſorrel a handful, boil them 
mn - 4. pounds of fountain water to two pomnds 3 to the clear ſtraining, 
add of Sal.

Theſe being chiefly, and in 
a manner-only of a fſaline-nature, are alſo of divers kinds accor- 
ding to the manifold ſtate of the ſaline Particles of which they 
conhfiſt ;, but-for the moſt part their Baſis is either a Volatile, Al- 
chalifate, Acid, Fixt, or Nitrous Salt, we ſhall ſet down certain

Drams, Sugar half an Ounce, mix them , make a Julape ; the uſe of 
it ws in Anomalow Fevers, which though always burning, have daily 
returns of ſparp fits: The Doſe # three Ounces twice a day. 

The laft rank of Cprdials, and truly in ſome reſpect the chief- 
eft, is of Alexipharmicks, becauſe theſe are more vital than the 
reſt. But Alexipharmicks being either for preſervation, or for 
Cpring : In the firſt place, we ſhall ſet down Select Medicines to 
be given to perſons, whilſt yet jn a ſtate of health, againſt the In- 
fection of the Plague, or apy Malignity whatſcever ; omitting in 
the mean time what is uſually ordered concerning the alteration 
and reCtifying of the Ambient Air : And then in the ſecond place 
we ſhall-give you Select Forms of Preſcripts to be uſed after the 
Contagion is taken. OM 


I. Antidotes for Prefervation. 


"TIT 4ke Conſerve of the Leaves of Rue four Ounces, Mithridate, and 
ConfeFio liberanty , of each an Ounce , Confettion of Hyacinth 
two Drams, Salt of Wormwood two Drams and a half, Pulvis panno- 
mict rabri half ap Ounce, Bexoartich Vinegar what ſuffices : Make an 
Eleftuary; the Doſe # the quantity of a Cheſnut thrice a day. 
Take Powder of the Roots of Virginia Serpentary, Contrayerva, Ze- 
doary, Species liberants, of each two Drams, Camphire two Scruples, 
Sugar y tp in Bexoartich Vinegar, and beil'd to a conſiſtency for 
Tablets fix Ounces : le Tablets according to art , each weig hins - 
half a Dram; let one or two be eaten often in a day, n 
Take Roots of Virginia Serpentary three Ounces, boil them in three 
pounds of fountain 'watey till half be conſum'd, to the ſtraining add 
of the- beſt Honey two Qunces, [enice Treacle an Ounce, diſſolve it 
warm and cloſe cover d, and ſirain it : The Doſe 8 two or three ſpocu+ 
Juls three or four times 4 day. | |

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Take Flowers of Sulphur four Ounces, melt them in a Crucible, 
then put into it by ſpoonfuls one after another , Salt of Wormwood 
four Ounces, ſti rag them together 'till the whole Maſs grows red : 
then add the Powders of Aloes, Myrrh, Olibanum, of each a Dram, 
Saffron half a Dram ; ſtir them again fr a quarter of an hour, till they 
are incorporated ; the Maſs being cool'd, and put on a glaſs plate ; let 
it ſtand till it diſſolves into an Ol, like a mot beautiful Ruby : The 
Doſe ts from ten drops to twenty in an Ounce and a half, or two Oun- 
ce; of the Bexoartick water twice a day.

After the Contagion is receiv'd, and the Crafis of the Blood is 
vitiated, and begins to corrupt, the ſame Medicines are till pro- 
ner to be taken, but in a greater Doſe, and oftner. Moreover the 
Vinegars , and fixt Salts of Herbs, are very often added with 
good ſucceſs to Alexipharmicks, becauſe by them the Coagulati- 
ons of the Blood are reſolv'd, and then all Heterogeneous Parti- 
cles evaporating , and the other being hrought into a due mix- 
ture, its ljquor at length recovers its former ſtate, and keeps it. 
There being innumerable Medicines in the Books of Phyſicians 
for this end ; I ſhall here.only ſet down a few. 


Antidotes for Curing. 


"TT" Ake of the Bezoartick, water two Ounces and a half, Bezoartick, 

Vinegar half an Ounce, Venice Treacle a Dram, mix them, 
ſhaking them in a Glaſs : Make a draught, let the perſon take it, and 
/weat upon it. 

Take Gaſcoins Powder, Roots of Contrayerua, and Virginia Serpen- 
tary, of each from a Scruple to twenty froe Grains : Make a Powder, 
give it in a ſpoonful of Treacle water, drink, after it a littie draught 
of the ſame, or of a Cordial Julape. 

Take Powder of Teads prepar'd, Potrder of Crabs Clams Compound, 
of each half a Dram : Make a Powder , give it aſter the ſame 
manner. 

Take Bezoartigh, Mineral half a Dram , Venice Treacle a Dram, 
Camphire fix Grains, Bezoartick, Finegar what ſufj:ce3 ; Mike a Bo: 
lus to be taken after the ſame manner.

| Take the waters of Wood Sorrel and Dragon-wort, of each four Oun-

1 Clove-Gillyflowers ( or of the Fuice of Citrons ) two Ounces, ſpirit of 
Vitriol ewelve drops : Make a Fulape; the Doſe #s three Ounces often 
in a day, ſometimes by it ſelf, ſometimes with other Medicines. 


CHAP. X 


Of the-Paſſtons of the Heart , and their Remedies. 


Fter Cordial Medicines, vulgarly, though improperly,ſo call'd, 

it now follows for us to treat of the Paſſion of the Heart, in 
which the Heart is really ill affefted, and therefore requires true 
Cordial Medicines : Under that name two affects, ſomewhat dif- 
fering betwixt themſelves are commonly denoted, to wit, The 
trembling of 'the Heart , and its panting : In both affects the 
motion or beat of the Heart ſeems to be diforderly, and in a 
manner Conyvuliivez but the irregularity of the' firſt conſiſts in 
the frequency of its Vibrations, and of the other in their vehe- 
mency. 

As to the Cure of the panting of the Heart, fince its Cauſes 
are various and manifold, its Cure alſo nut be .various ; for 
what ſome affirm, that thoſe ſorts of Remedies vulgarly call'd 
Cordials, which are reputed to revive the Heart, and to relieve 
jt when ill affected, are proper in any of all theſe Caſes, it is con- 
trary both to reaſon and common experience. 

We ſay then that the palpitation, or panting of the Heart, 
p__ either from the fault of the Blood, or of the Arteries 

elonging to the Heart : If it happens through the fault of the 
Blood, the chief intent of Curing muſt be to raiſe the Blood to a 
better Crafis, it being then become too watery and unmeet for 
accenſion and fermenting , and to exalt or encreaſe its aCtive 
principles which. are then depreſfs'd or diminiſh'd ; for which end 
ſpirituous Medicines, alfo ſaline Medicines of all Kinds ,- Sulphu- 
reous and eſpecially Chalybeates conduce : And to this place may 
be referr'd thoſe things which are wont to be preſcribed in the 
Pica or longing Diſeaſe, in the Leucophlegmatia, and in the 


cold Scurvy. . 
Take 
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' Take Conſerve of Sea Wormiwood, the. outward yellow Caats of O- 
ranges and Limmons, of each two Ounces, Powder of Winters Barke 
two Drams, Species of Diacurcuma 4 Dram, Steel prepar'd with Sul- 
phur three Drams, Salt of Wormwood a Dram and 4 half, with a ſuf- 
ficient quantity of Syrup of Citron Pills : Make an Eleftuary, the Doſe 
# the quantity of a. Nutmeg in the Morning, and at five in the Af- 
ternoon, drinking after” it of the following. Julape three Ounces, and 
walking upon it. _= 

Take water of the Leaves of Makes Rabin a pound , of 'Pennyroyal 
and Hyſſep, of each four Ounces, Sugar an Ounce : Mix them, make a

, Take of the Tinflure of Antimony an Ounce; the Doſe from 
twenty to five and twenty drops twice a day, with the ſaid Julape. 
Moreover, among#t theſe we may | the Tintture of Steel, and its 
Syrup, alſo Elixir proprietats, with many others. 

Secondly, The panting of the Heart, which is more frequent, 
and much more violent, happens through ſome fault in the Arte- 
ries belonging to the Heart, which fault is either an Obſtruction, 
or a Convulfive aftect. | 

The firſt default for the moſt part is continual, and often in- 
curable , but eſpecially if it ariſes from Conſumptive Lungs, or 
becauſe the Roots of. the Arteries are half ſtop'd, or compreſs'd, 
by reaſon of ſome Tuberculum,or bony Excreſcency in them : And in 
this caſe all that can be done, is to give ſome eaſe now and then 
by Fypnoticks. | Y 

Moreover, it is not improbable that the Arteries ſometimes are 
almoſt fill'd up with Polypous Concretions engendred in them, 
and ſometimes within the Cavities of the Heart it felf, and that 
thereby the free paſſage of the whole current of Blood is hin- 
dred ; but as it is difficult to be ſatisfied when this is ſo, ſo it is 
as rare to find a Cure for it. When there is a ſuſpicion of it, Sa- 
line Medicines ſeem to be mfſt proper, and of thoſe we muſt 
give fuch as have a Volatile, or Acid Salt ; but we muſt not give 
them together, but for a time thoſe ( which failing of ſucceſs ) 
try the others. HOT 

Take 'Spirit of Sal Armoniack, Compound, viz. diſtill d with-Mille- 
pedes, or with other. Anti-Aſthmaticks three Drams, the Doſe # from 
fifteen drops to twenty thrice a day, \with the Julape, or ſome proper 
difilld water : After the ſame manner you may try the. Spirits of 
Hareſhorn, Soot, Blood, and of an old Seill.” | 

Take Spirit of Sea Salt, or of Vitridl diftill'd, and often Colabated 
with the Spirit of Wine, impregnated with Pneumonick, Herbs. three 
Drams ; the Doſe # from fifteen drops to twenty after the ſame man=- 
ner ; for theſe purpoſes the Spirits of Tartar, Guaiacum, and of Box 
are ofzen us d. 

The 
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. The panting of the Heart is very often a Conyulſive affed, and 
wont to be produc'd from the like Cauſe, and* manner of aftecF- 

- ing, as other Hypochondriack and Aſthmiatick aftects ; and its 
Cure alſo ought to be "attempted by Antiſpaſmodick Remedies ; 
but a' cholce of them muſt-be made with ſome difterence, ac- 
cording as the Diſeaſe happens in a hot or cold temperament. 

In reſpect of the formier,'the following Medicines may be pre- 
fcrib'd. -- 

« Take Spiritus ſuccins Armoniacti three Ounces; the Doſe 1s from 
fifteen Drops to twenty twice a day, with the-Julape, or ſome proper 
diſtill 4 water. After the ſame manner may be given interchangeably 
the Tinfure of Tartar, of Steel, or of Antimttony.* * : :

Of the trembling of the Heart, and its Cure, 


'TJ= trembling of the- Heart is an effect diſtin from its 
panting or Palpitation, and of a different nature from it ; 
for in that its catneous and moving Fibres ſeem afteCted by them- 
ſelves, nor does the Morbifick Cauſe, as in the other affect ſeen 
to lie in the Blood; or in the Arteries of the Heart. as 1 

The'trembling of the Heart miay be well deſcrib'd to be a Spa(- 
modick Convyulfion, or rather a trepidation of its fleſh, by whick 
the moving Fibres haſtily, and only half contracted cauſe moſt 
ſwift turns of the Syſtoles and Diaſtoles , but broken, and as if 
were at halfs; ſo that the Blood is brought into, and carried 
fofth of the Smus's of the Heart, only in very ſmall Portions. 

As to the method of Cure to be us'd in the trembling of the 
:, Heart, fince-this affe&t is meerly Convullive; therefore they are 
A not Cordial Remedies, but rather Cephalicks, and Nervous Medi- 
C-- cines that are Indicated; which nevertheleſs according to the 
temperament and conſtitution of the Patient , muſt be cither 
more hot or moderate, or, now of this, now of that nature, To 
comprehend all in a few words, ſince there are three ſorts of Me- 
cines, that are wont to be mighty ſucceſsful iti this Diftemper,viz. 
teftaceotis Medicines, Chalybeates, and fiich as are endow'd with 
a volatite Salt: I ſhaſll here, briefly ſet down certain forms of each 
of theſe and their uſe. Therefore in the firſt place a proviſion be- 
wg made for the whole by evacuatives, and a choice being made 
of omg ſort of Medicine which promiſes beſt, you may preſcribe 
&s follows;

Make Tablets according to Art, weighing half a Dram ; let one or two 
be eaten often in a day, as the ne pleaſes. ey 8 = 

Take Conſerve of the Flowers of Lillies of the Valley fix Ounces, 
Powders of Coral prepar'd, Pearl, Ivory, Crabs Eyes, of each a Dram 
and a half, Vitriol of Mars a Dram, Syrup of Coral what ſuffices : 
Make an ElefFuary; the Doſe us from -a Dram to two Drams twice 4 
day, drinking after it a drattght of the following Julape. 

Take the water of Navews, and of whole Citrens, of each ſix Ouns 
ces, of Orange Rines diſtill'd with Wine two Ounces, Sugar half an 
Ounce : Make a Fulape. | 

Take of our Syrup of Steel fix Onnies; the Doſe is a ſpoonful in the 
Morning, and at five in the Afternoon, with two Ounces of the Jus 
lape before written, leaving out the Sugar, or with diſtill d water. 

Take Powder of Fouory, and of Coral; of each two Drams mnd a 
half, Species Diambre a Dram, Salt of Steel two Drams, Sugar eight 
Ounces, Amber-greece diſſolv'd half a Scruple : Make Tablets weigh- 
ing half a Dram, the Doſe is three or four Drams twice a day. 

Take freſh Strawberies eight pounds, the outward Coats of twelve 
Oranges, freſh Filings of Iron half a pound , being bruisd together, 
pour to them eight pounds of Wine ; let them ferment in a Por cloſe 
cover d for twenty four hours, then diſtill it ini common Organs. 

Take Spirit of Hartſhorn, or of Blood, or the like; three Drams : 
The Doſe is twenty drops twice a day, with a fit Vehicle. 

Take Flowers of Sal Armoniach, Coral prepar d, of each two Drams : 
The Doſe 1s a Scruple twice a day. 

Take Cryſtal Mineral two Drams, Salt of Amber a Dram, Salt of 
Hartſhorn a Scruple : Mix them, the Doſe 1s from fifteen Grams #d 
twenty twice a day, with the diſtill'd water; 
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Of the intermitting Pulſe, and its Cure. 


Ars the Paſſions of the Heart, the intermitting Pulſe may 
L X juſtly be numbred, becauſe in this,affe, or at leaſt in ſome 
kind of it the Heart it ſelf labours, though in ſomewhat a different 
fnanner than in its panting, or trembling ; for in theſe it is ill dif- 
posd, and irregular as to its motion, but in that, as to its reſt, 
this being ſometimes twice longer than it uſes to be in its ordi- 
nary. courſe. | 

This internntting Pulſe, or over-long Ceſſation of Motion in 
the Heart does not proceed from the mixture or Crafis of the 
Blood, but only from the irregular diſpenſation of the Animal 
Spirits, from the Cerebellam into the Nerves that paſs to the 
Heart, and thence into its Tendons, which irregularity happens, 
becauſe thoſe Nerves are ſomewhat obſtructed. 

Although this Aﬀect being very often without preſent hurt or 
danger, does not require an over-haſty Cure ; yet for preſervati- 
on ſake, leſt ſome great Diſcafes follow it, Remedies and a me- 
thod of Cure ought to be uſed; at leaſt for the whole remain- 
der of the Perſons Life, 1et him keep to a Diet well ordered in 
all reſpects. IS 

_ Moreover, let ſome gentle Courſe of Phyfick be preſcrib'd 
him to. be conſtantly obſery'd Spring and Fall 3 viz. That all 
the Seminal Roots of Difeaſes founded in the Brain , or apt 
to be there engendred, may be taken away, as much as may be; 
for this end we here di you to the Prophylactick method, 
with the Medicines preſcrib'd by us elſewhere, againſt the Fits of 


the Apoplexy. 
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CHAP. XI. 


Inftruftions concerning Opiats , or Medicines that 
cauſe Sleep, with their good and ill Effetts ; to- 
gether with Preſcripts of them. 


Piats exert their Force not by raiſing vapours to the Head,nor 

by opening the Pores of the Brain, for any vapours or ather 

Soporiferous matter to be admitted into it, but only by deſtroy- 

ing ſome of the Animal Spirits, ſo that the refidue being in a con» 

ſternation, or forc'd inward, or at leaſt called back from t..eir 

wonted Emanation into the nervous parts, quit their office, or 
in ſome meaſure remit of it. | 

The Narcotick force of Opiats conſiſts jn this, that as the Ani- 
mal Spirits are moſt ſubtile Corpuſcles, compos'd of Spirit and a 
volatile Salt united together, and exalted to a very high pitch ; 
ſo Opiats on the contrary conſiſt ' of a fetid Sulphur, that is, of 
a Sulphur, together combin'd with a fixt Salt, and an Earthy 
matter, and carried up to a moſt high degree in like manner : 
Which ſort of Concrets are well known to be fo contrary to the 
ſubtile Texture of the Animal Spirits, that ſometimes they put 
them to flights, or ſubvert them at a diſtance by meer Effuvia's, 
which are very hardly, or indeed not at all perceiyable by the 
ſmell. 

Opiats given in a ſmall quantity chiefly and in a manner only 
regard thoſe Spirits to which the -particular charge of natural 
and ordinary ſleep is committed, the reſt being either untouch'd, 
or little letted by them : Wherefore after a Doſe of Laudanum 
is taken, both the inward and outward ſenſes are bound, but the 
Pulſe, Reſpiration , alſo the functions of Concoction and Separa=- 
tion are continued after their uſual manner, and after ſame time 
the Spirits of the firtt employ return to their wonted Poſt. 

But if an Opiat be ſtronger than it ought, it extends its Force 
farther into the Province of the Animal government, fo that an 
over-great Doſe of it being taken, the Appetite for the moſt part 
is dull'd, Reſpiration is much ſtrejghtn'd, and rendred not only 
difficult, but likewiſe uneven or interrupted, and ſometimes alſo 
the motion of the Heart is fo far debilitated, that the Pulſe pre- 
lently grows weaker, with a cold Sweat, a deadneſs, and an E- 
cliple as it were, of all the faculties, ſo that a perpetual ſleep 
ſometimes follows this Medicine, | 
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The good Effefts of Opiats. 


T."irit then, Opiats are moſt properly and neceffarily Indicated, 
in caſe of wane of ſleep, for then being ieafonably and duly 
Adminiſtred, they give a refreſhing repoſe. 

Secondly , In Delirous affeffs Opiats are given with good et- 
fect, ( though ſometimes they rather do hurt-than good, as we 
ſhall ſhew hereafter ) becauſe the Spirits being then mov'd with 
too much eagerneſs within the Brain, and as it were ſtruck with 
a rage, and paſling their wonted bounds , the Opiats repreſs 
them, and make them quietly retreat into their former ſta- 
—_— 18 
Thirdly, Opium is accounted of moſt excellent uſe for appea- 

fing all ſorts of Pains : For fince Pain cannot be caus'd or con- 
tinued, but a great plenty of Spirits muſt always abound in the 
part affected, in caſe the Nerves are ſo clos'd, that the paſſing of 
the Spirits to- the place griev'd be hindred, or much diminith'd, 
( which Opium effects ) it follows of neceflity that the Pain muſt 
ceaſe: For the Particles of this Medicine beſetting the extream 
parts of the Brain, do not only quell the forlorn Spirits in its out- 
molt part, byt likewiſe ſtrongly ſuppreſs them in their Original 
ſource within the Brain, and in the midſt of the Cerebellum, and 
conſequently hinder their Emanations from thence into the Genus 
« Nerpoſum; ſo that during the Energy of the Opium, they are ſent 
more ſparingly and thinly into the Precordia and Viſcera, nay, and 
into all other parts. Hence the Pulſe and Breathing remit of 
their vehemency and frequency ; many times alſo all the Members 
and Limbs are fſciz'd with a Languor and Laffitude. Moreover, 
hence the Viſcera before irritated into Conyulfions, either tending 
to Excretions, as by Vomit, or ſeige, or cauſing Pain, as in the 
Colick or Stone, depofe their diſorders. 
Again, the good effect of Narcoticks is notoriouſly known in 
the Cure of the Scorburick Colick,: In Pains of the Gout they alſo 
do excellently well, and fo in the Pain of the Stone in the Bladder, 
which Diſeaſe, when it cruelly torments Old Men, and cannot be 
Cur'd by Cutting, admits no eaſe from any other Remedy, but 
from Narcoticks : Wherefore in this caſe I have advjs'd ſome ta 
the conſtant and daily uſe of Laudanum and Diacodium, which 
they have put in practice, to the great comfort of their life, re- 
ceiving no hurt thereby, though ſometimes augmenting its Doſe, 
they have taken to a great quantity.” 

Fourthly, Opiats are ſeaſonably given, if at any time the Pulſe 
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or Breathing are more quick or vehement than they ought ; for 
when in Feavers the Motion of the Heart and Lungs being made 
more intenſe, give a moſt rapid Circulation to the Blood, fo that 
it is greatly perverted, both as to its Accenſion, and as to its Cra- 


ſis, and is not able to ſeparate its drofly Excrements, which are 


ſo throughly mixt with it : After a Narcotick 1s given, preſently 
the Impetus of thoſe parts is ſomewhat broken, fo that the Blood 
coming then to a gentle and moderate Circulation, diffuſes a leſs 
intenſe heat, and being looſen'd in its Texture, it purges its Serum 
and impuritres by Sweat and Urine. 

Reſpiration not only as it is urgent, but moreover as the ſame 
is interrupted, Convulfive, or otherwiſe variouſly irregular, often 
requires a Narcotick Medicine : In a violent or very frequeot 
Coughing always troubling us, this uſes to give relief before all 
other Remedies. Again, in fits of the Aſthma, when the Organs 
of Reſpiration afe ſo laboriouſly exercis'd, that the Perſon affee 
Cted ſeems to be brought to the Agony of Death, a Doſe of ſome 
proper Opiat, makes all things preſently ſerene and calm. More- 
over in horrible Vomiting, in exceſſive or violent Purging, this 
uſually gives great eaſe. Fluxes can ſcarce be Cur'd without O- 
pium, not that this Medicine fixes the boiling and raging Juices 
and Humours, but ſtops the Excretory Convulſions of the Fibres, 
and that partly within the Cavities of the V:/cera themfelves, it 
ſtupifying by its meer contact the Spirits there Implanted, and 
partly by ſupprefling the Spirits within the Cerebellum,which con- 
tinually flow to thoſe parts, whereby the others being deſtitnte 
of ſupplys trom them readily remit of their Cor.vulhive rage. 

Fifthly, In Catarrhs and Defluxions of all kinds, we often fly to 
Opiats, as to our laſt refuge, they powerfully itay excretions of 
Blood, and moderate and reſtrain ſerousEvacuations, when at 2ny 
time they are exceffive, and tend to a Colliquation. They repreſs 
the Immoderate Ebullition of the Blood in a burning Feaver, and 
leflen its exceſſive Accenſion. Briefly they moſt readily appeaſe all 
turbulent commotions in our Body from what cauſe foever they 
ariſe, and let the Bldod be never ſo much diſturb'd, they moſt 
commonly reduce it to a calm and quiet tate. 

Opiats, where they agree, moſt commonly fuſe the Blood, an 
after the manner of Alexipharmicks powerfully provoke Sweat, 
and move Urine , as Dr. Wills gives us here an Inſtance of a 
Perſon troubled with the Dropſy , and ſeverely tormented with 
Night-pains caus'd by the Pox, who by the conſtant uſe of Lau- 
danum, fell at length into great Sweats and Evacuations of Urine 
every Night, and fo was Cured, | 

A Lady, who for rmany years was fubjeCt at times to- cruel 
pains of the Colick, as often as ſhe fell ill of that Diſeaſe, and 
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”. found the pains grow intolerable, could get no eaſe from any Re- 
medy but from Opium : Wherefore ſhe took a Doſe of this each 


Night, till the Morbifick matter being conſum'd by degrees, ſhe 
became at length free from all grief and pain. 


Of the evil Effedts of Opium, with cautions concern- 
ing 7ts Tſe. 


WE have found, by ſad experience in many, the Uſe of Opi- 
um to be ſometime hurtful and deſtructive; for that 
ſome preſently after taking it, have fallen into a perpetual ſleep, 
and others by taking a Doſe of it.too great, or unſeaſonably, have 
either ſhortn'd their Lives, or by injuring their principal facul- 
ties, have rendered it afterwards nneafie and burthenſome. I have 
known ſome, who upon taking a Pill of Laudanum, have fallen 
preſently into ſo profound a ſleep, that they could never be rais'd 
from it, they liv'd indeed for three or four days, and as to their 
' Pulſe, Reſpiration, and Heat were pretty well, but could never 
be brought again to ſenſe, and waking, by any Remedies or tor- 
tures. I have obſervd others, who after taking Opium, have 
ſlept but moderately, nay ſometimes little or ſcarce at all ; but as 
to their Pulſe, Reſpiration, and Heat preſently grew worſe ; {a 
that incontinently after the Medicine, they began to have a failing 
of ſtrength, and then, growing ſhort and thick Breath'd, to de- 
cay more and more, nor could their vigour be renew'd by any 
Cordials, but fainting by degrees they died. I have elſewhere 
related a ſtory of a robutt man kill'd by Opium, who had no ſleep 
at all after it, till his laſt and mortal ſleep, viz. Death it ſelf fol- 
lowing it; this Man preſently after he had taken the Medicine, 
complained of a great heavineſs upon - his Stomack, and of Cold, 
then he was taken with a great Languor, and a Conſternation of 
all his Spirits, with a coldnels of his extream parts, and within 
ſome hours complaining that his Eyes grew dim,and at length that 
he was quite blind, he died. 

L ſhall now relate what evils from the improper, or unſeaſon- 
able uſe of Opium, ſometimes happen in the Head, what in the 
Breit, and what in the Belly. KC 

As to the firſt, it's well known that the principal functions of 
the Soul, 2:7. the Memory, the Reaſon, and the Acuteneſs of the 
underſtanding are very often extreamly injur'd by Narcoticks. A 
frequent uſe of them weakens the Memory in many perſons; I 
knew a perſon, who by taking a great Doſe of it in a fe ir 
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wholly loft the uſe of that faculty, and after ſome weeks, when 
the ufe of it hegan to return, he remembred only things done 
within a peculiar tract of time,and nothing of thoſe that were done 
before or after. I have known ſome that have grown dull and ſty- 
pid by this Medicine, and others that have grown mad. And it's 
obſerv'd, that thoſe Turks that eat much Opium, though they 
ſeem to be well, and not injur'd by it, yet they are rendred more 
cold, and their functions become worſe; they appear always as 
though they were drunk and beſotted, and are affected with a 
Coma, or a continual inclination to ſleep, being ſtupid and uncon- 
ſtant, ſometimes affirming a thing, and ſometimes denying it, fo 
that they are unfit to deal or converſe with men. 

Secondly, We find that Opiats are ſometimes hurtful to the 
Precordia and Breſt, becauſe they depreſs and lefſen the Pulſe and 
Breathing, ſometimes alſo ( as we have ſaid before) they make 
them faulter, and by degrees wholly to ceaſe : Wherefore in Fea- 
vers, When the Blood being mightily deprav'd,. ſeems to admit of | 
no Criſis, or not a good one,” and that at the ſame time it fur- 
niſhes but very few and weak Spirits to the Animal Oeconomy. 
Narcoticks are in a manner always deſtructive, and as it were 
poyſons : For thongh in the Plague and Malign Feavers, whilſt 
the Pulſe and Refpiration are ſtrong, Treacle, Mithridate, and Di- 
aſcordium, nay and Laudanum are often given with good effect, 
yet if at any time in thoſe Diſeaſes, and in other Feavers that do 
not carry ſo much malignity, the vital faculty languiſhes , thoſe 
famous Antidotes mutt be us'd but very ſparingly, and the ftron- 
ger Opiats not at all. Moreover in a vzolent Cough, the Phehiſich , 
Plurtſy, Empyema, and other Diſeaſes of the Breſt, vi7. in what 
ills ſoever nature is ſtirr'd up to diſcharge it ſelf on a ſudden of 
that which is offenſive, and opprefles the Breſt, and lifts at it with 
its greateſt effort, and at the ſame time the Organs of Refſpirati- 
On being deſtitute of a ſufficient plenty of Spirits, faulter and per= | 
form their work with great pain and difficulty 3 we muſt in fuch 
a caſe forbear Opium no leſs than poyſon , for then Narcoticks 
increaſe and fix the weight to be remov'd, and leflen the itrength 
of the parts that labour to throw it off. 

Thirdly, As to the parts within the Belly, we find that Narco= 
ticks often taken, proved ſometimes very injurious to the princi- 
pal faculty, viz. the appetite of food ( on which all nutrition, and 
the Root of Lite depends ) becauſe they very much blunt it, and 
often wholly deſtroy it : For when the Spirits ref:ding in the in- 
teriour Coat of the Ventricle are ſtupiftied, or deſtroyed by the 
Particles of the Opiat ; ſo that thoſe Nervous Fibres thongh em- 
ptied, no longer are corrugated, then all hunger ceaſes, and there 
is to appetite to food , nay the ſame being then offer'd to the 
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Stomack , proving rather troubleſome than delightful to it , is 
preſently thrown up again. Moreover, for the ſame reaſon the 
concoctive force of the Ventricle is weakn'd, and the excretory - 
motions as well of this, as of the Inteſtines grow tardy ; for it's 
2 common obſervation, that a ſlowneſs of concoction, ant a tar- 
dineſs of going to ſtool, are the familiar effects of an Opiatick 
Medicine. | 

From what is ſaid , it will not be difficult to draw Phyſical 
Precepts and cautions concerning the right uſe of Opiats, which 
we may do by obſerving the four following things, v:x. before a 
Narcotick Medicine be given , we muſt confider, Firſt, What 
kind of conſtitution the Patient is of, Secondly, What kind of 
Diſeaſe it is he labours under. Thirdly, In what ftate the Ani- 
mal Spirits are, in reſpect both of the Animal and Vital funCti- 
ons. Fourthly, In what condition the Blood and other humours 
are. k 
1. As to the fiſt, when a Hypnotick is indicated, ſee that the 
temperament, habit of Body, or Indiſpoſition, Cuſtom, or man- 
ner of Life of the Patient do not indicate the contrary. For ex- 
ample, thoſe that are of a mean ſtature, have a ſtrong, well-ſet, 
and ſquare Body, with a hot Blood, and a lively or quick aſpect 
are wont to bear this Medicine beſt, and moſt conmimonly re- 
ceive benefit thereby 3 which alſo they may much more ſecurely 
adventure upon , if they have been usd to it before; on the 
coutrary it does not agree With, nay ſometimes it proves very 
prejudicial to thoſe who are too corpulent or very thin ; alſo to 
thoſe who being of a ſubtle texture of Body, have their Spirits 
eaſily diffipable, or being of a cold temperament, bave their Fleſh 
ſoft and _ and being of a ſluggiſh and intractable Nature, 
are of themſelves dull and ſleepy ; to which this thing may be ad- 
ded, and it augments the weight of the reſt, if they never made 
a Trial of that Medicine before: 

The nature of the Diſeaſe is ſometimes of great moment for, 
or againſt the uſe of Opiats. None but flattering Phyſicians will 
make uſe of them in ſlight affedts. Moreover m fome great Di- 
ſtempers they are either forbidden, or their uſe is much ſuſpect- 
ed : In the Palſy, Vertigo, Incubus, Apoplexy, Orthopnaa, the Dropſy 
of the Breſt, or of the Abdomen in the numbneſs and trembling of 
the Limbs, in very malign Feavers, and in the fits of mtermitting 
Feavers, or in the Cr:fts of others, Narcoticks are moſt common=- 
ly forbidden. Again; in a Cough with much and thick Spittle, 
the Aſthma, and in any other affects of the Breſt, with an oppreſ- 
fion of the Lungs, and in Hyſterick and other Convulſive Paſfi- 
ons, they are to be given but rarely, and not Without caution, 


and the advice of ſome prudent Phyfician : But in a v7olent get 
acns 


ach, Catarrhs, the Colick, Pluriſy , ordinary Feavers, in Vomiting, 
the Bloody Flux, in Nephritick, Fits, or fits of the Gour, and in any 
pains whatſoever, Opiats are not only allow'd, but we have. re» 
courſe to them as to a Divine Panacea. | 

3- But as often as an Opiat is propos'd, ar comes to be deli» 
berated on , we muſt farther conſider in what ftate the Ani- 
mal Spirits preſiding in each faculty axe, for if they are but few, 
or being oppreſt, flag already, and do not ſufficiently diſplay theme 
ſelves, certainly they muſt by no means be farther leſſen'd, or put 
in a conſternation by a Medicine : Wherefore, whilſt the Animal 
faculties do not appear quick, nor with ſufficient vigour exert 
themſelves as to ſenſe or reaſon 5 or when the Pulſe and Reſpis 


tation have the courſes of their ag" en but weak, alſo 


more quick or {low than uſually, or b'd, and inequal 5 And 
laſtly, if a ſtupor and enervatioh with an unwonted Languor has 
ſeiz'd the Members and Parts for Motion, we .muſt wholly forbear 
Hypnotick Medicines ; but we may be free to uſe the ſame, if at 
any time they are Indicated by reaſon of ſome great affects, and 
that the Animal Spirits at the ſame time are ſtrong enough, ac- 
cording to theſe and the other reſpects, or alſo it they are tog 
much expanded, or grown too raging and-unruly; 8@__ | 

\ 4: In the mean time the ſtate of the Blood and humours is not 
to be neglected, for ſometimes the uneven, or ill condition of 
theſe wholly forbids Opiats, gr permits them to be taken but ſpa- 
ringly, and with ſome reſtriction. The Blood Indicates againſt 
their uſe when it is amiſs eittier in its quantity, or in its quality, 
or Craſis : As to the former, the bloody Latex either abounds, or 
13 deficient, and in both reſpects it excludes Narcotick Medicines. 
For fi {tif at any time the Blood grown targid through its plenty; 
and withal boiling in a Feaver, ſo exceedingly extends the Veſlels 
as to make them itrout forth ; and therefore the precordia imighti- 
ly labour tv circulate.it as quick as poffibleby moſt ſwiftly repeat- 
ed turns of the Syſoles, leſt it ſomewhere ſtagnates or overflows ; 
then certainly to give a Narcotick, whereby that labour and laſt 
effort of the Heart ; fo neceſſary for . preferving Life, wauld be 
hindred, were rather the Office of a Poyfoner; than of a Phyfici- 
an. Wherefore in an over fullneſs of Blood, Phlebotomy ought 
always to precede the ufe of Opiats; . Secondly; Noleſs damage is 
threatn'd from Narcoticks, if given when there is a want or fcar- 
city of Blood, as after great Hzmorrhagies, long Faſtings, or long 
fitknefles : For when the current ,of the Blood is very flender, 
and by reaſoy of its fmallneſs ſcarcely contmued, the Heart being 
mov'd with as quick a beat as may be, endeayours ( as it were 
with'redoubled efforts) to give it a moſt quick, Circulation, left 
ts courſe be interrupted, and conſequently ceaſes: Hence it iy _

vious to conceive how greatly prejudicial Opiats are, which put 
a {tay, or lett to this endeavonr of- the Heart, ſo very neceflary 
in ſuch a juncture. . And indeed it ſeems to be for this reaſon, 
that we forbid ſleep to Women preſently after Child-birth, when 
the Lochia flow in abundance, and to all others when a confide- 
rable quantity of Blood has beer taken from them, and in great 
Hemorrhagies, to wit, leſt the Heart be deſerted by the Spirits 
dyring fleep, with which it ſwiftly circulates the lefſen'd current 
of the Blood. Moreover ſometimes the Blood being faulty in its 
quality, or (to ſpeak more properly ) in its Craſis, Indicates a- 
Sainſt the uſe of Opiats; for when in a Cacochymia, or Feaver, 
the Blood being mightily fill'd with drofly Excrements, ought to 
be agitated with a greater effort of the Heart, and be more {wift- 
| Iy circulated, to wit, that the Heterogeneous Particles may be 
ſubdued, and ſoon evaporate z the Operation of a Narcotick in- 
js a. puts a ſtop to theſe endeayours of the Precordia, and 
conſequently retards the Purification of the Blood, and ſometimes 
diſappoints it. , 

As to other Excrementitious humours uſually heap'd together 
in the Ventricle, or the inteſtines , theſe alſo muſt be purg'd 
forth by Vomit or Seige before an Opiat be given : For other- 
wiſe being there fixt, they will {tick more pertinaciouſfly : For 
the Fibres of thoſe parts being ſtupified by the Medicine, are not 
irritated as before; nor do they readily fet upon excretory Con=- 
'vulſions for expelling thoſe drofly ſuperfluities , or perform it 
with any vigour. Wherefore according to the ancient Precept; 
If any thing be to be Evacuated, let it be dome before a Narcotick, be 
'paven. 


The Kinds and Preſcripts of Opzats. 


i far ſafeſt Narcotick, and which is generally approv'd of by 
long experience is the Poppy and preparations of it : Where- 
"fore as orten 'as we endeavour effectually and ſafely to provoke 
fleep, the whole ftreſs of the Medicine is Plac'd in Opirm or Dia- 
codinum. 

As to the Heads of white Poppies, with the Seeds out of which 
Dracodium , alſo Decoctions, Emulſions, and other Hypnotitk 
Confections are made; it plainly appears that theſe have much 
leſs of a Narcotick Sulphur in them, than the concreted Juice of 
: Opium 3 and what they have of it, is much more pure and inno- 
-Cent :- Wherefore we give oftner, and with more fatety Medicines 
| made 
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made of theſe, nor ought we to uſe Laudanum, but when through 
the violence of Symptoms, Diacodiats will not ſerve : Again fince 
theſe have in them leſs of virulency, they.do not want much 
preparation, but either a ſimple DecoCtian, or Infuſion, or” Ex- 
preſſion being made of them, they.. may . be apply'd to Phyſical 
uſe. Now Opium is ſeldom preſcrib'd famply , and by it fel, 
but is wont to- be corrected and compounded after a various and 
—_— manner of preparation, that it may become a ſafe. 4+ 
ine. | 

The wild Poppy has a certain Hypnotick vertue, but much 
more mild and gentle than that other 3 wherefore in certain ca- 
ſes it agrees excellently well, and we may be more ſecure as to 
its uſe. Of this a Syrup and a diſtill'd water is always ready pre- 
par'd in Apothecaries Shops, which in many continual Feavers 
are often given with good ſucceſs, and they are judg'd to have 
a certain ſpecifical virtue in Curing the Peluriſy, becauſe they take 
away pains, and by putting ſome ſtay to the Pulſe, abate the 
Feaveriſh boiling of the Blood. Moreover a TinCture is made of 
its Flowers Infus'd in Brandy, Which is a famous Medicine a» 
mongſt Empiricks and good Women, and is averr'd tg be good 
againſt Surfeits. The reaſon of which effect ſeems to be, that 
the Spirit of Wine frees the Contents of the Stomack. from pu- 
trefaction, and the Narcotick force of the Flowers preveuts the 
Invaſion of the Feaver. =x"] |

' Coffee, though in fome caſes it be very profitable and Phyſical, 
mn others it is hurtful and unwholeſome ; for we ſee that great. 
Coffee-drinkers become lean, and are very often ſubject to be Pa» 
ralytick, and grow impotent for generation. 

Yet as to A of the Brain, and the Genus Nervoſur, I very 
often preſcribe this Drink for them,

one that is not hot, and a watery Blood, there is a moift Brain 
with a ſluggiſhneſs and dullneſs of the Animal Spirits, Coffee has 
often a very good effect, for being daily drank, it w 
clears and enlightens each part of the Soul, and di all the 
Clouds of every function, But on the contgary, thoſe who being 
thin,and of a Bilious, or Melancholick temperament, have a ſharp, 
or burnt Blood, a hot Brain, and the Animal Spirits too much 
ſtirr'd and reſtleſs, ought to forbear this Drink altogether, as be- 
ing apt to pervert both the Spirits and. humours in a greater 
meaſure, and to render them wholly unfit, and unable to perform 
any functions : For I have obſerv'd many, not having a ſufficient 
Wenty of Spirits, and being alſo ſubject to the Head-ach, Vert 
go, Palpitation of the Heart, and a trembliag or numbneſs of the 
Limbs, who preſently after drinking Coffee became worſe as to 
thoſe Aﬀects, and ſuddenly found an unuſual Languor in their 
whole Body.

CHAP. TI 


Inſtruftions and Preſcripts for the Cure of the Phthi- 
fick, and Conſumption of the Lungs. 


TE muſt obſerve the divers ſtates of this Diſeaſe, or the 

diſtinctive Marks which belong to it : As Firſt, when 

it is meerly a Corgh : Secondly, when it begins to degenerate in- 

to a Phthiſick or Conſumption : Thirdly, when the Phthifick is 
conſummated, or paſt recovery. *% 

I. And Firſt, as to a new Cough from what Cauſe foever it a» 
riſes, it is neverree from ſuſpicion of danger, if it happens in a 
Body prediſpos'd to a Phthifick ; though in other robutt Perfons 
it be not preſently to be fear'd : For it at any time it be rais'd 
from ſome great evident cauſe, and being without a Fever,. and 
an indifpoſition of the whole Body, it proves not very trouble- 
ſome, then it is ſaid to be only a cold taken, and is either wholly 
neglected, or ſoon Cur'd without much ado. Again, if it be ac- 
companied with a ſmall Feaver, Thirſt, and loſs of Appetite, there 
is hope that the Blood being reſtor'd to its due temper, the 
Cough will alſo ceaſe of its own accord ; but if drawing in length, 
and not eaſily ſubmitting to vulgarRemedies,it produces much Spit- 
ting, and that diſcoloured, it ought no longer to be neglected, 
but muſt be dealt withal with a method of Cure, and fit Reme-» 
dies,and an exact Form of Diet : For then it may beſuſpected that 
the Lungs having receiv'd ſome prejudice in theirContormation do 
not tranſmit the Blood entirely, but with a depoſition of the Serum, 
or Lympha, and often the nntritive Juice; and hkewite that thofe 
humours there*depoſed do putrify, and conſequently that by a 
reciprocal injury they taint the Blood, whereby it ſtill offends the 
Lungs the more. 


2, But 
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2. But if to a Cough daily growing worſe and worſe , with 
much and thick Spitting there. be added a Lo and falling 
away of the whole Body, a loſs of Appetite, difficult breathing, 
thirſt, and a boiling of the Blood ; there is great cauſe to ſuſ- 
pet that a Phthifick is at leaſt begun, if not well advanced : 
Wherefore we muſt then uſe all our endeavours both to free the 
Lungs from the offenſive load of matter already gather'd toge- 
ther in them, and to fortifie them againſt the continual Incurfion 
of the ſame; and at the ſame time to cleanſe the Maſs of Blood 
of its dregs, and to reſtore it to a good Craſis, whereby it may 
duly contain its Serofities, and other humours within its own tex- 
ture, or convey them to ſome other place than the Lungs. 

3- But if beyond the ſtate ev'n now deſcrib'd of this Diſeaſe, 
the Spitfle daily increaſes, and becomes more diſcolour'd, and all 
other things ſtill growing worſe and worſe, there be join' to it 
a total decay of ſtrength, and a Hedick Feaver, with a continu- 
al thirſt, Night Sweats, a dying Countenance, with a falling a- 
way of fleſh ev'n to the drought of a Skeleton ; then there is no 
room left for Phyſick, but only for a fad Prognoſtick , or at 
leaſt all hope of Cure being laid afide, we have nothing left to 
infiſt on hut Anodznes, which may help towards an eafie death. 

Wherefore according to the ſaid three ſtates of this Diſeaſe; its 
method of Cure muſt be in a threefold manner : vi3. Firſt we 
muſt preſcribe what is to be done for Curing a Cough, whiltt be- 
ing not entred the limits of a Phthifick, it has enly the name of 
a Cold taken. Secondly, what is proper in a beginning Phthifick. 
Thirdly, what is to be done when it is conſummated and deſpe- 
rate. 

I. Men of a tender conſtitution; or ſuch as are inclin'd to a 
Conſumption from their birth, or have ſometimes formerly been 
us'd to be endanger'd by a Cough, onght immediately as ſoon as 
they find it coming to ſtand on their guard, and betake them- 
ſelves to the Rules of Phyſick; according to which, to proceed 
* methodically in a way of Cure, the Therapeutick Indications mutt 
chiefly be theſe three. x. To appeaſe or take away the diſorder 
of the Blood, whence the Fluxjons of the Serum proceed. 2. To 
«derive from the Lungs to the Pores of the Skin, or Urmary paſ- 
fages, and other EmunGtories , the dreggy Excrements of the 
Blood, and all ſuperfluities apt to depart trom it. 3. Fo corro- 
borate the Lungs themſelves againſt the reception of the Serum, 
and other humours 3 and likewiſe to fortify them againſt the in- 
vaſion of outward Cold; from which they are wont to receive a 
farther prejudice. We ſhall ſpeak of each of theſe a little more 


at large. 


1. The 


Of the Phthifick. , 
- 1. The firſt Indication regards both the Efferveſcency of the 
Blood, in that it grows over hot; and boils in its Veſſels, by 
reaſon of the Effluvia's being reſtrain'd within it as alſo its difſo- 
lution, in that being looſen'd in its Texture, it lets fall too much 
the Serum and other Humours from its embraces, to remove both 
a thin form of Dyet muſt be ordered, and the perſon being cire- 
ful to avoid all injury from oatward Cold , a pretty free tran- 
ſpiration muſt be procur'd, or at leaſt the wonted tranſpiration 
muſt be reſtor'd : For theſe erds let the Patient preſently bz 
thicker cloath'd, and let him keep himſelf in Bed, or within his 
Chamber ; at leaſt let him not go forth of Doots : Evenings and 
Mornings let a gentle Sweat be rais'd by giving him Poflet-drink 
with Roſemary, or Sage boil'd in it * If notwithſtanding the Caligh 
grows worſe, Bleeding proves often of good effect, ſo his ſtrehgth 
and conſtitution bear it; after which Hypnoticks generally d6 
well, inaſmuch as they retard the motion of the Heart, and con- 
ſequently the overhaſty Courſe of the Blood. Moreover, they 
cauſe it to paſs the Veſſels of the Lungs gently, and with mode- 
ration, without caſting off any great quantity of Serofities 5 ahd 
to ſend forth what is ſuperfluous either by Sweat, or by Urine : 
For this purpoſe alfo Pedctoral DecoCtions muſt be given, becauſe 
they deſtroy the Acidities of the humours, and hinder, and put 
a ſtop to the diffolution of the Blood, and its fuſion into Se- 
rofities. For the like reafon and manner of Operating , Medi- 
—_ prepar'd of Sulphur are of ſuch egregious uſe againſt the 

ough. | 

2. The Second Indication , viz. the derivation . of the Seri, 
and other dreggy Excrements of the Blood from the Lungs, and 
their Evacuation by other ways, is perform'd by Diaphoretick 
Medicines, Diureticks, and gentle Purgers; which muft go along 
with other Medicines, or be now and then interchangeably us'd 
with them, Therefore after Bleeding, we uſually give a gentle 
Purge, and ſometimes repeat it. In the PeCtoral Decodtions, let 


. the Roots of Cheruil, Butchers-broom , Elecampane, and. other 


things moving Sweat and Urine be of the Ingredients ; Mslepedes, 
Volatile Salt of Amber, and other fixt Salts, and Powders of Shells,

1s perform'd by Lin#us's, Eclegmna's, and other particular Reme- 
dies, and has chiefly a regard to two things, viz. gently to cloſe 
the Mouths of the Veſſels and Glands that gape into the Trachea 
with Aftringents, leſt they caſt forth ; I Serofities too much _

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| to it : And Secondly, To make ſmooth and glib the fides of the 
Duftw's of the Trachea, that they be not offended, and thence 
continually ſtirr'd up to a troubleſome Cough, either by the ſharp 
Serum coming upon them, or by the aſſault of any outward Cold ; 
and moreover, that thoſe Duffus's ny” Yrag flippery enough , 
the Spittle ſticking ſometimes very faft to the fides of them, 
may he-more eaſily gotten off and Cough'd up : For the Firſt 
intent it is, that Conſerve of red Roſes, Olrbanum,Maſtick, Loboch 
de Pino, Syup of Jujubes, of dried Roſes, of Cup-moſs, and other 
Aftringeats are fo often -ingredients in pectoral preicriptions. On 
the account of the ſecond intent Licorice, with its various pre- 
rations is accounted ſo famous a remedy againſt any Cough 
whatſoever. For this end Syrups, Eclegma's, and all other ſweet 
Pectorals ſeem to be ordered ; to which is added Oy! of ſweer Al- - 
gzonds, either given ” it ſelf, or reduc'd into the Form of ſome 
Milky pap by long {tirring it with ſome Pettoral Syrup. Theſe 
are the chief Therapeurick Indications, together with the apt in- 
tentions of Curing, which ſeem to be of moſt conſiderable uſe 
r a new Cough, whilſt it is yet free from the ſuſpicion of a 
Pht ifck, or at leaſt not yet entred its manifeſt limits : It now 
remains after this general method briefly given unto you, to ſet 
down ſome Select Forms of Medicines appropriated to each In- 
tention: Theſe, though they are manifold, and diverſly prepar'd, 
yet thoſe that are of chiefeſt note, and moſt in uſe are Mixtures, 
Linkw's, Eclegma's, Tinftures, Balſams , Troches, Tablets, Powders, 
Pills, Decotions and diſtilld Waters : We ſhall give you ſome of 
the moſt Elegant Receipts of each.

Decoctions of Woods frequently conduce very much to the 
Cure of an qbſtinate Cough, eſpecially being taken conſtantly for 
fome time inſtead of Beer, as an ordinary Drink. 

Take Roots of Sarzaparilla four Ounces, of China two Ornces, red 

and white Saunders of each half an Ounce , ſhavings of Ivory and 
Hartſhorn, of each three Drams: Let them wnfuſe according to Art, 
and boil in eight Pounds of fountain water to four Pounds, adding to 
zt of Licorice ſix Drams, Raiſins ſton'd an Ounce and a half : In 4 
Phlegmatick, or cold Conſtututzon, add Raſpings of Guaiacum.

Very Man may make many and different Forms of theſe, as 
occaſion requires, and according to the Conftitution of the 


- Patient they may chooſe ſometimes Milk alone, ſometimes Milk 


with ſome part of Wine, ſometimes Ale, or Brunſwick Beer : I 
ſhall give you a Specimen of theſe as follows. _ | 

Take Leaves of ground Toy, Hyſſop, Pennyroyal, of each four hand- 
Fulls, Snails half boil'd in their ſhells two Pounds, Nutmegs flicd, im 
number fix. All of them being ſmall ſhred together, pour to them of 
new Milk, eight Pounds : Diftzl them in common Organs, the Doſe 1s 
three Ounces twice or thrice 4 day by it ſelf, or with ſome other Me- 
dicine : When its taken, let each Doſe be ſweeten'd with Sugar-Candy, 
or with Syrup of the Juice of ground boy. 

In a Conttitution that is not hot, eſpecially if there be no fer- 
vent heat of the Blood or Pracordia, to fix or ſeven Pounds 
of Milk add of Canary Wine a Ponnd or two, and in a Phleg- 
matick or Aged Body, inſtead of Milk, let the Menſtruum be Ale 
or Brunſwick Beer. | 

Moreover, in the Winter when Snails are not eaſily, or 
ſcarce at all to be gotten, the Lungs of a Lamb, or of a Wea- 
ther may properly enongh ſupply their place, and ſometimes alſo 
thoſe of a Calf half boil'd and flic'd very ſmall ; and let them be di- 
ſill'd with the foreſaid Ingredients,and added to a fit Menſiruum in 
common Organs, or a Roſe-ſtill. 

In this Claſſs, where its treated of a Cough not yet arrived 
to a Phthifick z we may aptly range the Convulſive, or ſuffoca- 
ting Cough of Children, commonly called the Chiz-Cough. This 
Diſeaſe chiefly aſſaults Children and Infants, and at certain times, 
viz. in the Spring eſpecially and Fall, its uſually Epidemical. The 
Duiteaſed have frequent and very cruel fits of Coughing, in which 
the Organs of Reſpiration do not only greatly labour, but likewiſe 
being aftected with Convulſions, variouſly interrupt, ſuſpend, or 
pervert their Actions : But for the moſt part the Diaphragm be- 
ing {ctz'd with Convulfions by it ſelf, or by the impuiſe ot other 
parts, obſtinately ſo continues for a very long ſpace fometimes its 
Contraction, and ſometimes its Dilatation, that Inſpiration or Ex- 
piration being hindred for a time, the Vital Breath can ſcarce be 
drawn at all; ſo that the Coughers cry out as though they were 
{tcangled, and their Countenance turns black through the Stag= 
nation of the Blood : It haply thofe Organs being not fo muck 
{kiz'd with Conyulnons, they can Cough out freely, nevertheleſs 


they 
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they are ſtill forc'd to Cough with violence, and ſo long till thei 

ſtrength fails them. . 
Though this Cough ſeldom Kills , or proves very dangerous, 

yet it is very difficult to be Cur'd, and oftner ceaſes of it ſelf as 


the year changes, then it is conquered by Medicines. The reaſon 
is, that we muſt not only in this, as in an ordinary Cough, alter 
the Blood, and derive its drofly Excrements from the Lungs to 
the habit of the Body, to be ſent forth by tranfpiration, but we 
muſt likewiſe take care to correct the Nervous Juice, which in 
this caſe is vitiated with a Heterogeneous and Elaſtick matter 
Which cauſes the Convulſive motions. 

As to the Cure of this Diſeaſe, the method of Curing usd in 
other Coughs ſeldom proves ſucceſsful in this; wheretore only 
Empirical Remedies are commonly Adminiſtred. 

Amongſt many Remedies of this kind, the two —_— are 
uſually preferr'd before all others whatſoever, and are chiefly in 
uſe', viz. to give inwardly Cup-moſs, and various preparations 
and compoſitions of it, and if there be need of any further Cure, 
the Child is to be put into ſome ſudden fright; And 1f theſe 
things work not the defir'd effect, Ptiſans, Syrups, Julapes, or 
DecoCtions and other Pectorals are laid afide, and commonly all 
other Medicines are thrown by, expecting till the Diſeaſe either 
ends of it ſelf in proceſs of time, or be Cur'd by the ſucceeding 
change of the year, 

Cup-moſs, ſo commonly us'd amongft us againft Coughs of 
Children, has an Aftringent vertue, ( as we find by its taſt ) and 
contains Particles of a ſmart nature, which denote a plenty of 
Volatile Spirits, whence we guels its uſe to be to fix the Blocd, 
and to moderate the Fluxions of the Seram, and likewiſe by Vo- 
latilifing the Nervous Jnice, to take away its Convulfive diſpoſt- 
tion : Its uſually given in the form of a Powder, Decoction, and 
Syrup according to the following Forms. 

Take Cup-mofs Powdred a Dram , Stgar-Candy a Scrupie: Mix 
them, divide it into three or four parts; take a Doſe Evenings and 
Mornings, with a fit Vehicle. 

Take of the ſaid Moſs two Drams, Lac Sulphuris two Scruples, 
Powder of Anniſeceds a Scruple : Divide it into ſix parts, give them 
after the ſame manner. 

Take of the ſaid Moſs a Dram, boil it in a quantity of Milk, ſuf- 
ficient for one Doſe ; let the ſtraining be taken Evening and Morn- 
zng : For thoſe with whom Milk, does not agree, or to whom it does 
7:0 good ; let a decoction of it be prepar'd in fountain water, or Hyſſop 
water, or any other Pedtoral water, ard let it be given to two or three 
Ounces twice a day, ſweetning 1t with Sugar, or ſome proper Syrup. 
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Take of this Moſs an Ounce, boil it in two Pounds of ſome PeF#oral 
Water, till half be conſum'd : To the ſtraining , add of Sugar-Candy 
a Pound, and let it evaporate in a gentle Bath heat, to the conſiſtency 
of 4 Syrup. 

The other remedy commonly in uſe for the Cough of Children, 
is to put them into ſome ſudden fright, as by ſetting them in a 
Binn when a Mill goes, Cc. which ſometimes Cures the Diſeaſe 
on a ſudden ; the reaſon of which donbtleſs confifts in this, that 
the Animal Spirits being put to flights, and driven into new di- 
{tractions, quit their former diſorders, and likewiſe that the Con- 
vulfive matter is either diffipated by that perturbation, or driven 
into other Nerves, where it proves leſs offenſive. 

The Empirical Cure of this Diſeaſe being thus ſet forth, toge» 
ther with the Remedies vulgarly usd, and their Atiologies at 
leaſt probably explicated : I ſhall now ſet down a certain ratio- 
nal method of Curing, and haply more efficacious againſt theſe 
ſorts of Coughs of Children : Therefore in ſuch a caſe, I uſual- 
ly preſcribe according to the Forms following, and ſometimes 
ſucceſſively enough : And Firſt, fince we muſt begin with a 
Purge; 

Take Syrup of Peach Flowers a ſpoonful, Hyſterich, water a Scrufple : 
Mix them, let it be taken Cum Regimine. : 

Or, Take Calamelanos fix Grains, Scammony ſulphurated, Rofin: of 
Jalup , of each three Grains : Make a Powder, give it in a little pulp 
of preſerv'd Cherries to a Boy of fix Tears Old; and let the Doſe be 
encreas d, or leſſen'd according to the Age : Let the Purge be repeated 
In ſix or ſeven days. 

If the Patient ( as it often happens ) be prone to Vomit, take Oxy- 
mel of Squills ſix Drams,Salt of Vitriol four Grains : Mix them, give 
zt to a Child ſix Tears Old, and according to thy proportion, let 4 
Doje be accommodated to others : T have known this hind of Vomit 
goon every Morning for four or five days ſacceſſrvely ro have done 
well, 

Bliftering Plaiſters are much us'd, and fet them be apply'd 
ſometimes to the Nape of the Neck, ſometimes behind the Ears, 
ſometimes tg the Inſides of the Arms near the Armpits, and as 
loon as the Sores in thoſe places begin to heal, let others be 
raisd elſewhere. 

: Inſtead of Beer, let the following Decoction be his ordinary 
rink. 

Take China Roots an Ounce and a half, all the Saunders of each half 
an Ounce ; ſhavings of Tvory and Hartſhorn, of each three Drams : 
Let them infuſe according to Art, and boil them in fix Pounds of 
fountain water till half be conſiim'd, adaing of Raiſms ſton'd an Ounce 
4nd a balf, Licorice three Drams.

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Take Spirit of Gum Guaiacum with Sal Armoniack, a Dram, Syrup 

Cup-moſs three Ounces, Hyſterich, water an Ounce : The Doſe # 4a 
ittle ſpoonful at Night, and Early in the Morning. 

Or, Take Tinfure of Sulphur two Drams : The Doſe is three drops 

at ge, and early in the Morning im a ſooonful of Syrup of Cup- 
moſs. 
To ſome perſons of a hot Conſtitution, and turning of a deep 
red, or rather black colour with Coughing, I have fognetimes 
ſucceſsfully ordered a Vein to be opened, or that two or three 
Ounces of Blood ſhould be drawn from them by Leeches. 

Take liveMillepedes cleans d two Ounces,Powder of Anniſeeds aDram, 
Nutmegs haif a Dram, double refin'd Sugar an Ounce : Being bruisd 
together, pour to them of Hyſſop water ſix Ounces, Magijtr al Snail 
water two Ounces : Stir them together a little with a Peftle,and expreſs 
it ſtrongly ; the Doſe # two or three ſpoontuls twice a day. 

Thus far of the Cough and its Cure, whilſt it is only an en- 
trance to a Conſumption ; now we mutt treat of this affect, having 
paſs'd the frontiers of this dangerous Diſeaſe, and ſet down a me- 
thod of Cure, and forms of Medicines proper for Curing an Inve- 
terate Cough, v7. when either be or not eaſily yielding 
to Medicines, it begins to degenerate into a Phthifick, that is to 
ſay, when it is come to that paſs; that the Blood being loosn'd 
in its Texture, does not only pour the ſuperfluous Serum , but 
even the Nutritive, and haply the Nervous Juice, the Lympha, and 
other its dreggy Exccrements on the Lungs, and depoſes them 
within its Ductus's ; and withal, that the depravation of the Lungs 
is by fo much augmented, that its Veſiculz being diſtended, 
or may of them broken into one, and fo a Solntion of Continui- 
ty, or an Ulcer being causd, a greater Maſs of Matter for the 
Conſumption is daily heapd together : Moreover, and that the 
matter, in regard it is permitted to continue long there, Putrifies, 
and fo ſtill corrupts the Lungs more, and taints the Blood 
paſſing through them. In this caſe the Therapentick Indications 
are chiefly theſe thret, zz. Firſt of all to ſtop the diſſolution of 
the Blood, which is the Root of all the miſchief, and to prevent 
it from pouring always matter in ſo great a plenty on the Lungs. 
Secondly, To evacuate by ExpeCtoration the corruption gather d 
together within the Lungs, and that ſufficiently in ſome ſhort 
tune. Thirdly, To corroborate and dry the Lungs being dit- 
ſolv'd as to their unity, or become too lax and moift, or othe:r- 
Wiſe weak , leſt they are daily more corrupted, and receive the 
Morbifick matter always more and more. Each of theſe Indica- 
tions prompts us various intentions of Curing, and requires divers 
ſorts of Remedies, and many ways of Adminiſtration ; of which 
I ſhall here briefly touch the chief. 
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* Therefore what the firſt Indication ſuggeſts, to wit, to ſtop the 


diffolution of the Blood, theſe three things ( as much as may be) 


muſt be procur'd, vx. Firſt, that the Maſs of Blood may contain 
within it, and affimilate whatever Nutritive Juice it is ſupply*d 
with, and be ſo proportion'd with it, that it be not faulty either 
in quantity or quality. Secondly, That the Acidities engendred 
either in the Blood, or convey'd to it from elſewhere be (o de- 
{troy'd, that the Blood retaining always its Mixture or Crafis, be 
not ſo ſubject to Fluxions or Futons. Thirdly, That all dreggy 
Excrements in the Blood be deriv'd from the Lungs to other E- 
munCtories, and places of Evacuation. 
As'to the firſt of theſe intentions of Curing, that the Nutritive 
yy”: be proportion'd to the Blood, before all things it nwſt 
e ordered that Perſons troubled with a Cough and Phthiſick, 
abſtain as mnch as may be from Drink, and take liquid things 
but in a very ſmall quantity, ſo that the Blood being weak in its 
Crafts, may be able more eaſily to ſubdue the minute Portions of 
freſh Juice, as long as it is not too much cloy'd with it, and to 
retain it within its Texture. Again, let that freſh Juice conſiſt 
of ſuch Particles as are ſubtle and gentle, that .they may be ma- 
ſtered by the Blood, and be affimilated without any eager heat 
of conteſt : Wherefore Aﬀes Milk, ſometimes alſo Cows Milk, or 
Goats Milk; alſo Water-gruel, Cream of Barley, Ptifan, Almond 
Milks, and other fimple ſorts of food agree better, and nouriſh 
more than Fleſh, Eggs, or Geily-broaths, ftrong Ale, Wine, or 
any other kind of richer Fare. Secondly, That the Blood retain- 
ing its temperament, be not eaſily diffolv'd into Serofities offend- 
ing the Lungs; as well its own Acidities, as thoſe of the other 
humours that are mixt with it, and eſpecially of the Nervous and 
Lymphick hnmours muſt be deſtroy'd : Which intention is excel- 
lently perform'd by Medicines prepar'd of Sulphur, which there- 
fore in this caſe ( ſo there be not a Hectick Feaver) are frequently 
given,and in a large Proportion. Wherefore let theTinCture,Balſam, 
Syrup, Flowers, and Milk of Sulphur be given twice or thrice a 
day in a godd large Doſe; for the ſame purpoſe Traumatick or 
Vulnerary DecoCtions, alſo DecoCtions of PeCtoral Herbs ( com- 
monly ſo call'd ) and Roots are to be taken inſtead of ordinary 
drink : Moreover, Powder of Crabs Eyes, of Millepedes, and of 
other things containing an Alkaliſate or Volatile Salt, are often 
given with good ſucceſs. The Third intention of Curing, refer- 
ring to the Firſt Indication, viz. That the dreggy Excrements of 
the depraved Blood, (in caſe they much abound ) be withdrawn 
from the Lungs, and Voided by other Emunctories, ſuggeſts to 
us many ways to be put in practiſe for withdrawing them ; For 


beſides Bleeding, Eyacuation by Urine, and now and then a gentle 
M 2 Purge 
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Purge ( which have place in all Coughs, .even in a beginning 
Phthifick ) we ought alſo to range here Baths, Breathing in a 
warm Air to promote perſpiration, alſo frictions of the extream 
parts, Dropax's, Ifſues, Velicatories, ſhaving the Head, Errhin's, 
Apophlegmatiſms, and all other general or particular ways of E- 
vacuating humours or vapours. . 

The Second Indication in a beginning Phthifick , viz. that 
the corrupted matter depos'd within the Lungs , be every day 
readily and clearly diſcharg'd, is perform'd with expeCtora- 
ting Medicines : Theſe are faid to operate in a two-fold man- 
ner, according as their vertue is conveyed to the Lungs two 
ways. For ſome of them taken by the mouth , immediately 
ſend their active Particles into the Trachea, which partly by 
making the paſſages ſlippery , and by looſening at the ſame 
time the matter there ſticking, and partly by irritating the 
Excretory Fibres into Convulſfions, cauſe an Expectoration : In 
which number Linctus's and Fumigations are eſteem'd the chief. 
ExpeCtorating Remedies of the other kind, which are juſtly e- 
ſteem'd the beſt, exert their Energy by the conveyance of the 
Blood, for conſiſting of ſuch Particles which cannot be ſubdued 
and aſſimilated by the Maſs of Blood, when they enter it,gbeing 
immiſcible with it, they are preſently caſt forth again , «and pe- 
netrate from the Arteries of the Lungs into the DuCtus's of 
the Trachea, where cleaving to the matter, they divide, attenuate, 
and fo exagitate it, that the Fibres being thereby irritated , and 
ſucceflively contracted in Coughing, the Contents of the Trachea, 
and of its Veſicule are thrown up into the month. Medicines 
proper for this uſe beſides Sulphur and preparations of it, are Ar- 
tificial Balſams diſtill'd with Oyl of Turpentine, TinCtures and 
Syrups of Gumm Ammoniacum, Galbanum, Afa-fztida, Garlick, 
Leeks, and the like ftrong {ſmelling things; of which allo Lo- 
hoch's and Eclegma's are prepar'd, and theſe indeed work both 
ways, fo that partly by ſlipping downinto the Trachea, and part- 
ly by entring the Lungs by the Circuit .of the Blood, they ſet up- 
on the Morbifick matter both before and behind, and fo throw it 
forth with the greater force. 

As to the Third Indication, vip. That the injur'd Conformati- 
on, or vitiated conſtitution of the Lungs may be reſtor'd or a- 
mended ; ſuch things muſt be us'd which refiſting putretfaction, 
mundity, conſolidate, dry and corroborate; for which ends alſo 
Medicines prepar'd of Sulphur, Balſamicks, and Traumaticks are 
proper : Hence ſome Empiricks ſucceſstully preſcribe not only 
the fume of Sulphur, but likewiſe of Arſenick to be drawn through 
a Pipe or Funnel into the Lungs. Moreover for this reaſon it 15, 
, that the change of Habitation, as from Cities to a Country or 
Suls 
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Sulphureous Air , or travelling from, one Country into another 
hotter, proves ſo notably beneficial, 

So far of the method of Cure which ſeems to be proper for a 
deeper Cough , or a beginning Phthifick : Now we muſt ſet 
down ſome Select Forms of Medicines according to each of thoſe 
Therapeutick Indications, which alſo _— to the way us'd 
in a gentle Cough, free from a Phthifick, we ſhall diftribute into 
certain Claſſes, and thoſe are Mixtures, LinCtus's, Lohoch's, Tin- 
tures, Balſams, Troches, Lozenges, Powders, Pills, Decoctions, 
and diftill'd Waters : We ſhall ſet before you ſome Examples of 
each of theſe, to which alſo may be added ſome of the forms of 
the Medicines preſcrib'd before for a beginning Cough, and not 
yet arriv'd to a Phthiſick. 


I. Magiſtral Mixtures and Syrups. 


Ahe of our Syrup of Diaſulphur three Ounces, Water of Earth- 
worms an Ounce, Tineture of Saffron two Drams : Mix them, 
take a Fpoonful going to Bed, and early in the Morning. 

Take Syrup of the Juice of Toy three Ounces, Snail water an Ounce, 
Flowers of Sulphur a Dram : Mix them by ſhaling them together, the 
Doſe is a ſpoonful Evenings and Mornings. 

Take Tinfure of Sulphur two Drams, Laudanum Tartarig'd 4 
Dram, Syrup of the Juice of Toy two Ounces, Cinnamon water two 
Drams: The Doſe s a ſpoonful at Bed time, and if the Perſon does not 
ſleep, towards Morning.

gs Sulphur prepar'd after our manner, half an Ownce, the beſt 
Canary Wine two pounds : Makg a cloſe digeſtion in B. M. or im 
Sand for twenty eight hours : Which being done, take double refin'd Su= 
gar two pounds, diſſolve 1t and boil 1t to a conſiſtency for Tablets in 4 
little Water of Elder Flowers ; then pour to this by little and little the 
Wine ting'd with the Sulphur whilſt warm; let it boil a little on the 
fire, ſcumming it , and ſtrain it thrauth Woollen. Tau will have a 
moſt delicate Syrup of a Gold colour, and of great efficacy ad ainſt the 
Cough and other affets of the Lungs ( ſo there be no bylins heat of the 
Precoraia, nor Heetich Feaver ) the Doſe u a ſpoonful Eveniiigs and 
Mornings by it ſelf, or with other PeRorals.

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Syrup of Garlick, 


Tx Cloves of Garlick, Pill d, and cut in ſlices, in number ten or 
twelve, Anniſeeds bruisd, half an Ounce, Elecampane Roots 
flic'd three Drams, Licorice two Drams;, let them have a cloſe and 
warm digeſtion, for two or three days in a pound and a half of ſpirit 
of Wine, put the clear and warm ſtraining mto a filver-diſh ; add of 
double refin'd Sugar a Pound and a half the oy being put on hit 
Coals, let the liquor be ſet on fire, and whilſt it burns ſtir it ; 
ſtrain it through Woollen, and keep it for uſe. 


Syrup of Turnips. 


Ta Turnips ſlicd, and double refin'd Sugar, of each half a pound ; 
put them mm a glax d Pot, a lay of Turnips,and a lay of Sugar till 
zt be full : Let the Pet, ' _ cover d with Paper, be put into an 
Oven to Bake with Bread; when it u taken out, preſs forth the Li- 
quor, and keep it for uſe : The Doſe # a ſpoonful Mornings and E- 
Denings.

2 Y freſh Snails with their ſhells, in number Forty; cleanſe 
them with a Linnen Cloath, then each of them being run through 
with a Bodkin ; let the Apertures of the ſhells be fill d with Powder 
of Sugar Candy, and being put in a Linnen Bag, let them be hung up 
in a Cellar, and let a Glaſs Veſſel be ſet under them to receive the 
Syrup which will drop from them : The Doſe of thus is a ſpoonful 
twice or thrice a day in a fit Vehicle, viz. Aqua lafis, or ſome Pe- 


foral Decottion. 


2. 3. Linituss and Eclegma's, 


1x Conſerve of red Roſes three Ounces, Tinfure of our Sulphur 
two Drams : Mix them by ſtirring them in a Glaſs Morzar ; 
the Doſe ts the quantity of a Nutmeg at Night , and early in the 
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Morning : Sometimes to allay a troubleſome Cough, you may add to this 
of Olibanum half a Dram, or a Dram. 

Take Conſerve of red Roſes four Ounces , Flowers of Sulphur four 
Scruples, fine Oyl of Turpentine a Dram, Species of Fox Lungs three 
Drams, Syrup of the Jurce of ground Foy what ſuffices : Make a ſoft 
Lohoch to be taken after the ſame manner, viz. Mornings and Even« 
ings ; alſo to be ſuck'd at other times with a ſtick of Licorice. 

Take Powder of Sugar Candy four Drams, Tiniture of Sulphur two 
Drams : Mix them by ſtirring them in a Glaſs Mortar let 1t be taken 
after the ſame manner. 

Inttead of the Tinc&ture of Sulphur , you may put other Balſa- 
mick Tinctures,' as of Balſam of Peru, of Opobalſamum, of the 
Gum of Ivy, Guaiacum, Amber, with many others, which may 
be mixt either in Conſerve of red Roſes, or with Conſerve of the 
Flowers of Colts-foot, or with Sugar Candy. 


4. 5. Tin&ures and Balſams of the ſame nature and compoſi- 
tion as-we have preſcrib'd before in a beginning Cough, are pro- 
per in a Phthiſfick, only the Doſe mutt be a little larger. 

Take of Tar an Ounce, Water of quick, Lime thrice Cobobated, two 
pounds, diſtil them in Balneo to haif : Then let the filtrated Liquor 
be drawn off in Balneo to the conſiſtency of honey; to which pour {in 
ture of Salt of Tartar half a pound : Let it digeſt in a cloſe Glaſs to 
extratt the Tinfure : The Doſe u from twenty drops to thirty, with 
a pager Vehicle. After the like manner a Tinfture x gotten out of 
i black, Oyl of Soot, Liquid Amber, Liquid Storax, and many other 
FOINPS. 

Take of our Sulphur prepar'd with the addition of Myrrh, Aloes, 
and Olibanum in a foeredl quantity an Ounce : Let a Tintture be 
drawn off with Oyl of Turpentme, alſo with Rectified Spirit of Wine : 
The Doſe of this is from fifteen drops to twenty. 


6.7.8. Troches, Tablets, and Powders, becauſe chiefly direct- 
ed for the Cough, are in a manner of the ſame Nature and Com- 
poſition with thoſe before preſcrib'd for that aticct, when new 
taken; only that for drying and conſolidating the Lungs Su!- 
phureous and Traumatick ingredients are requird in a greater 
proportion, 

Take Powder of the Leaves of ground Ivy a Dram, Flowers of Sul= 
phur two Drams, Sugar Penids a Dram and a half, Juice of Licorice 
diluted with Hyſſop-water , what ſuffices : Make Troches weighing 
half a Dram. 

Take Powder of Yarrow bruisd, and dryd in the hat Sun, half a 
Dram, Flowers of Sulphur, Olibanum powdred, of each a Dram, Pow- 
der of red Roſes dry d, half a Dram, Sugar dijjelv'4, and voil'd to a 
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conſiſtency for Tablets fix Drams, Oyl of Anniſeeds a Scruple : Make 
Tablets weighing half a Dram. Take one thrice, or oftner in a day, 
and eſpecially at night, and early in the morning. 


9. Pills. 


Ake Juice of ground Ivy Clarified in the Sun a pound, Flowers of 
Colts-foot dry'd, tops of HyſJop , Sage , Penny-rozal, of each a 
handful, Anniſeeds , Carraway-ſeeds, ſweet Fennel-ſeeds bruis'd, of 
each half an Ounce; diſtiÞ them in Balneo Marie to half,then ſtrain it, 
and diſtill the ftraming to the conſiſtency of Pills, adding Juice of Li- 
corice half a Dram, Powder of Elecampane Roots, Flowers of Su:phur, 
of each three Drams, Flowers of Benzoin a Dram, Balſam of Peru, 
half a Dram, Tinfure of Sulphur three Drams, Laudanum Tartariz'd 
two Drams: Make a Maſs, form it into ſmall Pills, and take three 
or four at night, and early in the Morning. 


Io. DecoCtions, ſuch as we have before preſcrib'd for an ob- 
ſtinate Cough, may be alſo properly taken in a beginning Phthi- 
fick. In deſperate Caſes I have ſometimes very ſucceſsfully pre- 
{crib'd the following DecoCtion to be taken twice or thrice a day, 
and alſo inſtead of ordinary drink. 

Take Guatacum four Ounces, China, Saſſafras, of each two Ounces, 
all the Saunders, of each an Ounce, ſhavings of Ivory and Hartſhorn, 
of each three Drams : Let them mfuſe, and boil them in twelve 
pounds of fountam water to half, adding Licorice an Ounce, Raiſins 
ſton'd four Ounces ; ſtrain zt. 


IT, Diſtill'd Waters ſuch as before preſcrib'd, are alſo proper 
here, to which may be added the Water of Slenander drawn from 
Hogs Blood with Turpentine ; alſo Balfamick Waters diftill'd 
from Turpentine with PeCtoral Ingredients, 

Take Leaves of ground Ivy, white Horebound , Hyſſup and Penny- 
royal, of cach three handfuls, Roots of Elecampane and Florentme 
Orice, of each two Ounces , Turpentine diſJolv'd with Oyl of Tartar 
four Ounces, Hyſſop-water four pounds, Malaga-wine two pounds, di- 
ſtil them in Sand ; let all the Liquor be mixt, the Oyl being ſepara- 
zed : The Doſe 1s two or three ſpoonfuls twice a day, with a ſpoonful 
of the Syrup of the Juice of By.

and to cleanſe the. Ulcer, and dry it; for all hot Medicines - 
ſigned for thoſe ends, and proper enough in a beginning Phthi- 
fick, are not to be endur'd when its confirm'd ; becauſe augmen- 
ting the Inflammation of the Lungs they increaſe the HeCtick 
Feaver, the Thirſt, Watchings, and other very troubleſome Sym- 
ptoms, or ſtir them up a freſh : And indeed in ſuch a ſtate of this 
Diſeaſe, when we only propoſe to our ſelves to. protract Life by 
helping towards a well-beariag of the Diſtemper, and to an eaſe 
death, thoſe Remedies are of chiefeſt nſe that moderate the fer- 
vour of the Blood, allay the heat of the Przcordia, reſtore the 
Spirits, and gently cheriſh them : Hence for Food,Afﬀes Milk, alſo 
Water-gruel, Barly-Broaths, Cream of. Barley ; and for Drink, Pti- 
ſans, Emulfions, Milk, Water diftill'd with Snails and temperate - 
Pectorals are uſually of greateſt ſucceſs. Let Syrups and LinCtus's 
which lenify the Inflammation of the Throat and Lungs, and fa- 
clitate expeCtoration, he often or daily given, but eſpecially gentle 
Hypnoticks to procure a moderate reſt : 1 ſhall now give you 
ſome of the more Select Forms of each kind. 

Take Barly half an Ounce, Candied Eringo Roots fix Drams, pa- 
rings of Apps a handful, Raiſins fon'd two Ounces, Licorice three

Strain it, take three or four Qunces thrice a day; after the ſame man- 
ner you may make 4 Decoftion of Snails.

The Doſe 1 three or four Ounces thrice a day , ſweetning it with 
Sittharum Perlatum, or Sugar of Roſes.

Let” the Perſon drink, three or four Ounces thrice a day, ſweetning it, 
wirh Saccharum Perlatum. | 

Take Syrup of Mecontum three Ounces, Water of green Wheat ſix 
Ounces: Mzx them, let two or three ſpoonfuls be taken going to Bed

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Take Conſerve of the Flowers of Wild or Garden Mallows three 
Ounces, Lohoch de Pino two Ounces, Syrup of bg two Ounces ; 
Make a Loboch , of which let a Dram and a kaif, or two Drams 
be often taken. | 

I ſhall now give Inſtances of ſome Patients which I have had 
jn Cure in the foregoing Diſtempers : And Firſt, of one troubled 
with a fimple Congh, which begins of it ſelf, and is free from the 
ſafpicion of a Phthiſick. 

Some years fince I took care of the Health of a Student, who 
from his Childhood had been ſubject to a Cough, and was wont 
often to undergo ſevere fits of it, and of long continuance z he 
ſeem'd to be of a pretty {trong Conſtitution, only that his lungs, 
being originally weak, ſuffer d much whenever his blood began 
to run into ſerofities z in ſummer, as long as a free perſpiration 
laſted he was ſound enough, but ſpring aud fall, when the blood 
changing its temper, either of its own accord or upon ſome flight 
occaſion cfter'd falls into ſerous fluxions, he fell lightly into a 
Cough accompanied with abundance of thick ſpittle 3 yet this 
a very often vaniſht by degrees within fix or ſeven days, 
without any great adoe with Medicines , affoon as the maſs of 
blood was purg'd by the lungs : But if to the ſaid ſlight occaſion 
of this Diſeaſe other greater Cauſes were added, as chiefly the 
ffoppage of the Pores, and errours in Diet, ſometimes a moſt 
vio!ent and obſtinate Cough came upon him, not ſoon, nor eafily 
yielding to Remedies, and threatning nothing leſs than a Phthi- 
ſick : Then growing ill indeed, for the firſt days he had light ſhi- 
verings in his whole Body, and perceiv'd a Catarrh in his La- 
rynx: Afterwards he was troubled with a frequent Coughing, ac- 
companied with a thin ſpittle, together with a giddineſs, deadneſs 
of the ſenſes, and a dropping at the Noſe. 

In this ſtate his beſt Remedy, and often try'd with good ſucceſs 
was to drink Sack ſomewhat freely, and as little of any other Li- 
quor as might be; fon by this means the Acidity and flowing of 
his Blood being ſuppreſt, and a more free perſpiration rais'd, he 
ſound himſelf very much eas'd, and ſometimes in a very ſhort 
ſpace grew well : Moreover going to Bed, and firſt in the Morn- 
ing he us'd to take ſeven or eight drops of Tinuare of Sulphur 
- a —_—— of Syrup of Violets, or of the Juice of ground 

Vy, Ur, 

Take Conſerve of red Roſes four Ounces, Spirit of Turpentine two 
Drams : Mix them, the Doſe is the quantity of a Cheſnut Evenings 
and Mornings. 

But if theſe Remedies, together with the Canary Antidote, and 
a thin Diet do not do, the Diſeaſe not being Cur'd by ſuch means, 
runs then to a great length, and following him ſharply for ſome 

N 2 Weeks, 
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Weeks, and. ſometimes Months, brings the Diſeas'dto' a mighty 
leanneſs , and even to the brink of the Grave : For the Cough 
growing daily worſe and very troubleſome, hinders ſleep mighti- 
ly, and interrupts it, his ſtrength languiſhes, his appetite 1s deje- 
ted, heat and drought preſs hard upon hjm : In the mean time 
the Spittle is daily increas'd, and caſt forth in a vaſt quantity ; ſo 
that afterwards not only the Serum and dreggy Excrements of 
the Blood, but even the nutritive Juice, and the waſtings of the 
ſolid parts being contionely pour'd on the Lungs, turn into cor- 
ruption , Which is Congh'd forth in abundance ; but reſpiration 
grows difficult, the Limbs very weak, and the Fleſh conſumey ve- 
ry much. | | 

When our Patient was lately ill in this manner, we preſcrib'd 
the following Method and Remedies, by the continued uſe of 
which' he at length recovered: In the firſt place a thin Diet being 
ordered him, and Ale or Beer wholly forbidden, he took of the 
following Apozeme about four Ounces twice a day warm, and a 
little of it at other times cold, to quench his thirſt. * ; 

Take China Roots two Ounces, Sarzaparilla three Ounces, twhite and 
yellow Saunders, of each an Ounce, ſhavings of Toory and Hartſhorn, 
of each three Drams : Infuſe them according to Art, and let them boil 
3n eight pounds . of fountain water to half , adding Raiſins of the 
Sun three Ounces, Licorice three Drams : Strain it, and let it be us d 
for ordinary drink. 

Take Tinfure of Sulphur three Drams : Let him take from ſeven 
drops to ten going to reft, and early in the Morning mm a ſpoonful of 
Syrup of Violets, or of Syrup of the Fuice of ground Foy. 


When by a long uſe ot this Medicine he began to loath it, the 


following Eclegnia was ordered in its itead, 
' Take Conſerve of red Roſes four Ounces, Spirit of Turpentine two 
Oxnces : Mix them - by bruiſing them together , the Doſe # about a 
Dram at the ſame hours.

. Take Species Diaireos, E Pulmone WVulps , of each two Drams, 
Flowers of Sulphur, Roots of Elecampane, of each half a Dram , Oyl 
of Anniſeeds half a Scruple, Sugar diſſotv'd in a ſufficient quantity of 
Pennyroyal water, and boil'd to a conſiſtency for Tablets fix Ounces : 
Make Tablets according to art, weighmg half a Dram ; let him take 
one as often as he pleaſes, ſwallowing it by little and little. 

In the midſt of this Courſe, though he had a weak Pulſe, and 
was of a cold temperament, he was let Blood in the Arm : Be- 
fides theſe Remedies, a great benefit accrued to him from the 
freſh Air, which he took daily either on Horſeback, or in a 
Chariot. For by this, he firſt began to recover his Appe- 
tite , Digeſtion, and Sleep, which afterwards were followed by 
degrees with an abatement of the other Symptoms, ſo that at 
length he perfectly recover'd : He has us'd a method like to this, 
and with the like ſucceſs, as often as till this time he has beeri 
troubled with a tedious and ſtubborn Cough ; and now though 
he be wholly free from that diſtemper, yet he is forc'd carefully 
to avoid all occaſions by which the Poreg are {top'd ; or, by which 
a Fuhon or Precipitation of the Blood into Serofities is rais'd, 
ſuch are chiefly his going by Water on the Thames, and his drink- 
ing Acid Liquors, as Cider, French, or Rheniſh Wines, | 

The foregoing Relation gives you a Type, and way of Curing 
a Cough, causd through the fault of the Blood, and not reaching 
the limits of a Phthiſick : Now follows another which Illuftrates 
the nature of the ſame affect, when it proceeds chiefly from th 
Nervous Liquor, | 

A Boy about ten years of Age, ſubjed&t from his Infancy to be 
often troubled with a Cough, has undergone of late years ſome 
great and tedious fits of that Diſtemper , that is to ſay, he is 
wont at times to fall ill of a hollow and ſhrill ſounding Congh 
without Spitting , which almott continually toyls him Day and 
Night, and fo tormenting him for many Days, nay and Weeks, it 
brings him to a very great weakneſs : Afterwards the Courſe of 
the Diſeaſe being paſs'd over, ( which happens not till the ſtore 
of Morbid matter be conſat'd ) in a ſhort time he becomes well 
enough again, and as free as may be from any Diftemper of the 
Thorax, t;!l the Moxbifick gatter ( as it ſeems ) being heap'd to- 
64 | | | gether 
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her again to a fullneſs, without any evident cauſe the ſame af- 
fect returns, and acts over its Tragedy again with its wonted ſe- 
verity : About the time it farſt ſeizes, the Cough uſually troubles 
him only Mornings and Evenings; afterwards the Dittemper grow- 
ing worſe by degrees, he often Coughs whole Days and Nights al- 
moſt without ceaſing, and if at any time Sleep either happening 
of it ſelf, or being procur'd by Anodines, gives ſome truce, pre- 
ſently upon his waking, a more violent fit of Coughing comes up- 
on him: After this manner Coughing very frequently aud moſt 
vehemently without Spitting he continues ill for three Weeks or 
a Month, till he be brought to a mighty leanneſs, and an extream 
weakneſs; and then the Diſtemper remits by degrees, ſo that he 
Coughs ſomewhat more ſeldom, and Sleeps indifferenty, ſhortly 
afterwards growing very hungry, he ſoon becomes full of Fleſh, 
and vigorous, and recovers in a ſhort time. his former Health. 
Theſe fits ſeldom trouble him in the Summer, but in the reſt of 
the year they return ſometimes three or four times, and put the 
Patient in great danger of his Lite. The cauſe of this Diſtemper 
is not the ſame as of a vulgar Cough, in which a Serous humour 
diſtilling either ſlowly, or in a plentiful manner from the Veſſels 
of the Trachza, or of the Lungs into the Veſiculz or little Pipes 
of the Trachea induce the Symptoms that attend that affect ; for 
it plainly appears that in this the DuCtus's of the Aſpera Arteria 
are wholly free from any Serum or thick humour, becauſe the 
Cough which is always deep and ſonorous, throws forth nothing: 
Nor does this Cough ariſe trom the Blood torc'd into the Mem- 
branes of the Lungs, becauſe in this there is no Feaver, Thuſt, 
nor Pain, as in a Peripneumonia z neither does its Morbifick mat- 
ter ſeem to ſtick to the Nerves or Muſcles ordain'd for breathing, 
becauſe then behdes the Gough, Aithmatick or Convullive fits, 
with a ſenſe of choaking would ſometimes follow, which do not 
happen to our Patient. 

k gueſs therefore that a certain Serous and ſharp matter, full 
of a Scorbutick taint, falling from the Head by the conveyance 
of the Nerves, enters the Nervous Fibres and Membranes of the 
Lungs, or of the Trachzxa, and throughly cleaving to them, in- 
creaſes by degrees to a fulneſs, and at length growing angry and 
turgid, through its perpetual irritation creates ſo troubleſome a 
Cough. 

When this affect once ſeizes, it is wont to hold on its Courſe 
for a very long time, in deſpite of all Remedies : Pectoral Medi- 
cines commonly fo called, as Syrups, LinCtus's, Eclegma's did 
little or nothing towards the Cure of this Diſeaſe, though ſomes 
times I have thought good to uſe them for making the Lungs 
llippery, and to moiſten them, left hap'ly they ſhould be engange» 
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red to be torn aſunger, by the violence of the Cough, and their 
Veſſels to be broken 3 for ſometimes in a violent fit, our Patient 
uſed to Cough forth a little Blood, though no thick Spittle. 

A gentle Purge in the beginning of this Diſeaſe has often dore 
good, as alſo in its declination. Opening and Diuretick Medi- 
cines always work a good effect, of both which he uſes what 
ſuffices throughout the whole Courſe of his Diſtemper,for his or- 
dinary drink. Evenings and —_— he takes ſome drops of 
the Tincture of Sulphur, with the Water of Snails lacteated : x 
was forc'd ſometimes to give late at Night a Doſe of the mix- 
ture of Diacodium, or of Liquid Laudanum : In two of his fits 
he was Blooded, from which he receiv'd no good. 

In the laſt fit, which beginning about the Autumnal Equinox, 
paſs'd over ſomewhat more lightly and gently , the following 
method of Cure was obſerv'd. 

Firſt of all, this Cathartick was given him, and repeated after 
four days. 

Take Calamelanos half a Scruple, Roſmn of Jalup four Grains : Mix 
them, make a Powder , let it be taken in a ſpoonful of Syrup of Vio= 
lets. 

The China Roots ſlic'd a Dram, Graſs Roots three Ounces,Cherul 
Roots an Ounce, Candied Eringo's fix Drams, ſhavings of Ivory and 
Hartſhorn , of each three Drams, Raiſins of the Sun ſton'd, three 
Ounces : Boil it in three pounds of fountain water, to two pounds , 


ſtrain it, and let it be us'd for ordinary drink, 


Take Hrup Jujubes two Ounces, Diacodium an Ounce, Spirit of 
Sal Armoniach with Gum Ammoniacum a Dram : Mix them, the 
Doſe us a ſpoonful! going to Bed, and early in the Morning : He was 
much reliev'd by ths Remeay, though he took it only every other , or 
every third day; and ſometimes in its ſtead, a Doſe of the Tin#ure of 
Sulphur, with Syrup of Violets was gruen him. 

The Diſeaſe declining , he was purg'd twice, and afterwards 
recovering by degrees, he grew well enough within a fortnight : 
But finding him ſubject not only to frequent relapſes of Cough- 
ing, but that each fit when it came upon him was irreſiſtible, 
and that its ſtay notwithſtanding any uſe of Remedies was of 
long continuance, and threatned nothing leſs than a Conſumpti=- 
on: I advisd him that as well for preſervation, and in caſe the 
affect return'd, as for Curing it, he ſhould Travel to a Region 
hotter than ours. He took my advice, and about the beginning 
of November went to Montpellier, where patling halt a year, he 
had only two flight touches of illneſs : Since being return'd to 
England, he enjoys, thanks be to God, a perfect Health, quite 
tree trom his Cough, 
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Inſtrutions and Preſcripts for the Cure of Spitting 
Blood. 


He Indications for Curing a Spitting Blood, are chiefly theſe 
two, viz. Firſt, preſently to moderate and ſtay the Flux 
of Blood : And then in the Second place to heal the diffolution 
of Unity , without leaving a Conſumptive Putrefaction in the 
Ltngs. 

In reference to the Firſt, Theſe two things are chiefly to be 
procur'd : Firſt, That the Blood do net flow to the part affe- 
ed: Secondly, That withal the Aperture of the Veſſel be ſome 
way closd. | 

i. To keep the Blood from flowing to the part affected, ma- 
ny intentions of Curing muſt be ſet upon together, viz. We muſt 
leflen the quantity of Blood, moderate its fervent boiling, alter 
its ill temper, retard its motion, or divert it another way : For 
which ends Blooding, Ligatures and Friftions moſt commonly 
do well. Moreover, Julapes, Decoctions, Emulſfions, and Juicy 
expreflions of Herbs ought to be given, and likewiſe moderate 
Hypnoticks; eſpecially Diacodiats are taken witlt good fucceſs : 
For theſe. by putting a ſtay to the motion of the Heart, allay the 
fervour of the Blood. | | 

2, To clofe the Aperture of the Veſlel, Aſtringent Remedies, 
and Agglutinatives are moſt proper : The chief of theſe are uſu- 
ally given in the Form of a Linaus, ſo that ſome of its Particles 
in ſwallowing, falling on the Aſpera Arteria may more immedi- 
ately communicate their vertue to the part affected. But the 
way of this Operation ſeems to be of no great moment, becauſe 
the Efficacy of the Medicines reaches chiefly, and in a manner 
only by the way of the Blood to the Root of the Diſeaſe : Where- 
fore not only Lohoch's, but likewiſe DecoCtions, Powders and 
Pills of Traumatick , and Balſamick Ingredients are fucceſsfally 
preſcribd. = OY | | 

The Second Indication, which is for preſervation, having re- 
gard to the Cure of the diflolution of Unity, without leaving a 
ny blemiſh in the Lungs, ought to provide againſt two ſorts of 
evils, viz. That the Spitting Blood ( to which the Perſons affes 
&ted will be always ſubject) does not return at times 5 and that 
the 
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the Conſumption, which threatens all thoſe that Spit Blood, doe 


not follow it : For which ends in order to the prevention of this - 


Diſeaſe , we muſt take an affiduous care of, or ufe a conftan 
method of Cure to the Blood and Lungs. | 

x. As to the Blood, its Maſs ought always to be kept in a due 
quantity, a juſt temper, and a gentle and continued motion £ 
Hence leſt it abound too much, or being affected with an evil 
temperament, grows turgid, or depoſes impure dregs in the Breſt, 
we muſt ſometimes uſe Bleeding, and a gentle Purgez an exact 
Form of Diet is always necefſary. Moreover, drinking of Aﬀes 


*Milk, or of Mineral Waters contribute ſometimes egregioilfly tg

Again, DecodCtions ,' Diftill'd Waters, Juices of Herbs, which

Having giyen you the method of Curing Blood Spitting, I ſhall 
nowW'ſet down ſome Sele& Forms of Medicines, anſwering to each 
of the Therapeutick Indications, and to the various intentions of 
Curing that belong to them: And we juſtly give the preced 
to thoſe which encountring the moſt urgent Symptome, pres 
ſently ſtop the flowing forth of Blood, catt ont of the Lungs by 
a Cough, or otherwiſe : In the Firſt rank of theſe Medicines, we 
place thoſe which hinder the Blood from flowing to the part af* 
fected, and have a certain Aſtringency, ether with an Agglu» 
tinative Vertye, by which the Aperture of the V is clorgls 
and after a Glyſter and BlSoding ( unleſs the weakneſs of 
Pulſe, and a deficiericy of heat forbid it) they are preſently given 
in the form of a Julape, DecoCtion, Emulfion, Juicy Exp |

I ſhall now illuſtrate this Method of Cure by a Story. 

A famed young man falling from a Scorbutick Cachexia into a 
Palſey, and fot the Cure of this Diſeaſe, having try'd Remedies 
not only great,. but likewiſe diſproportionate to his Blood and 
Spirits, v7. Salivation, and the uſe of hot Baths, happened to 
be ſeiz'd with a Spitting of Blood , and its fits ( of all FI ever 
_ that were not preſently -mortal ) ſeem'd the moſt dread- 

ul. 

The Firſt appearance of this Blood Spitting was after the ope- 
ration of Hews's Powder , by which having for ſome time un- 
dergone a Salivation, though without Curing his Palſey, he was 
brought to. a great weakyeſs : Then being afflicted with a 
Catarrh, and a very troubleſome Cough, he began to caſt forth a 
diſcoloured Spittle, and ſometimes ting'd with Blood, ſometimes 
ſprinkled with it. But this Diſeaſe being mild at Firſt, ſoon va- 
niſh'd by the uſe of Medicines, and afterwards the Perſon going 
into the Country, and breathing a purer Air, grew better, and in 
a while ſeeming to be ſound enough in his Breſt, he went to Bath 
to Cure lys Paltey : Where Bathing every day for fix Weeks in 
the hot waters, he got his Cough again, and ſoon after fell into 
a terrible Spitting of Blood, fo that in twenty four hours ſpace 
Coughing up Blood almoſt continyally, and in 7 large meaſure, 

he threw forth a vaſt quantity. | 


Going 
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Going to ſee him the Firſt time: in this Condition, proviſion 
being made for the whole, I preſently ordered Bleeding for Re- 
yulfion , though after its Adminiſtration ( both then and ever 
after ) his Blood Spitting either return'd a freſh, or was provok'd 
more by it. Moreover I gave-Julapes, Lohoch's, DecoCtions, and 
even Hypnoticks, which doing little or no good : I ordered Li- 
gatures about his Arms and Thighs, which firſt of all gave a 
check to the Tyranny of this Diſeaſe : And as now and then the 
Evil burſt forth again, I perſwaded-him at length that.forbeari 
the uſe of Beer, he ſhould drink conſtantly a DecoCtion of Sarſa 
and China with Pedctorals : By the almoſt®ontinued. uſe of this, 
obſerving likewiſe an exact Form of Diet, and abftaining wholly 
from Wine, hot Aliments, and Salt and Sugar, he had his health 
well enough for above two years. 

But afterwards being very much heated in a Crowd, he fell a- 
gain into a terrible Spitting of Blood: A Phyſician being call'd, 
he was preſently. Blooded in his Arm, after which his Blood Spit- 
ting became more violent; and when on the Second and Third 
days after he was Blooded again, the Evil encreas'd upon him 
each time : At length Ligatures being. us'd ( as before) and a 
Pectoral Decoction, and a Lohoch carefully taken, the Diſeaſe 
preſently abated, and in a ſhort time wholly ceas'd; Neverthe- 
leſs he continued the nſe of his PeCtorat Decoction, and thin 
Diet, iq. without any Fleſh above fix Weeks, and thereby 'oh- 
tained truce from his Exemy for three years : And when after-

For not long fince through the Diſtemper of the Seaſon, he was 
ſeiz'd with a very troubleſome Catarrh , 'arcompanied with a 
Cough, and much Spittle which was now and then Bloody, and 


then the former Medicines did not do : Whereupon of his own 


head he hgtook himſelf to new things ; and Firſt of alk he took 
Evenings and Mornings a ſpoonful of thg Syrup of the Juice of 
ground Ivy, and found thereby great good; but that Syrup, by 
reaſon of the Sugar, growing in a ſhort time loathſome to him, 


* he took twice a Gay in a ſpoonful of ſome Liquor to half a Dram, 


or a Pram of. the Powder of that Herb well prepar'd ; which Re- 
medy being us'd a long time, he became much better as to his 
Catarrh and Cough, but his Blood Spitting breaking forth now 
and then, though it were in a ſmall quantity, he chang'd his Me- 
& dicine 
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dicine again z and took twice a day a Powder of the Tops, and e« 
ſpecially of the hairy cencies of the -{weet Bryar Tree: 
Which Medicine alone, a certain Phyſician formerly renown'd 
for the Cure of Spitting Blood, had us'd with great ſucceſs : Nor 
did aur Patient receive a. leſs proſperous from that Reme= 
dy: For by it he preſently got wholly free from his Cough, Ca- 
tarrh, «nd Blood Spitting, and ſo continued for. a very long time, 
tall « ag thinking this Diſeaſe of his Breſt wholly conquer'd, 
re to be ſighted, he took up arms- againſt the. other 
ore ancient, vx. the Palſey. Wherefore whilit neglecting his 
Spitting Blood, he teok daily. to overcome that Diſtemper, a 
large Doſe of hot Medicines, v4. Magiſtral waters diſtill'd with 
Wane, Spirit of Hartſhorn, of Sal Armoniack, Aromatick Pow- 
ders and ConfeCtions, and indulg'd himſelf likewiſe to a more 
_—_ Diet, drinking Ale ard Wine moderately, the roaring 
ion which ſeem'd before a ſleep, rous'd himſelf again, wiz. he 
had.not long continued that Antiparalitick Method, but the Blood 
itting return'd with a very great violence, ſo that in the ſpace 
of twenty four hours, he Cough'd forth aboye three pounds of 
frothy Elood; and afterwards when a Phyfician being call'd,' he 
was preſently Ordered to be Let Blood, after bleeding the Blood 
Spitting beginning to be abated ( as it was always wont before } 
was provok'd a freſh : Which nevertheleſs after the Applicati- 
on of the Ligatures, and the diligent taking of the LinCtus and 
Pectoral DecoCtion, was preſently mitigated, and in a ſhort 
time wholly ceas'd. And when afterwards he had usd above 
Three Months the PeCtoral Decoction, and an entirely thin Diet, 
viz. without Fleſh, and of meer Herbs, Corn, and Milk Meats, he 
. recovered in a ſhort time his former health, and now lives in that 
ſkate, triumphing over that cruel Diſeaſe. 
- This Perſon always found the uſe of the PeCtoral Decodtion 
to do him good : Wherefore though he chang'd now and then 
his other Medicines, he always retain'd the fame Compoſition of 
that ; and recommended it to many other Perſons ſeiz'd with a

Inſtruttions and Preſcripts for Curing, a Peripneu« 


M0N1d« 


He Peripneumonia is an Inflammation of the Lungs with an 
Acute Feaver, a Cough, and a difticulty of Breathing z it is 
caus'd by a ruſhing of the Blood into the Ductus's of the Lungs, 
and its being there inflam'd aud obſtructed. | 
The Primary Indication in order to the Cure of a Peripneu- 
monia is, that the Blood forc'd into the Veſſels. of the Lungs 
and cauſing there an Obſtruction with an Inflammation, be 
thence diſcuſt, and reſtor'd to its former Circulation ; which if 
it may not be done, the Second Indication will be, that that 
matter be duly Concocted or Suppurated, and with all expedition 
voided by Spittle. | 
I. Whillt the former Indication holds good, the Intentions 
of Curing will be theſe following : In the Firſt place, That the 
exceſſive current. of the Blood to the gone affected be cut off, or 
ſome way hindred. Secondly, We muſt endeavour that the mat- 
ter ſtagnating in the Lungs, or extravaſated, be ſuck'd up again 
by the Veins into the reſt of the Maſs, and reſtor'd to its Circus 
lation $ Which the better to effect. Thirdly, The Blood mutt be 
freed of its clammineſs, or viſcous niture, whereby its fluidity is 
hindred. And Fourthly, We muſt obviate by fit Remedies thoſe 


ings, 
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lngs, and. difficulty.of Breathing : But if notwithſtanding all this, 
the other Indication muſt be purſued, we muſt add to the Re- 
medies before mentioned,-ſuch as they commonly call Maturating 
and Expectorating Medicines. 

I. To ſatisfy the Firſt and Second Intentions together, Blood- 
ing.is requiſite almoſt in every Peripneumonia, nay ſometimes it 
ought to. be.often repeated : 'For the Veſlels being. emptied of 

they. do. not only withdraw the matter which maintams 
the Diſeaſe, but likewiſe drink up again what-was forc'd into the 
part affected : Wherefore if the itrength holds, and the Pulſe be 
of a ſufficient vigour, its good to'bleed freely at the very begin= 
ning, but otherwiſe. you muſt do it' in a moderate. quantity, and 
repeat it now and then as octaſion requires : In this Diſtemper 
the Vein ſhould always be open'd with a large Orifice, and the 
Blood ſhould not only Ifſue forth in a full ftream, but its running 
ſhonld be continued; for otherwiſe it in the midſt of bleeding, 
whilſt the vitiated Blood flows forth, the Orifice be ſtop'd with 
the Finger, ( as ſome are. wont to do to prevent fainting ) when 
its open'd again, a pretty good Blood' will Iflue forth next, the 
 vitiated Blvod ,, if any ſuch be remaining, being fallen back, 
and. not preſently returning to the Orifice. Beſides Bleeding , 
many other Remedies are here to be us'd, viz. ſuch as repreſs the | 
turgid motion of the Blood, and empty its DuCtus's, whereby 
the Morbiftick matter may be drank up again : Wherefore a very 
thin Diet is preſcrib'd, confitting almoit meerly of Barley and 
Oat-meats. And though Catharticks are wholly forbidden, be- 
cauſe they ſtrongly-exagitate the Blood,and force it more violently 
into the part afteCted : Nevertheleſs Glyſters onght to be daily 
Adminiftred which gently eaſe the-Belly, and draw the dreggy 
Excrements of the Blood downwards, Moreover qualifying Julapes 
and Apozemes,which allay the fervour of the Blood, and pleaſant- 
ly lead off its ſyperfluons Serofities, and likewiſe gently open the 
paſſages of the Breſt, are taken with good effect. 

The Third Intention of Curing which has regard to the take= 
ing away of the obſtructing clammineſs, or -viſcons nature of 
the Blood, is perform'd wholly by thote Remedies which looſen 
its over=cloſe Texture, and-diflolve the Combinations of its Salts. 
And truly thofe 'Remedies which Reafon and Analogy might di- 
Cate m this reſpect, are us'd even at this time after a long expe- 
perience : For. Powders of Shells, the Tusk of a Boar, the Jaw- 
bone of a- Pike, and other things endow'd with.an Alkalifate 
Salt ; aifo Sal Prunella are preſcnh'd by all PraCtitioners , both 
Ancient and modern. .I have known Spirit of Sal Armoniack , 
'and-of-Hartſhorn; to have done great good in this Diſeaſe : And 
for the fame Reaſoniit is (wig, Becauſe of the good effect of the 
© Volatile 
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Volatile Salt ) that an Infuſion of Horfe-dung , though a vulgar 
Remedy,, has often given great relief, , Kd 

_ Fourthly, As to the Symptoms and their, Cures, a great many 

Remedies appropriated to theſe, are Coincident with the former: 

For the ſame Julapes: and Apozemes . which appeaſe the fervour 

of the Blopd , and alſo reftore the Animal Spirits , are in meſt 

common. uſe againtt the Feaver : To which alſo.in reſpect -of the 

Cough, and the diffi-ulty of Breathing, temperate Pectorals are 

joyn'd : The greateſt difficulty is, what muſt. be given againft 

want of fleep, it at any time the Perſon be very much moleſted 
by it : For Opiats adding to the prejudice of Refpiration, which 
is under ſome ſtreſs from the beginning of this Difeafe, may 
ſcarce be taken with ſafety, nay ſometimes they become' pernici- 
ous : Wherefore. Laudanum's, and the ſtronger preparatious of 
Opium muſt be utterly avoided in a: Peripneumonia z- though in 
the mean time Anodines, and the more gentle Hypnoticks, as 
eſpecially the Water and Syrup of red:;Poppies are not only al- 
low'd, but accounted Specificks in this, Diteaſe, and in the Pleu- 
riſy : Moreover we 'may ſometimes uſe Diacodiats ſo the ſtrength 
holds, and the Pulſe be ſtrong, and in: a good temper. For the 
pain of the Breft, if at any time it proves troubleſome, its pro- 
per Va uſe ſometimes Oyntnzents ,, Fomentatiohs:;z and Cata-

can be-imagin'd more pernicious than that their raſh proceeding. 
In ruftick 'and robuſt - Podies' ſometimes this Medicine is given 
without harm,but in tender Conſtitutions it may bereckon'd little 
Inferiour to poyſon : And as to purging, though it be not proper

I. In reſpect of the Feaver, the Julapes and Apozems be- 
fore ſet down are proper. _ Moreover you muſt frequently uſe Sal 
Prunella. 2. For the Cough and difhculty of Breathing , Lin- 
ctus's, Lohochs, and Decoctions, or Pectoral Julapes are given 
with ſucceſs. | | 

Take Syrup of Jiyubes, of Maiden-hair, of each an Ounce and 4 
Þalf, Syrup of Violets an Ounce, Flowers of Nitre a Scruple : Make a 
Linus to be taken now and then with a ſtick of Licorice. 

Take Syrup of Dialthea an Ounce, Diacodium, Syrup of red Poppies, 
of each half an Ounce, Crabs Eyes finely powdred two Scruples : Make

Ornces, Hyſſop water half a pound: Mix them in a' Glaſs, take two 
or three Ounces thrice a day, ſhakyng the Glaſs firſt. 

Take Olibanum powdred a Dram, put it mn an Apple made hollow, 
and let it Roaſt in hot Embers: Let it be eaten going to Bed, and 
let the perſon do thus three or four times. | 

Take Oyl of ſweet Almonds freſn drawn, Syrup of Maiden-baiy, of 
each an Ounce and a half, Sugar Candy two Drams : Briſe then in a 
Glaſs Mortar, till they are throughly mixt : Make a Linftus, and 
take of it often with a ſtick of Licorice. Take alſo a ſpoonfut of it thrice 
a day, in a draught of Poſſet-drink. 

As to the reſt, the Remedies preſcrib'd in a beginning Phthifick 

are good a'ſfo here. 
' T ſhall now give you an-example or two. of Perſons affected 
with a Peripneumonia : Whilſt I was writing theſe things, I was 
call'd to one very ill of a Peripneumonia : This Perſon being a- 
bout Fifty Years of Age, of a lean Body, and a Bilions tempera- 
ment ; upon taking Cold-fell into a Feaver with a Cough, a pain 
in his Breſt, and a difficulty of Breathing :- Having fo lain il! 
four days without any Remedy or —_— Adminittration; I 
found him in a high Feaver with a Thirſt, and mighty Inflamma- 
tion of his Przcordia, and fetching Breath with great Pain and 
dificulty, bis Thorax much labouring, and being troubled with a” 
wheezing in the Wind-pipe, ſo that he ſeem'd manifeſtly in the 
very Agony of Death : His Pulſe, though quick and troubled, yet 
being {trong enough, I preſently ordered eight or ten Ounces of 
Blood to be taken from him : By which finding ſome eaſe, after 
three hours intermiſſion, a Glyſter being firſt Alminiſtred, T or= 
dered him to Bleed again to twelve Ounces. Moreover, I di- 
rected him to take twzlve drops of Spirit of Hartſhorn every fixth 
Hour with a proper Julape, and betwixt whiles, a Doſe of the 
tollowing Powder. 

Take Powder of Crabs Eyes, and Sal Prunella, of each a Dram and 
a balf, Pearl a Dram, Sugar Candy two Scruples : Make 4 Powder, 
vide it into eight parts. 

He took alſo a Draught of a PeCtoral Apozeme often at plea- 

ſure; by the uſe of thele things, all the Symptoms began to a- 
bate within $hree days, and the night following he ſweated an@ 


flept 
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ſlept a little : The Day after he was Blooded again, , and after« 
wards the ſame Medicines being continued, he perfectly recove- 
red within four or five days: The Blood taken from him was al- 
ways in its ſurface viſcous and ill coloured. 

A Gentleman of a Sanguine Complexion, and a ſtrong habit 
of Body after immoderate drinking of Wine, fell into a Feaver 
with a dangerous Peripnueumonia z ſo that thirſt and heat very 
much da him, and fitting upright always in his Be, or in 
his Chair, and almoſt continually panting, he had very much a- 
do to draw in Air enough to ſupport Life : He being not able to 
loſe much Blood at a time, I drew Blood twice or thrice from him 
one day after another, frequent Glyſters were Adminiſtred, More- 
over Apozemes, Julapes, alſo Spirit of Sal Armoniack, and Pows- 
ders of Shells were given him by turns : Within four or five days 
the Feaver abated ſomewhat, and he began to breath better, and 
to take now and then ſhort ſleeps, though he complain'd ſtil! of a 
mighty heavineſs upon his Breaſt, and an intolerable oppreſſion 
of his Lungs. Wherefore bleeding being no longer ſafe, I ap- 

ly'd large Veſicatories to his Arms and Legs: The Bliſters in 
bis Arms dry'd up in a ſhort time; but thoſe on his Legs did 
not only continue open, but ran mightily after five or ſtx-days, 
and fo for near a Month daily diſcharg'd a vaſt quantity of a 
moſt ſharp humour : In the mean time his Lungs- grew better 
by little and little, and at length were wholly freed of their in- 
cumberance. Lattly, The Bliſters rais'd by the Velicatories , 
cculd very hardly be throughly Cur'd, and not without frequent 
Purging. 
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CH AP. IV: 
Inſiruftions and Preſcripts for the Ciire of the 


Plearifie. 


THe Pleurifie is an Inflammation of the Plzyura caus'd/ by a 

boiling Blood flowing into it through the Vertebral Arte- 
ries, and there growing clammy , with a continual and acute 
Feaver, a pricking pain of the fide, a Cough, and a difficulty of 
breathing. | 

When a Pleurifie commencing paſſes into a Peripneumonia; or 
an Empyema, or inclines to a Phithifick, there is a proper method 
of Cure particularly ſet down in each of thoſe Diſeaſes for it : 
But as to what concerns our preſent purpoſe, Three Indications 
preſent themſelves for a primary and fimple Pleurifie, viz. a Cura- 
tory, Preſervatory and Vital one. | 

The Firſt Indication takes care that the Inflammation or Ob- 
ſtruction of the Blood in the Lungs be remov'd by all poffible 
means as ſoon as may be : Wherefore in a Plenriſie let a Vein be 
open'd, and fo the ſtrength holds, and: the Pulſe be ſtrong; let 
the Perſon bleed freely; and truly it is mnch better to take a 
large quantity of Blood at firſt, and every time after ( as often as 
there is need to repeat it ) than to Bleed often, and to' draw a 
a little at a time; becauſe a great many portions of the Blood 
grown clanimy and degenerated into a viſcous nature, are gathe- 
red together about the part affected; which unleſs withdrawn 
from thence, upon a great emptying of the Veſſels by a large 
emifſion of Blood, fo that the greateft part of them flow 
forth, the bleeding will be fruſtrated of its defired affect : Its all 
one in which Arm the Vein be open'd, though its now common- 
ly done on the fide affected. 

But if by reaſon of the weakneſs of the Putſe, and the failing 
of the Animal faculty, you ought neither to Bleed at Firſt; nar + 
to repeat it though the pain be very urgent; then —_ 
fes with a Scarification being apply'd to the place griev'd; may 
very well ſupply its place. Moreover to take away the Inflam- 
mation of the Pleura ; befides an Evacuation of Blood by breath- 
ing a Vein freely, or by Scarification, its Serous and other Ex- 
crementitious tumours muft alſo be ſet upon, and be gently 
my forth of its Maſs ; and from the Bowels by Siege, Urine; 
a> Sweat: Strong Parges are juffly forbidden ; becauſe they 
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trouble the Blood, and force it farther into the Places affected; - 
and Antimonial Vomits ( though approved by ſome ) are neither 
ſafe, nor grounded upor: reaſon. Let Glyſters be frequently, or 
rather daily Adminiſtred; nay and ſometimes gentle Purges may 
be allow'd fo the Feaver be not very great, qualifying Julapes and 
Decoctions, and things gently moving Sweat or Urine, ſuch as 
before preſcrib'd for the Peripneumonia, are alſo proper here, 
Let all hot things of a ſharp or ſmart nature, whether they are 
Spices, or things containing a Vinous Spirit , be carefully a- 
voided, | 

The Second Indication being for preſervation, aud directed a- 
oainſt the clammineſs and efferveſcency of the Blood, preſcribes 
thoſe Medicines, which confiſting of a Volatile, or Alkaliſate Salt, 
deſtroy the Combinations entred into by the Acid, fixt,and other- 
wiſe Morbifick Salts, with other more groſs Particles: In which ' 
reſpect the Eyes and Claws of Crabs, the Tusk of a Boar, the 
Stone of Carps, the Jaw-bone of a Pike, the Bone in the Heart 
of a Stag, the Piſle of a Deer, Sal Prunella, Salt of Coral, the-Vo- 
latile Salt of Urine, or of Hartſhorn, Powder of Goats Blood, 
Infuſion of Horſedung , Spirit of Hartſhorn , of Sa Armoniack, 
Spirit.of Tartar, Mixtura Simplex, Bezoartick Mineral, Antimo- 
ny Diaphoretick , Flowers of Sal Armoniack, are very famous 
Remedies in the Pleurifie. 

The Third and Vital Indication, which takes care that the 
ſtrength and Vital. heat be preſerv'd in their due Tone and State, 
during the Courſe of the Diſeaſe, preſcribes principally a fit Diet, 
and likewiſe Cordial Remedies and Anodines, and things which 
ſeaſonably afford Relief to other Symptoms, if haply they preſent : 
Firſt, in a true Pleurifie you muſt order a oth thin Diet, v2. 
conſiſting of meer Oat, and Barley-meats, and for ordinary drink, 
Ptiſan or Poſlet-drink is more proper than Beer alone, though in 
a mighty thirſt, this alſo may be allow'd in a moderate quantity, 
Moreover to quench thirſt, Julapes, Apozemes and Emulfions 
may be taken at ſet times, to all which let Sal Prunella be added. 
Secondly, let only temperate Cordials be given, which may gent- 
ly refreſh the Animal Spirits, and not add to the Accenſton of the 
Blood which burns before too fiercely : For theſe intents the 
Waters of Ladies Thiſt/e, Carduus Benedifus, Bawm, Borage, Cow- 
ſlips, and Black-Cherries, are uſually given with good ſucceſs, to 
which the Powders of Pearl and Coral may be added. Thirdly, 
Anodines mult be uſed both inwardly to procure ſleep, i; at any 
time it be very much wanted; as alſo outwardly to eaſe the pain 
of the ſide : The moſt uſual things of the former kind are the di- 
{ti11'd water, Syrup, and Powder of the red Poppy, which are ac- 


counted Specificks in the Pleuritie, as well as in the Peripneumo- 
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nia. Moreover, when a very acute pain and watchings preſs ve” 
ry much, we may give alſo Diacodiats : Againft Pains, Oynt- 
ments, Fomentations, Cataplaſms, and ſometimes the warm In= 
wards of Animals newly Kkill'd, are proper to be applyed. 

I ſhall now give you Select Forms of Medicines adapted to each 
of theſe Indications. py 


Firſt, Therefore about the beginning of the Diſeaſe, to take a- 
way the Inflammation, Julapes, Apozemes, Powders,Glyſters, and 
gentle Purges are wont to be preſcrib'd. | 

Take Water of Ladies Thiſtle eight Ounces, Water of red Poppies 
four Ounces, Syrup of the ſame an Ounce, Sal Prunella a Dram : Make 
a Fulape, the Doſe 1s two or three Ounces every third hour.

Take freſh Horſedung four Ounces, Carduus water a pound and a 
half; makg a cloſe and warm Infufiom for two hours, then filter the 
Liquor, to which add Syrup of the Fuice of Dandelion, or of Cichory 
two Ounces, Spirit of Sal Armoniack a Dram, give froe or ſix ſpoon * 
fu's three or four times a day 

For this end Water of Horſedung does admirably well. 

Take Horſedung four pounds, Leaves of Carduus Benediftus, Ladies 
Thiſtle, Scabiows, Pimpernel, of each three handfuls; being flic'd and 
mixt tozether , pour to them of feb Milk fix pounds, diſtil them 
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with common Organs : The Doſe # two or three Ownces, either alone, 
a with other distulFd Waters in the Form of @ Julape. 

For the ſame uſe the TinCtures or Solutions of other Dungs 
are given by ſome Phyficians, and are highly magnifyed by them. 
Helmont deſervedly commends in the Pleurifie the Dung of an Ox, + 
Panarolus Pidgeons Dung, others the White of Hens Dung : Epipha- 
nius Ferdinandus uſually gave wth good ſucceſs in the Pleuriſy, 
the Decoftion of Tobacco macerated in new Wine. Valeriola uſed the 
Decofion of the Flowers of red Poppies, as a try'd and familiar Re- 
medy. Sylvius preſcribes the following mixture to be taken one 
ſpoonful after another, by little Intervals of time. 

. Take the waters of Stone-Parſly and Hyſſop, of each two Ounces, 
Fennel-water an Ounce, ſimple Treacle water balf an Ounce, Lauda- 
num Opiatum four Grains, Sal Armoniack, half a Dram Syrup of red 
Poppies an Ounce : Mix them. * 

To this compoſition , Frederick Deckers adds Powder of Crabs 
Eyes, and Bexoartick Mineral of each a Scruple. 

Medicines very efficacious for this uſe, are wont to be given in 
the Form of a Powder ; -for Example, 

" Take Powder of Crabs Eyes two Drams, Sal Prunella a Dram and a 

half, red Pap Flowers 7 Dram : Mix them, make a Powder, 

fe Doſe # half a Dram, three or four times in a day, with a fit Ve- 
re, 

Inſtead of Crabs Eyes, you may uſe the Pogoder of the Faw-bone 

of a Pike, or of a Boars Twk,, or of a Stags or Bulls Piſle, and if 

theſe do not ſucceed, you may try what follows. 

Take Antimony Diaphoretick, or #ts Ceruſe, or Bexoartich, Minerd! 
two Drams, Volatile Salt of Hartſhorn half a Dram, Powder of red 
Poppy Flowers two Scruples ; Make a Powder, the Doſe w a Scruple or 
half a Dram, thrice or oftner zn a day. 

It is for the ſame Intentzon of Curing,that Riverius gives Powder 
of Chimney Soot, from half a Dram to 4 Dram,and that others give 
the Powder of Pigeons or Hens Dung . Nay farther, according, ta 
this Analogy by which the Dungs of Animals ftor'd with a Vola- 
tile Salt give relief in this Diſeaſe; its probable that the Dung of 
a Dog may prove no leſs fucceſsful in Curing the Pleurifte than in 
the Squinancy 3: and ſo much the more likely, becauſe theſe Diſea- 
ſes often interchange their Types, and the one affumes the like- 
neſs of the other : Chymical Liquors endow'd with a Volatile 
Salt, ſometimes alſo work great effects in the Pleurifie. 

Take Spirit of Blood two Drams, Red Poppy water three Ounces, 
Syrup of the ſame an Qunce : Mix them; give a fpoonful of it ever) 
ether while. 3p 
Take Spirit of Sal Armoniach diftz# d with Olibanum three Drams, 
the Dyje # from twelve drops to fifteen or twenty, threg or four times 
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4 day in a fit Vehicle, After the ſame manner you ma) give Spirit of 
Urine, of Soot, or of Hartſhorn. 
Fon 4 Spirit of Tartar three Drams : The Doſe s 4 Scruple zn a fit

Take Mixtura Simplex three Drams : The Doſe # from a Scruple 
#0 half a Dram. 


3- As to the Third Indication, beſides a thin Diet, Cordial Re- 
medies, and Anodines are preſcrib'd : Forms of the former kind 
may be ſupply'd by the Julapes and Apozemes preſcrib'd for the 
firſt Indication,and by the Spirits and Powders for the Second 2: In- 
ward Anodines to be given in Watchings, and in a very Intenſe 
pain are preſcrib'd according to the Forms following. 

Tahe red Poppy water two Ounces , Syrup of the ſame ſix Drams, 
__ of Hartſhorn twelve qrops : Make a draught to be taken going 
to Bed. 

If we muſt go.higher, Take Carduns water two Qunres, Diacodt- 
um from three Drams #0 half an Ounce, or fix Drams, Spirit of Sal 
Armonack with Frankincenſe balf a Scruple : Make a draught. Some- 
times, though rarely, its neceſſary to riſe to. Laudanum's, which bes 
ſeaſonably gtven, have a mighty good effeft, inaſmuch as they procure 
Sleep, move Sweat and Orine.

Outward Anodines are uſually preſcribd m the Farm of an 
Oyntment, Fomentation; and Cataplaſm. 

Take Oyntment of Marſh-Mallows two Ounces, Oyl of ſweet Almonds 
an Quan, Aloum Gracum two Drams: Mix them by braying chem 
together. 

Take of the Emplaifter of Mucilages two Ounces and a half 
Malax it with Oyl of Linſeed , and let it be applyd upm Lawn 
Paper. 

Trike the tops of Both Malkows, Leaves of Mercury and Beets, of 
each three handfuls : Boil them in a ſufficient quantity of fountain 
water ; let the ſtraining be usd for a Fomentation. - 

Take the remaining faces of the Herbs ,-after the Liquor us wru 
farth, and being brutsd, add to it of Oat-meal fix Drams, Linſeed, 
Fenugreek-ſeeds, of each two Ounces, Oyntment of Marſh-Mallows 
#wo Ounces : Make 4 Cataplaſm. 

I need not go far for Stories and Inſtances of perſons troubled 
with the Pleurifie ; for I have a notable Example of this Diſegſe 
now under Cure, v7. a very fine young Woman, ſubject moſt 
frequently, and as it were habitually to that affect, is committed 
to our care, This Virgin, who is very fair, of 3 Sanguine Com- 
+ 7.\2he ; "Iu plexion, 
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plexion, but of a weakly Conſtitution, has been wont for many 
years paſt upon every {light occaſion, vip» upon taking Cold, or 
by errours in any of the {ix nonnatural thmgs,nay ſometimes upon 
the meer change of the Seaſon, or of the Air,to fall into a Feaver, 
preſently accompanied with pains of the Pleura, a Cough, and a 
difficulty of Breathing, and for the moſt part horrible Conyulfi- 
ons following them. She has been taken ſo very ill formerly of 
this Diftemper, that ſhe has been often forc'd to keep her Cham- 
ber fix Months or more every year; but of late, though ſhe be 
not freed from this affliction, yet ſhe is ſeldomer tormented with 
it : The laſt year ſhe was pretty well all the Summer, and well 
near all the Autumn; about the beginning ot Winter ſhe fell ſick 
of that Diſeaſe, and now towards the end of it, is fallen ill again. 
The Pleuritick pain conſtantly poſlefles the right fide, where the 
Blood fticking, and being extravaſated in its paſſage about the 
Intercoſtal Muſcles, the Irritated Fibres commence a moſt tor- 
menting pain, together with a Convulſive motion of Coughing 
which they reiterate almoſt: perpetually : In the mean time the 
Lungs being ſound enough, and open in their paſſages,readily con- 
vey the Blood, as clammy as it is, without any lett or ſtay, which 
often is the. cauſe of a Peripneumonia. No Remedies are wont 
to do good to this perſon without Bleeding, which is always fo 
particularly neceflary, that every time ſhe is ill, we are forc'd even 
whether we will or no, to repeat it two or three times, nay ſome- 
times oftner : The Blood emitted has conitantly a Viſcous and 
whitiſh Film on its ſurface. This Diſeaſe was always a ſimple 
Pleurifie without any Peripneumonia, and for its Cure ſhe con- 
ſtantly us'd the following method with ſucceſs. 

Take Spirit of Sal Armoniach, with Gum Ammoniacum three 
Dn give from fifteen drops to twenty thrice a day, with the follow- 
ing Fulape. 

Take "MM water, Black-Cherry water, of each ſix Ounces, Hyſte- 
rick water a Dram, Sugar ſix Drams': Betwixt whites ſhe took a Doſe 
of Powder with three Ounces of an Apoxeme. 

Take 'the Powders of 'Crabs Eyes, of a Bores Tusk, of Sal Pru- 
nella, of each a Dram : Make a Powder , divide it into ſix 

arts. 

, Take Graſs Roots three Ounces, Candied Eringo's an Ornce , ſ{-4. 
vings of Toory and Hartſhorn, of each two Drams, parings of Apples 
a handful, Raiſms of the Sun an Ounce : Boil them in three pounds 
of fountain wattr to two pounds; add to the ſtraining , Syrup of 
Vidtets an Ounce , Sal Prunella a Dram : Mix them, male an As 
poreme. 
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Glifters of Milk, with Syrup of Violets were adminiſtred ſome= 

times every day, and ſometimes every other day 3 if at any time Opi= 

ats, though never ſo gentle, were given her to allay pain, commonly 

afterwards an aking and heavineſs of the Head, and Convulſeve Aﬀets 
moſt ſorely tormented her. 


CHAP. V. 


Infiruftions and Preſcripts for the Cure of an 
Empyema. 


BY the word Empema, according to its uſual acceptation, is 
IJ ) denoted a Collection of Pus, or corrupted matter within 
the Cavity of the Thorax, by which the Organs of Reſpiration 
are oppreſt : That Pus commonly flowing thither, either from a 
Pleurifie , or a Peripneumonia ( aad ſometimes haply from a Squz- 
nancy ) ſuppurated and broken. 

As to the Cure of an Empyema, we mult in the Firſt place con- 
fider whether the ſigns of this Diſeaſe, as to the reality of its 
preſent Being, be certain or doubtful; if certain, there will not 
be much need of Phyfick, but only the Body being prepar'd , 
you may preſently proceed to open the fide. Therefore if after 
a P:euriſie or how. grammes” ms not rightly Cur'd, or after an inward 
effuſion of Blood occafion'd by a ftroak, fall, or wound, there 
be perceiv'd a floating of Pus, or of corrupted or bloody matter 
within the Cavity of the Thorax, and this with little or no Spit- 
ting, we need no longer think of Maturating or Expectorating 
Medicines ; but the Belly being looſen'd, and the Blood and hu- 
mours duly qualified by Julapes, Apozemes, and Anodines, either 
order a bare Incifion ; or in tender and timorous perſons, Firſt, 
let a Cautery be apply'd betwixt the ſixth and ſeventh Vertebrg, 
and after the Eſchar being rais'd, let the Incifion Knife be entred 
obliquely towards the hinder and upper parts, and that leifurely, 
and by little and little, till it penetrate into the Cavity of. the 
Thorax, and then a little filver Pipe being put in, let the nlatter 
Within contain'd, be let forth ſome at one time, and ſome at an- 
other, but ſo that as far as the ſtrength will bear, the evacuation 
of the whole humour be as quick as may be; for a portjon of it 
being left within, upon frequent admifion of air to it, #il ſtinch 
moſt horridly within a few days; to prevent which evil, or ſudden-

ly to remove it; let a vulnerary and abfterfive Liquor be injected 
with a Syringe twice or thrice a day. After the Incifion is duly 
perform'd with what elſe belongs to it, well known to $kilfut 
Chirurgions, there will not be much more left for a Phyſician to 
do : He muſt preſcribe a proper Diet, frequent Gliſters to looſen 
the Belly ( as often as occafion requires ) and likewiſe vulnerary 
Medicines commonly fo call'd, which hinder the diffolution of 
the _ » and its running into Serofities prejudicial to the 
Bre 

But if the Signs of this Diſeaſe are not certain, and (as it u- 
ſually happens when a Peripneumonia, or an Impoſtume of the 
Lungs precede it ) are wholly doubtful, you muſt not proceed 
to an Incifion too hattily or inconſiderately : For I have known 
ſome Spitting forth a purulent matter, nay a fetid Pus, to whom 
an Incifion of the Thorax has prov'd of no good effect, and not 
without ſome prejudice. Therefore till it ſhall appear by infal- 
lible Signs that it is an abſolute Empyema you may uſe for a 
while expeCtorating Medicines ( ſuch as before preſcrib'd for 
Curing a Peripneumonia ) and alfo things gently moving an Eva- 
cuation by Urine and Sweat : But theſe at length availing nothing 
and the Empyema- {till continuing or encreas'd ( fince it is better, 
ſo there be ſtrength, to try a doubtful Remedy than none ) you 
may proceed to the Incifton. 

As to Forms of Medicines requiſite for Curing an Emtyema z 
before the Incifion the ſame Remedies are proper, which are pre- 
{crib'd for a Peripneumonia, but the inciftion being over, the fol- 
lowing will be of particular uſe. 

Againſt Faintings and Swoonings , which happen during 
that Operation, or after it : Let the following Julape be al- 
ways in a readineſs to he taken now and then to four or five 
ſpoonfuls: 

Take the Waters of Bawm , and of Black Cherries , of each ſix 
Ounces, Aqua Mirabils an Ounce, Pearl powdred a Dram, Syrup of 
Clove Gill-flowers an Ounce : Mingle them, make a Julape. 7. 
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Let the following Decoftion be taken three or four 
times a day. | 


T Ake Leaves of Harts Tongue , Speedwel, Agrimony , Colts-foot , 
Mous-ear $anicle, of each a handful, Roots of er and Cher- 
vil, of each an Ounce, Barley half an Ounce , red Ciches half an 
Ounce, Raiſins of the Sun an Ounce and a half : Boil them in four 
pounds of fauntain water till balf be conſum'd 3- when-it 1 taken, 
let it be ſweeten'd at pleaſure with Clarified Honey, or with Syrup 
of Mous-ear. If there be no Feaver, let the. following Pills be ta- 
ken at Night , and early in the Morning , to 4 Scruple or half 4 
Dram. 

Take Powder of Crabs Eyes two Drams, Flowers o Sulphur a Dram, 
Sal Prunella half a Dram, Species of Diarrhodon Abbath a Scruple, Ve- 
nice Turpertine waſh'd , what axjces : Make 4a Maſs , and form it 
into Pills : or the Turpentine being- omitted let the ſame Medicine 
be taken in the Form of a Powder, from half a Dram' to two Scruples 
twice a day, | |

= ſtume if the Lungs. | 


He Morbifick matter of this Vomica, or Impoſtume of the 
Lungs is always a meer Ps, Which nevertheleſs is there 
engendred tacitely, and as it were unawares, Without a Feaver 
or Inflammation, and l1yes fo private, that it fcarce preſents any 
figns of it ſelf, but a little Cough, which at firſt is dry, then 
turns moiſt, which continuing ſome time, the Breath is drawn 
with ſome difficulty, the Spirits faint, and the Body wears away 
by little and little, though in the mean time the Spittle has no 
Pus or Blood mixt with it : But if the Impoſtume unexpectedly 

breaks, it commonly kills the Patient. | 
If after the Impoſtume is broken, and the Purulent Spittle be- 
ginning to come away with eaſe, and the ſtrength holding firm, 
there 
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there be room for any method of Cure : The Primary Indicati- 
ons_according to the common cuſtom in moſt Diſeaſes muſt be 
theſe three, vix. Curatory, Preſervatory, and Vital. The Firſt, 
directs that the matter of the Impoſtume be with ſpeed evacua- 
ted by Spitting, and that the fides of it be cleans'd and made 
ſound again as much as poflible. The Second provides againſt a 
conflaence of new matter to that Receptacle, and other neigh- 
bouring parts of the Lungs, whence. a Confumption would be 
engendred. The Third relieves the faintings of the Spirits, aud 
reſtores loſt ſtrength, and the Nutrition which was fruftcated. 


In reſpe&t of the Firſt Indication , expeCtorating Medicines 
{commonly fo call'd ) and of the hotteſt and ſmartelt nature, 
which cleanſe and dry moſt, and eſpecially ( fince for the moſt 
part here is-no Feaver ) Sulphnreous things are proper ; which al- 
ſo are preſcrib'd according to the Forms following. 

Take Tinfure of Sulphur three Drams, give from ſeven drops to 
twenty gomg to Bed, and early in the Morning in a ſpoonful of Syrup 
of rhe Juice of ground Foy: Or, 

Take Syrup of our Diaſulphur ſix Ounces, give a ſpoonful at the ſame 

Ours. 

Take dry'd Leaves of ground Ivy, Germander, Maiden-hair, Colts- 
foot, Hyſſop, white Hore-hound, Savory, of each a handful, the þ 1 
of -Elecampane, Florentine Orrs, Chervil, of each'an Ounce, Anni* 
ſeeds half an Ounce : Boil them in ſix Jun of fountain water to 
three pounds and a half, add towards the end White-wine ſix Oun- 
ces, the beſt Clarified Heney three Ounces : Let the ſtraining be 
Clarifie4 and kept for uſe : The Doſe # fix Ounces thrice a day 
warm. Or, 

Take Water of quick Lime ſix pounds: Put it in a large mouth'd 
Glaſs with the following Bag. 

Take dry'd Leaves of Germander, ground Foy, white Hore-hound, of 
each a handful, Roots of Elecampane and Florentine Orrs ſlic'd , of 
each an Ounce and a half, Anniſecds bruis'd two Ounces, Licorice 
an Ounce and a half, Raiſins ſton'd three Ounces: Let them ſtand 
= _— cloſe cover'd, pour it out as you uſe it, ſtill leaving the Bag 

ehind, 

Taks Loboch Sanum three Ounces , Species Diaireos two Drams 
and a half, Flowers of Sulphur a Dram and a half, Oxymel ſim- 
ple two Ounces: Make a Linus to be taken with a ftich of Lt- 
corice. 

Take Powder of the Leaves of Hedg-muſtard, and of gro:md Try, 
of each half an Ounce, Flowers of Sulphur a Dram and a half, S$y- 
"t, of Diaſulphur, er of the Fuice of [vy wh.:t ſuffices : Mike @ ſoft 

VEICC!H, 
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Tale fine Mytrh, and white Amber, of each half an Ounce, Sul- 
pbur vroum, Auripigment, of each two Drams, ſhells of Fiſtick, Nuts 
a Dram and a haif: Make a Powder for Fumigation; let it be usd 
with # Paper Funnel Morning and Evening. 


The <Sccond Indication which is for preſervation, cytting off 
the Morbiack matter, and providing againſt the Conſumption 
which is apt to enſue , undertakes the purifying of the Blood, 
and the ſtrengthening of the Lungs ; for which ends Purges, Vul- 
nerary Decoctions, diſtill'd Waters , and Phyſjck Drinks are 

roper. 
: Take Gereon's Decoftion of Sena ( with Agarick, 4 Dram and a 
half) three Ounces and a half, Purging Syrup of Apples an Ounce, 
Aqua Mirabils two Drams: Make a Potion to be taken once a week, 
with governance. 

Let the Form of the vulnerary Decofion be the ſame, which # pre= 
fſerib'd for the Empyema after the pay or becauſe there i no Feaver, 
you may give that Decottion of the ſhops , to four 'or fix Ounces 
thrice a day, 

Take Fir tops fix handfuls, freſh Leaves of ground Toy , Hyſſop, 
Savory, Rocket, Hedge-muſtard, Winter Creſs, of each four handfuls, 
Sun-flower Seeds ſix Ounces, ſweet Fennel-ſeeds two Ounces, Roots of 
Elecampane, and Florentine Orrs, of each three Qunces, being ſlic'd 
and bruisd, pour to them of Brunſwick, or Spruce Beer eight pounds, 


 diftil it with common Organs : Let the _ be all mixt, and 


when its usd, let it be ſweeten'd at pleaſure with Syrup of the 
Juice of ground Ivy; The Doſe u« thice or four Ounces thrice 4 
ay. 
Take Roots of Sarzaparilla ſix Ounces, China Roots two Ounces, all 
the Saunders, of each fix Drams, ſhavings of Ivory and Hartſhorn, of 
each half an Ornce, Maſtick-wood an Once, being ſlic'd and bruis'd, 
let them Infuſe according to art, and boil in twelve pounds of foun- 
tain water, till half be conſum'd, adding of Licorice an Ounce, Ras 
mw 4 the Sun four Ounces ; let the ſtraining be us'd for ordinary 
rink. 


The Third and Vital Indication preſcribes Cordial and Anodine 
Remedies, and a fit Diet : The ſame Forms of Medicines in a 
manner that are preſfcrib'd for an Empyema after Incifion , are 
proper here. Alſo the ſame Diet which is ordered in a begin= 
ning Conſumption, and Aﬀes Milk often does good in this caſe : 
Concerning the Cure of this Diſeaſe, I have obferv'd that an Ifſie 
made in the fide has often a very good effect. | 
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A Gentleman of a middle Age, having been always ſtrong and 
healthy, found himſelf ill without any 'maniteſt cauſe, and in a 
_ time fell into a languiſhing condition , loſing his appetite, 

eeping with difficulty, was thirſty, and had a heat about his 
Przcordia : He was a long time under the hands of ſome Phy- 
ficians for the Scurvy, and of others as Hectical, and after vari- 
ous methods of Cure had been try'd in vain, the Diſeaſe at 
length openly diſcover'd it ſelf: For whilſt one Night being more 
reſtleſs than uſual, he toſs'd himfelf very much in his Bed; the 
Impoſtume within his Lungs breaking on a ſudden, he threw up 
by Coughing a vaſt quantity of Pus, which ftunk moſt horribly, 
ſo that within four or five hours he had thrown up about two 

ounds. Moreover the Cough continuing for above two Months 
afterwards, he daily voided by Spittle of that Purulent, thick, 
and mighty ſtinking matter, till his Fleſh being conſum'd, and 
his rengih wholly ſpent, he was decay'd, and fallen away to 
nothing. 

After the Impoſtume was thus broken, we carefully gave him 
Medicines to clearſe and heal the place where it gather'd, and 
to mundify the Blood and the-Lungs, and free them from the 
imminent Conſumption. Our Tin#ure and Syrup of Diaſulphur , 
together with Pettoral and Vuinerary Decoftions and Diſtillations, 
alſo Lintius's and Balſamick, Pills were taken day after day in a 
conſtant method ; With theſe Gliſters, alſo gentle Catharticks and 
Diureticks were interchangeably given ; Vaporations firſt, then Suf- 
Fumigations both Sulphureous and Arſenical were alſo us'd Mornings 
and Evenings. - After theſe things had been carefully followed a 
long time without any good; we conchided to open his Thorax, 
and were ſoon directed to a place proper for it ; for on the left 
ide of his Stermm, betwixt the fifth and fixth Vertebre a tumour 
appear'd ; Inſtead of a Cautery, I apply'd thereto a Suppurating 
Plaiſter, and within three days the top of that Swelling became 
red and ſoft, out of which being open'd the next day after, firſt 
iflued a thin Ichor, and a little after a yellow and well conco- 
Cted Pus, and afterwards it continued daily to run in a more 
plentiful manner, and then the ſtinking Spittle began to abate, 
and within a- Fortnight wholly ceas'd ; the Morbifick matter 
finding both an eafie and more apt paſſage through that Ori- 
fice, which at length was chang'd into an Ifſue, and a Pea, or a 
Pill of Wood being daily put into it , there came forth conti- 
nually for a year and a half a plentiful Ichor, and in the mean 
time the Gentleman having wholly got rid of any corruption in 
his Breſt, and recovering his ftrong and fleſhy habit of Body, 
became ſound in all reſpects. Laftly, That 1/ze being remov'd 
ES wo 0-8 br. +4 "EGS to 
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to the Arm, he has nothing of that Diftemper about his Breft, 


nor minds longer any fence again{t it. 

Shortly after this Cure, I was calld to a Lady of Quality, 
who having been troubled with a Cough, and a heat of the 
Precordia tor many years, on a certain day ſenſibly perceiv'd 
ſomewhat broken in her Lungs whilſt ſhe was Coughing , and 
preſently voided by Spittle a great quantity of meer and ſtinking 
Pw ; after that that Spittle with the Cough, notwithſtanding any 
nſs of Remedies continuing for a Week, ſeem'd rather increas'd 
than diminiſh'd, I adviſed that ſhe would permit an Iflne to 
be cut in her fide near the place , whence ſhe perceiv'd the 
Pus to ariſe, which ſhe readily giving way to, within three days 
meer Pus, ſuch as ſhe Spit forth by her Cough, began to run 
from the. open Orificez and afterwards the Morbifick matter find- 
ing a ſufficient vent by that paſſage, both the Cough and the 
Spitting of Pws entirely ceas'd, and within fix Weeks the Patient 
grew perfectly well. 

After this I was call'd to a robuſt man, a great Drinker, who 
being alſo affected with an Impoſtume of the Lungs, did Spit 
forth a. great quantity of mighty ſtinking Pus : He would not 
permit any Iflue to be made in his fide; yet being very free to 
take all forts of Medicines, he got free at length of that Diſeaſe 
by a long uſe of them: The Medicines which chiefly did him 
good were preparations of Sulphur 3 wherefore our Syrup and 
Tin&ure were given him often every day : To theſe we gave 
for Vehicles, ſometimes a Peforal Decottion , ſometimes a Pe- 
floral Hydromel , ſometimes Lime water, with the Infufton of 
PeCtoral and Vulnerary Ingredients. Moreover Fumigations, e= 
ſpecially of Sulphurecus and Arſenical things, gave great Relief, 
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CHAP, VILE 


Tuſtruftions and Preſcripts for the Cure of the 
Aſthma. . 


N Aſthma is a difficult, ſhort, thick, and purſy Breathing, 
with a great Agitation of the Breſt, and for the moſt part 
without a Feaver: And its either meerly Pneumonick, proceed- 
ing from ſome ſtoppage in the Veſſels that convey the Air, or 
meerly Convulfave, arifing from ſome fault in the Organs of mo- 
tion, or mixt when both parts are joyntly faulty. 

As to its Cure there are two Primary Indications, or rather ſo 
many diſtinct methods of proceeding, viz. the one Curatory, the 
other Preſervatory : The Firſt teaches what is to he done in the 
Fit, to free the Patient from preſent danger ; the other what out 
of the Fit, to take away the Cauſe of the Diſeaſe. 

-I. In the Fit there are two chief Intentions of Curing, v7. 
Firſt, That care being taken as well of the Air, as of the Lungs, 
x more free Breathiyg be procur'd, at leaſt as much as may fut- 
fice to ſupport Life? And Secondly, That the Organs of Reſpi- 
ration be reclaim'd and made to ceaſe from the Convulfions 
they are fallen into, and which are wont to be continued with 
obftinacy. : 

As to the former, in the Firſt place let the Patient be ſet in 
an upright. Poſture of Body, in a pretty open place ſomewhat 
Airy, and free from Smoak, and the Breath of By-ſtanders; then 
endeavour that the Lungs being freed of all inward ſtuffing and 
oppreflion, as well as outward compreſſion, may be able to draw 
and return the Breath deeper: For theſe ends, leſt the weight of 
the inferiour V{/cera preſs down, and ſtraiten the Prgcoraia, let 
the Belly be looſen'd by a Gliſter, and let the Garments and all 
other things covering or binding the Thorax be ſlacken'd. Moce- 
over fince in this caſe the Lungs are uſually oppreſt,cither from the 
Blood growing too turgid within the Pneumonick Vetlſels, or 
from the Serum diſtilling forth of the Arteries and Glands into 
plie Duns of the Trachea, the Sallies and Impetuofities of both 

umours ought to be reſtrain'd and appeas'd : Hence if the 
ſtrength will bear,4t, and the Pulſe be ttrong enough, Bleeding 
is often proper. Again let thoſe things be carefully given, which 

| _ diſcharge 
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diſcharge the Serum, and the ſuperfluities of the inflamed Bl 
by Urine and Sweat : For which end Julapes, Apurems, and Peftos 
rals, commonly ſo call'd, are of excellent uſe. Moreover Pows 
ders of ſhells, preparations of Milepedes, Volatile Spirits and Salts 
are taken with good effect. In the mean time let there be like- 
wiſe given things that open the Dus of the Trachea, and 
make them ſlippery, and provoke expeCtoration ; and ſuch alſo 
if nzed be, as ſtop the Catarrh diſtilling on them; for which 
ends Lin#wu's, Lohoch's, Peforal Decoffions, and Suffumigations are 
roper. | 
F As to the other intent of Curing in Fits of the Aſthma, Vit. 
That the Organs of Reſpiration being reclaim'd from the Con- 
vulſions they are fallen into, return calmly to their ordinary Fun= 
tions ( unleſs this follows of its own accord, after that the tuc= 
bulent boiling of the Blood and Serum within the Lungs is ap- 
peas'd : } We muſt uſe Anti-Convulſrue and Anodine Remedies ; for 
Medicines wont to be given in Hyſterick paſitons, are alſo proper 
m a Convulfive Aſthma. 

The Spirit of pur} 4a of Soot, and eſpecially Spirit of Sal Ar= 
moniaach diſtill' d with Gum Ammoniacum; alſo the Tintture of Gum 
Ammoniacum, of Sulphur, Caſtoreum, Aſſa-fetida, the Syrup of Am- 
moniacum, of Sulphur, Oxymel of Squills, and the like 3 which be- 
ing of an ungrateful taſt or ſmell, diffipate the Spirits as it were, 
and withdraw them from tumultuary Efforts, prove ſometimes 
of notable uſe : But if the raging Spirits cannot be appeas'd by 
this means, we muſt come to Narcotrcks, that ſome of them be- 
ing deſtroyed, the reſt may return into order. For Optars ſome- 
times are mighty beneficial, unleſs a topping of the Lungs, and 
a great oppreſſion of the Precordia forbid their uſe : In-horrible 
fits of this Diſeaſe, when other Medicines have availed nothing, 
I have often given Diacodium, nay Laudanum Tartariz'd with good 
ſucceſs : Nevertheleſs theſe ntay not be taken without great cau- 
tion; for Reſpiration which is difficult and clogg'd before, being 
hindred more, and that very much by them, they often put the 

Patient in danger of Life. Moreover to reclaim the Pneumonick 
Spirits from their Convulſions; its good ſometimes to put the 
Spirits to torture in ſome other part, for when ſome of them are 
any where tormented, all the reſt for the moſt part, being in a 
concern at it, quit their diſorderly motions. Wherefore Veſica- 


: - tories, Cupping-glaſſes, Ligatures, and Painful Frictions give relief:

I ſhall now give you a Relation of -a:/Perfon, who was ſubject 
to fits of this Diſeaſe, which were meetly-Convulfive, and of an- 
other, who was ſubject to fats of the ſame; which were partly 
Convulfive, and partly Pneumonick. | 

A Noble Man of a tall Stature, and full and ſtrong grown, ha- 
ving bruis'd his left Side by a'fall, found himfelf injur'd upon it, 
and afterwards fell into an Aﬀhmatick Diſtemper, fo that now 
and then, though at. no ſet times;. Furſt a-pain would feize him 
about.that place, and preſently after a great ſtraitneſs of Breath 
followed, with a''vehement and long, continued- ſtraining of all 
the parts of Reſpiration, ſo that during the Fit, the Patient ſeem'd 
to be inthe very Agony of Death: I:was firſt calld to him afcer 
he had lain ill of ſuch an Aſthmatick Fit for two days, and was 
look'd upon as almott patt Cure. Neverthelets finding his Lungs 
to be without hurt, our Prognoſtick bid us fiill hope well, and 
preſently other Phyſicians being joyn'd with me m Conſultation, 
it was preſcrib'd as follows. 

Take Spirit of Gum Ammoniacum d:ſtill d with Sal Armoniach 
three Drams : Let him take from fifteen drops to twenty, in a ſpoon- 
ful of the following Julape, drinking after it froe ſpoonfuls; let 1t be 
repeated every ſixth hour.

Large Veſicatories were apply'd in the inſide of his Arms near 
his Armpits ; Gliſters were daily adminiſtred, and frequent Fr:&:- 
0% : By the uſe of theſe things he received a ſudden and mo 
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&ed eaſe, and within a few days got wholly. free of that Fit, and 
afterwards as often as he perceiv'd a little-touch of the ſaid Di- 
temper coming , he preſently took a large Doſe of that Sprrit» 
with the ſame Julape thrice or four times a day : By which Res 
medy, being frequently taken ſometimes for preſeryation , and 
ſometimes for Cure, he has now paſt above. two years without 
any great and terrible fit of his Aſthma, which-before was habi- 
tual, though he has now and then undergone fome light.. touches 
of it, but eafily blown off. 

An Honourable old Gentleman ( upon taking cold as "tis judg- 
ed) found himſelf ill; for he complain'd of a. pain in the middle 
of his Breſt by his Sternmum, which.at Night as ſoon as. he 'was 
warm in his Bed, growing worſe; diſturb'd his fleep, and was 
very troubleſome to him for the moſt part of the Night: Never-. 
theleſs without any ftraitneſs: of Breath, 'or evident fagn of an 
Aſthma : To. take away this pain he was bath Purg'd and-Blood- 
ed, Peforals and Antiſcorbutichs weve daily. given him; Oyntments 
and Fomentations were apply'd to” the place pain'd, yet without 
any great good or eaſe : For the-change that happen'd after, was 
rather for the worſe; for the pain'being a little abated, he was 
ſeiz'd with a laborious and troubled:Reſpiration, ſo that after his 
firſt fleep, or as he began to ſlumber, he was-taken with. a fit of 
the Aſthma, and being out-of Breath, and oppreſt about the 
Precordia, was forc'd' to fit upright in his Bed: Moreover this 
- painful Breathing, and Convulſive agitation of: the parts for Re- 
ſpiration did not only return every Night, but daily grew more 
violent, and continued longer upon him : Inſomuch that one 
Night awaking from his firſt ſleep, he was ſeiz'd with a moſt vi- 
olent fit of the Aſthma which laſted for many hours, and brought 
him as near death as a Man might be and live. No Phyfician be- 
ing preſent, a Barber then let him Blood, which gave him ſome 
relief; in the Morning upon a conſultation of Phyſicians, he was 
ordered for that day a thin Diet, and a looſning Gl:fter : At Night 
and the Morning following, he took twelve drops of Spirit of Gum 
Ammoniacum diſtill d with Sal Armoniach in a Vehicle proper in 
that caſe,and continued its uſe afterwards for many days : Veſicats- 
71es were apply'd to the infides of his Arms near his Arm-pits: 
Moreover Julapes and Petoral Decoftions, Loboch's, Gliſters, nay and 
ſometimes gentle Purges had their turns ; Bleeding alſo was repeated 
after two days. Whereas before he was wont to drink for his 
Mornings draught about a pint of Beer with Wormwood and Scur- 
vygraſs, Inſtead of this, he took about eight of the Clock, fiftcen 
drops of Elixir Proprietats tartarig'd in a draught of Coffee prepard 
with a Decoftion of Sage : By thele Remedies the Aſthmatick Fits 
preſently abated of their wonted fiercene(ſs; inſomuch that the 
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beginning and erid of 'every Night were quiet 'enough,, though 
abontthe/ middle of it fome 'uneafineſs about the Precordia kept 
him waking," and made 'him fit fpright in his Bed for an hour 
or two ; at length growing weary of Phyſick, he took only now 
and then' fome*6f the Medicines above mentioned : But in the 
mean time, 'though his Aſthmatick Fits troubled him little or-not 
at all by Night as before,” yet by reaſon of his Lungs being very 
mach ſtaffed, and a Serous-htmour falling into his Feet he could 
not walk faft , or go up any ſteep Aſcent without a great diffi- 
culty of Breathing, and danger of being choak'd ; and at preſent 
an Asthma or Phthifick, is not fo much fear'd as a Drogfie. 


CHAP. VIIL 


Inſtruitions and Preſcripts for Curing the Dropfie of 
F at any time the affect of the Dropſie or Anaſarca, being ge- 
neral; ligs taken poſſefion every where, or in moſt places of 
the Fleſh, and Cavities of the Viſcera : Its no wonder if that filthy - 
Maſs of Waters'gets poffeſion alſo of the Breaſt; but befides this, 
it ſometimes happens that the Region of the Thorax is either 0- 
riginally or ,alone oyerwhelm'd with waters, the other parts in 
the meantime being every where ſound enough, or injur'd only 
Secondarily. ; | 
That Serous humour canfing the Drophie of the Breafk, ariſes 
there either in the Form of a Vapour, which exhaling from the 
Przecordia and Sides of the Thorax is readily condens'd into Water, 
or Secondly, the Serum is there depos'd in its proper Form as it 
diſtils into that Cavity from the Mouths of the Veſſels, viz. of the” 
Arteries there open'd : Or Thirdly, the Lymphazducts, or ſome- 
times, though rarely, the Chyle Veffels, ſomewhere opening 
themſelves, or being broken may produce that affect. | 
A young Man of a healthy and ttrong conſtitution, who had 
long us'd himſelf to violent exerciſes, both by riding and other 
ways, perceiv'd at length a fulneſs, or as it were a certain windy 
riſing in his Thorax, i:ſomuch that the left fide of his Lungs 
ſeem'd to ſwell, and his Heart to be thruſt forth of its place to- 
wards the right fide; for in that part it was perceiv'd to beat 
mott : After he had continued in this condition ſome time, he 
perceiv'd on a certain day a Rupture as it were of ſome Veſſel 
| within 
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within the: Cavity of his Thorax, and after-it for half an. hours 
tpace, he could not only perceive in that Region a dropping of 
humour as it were from the top to the, /bottom of his Breit, but 
it could alſo be heard by the ſtanders by, gp otith ſanding tis 
finding himſelf otherwiſe well diſpos'd,/he,flighted Phyſjck ; but 
afterward upon-motion, ſtooping, or any fturing of his, Bady, he 

- perceiv'd in his left fide. a floating of, waters inwardly athered 
to 


zether : Nay, and the motion and. ſound of it, was;moſt mani- 
feſtly perceiv'd of others, both by .handling, and by the ear : 
Hence as it was plain that this Perſon had a Dropſie of, the Breaſt, 
ſo it ſeemed molt probable that this, Diſeaſe-took its. riſe from 
this, that the Lymphaducts appertaining to the left ſide of the 
Lungs being firſt obſtructed near their Inſertions into the Du- 
#us Chyliferus, had ſwollen up to a vaſt bigneſs, and afterwards 
being broken, diftill'd forth their humour into the Cavity of the 
Thorax. | TH 
This Gentleman now perceiving himſelf in danger, and having 
try'd ſome Medicines without any good effect, was adviſed upon 
a conſultation of Phy ficians, to have his Side open'd :. Wheretore 
proviſion for the whole being made,aChyrurgion apply'd aCautery 
betwixt the ſixth and ſeventh Vertebre, and the day following he 
put a Pipe into the Orifice, cut into the Gavity of his Breſt, up- 
on which preſently a thick Liquor , Whitiſh like Chyle,; and as it 
were Milky iſſued forth : There were only about” fix Ounces ta- 
ken from him the- firſt: time , andthe day following as much : 
On the third day ſomewhat a: larger quan ty. being; let forth, he 
was preſently ſeiz'd with a great fainting, and afterwards being 
Feaveriſh, he was ill for a day or two : Wherefore till he recove- 
red his due temper and ſtrength, it was thonght fit to-ſtop the 
egreſs of that matter, and afterwards a ſmall evacuation only of 
the ſame being daily made, the Cavity of his Breſt was in a man- 
ner wholly emptied, though he till carries the Pipe in the Ori- 
fice with a Tap, which 'being drawn forth once in twenty four 
hours, a little gleeting of humour till ifſues out : In the mean 
time being well diſpos'd as to his Stomack , Countenance and 
Strength, he Walks and Rides abroad, and performs other exer- 
ciſes which he had been formerly us'd to with vigour enough ; He 
us'd not much Phyfick, nor did he need it : After the Incifion we 
preſcribd him temperate Cordials, v:x. Powder of Pearl, Julapes, 
and ſometimes Hypnoticks, and afterwards a vulnecary Decoction 
fo be taken twice every day. 

By this Method and Form of Medicines continued for ſome 
time the Perſon ſeem'd to recover his due temper, (trength, and 
habit of Body,nay and to be ſound in his Breaſt ; yet he till car- 
ried the Silver Pipe in the Orifice of his Side, out of which an 
| Ichor 
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Tchor continually ifſued : And when after ſome Months this being 
taken forth, that Iſſue was clos'd up, there was a \athering again 
of the ſame humour within the hollow of the Breaſt, as was pers 
ceivable by the ſound and floating of it : But afterwards as upon 
the. return of the Diſeaſe the ſame Remedy prelented it felt, and 
conſequently the opening of the Side was ordered ( Nature as it 
fell out performing the Office of a Chyrurgion ) it happened of its 
own accord, and gave way for the matter. which was ready ta 
break forth ; and now he is fain to keep. that Orifice conttant- 
ly open as a fink to prevent that gathering of naltinefs in his 
Brelt. | 

As to the Cure of the Drophe of the Breſt, the Primary Indi- 
cations, as uſually in Curing moſt other Diſeaſes, are three, 77 
Curatory, Preſervatory, and Vital. 

The Firſt endeavours that the Waters gathered in the Cavity 
of the Breaſt be ſome way or other evacuated, The Second pre- 
vents the gathering of new matter. The Third takes care to 
reſtore ſtrength, and ſpeedily to remove the Symptoms that ins 
ure it. 
| To fatisfy the Firſt Indication, there are only two Ways Or 
manners of evacuation, by which that filthy Maſs of Waters may 
be clear'd forth, viz. either that the Veſlels of the Breaſt,and Da- 
us of the humours being emptied, drivk up again that Lympha 
when Rarifyed, and then convey it forth, either by the way of 
the Blood, or of the Breath: or Secondly that the water be all 
let forth in its proper Species by an Inciſion of the Side. 

The former way, though ſeldom, yet ſometimes to m.y know- 
ledge ſucceeds: For the Texture of the Lungs being ſpongy with- 
in, and outwardly very Porous, whilſt upon every Diaſtole it is 
dip'd in the waters lying under it, it ſometimes imbibes them 
being converted into vapour, and fo either returns then} to the 
Blood, or exhales them with the Air continually breath'd forth 
at the Mouth ; that this effect may more readily happen for Cy- 
ring this Diſeaſe, Phyſical Aids are here us'd : Theretore for that 
intent the paſſages of the Elood, Air, and humours, ought to be 
emptied as much as may be, and to be kept open and free : 
For this end let gentle Purges, Diureticks and Diaphoreticks be 
methodically given by tnrns, alſo Thoracical and Expectorating 
Remedies mult be us'd : Let the Diet be thin and heating, and 
let ſuch a method be ordered in a!l things which may promote 
the exhalation of the Blood, and cauſe all the ſuperfluous humours 
to evaporate. I ſhall ſet down ſome Forms of Medicines pro- 
per for theſe purpoſes.

Take Roots of Sarſaparilla ſix Ounces, China two Ounces, the 
Woods of white and yellow Saunders, of each fix Drams, Joavings of 
Foory and Hartſhorn, of each three Drams, Roots of Calamus Aro 
maticus half an Ounce , Raiſins ſton'd half a pound, Licorice three 
Drams : Let it infuſe according to Art, and boil it in twelve pounds 
of fountain water to ſix pounds, ſtrain it. 


I was Gall'd to a young Scholar at Oxford, who had been 
111 for three Weeks of a pain of his Thorax , and of a great 
difficulty of Breathing that conſtantly followed him in the Even- 
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ing, Which alſo upon a quick motion of his Body, or his go- 
ing up a ſteep Aſcent tormented him above meaſure; he could 
not reſt long on either fide, but was forc'd to lye always on 
his Back, and with his Head raiſed : And if he try'd to lye 
on either fide , preſently a pain followed the Poſition of his 
Body ; and if haply he rolled himſelf from one fide to the other, 
the pain alſo being preſently remov'd, he felt as it were wa- 
ters floating from one place to another : So if he let his Bo- 
dy hang downwards over the Bedſide , he preſently felt wa= 
ters falling towards his Clavicular Bones. Moreover, if at any 
time his Body was heated more than ordinary by motion, 
the heat of a Bed, or of a Fire, prefentty he felt in his Breſt 
a boiling as it were of waters on the Fire, and at the ſame 
time complained of atGiddineſ(s, and of a little . fainting of his 
Spirits. Being well ſatisfied by a due confideration of theſe 
things that he had a Dropſie of the Breſt, I preſcrib'd the Me- 
thod and Medicines following with ſucces. 


Take Calamelanos fifteen Grains , Roſm of Falap half a Scruple, 
Syrup of Roſes ſolutive what ſuffices, make three Pills. He took them 
early in the Morning, and had twelve Stools, which gave him great 
eaſe. Then again on the third day he had only four Stools by the ſame 
Medicine, though with greater relief to him than before. He took. 
afterwards for many days of a Diuretick, and Peftoral Apozeme ſix 
Ounces : And Laſtly, the ſame Purge being repeated, he grew perfectly 
well;

CHAP. I. 
Inſtruitions and Preſcripts for The Cure of the 


Faundiſe, 


S$ to the method of Curing this Diſeaſe, there are three Pri- 
mary Indicatjons, all which ( fince we are in a manner al- 
ways at a loſs which of them is the chiefeſt, and firſt to be put 
In Practiſe ) muſt be proſecuted together : Therefore the Inten- 
tions of Curing muſt be. Firff, That the obſtructions of the Du- 
Aw's mult be open'd, if haply there are any either in the Porus 
«Biltarins, or Meatus Cyſticus, or elſewhere about the Liver, or 
Veſſels that convey the Choler. Secondly, That the Blood be re- 
duc'd to its due temper and Crafis, left it engender Choler in too 
great a plenty, or render it unapt for ſeparation. Thirdly, That 
the ſtrength be upheld, and that the Symptoms chiefly prejudicing 
it be provided againſt. 


1. To fatisfy the Firſt Indication, Cathartick evacuations both 
by Vomit and Seige are greatly conducing, with which the de- 
ſcent of the Choler towards the Inteftines is Irritated, and the ob- 
{tructed Veſlets being by this means mightily agitated, are freed 
from their ftoppages. Secondly, We muſt give Medicines that 
are ſmart, bitter, and ſalt, and others endow'd with a certain in- 
ſtigating vertue, which may ſharply ſtir up the motion of the 
Gall gathered together in the Liver, and there ſtagnating. 4n 
this place alſo we muſt range ſuch Medicines as are thought to 
be good againſt the Faund:ſe by a ſimilitude of ſubſtance, and as 
it were by a Signature; v2. as being endow'd with a yellow Fuice, 
though many of theſe becauſe they move Urine or Sweat, may 
aptly cough bz plac'd in the ſame rank with the former, v7. a- 
mongſt evacuative Medicines. 

The 
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The Second Indication requires altering Medicines alt@gether, 
viz. ſuch as may depreſs the exaltations or wild efforts of the'Sul- 
phur and fixt Salt, and help to the reſtitution of the Volatile Salt 


* Which was depreſs'd before : For theſe purpoſes Medicines con- 


taining an Acid or Volatile Salt, and likewiſe Chalybeats will do 
excellently well : Hence Spirit of Salt, of Vitriol, Fuice of Limons ; 
alſo Spirit of Hartſhorn, and Sheeps dmg, Gooſe dung, Crocus Mar- 
ts, and other preparations of it of divers kinds, are often preſcrib'd 
in the Jaundzſe with good fuccels. 

The Third Indication being for the ſupport of the ſtrength, 
and for removing Symptoms that prejudice it , ſuggeſts to us 
many and diverſityed manners of Curing ; but to avoid tediout- 
neſs, T ſhall only ſet down certain general Rules concerning Diet, 
= ſome Cordial and Anodine Remedies peculiarly proper in this 
caſe. 

The Therapeutick Indications being thus laid before you, it 
remains for us now to adjuſt Select Medicines, viz. both fimple 
and compound to each of thoſe Intentions before propos'd, and 
to explicate the manners and ways of operating of thoſe Remedies 
which are accounted of moſt note in this Diſeaſe : Firſt therefore 
we ſhall ſet before you the Forms of Eyacuating Medicines appro- 
priated to the Jaundiſe,

parated, force its way through the ſtraiteſt paſſages and Pores in 
the Liver : Moreover at the ſame time by fuſing the Blood, they 
cauſe its Serofities and Bilous Excrements to be ſent forth in ſome 
meaſure by Sweat and Urine. | 

Take Elixir Proprietatss an Qunce, give twenty drops in the Morn- 
ing, and at five in the Afternoon ob a fit Vehicle: After the ſame 
manner, the Tinfture of Antimony, or of Salt of Tartar are often gt+ 
ven with ſucceſs ; alſo Mixtura Simplex in a greater Doſe. For Ve- 
bicles alſa for the ſame Intention of Curing, Apozemes, diſtill'd waters 
end Julapes are proper. 

Take Roots of the greater Celandine, ſtinging Nettles, Madder, of 
each an Ounce, tops of Sea Wormwood, white Horehound dryd, Agri- 
mony, Germander, of each a handful, Worm-ſeeds two Drams, ſhaumgs 


of Ivory and Hartſhorn, of each two Drams, yellow Saunders a Dram 


and a half, Coriander-ſeeds two Drams ; boul them in three pounds of 
fountain water to two pounds, add of Whitewine four Ounces, and 
ſtrain it, add Syrup of Cichory with Rhubarb two Ounces, Water of 
Earth-worms an Ounce and a half : Make an Apoxeme, the Daſe i 
from four Ounces to ſix twice a day.

You may give more ſucceſsfully E/efuarzes, Powders, and Pills to 
others of a ſtropg Conſtitution, | £2 
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Take Conſerve of Sea Wormwood, the outward yellow Coats of Oran= 
ges and Limons, of each two Ounces, Species Diacurcume an Ounce 
"and a half, Powder of Ivory, yellow Saunders, the Lignum Alves, of 
each half a Dram, Troches of Capers a Dram, Troches of Rhubarb half 
a Dram, Salt of Wormwood two Drams, with a ſufficcent quantity-of 
Syrup of Cichory with Rhubarb, make an Elefuary; the Doſe # the 
quantity of a Cheſnut twice a day, drinking after it of the follbwing 
Fulape three Ounces.

Oranges, and of four Limons, Earth-worms prepar d, Snails, of each 


a pound, Cloves ruisd two Ounces, being ſlic'd and bruis'd, pour to 


them of Whitewine eight pounds, diſtil 1t with common Organs : Let 
the whole Liquor be mixt. Or, 

Take Filings of Steel a pound, freſh Strawberries ſix pounds, put 
them in a glazed Pot and ſtir them together, and let them ſtand for

Salt of Wormwoed four Scruples, Seeds of Water-creſſes half a Dram, 
of Rocket half a Scrupie, Elixir Preprietats a Dram, Gum Ammont- 
acum diſſolv'd in a ſufficient quantity of Water of Earth-worms : 
Make a Maſs, Form it into little Pills, the Doſe # half a Dram 
Evenings and Mornings, drinking after it of the diſtill'd Water three 
Ounces. - 

Slvius highly commends for the Cure of the Jaundiſe a Decodti« 
on of Hemp-ſeeds in Milk, and a Solution of Soap. 

The Second Indication having regard to the altering, or due 
tempering of the Blood, that it engender Choler only in a mode- 
rate quantity, and duly feparate it, requires thoſe kinds of Medi- 
cines which depreſs the Sulphur and fixt Salt when too much 
exalted : For theſe ends, I know not by what chance or guidance 
Medicines endow d with a Volatile Salt, as Earth-worms, Snails, 
Millepedes, nay Lice, the Dungs of Fourfooted Beaſts, and of Fowl, 
being introduc'd into Practiſe for Curing the Jaundiſe, are uſually 
given 
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given not only by Empyricks, but likewiſe preſcrib'd by Phyſici- 
ans of the beſt account : Theſe ſometimes by themſelves, but 
oftner joyn'd with Evacuatives and Deopilatives enter the chief 
compoſitions of Anti-iFericks. 

Fonſeca preſcribes Goſlings Dung gathered in the Spring time 
and dry'd, and alſo the white Dung of Chickens; the Powder of 
both which is given from half a Dram to a Dram, in a fit Vehicle. 

Take Powder of Earth-worms a 40 8 Gooſe dung , of each three 
Drams, Toory, yellow Saunders powdred, of each half a Dram, Saffron 
a Scruple : Make a Powder, divide it into ſix parts for ſo many Mor=- 
ning Doſes, with ſome Liquor fit for the purpoſe. 

To the Anti-iCterick Apozem and Tincture above preſcrib'd, 
Earth-worms ; alſo Gooſe-dung, and Sheeps-dung, are uſefully 
added. 

' Take of freſh and live Millepedes, in number from fifty to a hun- 
dred, Saffron half a Scruple, Nutmegs a Scruple, being bruis'd toge= 
ther, ponr to them of Celandine water four Ounces, water of Earth- 
worms two Ounces , wring it fortly hard, and drink it : After ths 
manner let it be taken firſt once, afterwards twice a day for a Week. 

Its a vulgar and Empirical Remedy with our Country men to 
take Nine Lice alive in the Morning for five or fix days, by which 
Remedy I have heard that many have been Cur'd when other 


_ things did no good; which certainly can give relief no other 


way but by reſtoring the Volatile Salt, which was depreſs'd in 
the Blood. . 

On the account of the ſame way of Curing, the Flowers of Sal 
Armoniach,, the Volatile Salts of Amber,Hartſhorn, and Soot.,and like 
wiſe their Sp:rzts are often-given with great ſucceſs in this Diſeaſe. 

Take Powder of Earth-worms prepar'd two Drams, Species Diacur= 
cume 4 Dram, Flowers of Sal Armoniack half a Dram, Salt of Am- 
ber a Scruple, Extraft of Gentian a Dram, Saffrom a Scruple, Gum 
Ammoniacum diſſoly'd in water of Earth-worms what ſuffices : Make 
2 Maſs, Form it imto ſmall Pills, the Doſe is three or four Morn- 
ing and Evening, drinking after it of the Julape before written three 
Ounces. 

Take Spirit of Hartſhorn ting'd with Saffron three Drams : The 
Doſe # from fifteen drops to twenty , with the diſtilld water above 
mention'd. | 

In this rank of Medicines with which the Blood diſtemper'd 
with the Jaundiſe is intended to be corrected, Chalybeats alſo juſt- 


'Iy claim a place; for theſe give a conſiderable relief in the Jaun- 


diſe, as well as in other Cachectical Diſtempers, not ſo much by 

omiag the obſtructions of tae Viſcera, as by deprefling the ex- 

: tations of the Sulphur and fixt Salt, and by volatilizing the 
lood, 


There=- . 
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Therefore to the DecoCtion, TinCture, or Infuſion above writ- 
ten, the Filings of Iron, or its Powder prepar'd ( its Mineral Tex- 
ture being ſome way looſen'd) or its Vitriolick Salt extracted, 
may be properly added ; for hence it is that our Mineral waters 
ſometimes cure even to a Miracle ſuch as are quite given over in 
the Jaundiſe : Though theſe waters when drank in a very large 
quantity, paſling through all the Veſſels, open alſo all the Du- 
#us's of the Liver, be they never ſo much ſhut up. 

- Therefore alſo to the Electuaries, Pills and Powders before ex- 
preft, preparations of Steel , ſometimes of one ſort, and ſome- 
times of another, may likewiſe be added in a fit proportion : 
Moreover, you may give to the quantity of a ſpoonful of its 
Syrup twice a day in three Ounces of the Anti-iCterick Apo- 
zeme or diftill'd water ; alſo the Tincture of Steel to twelve or 
fifteen drops may be given after the ſame manner with good ef 
fee: 
Laſtly, in this rank of altering Medicines, we ought to place 
thoſe which are ſaid to Cure this Diſeafe, not as inwardly taken, 
but outwardly apply'd either by the tofich, or being put into the 
Urine of perſons troubled with the Jaundiſe, 

As to the Firſt, its a common Remedy with the vulgar to take 
a Tench, and apply it to the right Hypochondre, or to the Ven- 
tricle as ſome will have it, or according to others, to the Soles of 
the Feet of the Perſon that has the Jaundiſe, whence they expect 
the Diſeaſe to vaniſh in a ſhort time; though many promiſe a cer- 
tain Cure by this means, yet it did not ſucceed with me, having 
ſometimes try'd it. | 

The other Cure of the Jaundife at a diſtance, is ſaid to be done 
by I know not what Sympathy , or ſecret manner of work- 
ing. 

Tale the freſh Urine of the Patient made at one time, aſhes of the 
Aſh-tree ſearced what ſuffices: Mix them, and make it into « Paſte, 
and form it into three Balls of an equa! bigneſs, and put them in'a 
cloſe place near the Fire, or a Stove ; when theſe Balls grow dry and 
hard, the Faundiſe vaniſhes : After this manner IT have known «lx 
* Diſeaſe ſucceſsfully Cur'd when 1t was grown inveterate, and would 
not yield to other Remedres 3 thu s a familiar praftice with tht 
vulgar. 

The reaſon of this Operation is, that when the Lixivial Saltin 
the aſhes is mixtin the Urinezit preſently ſets free theVolatile Salt, 
which before was kept under in it, or entangled with other Par- 
ticles, and at the ſame time that this is done in the Iterical U- 
rine, it happens by Sympathy that the Volatile Salt alſo in the 
Blood of the Patient gets free from the Dominion of the fixt Salt 
and Sulphur, and conſequently the Icterical Dyſcraſy of the Blovd 

vaniſhes: 
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vaniſhes : And thus Phil. Grulingius and Felix Platerws tell us that 
Making Water on warm Horſedung has Cur d many Perſons troubled 
with the Jaundiſe, viz. inaſmuch as the fixt Salt of the Urine, 
and conſequently of the Blood of the Patient is altered by the 
Volatile Salt of the freſh Horſedung , and is reduc'd to its due 
temperature. 

The Third and Vital Indication orders a fit Dyet, and like» 
wiſe preſcribes Cordials and Anodines , both which are often 
wanted. 

As to what concerns the Firſt, the Diet in this Diſeaſe is wont 
to be more Phyſical than in any other whatſoever: For Vegeta- 
bles, and their parts, vulgarly calld Hepatick Remedies, are boild 
in the Broaths of perſons troubled with the Faund:/ec; their Broaths 
alſo are uſually made of Worms and Snails ( being accounted the 
Antidotes of the Jaundiſe) inſtead of other Fleſh : Moreover their 
Ale and other ordinary Drinks are Impregnated with an Infuſion 
of Phyſical things. | 

Take Roots of the greater Nettle, and of Strawberries, of each an 
Ounce and a half, Candied Eringo Roots an Ounce, ſhavings of Toory 
and Hartſhorn, of each two Drams, Earth-worms cleansd, m number 
twenty, a Cruſt of White-bread, Mace two Drams; boil all in two 
pounds of fountain water to a pound: Strain it through Hippocrates 
Sleeve, add to it Species of Diatrion Santalon half a Dram: Nate a 
Broath, «f which take from four Ounces to ſix twice a Day.

Inſtrutions and Preſcripts for other Diſtempers 
of the Lver. 


He Liver often uſes to be faulty , eſpecially in one of theſe 


two things, v:z. either intercepting the Nutritive Juice ap- 
pointed for. other parts, it applies it to its proper ule, as its gene- 
rally ſeen in Children troubled with the Rzckets, and in many 0» 
thers leading a floathful and idle Life : Or Secondly, it too eafaly 
receives into its moſt inward Recefles, the filthineſs of the de- 
praved Blood , and all dreggy Excrements coming in its way, 
and retaining them does not only grow large, but is obſtru- 
Cted in its Ductus's, whence oftentimes proceeds a Jaundiſe, or 
Drophe, and tumours , and preternatural Concretions of divers 
kinds, 

Therefore we muſt take care of theſe two things, v2. leſt the 
Liver by taking to it ſelf too much of the Nutritive Juice, grow 
to too great a Bulk, andileſt by retaining the filthy dregs of the 
Blood, it be troubled with obſtructions , and preternatural tu- 
mours. 

Both theſe faults are much more eafily prevented than Cur : 


For the former is effected only by taking care that the Blood ' 


being well conſtituted in its Crafis, and enjoying a free Circulati- 
on, both diſtributes the Nutritive Juice to the parts, and eſpeci- 
ally the outmoſt, and driving all its Excrements to all their re- 
ſpective EmunCtories depoſes them there : And indeed the Hepa- 
tick Medicines ( vulgarly fo call'd, though they regard the other 
V/2ſcera as wel! as the Liver ) do firſt and more immediately exert 
their vertue by purifying the Blood, rather than by correcting 
the Liver, or other entrals ; for entring the Blood, and being im- 
miſcible with it, they ſo throughly exagitate it;that they make it 
Ciicharge all its ſuperfluities by their proper Emiflaries;and if any 
Medicines are found by ſome ſpecifick virtue,to have reſpect to one 
part more than to another, its becauſe their Particles being more

ted within that entral,are carried thither together with them: For 
this reaſonRhubarb,Turmerick,the greater Celandine,and many other 
things ally'd to the Gall, readily paſs to its Dudus's, and are wont 
to do good in the Jaundiſe : We have before ſet forth the Ener- 
gies and ways of operating of theſe Medicines : As to other He- 
paticks commonly fo call'd, we ſhall briefly ſet down certain 
Forms, Firſt of thoſe which are ſaid to prevent or remove the 
Non-natural accretion of the Liver, and then of thoſe which do 
the like, in reſpec of its obſtructions, and preternatural tu- 
mours. 

I. Againſt the too great accretion, or diſproportionate nouriſh- 
ment of the Liver : Firſt, a ſpare and thin Dyet, ſhort Sleep, and 
frequent and moderate Exerciſes are proper. Wheretore if at any 
time Infants and Children are, found obnoxious to this aftect, as 
likewiſe to the Rickets, we order that they ſuck thin and ſerous 
Milk, that they are daily toſs'd in their Nurſes Arms, and carried 
from one place to another with a {wift motion, or that they are 
put in a Chariot, or in a Chair, and ſwiftly driven to and fro, and 
that they learn to uſe their feet as ſoon as may be, and go a= 
bout. 

Take the Waters of Snails and Earth-worms, of each three Ounces, 
Syrup of Cichory with Rhubarb two Ounces, Spiris of Sal Armoniach 
with Gum Ammoniacum 4 Scruple : Mix them, take a ſpoonful at 
Night, and early in the Morning: | 

Take Roots of Male Fern,Chervil,Candied Eringo's,of each an Ounce, 
Leaves of Agrimony, Harts Tongue, Male Speedwel, of each a handful, 

ſhavings of Ivory and Hartſhorn, of each two Drams, white and ye!- 
low Saunders, of each.a Dram, Raiſins ſton'd an Ounce and a half, 
Barly three Drams : Boil them in three pounds of fountain water to 
two pounds ; to the ſtraining add the waters of Snails and Earth= 
worms, of each an Ounce and a half, Syrup of Cichory two Ounces: 
Make an Apozeme, take to two or three Ounces in a day. 

Take Powder of white and yellow Saunders, Crabs Eyes, Lignum 
Alces, of each half a Dram , Salt of Wormwood a Scruple : Makg 
: Powder , the Doſe # from half a Scruple, to a Scruple twice a 
ay. 

Take Emplaſtrum Diaſaponys , Ceratum Santalinum , of each 
what ſuffices: Make a Plaiſter to be applyd to the right Hypu- 
hondre 


Taxe Unguentum Splanchnicum two Ounces, Oyl of Wormwoed 
an Ounce : Mix them, make a Liniment for the Region of the 
Liver. 

The Remedies for moſt other Diſeaſes of the Liver, are either 
Simple or Compound : Amongſt thoſe of the former kind, are u- 
ſually reckon'd all Cichories, Sorrels, ſharp-pointed Docks, and 
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in a manner all Vegetables which have a ſort of bitterneſs joyn- 
ed with ſomewhat of a ſmartneſs (in which the Deopilative vertue 
is ſaid to conſiſt ) as Wormwood, Germander, Ground-Pine, 
Fumitory , Tanfie, Agrimony , Liver-wort, Lignum Aloes, all 
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the Saunders, Tamarisk-bark, Aſh-bark, and the Roots of 
Capers, with many others which make up the greateſt part of 
Botanicks, | | 

The fixt Salts of Herbs, and the Acid Spirits of Minerals claim 
a Chief place amongſt theſe, becauſe , they mightily agitate the 
Maſs of Bloogl, difſolve its Concretions, clear its ſtoppages, and 
make it every where permeable in all its parts. | 

Its alſo manifeſt both by reaſon and experience, that prepara- 
tions of Steel are often praper in Diſtempers of the Liver, as e- 
ſpecially in the Jaundiſe, and the Dropſy. 


In 


the Antidotaries of the Ancients, we find a great many 


Phyſical Compoſitions which ſeem to be wholly deſign'd for the 
Liver, as the Electuary 2 ſcoria ferri Rhaſis, Cc. But paſſing over 
theſe, I ſhall now give you ſome Forms and Examples of Medi- 
cines. which are accounted Deopilatives,according to the praCtice 
of our times. 


Therefore for an Opening Decoftion. 


Ake Roots of Fern, Chervil, the greater Nettle, Dandelion, of 


each an Ounce, Leaves of Agrimony, Harts Tongue, Speedwel, 


Oak of Hieruſalem, Liver-wort, of each a handfut, white and yellow 
Saunders, of each three Drams, ſhavings of Ivory half an Ounce, Red 
Cicehs an Ounce, Coriander 'Seeds three Drams, Raiſins two Ounces : 
Boil them in four pounds of fountain water, to two pounds, adding 
about the end Whitewine four Ounces, ſtrain 3t through Hippocras 
res ſleeve; to which put Species Diarrbodon Abbatis a Dram , our 
prepar'd Steel two Drams: To the ſtraimmg add Syrup of Cichoy 
with Rhubarb two Ounces, waters of Snails and Earth-worms, of each 
an Ounce : The Doſe # fix Ounces twice a day, after a Doſe of the 
following Elefuary.

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Take Leaves of Wormwood, Centory, Tanſie, both Southernwoods, 
Branches of Tamerisk, of each four handfuls , green- Walnuts four 
pounds, green Aſhen-keys two pounds, the outward Rinds of ten O+ 
ranges, and of four Limons, Snails, Earth-worms prepar'd, of each a 
pound; being all ſlio'd, pour to them of Whitewine exght pounds, di- 
ſtil it with common Organs: Let all the Liquor be maxt, the Doſe # 
three Ounces, ſiveeten 1t with Sugar, or ſome proper Syrup. 

It a Form of Pills be more grateful ; the following Ecphra» 
&ick Extract ( as the Shops call it ) ſeems good. 

Take white and clear Tartar , and freſh Filings of Iron, of each 
four Ounces, let them be bruisd t-gether into a Powder, then boil it 
in four pounds of fountain wa: 'r, to two pounds, ( ſome uſe Whites 
wine _) to the ſtraining add tops of Centory, Sea Wormpwood,and Car: 
duts, of each a handf!, Gentian Ryots half an Ounce, Species Dia- 
curcume a Dram and a half; let them boil cloſe cover'd for three or 
four hours, then ſtrain ut, and let the ſtraimmg evaporate by a gentle 
Bath heat, to a corfiſtency for Pills, adding * you pleaſe, Treches of 


Rhubarb, or Species of Hiera Picra two Drams : The Doſe is from a 


my to half a Dram made into Pills, in the Evening with a fit 
Vehicle. 

_ For the ſame intent, vi. to prevent or remove obſtructions 
of the Liver, a Purging Phyſick Ale to be taken Spring and Fall 
for many days, is highly extoll'd by ſome, and diligently us'd by 
certain Perſons every year during their Lives. 

Take Roots of ſharp pointed Dock, prepar'd, and of Polypody of the 
Oak, of each three Qunces, Madder two Ounces, Engliſh Rhubarb 
two Ounces, Leaves of Sena four Ounces, Epithymum two Ounces, 
nellow Saunders an Ounce, Seeds of Carthamus and Cariander, of each 
an Ounce and a half, being flic'd and bruisd, Make a Bag according 
to art for four Gallons of Ale, after ſix days take to twelve Omnces 
more or leſs in the Morning, by which you may exped four or frve Stools, 
Sine Regimine. 
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CHAP. III. 


Inſtruftions and Preſcripts for Curing the Dropſie 
call'd Aſcites. 


—_ Dropfie call'd Aſcites, is a tumour of the Belly, caus'd by 
JF a Watery Humour contain'd within its Cavity 5 which Hu- 
- mour probably is the Serum of the diffolv'd Blood, diſtilling 
forth of the Cxliack and Meſenterick Arteries into the Cavity of 
the Abdomen, and eſpecially if it happens, that Scirrhous Tu- 
mours, Glands, little Swellings, or other prezternatural Concre- 
tions are rais'd about the Meſentery, Liver, Spleen, Womb, or 
other Viſcera of the Belly; for the Circulation of the Blood be- 
ing ſtopt in thoſe places, the Serous part of it is forc'd from the 
ws. and falls into that Cavity, and commonly the Nutritive 
ow goes with it, wherefore when this Region ſwells, the Mem- 
bers are uſually extenuated. 

Nevertheleſs the Blood is not always Giffolv'd in an Aſcites, as 
it is in an Anaſarca, but is ſometimes too compact in its Craſis, 
yet ſo that its forc'd by reaſon of the Obſtructions of the Viſ-+ 
cera , to depoſe within the Abdomen its Salt Serum , which it 
could not-evacuate by the Pores of the Skin, and the Urinary 
paſſages. D 

Its alſo likely that the Lacteons or Lymphatick Veſſels being 
ſometimes broken or opened, fall the Abdomen with a Maſs of Wa- 
ter or Chyle. 

I conceive alſo that this Inundation of the Belly, may ſome- 
times ariſe from the Nervous Liquor, diſtilling gently and inſen- 
fibly.from the Fibres and Membranes : And likewiſe from vapours 

condens'd within the Cavity of the Body. 

Concerning the Cure of the Aſcites, we muſt conſider by how 
many poſſible ways and manners, waters gathere&together with- 
in the Abdomen may be evacuated : And we find that the Reme- 
dies, which according to the ordinary praCtice of Phyfick, are 
accounted Hydroticks, work that end by Purging, by Evacuati- 
on by Urine, by Sweating, and by inſenſtble tranſpiration, and 
with ſome Perſons you muſt proceed this way, and with others 
that, or the other ; and if neither of theſe ſeem potitble, or ſuc- 
ceed well, you muſt timely think of an Incifion, I ſhall now 


confider each of theſe ways. 
Firſt 
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Firſt therefore Catharticks ſeaſonably given, often abate the 
Tumour of an Aſcites, and ſometimes wholly take it away ; for 
aſmuch as their Particles irritating the Ventricle and Inteftines, 
diſcuſs the Contents and Flatus's of thoſe Viſcera , and likewiſe 
the humours ſticking in .their Tunicles and Glands, and: heap'd 
together in the Veſſels and Ductus's of their neighbouring parts 
and force them partly into the DuCtus's of the Inteſtines, and 
partly ſend them into the Maſs of Blood © But it does not ſucceed 
thus, if at any time this Diſeaſe proceeds from a Lympha, float- 
ing within the Cavity of the Abdomen, or from an Inflation or 
Tympanitical extention of the Membranes ; becauſe Hydragogues 
carry forth little or nothing} of thoſe waters, and if they are 
ſtrong , exaſperate and increaſe the Flatulent Diftemper. Ca- 
tharticks accounted Hydragogues, are either Emeticks or Puy= 

ers. 
. 1. The Hydragogue Emeticks of chiefeft note, are Gum Gutea; 
Eſula or Cataputia , and diverſified preparations of them 2: Alſo 
Hercules Bovis, © Pilul# Linares. 

2. The Purgers are Elder, and Dmrarf Elder, Sea Bindweed , 
Hedge Hyſſop, Juice of Orris, Elaterium : I ſhall briefly ſet down 
certain Forms and manners of preſcribing, compounding, and gi- 
ving each of theſe. 

I. Gum Gutta is highly extolld for Purging Serous hamours 
but in regard being given by it ſelf, it mightily diſturbs the Sto= 
mack, and often weakens it, therefore to repreſs a little its exce(- 
five and violently Emetick force, various ways are contriv'd for 
preparing it ; but its beſt of all correted with an Acid Spirit, or 
with an Alchaliſate Salt, or by throughly tempering and com» 
pounding it with Aromaticks. 

Adrian Mynficht commends its Magiſtery , which is made by 
diſſolving it with Spirit of Wine, and then by drawing it off, and 
precipitating it with fountain water alſo by diffolving it with 
Spirit of Wine Vitriolated, and Ting'd with Roſes and red Saun- 
ders, and then by evaporating it, others prepare it with the fume 
of Sulphur after the manner of Scammony Sulphurated 2 Others 
orind it on a Marble, moiſtning it with Oyl of Cinnamon, or of 
Cloves, or other Chymical Aromaticks :'I uſe molt its Solution, 
made with the Tinfure of Salt of Tartar : The Doſe- of which s from 
fifteen Drops to twenty or thirty. 

Take Gummi Gutta ſix Grains, Mercurits Dulcys fifteen Grains,Con« 
ſerve of Violets a Dram and a half : Mix them, make a Bolus. 

Take Gummi Gutta twelve Grains, Salt of Wormmwood ſix Grains, 
'Ovl of Mace a Drop, Conſerve of Damask, Roſes a Dram * Make a 
Bolus, And its wont to be groen with Tartar Vitriolated, or Cream of 
Tartar, and powder of Rhubarb.

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- Tuke Gum Gutta ſulphurated or vitrioiated fifteen Grains, Cream 
of Tartar half a Scruple, Extra## of Rhubarb a Scruple, Ol of Cin- 


namon two Drops : Make four Pills.

-ſeem'd to me in a deſperate condition 3 by taking the following 


Medicines for fix days ſucceflively, grew much better, and in a 
ſhort time after perfectly recovered. 

Take Gum Gutta powdred twelve Grains, Oy! of Cinnamon a 
Drop, Syrup of Buckthorn what ſuffices : Make a Bolus , let the 
Doſe be encreasd every clay, by riſing from twelve Grains to 
twenty. 

Take of our Tinfure of Gum Gutta a Scruple, water of Earth-worms 
an Ounce, Syrup of Rhubarb half an Ounce : Mix them, give it Cum 


Regime. 

Though there are various kinds of the Spurges, and all of them 
work violently by Vomit or Siege, by reaſon of their mighty 
Irritation of the Viſcera, and conſequently evacuate Serous hu- 
mours in a plentiful manner ; yet becauſe of the exceflive ſtrength 
of moſt of them : The leſſer or wild Spurge, is now in a manner 
only in uſe : And its molt approved preparations are the Powder 
of the Rinds of its Roots, and its Extratt; We alſo add its Tin- 
Cture, which is not Inferiour to the reſt. 

Take the leſſer Spurge, with the Roots cleans'd four handfuls, Lig- 
num Aloes, Cloves, of each a Dram 3 being bruts'd, boil them in four 
pounds of fountain water till half be conſum'd; let the ſtraining Cla- 
rifie by ſettling in an oblong Glaſs, then let the,glfſ Liquor Evapo- 
rate by a Bath-heat to the conſiſtency of an : The Doſe u 4 
Scruple. 

Take of this Extraft half an Ounce, pour gÞ \it in a Matras ſix 
Ounces of the Tinfure of Salt of Tartar, digeſt them in a Sand Bath 
zill the Tinfure be Extratted : The Doſe 2s from twenty to thirty 


Drops, with a fit Vehicle. 


Take Powder of the Roots of the leſſer Spurge, from ſeven Grains to 


ten, Cinnamon half a Scruple, Salt of Tartar eight Grains; bruiſe 
them together in a Glaſs Mortar , give it by t ſelf, or with the 
Addition of ſome fit Conſerve or Syrup : Make a Bolus or Pills. 

3. Precipitatum Mercuris cum Sole, or Hercules Bovit ; For as 
much as by its Acrimony, it mightily irritates the Fibres of the

Pilale Lunares, in like manner by reaſon of the Vitriolick Par- *

The Seeds of Elder and Dwarf? Elder, being dry'd and powdred,

R Elaterium is juſtly accounted a moſt powerful Hydragogue, in 
regard that moſt powerfully irritating the Fibres of the F; cera,; 
. . and at the ſame time fuſing the Blood and humonrs by a ſort of 
5 corroſive vertue as it were, it forces whatſoever Serofities the 
Tuanicles of the Viſtera, Membranes, and Veffels ; alfo' thoſe that 
the Glands and Fleſh contain within them, to difcharge them- 
i ſelves into the Cavities of the Stomack and Inteftines : Which 
Medicine working well, ſometimes the ſwelling of the Belly falls.

I might here give you many other Purging Hydragogues, but: 
Catharticks do not always Cure the- Aſczres, nay they often make 
it worſe, and (if you'infift too long npon ther) render it In- 
curable. Therefore now let us enquire whether Diureticks will 
do good in this caſe or not. | | 

And truly any Man might eafily be induc'd to believe that Me- 
dicines provoking Urine, contribute very munch towards the E- 
yacuation of Waters from any patt or Cavity 'of the Body : In 
reality its manifeſt by frequent experiments, that they often Cure 
the Anzſarca; and give relief'in it before'all other Remedies : Let 
us ſee therefore what they can do for draining the Cavity of the 
Abdomen.” | NDJPITIGS I: 

As to this, its manifeſt in the firſt place, that'there is no im- 
metliate"pafſage open from the Aſcitical Mafs' of Waters to the 
Reins, how'near ſoever they lye to _them'; 'Vut" whatfoever was» 
ters are conveyed from that Maſs to the Reins, naift. of neceſſity 
be firſt of all drank np again into the Blood, and* be thence dif+ 
charg'd into that receptacle'of the Urine: Now how little is it 
that the ſmall Months of the Veins ( if haply any of them'are open) 
can receive? And this is that only thing which Diureticks are 
able to perform, viz. By fufing the Blood, and driving its Seroh- 


ties to the Reins in a plentiful manner, to make it draw' to it felt, 
being fo drein'd, the Waters floating in the Belly. In the mean 


time there is no leſs danger left Diuretich.s unfeafonably given, 
whilit they fuſe the Blood too much, drive the*Serum, which is 
forc'd to part from it, into the watery Maſs of the Aſcites, more 
than into-the' Reins, and fo rather to increaſe than remove that 
deluge of the Belly. And trvly T have frequently obſerv'd that 
this ſometimes happens; and tis for this reaſon that the Ancients 
always mixt Aftringents and Corroboratives in' their” Medicines 
for the Dropfie, not that fach ( as is vulgarly faid ) ſtrengrhen 
the tone of the Liver, but preſerve the Crafis 6# Mixture of the 
Blood from being wholly diffoly'd by too much fuſion.” There- 
fore in an Aſcrtes which happens chiefly , or in part, by reafon 
that the Serous humour ſtiffs and mightily ſwelts the Compages -- 
of the Viſcera and Veſſels, and eſpecially the Tunicles, Glands 
and Fibres themſelves, and_tthe fpaces betwixt 'them 3 even 
as Cathartieks are proper, ſo are alſo Diureticks\, and are 
often taken with ſucceſs, for as much as by the uſe of theſe, the 
R 2 Maſs 
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Maſs of Blood is.drein'd ( the Serum being deffv'd to the Reing 
\ in a plentiful manner ) and- readily receives into it ſelf thoſe 
waters every where ſtagnating about the Mouths of the Yefſels,and 
conveys them to the Urinary Common-ſhore : But on the con- 
trary in. a true Aſcites where the Textures of the Viſcera being 
free from ſuch {tuffings with Serum, the filthy Maſs of Waters 
fills the Cavity of the Belly, Diureticks are given either to no 
Jurpoſe, or with: prejudice, becauſe they fetch out nothing of 
the water ſtagnating in the Belly, and very often by fuſing the 
Blood, drive the waters more violently thither, being apt to di- 
ſtil into it of their own accord. 

* .In an Aſcites all Diureticks of every. kind are not equally pro- 
per, nor ought to-be indifferently given ; for it is to be obſerv'd, 
that Perſons.troubl'd with this Diſeaſe make little Urine, which 
is alſo reddiſh,: and reſembling as it were a Lixivium; which is a 
fign that the Crafis of their Blood is-ſo cloſe bound by reaſon of 
the fixt Salt and Sulphur being exalted and-combin'd together in 
it ; and conſequently that its Serum is not duly ſeparated within 
the Reins, which: nevertheleſs is thrown off in the Inyolutions of 
the Obſtructed Viſcera, and q is depos'd in the Cavity of the 
Belly. Wherefore in this caſe we muſt give only thoſe things 
to move Urine, which ſo reſtore and correct the Conftitiition of 
the Blood, that the Irregularities of the fixt Salt and Sulphur 
being taken away, the Serous part may be ſeparated within the 
Reins, and ſent forth in a more plentiful manner : For which end 
not Acid or Lixivjal things, but ſuch as are endow'd with a Vo« 
latile Salt are:proper ; for I haye often obſerv'd in ſuch Patients, 
that when Spirit of Salt, and other Acid difſtill'd Liquors of Mis 
nerals,, ard when the Deliquia or Solutions of Salt of Tartar, of 
Broom, 'and of other things have rather done hurt than good; 
the Juice of Plantain, of Brooklimes, and of other Herbs abound: 
ing with a Volatile Salt; alſo the expreſſions of Millepedes have 
given relief; For the. ſame reaſon Sal. Nitre throughly purified, 
or Cryſtal Mineral has often a mighty 'good ſees. ou may 
find Forms of Medicines proper for this uſe in our preceding 
Tract, where we have ſet down Examples of Diureticks , in 
which both Volatile and Nitrous Salts are the Bafis : Moreover 
to this place belongs that notable Experiment with which Fohans 
nes Anglus ſays he often Cur'd an Aſcites from a hot Cauſe, which 
Medicine alfo the moſt experienc'd Phyfician Dr. Theodore Mayern 
uſually preſcrib'd in the like Caſe, and was wont to extol. It is 
as follows. _. | ; 

' Take Juice of Plantain and Liverwort, and fill an earthen Pat 
with it to the Brim, then ſtop it very cloſe, and put it in a hot Ove 
ax ſoon 6s the Bread # drawn, and make a gentle Fire round the ſide 
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of the Pot to continue the heat of the Oven ; after it us boild ftrain 
the Liquor, and being ſiveeten'd with $ ugar, let it be drank Morn- 
ings and Evenings, and it Cures. | 

In Imitation of this, I have often preſcrib'd with ſucceſs after 
the following manner ! 

Take green, Plantain Leaves four handfuls, Liverwort and Brooks 
limes, of each two handfuls, being brutsd together, pour to them of 
ſmall Compound Raddiſh water, or of ſome other Magiſterial water 
half a pound, wring it forth hard : The Doſe is three Ounces thrice 
a day. 

Diaphoreticks though moſt 'efficacious in an Anaſarca, yet are 
of little or- no uſe in an Aſcites; for being unſeaſonably given, 
they often cauſe a great prejudice to the Patient, without doing 
him the leaſt good, becauſe by heating the Blood they make 
the waters floating in the Cavity of the Belly, to grow fervid, 
and to boil as it were , fo that the Spirits and Humours are 
mightily troubled by the Vapours thence rais'd, and fo a diſfor- 
der of all the funCtions follows, and the Viſcera themſelves being 
{odden ay it were, are very ; much injur'd : Moreover when a 


'Sweat is thus unduly rais'd, the Blood being forc'd to a fuſion 


and precipitation of Serum, diſcharges more yet into the watery 
Mais of the Aſgztes; therefore when ſome preſcribe Fomentations 
and Liniments to be apply'd to the ſwollen Paunch, and order 
Bathing, for the moſt part it falls cut for the. worſe to the Pati- 
ents ; for beſides Feyeriſhneſs, a Head-ach, Vertigo, faintings of 
the Spirits, and other ill Symptoms of the Heart and Brain, moſt 
frequently caus'd by ſuch means, the Belly alſo ſwells the more 
by it, becauſe the Blood being agitated and difſoly'd, depoſes the 
Serum there in a larger meaſure : Nay, and the Mouths of the 
Veſſels are thereby made more. looſe and open, fo that they dis 
ſtil forth waters faſter, they being now diſpas'd to part from the 
Maſs of Blood. The Remedies which are wont to be Admini- 
ſtred with moſt ſucceſs, when we will not proceed to an Incifion, 
are Glifters and Plaiſters. 

The former draw the Serum out of the Veſſels and Glands of 
the Inteſtines, and Meſentery, without fuſing the whole Maſs of 
Blood ( which ſtrong Catharticks will do ) which being ſo em- 
ptyed, receive intq them ſome of the extravaſated  Lympha ; For 
this end the following Gliſter uſually preſcrib'd by us in the like 
caſe is mighty proper 3 in regard at the ſame time it irritates the 

ibres of the Inteſtines, and draws the Serum imbib'd by the 
Blood, op. hefore contajn'd ip it, to the Reins,

Make a Plaifter to be applyd to the Belh. If at any time-this Di- 
ſeaſe be complicated with a Tympany, other ſorts of Epithems 
are proper, as we ſhall declare hereafter. 
The great and molt preſent Remedy for an Aſcites, is to make 
an. Incition , . and draw forth the water, tho this praCtice as 
often Kills the Patient, as Cures the Diſeaſe ; wherefore there is 
need of great caution in what Perſons, and in what time of the 
Diſeaſe this ought to be attempted : In Cachectical Perſons, and 
ſuch as have been long ill, in whom the Gonformation and tem- 
perament of the Viſcera are generally vitiated, it cannot prove 
of any good effect to let forth the waters by piercing of the 
Belly; for preſently upon it the Spirits faint, the ſtrength 'is dif- 
folv'd, nay and a freſh inundation of the'Morbifick humour ſoon 
ſucceeds it : But thoſe who before having a good''conftitution 
of the Viſcera, aud being ſound enough as to all other-parts, fall 
into an Aſcites. upon ſome great evident cauſe, as they need not 
preſently at firſt attempt an Incifion, ſo they ought not to defer 
it long if it be juadg'd requiſite. For upon a long'delay the Viſce- 
ra'which are immerg'd-1n the waters, and as it were ſodden' in 
them, become incorrigibly vitiated. | 
/ Its beſides my purpoſe to defcribe here the Adminiſtration of 
this Incifton, whether it be perform'd the ordinary way, or ac- 
cording to the way of Sylows, with a Perforated Needle.- As 
Phyſicians ſeldom -prefcribe this operation, they looking upon 
jt as dangerous, ſo Quacks and Empirioks' never conſulting them, 
attempt it very often inconfiderately and unprofperonſly. For 
concluſion, I ſhall here give you a relation of a true and terrible 
Aſcites lately Cur'd without an Incifion. 
A young 'Woman tall and flepder, a' Merchants Wife, giving 
Suck to her Child, drank both by'day and by night to 'increaſe 
her Milk, an immoderate quantity of -Ale, ſometimes plain, and 
ſometimes made into Pofſet-drink ; after having us'd this ill way 
of Diet for ſix Weeks, ſhe fell ſuddenly into a cruel Aſcites, the 
beginnings of which ſhe neyer had minded; for her Abdomen 


being 
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being full of waters floating within it, ſwell'd mightily, and its 
Bulk when ſhe turn'd her {elf from one fide to the other, fell 
without the Ilia, and the borders of the reſt of her Body; in the 
mean time the Fleſh of all her Members was mightily conſum'd, 
and ſhe ſeem'd no leſs Conſumptive than Hydropical. 

The Child being wean'd, and a better Diet'ordered, fhe entred 
upon Phyfick, and in the firſt place took gentle Hydragogues 
both Purging by Siege and Urine, but without any benefit, nay 
after all Purging ſhe was worſe: Afterwards being Committed to 
our care, and almoſt in a deſperate condition, I proceeded with 
her after the following method. | 

Having wholly forbidden her the uſe of Ale, and all other drinks 
but what were Phyſical, I preſcrib'd theſe things. 

Tak$\ Leaves of Plantain, Brooklames, Clivers, of each four hand- 
fuls, being bruis'd together, to them water of Earth-worms, and 
 Radiſh-water Compound , of each three Ounces, wring it forth ; 
took it twice a day, viz. at eight of the Clock, in the Morniug, and at 
five in the Afternoon, ſhe continued the uſe of ths Medicine a long 
zime, but altered now and then the Compoſition, changing ſometimes 
the Herbs, nana the Liquor to be poured to them. | 

Take of the reddeſt Tinfture of Salt of Tartar an Ounce and a half; 
ſhe took, twenty Drops going to Bed, and early in the Morning in 
wy ſpoonfuls of the following Julape, drinking after it ſeven ſpoon- 

uls. 
/ Take water of the Flowers of Elder, and of Saxifrage, of each ſix 
Ountes, the waters of Snails, Earth-worms, and Radiſha Compound, of 
each two Ounces. "I 

"On her Belly ſhe wore a Plaiſter made of Empl. de Minio, £5 
Oxycroceo. 

The following Glyſter was given her firſt every day, afterwar 
every other or third day. 

Take Urine of a ſomnd Man a pound, Turpentine diſſolv'd with 
the Volk of an Egg an Ounce and a half, Sugar an Ounce, Sal Prunelia 
a Dram : Make a Glifter. 

By the conſtant uſe of theſe things, in fix Weeks time the ſwel- 
ling of her Belly came down, but her fleſh daily falling away, a 
Conſumption was fear'd : Wherefore to prevent it, ſhe went -in- 
to the Country and drank Aﬀes Milk, and by the benefit of this 
nouriſhment and of the freſh Air, taking continually the above 
mention'd Medicines, ſhe recover'd perfectly within three Weeks 
or a Month, and lives ſtill, and is in good health. 


Of the Tympany- 
CHAP. IV. 
Inſtruftions and P reſcriprs for Curing the Tympany: 


A Tympary may be thus defin'd, or at leaſt deſcrib'd, v4. that 

('M. it is a fixt and continued tumour of the Abdomen, equal; 
hard, ſtiff, yielding a ſound upon ftriking , taking its riſe from 
a ſort of Conyulſfive Inflation of the Membranous Parts and 
Viſcera, by reaſon of the Animal Spirits being driven into thoſe 
Fibres in too great a plenty , and there hindred from a Receſs , 
through the fault of the Nervous Juice obſtructing it : To which 
affect a gathering of Winds in the empty places is conſequently 
added for compleating it. 7 : 

That we may have timely notice of its beginning, we muſt 
underſtand that there are ſome previous affects which diſpoſe to 
it, as eſpecially a Hypochondriack, Colick, Hyfterick, and ſome- 
times an Aſthmatick diſpoſition: And if after frequent returns of 
Fits in any of theſe Diſtempers, a tumour of the Abdomen fol- 

- lows, though never ſo ſmall at firſt, a Tympany ts preſently to 
be feard. | _ | 

A Tympany ſeldom Kills of it ſelf, but after it has continued a 
long time, to make more ſure work, it joyns to it ſelf at length 
an Aſcites as a forerunner of death. 

In order to the Cure of a Tympany, as in moſt other Diſeaſes, 
there are three primary Indications, whereof the fiſt and always 
the moſt prefling being Curatory, endeavours to remove the tu- 
mour of the Abdomen, by recalling the Animal Spirits from that 
Convulfive extention, and reducing them to order : The Second 
being preſervatory, keeps thoſe Spirits or others from inordinate 
excurſions into the Nervous Fibres of the Belly, and at the ſame 
time corrects the faults of the Nervous Liquor accompanying 
them, as to its Craſis or Motion : The Third is Vital, and by 
removing the Symptoms that are moſt prefling, relieves and up- 
holds as much as may be all the fuuCtions that are oppreſt or 
weakned. 

The Firſt Indication is always of chiefeſt moment, the whole 
ſtreſs of the Cure conſiſting in it, but its very difficult to be per- 
form'd : For it does not readily occur to us with what remedies 
or ways of Adminiſtration it ought to be attempted. Bleeding 
has no place here, but in a manner always is ſhun'd as hurtful ; 


alſo Catharticks for as much as they irritate the affected Fibres, 
and

and tropble,the Spirits,, and. drive them more violently into thoſe 
Fibres, do rather, increaſe than diminiſh, or Cure the tumour of 
the Belly :. Sq likewiſe Diaphoreticks force the. Spirits together 
with the. Morbifick Particles deeper into thoſe Fibres, from which 
they ought to be ſummon'd forth and withdrawn. The. chief 
means of Cure ſeems to be plac'd in the uſe of Djureticks and 
Gliſters ; and great. things are likewiſe expected from Topicks; 
becauſe they are apply'd more immediately, and by contact to 
the Diſeaſe it ſelf, and becauſe we ſee they excellently diſſolve or 
diſcuſs tumours in other places; but all diſfolvents are not pro- 
per here, even though in other tumours they are -very Medicin- 
able : For thoſe that: are hot, being accounted diſcuſſors, moſt 
commonly rather do hurt than good in a Tympany, whether 
they are us'd as a -Fomentation., or Liniment, or apply'd in the 
Form of a Cataplaſme or Plaiſter :- For they both open and di- 
late the Ductus's of the Fibres, ſo that they lye more open to 
the Inroads of the Spirits z and at the fame time rarify the Parti=- 
cles ſticking in them, fo that they coming to occupy a greater 
ſpace, the Inflation and Swelling of the Belly is augmented, Laſt- 
ly as to Alteratives, even of thoſe which do good againſt other 
aftets of the Genus Nervoſum, only ſome few are proper in a 
Tympany ; for where the Morbifick matter ſticking within the 
{trait DuCtus's cannot be driven forwards or quite through, Ela- 
ſtick Medicines, by faſtning the matter deeper, render the obſtru- 
Ction ſtill greater or more fixt : Wherefore the Spirits of Harts- 
horn, Soot, Sal Artnoniack, and ſo TinCtures, Elixirs and other 
Medicines endowed with a Volatile Salt, or Particles otherwiſe 
aCtive, do not only cauſe a very troubleſome heat and drought in 
perſons troubled with a Tympany, but alſo niake the Abdomen 
ſwell more, becauſe they trouble the Spirits, and fuſe the Blood 
and Nervous Juice, fo that the Particles depoſed by each of theſe 
are forc'd into the parts affected. 

Notwithſtanding Phyſick can do (o little againft this Diſeaſe 
we mnſt not ceaſe to move every tone in order to Cure, or 
vive eaſe to the Patient: Therefore in the Firſt place (becauſe it 
is the Cuſtom to begin with Evacuatives ) though itrong Ca- 
tharticks always do hurt, and the more gentle are ſcarce ever 


.able to carry off the Conjunct Cauſe ; yet theie latter, for as 


much as they withdraw fomewhat of that which teeds the Di- 
ſeaſe, and prepare the way for other Medicines to exert their E- 
nergies more freely, ought to have their turns in the Praftice of 
Phyſick, viz. once in fix or ſeven days; and at other times let 
Gliſters (the uſe of which' is much better ) be frequently Admi- 
niftred : Hydroticks being forbidden, let moderate Diureticks he 
diligently- plyed, to which at the fame time let fuch things by: 
joyn 
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joyn'd which regard the altering and reducing of the Spirits and 
Humours, which truly make up the chiefeft part of Pharmacy 
for a Tympany : Moreover in the mean time let not the uſe of 
Topicks be neglected. We ſhall ſet down certain Sele&t Forms 
of Medicines appropriated to each of theſe ends : For a Medicine 
vently looſening, uſe the Laxative Wine preſcrib'd for a Tym- 
pany by the famous Greg. Horſtius in the Fourth Book of his Ob« 
ſervations, Chap. 3o. or inſtead of it, let the following be pre- 
{crib'd in a ſhorter Form. | , 
Take Flowers of Peaches, and of Damask Roſes, of each two Pugils 
of Broom, Elder, and the lefſer Centory,gf each a Pugil, Leaves of

In a hotter conſtitution let the following Form be given,which 
I kave ſometimes try'd with good ſucceſs.

The Second Indication requires chiefly altering Medicines, viz. 
ſuch as put a ſtop to the Fermentations- of the humours in the- 
Viſcera of the Belly, and to the wild Efforts, and irregular excur- 
fions of the Spirits, and which likewiſe procure the even mix- 
tures and due motions of the Chyle and Nervous Juice : For 
which ends Chalyþeats are principally us'd ; and truly not- only for 
this Diſeaſe, but for many others belonging to the Viſcera of the 
Belly, it's uſual to have recourſe to Steel Medicines;though in the 
mean time many Empyricks confidently preſcribing them , do 
not conſider after what manner ſuch Medicines work, or what 
alterations for the better may be expected from them : And in- 
deed it very often falls out,” that nature her ſelf is deſtroyed, and 
not the Diſeaſe, when Chalybeats, of which there is a great variety, 
and of diver{ifed Operations, are given without any diſtin&tion 


. or choice, or without reſpect to the Temperament,Conſtitution, 


and ſtate of the Diſeaſe in Patients. 

We have treated elſewhere ex profeſſo concerning Medicines 
prepard of Iron and Steel, and of their vertnes and manners*of 
working ; fo that it's needleſs to repeat the ſame here: As to this 
Diſeaſe, if any of them are proper for it, certainly they are not 
all : For thoſe in which the Sulphur ſtill remains, and being free, 
predominates over the other principles after that the texture of 
the mixt Body is open'd, muſt be wholly excluded from this 
number; for by their powerful fermentation, they greatly fer- 
ment the Juices of the Viſcera, and put the Blood and Spirits 
in ſich a Commotion, that the whole Region of the Belly is puft 
up in a greater Bulk, as though ſome Spirit ruſh'd violently into it, 
Nor are thoſe more proper here, from which the Sulphureous 
Particles are wholly driven away with the Saline, as in Crocus 
Marts prepard by a very ſtrong and long Calcination ; for as 
this Medicine is good to ſtay all fluxions, fo it fixes more

But there remains a Martial Remedy of a riddle kind, in whith 
the Sulphur being wholly, or for the greateſt part expelld, "the. 
Vitriolick Salt remains, afid has for the greateft 'part the Predo- 
minancy, as it has in a Solution of the Filings of Iron, or in its 
Infufton either ſimple, or in Mineral waters, in Salt or Vitriol of 
Mars, in our preparation of Steel, with many others, preparations 
and compoſitions of which have been often found by experience 
to have done great good in ſome caſes; for theſe deftroy the 
Exotick, and reſtore the Genuine Ferments of the Viſcera ; open 
their ObſtruCtions, fix the Blood , and keep its Texture from 
much diſſolution : Wherefore Chalybeate Medicines, as alſo ſome 
other Alteratives have haply ſome effect againft 'the ProcatarQick* 
and more remote Caufes of a Tympany, but do little 'or n0'good

Hartman highly extolls the Liquor of the Flowers of the Herb 
Mullein as a Specifick Remedy in this Diſeaſe : Put thoſe Flowers 
freth gather'd into an Alembick and preſs them in hard,then the Veſ- 
ſell berng carefully ſtopt that nothing can breath ferth,let it ſtand mm an 
Oven whillt bread 1s 'bak't, and afterwards the Flowers being taken 
forth preſs forth the Liquor very hard, and let it be Diſtill yo Bal- 
neo : The Doſe is a Scruple in Decoftion of the Seeds and Roots 
of Fennel, Certainly if this Medicine can do any thing, it ought 
to be given in a greater Doſe. 

Fohannes Anzlicus Commends the EleCtuary Roſata Novella with 
Diatrion Santalon and Ants Eggs ; which Medicine truly being 
probable enough ſeems to promiſe fomething : In Imitation of 
theſe I ſhall here propoſe the following.

CHAP. 
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CHAP.V. 


Inſtruttions and Preſcripts for Curing the Anaſarca. 


A* Anaſarca is deſcrib'd after this manner, that it is a white 
and ſoft Tumour of the whole outward part of the Body, or 
of ſome parts of it, yielding to the Touch, and leaving a Pit np- 
pon Compreſſion, proceeding from an Aqueous Humour extra- 
vaſated and heapt together, both within the Interſtices of the 
Muſcles, and within the Pores of the Fleſh and Skin, and even 
of the Glands and Membranes. 

| That watery Humour proceeds wholly or for the greateſt part 
from the Blood, for being continually produc't within the Maſs 
of Blood through the detect and fault of Sanguification, it is 
pour'd forth of the Mouths of the Arteries in a greater quantity 
than that it can be receiv'd and carried back by the Veins and 
Limphzducts and be ſent forth by the Reins and Pores of the 
Skin, and other Emiſfaries of the Serous Latex. : 

An Anaſarca whilſt it is fimple, is the leaſt dangerous amongſt 
all the ſpecies of Dropfies : And a particular Anaſarca oc- 
cupying only the Inferior Members, ſo the Belly do not {well 
withal, is much ſafer than an Univerſal one. 

In order to a right proceeding towards a Cure,two chief ſcopes of 
Curing here preſent themſelves , viz. Firſt we muſt take Care 
that the water betwixt the Skin and the Fleſh be ſome way E-» 
vacuated and Conſum'd ; and Secondly that a new ſupply be not- 
continually engendred and heapt together : For which end we 
muſt uſe what means we may both that the Viſcera of Concoction 
being cleans'd from Excrements, and free from Obſtructions, 
prepare always a good Chyle, and ſupply the Maſs of Blood 
with it in a due quantity , and likewiſe that the Blood, ( its 
Principles being reitor'd to their fermenting Power) may duly 
ferment and convert into its own Nature the Juice of the Chyle 
continually ſent into it. The Vital Indication ſeems not neceſſary 
in this Diſeaſe as in many others,becauſe Faintings of the Spirits, 
or Watchings, for which Cardiacks, and Hypnoticks are required, 
ſeldom happen here : And there is little need of reſtoring Diets 
becauſe Falting and Abſtinence do more good, and moft com- 
monly are the greateſt part of the Cure; the reaſon is that the 
Veſſels being drain'd by Faſting, drink up the waters Stagnating 

: betwixt 
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Of the Anaſarca. 
betwixt the Skin and the Fleſh, or elſewhere, and ſend them fortli 
* partly by the Reins, the Pores of the Skin, and other Emiſfaries, 
and partly employ them moit Advantageouſly for nouriſhing the 
Body, they being yet fyll of a Nutritive Juice. Firſt, to per- 
| form the firſt Indication which is for the Evacuation of the Mor- 
bifick matter, all Hydragogue Medicines both Simple and Com- 


pound, and likewiſe - the Forms of Medicines ſet down before in 


the Chapter of the Aſcites ought to be apply'd to uſe : Moreover 
not only Catharticks and Diureticks, but likewiſe Diaphoreticks 
have often place in the Cure of the Anaſarca, though for:the-moſt 
part they are :forbidden in other kinds of the Dropkie. 
In a ſimple; Arafarca you may Purge Strongly, and it often 
does much good::, .:;; | | 
TI have given you before Forms of Hydragogue Catharticks of 
both Kinds. +:7.:of ſuch as exert their force both upwards and 
downwards, and both of a gentle and ſtrong Operation ; from 
whence you may take them, and apply them to the preſent 
Method of Curmg. 
If you ask how Catharticks work in this Diſeaſe, and where- 
fore they carry forth waters better and more efficacionſly than 
in other kinds of the Dropſie : I ſay that in an Anaſarca the 
Morbifick matter (which is a Lympha) refieds partly in the Maſs of 
Blood, and partly in the habit of the Body within the Pores 
and empty Spaces lying betwixt the Veſlells : Wherefore a ſtrong 
Cathartick being given, 'it preſently Exagitates the Maſs of Blood, 
fuſes it, and moves it to an Excretion of any ſuperfluous or he- 
terogeneous thing :. And. at the ſame time irritates the Mouths of 
the Arteries which lye open towards the Cavityes of the Inteſtines, 
that the water caſt out of the Blood may find a way forth ra- 
ther by theſe 'Emiſſaries. Hence in the firſt place the waters 
floating within the Maſs of Blood are- clear'd torth in a plen- 
tifull manner, and then the Veſſells being drain d ſoon drink up 
the waters betwixt the Fleſh and the Skin, and preſently fend 
them forth partly by ſeige,and partly by Urine or Sweat : There 
is no fear in the mean time, leſt, as in an Aſcites, the Morbifick 
matter being Exagitated, and put in Fuſion by the Medicine, 
be driven from the Blood into the places affected, whence it 
cannot eaſily get out again z or leſt, as in a Tympany, the Vif- 
cera by reaſon of the Fibres of the Ventricle and Inteftines be- 
mg too mach irritated, are moy'd into Convulſive Extenſions ; 
for whilſt the Viſcera are ſound, and in a good ftate, the Par- 
ticles of the Medicament do them no hurt, but being car- 
ryed thence into the Blood, do not only fetch waters from it, 
bnt by Exagitating its Maſs, raiſe up its Active Particles be- 
| fore 
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Of the Anaſarca 169 
fore oppreſt, and difpoſe them for recovering their power of 
Fermentation. 

Secondly, I have alſo ſet down before the Hydragogues o- 
perating by Urine, both ſimple and compound, and have given 
you Forms of Medicines prepar'd of both, and the ways of give» 
ing them : Wherefore I ſhall not repeat them here : But be- 
cauſe all Medicines of this kind do not good alike in all affects 
we muſt here obſerve that Lixivials ( as I have often found by 
experience) far exceed the reft of Diureticks in Curing the Ana- 
thrca. And now it's a much nsd and common, Remedy for a» 
ny one who' has his Members ſwell'd,: to Purge firſt, and then 
to take twice or thrice a Day fix or eight Ounces of a Lixj- 
vium made of White-wine with the Aſhes of Wormwood or of 
Broom, and to continue its uſe for ſome Days : This Medicine 
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'as & have obſerv'd in many, powerfully provok's Urine, nay ſome». 


times in ſuch Abundance that the Patients within. the ſpace of 
twenty four hours making above a Gallon and a half of water 
have preſently recover'd almoſt to a miracle. 
The reaſon why Medicines containing a fixt and lixivial Sal 
expell Urine more in an Anafarca than ſuch as are endow'd with 
an Acid, or Alchalifate or Volatile Salt, is, that in this Diſeaſe 
the watery Humours which upon failing of the Fermentation 
of the Blood, and of its ſanguifying Vertue, are gathered to- 
gether as well within its Maſs as in the. habit of the Body, up» 
on ſtagnating there ſome time are turn'd ſomewhat ſharp: Where- 
fore the Lixivial Particles of the Medicine entering the- Blood 
preſently grow in a heat with the Acids of the waters, which 
as they exagitate and ferment, they cauſe a mighty Fermentation 
in the whole Maſs of the Blood and a following excretion, 
Take of the Aſhes of Broom, or of Wormwood, or of the Prunings 
of Vines calcin'd to a whiteneſs and ſifted, four Ounces, put them 
im 4 Glaſi-bottle with two Pounds of White-vine; let there be a 
cleſe and warm Digeſtion for three or four hours, then ſtrain it, the

Diaphoreticks often do excellently well in a Leucophlegmatia 
( which begins or concludes an Anaſarca ) and they uſually a- 
gree' better in' this Diſeaſe when confirm'd than in other kinds 
of the Dropfie : And though at the beginning they are not 
able to move Sweat becauſe the habit of the Body is inveſted 
with a deal of waters, however by exagitating the Blood they 
are a means that the active Particles implanted in it , which 
were dulFd before, and almoſt overwhelm'd, are rais'd up again, 
and diſpos'd to a Fermentation, and that all the dreggy Excre- 
ments, 'eſvecially ſuch as are Aqueous , are put in Motion,ſo that 
preſently breaking forth of. their Receptacies in a plentiful man- 
ner, they + readily paſs off by Seige, or Urin, and often in ſome 
meaſure by tranſpiration : But after that the waters being well 
clear'd by Purging, the Morbifick matter is fo far diminiſht 
that the-bulk of the Body and the (ſwelling of the Members 
begin to'abate, the remainder of the Humour is excellently con- 
ſum'd by moderate Sweats, and by a conſtant perſpiration. * 
We have given you before a Lift and Forms of Hydroticks ; 
bat as to our preſent purpoſe for the Cure of an Anaſarca, 
thoſe things are moſt proper which are given in ſomwhat a 
large Doſe ; for as to ſuch as are preſcrib'd in a ſmall quantity, 
their active Particles my 4m Jr in the waters are over- 
whelm'd before they can be diffus'd in the Blood fo as to exert 
their force 3 wherefore Spirits whether Armoniack, or VinouF, 
alſo Tinctures and Elixirs, nay and Powders, ſeldom come in 
uſe againſt this Diſeaſe; becauſe in a ſmall Doſe they do little, 
and if it be made very large, they often offend the bowels by 
their exceſs in operation,therefore let thoſe things rather be made 
choice of which being taken in a full Draught and warm may 
be able to paſs the whole Blood uncorrupted , as chiefly the

well enough with the Blood, but being not to be maſtered by 

it, paſs through its whole Maſs, and exert an Elaſtick force,

burr of each an Ounce, Leaves of Woodſage and Germander aryed 
of each two? handfults, let the ſtraining be kept for uſe, the Doſe 13 
from eight Ounces to ten twice a Day warm ; to each Doſe may be 
added Sirir of Sal Armoniack ſuccmated, or of Soot from twenty 
to twenty five Drops: Or Tinfure of Salt of Tartar from half a Dram 
to a Dram. : 

| So much of Hydragogue Medicines to be taken inwardly , 
. Which cauſe waters to be evacuated either by drawing them 
inwardly towards the Inteftines, or by driving them out to 
the Reins, or to the Pores of the Skin : Moreover there are 
certain outward Adminiſtrations -us'd, by which waters gather'd 
together within the habit of the Body are put in motion, and 
ſo diſpos'd either generally to paſs off by Sweat, or Urine, or 
particularly, are preſently let forth, a Vent being made in ſome 
peculiar places. 

In the firſt rank we place Friftions, Liniments, Fomentations, 
Baths both dry and moiſt : And particular things to evacuate 
waters are Veſicatories, Eſcharoticks, and prickings by a Needle, 
I ſhall ſpeak of each of theſe, or at leaſt of the chief of them 
as far as they regard this Diſeaſe. 

Friftions prove often of good effect in a Leucophlegmatia and 
an Anaſarca : For as the habit of the Body is not only fo 
charg'd with a Glut of filthy waters there heapt together, 
that nothing can breath through them, but even the outward 
parts grow cold upon the Blood's being hindred of an acceſs 
to them, frequent and ſtrong Frictions give a motion to the 
ſtagnating waters, and in ſome meaſure diſſipate them from 
thence, and by opening the paſſages call again the Blood into 
thoſe parts whence it was baniſht, wherefore it. is good not 
only to rubb the ſwollen Member, but even the whole Body once 
or twice a Day with a courſe Cloath, or with a little bruſh now 
commonly made for that purpoſe. 

In rubbing, or after it, Liniments and Fomentations are fom- 
times proper : They are prepar'd either of Salts and other Mi- 
\ nerals difloly'd, or of hot and diſcufling Vegetables boil'd 
with Lees of Wine in water z and being apply'd hot open the 
Pores, give a farther motion to the accumulated Waters and 
diſcuſs them, and 'enlarge the compaſs of the Blood's circuit, 
tie watery Maſs being in ſome meaſure diffipated. The Liniments 
conſiſt of Sulphur and Salts of divers kinds , or of Quick-lime 
and other Minerals, which "wo powdred and mixt with = 
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flucilaginous extracts of Smart Herbs, are made into an Ointe 
ment : To which for their better confiltency let a fit quan» 
WY of Ol of Scorpions be added : Nay this Oyl apply'd by it 
elf ( ſo it be right ) gives often*great relief, I knew a Boy 
ſwollen very much with an Univerſal A4naſarca, who was Cur'd 
by this only Remedy : For his Mother ( 1 know not how ad- 
vis'd ) anointed his whole Body Mornings and Evenings with 


. Oyl of Scorpions, chafing well the 'parts with her warm hand : 
Upon which within three Days lic began to make a vaſt quan- 


tity of water, and having continued to make water fo for 
ſome Days, the ſwelling vaniſhing by degrees, he grew well. 
Baths are ſcarce proper fop any Dropfie but an Anaſarca, 
nor for this but in the firſt Diſpoſition to it, or as it goes 
off: For ſince by the heat of Baths encompaſſing the whole 
Body, the Blood being made very hot and inſtigated, puts the 
waters, every where in motion which were ſtagnating before, 
and drinking them into it ſelf conveys them ſundry ways, 
there is danger left (as it frequently happens ) receiving them 
from the habit of the Body into its Mals, it preſently depoſes 
them in the Precordia, or the Brain ; for there is nothing more 
uſual than that the affects of thoſe parts, viz. an Aſthma, or |. 
Apoplexy happen to Hydropical perſons atter bathing : But 
whey the conjunR cauſe of the Diſeaſe ( viz. the ſwelling ) is 
moderate, or not very great, a Bath of water impregnated 
with Salts and Sulphur, or alſo a hot-houſe promoting a gentle 
Sweat, are often us'd with good effect. Inftead of a'hot-houſe 
it's better that the Patients be plac't in ſome convenjent Cells 
in a Salt-houſe near the Furnaces, in which the Mineral water 
is boil'd into Salt , which gften proves of mjghty benefit to 
' Veſicatories let forth the waters betwixt the Fleſh and the Skin 
in'a plentiful manner, and ſomtimes too profuſely, theſe are ta | 
be apply'd to Hydropical perſons with very great caution , for

nation of the Spirits : Moreoyer ſomtimes the place fo drain'd 
on a ſudden, being deprijv'd of Heat and Spirits, in a ſhort 
time becomes mortifyed : Wherefore this ' Medicine is fel- 
dom apply'd to the Leggs or Feet of Hydropical perfons where 
the. heat is weak, and the ſwelling very great, bur ſomtimes tq 
the Thighs and Arms with ſecurity, when need requires. _ 

Eſcharoticks are apply'd ſomwhat more ſafely ta the ſwolteq 
Places than Veficagorzes, becauſe the Flux of waters out of ON 


= 
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Vent is not ſo violent and in ſuch Abundance preſently at firſt : 
But beginning moderately it grows after by little and little to 
a great Current, which uature ( after being accuſtem'd to 
it by degrees ) bears better : Moreover there is leſs danger 
of a Gangrene after an Eſcharotick, than after a Veſicatory , 
becauſe in that Application, the part. whoſe Union 'is dif- 
ſolv'd is fortify'd by the Eſchar againſt the loſs of heat. 
F knew an illiterate Empmrick who often by an Echarotick ſuc- - 
ceſsfully evacuated the Members of Hydropical pe-fons, though 
never ſo much (wollen, after the following manner. vx. Fiſt 
he fomented their Leggs Morning and Evening with a De» 
coction of Dwarfe-elder, Wormwood Camonull, and other hot 
Herbs, the Lees of Wine or Ale being added to them, and be- 
twixt the times of fomenting he apply'd a Cataplaſm made of 
the Feces of that Decoction with Bran: After theſe things 
had been us'd three Days he covered both Leggs and Feet 
with a Plaifter of Burgundy-Pitch, leaving only a ſmall hole 
' on each Calf. to the bigneſs of a ſmall Nut, in which places 
. "he put an Eſcharotick of the Aſhes of Aſhen Bark to the naked 
Skin : which being remov'd after twelve hours a ſmall Eſchar 
was left, out of whoſe Pores the Matter fit Sweated gently, 
then daily diftil1'd forth ſomwhat more treely, and at length 
(the Eſchar falling off) it flow'd forth in a plentifull Stream as 
trom an open Source, till it was drawn from the whule Legg 
' both above and beneath. 
' There remains yet another way of drawing forth waters 
from betwixt the Fleſh and the Skin, not inferior to the for- 
mer, though leſs in uſe, vi. by the pricking of a Needle : 
Which alſo mult be done very cautiouſly and by little and little, 
left a head-ſtrong and exceflive Flux of waters be raisd by it. 
Take an ordinary Needle, fuch as Taylors uſe, and prick the 
Skin over with it in the place molt ſwell'd, but let it not en= 
ter (o far as to draw Blood, and ſo make fix or feven little 
- holes at a time about an inch diſtant the one from the other : 
- The water will Iffge by drops forth of each little hole and 
& fo will continually Diſtill forth till all the (welling be gone from 
the place prickt: Then the next time, after ſomtimes twelve, 
ſomtimes eighteen, ſomtimes twenty four hours prick again 
in fome other part either of the ſzme Leg, or of the other, 
and ſo continue to make ſuch Vents tas, the waters once 
or twice a Day in this Member, o1 that tone, or two, or 
at the ſame time in many : For after this manner the Hydro» 
ical Corruption may be drayn'd more freely and fafely than 
y any other exteriour operation whatſoever ; and if in the 
mean time its freſh ſupply be provided againſt by inward my 
OY ; ck, 
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Phyſick, the Diſeaſe will be the more eaſily Cur'd : Moreover 
in a defperate-Dropfie that Adminiſtration ſerves very well to 
prolong Life, becauſe the waters being continually emptied forth 
by | thoſe outward Vents, the inward and vital Inunda- 


tion 'is the longer delay'd : A Man of late ſeventy years of | 


Age, plung'd in a Dropſie over his whole Body has continued 
in Life and kept his head above the waters for theſe many 
Months beyond the expectation of all Men by the means of 
this only Remedy. 

So far of the kinds and forms of Remedies prompted 
to us by the firſt, that is, the Curative-Indication : As for the 


Preſervative Indication which takes care to reſtore the Crafis, 


and fermenting or Sanguitying Vertue of the Blood, it ſug- 
geſts to us thoſe Medicines with being endowed with hot and 
elaſtick Particles, raiſe up the active or kreſt Principles of 
the Maſs of Blood, or repair them being waſted ; for which 
ends the vulgarly calld Altering Remedies are wont to be pre- 
{crib'd in the Form of an EleCtuary , Powder , Pills, Diſtill'd 
waters, Julapes, Apozemes, and Dyets, to which alſo Spirits, 
Tinctures, Elixirs are ſomtimes added for the greater Effica- 
Cy : I ſhall give you an example or two of each of theſe. 


I. Take Conſerves of Sea-Wormood, Scurvy-graſs, and the yellow 
Coats of Oranges of each two Ounces, Winters-Bark two Dram, 
Species Diacurcume a Dram and a half, Steel prepared with Sulphur 
three Drams, Salt of Wormwood two Drams, Syrup of Citron Pills 
what ſuffices, make an Elefuary : The Doſe is two Drams in the 
Morning and at five in the Afternoon, drinking after it a Draught 
of Fulape, or of the Diſtil'd water to three or four Ounces. 

Chalybeats very often do great good in this Diſeaſe, as in the 
Green-fickneſs : Infomuch that the whole, or at the leaſt the 
chief ſcope of Curing Falls frequently on this Remedy : But we 
muſt note that theſe kinds of Medicines do not all equally a- 
gree in theſe caſes : For thoſe that are chiefly in uſe, v7. Salt 
of Steel, or Vitriol of Mars, and otherS prepar'd with Acids, 
and wholly depriv'id of Sulphur, do no good at all, be- 
cauſe they do not promote the Fermentation of the Blood, but 
on the contrary rather fix it when too Exorbitant, or Elaſtick : 
But for an Anaſarca, and any other cdematous Cachexia in the 
habit of the Body, let thoſe Chalybeats be given, in which the 
Salphury Particles are left, and are Przdominant, as eſpecially 
in the Filings of Iron, and in its Scales reduc't into a fine 
Powder, and in-Steel- melted with Sulphur and Powdred ; theſe 
Powders being taken are preſently diflolv'd by the Acid Salts 
within our Body, upon which the Sulphureous Metallick rene 
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Maſs, raiſe up the Symbolous Particles there, betore'lying dor=.. - 
mant, and being joyn'd with them give a vigour to the Blood, 
and renew its fermenting or ſanguifying power before d . 


Wherefoge we find. after a little uſe of theſe Chalybeats the pal- 


lid colour in the Green-ſickneſs goes off, and turns to a Florid- 
Aſpect. | 

Nlle compound Powder of Aron Roots , and Winters-bark 
of each three Drams, Roots of the- leſſer Galingal, Cubebs of each 
a Dram and a half, Steel prepard with Sulphur half an Ounce, 
Sugar of Roſemary Flowers ſix Drams, make a Powder, drvide it 
into twenty parts, the Doſe 15 one part every Morning,. and at five

" A certain Robuſt Man, of a middle Age, after having gotten 
an Epidemical Quartan Ague, and being ill manag'd at firſt, 
had lain under it abovea year, and in the mean time had us'd an ill 
38 Dyet, fell into an Anafarca, which afterward upon his indulging 
'- himſelf to Drink very freely for (nencming his ' Thirſt, (which 
was exceeding great ) grew in a ſhort time to a vaſt height ; 
ſo that all his Members from the Head to the Foot, and his 
Belly likewiſe being ſwollen, he was not able to turn himſelf 
from one fide to the other in his Bed without the afliſtance 
"Ts -of -Servants. | 
E As T firſt viſited him, and deſpairing of Cure, I plainly told 
him that unleſs he would abſtain from Drink, he mult die -in a 
ſhort time; upon which he promis'd, ſo.I could fave his Life, 
that he would Drink no more in a Weeks timg, and was as 
good as his word, for though very Thirſty he ſcarce took any 
Liquid thing into him. but Phyſick for fix or ſeven Days: And 
during that time by. carefully taking Hydragogue Catharticks 
and Dwureticks, and all other things Preſcrib'd, he grew much 
" better ; and afterwards a Method as above Preſcrib'd being ſom- 
time followed, he was reftor'd to his perfect Health, and now 
lives a ſound Man after five years paſt. | 
There remains certain other affects of the V/:ſcera of the Belly, 
of the Remedies of which according, to a due Method I ſhould 
have treated here ; but I have already perform'd this Task for 
the greateſt part elſewhere; for we have deliver'd moſt of the 
Medicines that concern the Reins amongſt Diureticks, and thoſe 
that concern the Stomach and Inteftines among the number of 
Emeticks and Purgers: As for what reſpect the Spleen and the 
Womb we have fully ſet them forth in aur Hypochondriack and 
Hifterick Pathology : As for what regards the Genital parts and 
their Diſeaſes, and Cure, we have thought fit to reſerve it tor 
another time and place : It concerns us next after having treated 
hitherto of inward Pharmacy ; to diſcourſe ſomwhat of outward 
Medicines, which we ſhall do in the next Section beginning 
with the great Remedy Phlebotomy. 
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6 ho Diſcourſe Methodically of this great Remedy, we muſt 
tuſt conſider how many ways and for what cauſes and ends 
an Emifſion of Blood happens either of its own accord, or is 
indicated by Phyfick. Then Secondly we ſhall acquaint you 
with the good and ill effects ; or with the Adyantages and 
Prejudices of this Evacuation, and ſhall give you likewiſe cer= 
tain rules and cautions to be obſerv'd in the due Adminiſtration 
of Phlebotomy. Ras 

As to the fir{t, Spontaneous Eruptions of Blood being ma= 
nifold and of divers kinds, are uſually reduc't to theſe two 
heads, or orders, viz. either they are Critical, nature endeavour- 
ig ſomthing good and for the Advantage of Health ; or-Sympta= 
matical, which happen for the moſt part when ſhe is put by 
of her Government, and all things are in Confuſion ; The E- 
ruptions of Blood of the firſt kind are again diſtinguiſht, that 
either they come without a Fever, and are either Periodical, 
which often happen at ſet times as the Menſes of Women, and 
in ſome the Flux of the Hzmorrhoides, and in others yearly Bleed- 
ings at the Noſe, or otherwiſe cuſtomary 3 which commonly hap- 
pen upon the great changes of the year, or of the Air: Or 
they are erring and uncertain, as when the Blood breaks forth 
| for our good from thoſe places, and from many others, ſom- 
times in this part of the Body, ſfomtimes in that. Moreover 
Excretions "of Blood ſomtimes happen in a Fever, and often 
determine it : In all theſe caſes the Blood breaks forth, becauſe 
growing Turgid within its Veſſels , and being very much rari- 
fled, it requires a larger ſpace. . 

Now the Blood grows thus Turgid on two accounts vzz. 
both as its Liquor is. Inflammable, and as it is Fermentative, 


t, As to the Firſt, that the Blood may have a due Do 
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- for the preſervation of Life, and the due performance of its Fun- 
tions, its' Innate Sulphureous Particles muſt be proportion'd 
to the Nitrous Particles coming to it from the Air : There- 
fore as often as the Blood growmg very hot, and being highly 
rarified, is much open'd and looſen'd in its Texture, fo that the 
Sulphur being at treedom is kindled more than ordinary, a quick 
and toylſome Ereathing follows to draw the Nitre alſo in a 
fuller meaſure than uſually : Now if the abounding Sulphur can- 
not ſpend it felf after this -manner by burning briskly, nor the 
vital flame be thus regulated, preſently the next couſe for leſs- 
ning the fuel of the Sulphur is that ſome part of the rari- 
fied Blood breaks violently forth : Hence not only in Fevers, but 
after Drinking Wine, Bathing, being in the Sun, and other Ac- 
cidents upon which the Blood grows very Turgid, cither Eru- 
ptions of Blood happen of their own accord, or it's often ne- 
ceſlary to ſupply the defect of ſuch Spontaneous Evacuation 
by opening a Vein. ls 7 

Secondly, the ,Blood alſo as it is a Fermentative Liquor is 
apt to break forth of its Veſſels, for if at any time ſome Hetero- 

eneous thing,which will not mix with it, comes into its Latex, it 
ongly Ferments as Wine in a Hogs-head,and boyls in its Veſlels to 
expell that diſagreeing ſubſtance, which (ſeeing it can neither 
-conquer, nor ſend forth by Sweat, Urine, or other ways, the 
Blood it ſelf throws off ſome portion of its own ſubſtance, as 
a Vehicle to carry forth that matter with it : hence divers E- 
ruptions of” Blood varioufly happen both 'in Fevers and with- 
out them ; which are all raisd by nature for ſome good intent, 
though it often happens otherwiſe throngh various Accidents 
and Circumſtances ; but for the molt part there is a failing in 
Spontaneous Hzmorrhagies critically intended ; either Firſt, be- 
cauſe the Blood in boyling knows no meaſure in flowing forth ; 
or Secondly becauſe the mouths of the Veſlcls being once open'd 
do not preſently cloſe,or cannot preſently be ſhut ; or Third!y be- 
cauſe nature endeavouring an Excretion of Blood,does it by p!aces 
which are moſt open, though often improper, as when it hap- 
pens by the Lungs, Reins, Inteltines, and other Viſcera, which 
therefore from being critical becomes Symptomatical, . and often 
Malignant. 

Nor only theſe ways, but likewiſe for many other Failures 
or Impediments of nature, Symptomaticall Hxmorrhagies hap- 
pen, in all which either the Blood it felf, or the Vellcls cou- 
taining, or both of them together, are always chiefly in the favlr. 

Fuſt, the Blood beſides the ways above mention'd is apt to 
extravaſate when its Latex being ſome way corrupted, is not 
able to retain its due mixture, but being apt to ceagulate or 

; putritie, 
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patrifie, runs Into parts,, whereof ſome break forth into Wheals 
or Puſhes, or ſhew themſelves in Spots , others plainly make 
Bloody Eruptions where they can firſt find a Vent 3 as it's ge- 
nerally ſeen in the Plague, Small-pox, Meazles, and in Malig- 
nant Fevers, and in ſome meaſure in Scorbutick Aﬀects. Second- 
ly, The Veſſels conveying the Blood 'are many'ways the cauſe 
of its Symptomatical Eruption , as firſt if ſome of them are 
in any place obſtiucted, as often as the Blood is-put in a- Ra- 
pid Motion, it's forc't to burſt forth either there, or near the 
place, and ſomtimes alſo in parts far diſtant from it 5 hence 
upon a ſuppreſſion of the Menſes, or Hzmorrhoides, a Bleed- 
ing at the Note often tollows. Secondly, the little Mouths of 
the Veſſels have ſomtimes an ill Conformation, for- that the 
fleſhy Fibres with which they are guarded are grown Lax, or 
reſolv'd, fo that when the ends of the Arteries gape too. much, 
the Mouths of the Veins cloſe ; by reaſon of this- affect Scor- 
buticall and Cachectical perſons are very ſubject to Ernptions 
of Blood. Thirdly, It oftens happens that the Veſlells having 
 this*ill Conformation are likewiſe affected with Conyulfions, 
ſo that the Muſcular Fibres of the Veſſels being diſorderly 
contracte, cauſe ſudden and violent Sallyes of the Blaod, fom- 
times upwards and ſomtimes downwards, and confequently E= 
ruptions : For I have oblerv'd in ſome, when the Current of 
the Blood has been ſlender enough, with a low and weak Pulſe, 
that the Convu!tions of the Vetlells beginning in ſome place, 
and carried forward as a Wind running here and there in the 
Body,have driven the Blood vehemently,though never fo low of it 
ſelf, and forc't it into violent Eruptions: And in theſe caſes 
when opening a Vein, and' Medicines cooling and qualifying 
the Blood have done no good, we have found the greateſt re- 
lief trom Narcoti:k's, Anticonvulhves, and Ligatures. 

To ſpeak now. of Bleeding by Art, we generally obſerve that 
Phylick in ſome caſes imitates nature, in others exceeds it, 
and often regulates it, and reduces it when it acts amiſs 
though there are ſome caſes in which nature far exceeds 
the efficacy. of Art in Excretions of Blood, I ſhall ſpeak brief- 
ly of each of theſe. | 

Firſt therefore in whatever affects Spontaneons Eruptions of 
" Blood uſe to do good, if at any time theſe fail , Phyfack the 
Handmaid of nature aptly ſuplys its place by Phlebotomy, there- 
fore if haply the Blood by reaſon of its Sulphur, being too much 
at liberty and e-:alted, is kindied too much, upon; apening a 
Vein the ſuperfluity of that Inflammable fuel will iflue forth : 
So likewiſe immoderate Turgeſcencies of the Blood by Reaſon 
of ſome unſubduable ſubltance gotten into it, are allay'd by 
| Aa2 this 
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this meays: Wherefore Bleeding is preſently ordered bath a- 
gainit-continual Fevers which proceed from the former cauſe, 
and againſt ſuch as intermit whoſe fits are from the latter : 
And fo, as often as an accuſtomed Evacuation at ſet times which 
is ſtopt, or. a humour ftruck- back from the outward parts, or 
a ſudden ſtoppage of the Pores, or if a Surfeit, Drinking of 
Wine, and other Accidents of this nature, by crowding the Blood 
with Heterogeneous Particles, cauſe a Turgeſcency in it, Phle- 
botomy is uſually a moſt preſent Remedy. | 

Secondly, Phyſick does not only imitate nature in letting 
forth of Blood, but often exceeds it ; nay and frequently aids 
it, and reduces it when it labours, and aCts amiſs. For if at 
any time the Blood taking a Head, ruſhes in a Body to one 
part, and there either preſently breaks torta in a diſorderly 
manner, or being gather'd together in a large quantity cauſes 
an Inflammation, a Vein being open'd in ſome remote part ttops 
that Preternatural Salley of the Blood, and often puts an enf1 
to the Eruption, or Inflammation : Wherefore in the Plurifie, 
Sqinancy, Peripneumonia, in Spitting,or {90591 a6 urn na- 
ture either yields it ſelf. overcome, or being ſtruck as it were 
with a Rage ſeems to lay violent hands on it fe!f, Cairurgery 
withdrawing the Blood to ſome other place, and letting it forth, 
reſtores all things, when almoſt in a loft Condition. 
Moreover Phyſick often moderates or reduces nature . when 
too profuſe, or extravagant in the Effuſfion of Blood, for in 
Truth all immoderate Eruptions of Blood muſt be ftay'd, ra- 
ther than' promoted : Again in regard in the Plague, Small-Pox, 
and Meazles broken forth, and in Malignant Fevers a Sponta- 
neous .Ernption of Blood always foreboads 1!l ; Theretore in 
thoſe affects Stiptick Medicines reſtraining the Eruption of Blood 
are more proper than breathing a Vein. __ 

Nevertheleſs there are ſome caſes of an Eftuſton of Blood by 
nature, which Phyfick can no way imitate, nor ſupply by Phle- 
botomy if -haply they fail : In Fevers about the Crihs of the Diſ- 
eaſe , vix. after the Digeſtion of the matter , that is, its pre- 
paration © for Separation, a Spontaneous Eruption of Blood, in 
regard it comes in a due nick of time, 15 far better than any 
Bleeding by Art, the due feaſon for which is unknown : And 
ſo a flowing of theMenſes and Hzmorrhoides hapening by the 
Inſtinct of nature is much more Adyantageous than if Blood be 
caus'd to flow thence by Art. F341 
| There is this notable difference betwixt Bleeding by opening 


+, a Vein,and a Spontaneous Eruption of Blood,that in this the Blood 


flows in a"manner wholly out of the Arteries, and in the 0- 
ther Evacuation it's drawn pnly out of the Veins. 
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$ far of Phlebotomy compar'd with a Spontaneous Eruption - 
of Blood : I ſhall now ſhew its uſe and effects both good and 
evil in the Practice of Phyſick : Therefore in the firſt place let 
us ſhew in general what ſort of alteration this Evacuation cauſe, 
in the Maſs of Blood, and then to what Diſeaſes either of th 
whole Body, or of particular parts it moſt. immediately ha” 


reſpect to. | 


Concerning the firſt it's obvious that the Blood after Breath- 


'4 ing a Vein is altered both as to its quantity, and as to its 


Temper and Crafis, and as to its' Motion. 

" The firft and moſt common Indication for Breathing a Vein 
is that by this Adminiſtration the Maſs of the Blood be leffen'd : 
Hence even the vulgar growing to an overful habit of Body 
cauſe themſelves to be let Blood to remove that Plethorick Dif- 
poſition , but though the evils of that affect are remov'd or 
prevented by nothing better, yet the neceflity of this Evacuation 
ought to be avoided as much as may be : Becauſe the Blood 
is rendred by it more Sulphureous and lets Salt, and conſequent- 
ly it diſpoſes Men to a Feveriſh habit, and to grow Fat : More=i 
over the great Remedy, Bleeding, if made common on every 
ſlight occaſion, will become of no effect in grand Diſtempers 
when it is needed ; To which we may add that according to the 
obſervation of the vulgar, the more familiarly any one uſes Bleed- 
ing, the oftner he will want it : For the Blood being let forth 
to avoid an overgreat fullneſs, the reſt of the Maſs ſoon riſes 
again to a Plenitude, though it's worſe in its Crafis , For 
by this means being much bereft of its Palſamick Salt which 
preſerves it from PutrefaCtion : Inſtead of it, it's more fill'd with 
a Fatning and Inflammable Sulphur. 

2. Phlebotomy amends the Mixture and Temperament of the 
Blood. in ſundry reſpects : Firſt if any Heterogeneous thing be 
gotten into its Maſs, which can neither be maſtered, nor eafily 
ſeparated, and ſent forth, upon opening a Vein the Blood flow-= 
ing forth carries with it often a great Portion of that matter : 
$0 again the Blood declining from its Temperament is often re- 
ſtor'd by Phlebotomy ; for when its Maſs upon the exaltation 
of the Sulphur, or fixt Salt, or both of them together, is de- 
generated into a ſharp, Salt, or Salino-Sulphureous nature; a Por- 
tion of the Blood being drawn out , preſently it ferments 
anew, and often there is {ach a change made of all thoſe kinds 
of Particles, that thence forwards the Spirits with the Volatile 
Salt begin toriſe again, and recover their Dominion, keeping he 
Sulphur, and ffxt Salt under, as they ought to be: Hence Bleed- 
ing gives often great religf not only in Fevers, but likewiſe in the 
Scuryy,Jaundiſe, and even in a beginning Phthifick; For the ood 
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after the Veſſells are emptyed, as the Stomack whep diſcharg'd , 
Coneotts and Aflimilates all Humours that come into it better,and 
more eaſily ſeparates any Heterogeneous thing and ſends it a- 


Way- 


or wholly to fink,as in the Plague, and Malignant Fevers, we muſt 
- utterly abſtain from Bleeding ; for upon taking away of Blood 
the proviſion of the Spirits ( whoſe only buſineſs it is to pre- 
ſerve the Maſs of Blood from PutrefaCtion and Corruption ) is 
diminiſht : So that all things preſently tend to a pernicious Diffolu- 
tion. Moreover if the Diſcracy of the Blood be ſuch that the more 
noble Principles, v:z. the Spirits, Volatile Salt, and Sulphur being 
depreſt or ſpent, the watery.and earthy Particles, have the Prado- 
minancy, the Blood muſt by no means be let forth, bur be preſery'd 
as the Treaſure of Life: Hence in a Drophie, . Cachexia, Conſump- 


preſt, you had as good cut a Mans Throat as open a Vein. 
- In the foreſaid caſes where the Crafis of the Blood is con- 
' fder'd, it's eaſy to determine whether Bleeding be proper , or 
not, but in certain other caſes, as eſpecially-in a Putrid con- 
tinual Fever, when Life and Death depend on this point, there 
is need of great Deliberation. Now in this difficult caſe we muſt 
conſider the State of the Blood, the tendency of the Morbi- 
tick Matter, and the ſtrength of nature : Firſt as to the former, 
if in a Putrid Fever the Blood boyling very much cauſes a mighty 
heat, with Thirſt, Watchings, and a parching heat of the Jaws, 
and no free Sweat, or Eruption of Puſhes appears, or is ex- 
#>-Þected in any ſhort time, Bleeding is ſo plainly indicated, that 
gf” K were a crime to omit it : But on the contrary it.in a- weak 
S==Ez-8ody, a {bw and remiſs, but continual Fever ariſes with a weak 
= Pulſe, forbear taking away any Blood, and let it be cleans'd by 
 - Franſpication, Urine, and Bliſtering. In. a middle State of the 
*7 HDood, let Bleeding, being of it ſelf indifterent, be determined 
by other things . Therefore in the ſecond place we mult con- 
ſider the Tendency of the Morbifick matter, or its Propenſion, 
which matter if it lies dull in the Maſs of Blood and unapt to 
ſeparate, and fo (as it frequently falls out ) a Tranſlation of it 
to the head inſtead of a Criſis hapning, it threatens the Brain, 
and the Genus Nervoſum, Bleeding, ought to be ſeaſonably Ad- 
miniſtred for the prevention of theſe evils : But if that mat- 


to the Viſcera of the Belly cauſes a violent Vomiting, or Flux, 
or driven outwards brings forth the Small-pox, Meazles. or 0- 
ther Puſhes ; every fuch Impetus of nature, if good ought not 
to be difturb'd, if evil muſt nat be rendreq worſe by Phle- 

votomy | 


But if the mixture of the Blood begins to be much diffolv'd, - 


tion and other affects, where the aCtive Principles are mightily de-- 


- ter mov'd with a ſudden Impetus, and either ruſhing inwards ' 
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botomy : For to let Blood in theſe caſes is not only danger. 
ous; but very often alſo Extreamly Ignominious. Thirdly, con- 


* cerning Blecding in a doubtful caſe; we muſt confider the ſtrength 


of the Patient ; for in a ſound Conſtitution, a Vigorous Age, 
the beginning of a Diſeaſe, and whilſt the FunCtions both Vi- - 
tal and Animal are in a vivid or indifferent State , we may 
with confidence order Bleeding unlefs ſomthing indicates - the 
contrary 3 but when it is otherwiſe as to thoſe conditions we 
muſt not inconfiderately proceed to that Evacuation. | 

Thirdly, the diforderly Motions of the Blood, viz. when being 
ſtruck, as it were with a Rage, it either ruſhes violently, or 
conveys offenſive matter ſomtimes into one part, ſomtimes in- 
to another , it is excellently moderated, or reduc't by Phle- 
botomy ; wherefore for violent Head-aches , all Convulfive, or 
Sleepy Fits, for Catarrhs, Inflammations of the Eyes,and for the 
'Cough , Aſthma, Fits of the Gout, and of the Stone in the Kid- - 
neys, or for Phlegmons, Erifipela's and for many other af- 


- fects cans'd by the Fluxions of the Blood or Serum, Bleed- 


ing is commonly preſcrib'd, and that with- good ſucceſs , for 
upon draining the Veſſells, the Blood getting a more free paſ- 
ſage is Circulated calmly and undiſturb'd 2: Moreover whatſoever 
of this, or of the Serum is extravaſated, is 'drunk up again and 
brought into its due courſe. | 

Having thus ſhewn you the eftects both good and evil which 
happen to the Blood in its different State upon Breathing a Vein; 
we muſt now enquire to what chief Diſeaſes either of the whole 
Body, or of ſome particular part that Kind of Remedy has 
moſt immediate regard to it : And firſt as to general affects 
its well known that Bleeding is indicated by a hot and dry 
Diſtemper, and forhidden by a cold and moiſt. In every Fever 
it's uſually propos'd, never in the Dropſie: Next if we conſider 
particular Diſeaſes, there is no region or part of the Body but 
ſome time may require it : The Headaking, the Brain oppreſt 
with Blood, or Serum ( whence a world of evils ſpring ) the 
Inflammation of the Eyes, Face, Mouth and Throat, all Diſeaſes 
of the Breſt, and Prazzcordia ( to each of which the diſorder 
of the Blood gives a Riſe or affords Fuel ; alſo obſtructions, 
or inflam'd aftects of the Liver, Spleen, and other Viſcera, fo 
likewiſe both the overgreat fulneſs and athletick habit of the whole 
Body, and the Tumours, and Painful, or Convnlfive Paſſions of 
each particular Member ſeen to accuſe the Blood as the Au- 
thor of all the evil, aad require its Emiſſion as it were by way of 
latis!1staCction, 

If at any time in theſe and many other. affects Bleeding be 
manifelily indicated, before we ſet upon it we muſt ——_ 
F (9 
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of theſe four things, viz. in what place; after what manner 
and by what inſtrument, at what time, and in what quantity 
the Blood ought to be let forth. 


r. As tp the Firſt, though according to the Laws of the 
Circulation. of the Blood there be: little difference from what 
Veſſel it be drawn, fo it be large enough ; yet becauſe beſides 
ageneral Evacuation of Blood fomtimes a partial Derivation pro- 
perly ſo call'd ( as when the Blood is to be drawn from ſome par- 
ticular place where it is gathered together ) and likewiſe a Re- 
' *vulfion , when it is to be withdrawn into this or that part, 
are intended, therefore in the Body of Man various limited pre- 
cincts, as it were, are aflign'd, out of which Blood may be let 
according to occaſion, and for moſt neceſſary uſes , ſomtimes 
out of this, ſomtimes out of that,or the other. 

If therefore at any time a general Evacuation of Blood be 
indicated the common or middle Vein of the Arm is belt to 
be. open'd, for- this being of a good largeneſs eaſily admits the 
Lancet, and the Blood. flows equally from the whole Body to 
its wide Orifice, upon the free Emiffion of which not only the 
Plethorick Diſpoſition is taken away, but the greater Veſſells 
being every where: emptyed by this means, the Blood ſtagnat- 
ing in any place is reſtor'd again to Motion, and it extrava- 
fated is drank up again into the Veins : Wherefore | in great 
» Where the Blood gathered together in the Brain or 2- 
bout the Prazcordia threatens a ſudden DeftruCtion , the heſt 
way, not only of a general Evacuation, but likewiſe for a Re- 
yulfion is to let forth the Blood in a full current by opening 
a Vein in the Arm with a large Incifion. 

But if without any great Plethora the Blood be to be E- 
vacuated from the whole Body, and to be withdrawn from the 
- Superiour Regian of the Body to the Inferiour, as in ſupprefſions 
of the Menſes, or Hzmorrhoids, it's more propper to draw Blood 
from the Foot, or fron; the Hxmorhoid Veins by Leeches : And 
x after an Evacuation of Blood from the whole, it mutt alfo 
be deriv'd from ſome particular place where it is gathered to- 
gether, let it be taken near the place affected ; Hence in Ces 
phalick Diſeaſes we open the Vein of the Forehead, Temples, 
or Throat : To Cure Tumors and Pains hapning in the Joynts, 
we--either open a Vein beneath or near them, or draw forth the 
Blood by applying Cupping-glafles, or Leeches there: And fo 
in affects of the Thorax and of the Belly either Cupping-glafles 
are apply'd to the Region Diſtempered, or Leeches to the Veſlells 


of the Fundament. 


As to what is ſaid that ſme Veſſels haye a peculiar reſpect 
to 
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to ſome of the Viſcera in particular , as the outward Vein of 
the Arm to the Head, the inward to the Liver, &c. All this . 
is a meer vulgar errour , grounded on no reaſon or - Anatomi= 
cal obſervation : Therefore afſoon as it is agreed on —__ 
a Vein, and of the place, make choice of fome large Veſlel, 

very fair to the fight that it may be more eaſily open'd, and 
let it not have any Artery , Nerve, and Tendon near it, that it 
may be Lanced more ſecurely. Wherefore the middle Vein of 
the Arm is moſt commonly made choice of, though the Exte- 
rivur call'd the Cephalick be more ſafe, being leſs crowded with 
other Veſſels. 

The Jugular Vein, ſo generally open'd in- Beaſts is moſt 
ly and eaſily lanc't , and is as proper as any other whatſo= 
ever for a general Evacuation of Blood from the whole Body, 
beſidey its excellent Derivation from the Head. 

If you open the Vein above or near the Ancle-you muſt take 
a mighty care leſt you hurt the Tendon, which ſometimes hap- 
pens through the unskillfulneſs or raſhneſs or Chirurgeons, to 
the great prejudice of the Patient: Moreover you muſt take 
care of opening a Vein near its Anaſtomoſis with an Artery 2: 
For if this be done the Blood ſprings forth violently all. of a 
Scarlet colour, and its ſtream is not eafily ſtopt, nor the Ori- 
fice of the Veſſel ſoon clos'd. 

As to the ways or Inſtruments with which Blood is drawn 
forth, it's done either by opening a Vein with a Lancet, or by 
Suction with Leeches, or by Cupping-glaſſes after Scarification. , 

It's known by ſad experience that in Lancing a: Vein ſome» 
times an Artery is prickt, whence either Death, or a cutting off 
of the Member ſometimes follows ; the reaſon is that an Artery 
ought inceſſantly to vibrate and beat in like manner as the 
Heart it ſelf, its Fibres iterating the perpetual charges of Sy» 
ſtole's and Diaſtole's, wherefore a hole made in its Ductus. be- 
comes as it were incurable by reaſon of the continual Motion 
of the Veſſel, and the Efflux of Blood : It is far otherwiſe in 
a Vein whoſe Aperture preſently cloſes again of its own accord ; 
there being little ſtreſs of contraCtion lay d on its Tunicles, and 
indeed only fo that its Fibres being a little dilated on occa- 
fion, the Blood flowing back, may be gently driven forwards : 
If at any time a Phyfician or Patient are fearful of. opening 
a Vein, an Extraction of Blood by Leeches, or Cupping-glafſes 
with Scarification will aptly enough ſupply its defect, and of- 
ten with the like Advantage ; nay theſe Adminiſtrations for re- 
moving the ConjunCt cauſe of a. Diſeaſe , where there is need 
rather of a partial Derivation, or Evacuation than a general one, 
are often preferr'd to wh 67". MN

- Firſt; therefore: if we ought to let Blood” in any Diſeaſe, the 
fitteſt time: for it: will be about the beginning of it, or in its en- 
creaſe; but not: at all, or very, cautiouſly in its height, or De- 
clination : For in the former whilſt nature endeavouring a Cri- 
{3s\ js extreatnly. byſied, fo that, the Spirits labour mightily, and 
the Blood ferments. very much, that [its laſt effort ought not 
toibe_diſturb'd; 'and when a Diſeaſe is upon remitting, either 
nature being conquereſs, does not- ſtand in need of that Aid, or 
belpg' conquered'-will not bear,ſuch Evacuation. 


_.. Secondly, it at any time we deliberate of Bleeding for pre- 


vention ,. Infahits, Ebildren, and aged: Perſons are exempted from 
it.by the; general Practice” of all: Nations : This Evacuation al- 
heretofore was forbidden 'to - Women with Child, but now 
its very ordinatily pteſcrib'd: Men:of a ſtrong Conſtitution, and 
of. middle: Age bear Bleeding. well enc.ugh, and want it very 
often, but ought not to admit it the firſt and ſecond time with- 
ont great occafion; for once begun , and then repeated, it foon 
paſſes into:au Inevitable cuſtom : Hence thoſe who uſe to Bleed 
(Spring and Fallcannot afterwards omit this Evacuation with- 
ont: danger : But: [thoſe for whom..it is good or neceflary to be 
let Blood once'or twice a Year, the moſt ſeafonable times for it will: 
be about-the' beginning, of. the Spring and. Autumn, when . the 
Blood :; being apt: to Ferment/ anew, is in danger. of changing 
its 'Craſis- "Bleeding in ſeafoh (prevents . the exaltation of the 
Sulphur 'and Salts; and confequently keeps the Blacd from any 
Feyeriſh, Scorbutick, or. otherwiſe vitious Difttemper :. And like- 
wiſe-from:. fuſing it ſelf: and pouring its Serous and other dreg- 
gy Excrements on. the Brain , Lungs, or Viſcera of the Belly. 
About the Salſtices when our Bodies are very cold, or hot, the 
Blood ,nas alſo. the Juices of. all Vegetables being in a fixt 
State, andannapt for any Turgid Motion, ought not. to be let 
forth unleſs ſome urgent cauſe requires it.

But if there be root for delay , then " 
it's more proper to Bleed rather -in a Mornitig* When” the Sto- "4 
mack is faſting and the Veflels are emptye@ by the Night Per- 1 
ſpiration, ſo that the current of the Blood is #hefi m a very 
great Calm and free from Serous Excrements:;' Nay though ne- 
ceſlicy preſſes , let it be delay'd a little, till 'the- freſh Juice of 
things taken into the Body be paſt into the Blood ;- for: the 
Veſle's being emptyed will draw haſtily into-them'the 'Chymus 
not only crude, but often diſagreeing with, or diſproportionate 
to the Blood ; whence not only its Motion is-difturb'd, but alſo 
the Vital flame is ſometimes in danger ot- being overwhelm'd : 
I have known ſome who upon Bleeding ſhortly after large Drink- 
ing, or pouring in of Vinous Liquors, have. felt into- dreadful 
(womiding Fits , which continued a very long time, till the Vi- 
tal Spirit half overwhelm'd happen'd at length-to recover. 

5. As to the quantity of Blood to be taken; befrdes the ma- 
nifeſt errour of thoſe who are ſparing, or profnſe of it in the 
greateſt extreams, there is likewiſe | an errour of no ſmall mo- 
ment committed within the moderate Limits , whilſt .in ſome 
caſes the Bloud is taken too ſparingly , and in others mm a 
greater quaritity than is fitting : In a burning Fever, the Pleu- 
rifte , Peripneumonia , Squinancy, Frenzy, Apoplexy, and other 
great Diſeaſes riſing from the Turgeſcency or Inflammatory In- 
curſion of the Blood, a ſpare Bleeding always does more hurt 
than good : For beſides that it does 'not remove_ the Antece- 
dent cauſe of the Diſeaſe, viz. the Plethora,-it moreover encrea- oo 
ſes its ConjunCt cauſes, viz. the Inflammation, or Irruptiou. of the _#. *: 
Blood : For it's a conſtant obſervation that after a ſpare Emif® j# * '® 
fion of Blood, its whole Maſs preſently *boyls in a high mea- {if þ 
ſure, and makes new Sallyes into the part affected : The rea= 'V 7 
ſon of which is, that in a great Plethora many Portions both -of 
+ g *< Blood and Serum being driven into ſtrait and by recep- 

* tacles, are forc't to reſide there, which upon the Veſlels being 

a little emptied riſh back haſtily into the Maſs -of Blood, and 

trouble it mightily, driving it here and there in a violent manner. 
As a ſpare Bleeding in ſome caſes is not only uſeleſs but hurt- 
ful, ſo in others a too large Effafion of Blood is ſeldom with- 
out danger, and ſometimes proves mighty prejudicial to Health : 
For if at any time there be a failing of ſtrength, or the Body 
labours under a great Cachexia, we maſt be. ſpare of Bleeding, 

and it is either forbidden, or being indicated by reaſon of ſome 

* accident it mut be allow'd but in a (mall quantity : Wherefore 
in Men of a tender, weak, or cold Conſtitation, and in Conſump- 
tive Perſons, and ſuch as are affected with 'a long or Malig- 
nant Fever, alſo in thoſe that are Hydropical, or very Cacochy= 
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Cacochytnical, we muſt not lightly open a Vein, at leaſt being 
open'd we muſt not let forth-much Blood. | 
. The quantity of Blood to be drawn being agreed upon, the 
next care muſt be, that a large Orifiges being made, it flows 
forth —_— mixt in- as ſhort a ſpace as may be: For other- 
wiſe if it iſle, forth at a flender Orifices either by Drops, or 
in a ſmall ſtream, the Maſs. of Blood fermenting will ſeparate 
into parts, and what is moſt Subtle and Spirituous will ſpring 
forth, the thicker, and more dreggy Portion remaining behind : 
Hence it is to be obſerv'd, that if at any time the Blood be- 
ing let out of a large* Qjifice with a full ſtream be ſtopt 
a little by putting the Finger on it, and in a ſhort while af- 
ter be let run again, the Blood iſſuing forth the Second time 
. . will be much purer and brighter than the former, becauſe in 
the interval of its running, the more ſubtle Particles having got 
free of the thicker and gathered themſelves together in a Body 
prepar'd themſelves for flying forth, 
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Infiruftions and Preſcripts for ſtopping an Eruption 
| of Blood.

- Here being various and manifold kinds of Hzmorrhagies or 
Eruptions of Blood, Phyfick is not needful to all of them : 
IF a great Effuſion of Blood happens through a Wound, (9c. Chi- 
rurgery undertakes to ſtop it : Moreover an Eruption of Blood, 
jf jt be Critical ought not to be diſturb'd by any Medicine but 
to. be left wholly to the governance of nature ( ſo ſhe be free 
and enjoys her power) nay in Symptomatick Bleeding, ſo long 
as it is but ſmall, or not very prejudicial Phyfick is not re- 
quired : But then chiefly and in a manner only it is needſal, if 
at any time the Flux of Blood be either immoderate, or breaks 
forth in improper places. | 
Bloody Ervptions of the latter kind require help chiefly if 
haply the Blood be caſt forth upwards by coughing , or vomit- 
ing, or be voided downwards by the Fundament, or the Uri» 
nary paſſages , for in theſe caſes though the quantity of Blood 
yoided be naty commonly much fear'd, yet becayſe's dangers 
QUI 
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dangerous or pernicious Ulcer often follows the Solution of Unity 
ſo madein the Lungs,or in the Stomack,or Inteſtines,or in a Vein; 
therefore we muſt diligently take care of thoſe vom rennny on 
from their very firſt appearance, and therefore ſuch Bloody Ex- 
cretions are ranged amongſt the Diſeaſes of thoſe parts, and we 
have already delivered elſewhere the Theories and Cures of Bloods 
ſpitting, and the Bloody Flux, ſo that there is no need for us 
' to repeat them here, no more than that of Pifſing Blood which 

belongs to the Pathology of Nephritick 4ﬀects , wherefore I 
ſhall paſs to thoſe Paſſions, in which there being an immode- 
_ Max of Blood, there is a particuky neceflity for Medicines 
to ſtop it. . 

The chiefeſt kinds of thoſe ſorts of affects are theſe three, 
viz. an Eruption of Blood from the Noftrils, and of the Men» 
ſes, and immoderate Fluxes of the Hzmorrhoides. The Cure 
of this latter belongs rather to Chirurgery than Phyſick , and 
we have thought fitting to refer the conſideration of the other 
to the Pathology of the Womb: An Effufion of Blood by the 
Noſtrills is the moſt general kind of thoſe ſorts of Paffions, and 
what I ſhall hete deliver for the Cure of this Eruprion of Blood 
may be apply'd to all other Hzmorrhagies whatſoever. 

Therefore concerning the Cure of an excefſive Bleeding at 
the Noſe there are three primary Indications, viz. Curatory, Vi- 
tal, and Preſervatory : The two former have regard to the im- 
mediate ſtopping of the Symptom as often as it preſſes ; and the la+ 
ter undertakes to remove the cauſe of the Diſeaſe that the returns 
of the Eruption of Blood may abate of their violence, or wholly 
ceaſe : Again this Eruption of Blood muſt be manag'd one way 
if without a Fever, and ſomewhat after a different manner if 
joyn'd with it. 

If at any time therefore without a Fever much Blood flows 
+ from the Noftrils, preſently as there will be need of Remedies 
to ſtop the Blood, there will be three chief intents of Curing, all 
of them to be put in Practice together, viz. the Turgeſcency 
of the Blood muſt be fo allay'd that it be not prone to make 
diſorderly Sallyes : We muſt farther take care that its Flaxion 
being withdrawn from the Noſtrils, be diverted eiſewhere,and that 
the gaping Mouths of the Veſſels within the Noſtrils be clog'd : 
For which ends a great many Remedies both External and In- 
ternal, and of divers kinds are wont to be adminiltred, we fhall 
ſpeak of the former in order and briefly. : | 

Firſt , therefore let the Patient keep himſelf quiet with his 
Head in an upright poſture , then let the Joynts of his Arms 
and Thighs, many of them together , but not all vf them be 
4 Pound With ſtrait Ligatures, which muſt now and then beloomn'd 
| and 
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and remov'd to-other parts; for ypon their being bound all at once, 


and ſocontinued along time, I have known that terrible Swound- | 


ings have happen'd, by reaſon of the Bloods being detain'd in the 
outward parts, and kept too much from the Heart : Though 
otherwiſe this Remedy being prudently adminiſtred gives often 
relief. For fince by this means the Blood which paſſes into 
the Members by the Arteries, is hindred from its quick return 
by the Veins ,'its violent taking to the Head is ſtay'd: More- 
over by the painful Ligatures of the Joynts the Muſcular Fi- 
bres of the Carotide Arteries from whoſe Branches the Blood iflues 
at the Noſtrils are freed from the Convulſion which they often 
fall into. 

2. To withdraw the courſe of the Blood' from the Noftrils, 
ſometimes it's proper to open a Vein in the Arm, or Foot, for 
the more Blood is carried by the Arteries to the place where 
a Vein is open'd, the leſs will flow to the Noſtrils : Yet this 
Adminiſtration does not always prove ſo ſucceſsful but its con- 
trary effect ſometimes happens ; as we have vbſerv'd before, where 
we treat of Spitting Blood : The reaſon whereof is that the 
Veſſels being ſuddenly, and not ſufficiently emptyed, draw in- 
to them again the diſagreeing Humours before ejected, and ſtag- 
nating Within the Pores, by which the Blood is preſently ftirr'd 
up again to a greater Turgeſcency for Eruption. 

3. Cold things applyd-to the Forehead and Temples , alſo 
to the Nape of the Neck: where the Vertebral Arteries aſcend, 
conſtringe the Veſſels, and ſomewhat repre(s or repel the Flux 
of Blood : But it is 11l done of fome who adviſe topical coo- 
lers to be apply'd to the Jngular Veins, for this retarding the 
courſe of the Blood in its return, cauſes it to low more plen- 
tifully out at the Noſtrils : Moreover as to the uſual way of ap- 
plying a Linnen-cloath or a Spunge dipt in Vinegar to the Share 
and Genitals, it gives relief only, as a Ligature of the Members, 
viz. in as much as it hinders the return of the Blood of the 
Veins. A ſadden and unexpected Sprinkling of cold water on 
the Face by ſtriking a Terrour otten ſtops an Eruption of 
Blood 


4. Cupping-glaſſes applyed to the Hypochondres, Flanks, in- 
ward parts of the Thighs, and to the Soles of the Feet , have 
been accounted both by Ancient and Medern Phyficians a fa» 
mous Remedy for withdcawing an Eruption of Blood from the 
Noftrils. 

5. Frictions of the extream parts are commended in this at- 
fect by ſome Practitioners, which nevertheleſs we judge not fo 
very good, nay ſcarce fate : For though they cauſe a greater 
confluence of Blood to the Hands and Feet , yet they - w 
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accelerate its return , that it- endangers a more violent Sally of 
- it to the Noſtrils. | | ; : 
6. Facutus Luſitanus among Revulſory Remedies propoſes an 
 aQtual Cautery to be apply'd to the Soles'of both Feet, and Cra- 
to the bending of the little Finger of the ſame fide, which laſt: 
you may do well to try in regard it is done eafily : Though. 
I do not adviſe ſo of the other Remedy, unleſs the Cure by 
it were more certain, which might recompence the Pain , and 
Lameneſs that will enſue. = 
7. A Swounding by what means ſoever caus'd, ſtops preſent- / 
ly for the moſt part an Eruption of. Blood, be it never. ſo 
refractory : Wherefore when perſons ſeiz'd with an Eruption 
of Blood and grown weak by it are pull'd out of Bed, 
or if Blood be taken from them though in a ſmall quantity: 
F- by opening a Vein, they apprehending a danger in it, or if their 
' Members are long bound, or they are ſuddenly. put in a fright 
with ſome feigned Rumour, and upon any other, .oceafion fall 
into a Swound, or a Fainting Fit, the Eruption of Blood from 
the Nofſtrills preſently ceaſes: The reaſon whereof is evident 
enough, becauſe as ſoon as the Motion of the Heart fails both 
the Blood and Spirits preſently ruſh thither, ſo that all out- 
ward Effufion is incontinently ftopt and that which before was 
immoderate does not begin afreſh. . 
8. In the laſt place we muſt take a view of thoſe Remedies 
for reprefling an Eruption of Blood from the Nottrils which are 
{aid to work after an Occult manner, and by Sympathy, and An=- 
tipathy : Of which kind chiefly are the Sympathetical Powder, 
made of Ro man Vitriol Calcin'd to whiteneſs by the - Sun 
in the Summer : Alſo a piece of the Wood of a Maiden or 
young Aſh; cut about the moment that the Sun enters Taurus : 
The efficacy of which Remedy is atteſted by many credible 
witneſſes to have been prov'd in ſtopping Eruptions of Blood 
in wounded Souldiers during the late Civil Wars. -So-a dry'd 
f Toad ſewed up in a Silk Bag and worn on the Pit of the Stor 
mack is ſaid to ſtop any Flux of Blood, and to prevent its 
return. | 


e There are many other famous Medicines for ſtopping Blood, 
K whoſe operation is wont to be referr'd to Occult cauſes, and 
o to ſome ſecret Vertue : As Neck-laces of the Blood-ftane worn 


about. the Neck, alſo U/ea, or the moſs of a Mans Skull car« 
c. || "ied in the hand : Epithems of the Leaves of Netles ſtampt and 
G apply'd to the Soles of the Feet, -and the Palms of the Hands ; 
which Empirical Adminiſtrations being to be try'd without trou- 

ble or charge, we have no reaſon to reje&t them, eſpecially 

 ince ina dangerous caſe we ought to leave nothing unattempted, 
and 
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and in regard that thoſe applications may do good ſometimes 
In this reſpect, that they fortify the imagination of the Pa- 
tient. | 

Whilſt theſe outward Adminiſtrations are us'd for repelling 
Oo; withdrawing the Flux of Blood from the Noftrils, let Topicks 
alſo be put into the Noſtrils to cloſe the Gaping Mouths of 
the Veſſels, for which uſe Injefions of Liquid things, Pledgers, 
Powders to be blown in, and Fumes axe wont to be preſcrib'd, 
which failing of effect we muſt come at laſt to Eſcharoticks, 

9. Amongſt Liquids, a Solution of Vitriol made in fountain 
water, is accounted not only the chief, but as good as all the 
reſt-: Some boaſt of this as of a great- ſecret, and an infalli- 
ble ſtopper of Blood : Indeed the ſame apply'd to a freſh Wound, 
for as much as by corrugating the extremities of the cut Veſ- 
ſels it cloſes them, it Keeps back the Flux of Blood and power- 
' fully ſtops it : But in regard in an Eruption of Blood from the 
Noftrils ( where the Blood is convey'd to the gaping Mouths 
of the Arteries and ought to be receivd by the Veins, this 
application cloſes theſe as well, or rather than thoſe, it does here 
little, or no good at all, as F have often known it try'd. This 


Medicine is prepar'd of green Vitriol, vzZ. the Hungarian, or of 


that of our own Country, alſo of the FaCtitious Vitriol of Mars 
difſolv'd in a ſufficient quantity of fountain water. I know ſome 
commend a Solution of Roman Vitriol, which they are wont 
to uſe not only by mjecting it, but by applying it Sym- 
pathetically to a Bloody Linnenecloath : I have alſo known a 
Water prepar'd of an Infuſion of white Vitriol with Bole and 
Camphire us'd ſucceſsfully to Wounds, and often to ether E- 
ruptions of Blood. 
- But in regard a water injected into the Noſtril does not ſtick 
enough to the Mouths of the Veflels, but is waſht away by 
the Bloods breaking forth. before it can exert its Vertue; there- 
fore it is better either that a Stiptick Powder be blown into 
it, or that a Pledget dipt in the water of Vitriol be thruſt in- 
to the Noftril to the upper part of it, either by it ſelf, or ſtrew'd 
with an Aftringent Powder. Many Stiptick Powders and of 
divers kinds are wont to be preſcrib'd for this purpoſe : I com- 
monly uſe either Crocus Martis Calcin'd to the higheſt redneſs, 
or the Powder of Vitriol Camphorated, or a Vitriolich Soot (crapt 
from the bottom of an old Braſs Kettle, the Powder of which 
T have often try'd with facceſs in this caſe. In obſtinate Hz- 
morrhagies and not yielding to other Remedies, let a Pledget 
having on its top a Cauſtick Colcother be thruſt up into the No- 
ftrils as far as it will go, that the little Mouths of the Veſſels be- 


ing burnt, and covered with an Eſchar, all Eruption of Blood 
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may be preſently ſtopt. There are many other Errhines famons 3 
amongſt Practitioners for ſtopping Blood,as Hogs-dung: thruſt up | 
into the Noſtrils, which is thought meerly by the Naſtineſs 'of 
its Odour to repel the Blood ready to burſt forth 2: Alſo the 
Fume of the Blood dropping on a red-hot Iron. and return'd 
up into the Noftrils, the Powder of which alfo when burnt is 
blown up into them. TUſnea or the growing Moſs on: a Mans Scull 
which has not been inter'd is highly commended by ſome for 
this effect, 

So much of outward Remedies for ſtopping Bleeding ; whoſe 
Vertue ought likewiſe to be promoted by inward things ſeaſon-= 
ably given and cooperating. 

Therefore a thm Dyet being preſcrib'd, and the Patient or» 
dered to keep himſelf in an erect poſture, or not much leaning 
back , whilſt the foreſaid Adminiſtrations are orderly apply'd, 
let Medicines appropriated to the ſame end be preſcrib'd alſo 
to be inwardly taken : Remedies of this kind have two chief 
ſcopes , viz. Firſt to cauſe the Blood being kept within its 
Veſſels to be quietly Circulated,its Efferveſcence,whether happning 
through its Accenſion or Fermentation, being ſuppreſt. Secondly, 
to retard by fit Remora's, the violent Motion of the Heart, 
driving round the Blood too rapidly. 


Iz The firſt intention requires thoſe kinds of Medicines which 
ſuppreſs the too great Accenfton of the Blood; and appeaſe its 
undue. Fermentation ; for which uſes I am wont to preſcribe 
the following. 

Take the waters of Plantain, red Poppies, Purſlain , and of the 
Spawn of Froggs of each four Ounces, Syrup of Water-lillies two 
Ounces, Sal Prunella a Dram; mix them, make a Julate, the Doſe 
3s three Ornces thrice or four times a Day. 

Take Barley-water two Pounds, red Roſe-leaves a handful, Spirit 
of Vierzol as much as will give it a grateful Acidity , or about 
half a Dram, make a warm Infuſion for extrafting the Tinfure, 
add Syrup of the Juice of St. John's Wort two Ounces, the Doſe 
is three or four Onnces to be taken at pleaſure often in the Day 
time, or by Night. ; 

Take Leaves of ſtinging Nettles, and of Plantain of each three 
handfuls, being I to them of Plantain water four Ounces, 
expreſs it ſtrongly , and take it. | 
_ 2, For the Second intention , 03x. to retard the oyer-violent 
beat of the Heart, Hypnoticks and Opiats are proper. 

Take red Poppy-water three Ounces, Syrup of Diacodium half an 
Ornce : Mix them, make a Draught to be taken going to Bed. (Or) 

Take Conſerve of red Roſes an Ounce and a Pal Powder of a 
. Cc e 
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Seeds of Henbane and of white Poppies , of each two Drams, Syrup 
cf Poppies what ſuffices. Make an Opiate. The Doſe is the quan- 
tity of a Nutmeg every ſix or eight hours ( Or ) 

Take Laudanum Cydoniated a Dram, the Doſe is fifteen Drops 
twice a Day in 'a proper Vehicle. 

So much of an immoderate Eruption of Blood and its Cure, 
whilſt it happens without a Fever, but when it happens in a 
Fever, and muft be ſtay'd becauſe of too much loſs of Blood, 
it is either Critical , growing to be immoderate by reaſon of 
ſome Accident, to which the Method and Medicines even now 
preſcrib'd'may 'be accommodated , though with ſome cautiou 
anda dvereſpeCt to the State of the Fever: Or it is meerly Symp- 
tomatical , which hapning in a Malignant , or Spotted-teyer, 
the Small-pox, Meazles, or Plague, it ſcarcely either can or ought 
to be repell'd: or ſtopt by the foreſaid Remedies : For letting 
Blood is not proper; repelling Topicks, alſo cooling Julapes or 
Decoctions, or Narcoticks have no place : The chief intention 
of Curing will be to change the Eruption of Blood into a Sweat, 
for upon raiſing a gentle Sweat , the Flux of Blood, if it be 
not extreamly dangerous, ceaſes of its own accordl. 

Take water of Meadow-ſwecert and Tormentil of each four Ounces: 
Of the cold Cordial of Saxonius two Ounces. Treacle-water an Ounce 
and a half. Bexoartick, Vinegar three Drams , Syrup of Coral an 
Ounce and 4 half, Confeftion of Hyacinth two Drams, make a Ju- 
lape; the Doſe is ſix ſpoonfuls every third hour. 

T:ke Powder of Toads prepar'd balf « Dram, Camphire two Grains; 
let it be taken with the fired Julape every ſixth hour. (Or) 

Take Pulvrs Pannonici \Rubri from half a Dram to two Scruples 
give it after the ſame manner. | 

Take Confettion of Hyacinth three Drams , Pulvis Pannonici Rubri 
a Dram, Syrup of Coral what ſuffices ; make a Confetizon, the Doſe 
1s the quantity of a Nutmeg every other hour. 

Take Roots of Biftort and Tormentil of each an Ounce, Leaves 
of Meadow-ſweet, Burnet, Woodsſorrel of each a handful , burnt 
Harts horn two Drams , Shavings of Foory and Harts-horn of each 
two Drams, boyl them im three Pounds of Fountain water to two 
Pounds , add towards the end Conſerve of red Roſes three Ounces, 
ſtram tt, the Doſe is three Ounces oft:n in a Day. 

So far of the firſt Indicatian which is Curatory together with 
the ſcopes of Curing and the forms of Medicines deſtinated for 

an Eruption of Blood trom the Noſtrils, hapning either with, 
or without:a Fever. The ſecond Indication which is Vital 
preicribes' only. a thin Dyet, temperate Cordials, arid a fit. or- 
ering of the Patient : The provifion for the two. fotmer is (0 
{mall and ealy, that it (eems not necdlary to tet down a you

and rules particularly for them : Concerning the latter the chief 
queſtion is whether we ought to keep thoſe that are ſeiz'd with 
an Eruption of Blood either in Bed, or out of it ; It's an-un-; 
queſtion'd thing that thoſe that are weak, and ſubjeCt to. fall 
often into Swounding, Fits, ought not. to be ſtir'd from Bed, 
unleſs haply it, be ta try a Cure (as we have intimated. before : 
As to others that are not ſo weak, we fay thus, thoſe whoſe 
Blood has not an eaſy Tranſpiration by reaſon 'of the. Conſti- 
pation of the Pores, and upon its. being put in a-ſtronger Mas 
tion by the heat of the Bed is diſpos'd to greater Turgeſcen- 
cies, and tu Eruptions, it will be good .for them not” only to- 
itay out of Bed, while Bleeding, but hkewiſe ſometimes to be 
cool'd by outward Applications in the whole habit of the Body, 
or at leaſtwiſe in moſt of its Members : Wheretore .. Fabritius 
Hildanus relates how he preſently Cur'd one of a violent Bleed- 
ing at Noſe, after many ordinary Remedies try'd int: yain , by 
putting him into a Veflel of cold water: With the like ſuc- 
ceſs alſo Riverius having ordered another affected in like mans» 
ner to be taken forth of his Bed , and laid on a Woolen Rugg 
in the Floor, fomented his whole Body. with Linnen-cloaths 
wetted in an Oxicrate : Yet this method is not generally proper 
for all Perſons , and at all times ; ,But on the contrary thoſe 
whoſe Blood being of a free Tranſpirable. diſpofation, and en- 
joying open Pores, readily evaporates, and: is wont-, upon any 
moderate ambient heat to be reſoly'd into. Sweat, . and; conſe- 
quently to become more calm , it's. good, for. {uch,. to continue 
in Bed, not only whilſt Bleeding, but as long as that-Exuption 
is in danger of returning in a ſhort time after ;.,Fpr this rea- 
ſon it is that many Perſons ſubject to violent,Eruptiong of.,Blood 
live free from that Diſtemper during the Summer whilſt they 
have a free Tranſpiration , but when, the, cold, of the Winter 
preſſes them, their Pores being ſtopt -, they 'undergo.,more-fre- 
quent and dreadiul Fits of it. a:t+ a 

3. The third Indication being - for Preſervation ,, which, re- 
garding the removal of the cauſe of the Diltempery,eithee hin-+ 
ders the Eruptions of -Blood , or renders them leſs. frequent 
or leſs confiderable , ſuggeſts to us theſe two. chief intents.of 
Curing : viz. Firlt , that the Blood being reftor'd ta jts due 
Temperament and Mixture, be quietly circulated within its Yeſ- 
ſds without Turgeſcencies and Eruptions ; And Secondly, that 
the Blood Veſſels be kept in their due State. as to their Con- 
formations of their little Months, and the Tones of their Muſ- 
cular Fibres, ſo that thoſe Veſſels neither cauſe thoſe diſorderly 
dallyes of the Blood to the Head, or give way to-its Eruption 
from the Noſtrils ; For both theſe ends, in'the firſt placelet the 

Cc2 Redur- 
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Redundancy of the Blood, and its great foulneſs be provided a+ 
gainſt by a ſeafonable Adminiſtration of Phlebotomy and Purga- 
tion ; and then forprocuring and preſerving its right Temperament 
let the following Alterativegbe given in fit ſeaſons for Phyſick. 

Take Conſerve of red Roſes, and of the wild Roſe, of each three 
Ounces, Powder of all the Saunders, of each half a Dram , of Co- 
ral prepard a Dram, of the reddeſt Crocus of Mars two Drams, 
Sal Prunella four Scruples. With a ſufficient quantity of Syrup of 
Coral , make an Elettuary, take early in the Morning , and going 
roBed the quantity of a Cheſnut either by it ſelf; or Drinking af- 
zer it of the following diſtilld water three Ounces. 

Take of -the tops of Cypreſs and Tamarish of each eight handfuls, 
tops of St. John's-wort and of Horſe-tayl of each four handfuls, all 
the Saunders bruis'd, of each an Ounce , Pith of White-bread two 
Pounds, _ flict very ſmall pour to them of New-milk eight 
Pounds, diſtitl 4: with common Organs : Swegten each Doſe as you 
zake it with a ſufficient quantity of the Syrup of the Juice of Plan- 
gain. © 
Take Leaves of Plantain, Brooklimes, and ſtinging Nettles of cach 
four handfals , being bruisd pour to them of the foregoing water 
half a Pound, ſmall Cinnamon water two Ounces, expreſs it ſtrong- 
ty ; the Doſe 1s three or four Ounces in the Morning at nine of 
zhe clock, «and at five in the Afternoon. | 

Let Medicines of this king be taken Spring and Fall for twenty , 
or thirty Days, giving ſometimes a gentle Purge between whiles : 
But-in the 'Summer let Mineral Chalybeat waters be Drunk for 
a Month, than which there is not a more” excellent Remedy in 
this caſe. T ſhall now giye you an example of one Cured of 
an tion of Blood, whoſe caſe was ſomewhat particular. 

1 was lately ſent to for advice for a Gentleman living far 
off who had troubled a good while with frequent and vio- 
lent Ervptions of Blood , ſometimes from the Noſtrils , ſome- 
times from the Hzmorrhoids ; this perſon had been often let 
Blood by the advice of his friends, but found no good there- 
by, nay "moſt commonly after opening a Vein falling into cold 
Sweats, and Swounding Fits, and {till as liable to Eruptions of 
Blood, he'was wont to be much worſe : To this Perſon ( not 
having ſeen him ) I preſcrib'd Julapes, and cooling DecoCtions, 
and Anodyns, alſo Juicy. expreflions of Herbs, and other things 
to cool the Blood , but theſe things alſo ( as though all yet 
were far from the mark) had nothing a better ſucceſs; at length 
being call'd into the country fo ſee him, I found the affect with 
which he was ſeiz'd 'to be meerly or chiefly Convullive, for the 
Blood breaking forth daily, his Pulſe was weak , his Extregm 
parts cold, ang- all the Veſſels were fallen, as thongh too much 
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emptied : Moreover the Patient was troubled with a continual 
Giddineſs, and a Trembling of the Heart, and was taken now and 
then with Swounding Fits,or with the apprehenſion of it : Truly it 
was ſo far from it that 'the Blood ſhould break forth of the 
Veſſels by reaſon of any Redundancy or Turgeſcency, that ra=' 
ther on the contrary its Current was ſo extreamly low and ſmall, 
that it ſeem'd ſcarce able to maintain the Stream of Circulation: 
But the thing was, that often in a Day he ſenſibly perceiv'd 
ſomewhat cn a ſudden to paſs privately ſometimes up, and- 
ſometimes dawn his Body like a wind, and for the moſt part an 
Eruption of Blood from the Noſtrils or Hzmorrhoids followed . 
the Tendency of that Motion. So that it was eaſy hence to, 
conclude, that the moving Fibres of the Blood Veſſels, by which. 
they are contracted, being ſeiz'd with Convulfions, drew ſuddenly 
every way in a diſorderly manner the Stream of the Blood , as - 
ſmall and low as it was, and forc't it now and then to an. 
Eruption : Which alſo was the eaſier done, becaufe the Lax 
and Gaping Mouths of the Veſſels permitted the Blood dri- 
ven to them to flow forth without any due ſtay : A Method 
of Cure ordered purſuant to this Xtiology confirm'd it by its 
good ſucceſs: For Bleeding, and the uſe of Blood-ſtopping Me- 
dicings being thencetorwards omitted.,.I preſcrib'd the ufe of 
the following Powder whereof he took a Doſe every fixth hour 
with a proper Julape. 

Take Powder of the Roots of Male Peony, red Coral, and Pearl 
of each a Dram , Ivory, Crabbs Eyes, Blood-ſtone, of each half a Dram, - 
Sql Prunella a Dram, make a Powder, the Doſe is half a Dram. 

Take black Cherry water eight Ounces, Balm water and ſmall Cinna= 
mon water, of each two Ounces. Treacle water an Ounce, Syrup of 
Coral an Ounce and a half. 

I farther ordered that Ligatures ſhould be us'd in due courſe 
tq certain places, and now and then to others as occaſion re- 
quir'd, both to ſtop, and to intercept the Convulfions of the 
Veſſels : And by theſe Remedies and ways of Adminiſtrations he 
ſoon grew well without any Relapſe, a 
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"Taving treated of the Emiſſion, and ſtopping of the Blood, 
according to occaſion, there remain certain other Himours, 
to wit the Nervous and Nutritious Humours, and likewife the 
Serous and other Excrementitious ones which are wont, to a- 
bonnd within the Brain , Nerves , and witfiin the Nervous and 
Fleſhy Fibres, and even in the Ports of the Skin, and of the 
Solid parts , which being often depraved or letted in their Mo- 
tion, require an Emiflion, being otherwiſe apt to prove greatly 
prejudicial, and often to cauſe dangerous Diſtempers : Where- 
fore for a feaſonable prevention of affects arifing, or which are 
apt to ariſe. from ſuch cauſe , Phyſick has found ont certain 
r Emiffaries to derive immediately, or mediately the fore- 
qd Humonrs from the parts and places where they. prove 
five: And thoſe Emiffaries are either continual; v2. Ifltes 
of various kinds , which as everlaſting Sonrces' continualty dif- 
charge that Ichor or Excrementitious Humidity ; or they , are 
LTemporaty, when upon occaſion the Scarf Skin being reniov'd 
in» fome part of the Body , the extremities of the" Veſſels” in 
the Skin. are laid naked, and withal fo irritated, that they" dif- 
charge in a great abundance Serous Humours' of a various Ori- 
gite and Nature, and continue fo too Evacuate them for 'ſame 
time, ſometimes. longer, and ſometimes a ſhorter while. © Now 
a manner of drawing forth Serous Humours from the'Ex- 
tefiSur Surface of the Body, or of ſorhe certam part of it is 
wont to. be effected by Medicines call'd by the Ancients Phy- 
mygms, or Smapiſms , by the Modern Veſicatories ; of which ( be- 
cauſe their knowledge prepares the way to the Doctrine of 
Iflues ) we ſhall in the firſt place treat here, and ſhall parti- 
cularly infiſt oh the explication of, theſe three things, viz. firſt 
it ſhall be ſhewn of what ſubſtances, and after what manner 
ordered, Veſicatories are prepar'd. Secondly, they being of va- 
rjous kinds, we ſhall declare what are the ways and manners 
of working in each, or at leaſt in the chief of them : And 
Thirdly, we ſhall enquire for the Cure of what ſort of affects 
they ought to be us'd, and to what places applyd. 
- 1, As to the-ficſt, the moſt ſimple Bliſterers are either Fire, 
or 
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or Solid Bodies, or Liquors-endued with Fiery Particles, which 
nevertheleſs are ſeldom put to this uſe by reaſon of the. Terran 
they give, and the Imminent danger ell being-rangtyg apply 
they do not ſo much Bliiter the Scarf-skin', as (both this 
.and the Skin , and other parts : What therefore is more. ſafe 
and leſs to be dreaded, let Epithems made of Concrets which 
have ſmart Particles, or ( as is ſaid ) Potentially Fiery, berap- 
ply'd to the places to be Bliſtered ; which being either, more 
mild were call'd by the Ancients Phenizms, becauſe the Scarf- 
skin being remov'd they made the part red: Or-in reſpe@& of 
the matter they were call'd Synapiſms, and were. wont to: be 
prepar'd of Muſtard, Pigeons-dung, Squills bruis d, Garlich , Mikk 
of the Fig-tree , and the like 3 or they were more ftrong- and 
for the moſt part conſiſted of Euphorbium, Cantharides, Flam- 
mula Favis, Batrachion, water Plantain, with many other things, 
which being endow'd with a certain Burning or Corrofave qua» 
lity are outwardly apply'd for the ſaid ufg,, but inwardly. taken 
are Poyſonous and often Mortal. 

The Compoſitions and Forms of Bliſterers are manifold-and 
of ſundry forts : Though one, or two , and the more- ſunple - 
the better, may ſuffice here, and in moſt caſes it's all one which 

ou uſe : According to our wont we ſhall here ſet down fome 
of the more ſelect, and moſt uſeful preſcripts of theſe ſorts of 
Medicines : And to fay little here of Dropax's, Smapsfms , and 
Phenigms, which are now in a manner out of uſe: Almoſtall 
_—_— at this time made uſe of, have Cantharides for their 
Baſis. 

Take Powder of Cantharides from half a Dram to a Dram, Pow- 
der of Ameos-ſeed a Seruple : Stale Leaven wrought with Vinegar 
what ſuffices ; make a Maſs for a Playſter , ſpread. part of #6 on 
Leather, and apply it to the part for twelve hours. This works 
infall:bly and ſtrongly enough ; but becauſe it is not. compaF+and 
ſticking, but 15 apt to ſlide from the place where it 1s pm , -orto 
crumble , therefore for a more convenient application the following 
2 very well, and is now every where in uſe amongſt -moſt per= 
ons. 

Take Cantharides three Drams, Euphorbium balf a Dram ,, Pow» 
der of Ameos-ſeeds a Dram, Melilot Playſter what ſaffives ; let therp 
be — orated with .a warm hand, uſing as - of the _ 
as t ifs of Playſter will receive. Let a ſufficient. quantity 0 
= be ſpread on px , and be applyd for twelve or. ſixocen 

Ars, 

Some uſe to incorporate as much of the ſaid Powder with 
Burgundy-pitch as it will receive, and to ſpread it on Leather, 
and then ta cover the edges of this Playſter with _— 

a 
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['Maſs' of Playfter , made of Powder of red Saunders incorpo« 
rated with Burgundy-pitch, ſo adminiftring a Dropax and 
Veficatory together : Moreover by applying continually the 
id - to. the place rubified and ulcerated after the 
Scarf-skin -is Bliſtered and remov'd, and by wiping it clean 
only ence' or twice a Day, and preſently applying it again, they 
-make the little Ulcers, rais'd by Bliſtering, to run as long as 
they pleaſe, nay ſometimes above a Month, and to diſcharge a 
great plenty of Ichor, of Excrementitious Humidities, 

Others ſew up Cantharides bruis'd and ſprinkled with: Vine- 
gar in a little Bag of very fine Silk, and apply them to the place 
to be Bliftered, 

Some Empiricks inſtead of Cantharides lay on the place to 
-be Bliſtered a Maſs of the Leaves*'of Batrachion, or Flammula- 
. Jovis bruis'd, by which the Scarf-skin being Bliftered , or ra- 
ther (eaten away , the Skin it ſelf, as if toucht with an aCtual 
Fire, is often mightily inflam'd, and deeply ulcerated 3 whence 
not only a great difcharge of Ichor , but ſometimes an Inflam- 
mation of the whole Member, and a Feveriſth Diſpoſition en- 
ſue , wherefore thoſe things muſt not be us'd without con- 
fideration. 

"2. If we enquire into the manner and way how theſe and 
other Veſicatories operate , Firit we muſt thew after what 
manner actual Fire, and things endued with Particles proceeding 
from Fire, cauſe a Bliſtering ; and then by an eaſy Analogy we 
ſhall come to know the force and manner of working of thoſe 
forts of Medicines which are faid to contain a Potential Fire : 
Therefore concerning the former we obſerve that Fiery Par- 
ticles , not apply'd too roughly , Penetrating the Scarf-skin 
without Solution of Continuity, enter the Skin it felf, where 
the extremities of the Blood Veſſels , Nerves, and Nervous Fi- 
bres, are terminated ; and there altering theſe from their Po- 
fition, wreſt them ſundry ways, and pervert the Conformation 
of the whole Texture of the Skin : So that from all the Vef- 
ſels being mightily irritated, a Watery Humour fill'd with Fiery 
Particles, and therefore rejected both from the Blood, and from 
the Nervous Juice, is voided in a great abundance : That Lym- 
-pha, becauſe it cannot paſs through the Scart-skin , feparates it 
from the Skin and raiſes it into a Bliſter. 

Hence it will be eaſy to underſtand after what manner Ve- 
ficatories perform their operation : viZ. Cantharides (and fo all 
other things of the ſame vertue ) being outwardly apply'd, and 
Coming to be-made warm by the Effluvia's of the part they 
.he on, and fo ſtirr'd up to exert their force, emit from them 
A great plenty of Smart and, Fiery . Particles as it were, which 
pene- 
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penetrating the Scarf-skin without breaking it z ſtrongly fix 
themſelves in the Skin : Where firſt they at on the Spirits 
and then by their means on the Humours and Solid parts : Thoſe 
Particles very much irritate the Spirits and make them cauſe 
painful Convulfions of the Fibres, and they fuſe the Humours 
and make them ſeparate into parts , fo that the Watery part 
being mightily fill'd with thoſe Smart, and as it were Ve- 
nemous Particles, is thrown off on every fide by the reſtof 
the Latex : And the extremities of the Veſſels and Fibres be- 
ing either in the mean time Eaten away by Burning, or open'd 
and emulg'd as it were by Twitching, that Ichor is voided 
in a plentiful meaſure from their little Mouths carrying with 
it the offenſive Particles. Which Ichor afterwards ſeparates the 
Impervious Scarf-skin from the Skin, and raiſes it into a little 
Bliſter. And after this is broken and remov'd, is plentifully 
voided for- ſome time from the Ulcerated Skin. *' 

But this is not only ſo done, becauſe the Serous Las 

tex inbibing the Smart Particles of the Medicine , and con- 
veying them forth, does not always carry them back all the ſame 
way that they came in ; but ſometimes being imbued with thoſe 
Particles it regurgitates into the Maſs of Blood, and afterwards 
being circulated with it, and voided with its offenſive Load by 
other Emunctories, it offends in its paſſage or as it goes forth 
certain weak, or tender Ductus's. Hence many after the uſe of 
great or many Velicatories having their Urinary paſſages there» 
by affected with an Acrimony or Eroſion, get a Strgagurie 
which in ſome is moſt ſharpe and intolerable : Again in o« 
thers troubled with the Stone that application ſometimes cau- 
ſes Bloody Urine : Hence alſo it may be ſuſpeRted, that tender 
Lungs, or ſuch as are jnclin'd to a Conſumption, may be much 
endangered by the outward application of this Medicing : Which 
nevertheleſs I have not hitherto known happen to any ; but 
rather on the contrary I can teſtifie by frequent trials that It 
rather proves to their advantage than to their prejudice : For 
the ſmart Particles of the Catharides , upon long application 
being ſometimes plentifully imbib'd by the Blood; infect its 
whole Serum ; which Latex nevertheleſs ſo aculeated , as long 
as it 'is-mixt with the Balſamick Blood, offends no part; but 
being ſeparated from it by the Reins, it ſometimes hurts them, 
and often not only twitches the Neck of the Bladder. with its 
Acrimony,but ſometimes Corroding it fetches thence a Mucus,and 
little Schims,and even Blood it ſelf : But in the Maſs of Blood,thoſe 
ſame ſharpe Salino Volatile Particles often do great good 3-be- 
cauſe they deſtroy the fixt and acid Salts in it, and likewife 
open the too cloſe-Texture of the Blood , and fo cauſe its ___ 
| Dd an 
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and other Morbifick Particles before faſt bound in it, to be 
ſeparated from it, and to be readily ſent forth by Urine and 
Sweat ; thence in Fevers, Veſicatories long apply'd cauſe a large 
Evacuation by Urine and a free Sweat : Moreover the ſame open 
the Obſtructed paſſages, and ſtir up the Portions of the. Blood 
and Serum ftagnating in any place, or extravaſed, and reftore 
them to Circulation : Wherefore they are wont to do good 
not only_in Diſtempers of the Serum , but alſo of the Blood, 
nay in the Pleurifie , Peripneumonia, and in any other Fevers- 
whatſoever. 

Hitherto having ſhewn after what manner Veſicatories work, 
firſt on the Spirits, and then on the Humours and Solid parts ; 
I muſt next ſet down their effects both good and evil; alfo 
the manner of uſing them : That they work firſt on the Spirits 
it is plain from hence, that they exert no power on the Dead : 
And its an ill Omen in very weak perſons when Veſicatories 
. do not work , becauſe it's a ſign that the Animal Spirits are 
mightily dejected, or lefſen'd in their ſtore. 

Therefore to explain well the Energy, or Vertue of this Medi- 
cine, we muſt confider what Humours it evacuates ,. or alters 
immediately or mediately : And then in what Diſeaſes, and in 
Bodies how: difpos'd it does good or hurt. 

As to the firſt, the Humours immediately let forth by a 
Velicatory partly iſſue from the Pores and Glands of the Skin, 
and partly from: the Mouths of the little Arteries, and partly 
from the extremities of the Nervous Fibres; haply ſome little 
of the Juice freſh'receiv'd may be caſt back again from the little 
Mouths of the. Veins, though much of it cannot : The Humours 
mediately voided. by a Velicatory are thoſe which the foreſaid 
Parts being emptied receive from el{where, and convey forth. 


I. The Scarf-skin being remov'd by a Veſicatory from the 
Skin a Serous: Humour is drawn from the Glands and Pores, and 
this not only from the place Bliſtered, but thoſe Pores being 
pervious to others, a Portion of Serum coming trom other Pores 
ſometimes ſucceeds in the Cells of the firſt drain'd, and thence 
alſo diſtill forth, wherefore in an Anaſarca the little Wcers. rais'd 
by a Veſicatary empty waters on every fide in great plenty, 
and derive them. from all the Neighbouring parts, nay ſome- 
times from thoſe that are very remote. vere 4 

2. The Mouths of the Arteries--do not only Spew forth the 
Portion of Serum brought to them according to common courle, 
-but the Serons Latex -being, imbyed-with the irritative force of 
the Medicine in the whole Maſs of Blood is thereby. ſepar- 
ated trom the Blood in a more plentitul manner., and- carried 
forth 
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forth by the faid Months of the: Arteries; and with it other 
Excrements, and ſometime -the : Morbid: matter it ſelf in a large 
meaſure : Hence in Malignant Fevers, nay and in ſome Putrid 
Fevers of a difficult Criſis, when the Refuſe- and Cor- 
ruptions of the Blood unapt for ſeparation threaten the Praz- 
cordia, or Brain-veſicatories deriving it forth continually and by 
degrees, often give great relief: To which may be” added that 
the ſame alſo (as we have' hinted: before ) alter and -reftore the 
Blood degenerated or deprav'd- as to its Salts, and” likewiſe by 
opening or rarifying its Texture, diſpoſe it to a Eucraſy : Where- 
fore this kind of Remedy often agrees excellently: well, not 
only in a Feveriſh State of 'the Blood, but likewife when it is 
otherwiſe vitiated, or Cacochinical. | 

' 3. Reaſon and Experience convince us that Veſicatories draw 
from the extremeties of the Nerves, and Nervous Fibres the 
Latex contain'd within their DuCtus's, and free” it from Stags» 
nation, and that they exagitate the Heterogenequs. Particles 
mixt with that Latex, and deriving them from the- Bram c onvey 
them forth, whence they are- found of excellent aſe in Con- 
vulfive affects. ts. Siltie 73 ti? 

From theſe things we may gather for the Cure 6f what Dif- 
eaſes this kind of Remedy is chiefly conducingy for in order 
to 'an Evacuation from the Pores and Glands of: the Skin as 
often as a Serous, ſharpe or otherwiſe offenfive 'Humaqur is 
gathered together in or near them, and being excluded from Cir- 
culating with the Blood obſtinately-fticks there, certainly there 
is no reatlier, or 'eafier way of clearing the ſame-forth than 
by applying a Veſicatory on or beneath the "place aftected ; 
wherefore it is not only indicated in an Anaſatca, and all Cu- 
taneous foulneſſes and breaking forth ; but a Veſicatory is like- 
wiſe requir'd in Pains either of-the Gout, or-Scurvy'any -where 
fixt in the outward habit of the Body; or in | ſome - Member. 

Secondly, Veſicatories are always usd in Malignant Fevers in 
reſpect of the Blood , both ta Purge it by degrees: fron all 
Heterogeneous and Morbifick matter, and to alter it from its 
two Acid, or Salt, or otherwiſe vitiated Diſpoſition 'into” a due 
Temperament : Nay they are of moſt excellent-uſe in all Pu- 
trid Fevers threatning ill, and of a difficult Determination : 
Therefore alſo in the Scurvy , Leucophlegmatia, the Longing 
Diſeaſe of Maids,and in any other Cacochimia that kind of Remedy 
does often great good: Again, Veſicatories are generally apply'd 
with good ſucceſs not only for correcting the Blood it (elf, 
but likewiſe as often as being deprav'd it pours its 'Corruptions 
on the other parts, and fo gives a beginning to Diſeaſes, and 
cauſes Fits of them in the Head, Thorax, Eelly , or Members. 
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Wherefore in Head-aches, Vertigo's, and Sleepy affects* this is 
a known -and vulgar Remedy ; and fo in a Catharrh, and any 
Defluxion either into the. Byes, Noſe, Palate, or Lungs, every 
ordinary . Man Preſcribs Cantharides for a Revulſory without ad- 
viſing with a Phyſitian. I muſt own that my ſelf having been 
often ſeiz'd with a violent Cough accompanied with much and - 
thick Spittle (to which 1 am Originally inclin'd) have not found 
more good from apy Medicine than from Velicatories; there- 
fore I am wont when that Diſtemper preſles, firſt to apply Bliſter- 
ing-plaiſters on. the Vertebrz of the Neck, then thoſe little 
Ulcers being heal'd , I apply them behind the Ears, and after- 
wards if need requires on the Shoulder-blades ; for ſo the Se- 
rous Filth breaking forth in abundance from the diffoly'd Tex- 
ture of the Blood, is deriv'd from the Lungs, nay and the mix- 
ture of the Blood ſooner recovers its Crafis, its irregular Salts 
being by this means deſtroyed. 

3. In reſpect of the Humour to be evacuated or deriv'd 
from the us Nervoſum and the Brain it felt, Epiſpaſticks 
as they are of moſt common uſe in Sleepy, Convulſive , and 
' Pain=cauſing affects , ſo they often prove mighty beneficial : 
Was ever any -one ſeiz'd witha Lethargy, Apoplexy, or Falling- 
fickneſs, 'but preſently his Freinds or Attendants, though nevesx 
ſo ignorant, flead his Skin with Cantharides ? In ſtrange Con- 
vulfive Motions, uſually aſcrib'd to no leſs than Witchcraft, I 
have apply'd - Veſicatories with. great ſucceſs to many parts 
of the Body together, and by renewing them now and then 
in freſh -places, I have continued them aboye a Month ; Again ' 
fixt and cruelly tormenting Pains in the Membranous parts are 
ſeldom Cur'd without this Adminiſtration : For ſometimes Hu- 
mours and: Morbifick Particles, which being throughly radi- ' 
cated, yield not at all to Catharticks, or Medicines working 
by Sweat, ar. Urine, ſeem to be utterly rooted out by Veſica: 
tories, laying bands, as it were, an the Difeaſe. 

Yet this Remedy though very general, does not work fo rea- 
dily and ſucceſsfully. in ſome Diſeaſes and Conftitutions ; where- 
fore we muſt not uſe it inconfiderately, ar indifferently to all 
perſons ; for thoſe that have the Stone, 'and are ſubject to fre- 
quent and great Fits of the Strangyry ſcarce ever undergoe its 
application without prejudice. Wherefore in perſons fo affected 
we mult not uſe Yeficatories but in Malignant Feyers, or in 
Acute Diſeaſes of the Head to prevent a greater Miſcheif. 
© As to. the: various Temperaments and Conſtitutions of Men, 
in xeſpet of which Yeſicatortes agree or diſſagree, more or leſs: 
Cancerning ' theſe things this threefold notable difference pre- 
ſents it ſelf, fiirſt ſome jp p manner alvays bear the uſe 0 
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this Medicine well, and the little. Sores. made in the Skin by 
it diſtill forth the Excrementitious Humidities plentifully e- 
nough without any My or great Inflammation of the place 
Bliſtered, and then hezl of their own accord : Which effect 
happens only in a Blood of a good Temperament , where 
the Salt and Sulphnr being in a moderate quantity and in a 
due ftate, there is a good plenty of Serum ; whoſe Latex re- 
ceding readily and in a. copious manner from the reſt of the 
Blood takes with it the ſmart Particles. of the Medicine im= 
bib'd, and partly diſtills them forth by the place Bliſtered, and 
partly conveys them. out by the Urinary paſſages without of+ 
fending them : On, this account alſo thoſe good effects. before 
mention'd are produc't in the Maſs of Blood. 

But Secondly, this Medicine does neither agree, nor work well 
with others, for it makes the place on which it is apply'd mighty ' 
red, or rather excoriats it with- a violent Pain, and a great In- 
flamation : And yet the little Sores there made, though they 
———_g the Patient a good while, caſt forth but a very little 
Ichor, .or ſcarce any at all : Moreover in thoſe to whom Bliſter« 
ing always proves ſo torturing, a cruel Stangury for the maſt 
part ſucceeds it : This troubleſome and withal unprofitable uſe 
of 'Veſicatories happens very frequently to Men of a hot and 
cholerick Temperament, whoſe Blood contains Salt, and Sul- 
phur, in a- great plenty, and but a little Serum, which is wholly 
tainted with the others : Wherefore when its Latex which ought 
to carry off the ſmart Particles of the Medicine, does not part 
readily, nor in a plentiful manner from the reſt of the Blood 
( to waſh them away preſently ) thoſe Particles ftill ſtickingin 
the. Skin, Taint and Poyſon, as it were, the Blood in its paf- 
{age, and being thereby hindred in its Circulation , they canſe 
it to gather together and agpons within the exfremities of the 
Veſſels, whereby they are inflanrd : Moreover the Serous Latex 
at length ſeparated by the Reins, being but in a ſmall quantity 
and ſharpe of it ſelf, and made more ſharpe by the Particles 
of the Medicine, irritate the Neck of the Bladder , and often 
corrode it with its Acrimony. 

There remains a Third, though more rare cafe, of perſons Bliſt, 
ered, in whom the little Sores rais'd in the Skin preſently pour 
forth the Serous Humour in ſuch abundance, that there is freight 
way «need of repelling Medicines, and ſuch as cloſe the Mouths 
of the Veſſels ; otherwiſe upon the too great Eflux of waters 
a Diflolution of the ſtrength, and a failing of the Spirits are 
endanger'd to enſue: I have known this to have happend fo 
conſtantly in ſome, that they were forc't for the time to come 
to abſtain from the uſe of Cantharides , how great ſoever the 
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need were of them : The reaſon of which ſeems to- be that 
the Blood being endowed with an 'Over-ſalt aud ſharpe Serum 
had its Texture too eaſy to be diffoly'd : Befides this -great 
EfMtax of Serum rais'd upon the firſt application of a Veſica- 
tory, it hapning ſometimes late in Malignant Fevers, and 'in 
others of an-ill or no Criſis, and continuing for ſome time, 
wholly drains the Morbifick matter, and often frees the-Patient 
from the very Jaws of Death : In ſach a caſe after that'the 
little Sores have voided little, or an indifferent quantity of I- 
chor the firſt Days; at length nature attempiing a Criſis this 
way; a vaſt quantity of Serous-filth flows'/from the ſame ; and 
fo continnes to flow forth for many Days, nay ſometimes Weeks, 
till the Patient lookt upon before as given” over, recovers his 
fect Health: As it 1s not eaſy to heal - the-little Sores' ſo 
owing in abundance , fo it is not ſafe to do it before the 
whole Seminal Root of; the Diſeaſe be ſpent : Not long' fince 
a famous Dr. of Phyfick of London recovering with much a- 
doe of a Malignant Fever, had in many parts of his Body places 
liftered, daily diftilling forth a plenty of Ichor, after ſome 
time ( they being troubleſome and tedious to him ) he apply'd 
ng Repercuſlives to them all, and fo preſently ſtopt all Iſſne 
of Matter : Thoſe Sources had been ſcarce ſtopt two Days, | but 
falling into a Relapſe of his Diſeaſe, on a ſudden he was feiz'd 
with a Languor of the Spirits, and frequent Fainting Fits, - with 
a cold Sweat, and a low and weak Pulſe; and *not being 
able to be reliev'd by any Remedies, however cordial they were, 
he died within three Days: The cauſe of which ſeems to be 
that the Malignant matter ſuddenly ſtrack back into the Nervs 
ofthe Heart 5 whoſe aCtion being thereby hindred , the Vital 
'nction ſoon faild. 
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TEficatories differ from Iſſues in this, that theſe are ordered 
for longer continuance. Moreover the former for the moſt 

part: being requiſite in Acute Diſeaſes and others, whoſe Mor- 
bid matter requires a ſpeedy removal, regard chiefly the taking 
away of the Conjunct cauſe. of the Diſeaſe, and therefore are 
made of a good breadth, but ſuperficial withal, that ſuch rug- 
ning Sores . being large may evacuate much Matter, and then 
be eafily. Cur'd : But on the contrary Iflues being chiefly in- 
dicated for Preſervation, are defign'd for removing, or over- 
coming the ProcatarCtick cauſe of the Diſtemper : Wherefore 
they conſiſt of a narrower, but deeper Orifice, made through 
the whole thickneſs of the Skin, fo that letting forth the Mor- 
bifick matter ſtill in leſs quantity, they derive it farther, and 
continue longer to empty it forth. 
Concerning Iſſues there are theſe three chief heads of enquirig 
viz. Firſt what Humours chiefly thoſe Emiffaries evacuate, and 
whence they derive them. Secondly, in what Diſeaſes | 
Conſtitutions they agree better, or worſe 3 And Thirdly, in 
what places, after what Form, and with what Inſtruments they 
ought to be made. Ms 
r. As to the former, Iſſues in like manner as Velicatories 
Purge forth all Humours within the Skin, though lying in a 
leſs compaſs, or ſuch as are convey d through it both from the 
Sangui-ferous and Nervous Veflels; nor do they only like Ve- 
ficatories irritate and draw from the outward Superficies : of 
the Skin, but perforating the whole Skin, convey forth what- 
ſoever flows from the fides of the Orifice through- the broken 
Veſſels, and whatever comes from elſewhere under the hole: 
Wherefore not only the Humours gather'd together within the 
Pores and Glands of the Skin, or convey'd thither by the Ar- 
teries and, Nerves flow to Iflues , but moreover the Serous Ex- 
crements under the Skin, which are wont to be convey'd, or 
to paſs, from place to place through the Interftices of the Muſcles 
and Membranes, tend to them from all parts, -and there find 
their way torth. Again, an Ifſue made in a fit place anticir 
pates Motbifick Humours, which are wont to be convey'd to 
parts 
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parts that are weak, and long afflited, and fo frees ſometimes 
this part, ſometimes that, from their Incurſfon : Hence the Gouty, 
or Nephritick , or .Cblick, nay ſometimes the Paralitick , or 
Scorbutick matter is intercepted by Iſſues in its paſſages from 
its Sources to the Weakned places or Receptacles ; and fo -the 
uſual Fits of the Diſeaſe .being evaded, is convey'd forth: And 


even as Trenches cut for draining Fenny moi- . *

ures, empties forth by Humours ſticking in any part 
'or region of the Body, and there doing hurt, and fo it pre- 
vents or cures a Morbid Diſpoſition. 

' 2. From theſe various ways of giving relief, with which I 
ſnes are wont to do good in geperal its eafily gathered for what 
affects chiefly they are required ; for though there be in a man- 
Der no Diſeaſe, in which this Remedy either does hurt, or proves 
"uſeleſs, yet it ſeems more neceflary in ſome caſes than-in others ; 
it's preſcrib'd even by the vulgar for almoft every- Diftemper 
'of the Head, both outward and inward: Every ordinary perſon 
adviſes an Iſſue above all things for the Convulfions of - Infants 
'and Children, for the Inflammation of their Eyes, their Swellings 
of the Kings-evil, and ſo for Head-aches, Sleepy, Vertigious, or 
Convulſive affefts of Adult or Aged perſons: Nor is this Re- 
medy leſs extol'd againft Diſeaſes of the Breſt ; is ' there any 
one ſubje&t to a Cough, Bloody or Confumptive-ſpitting, or 
to an Orthopnza , who has not an Iflue made him ® In like 


Manner alſo Iſſues are commended for affects of the Belly, there 


is ſcarce any Hypochondriacal perſon, or Hyſterical Woman,and 
no Gouty or Cahecttical perſon but have their Skin pierc't in more 
places than a Lamprey. It would be a tedious thing to re- 


count here particulary all the Diſtempers for which: Iſſues are 


7 Nevertheleſs this Remedy, however good and uſeful of it 
ſelf, does not agree with all, perſons, nor therefore muſk it be 
indifferently preſcrib'd to all: For there. are two ſorts of Men, 
who ' thongh they happen to be kick, may be excus'd from f{- 
fues ; becauſe this Emiffyry evacuates toa rynuch in ſome, and 
in_ others little, or leſs than it ought, and in the mean time js 
mighty painful and intolerable.

An ſometimes does not agree well becauſe it evacnates* 


or ſpends too much the Humour, or Spirits : For I have obs 
ſerv'd in ſome that an Ifſue made in any part of the Body voids” 


forth an Ichor in quantity immoderate, and in quantity vitious;--* 


for out of it at frequent times, if not continually, a Watery, 
thin, and fztid Latex,often making the Pea, and coverings black, 
flows in a great abundance, ſo that from its too great Efflux 
the Strength and 'Fieth are conſum'd, 4 
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An Ifſue ſometimes vioding, forth no very great quantity of 
Ichor ſpends the Spirits and Strength more than it ought, which is 
known by the eftect, and ſometimes not till afterward ; to wit, 
becauſe ſome' upon keeping one or more - Iffnes open + frow 
weak and lean, and upon their being ftopt, become preſently 
more Vigorous, and of a full habit : Moreover it's 'a common 
obſervation that many upon having an Ifſue made near the 
Head, have been foon after ſeiz'd with ſome defect and weak- 
neſs in their Sight, ſo that they were forc't preſently to cloſe 
it up, which ſeems to happen for this reaſon, becauſe where 
the ſtock of Spirits is but ſmall, and their conſiſtency very thin, 
little (pendings of them, or of the Juice out of which they 
= engendered, in caſe they are continual, are with difficulty 
endur'd. | 

Moreover in an other;and that a different reſpect, Ifſues, as alſo 
Veſicatories are forbidden to ſome, or are preſcrib'd to them 
with great caution ; becauſe voiding little or ſcarce any thing 
at all, they mightily torment the place in which they are made: 
For thoſe who being of a Cholerick, or otherwiſe hot Tem- 
perament, have their Maſs of Blood thicker, and of a cloſer 
Texture than it ought by reaſon of its vary but little diluted 
with 'Serum, in theſe perſons a Solution of” continuity being 
made, and kept in being by an Iffne, the Blood { not depofin 
Serum enough to keep it ſelf free ) ſticks it ſelf in the pafſ- 
ſage, and ſo being extravaſed cauſes a mighty painful Inflams 
mation 3 and in the mean time ſach an Ifſue voiding ſuch a 
voy ſmall quantity of Ichor proves as uſeleſs as trouble- 
ome. 

As to. the places where Iflues are to be made , they are to 

+ be choſen according to the ends of Curing, or the intentions 
requir'd from them ; which are chiefly theſe three, iz. Firſt, 
a general Evacuation of Humours from the whole Body. ond- 
ly, an.Evacuation, and at the ſame time a Revulfion from ſome 
particular Member. Thirdly , an. Evacuation aud at the fame 
time a Derivation from ſome particular Member. In reſpe&Q 
of the former it's proper to have anIffne cut in the left Arm; 

-- The Second. intention requires it to be made far from the 

part affected, and the Third near it. 

i For theſe ends, viz. ſometimes this, ſometimes that, or the 
ther Iſſues are wont to be made, and that either by Inciſion, 

or a Cautery, or Perforation, in every Region of the Body, 

viz. in the Head, Breſt, and Abdorgen, and in the Arms and 

| Lepgs, nay in moſt parts of each, and in their Orifices Peas 
or Wooden Peas, Pellets, or Pledgets are put, and there con- 

tinued for keeping them open. By running through the _ 
e an 
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and Members of the Body, we ſhall obſerve the chiefeft places, 
and kinds of Iflnes. 

Some order an Ifſue to be burnt by a Cautery in the Co- 
ronal Suture, and recommend it for withdrawing the Humours 
and evacuating them from the Brain and its Envelopings : 
Though ſome make a common Practice of this, yet I have 
found it not to have ſucceeded well in many ; ſo that I have 
ordered many Iflues ſo made on the Crown of the Head to 
be clos'd up, And this not without being taught by reaſon 
and experience: For the Blood conveys much Filthy Matter 
towards the place where it uſes to diſcharge its Excrements, 
and depoſes it in the whole Neighbourhood, and eſpecially in 
the part affected (as being weaker and more apt to receive 
them ) whence it often happens that the Diſeaſe is rather in- 
creas't than Cur'd : For the ſame reaſon, viz. to derive Hu- 
mours from the inward part of the Head outwards, others make 
Iſſues in the Bregma on the Sagittal Suture, and others in the 
hinder part of the Head about the beginning of the Lambdordes : 
But the ſame exception lies againſt theſe as againſt the for- 
mer. Certainly an Ifſue made in the Arm much better an- 
ticipates the Morbifick matter which is wont to be depos'd 
about the inner parts of the Head, if made in the Legg it 
reyulſes it, and made a little beneath the Head it derives it 
thence. Hence for great affects of the Brain, and its Me- 
ninges, in Infants and Children, we cut an Iflue on the Nape 
of the Neck : To Adult or Aged Perſons we apply a Cau- 
tery on both fdes the Spine betwixt the Shoulder-blades : And 
there we often- make two Iflues capable of containing many 
Peas with great ſucceſs. As to Iffues cut or burnt behind 
the Ears, or a Setaceum paſt through its Carneous Lobe ; I have 
obſery'd theſe things to have been ſeldom advantageous, but 
often troubleſome ; becauſe a Solution of continuity made in 
theſe places neither diſcharges much Ichor, nor laſts long, for 
the Orifice though filld with a Pea, or Pill, will be covered 
as a thin. Skin growing over it in deſpite of all we can 

O, 

Iſſues 'in the Back do excellently well, not only in Diſeaſes 
of the Head by evacuating and deriving the Morbifick matter, 
but likewiſe in the Gout, Stone, and all Colicks, by anticipating 
the Matter that feeds the Diſeaſe, and intercepting it as it paſſes 
to its lurking holes, which is plainly made appear by Expe- 
riments and Obſervations made in perſons reliev'd by them. 

Ines betwixt the Shoulder-blades are good for Diſeaſes of 
the Breſt ; alſo in the Arm, or Legg to evacuate or anticipate 


Humours flowing towards the Lungs,” and to withdraw the 
iden ſame 
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ſame there. depos'd g That an Iflue in the Thorax cut betwixt 
the Ribbs ſometim derives immediately the Confumptive mat» 
ter from the. Lungs, we have ſhewn elſewhere. E 

The Region of the Abdomen ſeems unfit to have an Iflue in 
any part of it : Nevertheleſs the Practice of ſome, though it 
be rare, is much cried up, which order that a large Iflue ca» 
pable of containing many Peas, be burnt on the Region of the 
Spleen for all hypochondriacal affects ; I have known this done 
in ſome without any great good, certainly not enough to re- 
compence the trouble of ſuch a Remedy. 

Some time fince by an Iflue in the Groin I ſucceſsfully Cur'd 
a mighty weakneſs and ache in the Loins, not yielding to any 
other Remedies, and in another perſon an inveterate Sciatica 2 
For the Glandulous EmunCtories ſeated in that place, imbite 
a great ſtore of Excrements of the Blood and Nervous Liquor, 
which if forthwith diichacg'd from them, and that in a con- 
tinued manner, it will conduce much to the freeing of the 
Neight;2uri-:2 parts from any Morbifick Seminal Root. 

The T:ugh being a large Member ſeems fit enough for bear- 
ing many and large Ifſnes to evacuate Humours plentifully from 
the while Body, yet it does not happen ſo in many, partly 
becauſe having a Figure too much declining like an inverted 
Cone, there is no - »,venient place for binding to keep in the 
Pea z and partly becauſe a Solution of continuity made amongſt 
the meetinys of many Tendons, proves frequently Inflaming 
and Painful ; ſo that it has been found neceflary ſometimes . 
when an Ifſne has been made there to caule it preſently to be 
cloſed up again to free the Perſon from Pain, and the trou- 
ble of Lameneſs : Though in ſome it does better, becauſe an 
Inflammation does not always happen to the place perfor- 
ated, and a Ligature app'y'd to it, continues ſtedfaſt to thoſe 
that uſe to Garter above the Knee. 

Moreover we muſt not only make choice of a fit part of 
the Body for an Iflue, but likewiſe of a fit place in the Mem- 
ber where it is made, which -particularly requires the Judg- 
ment of a Phyſician, or skilful Chirurgion : For we muſt be 
yery careful :that a Cautery or Incifion be not admitted over, 
or too near the Tendons or greater Veſſels: Nor muſt an 
Iſſne be made in the very Body of a Muſcle, but in the Space 
of Interitice betwixt the Muſcles 3 where the hole muſt paſs 
the whole Skin,and ſo much farther till the little Membrane of the 
Muſcle underneath be penetrated, wherefore this operation” is 
yot to be committed indiſcreetly to Quacks and others ig- 
norant of Anatomy ; for upon an ill pertormance - herein there 


enſues not only a Fruſtration of all good, but often great pre- 
Ee 2 judices 
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Hoe? thence ariſe, nay ſometimes eveg to the hazard of 
ife. 

It's needleſs for me here to deſcribe the way of preparing 
and compounding a Cautery, or the , nj and- uſes of the In- 
cifion Inſtrument for making Iflues, for theſe are commonly 
known , yet it will not be amiſs to diſcourſe ſomewhat here 

fter what manner we muſt deal with the Symptoms which 
happen to thoſe Emiſfaries after they are made, and hinder or 
pervert their Energies. 

There being many and ſundry ſorts of afﬀetts hapening to 
Iſſues, a Cure is not requir'd for them all, but only for thoſe 
of greateſt moment : Therefore in the ficſt place it is needed 
whenever an Inflammation happens to the part or place where 
it is. Secondly, if the Orifice voids more or lefs Ichor than 
jt ought. Thirdly, if- the Sore be apt to dry up of its own 
accord, and now and then to be covered with a little Skin, 
or to grow rank with a Spungy- Fleſh growing up in its Cir- 
eumference. As to the leſſer defaults, as when the Sore bleeds 
'often, or if changing its place it gets by little and little into 
2 worſe , with many others in which it's wont to pre- 
varicate, it will not be worth while to mind them here. 


1. An Inflammation ſometimes happens to an Iffue, and that 

ſometimes ſo great that it threatens a Spacelus or Mortifica- 
tion of the part, nay and f6metimes brings it : Now ſuch an 
affect comes either upon the freſh making of the Orifice, or 
happens afterward by reaſon of the Blood and Humours being 
upon ſome occaſion put in a Commotion, and ruſhing in a 
throng to that place. 
" When an Iflue is firſt made, preſently by reaſon of the So- 
lution of continuity, and conſequently the Blood's being ſome- 
what letted in its Circulation in that part, ſome Inflammation 
and Soreneſs happen to all perſons : But in ſome who have 
a very hot Blood, and little diluted with Serum, this proves 
much more violent, there hapening ſometimes a Mortification 
of the part inducing a Spacelus : Or Secondly, the Blood there 
ſtagnating is chang'd into a Pus to be evacuated by an Abſceſs: 
Or Thirdly, which more frequently happens, and ought to be 
always procur'd in our caſe, the Blood cauſing an Inflammas» 
tion is return'd again into the Veſſels, and. reſtord to its Cir- 
culation 'þy other Ductus's jnto which it is forc't. | 

But that it be convey'd back theſe two things are neceffarily re- 
quir'd,viz. Firſt,that it be much diluted with Serum there plentifully 
abopnding, or rather protruded into the part 3 And then Se- 
coudly, that the emptied Veſſels behind the Tumour Drink vp 
—_—— py y--Y _ again 
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again the Blood diluted by the Serum , and driven back : For 
the Blood driven toward the Tumour, when it can go no far» 
ther forward , yet at leaft that upon lefſening its Bulk it may 
go back, diſcharges Serum plentifally from it ſelf, and drives 
it into the places obſtrufted ; which entring into the ſtagnating 
Blood, dilutes it, and getting into its place drives it into the 
Ductus's of the Veſſels; and that Serum in the mean time 
paſſing forward exhales through the Pores , and ſo the Blood 
which was extravaſated being diluted, and ſent back by the 
Serum, and the Serum it felf evaporated, the Tumour with 
the Inflammation vaniſh by degrees : But in caſe (as it often 
happens in hot Temperaments,)) the Blood extravaſed and driven 
into the Pores be not diluted with a plentiful acceſs of Serum, 
it will not only ſtick there with obſtinacy, but will cauſe a 
violently Inflamed Tumour with a Fever, and ſometimes other 
dreadfal Symptoms. Not long fance a great Divine whoſe Blood 
was thick and hot,having an Iflue made in the infide of his Legg, 
though the Skin only was cut, an Inflammation ſhortly fol- 
lowed, which grew ſo violent within a few Days that it could 
ſcarce be hindred from turning to a Gangreen by the uſe of 
any Remedies whatſoever. Wherefore when the Blood extra» 
vaſated through a Solution of Unity, and wanting an acceſs 
of Serum for diluting it, and carrying it- back, tends to a vio- 
lent Inflammation; Fomentations, and Cataplaſms of Emollient 
things outwardly apply'd often do much good, becauſe the 
moiſt and mild Parricles parting from them , enter the ftag- 
nating Blood, and dilute it, and fo giving it a gentle motion 
cauſe it to return more readily into its Veſlels; ſo that thoſe 
moiſt applications outwardly us'd ſupply the defect of the in- 
ward Serum requir'd for diluting the Blood : Nevertheleſs that 
the Blood fo diluted, and put in motion be reſtor'd to'Cir- 
culation, it's farther neceſſary that the Veſſels which are to re- 
ceive it be fufficiently emptied, for which end beſides a flen- 
der Diet, Bleeding and Purging are often of neceffary uſe z 
and indeed it is uſual to Purge and often to Bleed Cacochy- 
mical,» and Plethorical perſons a little before, or after an Iflue 
is made. Nor are theſe Remedies only proper to prevent or 
remove an Inflammation in caſe of a freſh Iflue, but are like- 
wiſe gaod whenever that affe&t happens to an Iflue of a long 
ſtanding : For if at any time the Blood being very impure, 
and withal Feveriſhly bailing enters upon an Excretory Tur- 
peſcency, it often falls out that it depoſes its Excrements and 
Filthy Dreggs about the lffue, being hardly to be Purg'd elſ&- 
where, and that it being there hindred from its Circulation 
upon their being heapt together, is extravaſated , and ſo cauſes |

a violent Inflammation : Such an affect lately hapening, in an 
Ancient Nobleman, and at firſt neglected, ſoon turn'd to a Gan- 
green, from which nevertheleſs by the help of proper Medicines 
carefully adminiſtred both inwardly and outwardly, he eſcapt 
not without great danger of his Life. 

2. If at any time an Iflue diſcharges too much Ichor , which 
for the moſt part is thin, and of a very ill Smell, and ſome- 
times diſcolopred, ſo that ſuch vaſt Spendings of Humour, and 
withal it's intolerable Stench requires a Cure : In ſuch caſe there 
are two chief Therapentick intentions, viz. Firſt, to ſtrengthen 
the mixture of the Blood that its Texture be not too prone 
to a Diſſolution, and Fuſion of Serum : And Secondly, to pre- 
ſerve the place Ulcerated by the Iflue, and to keep it free 
from any Corruptive Ferment, ſo that no Noyſome Filth there 
lodg'd may defile the Blood as it paſſes through in circulating, 


whereby being infected it may preſently run into parts, and be 


forc't to depoſe the Serum there in ſuch abundance. 

The former ſcope of Curing orders ſcarce any thing but now 
and then a moderate Purge, and a good Diet, v7. that the 
perſon keep himſelf from all Surfeits, and irregularity as to the 
quantity, quality, and ſeaſons of taking his Food ; and parti- 
cularly from thin Wines, Cider, and other Acid Liquors , with 
Which the Blood is wont to be fus'd, and driven to flowings 
of Serum : For Perſons ſo affected moſt ſurely pay for any er- 
rour or irregularity committed in Diet, a Pain preſently being 
raisd about the Iſſue. 

For the due Preſervation of the Tone of the place where the 
Iflne is made, and for keeping it free from Putref:Xion, you 
muſt take a particular care that for avoiding a! Naſtineſs, both 
the Solids to be put into the Orifice, and the Coverings, be 
they either Plailters, Ivy Leaves, or Oyl-cloaths be chang'd twice 
a Day:: For in ſome each of theſe ſoon gets an ill favour, and 
preſently cauſes Ithe Ulcer of the Ifſie to ſtink : In caſe this 
tends to Putrefaction , preſently inſtead of a Pea, or Wooden- 
pill, let a Pill of Virgin-wax incorporated with red Saunders and 
Verdigreaſe be put into it ; and likewiſe let a Fomentation of 
the DecoCtion of St. John's Wort, Yarrow , Centory, @c. be 
apply'd Morning and Evening. 

3- Sometimes it happens that an Ifſue even as a dryed Foun- 
tain, diſcharges no Humour ; The reaſon whereof uſually is 
either becauſe the hole being not deep enough does not pe- 
netrate the whole Skin, which is eaſily Curd by making it 
deeper 3 or the Sore though large and deep enough , yet ſtill 
continues dry becauſe the Serum does not readily nor freely 


ſeparate from the Maſs of Blood, this having too cloſe a Tex- 
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ture, and then the only Remedy is to wear within the Ori- 
fice, Solids more irritating, and working more ſtrongly on the 
Mouths of the Veſſels : For which purpoſe Pills are made of 
the Wood of Ivy, of Box, or of the Roots of Gentian, or of 
Hermodacts, and are often us'd with good ſucceſs, 

4. It often falls out that” the Orifice of an Ifſue- being too 
ſmall, and diſtilling forth little Ichor is covered over with a 
thin Skin with the Pea included in it, and that with the hole 
it is heal'd up : For which default there is ſcarce a proper Re- 
medy to be apply'd ; wherefore (rather than til! to fret” the 
Skin to no purpoſe ) it's better to let ſuch an 1ſſhe cloſe up, 
OB to transfer it to ſome other place. 

5. The Sore of an Ifſue inclining to heal, and being hin- 
dred from it, has very often about its edges, and ſometimes in }. 
its Cavity a Spongy Fleſh growing up 3 the reaſon whereof is 
that the Nutritive Juice conveyd to the ends of the Arteries, 
and Nervous Fibres, and not preſently waſht away by the Se- 
rous Ichor, ſticks there, and beginning to be affimilated extend}, 
both thoſe Veſſels to fill the Cavity with Fleſh; and the Blood 
in the mean while brought thither Forms within that Maſs little 
Sprouts of Veins for its return ; nevertheleſs that Fleſh , as 
yet rough and ſhapeleſs, being kept from the greateſt part of 
the Orifice, grows up above its Brim, and when it is riſen ſo 
high that it can be no longer veiled and covered with the Skin, 
it continues ſtill Naked and Spongeous : This Excreſcency is 
eaſily enough Cur'd by ſprinkling on it Eſcharotick Powders , 
of burnt Allom, Colcothar, or Mercury Przcipitate ; for theſe 
ſorts of Medicines with their Acrimonious and Stiptick force eat 
away the Fleſh thus Luxuriant, repel the Nutritive Juice, and 
ſhut cloſe the Mouths of the Veſſels. When that ſuperfluous 
Fleſh grows continually and increaſes about the edges of an 
Ifſue, it's a fign that the Nutritive Juice abounds more there 
than the Excrementitious Humour, and conſequently that in 
perſons ſo afteted that Emiſſary is not ſo very beneficial, 
wherefore under the pretext of this reaſon many are mightily 
averſe from that Remedy (which certainly 18 inoftenfive in moſt, 
though it be not equally advantageous in all. ) 

There is now an unperſwadable opinion which has taken foot- 
mz amongſt many here in Enz/and (I know not if it be fo 
in other Countries ) that an Ifſue or Iflues dipoſe to Barrenneſs ; 
wherefore to all married Women, and defirous of Children, this 
fort of Remedy, though otherwiſe never ſo conducing to their 
Health, is Religiouſly forbidden ; though no reafon is yet given 
for this ſtcick Prohibition 3 only ſtories are told of certain 


Women having Ifſues who are Barren ; when it is aseaſy to

"ſhew more Barren Women without Iſſues ; and many fertile 
with them : And truly I uſe to retort this as a chief Argu» 
ment againſt that opinion, there being no need of any other.

the Furſt place the Cuticle or Scarf-Skin being void of

Skin, when by reaſon of the cloſe Tex- 
ture: of the Scarf-skin they are not able wholly to breath a- 
way, fixing on: the outward part of the Skin, they produce 
yarions diſcolourations and foul affects thereof : Of which ſort 
chiefly are thoſe we call Suyzmer Spots, alſo Scorbutical and 
Malignant Spots, and likewiſgSpots and any other Stains whatever 
bedecking the Skin, or Scarf-skin with- any Marks or Specks 
without any tumour or unevenneſs. 

As to affects of the Skin it ſelf in general, in regard 
they.are various and of ſundry ſorts, they are wont to be di-

either with or without a Tumour : We took notice of theſe 
latter even now. + 
.. Cutaneous affects with a Tumour are either univerſal , diſ- 
perſt- through the whole Body, or particular, rais'd in theſe or 
other.

This Scab, or Itch is commonly deſcrib'd to be a breaking 
forth of Puſhes here, and there through out the whole Body, 
proceeding from a ſharpe and ſalt Humour gather'd 
within the Pores of the Skin 3 and by reaſon of its mighty 
Itch, caufing a neceffity of ſcratching to diſcuſs. it thence. 

I conceive the Morbifick matter of the Itch to be the Lym- 
phick Humour conſtantly refiding in the Glands of the Skin, 
hut degenerated from its Genuine,vsz. Salino-volatile Diſpoſition, 
into an Acid, or otherwiſe vitiated Temper, 

That Lymphick Humour is wont to be depraved theſe three 
ways, and conſequently falls into a Coagulative and Vitiobs 
habit with the Serum newly ſupply'd from the Blood : viz. Furft, 
the Blood it ſelf being yery impure, and withal diffolv'd. leaves 
a great ftore of its corrupted and Filthy Dreggs in the Glands 
of the Skin , which becoming there a Leaven more Corruptive, 
ſtrongly ferment, and are coagulated with other adventitious or 
tranſient Juices, and ſo bring forth not only Scabby affects, 
but Leaprofies of divers kinds ; hence frequent and continual 
feeding on Shell-fiſh and others, and on Salt Meats, and fuch

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and  Venemous Medicines -taken into the Body cauſe breakings 
ont all over the Skin, and thoſe oftefi very dreadful.

* Thirdly, if haply' thoſe cauſes are wanting, that the Glan- 
dulous Humour of the Skin be neither defil'd through the fault 
of the Blood,'nor- its' own Stagnation, yet a Virulent infetion 
from without -diſpoſes- it as readily to produce thoſe Diſeaſes, 
as it's daily maiiifeſted/to us, the Efuvia flowing from the Puſhes 
of a Scabby Skin, being of no leſs efficacy than Barm or Yet, 
whereof if a very ſmall Portion be put into new Ale un- 
fermented, it preſently ferments the whole Maſs, be it never 
ſo' great, and changes it-into the nature of the Liquour whence 
it was taken. 
'» Fherefore the Itch as to its Origine, either is taken by Con- 
tagion, or by reaſon of an ill Dyet, its Incentive and Fuel is 
communicated*frony the Chyle and Maſs of Blood being viti- 
ated, or through naſtineſs and want of Perſpiration it's gene- 
rated m'-the Skin it .ſelf : To which we may add that Infants 
ſometimes get this evil Hereditarily contracted from their 
Parents-. | | 

'Fhovgh this Diſeaſe be never Mortal, or very dangerous of 
itſelf, but always eaſy of Cure, yet it has often an ill iflue, 
becauſe being long continued it mightily vitiates the Blood, 
and the Nervous Liquour ; and if Cur'd on a ſudden, the Mat- 
ter which is driven fronr the Pores being inwardly receiv'd, 
'brings a pernicious Taint on the Przcordia and Brain, or on 
- other Noble parts. 

The greateſt danger from the Itch threatens Children, and 
CacheCtical Perſons, becauſe in both theſe the Taint ' of the 
Cutaneous Humour is more eafily ſent into the Noble parts, 
which after the ontward Contagion: ef the Itch is taken 
- away, remaining within, cannot be thronghly overcorne but by

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Nor only in the Form of a Liniment, but many other ways 
the foreſaid Medicines may be us'd : For the Fume of Cin- 
naber ( which is prepar'd of Mercury with Sulphur, ) caft on the 
Coals, and taken in at the Mouth, or breathing againſt the 
Superficies of the Body, Cures the Itch : The Mercurial Cof- 
metick water betore written made about half weaker, and ap- 
ply'd io the Skin -with a little Cloath in the Soreft places, kills 
the Itch : Yet the uſe of theſe is not ſo very ſafe as to be 
generally adminiſtred to all perſons. 

Of Sulphur and Vegetables either ſeparately, or conjunCtly, 
boil'd in water Baths are prepar'd , which Cure this Dittemper, 
not by waſhing off only the Filth of the Skin as common 
Baths, but likewife by deſtroying its ferment : Beſides theſe 
there is yet another eafter, and much more neat way of Cu- 
ring the Itch, viz. by boiling a Shift in fountain water with 
Powder of Brimſtone, and after it is dryed in the Sun, or be- 
fore the Fire to wear it four or five Days next the Skin: For 
ſo that Diſeaſe is wont to be Cur'd without Bathing, or the 
Naſtineſs, or ill Odour of an Ointment. 

Poor people uſually Cure themſelves of this Diſtemper only 
by taking the Powder of Brimſtone in Milk inwardly, and 
by anointing  themfelves with the ſaid Powder mixt with But- 
ter outwardly : Sulphur ſeems to be ſo Specitick an Antidote 
againſt the Itch by reafon of -its Balſamick Vertue which de- 
ſtroys the Acidities, and all Exotick and Corruptive Sharpnefles 
of the Blood and Humours, and re{tores to each Latex a Be» 
nign, that is, a Mild, and as it were Oyly Nature. 

As to Mercury, it's no wonder if medicines made of it, per- 
fectly Cure any places of the Skin infeſted with the Itch wheres 
ever they are applyd : For by the application hereof break- 
ings forth, and all Virulent Ulcers, v:z. any that are Venereal 
and Scorbutical are wholly conquered : Moreover it feems not 
ſtrange that this Medicine apply'd to ſome particular place 
ſhould Cure an inveterate Itch in caſe it raiſes a Salivation ; 
but ſometimes it Cures without any ſuch thing, as when a 
perſon wears a Girdle of it ; to this we ſay that the Particles 
of the Mercury paſs then into the Venous . Blood, and after 
being diftus'd throngh its whole Maſs, are driven outward from 
all parts, and depos'd in the Skin where they Kill the Itch, 
ahd when it happens that theſe Mercurial Particles are all a- 
gain evaporated through the Skin, after the Cure is performed, 
then no Salivation, or other inconvenience enſues. 
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CHAP. YI 


| Inferutions and Preſcripts for the Cure of the 
running Scab, or the Leaprofte of the Greeks, 


Fter the Scab with the Itch, it follows that we treat of 

another affect ſomewhat allyed to it in its breaking forth 
in Puſhes, which is commonly call'd the running Scab, by ſome 
a Tetter or Ringworm, or Morphew, by others the Leaprofie 
of the Greeksz but the Names of this affe& being variouſly 
confounded, and the Nature of it haply being differing in 
__—_ Countries, I ſhall deſcribe it as it is now underſtood 
y us, 

The running Scab begins and affects perſons after this man- 
ner, viz. Firſt little red Wheals or Puſhes, ſometimes {ingle, 
ſometimes many of them joyn'd together, ariſe in. many parts 
of the Body, but eſpecially in the Arms or Leggs; and grow 
at length in heaps or cluſters ; the Surface of each Scab when 
grown in cluſters appears rough, and ſomewhat whiſk an 
ſcaly, ſo that upon ſcratching, Scales fall away, and a thin 1- 
chor often ifſues torth, though its ſoon dryed again, and hardens 
into another cruſty Scale. 

Theſe cluſters of Puſhes at firſt are but (mall and few, as 
in the Arm or Legg, or ſome other particular Member , hap- 
ly three or four appear to the bignels of a peny or two pence : 
Afterwards if the Diſeaſe be ſuffer'd to increaſe, they break forth 
in _ places, and grow to a crowns breadth, and at length 
if not ſtopt, cover not only particular Members, but the whole 
Body with a whitiſh Leaprofie, which rais'd to this degree was 
judg'd for the moſt part incurable by the Ancients. 

Theſe breakings forth in ſome are only temporary, as com- 
ing in the Winter, and going away in the Summer, in "others 
on the contrary they come in the Summer, and vaniſh in the 
Winter : In many others this Diſtemper is continual, having no 
time of remifſion or mean. 

Therunning Scab differs. from the Itch, that in this the Puſhes 
"'F * are generally ſingle, and ſeparated from each otheg, though but 
by ſmall ſpaces, but in the other they riſe in cluſters: Again 
the Itch is extreamly infectious, but the running Scab is not 
ſo. 
This Diſeaſe is alſo — from the Leaproſie, that this 
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is likewiſe as infectious as the Itch, and its breakings out are 
much more violent and terrible than in the running Scab, eiz. 
being crufty and ſcaly, and diffus'd in a continued manner throngh- 
out the whole Body. 

Hence it appears that the material cauſe of the running 
Scab is not a meer Cutaneous Humour depraved and degene- 
rated from its Crafis by reaſon of ſome Corruptive Efluvia's 
receiv'd from without, or upon other occafions ; becauſe the 
infetion is not eafily communicated to others, as in the Itch, 
nor preſently difperſt through the whole Body ; but the Puſhes 
firſt breaking forth about the beginning of the Diſeaſe ſeem 
to 'proceed trom hence, that ſome Acido-ſaline Concretions 
happen in the Maſs of Blood ( like Tartar in Wine ) which 
ſeeing they can neither be ſubdued, nor again difloly'd are 
driven to the Skin, as to the fides of the Veſlel. 

This Diſeaſe takes itsriſe for the moſt part on two chief oc- 
cafions, viz. Firſt, from an ill Diet, as from frequent eating of 
Salt Meats, Pork, Shell-fiſh, or others, or Secondly , from the 
eorrnpted Seminaries of other Diſeaſes left in the Body, as 
eſpecially of the Scurvy, and French-pox ill or not Cur'd. 

For Firlt, thoſe forts of Food either becauſe they are rank, 
or otherwiſe diſproportion'd, convey Particles to our Blood , 
that cannot enter a due mixture with it, or are not eaftly 
maſtered by it : To which Heterogeneous Particles gather'd 
together in great abundance by long continuance of ſuch Diet, 
Saline Particles of all kinds readily affociate themſelves, and fo 
make Tartarous Concretions, which are driven to the Skin, and 
are the Seminaries of the running Scab, or Leaprous affects. 

Secondly, the Miaſms of the Scurvy and French-pox left in 
the Body, and at long run rais'd to the higheſt degree in 
Combinations of Exorbitant Salts and Sulphurs, engender a 
moſt plentiful Seminary of this Diſeaſe : For the corrupted 
Taints of the Blood, after that upon long continuance they 
are become wholly Heterogeneons and unſubdueable, gather to 
themſelves at length the Saline Particles, with which growing 
together in that Tartarous Concretion, and driven to the Skin, 
they produce Eruptions of the running Scab. 

Concerning the Cure of the running Scab there are two pri- 
mary Indications, v3. the Preſervatory which regards the cauſe 
of the Diſeaſe, and the Curatory which has regard to the Symp- 
tom, viz. the breaking forth of Puſhes : The Vital has fel- 
dom place in this cafe, unleſs grown altogether deſperate, 
where there is a deficiency of Sleep and Strength : The Me- 
thod of Cure ought always to begin with the Preſervatory 
Indication, which removes the cauſes of the Diteaſe by a 
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Remedies, for otherwiſe outward things are ſcarce ever ad- 
miniftred to any purpoſe (as in the Itch ) but the roots of 
the Diſcaſe being cut off within the Blood, the Cutaneous Puſhes 
ſoon dye away : Thongh for removing thei we muſt proceed 
one way when the running Scab begins of it ſelf, and fome- 
what a differing way when it comes after an inveterate Scurvy , 
or the French-pox , ill or not Cur'd: We ſhall confider each 
of theſe caſes ſeverally and diſtinctly by themſelves. 

When therefore this Diſeaſe js fimple, and primary , -and 
freſh coming, let the evident and .external cauſes be remoy'd, 
let the ill Diet and the Unwholeſomeneſs of the Air be cors 
rected; therefore let perſons who have been long and too much 
usd' to feed on Salt Meats , Pork , or Fiſh betake themſelves 
to a Diet of good Juice, and eaſy of Concoction. Moreover 
if they live by the Sea fide, or in Marſhy places, let them ve- 
move to a more dry and clear Air ; and withal let them be 
as. careful of their Drink, avoiding thick and dreggy Beer , 
and thin and acid Wines which are too much fill'd with Far- 
tar : Finally let them take care that their Drink or Faod be 
not prepar d-ef Mineral waters apt to petrity. 

2. In reſpect of the Conjunct and Procatardick cauſe, viz. 
a Saturation of the Blood with Saline Particles of a differ» 
ing Diſpoſition and Nature , there are two chief intents of 
Curing 3 to wit, that the Blood and . Humours be forthwith 
cleans'd of their impurities : and that the Acido-ſaline Diſcra- 
fies, of the Blood and Nervous Liquour be altered for the 
better to keep them from engendring a Tartarous matter : For 
which ends both evacuating Remedies of divers kinds, and 
alteratives are wont to be preſcrib'd : Nevertheleſs becauſe not 
all but in a manner only great Remedies are here proper, there- 
fare thoſe that are chiefly in uſe, and found to do moſt good, 
arg Catharticks, Bleeding, Whey , Mineral waters coming from 
Iron, Juicy expretfions of Herbs, DecoCtions' of Woods, Chas 
lybeat Medicines and Salivation : We ſhall fet down certain 
Forms of each of theſe, and the manners of uſing them. 

In the Firſt place therefore, a general Purge and Bleeding 
{ as in the Cure of the Itch ) being premitted, let the follow- 
ing Cathartick Infuſion or Tinture be preſcrib'd, whoſe Doſe 
is from fix Ounces to eight, to be repeated within fix or 
ſeven Days. 

Take Roots of ſharp pointed Dock, dryed, of Polypody -of the Oak 
of each half an Ounce , Sena ten Drams, Epi fix Drams, 
Rhubarb, Mechoacan, of each half an Ounce yellow Saund ers two 
Drams, Celtich, Spike baif a Dram, Salt of Tartar a Dram and 4 
balf, put them mm a Glaſs with three Pounds of White-wine, and 
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4 Pound of Elder-flower water ; let them ſtand cloſe covered im a 
cold place for three Days, then uſe it , pouring forth daily a ſuf- 
fictent quantity of the clear Liquour, 

Secondly, to ſweeten the Blood, and cleanſe it from its Salts, 
drink every Morning to two or three Pounds of Whey by it 
ſelf, or with Fumitory, preparations of Cichory, and with ſharp 
pointed Dock infus'd in it, and let this Drink be continued 
for twenty or thirty Days if it agrees with the Stomack, and 
withal in the Evening and early in the Morning let a Doſe 
. of the following Electuary be taken. 

Take Conſerve of the Roots of ſharp pointed Dock, ſix Ounces, 
Crabbs Eyes , Coral prepar d of each two Drams , Ivory a Dram, 
Powder of Lignum Aloes, yellow Saunders of each a Dram and a 
half, Sal Prunella two Drams, Vitriol of Mars a Dram and a balf, 
Syrup of the Juice of MWood=ſorrel what ſuffices, make an EleRuary, 
the Doſe is two Drams. 

Thirdly, for the ſame reaſon as Whey, alſo Mineral waters 
coming from Iron are preſcrib'd againſt this Diſeaſe, and often 
do great good : For when all other Medicines have prov'd 
of no effect , I have ſometimes Cur'd a great and almoſt Lea- 
prous running Scab with this alone: Moreover to add to their 
efficacy we may fatly joyn the uſe of Sal Prunella, or of Vi- 
triol of Mars, or of the EleCtuary before written. 

Fourthly , in ſome perſons having much Serum, and a Watery 
Conſtitution , where drinking of Whey, or Mineral waters is 
not proper, it is good for them 'to take conſtantly a De- 
coGtion of Woods at Phyſical hours » and likewiſe for their or- 
dinary Drink. n 

Take Raſpings of Willow-wood balf a Pound, Roots of Sarſaparilla 
eight Ounces, white Saunders, Wood of the Maſtich-tree, of each two 
Ounces, Shavings of Ivory and Harts-born of each fix Drams , Sha- 
vings of Tin, crude Antimony of each four Ounces , both tyed in a 
Re 5 Licorice an Qunce, let them infuſe according to Art , and 

a Fa ſixteen Pounds of fountain water to half, heep the ſtrqgining 
or uſe. 

Fifthly , Chalybeat Medicines, becauſe generally accounted of 
among the more excellent Remedies, are ſeldom omitted in 
this Diſeaſe, though they as ſeldom prove ſucceſsful : For a 
great many preparations of Iron in, which the Sulphurous Par- 
ticles predo minate for as much as they ferment the Blood, and 
put it upow Excretory Efferveſcencies, encreaſe rather than di- 
miniſh the Eruptions of the running Scab : Nevertheleſs Vi- 
trio] ick- Salts, Syrups, TinCtures, and Infuſfions in regard they 
fix the Blood, and ſomewhat reſtrain the Exorbitamt exceſſes 


of the Salts, anſwer aptly enough to the intention of Curing 
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how propos'd, but being too weak cannot maſter ſo Herculean 
a Diſeaſe. 

Wherefore Sixthly, theſe, and a great many other Remedies 
doing no gocd,many recommend Salzvation as the ſtouteſt Cham- 
pion, and only fit to contend with ſo potent an Enemy : Yet 
the event does not always anſwer this mighty expectation, 
for I muit own to have try'd this Remedy my ſelf in four perſons 
afflicted -with a greivous running Scab, not yielding to other 
Medicines, but without any benefit ; ſome of theſe were put 
in a very high Salivation by a Mercury UnCtion, others by Pills 
of the Solar Precipitate, which Salivation they lay under for 
about twenty Days, after which time all the Scaly breakings 
forth, and cluſters. of Puſhes vaniſht : Nevertheleſs for per- 
feting the Cure a Diet Drink ordered of the Decoction of 
Sarza with frequent Sweating under a Cradle, and due Purging 
betwixt while was continued for a Month : Yet this courſe be- 
ing endzd when no footſteps of the running Scab ſeem'd to be 
left behind, within the ſecond Month a new ſtock of the ſame 
Diſeaſe beginning to ſpring forth, grew up in a thort time to 
its wonted Maturity : Moreover when one of theſe. perſons 
would repeat this Medicine, and another after two returns of 
the Diſeaſe would try it a third time, both of them at length 
deſpair'd of Cure after they - had underwent ſo much Miſery : 
Whence it appears that the French-pox though Malignant in 
the higheſt Nature, and cauſing moſt Filthy and Virulent Ul- 
cers conſuming the- Fleſh and Bones, may much more eafily 
and certainly be Cur'd than the running Scab.. 

The reaſon of it is, that the cauſe of the Pox confiſts in 
a Malignant and altogether Heterogeneous Miaſm defiling, and 
as it were Poyſoning the Blood and. Nervous Liquor for ſome 
time, though not wholly ſubverting their Crafts, or utterly des 
praving them for the future: Wherefore that Cure is perform'd 
by Salivation, or a Sweating Diet, extirpating all that Venom, 
the Genuine Diſpofition of the Blood and Humours then re- 
maining : But in a deep ſort of running Scab the Elementary 
and. Originally compoſing Particles of the Blood are corrupted, 
ſo that unleſs the Craſis and due Diſpoſition of theſe | be re- 
{tor'd, all ſorts of Evacuations, and Purgings of the Malignant 
and Venemous matter , though never ſo full and eradicative 
will effect little or nothing : Wherefore it-is not without ground 
that many famous Phyfttians formerly have judg'd this Dif- 
eaſe when confirm'd, and drawing near to a Leaprofie to be 
hardly or never Cur'd. 

2. No better event attends this Diſeaſe when it ſucceeds an 
mveterate Scurvy : Haply the intentions of Curing are m_ 
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What more certainly pitcht upon when this affect is ſuppos'd 
to be the baſis or root of that: viz. the Therapeutick intention 
being thence taken, we infift chiefly on Antiſcorbutick Reme- 
dies; but yet the more ſmart and hotter things of this kind, 
as Scurvy-graſs, Creſſes, Horſe-raddiſh, Peppertpore and other things 
wrritxting the Blood too much, in regard they more diflolve 
its Crafts, and drive the Tartarous Concretions more plenti- 
fully to the Skin, are always found rather prejudicial than -ad- 
vantageous: And for this reaſon the uſe of hot Baths or Bathing 
in hot waters, which in regard it evacuates the Humours of 
the whole Body by a moſt plentiful Sweat , and cleanſes the 
Pores of the Skin, and mightily purges them, may feem to 
be very available in this Diſeaſe, mo commonly is ſo far from 
doing good, that the Eruptions are wont thence to be mighti- 
ly encreaſt, and exaſperated : For I have known many perſons 
not very much over-gone with the running Scab, who going 
to onr Bath to bathe themſelves in the hot waters have re- 
turn'd thence perfetly_ Leaprous : Wherefore when this affect 
is a Symptom ariſing from the Scurvy, all Smart, and Elattick 
things being avoided, let only the more temperate, and ſuch 
as are endow'd with a Nitrous, Vitriolick, or Volatile Salt be 
adminiftred : We ſhall give you ſome kinds and torms of each 
of theſe forts. In the Firſt place things chiefly excelling in a 
Nitrous Sal are Chryſtal Mineral, the Juices or Decottions of certain 
Herbs, and' ſome Purging Mineral waters. 

Take Chryſtal Mineral, or Nitre purified to the higheſt degree 

an Ounce , Flowers of Sal Armoniack a Dram , bruiſe them 
together in a Glaſs Mortar, give to a Dram thrice or four times 
in 'the ſpace of twenty four hours. 
Take Leaves of the great Houſe-leekhtwo handfuls , being bruts'd 
boil them in tiwo Pounds and a half of freſh Milk till st eurn to 
FFhey and Curd, being flram'd let the clear Liquour be taken to 4 
Pound twice a Day. ; 

Take Leaves of Dandelyon ſix bandfuls , being bruts'd put them 
in aGlaz'd Earthen Pot with a cover, which pus in an Oven after 
the Bread is drawn , and let it ſtand for ſix or eight hours, then 
the Maſs being put in a flrainer let the clear Liquour run out, 
the Doſe of which is from four Ounces to ſix thrice or oftner in a Day. 
_ Cucumbers being endowd with a Nitrous quality are found 
by experience to be good againſt this Difeafe, wherefore let 
ftore of them be often eaten, as a Sallet, Moreover let three 
or four of them heing cut into ſlices be mfuz'd and cloſe ftopt 
in three Pounds of fonuiin Water all Night; to the clear Ligpour 
pour'd oft, add of Sal Prunella two or three Drams ; the Dole 


is balf a Pound thrice or oftener in a Day ; for the fame per 
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poſe, alſo, Decoctions of the; Leaves together with the Fruit 
made in fountain. water are proper. 

Somg' Mineral Purging waters, as eſpecially thoſe of North- 
bal,. being reſoly'd "by Evaporation maniteſtly ſhew the Nitrous 
Salt. wherewith they are imbued :. And I have ſometimes found 
by; experience that dayly drinking about two quarts of them 
far many Days Cures a ſmall running Scab. | 

2, Butas I. have hinted before, Mineral waters endow'd with 
@ Vitriolick Salt; as thoſe of the Spaw, and ours of Tunbridge 
and Aftrope: far exceed thoſe Nitrous waters, nay and all other 
><; .and are of greater efficacy-in the Cure of the run- 
ning Scab. F% 

To thoſe who have not the conveniency of uſing theſe waters, 
I, ordinarily give with good ſucceſs againſt this Difeafe com- 
mon waters impregnated with our Steel; and ſo moſt exactly 
reſembling thofe Mineral waters. Tt happens that Tin and An- 
timony by reaſon of their Mineral Salts, or at leaſtwiſe by rea- 
ſon of the Mercurial Partieles in them are extol'd by many 
for Curing the , running Scab, and are wont to be preſcrib'd 
with. other Medicines. Let Shavings of Tin, and Powder of An- 
82mony be infus'd in Beer for ordinary Drink 5 they enter alfo 
the DecoCtions of Sarza with Woods which are ordered againſt 
this affect. | me 

The uſe of the Viper, and preparations of it, ſufficiently re- 
commend the excellent Vertne of Volatile Salt for the Cure of 
the deep fort of running Scab, nay of: the Leaprofie it felf: 
For, it being manifeſt by frequent obſervations that Reniedies 
prepar'd of . Vipers do good in the running Scab, and Lea- 
profie, certainly the —— of the help it affords'onght to be 
aſcrib'd to the Volatile Salt, with a great ptenty of which this 
Animal is endowed : For the Particles of this deftroy the fixt 
and acid Salts predominating in the Blood of the Diſeas'd, and 
difſolve their Combinations ; Nevertheleſs the 'Salt, Spirit , and: 
Oyl of Vipers Chymically extraCted, by reaſon of ther Empy- 
reumatick, and mighty Elaſtick Particles, which they draw 
from the Fire, are not proper in this Diſeaſe; ſo neither the 
Spirit, or Volatile Salt of Harts-horn, Soot, or B/av.', and other ſuch 
like Armonzacks, becauſe by exagitating the 5!ood ' and Hu- 
mours above meaſure,” they cauſe their Crafts ro be more dif 
ſolv'd, and the Corruptions to be driven torth more plenti- 
fully to the Skin : Wherefore the more ſimple preparations of 
Vipers, as Broaths of their Fleſh boil'd in water , Drinks impreg- 
nated with Infuſions, or IncoCtions of the fame, and Powders 
made of the fame dryed and beaten are preſctib'd with more 
ſucceſs againſt this Diſeaſe : Lig 7a not only the Fleſh cf 
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Vipers, but of other kinds of Oviaprous Snakes being boil'd and 
eaten for ordinary Food, = often Booty 8 Gs 
The running Scab, or ſcaly breakings forth of Puſhes, and 
growing in figures like cluſterings is fo frequent and familiar 
a Symptom of an inveterate French-pox, that the firſt thing we 
do is to ask perſons affected with the former Diſtemper, whether 
they do not conceive that there may be ſomething of the 
Malignity of the other lying hid within them ; and 'if it be 
found to be ſo, preſently all Specificks againft the former and 
Antiſcorbuticks being laid afide , we forthwith betake our ſelves 
to Decoctions of Woods, and thoſe doing little or no good, 
to Mercurial Medicines. And truly by this Method I have ſoon 
and eafily Curd many perſons accounted to have a run- 
ning Scab, and Leaprofte, who had been long under Cure, 
and miſerably tormented with Remedies appropriated to theſe 
Diſeaſes : And we refer this kind of running Scab to the Pa- 
thology of the French-pox , whereof it is an Appendix. 

The Second Indication Which 18 Curatory, having regard to the 
Diſeaſe it ſelf, and its primary Symptom, v:7. the ſcaly break- 
ings forth, and the cluſters of Puſhes, preſcribes Topical Reme- 
dies to be apply'd to the Skin outwardly for removing theſe 
effects : For which purpaſe Baths and Liniments are pecu- 
liarly proper 3 Ge they ſeldom, or never Cure of themſelves, 
unleſs the ProcatarCtick cauſe, viz. the Tartarous Diſpoſition of 
the Blood be firit cleard. | 

There is a mighty ſtore of theſe Topicks to be found as well 
among Phyfical Authors, as among Empiricks and Quacks: 
Though among them all, Baths or Liniments made of Tar far 
exceed all the reſt of the Remedies of ' both kinds : So that in 
truth we ſhould make uſe of theſe alone were it not for their 
ill ſmell : wherefore I ſhall give you certain Forms of Com- 
poſitions with Tar, and without it 2 

Therefore for Baths it's a common thing to uſe water kept 
ſome time in Veſſels in which Tar has been before, and fo im- 
pregnated by Infuſion. (Or) LITE 

Take two Pounds of Tar, and incorporate it into a pretty thick 
Maſs with white and ſifted Aſhes, which boil in a ſufficient quan- 
tity of fountain water, adding Leaves of ground Ivy, Fumitory, white 
Hore ,» Roots of ſharp pointed Dock, and of Elecampene, of each 
four handfuls : Make a Bath to be usd with governance; or (et 
ſuch a Decoftion be prepar'd without Tar for perſons troubled with 
the running Scab, and loathing the ſmell of Tar. | 

SulphurousBaths,bothNatural and Artificial, are found by frequent 
experience not to agree, nay and the former commonly to do 
hurt : Moreover all Bathing whatfoever ought to be us'd _ 
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preat caution; for in regard this Adminiſtratiqn exagitates and 
ex#ts the Blood, it endangers to diſſolve its Crafis more ( #8 
is ſaid. before ) and to diſperſe its corrupted Taints in a mure 
plentiful manger to the Skin. ,.. | Rs 
. 2. Liniments, Whoſe uſe is more ſafe, and proper, are of thice 
kinds, or degrees, viz. gentle, mean, and ftrong.: 1 ſhall give 
you an example or two. of each of theſe 
. T. Firſt, therefore in a ſmall running Scab, where the breakings 
forth and cluſters: of Puſhes are few and very ſinall, faſtzng 
Spittle-is recommended : Alſo the Liquour diftmling fram green 
Wood in the Fire :_ So likewiſe a meer rubbing with the Ret 
of hay pointed Dock, bru$'d, and macerated in Vinegar.

Take mhite Precipitate three Drams, Un Roſatum three 
Ownces : Mix them, to anoint the parts chiefly affefied; The uſe of 
theſe in this Diſeaſe ought to be yery inuch ſuſpected : For 
if haply a Salivation be rais'd, a mighty glut of Matter ftick- 
ing in the pores of the Skin will be put in motion, Which if 
the whole, ruſhing too much together towards the Outius Sab- 
vales , gathers ina body about the parts of the Throat, it 
will endanger Suffocation, "yi 
. Some years ſince a Virgin of a noble Family , whoſe Tem- 
perament was hot, as having originally a ſharp and ſalt Blood, 
after haying liv'd a very long time , almoſt from her Cradle 
ſomewhat toucht with a running, Scab, about tHe time of her 
coming to ripeneſs of years began to be troubled with it in 
& more grievous manner : For cluſters of ſcaly Puſhes did not 
only every where overrun her Arms, and Thighs, and other 


- parts of the Body out of fight, but likewiſe made her Hands 
:»-and Face fo loathſome, that ſhe was aſham'd to go abroad and 
« Converſe with others of her quality : An infinite number of  -...,# 
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the lefſer ſort of Remedies were given her! without any" ſuc» 
ceſs : By the uſe of hor Baths ſhe ſeem'd to' grow better at 
firſt, but in''the entl ſhe hecame worſe after them. The waters 
of Aſtrope wells which have_perfeMly  Cur'd ſome perſons of a 
running Scab; did her ittle 'or no+ good ; Whetefore ſeeing all 
ordinary *Methods- would not' do, I propos'd that ſhe. ſhould 
try. Salivation, as being a-morepowerful Renredy than ail the 
reſt, and (as it's faid ) the laſt 2 The: Patient and her Parents 
readily conſenting to this advice, preſently "her Body being 
duly prepar'd by Purging atid Bleeding, I gave her (after our 
wonted matiner ) Pills of the Solar Pracipitate for two Days, and 
after the Intermiflion of ohe, the Medicine being repeated the 
third time ſhe: began to Salivate very well and freely ,-it con-

nitht ; Notwithſtanding which to” perfect the: Cure, -and with- 
al to extirpate the Mercury, ſhe '{pent another Month in Purg- 
ing, Sweating, under a Cradle, and in a 'Diet Dtink-of a De- 
coction of 'Sar/a, China, &<c. at which time ſeeming to. be per- 
fectly Cur'd, ſhe continned- fo for about forty Days : But from 
thence forwards, though':ſhe - obſerv'd an exact Form of Diet, 
the ſame Diſeaſe beggn to ſpring forth afreſh, 'and encreafing 
by degrees, rife at _— to''an overgrown ſtate. as before : 
I, being in ſome confuſton at this event, perſwaded her to hope 
an alteration for the better after the flowing of her Menſes, 
which, having not yet happen'd, was expeCted in a ſhort time: 
Nevertheleſs after long expeCation, that Excretion at length

the courſe was finiſht, the Puſhes, and their Heaps, or'cluſters 
appear again, and daily increafing by -degrees in” namber and 
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bulk, at length rendred the Body all over in a more loathſome 
condition than before. 

- 1knew-another, a robuſt Man of an Athletick habit of Body, 
who after he had been troubled with a running Scab many years,the 
Diſeaſe at length growing worſe, and being riſen to an avergrawn 
ſtate,had his whole Body covered over with a white,and as it were 
Leaprous Scurf : So that every Night the Scales falling off in a 
great plenty within the Bed like Bran, might 'be gathered up 
in heaps : This perſon, in order to his Cure, firſt tryed ordinary 
Remedies almoſt of all kinds, but without any good : And then 
having ungergone a gentieSalivation of Mercury, he foung himſelf 
nothing better; afterward that*Method being-repeated, after along 
and high Flux, he ſeem'd reſtor'd to his Health : But within three 
Months the ſame Diſeaſe ſpringing forth afreſh, riſe in a ſhort 
time to its Ancient Enormous ſtate: Nay and having undergone 
this ickſome kind of Cure a third time, that affect ſeeming for a 
while*to be driven away, return'd againg” and thenceforwardin 
deſpite of this, and any other Method'/Whatſoerer, exercis'd its 
Tyranny during the Life of the Patient : T need not fay any thing 
of the Leaprohe, which being only a more intenſe degree of the 
former Diſeaſe,” frems ſcarce to admit of-any Cnre. 
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CHAP. 1I. 


Inftruttions and Preſcripts for the Cure of the 
Falling-fickneſs. 


HE Epilepſy,or Falling Shoch is thus'deſcrib'd ; 
Firſt, as to the Idza of the Diſeaſe, a Fit of 
the Epilepſy ſeems to be an Univerſal, and 
only a more violent fort of Convulſion ; in 
which the Spirits that are in the Brain be- 
ing firſt irregularly moy'd, and as it werein 

Confufion ; all-the reft refiding in the Appendix both Medul- 

lary and Nervous of the Brain fall together into Convllive 
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motions, or diſorderly contractions, and continue them for 
ſome time,with frequent twitchings, The acceſs of the Diſeaſe for 
the moſt part is by way of ſurpriſe, ſo that the Diſeaſed fall ſud- 
denly on the ground, grind their Teeth, foam at Mouth, and 
often beat their Heads againſt the ground ; their Arms, and 
Leggs in the 'mean time, nay and their Neck and Back either 
preſently become tiff, or are twiſted in and out with various 
Flexions ; ſome violently beat their' Breſt , others ſtretch forth 
their Arms and Leggs with great force, and impetuouſly throw 
them, and ſometimes the whole Body .from one place to a» 
nother : In many the Przcordia. and Hypochondres, and all 
the lower Venter ſwell, and are greatly blown up: After ſome 
time, which is ſometimes ſhorter, and ſometimes longer, theſe 
Symptoms ceaſe on a ſudden, and then the Sick cameto them- 
ſelves again, and recover their Senſes, there remaining never» 
theleſs after the Fit a pain of the Head with a drowſineſs, and 
a deadneſs of the Senſes 3 and often a Vertigo and Scotoma. 
- xþ agg Fits are wont to return ſometimes, at ſet times of 
the day, month or year, but for the moſt part they are wont 
to have a more certain retyrn, and to ſeize more violently ac- 
cording to the greater changes of the year, or the conjunctions, 
or oppoſite aſpects of the Moon or Sun 3 ſometimes the ac» 
ceſſes are erring and uncertain according to the occaſion and 
variety of evident cauſes: And the Fits are ſometimes more 
mild, ſoon paſting away, ſo that the Diſeas'd ſcarce fall on the 
ground, or are depriv'd of Sence'; ſometimes they are more 
violent, keeping the perſon Senſeleſs for many hours, and in- 
ducing other dreadful Symptoms. Sometimes, though ſeldom, 
certain Signs, forewarning a Fit, give notice to the Diſeas'd be- 
fore hand, as a heavineſs of- the Head, a flaſhing of the Eyes, 
a ringing in the Ears : Sometimes in ſome exteriour part, to 
wit, in the Arm, or Legg, oralſoin the Back, or Hypochondres, 
a Convulfion precedes, which, aſcending thence like a cold wind, 
and creeping towards the Head, ſeems to cauſe a Fit of. the 
Falling-evil: Nor is it leſs uſual for it to have its beginning in 
the Stomack, Spleen, Womb, Inteſtines, Genitals, and other of 
the Yiſcera, and to paſs thence to the Head in like manner. 

It is to be obſerv'd that ſometimes the Epilepſy terminates 
of its own accord, viz. about the time of Puberty, ſo that thoſa 
who are not Cur'd before that period is paſt, viz. the twentyfifth 
year, ſcarce ever recover their Health : For about the time of 
Puberty a double alteration happens to humane Body, and there- 
fore often a releaſe from the Epilepſy, or any other Diſeaſe 
more deeply rooted : For Firſt, at this time the Genital Hu- 
mour_begins to be:gather'd together in the. Spermatick Veſige, 
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whence it follows -that the -Spyrituous Particles, and the Nitros 
pareous 'Which:arg - wont, to;;accompany them, and ſnch, as 
are Morbifick;. are not -only - depos/d in the Brain , but alſo in the 
Teftes, . wherefore-if the - Heterogeneous . Combination. of , the 
Spirits, - before- taking, to- the-Brain, and: cauſing the, Epilepſy , 
be" freely: carried into -that new Storehouſe, the Brain alſo be- 
: ingimore?free;, . Often; ſhakes: oft the- Epileptical, or. otherwiſe 
E Morbid Diſpoſition: Secondly, about the. time of ; Puberty, as 
the: Blopd-conveys: ſomewhat, which- before was defagn'd., for 
the'Brain, to the :Genitals by- the- Spermatick Arteries, ſo alſo 
it: receiyes- ſome: ferment: from thoſe ſaid parts by way of re- 
torn by the: Veins,  vi4- ſome- particles imbued with a Semi- 
nat Tincture are: carried back into the Maſs of Blood; which 
ſtrengthen it, and inſpire into it, a_new and: fprightly Vigour, 
wherefore at: that time the- endowments of the Body and Mind 
ehiefly- exert themſelves, the Hairs ſhoot forth, the. voice be- 
comes more ſonorous: The Menſes flow from Women, and other 
Accidents ſupervene, by which it manifeſtly appears that the 
Blood and Nervous Juice are impregnated with ſome new Fer- 
mentation: Wherefore unleſs the Worbifick Ferments, or Semi- 
nal Roots are: overcome: by this new Natural- Ferment, they 
continue: afterwards unconquered to our dying Day : If the E- 
pileply does not ceaſe about the time of Puberty, nor can be 
2ur'd by the uſe: of -Medicines, it either terminates immedi- 
ately in Death, or is chang into ſome other Diſeaſe, viz. a 

Palſy, Stupidity, or Melancholy , for the moſt part incurable. 
Concerning the Cure of the Falling-fickneſs the Indications 
( as vulgarly ſet forth ):are either Curatory, having regard to 
- the Fit, and either keep it-off as it is coming, or ſoon force 
it off when it has ſeizd: Or they are ProphylaCtick, and re- 
gard the cauſe of the Diſeaſe, which if they remove, its accefles 

. will be kept off for the future. | 

As to the firſt intention, - general Evacuatives have ſcarce 
place 3 nor ought a Vomit, or Purge, and very ſeldom Bleed- 
ing to be-usd in a Fit; if the perſon © continues depriv'd of 
- Senſe a long time, Clyiters are ſometimes wont to be admi- 
niftred ; but the chief thing to be done is to fix the Animal 
its, which are too Exorbitant and Volatile ; and to ſup- 
© preſs their beginning Exploſions: For which ends two Kinds 
of Remedies chiefly conduce,v:z. Firſt, Such as reprefs the Animal 
Spirits, apt to rife to anExorbitancy and to ſhoot, and repel them 
by a cgrtain Fumigation as it were ungrateful to them ; and 
" force them into their due courſe: Which Medicines en- 
dow'd with a Volatile, and Armoniack Salt, or alſo with a Vi- 
- triolick Sulphur will eftect. Of which kind are Salt and Ml 
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of Amber, Spirit of Blood, of Harts-horn, of Soot, Tincture 
of Caſtoreum and the like : Fur theſe being inwardly taken, 
or held to the' Noſtrils often give relief; nay and ate thought 
to drive away the evil Spirits of this Diſeaſe, eveh 2s in Tobit 
the Fume of the Gall of a Fiſh burnt did the Devil. Secondly , 
the Animal Spirits are diverted, or hindred from entring upoyg 
Exploſions, when they are allur'd to, and kept imploy'd in ſome 
work that is uſual to them, wherefore in the Fit, Frictions 
usd over the whole Body, and continued tor ſome time often 
do good : But as to railing up perſons ſeiz'd, and wholly re- 
ſtraining the Arms and Leggs from the Convulſfive' motion, oc 
binding them in this or that Poſture (as ſome people uſe to 
do) and fo, as to blowing Sneezing-powder into their Noſttils 
and pouring ftrong Cordials into their Mouths, or applying 
Cupping-glaſſes and Scarifications, and dealing ronghly with the 
Dileas'd by other ways of Adminiſtration , thus diſturbirg the 
courſe of the Fit : I ſay this fort of preCtice is very often ill 
taken in hand, becauſe by this means Nature is doubly toil'd, 
viz. both by the Diſeaſe, and no leſs by ſanders by, and Ser 
vants, Whereas it were much better to let the Fit paſs a&- 
cording to its courſe, that ſo the Diſeas'd might eſcape with one 
affliction, | | 

Truly the greateſt care of a Phyſician and efficacy of Re- 
medies is in the Prophylactick part of this Diſeaſe, that its cauſe 
being taken away, or its root cut off, all the Fruit may wi- 
ther : The Medicines requir'd for this Indication have regard 
to many intents, which nevertheleſs may be reduc't to theſe 
two chief heads, viz. Firſt, that the fuel of the Diſcaſe ſup- 
plyed immediately from the vitious Blood and Nervous Juice, 
and more mediately from the Viſcera and firſt paſſages, be cur 
off; And then Secondly, that the evil Diſpoſition of the Brain, 
and Spirits in it, which is peculiar to the Epilepſy, beremov'd. 

As to the firſt thing indicated, here Vomity, and Prirges, 
and other both Evacuatives, and Alteratives, nay and Bleeding, 
and Cauteries have place ; for as much as by theſe means and 
ways the Impurities both of the Viſcera and Humours are drawn 
away, and their Diſcraſy is corrected : For though theſe Me- 
dicines and Phyfical Adminiſtrations ſeldom or never Cure 
| the Epilepſy alone, yet they remove Impediments,” raiſe up 
| Nature, and ſtir her up to ſet upon her Enemy : They alfa pres 
pare the paſſages that thereby Specifick Remedies may more 
| 


certainly and efficaciouſly exert their Vertues : Wherefore when 

the Cure of this Dileaſe is attempted Spring and Fall, and 

at. other fit ſeaſons, by Secrets and Arcana's, it's uſual ts uſe 

betwixt whiles thoſe ſorts of In, ogy hs 
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As to Specifick Remedies which are afficm'd even alohe, though 
hot always, to reach the cauſe of the Epilepſy, aud to over- 
come it, of which kind are the Male Peony, Miitletow of the Oak, 
Rue, Caſtoreum, Elks-hoof, preparations of Mais Scull, Anſber, 
Coral, with many others : In regard theſe things are taken without 
any ſenfible Evacuation, or even Diſturbance following in the 
Viſcera or Humours, it ſeems ftrange by what formal way, or 
Vertue of working they are wont ever to do good in this 
Diſeaſe. - 

If there be any room for conjecture in this intricate and 
obſcure thing, in regard the ProcatarCtick cauſe of the Epi- 
lepſy conſiſts in the Heterogeneous Combination hapning to the 
Spirits in the Brain it follows that thoſe things which over- 
come, and remove ſuch a cauſe are of ſuch a Nature, that by 
ſtrengthening the Brain , and conſtringing its Pores they keep 
off that Combination, and fo fix, and as it were confſtipate the 
Spirits that abound in the middle of the Brain, leaving their 
Combination , that they are no longer apt and prone to it- 
reglilar Explofions.: After the like manner haply as when the 
Powder of Aurum Fulminans ground with Sulphur, and ſprinkled 
with Spirit” of Vitriol loſes -its fulminating Vertte * And in 
truth we may conjecture nay in ſome meaſure diſcover that 
theſe kinds of properties, to wit, one, or both of them toge- 
ther, are in many Antiepileptick Remedies; for the Peony, Mitt - 
letow,of the Oak, Rue, Lillies of the valley, with many others excel 
in a manifeſt ſort of Aſtricfiou, whence it is very likely that their 
Particles inwardly taken, and. ſo, by the Vehicle of the Blood, 
of Neryous Juice, convey'd to the Brain, ſo conftringe and cloſe 
its over Lax and Gaping . Pores, that they no longer lie open 
for the entrance of the Morbifick matter : Moreover becauſe 
theſe concrets breath forth an Armoniack as it were, and dif- 
Gpating; vapour, therefore the ſame are ſaid to purify the Ani- 
mal Spirits, and to' fix and cotroborate themhaving left their He- 
tcrogeneous. Combination, This 'Vertue of purifying the Spirits, 
proceeding from, the f = Drwary Salt, ſhews it (af moſt in Re- 
medies taken from Minerals and Animals, ſuch as are the pre- 
parations of Mans Scull, Blood, Amber and Cofal; as the 0- 
ther Aſtringent, Vertue appears moſt in the parts ad prepars 
tions of Vegetables. + 

There is no-necd for us, here to ſet forth a compteat Method 
of Curing. the Epilepſy with. exa& Fortis of Preferipts , bes 
cauſe general Precepts and. excellent Remedies ite every whete 
to, be had-amongft Authors, and a prudent Phyfician will eafily 
accommodate both the Indications, ard that plentifut Apparatus 
of Phyſick to particular caſes of 6ick perſotis : Bit —_ 
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give a clearly new Theory of this Diſeaſe, a Therapeutick 
Method alfo adapted to the ſame ought to be here given 3 Which 
we ſhall preſently fully delineate, after T have given you a 
ſtory of a perſon troubled with the Epilepſy. | 

The Daughter of an Alehouſe-keeper at Oxford had been very 
fubjet fiom her Infancy to a Catarrh falling on her Eyes, be-* 
ing otherwiſe ſtrong and ſound enough, ſhe liv'd alſo daily us'd

of the Nerves, preſently Fits, as it were Hyſterick, Aſthmatick, 
or otherwiſe Convulſive ariſe in the Belly, Thorax, or outward 
Members. I ſhall now give you ſome uftances of Perſons wm 
whom the Morbifick Matter beſetting the Origine of the Nerves, 
and not yet fall'n deeper into their Proceſſes , caus'd frequent 
Vertigo's,and only gentle Convulfions of the Viſcera and Pr#cordia. 


I. A Lady of great Quality, about Thirty years. of Age, of 
a tender Conſtitution, and of a thin habit of Body, was wout fo 
be ſorely afflicted every Winter with a Catarrh diſtilling on her 
Trachza and Lungs, with*a Cough, Hoarfne(s, and great Spit- 
ing, but the lait year, through a diligent care and caution usd, 
ſhe eſcaped that evil : But after the Winter ſolſtice, upon taking 
cold , was feis'd with a violent Head-ach, a ringing in the 
_ Ears, a Vertigo, with a mighty Diſtillation of Rheunrat'the Eyes 
and Noſe, whence it eaſily appear'd that the filthy Maſs of Serum 
which was wont before to diftil on the Breſt, was then wholly 
depos'd within the Head and Erain : The effet whereof more- 
over Was, that as often as ſhe began to ſleep, ſhe was very much 
troubled with a fort of Hyiterick Fits, to which ſhe had never 
before been obnoxious : For if at any time beginning to fleep, 
the clos'd her Eyes, preſently it caus'd a riſing of a heavy thing 
: - in her Belly, a Suffacation in her Throat, and Tremblings and 
- Twitchings about the Prazcordia : Which affe&s nevertheleſs, 
when ſhe was perfectly awak't, preſently ceas't, ſo that the Dif- 
- eas'd was forc't to abſtaig in a manner wholly from ſleep for 

many days and nights together. | 5 

- . Being call'dto_this Lady after ſhe was become very weak up» 
- on many days Sickneſs, I was forc't to uſe only gentle. Medi- 
- Cines: Therefore I ordered four Ounces of Blood to be taken 
- from -her. Foot, and a Clyſter of _ with 'Sugar to be daily

Moreover every cighth hour I gave her a Doſe of Spirit of Harts*

Take Water of Penny-royal, Wallnuts, black, Cherries of each three

I applyed with good effett Veſicatories behind the Ears, and Ca- 
taplaſms of Leaves of Rue, and Aron, with Bryony Roots, Sea Salt, 
and black Soap to the Soles of the Feet. 

Sometimes in the Evening I gave half an Ounce of Diacodium 
in a little Draught of the-Julape before ordered, which was fol- 
lowed by a moderate ſleep without being attended according to 
wont. with Convulfions : Which kind of effect I have often ex» 
perienced in ſuch a caſe after Opiats given : For quenching Thirſt 
I gave a. Ptiſan with Diuretick Ingredients boild in it: By the 
uſe of theſe things ſhe was very much reliev'd within a ſhort 
time: But that which fell out much for her good was, that an 
Abſceſs in the left Ear, breaking of its own accord, firſt dif- 
charg'd a yellow Gore, and afterward for many days a vaſt quan- 
tity of thin Ichor : After which Evacuation the Convulfions of 
the Bowels and Prezcordia wholly ceaſing , the Diſeaſe was per- 
fecUy determin'd. | 

I have known many Perſons both Men and Women Diſeas'd 
after this manner, who being ill of a Head-ach, an oppreflion 
of the hinder part of the Head, or a Vertigo, perceiv'd in their 
fleep preſently Convulſtve motions in the Przcordia or Bowels, 
or in both of them together : Which happens from the Salley 
of the tumultuary Spirits reflected from the Brain into the Ori- 
gines of the Nerves: And as an Opiate gave the Patient before 
mention'd a quiet ſleep without the wonted Sequel of Convul- 
fions, (fo I have often ſucceſsfully Cur'd terrible Convulfve Fits, 
both Aſthmatical, and as it were Hyfterical, by giving Opiats. 


1. A Woman ſixty ſeven years of Age having till a florid Coun- 
tenance, and being of a groſs habit of Body, and who firſt had; 
liv'd long ſubject to a Swelling of the Face, and great Fits of the © 


' Head-ach, upon the Weathers growing very cold in the Winter, 


fell into a very grievous Vertigo, with a Trembling of the Heart, 
a Fainting of the Spirits, and a frequent ſtriving ta Vomit : Be 
ing put to Bed if ſhe open'd her Eyes, or was turn'd from one 
fide on the other, ſhe was preſently ſeiz'd with a mighty Seoto- 
mia , a danger of Swooning , and moreover with a cruel Vomit- 
ing- As I was to fee her 1 did not doubt but the cauſe of the 
Diſeaſe was the Couvyultive Matter convey'd fram the _— 
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Region of the Head to the inmoſt Receſles of 'the Brain, by 
the ill Breath, or Heterogeneous Combination of which the 
Animal Spirits being ſtruck, they rais'd the Vertiginous afteCts as 
they made their diſorderly fallyes towards the Brain, and when 
they tumultuarily ruſht into the Roots of the Nerves, they caus'd 
the Scotomia, the diſorders of the Przcordia, and the ſtriving 
to Vomit : The Cure of this was perform'd within a few days by 
the application of large Veſicatories to the Nucha , and behind 
the Ears ; the dayly injection of Clyſters, and by a frequent uſe 
of Spirit of Harts-horn, and a Cephalick Julape. 


Dr. Fllis gives Inſtances of Perſons in whom ſome portion 
of the Morbihck Matter which beſets the Origine of the;Nerves, 
deſcending from the Head, often enters deeper into the Ductus's 
of the Nerves, and fo about their middle and extream Proceſſes 
and Piexus's makes a fomes of an exploſive matter, as it were of 
Gun-powder : But for brevity ſake 1 omit them. - 

It is obſerv'd that when a Convulfive Fit begins within the 
Brain, at the Origine of the Nerves, preſently the remoteſt Spi- 
rits refiding in the extremities of the Nerves ( as many as are pre- 
difpos'd , for that Symptom ) fall upon Explohons, and fo con- 
vey upwards, the Convulfive affect there more ftrongly be- 
gun ; which happens for this reaſon, that when ſome whole Se- 
ries of Spirits is diſturb'd, thoſe which are in the extream parts, 
are firſt deſtitute of their Original Influx, wherefore thoſe; before 
others begin to grow in a tumult, and to be irregutarly diſpos'd, 
as when a Nerve of the Arm or Thigh is conſtring'd by lying on 
it, ſo that it is hindrtd of its wonted influence of the Spirits, a 
ſtupor with a ſenſe of pricking is firſt perceiv'd in the Fingers or 
Toes of the hands or Feet ; whence it creeps upwards by de- 
grees towards the placts 2fteCted : And hence it is we find that 
if whilſt the outmott Spirits are exploded, a ſtrong Ligature, ur 
Compreſſion -intercepts the ſuccefion of others into the ſame 
ſpace, or their progreſs towards the parts, the Convulfion is uſu- 
ally hindred from aſcending upward :' Wherefore ( as Phyfical 
Hiftories teſtify ) when a ſcupor beginning at the top of a Finger 
or Toe of a hand or Foot, creeps to the upper parts with a 
ſenſe of Formication, or like a cold wind ; and at length takin 
to the Brain, cauſes terrible Convulfions : If preſently at the 
ſeizure the Arm or Leg be ſtrongly bound about, the Convulſion 
being not able to paſs that place, is_hindred from getting to the 
Head : Nay and tits an uſual thing for Hyſterick Women, afſoon as 
a'Swelling of their Belly, or an aſcent of a heavy lump is firſt 
perceiv'd jn their Abdomen, to bind about hard the Trunk of 
their Body with Swathes, aud ſo conmenty the Przcordia, ans

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It's likewiſe obſervable that if Blood be let forth of a Vein in the 
midſt of a Convulfive or ApopleCtical Fit, it prefently ſeems to 
be congeal'd, fo that being receiv'd m a Baſon , it does not keep 
' an even and plain Snrface like Liquids, but accumulating it ſelf 
, drop upon drop,-it riſes in a heap ike Tailow- melted and diſtill'd 
into a cold Veſſel : Yet as to what fome conclude hence, viz. 
that Convulfions depend who!ly on the thickneſs, obftrncted me- 
tjon, and ſtagnation of the Blood, we mnſt not allow of it 2 
For Blood drawn from Perſons that are ſubject to Convulſions a 
little before the Fit, is diloted with Seram, and fluid erjough : 
Wherefore we may opine that that Congelation is caus'd by the 
Fitit ſelf: To wit, becauſe in Convulſive motions, from the ex- 
cefliye Contractions of the Muſcles and Viſcera , the Blood paſſing 
betwixt them, its Spirit and Serum exhaling, is a little ſolv'd in its 
mixture, and therefore is fomewhat coagulited,joft as when Milk 
by reaſon of its too great agitation and Separation of parts one 
from another, hardens into butter, wherefore this kind of Coagu- 
lation of the Blood ſeems rather to be the effedt of Convulfions 
than their cauſe. - 


The Therapeutick Methotl, 


S to the Cure of theſe kinds of Convulfive affects, which in 
Men or Women proceed from a Morbifick cauſe, beſetting 
the Origines of the Nerves: The firſt Indication will be to with- 
draw the fuel -6f the Diſeaſe, viz. to hinder the Blood from dif- 
charging on the Head, the Heterogeneous Particles, either 'engen- 
dred in it ſelf, or receiv'd from elſewhere from the Bowels. For 
this purpoſe an Evyacuation, ordered both by Purging and Bleed- 
mg, unleſs ſomewhat indicates the contrary, is wont to be ad- 
miniſtred with good ſaccels. | 
Vomiting very often gives relief, wherefore let Vomits of the 
I Infufion of Crocus Metallorum, or of Salt of Vitriol; or of Wine 
be of Squills, be given in the firſt place.

. Blood be drawn , either by opening a Vein in the Arm, or 
by Leeches applyed to the Hznijorrhoid Veins ; then afterwards 
let a gentle Purge be ordered either of Pilk, or of a Parging Apo» 
zeme, and-let it be repeated in due and convenient time.

Tx Convullive aftects, ſometimes without any fault in the 
. J Head, ariſe from the Lritation and Exploſion of the Spi- 
Tits lying about the extremities of the Nerves, it plainly appears 
'xven from this, becauſe when Medicines ſmartly twitch the Coats 
of the Stomack or Inteſtines, or when Worms gnaw them, Can- 
-wwfions do not only follow in thoſe parts, but likewiſe Conyul- 
five motions are ſometimes retorted on the Members and out- 
ward Limbs : For as we have ſheyn elſewhere, when a ſenſe of 
great pain torments any part, and is communicated from that 
ko the Priznum Senſorium , preſently upon it, the Spirits being 
there irritated, an involuntary and irregular motion is wont to 
be thence reflected ; and that not only by thoſe Nerves, by which 
the fenſe of pain was brought, but ſometimes the Convulſion is 
reciprocated alſo by others, either of the ſame pair, or belonging 
' to a pair wholly diffcring : Thus a Stone fixt in the Ureter cau- 
ſes Eanvrulfions, not only jn the Veſſel affected, but in a  man- 
ner in al the Viſcera of the Pelly, and cruel Vomitings for the 
moſt part follow upon it : Wherefore it is not to be doubted but 
Canyulfive Diſeaſes alſo,and ſome ſuc b Symptoms are often caus'd 
by reaſon of ſome outward offence offer'd the extremities of the 
Nerves within the Membranes, Muſcles or Viſcera: Nay and if 
at auy time in Hyſerick, Hypochondriack, and certain other paſ- 
Gons, Convulfive motions are rais'd through the fault of the 
Womb, Spleen, or ſome other of the Viſcera, the Head being 
without hurt ; truly thoſe ariſe and are propagated on every fide 
into various Regions of the Body only this way, vz2- by the an- 
noyances of the reſt of the parts by the Way of the Nerves, and 
not at all by vapours convey'd to the Head. I ſhall now give

A noble Matron Fifty years of Age, after. that her Menſes had 
ceas'd to flow for.a year and a half, firſt began to complain of a 
pricking pain in her left breſt, then afterward that affect ceafing, 
' the wastaken ill about the Stomack : To wit, a hard, and as it 
were ſchirrous Tumour aroſe there with an opprefling pain ; this 
was preſently followed by an inflation of the Ventricle,with a diffi» 
cult Breathing, -a Nauſeouſneſs and frequent Vomiting. Then 
the Diſeaſe growing worſe and worſe, with a more acute pain, 
and ſhooting 'in -and out every way, ſhe fell into Conulſive af- 
feCts of the Ventricle : To wit, the Convulſions ſhooting in that 
place ſeveral ways, ſhe was almoſt continually in ſach a torment, 
as though the Stomack were torn in ſeveral pieces: Moreover a 
continual Perturbation of mind, and frequent Fainting Fits lead- 
ing even to Death's door, accompanied with a Thirſt and Watch- 
ings, purſued the fick Lady ; all which Symptoms ſhe plainly per- 
ceiv'd always.to ariſe from that Tumour of the Ventricle (to wit, 
its ſharp and heterogeneous Particles continually entring the. Ex- 
tremities of the furrounding Fibres and Nerves.) To 'this Per- 
fon all Vomitory,:Cathartick, Antiſcorbutick and Hyſterick Me- 
dicines,: without-giving any eaſe, ſeem'd rather to have proy'd 
offenſive. arid prejudicial : After Bleeding by Leeches, and the 
uſe of Aﬀſes:Mitk ſhe receiv'd ſome benefit, and afterward by long 
drinking Mineral Waters, ſhe was very much reliev'd. 

What has been ſaid here of Convulfions from a Morbifick cauſe 
beſetting .eachr-end of the Syſtema' Nervoſum will be made more 
clear when hereafter we ſhall treat particularly of the chief kinds 
of Convulfions, wiz. of Hyſterick , Hypochondriack aid. other 
Paſſions t In/the mean while it willnot be neceflary to: add a The- 
rapeutick method to this Hypotbefas. of Convulſions bapning by 
reaſon of'the:Extremities of the Nerves being affected/; becauſe 
the ways of Curing this affect may better be accommodated to 
thoſe that we ſhall 'hereafter: deliver in particular, .. / +» 

I have found alfo by ocular evidence, that there ate:Convrul- 
five affects whoſe canſe,: or Morbifick matter lyes! within the 
Plexts's of the Nerves : For opening the Body aof-a:noble Lady, 
who had been horribly troubled with thoſe affects they icall Hy- 
ſterical a little:before her deceaſe ;. I found the Womb: whelly 
without fault,”'but along the Nervous Plexus's of the. Mefentery, 
which (as it ſeem'd ) had been /wont to ſwell and riſe np in a 
bulk, I found the Membranes of that Entral looſen'd and ſevered 
from each other, ſo that they appear'd every where ſwoltn and 
lax, as if blown upin. little bubbles or bladders, Nor is it leſs 

| probable 
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probable that the pains of the Co'ick often proceed from -a 
arp and irritating matter contain'd in thoſe ſame Plexuss. 
Moreover ſuch a kind of matter within the Plexus's of the Heart, 


ſeems to cauſe there horrible Tremblings and Pafions; and with- 
in the Plexus's of the Lungs or Neck;,terrible Fits of the Aſthma,©&. 
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Of Convalſroe motions ari 'ng from the Liquour Iy- 
ing in". the Nervous Bodys, and irritating all 
their Proceſſes into Convulſtons. 


T is obvious almoſt to daily experience, that Convulfive affects 
run through the whole Genus Nervoſum, and infeſt ſometimes 
theſe parts, ſometimes others, ſometimes many together : For 
in ſome we may obſerve that the Tendons of the Muſcles every 
where leap, and are drawn with Convulfions ; in others that all 
the outward Members are in many places bent or extended this 
way, and that, with various flexions and contorfions : We ſee 
ſome forc't by a maſterleſs and ungovern'd impetus of the Spi- 
rits, ſometimes being ſtruck as it were with a rage, to run or 
leap, ſometimes ſtrongly to belabour the earth, or any thing 
that comes in their way with their Fiſts, which unleſs they did, 
they - would fall preſently into Swoonings and horrible Faint- 
ing Fits. It would be too tedious to enumerate all caſes of thoſe 
eneral Convulſions paſſing through the whole Genys Nervoſum : 
t ſuch like Symptoms, though various and manifold, may in 
ſome ſort be reduc't to three chief heads, vix. as they chiefly 
depend on three ſorts of cauſes : For ſince in theſe Convulfions 
pony from place to place, we ought to __ the whole Ner- 
vous Liquour to be vitiated, and the Animal Spirits, every where 
abounding in it, to be adulterated, and conſequently to+be al- 
moſt continually exploded : We may obſerve that that taint for 
the moſt part is communicated both to the Nervous Juice; and 
the Spirits every where accompanying. it, by one ar the other 
of theſe three ways 3 0:3; Firft, Either from Poyſon or Witchcraft ; 
Setondly , From a malignant or ill-determin'd Feyer;vix. in which 
theMorbifick matter is diſcharg'd on the Brain, or -Genus Ner- 
vaſum; Or Thirdly, When the —_ Liquour in long proceſs

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of time, by reaſon of a Scorintick -or otherwiſe vitiated affect, 
fdegenerates tram its due Crafis into a ſharp, acid, or otherwiſe 
Precernatural and Conyulfiye Liquour, We ſhall here confider 
of cach of thele caſes; and firit of Convulfive Fits, which are 
produc't from Payſon or Witchcraft. 

Firſt therefore, That ſome Poyſons act on the: Nervous Li- 
quour rather than on the Blood, and depraving 1t; cauſe chiefly 
Conyulfive affects, it plainly appears from eating ot Cicutaria 
Apium - riſus , deadly Nightſhade, the wild Carrot, ard 
other offenſive Herbs ; which is wont to be tallowed in 
a ſhort time after with horrible Contractions of the Stomack, 
a 'Numneſs ,. Delirium , and Twitchings and Convulſions in the 
whole Body of the Tendons : Moreover thoſe kinds of Conyul- 
- affects enſye in ſach.as arg bitten by a mad Dog, and other 

enemous witd Beaſts when the Virulent Miaſm Teceiv'd by 
the Neryous Juice, having lay'n hid in it a long time, at length 
exerts it ſelf, and infects and poyſons with its ferment the whole 
Maſs of the: Liquour in which it is involv'd : And this is mpre 
clearly manifeſted by the wonderful Symptoms, 'viz. the pain- 
ful Canvulfions,, and continual Dancing which are afhxm-d-by 
Authors of Credit to enſne npon the bite of a Tarantula: Which 
doubtleſs happen, becauſe upon the bite of that Animal, ſome Ve- 
nemous NMiaſms are convey'd into the Body of Man, which ne- 
vertheleſs- being little injurious to the Blood and yital Spirit, 
aſſoon ay they have paſt from jt into the Nervous Liquour, pre- 
{ently ſpreadthemſelves like a Ferment, through its whole Maſs, 
and infedt the Animal Spirits, every where abounding in it 0 
that they: being forc't apart from one another , and driven hi- 
ther and'thither in a diſorderly manner, canſe Convulfive affects, 
which ſometimes are accompanyed with a Contraction of the

by this means to avoid greater Diſturbances and Swoonings, 
which .would otherwiſe ſeize them : The reaſon of which ſeemy 
to be, that the Animal Spirits, becauſe ſtimulated in the whole 
Genus Nervoſum from a Heterogeneous Combination, become 
wholly in a rage and ungovernable, which therefore ought to 
be ſo exercis'd and wearied, both that they themſelves may be 
maſtered , and that the Heterogerieous Combination may be 
ſhaken off. 

That Convulſive affects are ſometimes caus'd by Witchcraft, 
it is both vulgarly believ'd, and every where affirm'd by many 
Authors that deſerve Credit : And to grant that wonderful affects 
are often produc't in the Body of Men by tricks of the Nevil, 
piZ. in as inuch as by the wonderful ſubtlety in operating, in 
Which he excels, he infinuates; Atoms or Heterogeneous _— 
puicies 
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| into. the ſenfitive Soul, or the Texture of the Animal 
| , and fo ſometimes ftimulates its FunRtions, ſometimes 
| them, ſometimes violently perverts them : 'Nay: and far- 
ther in ſome manner he enters 'the Body of Man himſelf, and be- 
Ing as another Soul of .a more powerful Nature, 1s co-extended 
to it, ats all the parts and members, inſpires them with 
anunwonted Vigour, and governs them at his Pleatire, and ftirs 
tliem up to the performance of wonderful and. atural aCti- 
ons: Grant this I ſay, yet all kinds of Convulfions which appear 
prodigious, as being es the common courſe of this Diſeaſe, 
ought not preſently to be imputed to inchantments of Witches, 
ar tricks of the Devil, for often w_ appearing ſtrange, they 
proceed from meer natural cauſes, and ftand in need of no other 
| $ for, a Cure, than Remedies which are wont to be pre- 
ſerib'd. againt Convulfive affects: In truth the Animal Spirits 
when indued with a very great exploſive Combination, and dif- 
charg'd together by it, exert ſo much of ftrength and vigour 
above their proper and wonted force, asa flaſh of Gun-powder 
above the burning of a common flame, ſo that fuch, who, being 
obnoxions to this Diſeaſe, may when they are out of the Fit 
be govern'd, carryed, and led at pleaſure by the guidance of one 
Man, when the Fit comes upon them, are not to be manag'd b 
the greateſt ſtrength and endeavours of four or more ro 
Perſons: But if when any Perſon is diſtempered there be a ſuſpi- 
cion of Witchcraft or Faſcination, there are chiefly two kinds 
of motion which are wont to create and maintain it ; vip. Firſt, 
IF the Patient uſes fuch Contorfions and Gefticulations of the 
Members, or of. the whole Body, which no ſound Man, even a 
| or any Tumbler, is wont to imitate 3 And ſecondly, if 
exerts a rengt, which exceeds all humane force, to which

which forts of Convulſive affects happen for the moſt part about 

the height of Fevers, when the Morbitick Matter, firft heap't to+ 

ether in the Blood, is convey'd thence into-the Brain, and that 

ng either preſently paſt through, or infected 'together with 


it, is carryed into the _ Nervoſum, and thence Convulfire 
affects, 9th or without a Delirium are'rais'd. - 
| Nevertheleſs beſides theſe kinds of Comvulive affects which 
enſue upon' Fevers, and are ſecondarily rais'd, we 'may obſerve 
ſometimes in a Malignant Conftitution of the Air, and aftera 
breath of a peſtilential' Contagion, that the Nervous Liquour is 
infected before the Blood , or apart by it ſelf from it, and that 
then a Delirium and Convulfions precede the Feverith Diſtemper, 
Moreover I have often obſery'd that ſome Anomalous Fevers 
have been'rife, in which' the Blood being ſcarce ſeen to boil or 
tobe extraordinary hot, the beginnings of a ſlow, and very dan- 
erous Fever have been firſt Jaid in the Nervous Humour; which 
g rais'dby Yegrees to a Maturity, caus'd Cenvulfive affects 
with/a/Deliriim or Mania, and other failings or exorbitancies of 
the Anirhat- Spirits: For the Diſeas'd not complaining of heat or 
drought, ona ſudden becoming weak, and. as- it were enervated, 
were ntly rendred obnoxious to a frequent Giddineſs, alſo to 

Tremblings and Leapings as'it were of the Limbs, and likewiſe , 
to Twitchings and Contractions of the Muſcles and Tendons, 
and to pains moving from one place to another. This kind of

A* ter the Vernal Equinox An. 1661. a certain Anomalous 
/ and unuſual Fever, ſciz'd ſome Perſons here and there, 
which neverthele(s within a Month became ſo Epidemical, that 
in many places it began to he call'd the New Diſeaſe : Reign 
chiefl y among Children and young People, it was wont to affii 
them with a long, and as it were, Chronical Sickneſs : Nay and 
ſometimes though rarely it infeſted Perſons ſtricken in yezrs, and 
aged, but it Kill'd them ſooner, and more certainly : The affect fiſt 
ſeizing any Perſon, ſo tacitely ſtole upon him, that the begin- 
nings of the Sickneſs were' ſcarce perceiv'd: For arifing with- 
ont any immoderate heat or great thirſt, it preſently caus'd a 
great weaknets in the whole Body, With a languor of the Spirits, 
and a deadneſs of the Animal Functions : The Stomack loathed 
all Foud, and found it ſe'f oppreſt by what was taken into it, 
and nevertheleſs it was not inclin'd to Vomit. The Diſeas'd be- 
ing indiſpes'd to all motion, ſought only to lye on a Bed, and 
do nothing : Within a ſhort time, and ſometimes from the firſt 
invaſion of the Diſeaſe, they complain'd of a great Giddineſs, 
a cinging in the Ears, and often of a turbulent motion and great 
perturbation in the Brain : Which ſort of Symptoms were uſually 
accounted a Pathognomick fign as it were of the ſudden approach 
of this Diſeaſe ; in caſe it happen'd that theſe were wanting, or 
remiſs in ſome Perſons, inſtead of the ciead being affected after 
that manner, the Diſeaſe fixt it ſelf deeper in the Breſt, and 
rais'd a Cough, as we thall preſently acquaint you: Now whilſt 
upon the Brain and Nervons Appendix, their being affected after 
this manner, the Animal Spirits preſently from the beginning of 
the Sickneſs wax't dull, a flow and heCctick Fever as it were, 
was kindled in the whole Body : Neverthele(s the efferveſcence 
of the Blood, which was ſcarce continual, but hapning at ran- 
dom, and uncertain, was more intenſe in ſome, and more remils, 
in others according to the Crafis of the Blood it ſelf: And cons 
ſequently the Thirft, roughneſs of the Tongue, and other Symp= 
toms, which depend on the Feveriſh Diſtemper, troubled them 
more or leſs. Sweating did not happen of its own accord, nor 
could it readily or with eaſe be rais'd by Art : Nay farther, nei- 
ther this kind of Evacuation or any other ever hapning as it 
N n were 
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were by way of Criſis, put an end to this Diſeaſe on a ſudden : 
But continuing for many Weeks and ſometimes Munths , it 
brought the Diſeas'dinto a miznty Atrophia, and often caft them 
into an incurable Conſumption. | 

- About the time of the Diſeaſes increaſe, which in molt Per- 
ſons happen'd within eight days, if the affect {as it otten was 
wont) ſeiz'd chiefly on the Brain, and Syſtema Nerwvo/um, (eveie 
Symptoms, zz. a plain Frenſy, or deep Stupor, or a total inſen{(t- 
bility commonly infeſted their Oeconomy : For I have frequeut- 
ly. obſerv'd in many Children, and often in Women, after ſeven 
or cight days of their being (eiz'd, that they have wholly loſt 
both Senſe and Speech, to that they have lain for ſome time, 


nay ſometimes for a whole Months ſpace, without knowing Per- 


fons preſent, and their Excrements pafiing from- them after an 
inſenſible manner : And if the uſe of their judgment and reafon 
in ſome meaſure held, yet they were troubled with a frequent 
Delirium, and always talk't light-headed in their fleep. But in 
Men, and others of a hot Conititution, upon the Morbifick Mat- 
ter's being convey'd to the Head, inſtead of a Crifis, a Fury or 
dangerous and often deadly Fren(y enſued : But it either a Stu- 
por nor violent Diſtraction ſeiz'd them, a Scotoniia, Convultive 
motions, with ContraCtions of the Members, and Twitchings 
of the Tendons greatly moleſted them : Almoſt in all the Dif- 
eas'd, the Belly for the molt part was looſe, and voided plenti- 
fully ſometimes yellow, ſometimes thin aud ferous Excrements, 
which ſtank mightily. It was ſeldom that any were ſeiz'd -with 
4 Vomiting : The Urine in the whole courſe of the Diſeaſe (un- 
tefs when the Morbifick Matter taking pleatirulily to the Brain, 
threatn'd a Frenſy ) was of a deep red colour, fo that ſome by 
reaſon of its deepneſs, judg'd this Fever to be abſolutely Scorbu- 
tical ; Which nevertheleſs appear'd to be otherwiſe, becauſe An- 
tiſcorbutick Remedies, ( whereof a great many,and almoſt of all 
Kinds were tryed) had little or no cfleCt : It was very much to 
be admired, how ſoon after the feizuie of this Diſeaſe, the Fleſh 
of the Sick fell away, ſo that they were brought to the dryneſs 
of a Skeleton, when. in the mean time there was no exceeding 
Lreat heat to conſume the. Solid parts by little and little, nor 
any violent Evacuation greatly to waſte them. 

” Beſides theſe evils infeſting the Region of the Head, an affect 
no leſs dangerous often ſciz'd on the Breſt : For in ſome a very 
troubleſome Cough, with inuch and thick Spittle was rais'd:- This 
iir ſome Perſons happen'd about the declining of the Diſcaſe, viz. 
when the Confines of the Brain obtain'd a calm, the Clouds, as 
it were, being diſcharg'd thence on the Breſt, a mighty Catarrh 
preſeatly fe!l on the Lungs. But-in ſome, eſpecially who _- 
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fered little from the Diſeaſe in the” Head, preſently from thE 
beginning of the Fever, a violent Cough, and a Spitting of fil 
thy Matter, accompanied with a Conſumptive Diſpoſition, as it 
were, ſeiz'd them, and precipitated them, ſuddenly and - una» 
wares into a Conſumption ; from 4-hich neverthelefs, by- a ſea- 
ſonable uſe of Remedies, they often unexpectedly recover'd : . 
I obſery'd in ſome, after a long failure of the ſerfative faculty, - 
and an cppreffion of the Brain from the Morbifick Matter, that 
at length Tumwvurs erfued in the Glands about the Neck, from 
which, zſſoon as ripen'd and broken, a thin and ſtinking Ichor 
fl-wed for a long time, ard gave eaſe: I have ſeen alſo Watery 
Wheals 1ais'd in other parts of the Budy, which have Paſt into . 
Follow Ulcers with &:fticulty to be Cur'd : Sometimes ſmall 
Spots; aund.as it were Flea-bites appear'd here and there ; Though 
I have not heard that broad and livid Spots ever were to be ſeen 
in Pecfons ſick of this Diſeaſe : However notwithi;ar.ding this 
Fever had not any very Malignant bieakings forth, yet it was 
not free from Contagion : For in the ſame Family it ſeizd almoſt 
all the Children and younger People one after the other3-and 
often Perſons ſtricken in years, who attending the fick, famili- 
arly us'd about their Peils and Bed-cloaths, were infeCted with 
the fame Diſeaſe: Yet I mult fay there was not ſo great a ſuf- 
picion of infeCtion, that for that reaſon the Friends of the Sick, 
—_ be wholly forbicden to viſit them, or converſe with 
them. 

Though all along the courſe of this Diſeaſe (unleſs when the 
Brain wes greatly aflail'd) it appear'd only mild, and paſt with- 
oat any dreadful Symptom, revertheleſs its Cure was always dif- 
ficult, and was tot perform'd but after a long time: For the 
Difſeas'd ſeldom recover'd within thice or four Weeks, nay for 
the moſt part ſcarce wichin ſo many Months: But if this Diſ- 
eaſe tell on Men of a decayed Age or Strength, eſpecially on ſuch 
as Were before ſubject to Cephalick Diſeaſes, as the Lethargy : 
Apoplexy or Convulfions, it often kil!'d them in a ſhorter ſpace. 
Or if there were-any hope of recovery, it could be carryed on 
rery ſlowly, (ſcarce any Remedies affording a (enfible relief) ſo 
that the Diſeas'd were no ſooner gotten Without the Sphere of 
this Fever, but they found themſelves within the Confines of a 
Conſumption, a 

If the formal reaſon and cauſes of the foreſaid ſickneſs be en- 
quir'd into, it plainly here appears that the Liquour which lies 
in the Brain and Genus Nervoſum, for the moſt part, together 
with the Blood, was in fault, and was the immediate cauſe of the 
Symptoms that ſeem'd chiefly prefling, viz. in as much as the 
Latex, preſently from the firſt invaſion of the Diſeaſe was be- 
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come* more impoveriſht than its wont, and effxte, as .it were, 
ahd theretore a Langnor and Enervation, with a Spontaneon? 
Latfitude, and a Diſatility to motion, together with a ſudden 
Coniumption of the Body, happen'd to the Diſeas'd : Though 
{tl the detault of this Latex neceſſarily depends on the Dyſcraſy 
ot the Blood, and of the ill Conftitution of the Brain | bur here, 
as in other places, I refer you to Dr. W ills bimſeif, for a f.all Ano- 
logy of Symptoms. } 

i have vften obſerv'd in this Fever, after Oat Broath, a De- 
coction. of Barley, and other thin Dyet, that nv leis Elullinon 
of the Blood has heen rais'd, than by a tn!l Meat Broath : For 
indeet} on one fide as we!l as the other, the Nntritive Juice (et 
from the Cayle into the Blood, in regard it -was nut imploy d 
in the work of Nutrition, troubled the Blood, as ſome Keterw- 
geneous thing that would not duely mix With it: 4nd by rea- 
ton of the Particles of this ſuperfluons Jnice, ſent off in a plenti- 
ful manner with the Se1um, the U;ine was very thick and red, 
and mightily fill'd with Contents : And for this reaſon the Be!ly 
tor the moſt part was looſe, jn as much as the Blood being tull 
of a Nutiitions Juice, ſuck't a leſs Portion of Chyle from the 
Lowels, and dilchacg'd again into the Intel'ines a part of that 
which 'was brought into it ; moreover the Feverith Diſtewper 
juck for ſv long time in the Blood, becauſe till ypon -the Reſti- 
tution of the Animal Governance, Nutrition was rightly pe:- 
form'd, that (ſuperfluous Matter was heap't together in the Maſs 
of Blood. I ſhall now give an inſtance or two of Perions at» 
feed with this Diſeaſe. 

A Robuſt and Flotid young Man, about the beginning of the 
Spring, An. 1661. falling fick without any evident canje, fuun 
became weak, and as it were enervated, with a loſs of Appetite, 
and a languiſhing of the Spirits : Cathartick Remedies, Antipj- 
reticks, Digeltives, nay ard Antiſcorbuticks, 2nd others of Gi- , 
vers kinds, being given him, according to the prefcripts of ta- 
mous Phyſicians, did not the leaſt good : But the Diſeas'd ſti!l 
continuing in a languiſhing condition, lay by it for fix weeks, 
with a flow Fever of uncertain returns, a quick and weak Pulle, 
and a deep red Urine. Moreoves being mightily pined away, 
he camplain'd ' of a ripging in his Fars, and an Undulation of 
ſound, as it' were, in his heat: Though he was afﬀected with a 
great Stupor, yet his Sleeps were very much troubled and iuter- 
rupted with a talking Light-headed. After forty days, the Fever 
not [yet declinirg, it was thought good to draw about four or 

+ ?aBo of Blood from the Veſlels of the Fundament by Leeches. 
Herenpon preſeztly the Fever began to be very much exaſper- 
ated, tor the heat became more intenſe, with a Thirſt , Watch- 
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ings, and an almoſt continual toſſing of the Body; the Tongue” 
allo growing dry and rough 3 ſhortly after a troubleſome C 
with much and Giſcolour d Spittle enſued : There were -caretul-. 
ly given him Almond and Barley Drivks, with temperate things 
againſt the Cungh boil'd in them , Water of Milk dittill'd with 
Suails and Herbs appropriated to the Thorax, Powder of Shells, 
Niter prepar'd, and likewiſe Cordial Opiats-z which nevertheleſs - 
ſcarce giving any 1elief, the Diſeas'd ſtill became weaker ; And 
when after this mar.ner, having been fick above two Months, 
tie Feveriſh Diſtemper, and the Cough alſo daily growing worſe, 
he (jrem'd tu le at Death's Door, at length a Sweat hapening of

by, and uſing atte: wards the foiefaid Medicinet, he became per» 
fectiy well withiv fix weeks. re) 

Whiiſt this Perſor lay ill, I wer to ſee another about Twelve 
ears of Aye, zftcCted after the like manner ; but this, when-I 
was fiſt cal:''d, having Jain ill above-a Month, was reduc't to-a - 
Skeleron : Muzeuver he was affected with a-Giddineſs, a ring» 
1g in the Lars, and a Deafneſs, and likewife vith a violent 
Coug' accompanied with a yellow, and as it were Conſump- 
tive 44.itile: Eis Puiſe was quick ard weak, his Urine red ard - 
thick, bis Appetite very much dejected, his Spirits ſo faint, and 
his Syergth (o fall'n, that he corid not keep- himſelf from his 
Bed : To this Peiſon I gave often in a day Milk diftilld with 
Snails ard temperate Eerbs: Moreover infiead of ordinary drink, 
I or&1td hin Caily to take an opening DecoCtion, ſuch as is 
is d in the Rickeis: By the he'p of which Remedies he ſeem'd 
to be 14 ſtor'd to his health within a Months ſpace.

In the fuſt place with- 
oNt an jntenſe heat or drought, a loſs of Appetite, and failing" of . 
Strength came rvpor- him. Moreover an almoſt continual Ver- 
tigo moleſted him,with a frequent inclination to Fainting;ſothat 
he often thought hin:ſelf 1ezdy to fall ina Swoon : T othis Per- 
ſon,by the advice of ſome Nurſe that attended him, Glyſters-were 
dayy given : And aftezward when from + the. tculnets of his 
Tongue and Mouth, the manitcſt figns of a Fever zppear'd, that 
Enpuick gave him a Ycmit of the Intuficn of Crocus Metallorum.

A tical days areby no theans to be obferr'd in this Fever, as 


in the>vylgar contini#al/ Fever : For in this the Blood, affoon as 
it begins'to boil; preſently diſcharges from its Embraces on the 
Head/6r.Fhorzx; 4 part 'of the Morbifick' Matter, crude as it is, 
and inot digeltet| :2Whetefore 'it world be to no purpoſe to exs 
pet! that: the! Blood 'ſhould' permit its Heterogeneous Particles | 
ro be' gathered together ir its Maſs, and then that an Excretory 
effort ariſing at ſetintervals' of times, ſhould-purge forth the ſame 
being fabtilifed : /Nay rather 'the ſaid Blood, when'boiling, Riſes 
nat to a great and flame, but like a fire'coveied with Turf, 
v4 emits 
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emits a moilt Smoak or Breath, rather than a Flame : Yet fo that 
from thence by reaſon ot the Nervons Juice s being prefently de- 
praved in its Crafis, and often by reaſon of the Lungs being ſtuft 
with a Morbifick Matter, Convulftve or Piizical Symptoms are 
particularly prefling throughout the whole courſe of the Diſeaſe, 

I muſt (et down the Curative intentions according to the va=- 
rious times of the Diſeaſe, and the diverfitiecs of Symptoms that 
are chiefly pretſing. About the beginning of this Fever, letting 
Blood feen'd to agree in a manner-With all : 1 have often found 
this Remedy. of good effect in Children :- For by this means a 
Breathing place, as it were, is open'd for the Maſs of Blood, 
which tacitely and coverily lies a boiling, and obtrudes its foul 
ſmoak on the more noble parts, and conſequently its impure Ef- 
floreſcencies are*withdrawn from the Head and Lungs : There- 
fore though this 11] diipos'd Fever be faid in ſome fort to be Ma- 
lignant, yet in as much as the Blood is not apt preſently to be 
coagulated, but to be fus'd too much, -and to diſcharge its Sero» 
fities on the noble parts, v7. the Head and Lungs, therefore 
Bleeding, fo it be us'd in the beginning of the Diſeaſe, agrees in 
a manner with all Perſons. . 6 . 

For the (ſame rea{on of Curing, Cathartick Medicines ,-and e« 
ſpecially Vomits, are given preſently at the beginning” of the Dif- 
eaſe, for thele-do not only empty the Veſſels of Concottion, and 
ſo withdraw both the firit, and as it were orrginal fuel of the Difl- 
eaſe, but likewiſe draw Serofities from'the Blood, and fo cauſe 
its filth rather to be diſcharg'd-in the Stomack and Inteſtines, 
than on'the Head or Lungs. Moreover in as much as the Glands 
which receive the Lymphzducts, are twitcht and ſtrongly ſha- 
ken by Emeticks, the Supzrfluities of the Nervous Juice are 
thereby preſs'd forth into the lower Viſcera, that they cannot of- 
fead the Brain, and its Appendix :. And for this end, let the Bel- 
ly ſtill be kept ſoluble by the frequent uſe of Glyfters. © In the 
mean time, while the Blood, being defil'd with the taint of this 
Diſeaſe, threatens ill to the Brain or Przcordia, it will not be ſafe 
to attempt - any' thing with Diaphoreticxs or Diureticks, vr alſo. 
with ſtrong Catharticks : For theſe ſorts of- Medirines, greatly 
fuſing the Blood, and driving its Serofities into the places mof 
open to receive them , eafily obtrude- on the Brain or Lungs'z: 
if at any time they are of a weak Conſtitution, any d fiek 
which is apt to depart from the Maſs of Bloed : So in the Youth 
above mention'd, a Sweat being unſeaſonably-rais'd, it 'was fol- 
lowed by a loſs of Speech : And'I have kngwn that Sudorificks,, 
in like manner as Chalybeats, have brought-# Conſumption in a. 
Morbid: Diſpoſition of-the Lungs:-- - - 


There- 
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Therefore Bleeding, and-it need be, a Vomit or Purge, wx. 
one of them, or both being preſently ordered at the beginning of 
the Diſeaſe, the other intentions will be to divert the Morbitick 
Serofities of the Blood, which are apt to flow to the Head and 
Breſt, and to derive them off gently by other ways of Evacua- 
tions, and to clear them forth ; For this end Veſicatories ought 
to be applyed on the Nape of the Neck, or behind the Ears, near 
the Arm-pits,in the Groin,or on the Thighs, or Calves of the Legs, 
viz. (ometimes in this part, ſometimes in that ; to wit, that the 
little Sores made here and there, flowing continually, may plenti- 
fully diſcharge the Serum filled with Heterogeneous and Morbid 
Particles. 

Moreover Remedies gently conveying the Serum to the Reins 
and Urinary paſſages, are often given with good effect ; tor this + 
purpule let Diuretick Apozems and Julapes be ordered accord- 
ing to the following Forms. : 

Take Roots of Scorzonera , Chervil, Graſs, Eringo's preſerv'd, of 
each ſix Drams, one Apple ſlic't, Leaves of Burnet, Meadow ſweet, 
of each a handful, Raifins an Ounce and 4 ha'f, ournt Harts-horn two 
Drams, being ſlict and bruisd, let them boil on 4 clear Fire, in 
four Pounds of Fountazn-water till 4 third part be cenſum'd, to two 
Pounds of the clear Straining add Syrup of the juice of Citrons, or 
of Violets ewo Ounces, Sal Prunella 4 Dram and 4 ba'f, make an 
Apozeme ; the Doſe is from four Ounces to ſix thrice a day. 

Or let that Straming be pour'd on fifteen ſiveet Almonds blanch, 
and on the four cold Seeds of each a Dr am being Lruts dgmnakg an Emul- 
ſion according to Art. 

Take water of Dragon-wert, and of black, Cherries of each four 
Ounces, of Scordium compound two Ourices, Treacle-water an Ounce 
and 4 balf, Syrup of Clovergullyflowers two Ounces, Spirit of Vitriol 
ewelve drops, make a Julape. * 

Lee Sal Prunella be given often in a day in ſmall Beer or Whey, 
from balf a Dram, or two Scrubles. 

Moreover .in this Fever Medicines gently promoting Sweat , e&- 
ſpecially ſuch as reftore the Animal Spirits, and free them trom 
any Heterogeneous Combination, are of excellent uſe : Where- 
fore cither let Powder of Pearl, or Spirit of Harts-horn, or of Blood 
- be giou in a ſmall Doſe twice a day, viz. Morning and Evening. 

et Ghſters be injected almoſt daily, andif it teems convenient, 
let a gently looſning Medicine be repeated twice in a week. 

Let none but a thin Diet be ordered, viz. ſuch as is wont to 
-be in other Fevers ; Fleſh or its Broath being wholly forbidden, 
tet the Sick eat only Oat or Barley-broath, let his Drink be ſmall 
Beer or Whey. | 


But 
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But if notwithffanding any Phyſical proyifion, the Morbifick 
Matter gets poſſeſſion, of the. Brain or Lungs, or. both of them 
together, fa that a failing and.diforder of the Animal faculty, or 
alſo a violent Cough come upon the Diſeas'd, we mult conſider. 
what is to be done in either ttate of the Diſeaſe, rais'd after this 
manuer to an ill condition ; for then the Curative_Ipdications 
- ought to reſpect a ſtupor or madneſs, or the Cough; and at 

length, if the Diſeaſe being upon declining, theſe Symptoms re- 
mit, -let appropriated Remedies be, given againit the Atrophia, 
it being as the laſt fortreſs of this Diſeaſe. 


I. Therefore if the Morbifick Matter, as it frequently, is wont, 
being brought to the Head, cauſes there a Stupor or Sleepy: at- 
feds , Remedies. ought to be carefully adminiſtred, which. draw: 
it to another place, and derive it ſome way or other. from the 
Head, and likewiſe (uch as raiſe up the Animal Spirits, .and:make 
void the impure Combination : Wherefore in this-caſe,; let the. 
uſe of Epiſpaſticks be very much encreaſt ouiwardly,_ let 
Spirit of Harts-horn be given every ſixth hour in, fomewhat a 
large Doſe, let Blood be drawn again from the Jugular .Vemns, 
the Salvatella, or alſo from the Veins of the Fundament..by Lee- 
ches. If the affect does not remit, the Hair being ſhav'doff, 
let Emollient Fomentations be often applyed to the Head : More+ 
over let Cupping-glafſes, Plaiſters and Cataplaſms be - applyed 
to the Soles of the Feet z and other ways of adminiftration, ſuch 
as are vulgarly indicated for Curing a Stupor,. ought to be us'd : 
In like manner, if to the evil or defect of Crifis mn this Feyer, 
a Frenſy or Mania Supervene, let Remedies appropriated to thoſe 
affects be adminiſtred. *' 


2. But if, together with, or without this Detriment. brought 
on the Head, the Lungs alſo are injur'd by the Diſeaſe, fo that 
the Diſeas'd, not yet freed of their Fever, ſeem to have fall'n into 
a Conſumption or Ptizick, with a troubleſome Cough , much 
and_ thick Spittle, and that often diſcoloured, Medicines com- 
monly. indicated in ſuch affects are proper ; wherefore Pectoral 
Decoctions, Lohoch's, Syrups, Waters of Milk and Snails di- 
{till'd, and,other Remedies of this kind, ought diligently to be 
us'd : The Forms of which are to be found in their above writ- 
ten caſes. | 

Hitherto we have deſcrib'd a continual Fever, for the moſt 
part Convulfive, and taking its riſe both through the default of 
the Nervous Juice, and of the Blood : I ſhall now ſet before 
you an example of a Diſeaſe,. reſembling an intermitting Fever, 
and chiefly radicated in the Neryous Juice

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A fine Woman, of a very tender Conſtitution, and a weak tem- 
per of the Brain and. Gents Nervoſum, and: conſequently very fub- 
ject toConvullive affects, after ſhe had conceiv'd, aboat the fourth 
Month of her Child-bearing, upon taking cold, was moſt forely 
afflicted with Aithmatick Fits, and likewiſe with frequent Faint- 
Mgs of the Spirits : But by the uſe of remedies endowed with 
a Volatile Salt, ſhe grew well of theſe Diſtempers within a fort- 
night; nevertheleſs after ſix weeks were paſt, an unuſual, and ve- 
ry wonderful affect ſeis'd this Lady. 

On acertain morning awaking after her fleep, which had been 
ſomewhat troubled that night, ſhe felt in her whole body a light 
ſhivering, as tho' the fit of a Tertian Ague were coming upon 
her: Frequent Gapings and Retchings follow it with a frequent 
ſtraining to Vomit : Then her Urine, which juit before was of an 
Orange colour with a laudable ſediment,became pale and watery, 
and was very frequently voided, viz. every minute of an hour. 
Moreover about the Loins and Hypochondres, and in other places, 
Pains with light Convulſions paſſing from one place to another 
were rais'd. Which kind of Symptoms, being manifeſtly Convul- 
ſive, with the frequent making of Limpid Water continued 
from the niorning almoſt to the evening : In which ſpace of time 
a vaſt quantity of Urine, viz. thrice more than the Liquor drank, 
was made: In the mean while theHeat became not more intenſe,nor 
<4 Thirſt ſeem prefling, nor was the pulſe rais'd : In the evening 
the foreſaid affects ceaſt, and the Urine came again to be of an O- 
range colour, and in a ſmall quantity ; and ſhe enjoyed a moderate 
ſleep-during the whole night; and then the next morning the Fit 
returned near the ſame hour, accompanied whol'y with the like 
Symptoms, and daily aCted over the very ſame Tragedy. 

Going to ſee this Lady after the had lain ill after this manner 
for rwelve days; I judged that this diſeaſe being chiefly rooted in 
the Genus Nervoſum, depended on the efferveicency ana flowing 
of the Huinour that lies in the Nervous parts : to this Breeding 
perſSi I preſcribed Bleeding, and to take twice a day a Powder 
made of Coral, Pearl, Ivory, and other Cordial things in an ap- 
propriated Liquor : morning and evening ſhe took twelve drops *' 
of the TinCture of Antimony, the effect whereof I have found 
td be ſingular in a too great Flux of Urine: by the uſe of theſe 
things all the Symptoms in a ſhort time remitted.

Of General Convulfhons which are wont to. ariſe by 
reaſon of a Scorbutick diſpoſition of the Ner- 


vos Fuice, 


Ometimes univerſal Convulſtons, without Poyſong,-,or a Feve- 

riſhMiaſm, are caus'd by reaſon of aScorbutick ar.otherwiſe vi- 
tions dyſcrafie of the Nervous Juice; far the Liquar-Which lies in 
the Nerves, and Nervous parts, ſometimes falling trgm 16s natural 
and due Crafis,is fo much filld with Heterogeneous:and Explofive 
Particles, that the Animal Spirits admitting an incongruqus com- 
bination, ſome ways accruing to them, are irritated to gontinual 
Exploſive Convultons; which kinds of affects 'of the Spirits are 
either divided or ſeparate, betwixt which no Communication or 
dependence happens, viz. when many parts of ghe body are af- 
fected together with ſo many Convulfions peculiar to them, 
which do not follow each other ſucceflively, but are terminated 
in the ſame Maſcle or Member where they begin: Or ſecondly, The 
Convulfive affects which are rais'd together in the whole Genus 
Nervoſum, are continual or connected, and being continued. by a 
per petual fort of Vicifſitude betwixt themſelves, ſucceed each o- 
ther, ſo that the diſorderly motions of all the Members through a 
Mutual Succeffion when they begin at one part, preſently paſs in- 
to the others. We ſhall conſider the nature of both thoſs-convul- 
five aftetts, and ſhall! ſhew what method of Gure is;to be us'd 
in each caſe. 


I. As to the former kind it plainly appears that ſuch affects 
are not ſimple, but complicated,v:zz. of a Convulfion and Palſey,for 
though the Muſcles and Tendons are continually infeſted with 
Convulſive Motions, yet the Diſeas'd being Enervated cannot 
move ſtrongly any Members, or the whole body : nay.to theſe 
affects Pains Diffus'd through all the Limbs are added: hence 
we may infer that the Animal Spirits are indued with a Manifold 
Combination, viz. with particles both Exploſive, and Narco= 
tick, and in ſome ſort irritative ; ſo that tho' being always op- 
preſt, they fall upon Exploſions, yet neither many of them to- 
gether, by reaſon of other Particles of another kind mixt with 
them, nor indeed any of them have a free and lively E 
wherefore the Impetus of Motion does not reach far, but is al- 
O02 : ways 
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ways ſhort and interrupted. -A ſtrange inſtance of this affect

A nobleman deſcended from Parents and Anceſtors who had 
been ſubjeCt to evil affects of the Brain, or other Morbid diſpofi- 
tions of the Nerves, about the time that his Age. began. to de- 
cline; firſt was wont to be troubled with .a weaknefs, a numnets, 
and gentle Convulſions in his Limbs, after having; lain long un- 
der theſe affects, at length he went to Bathe for a Cure, but ufing 
there the hot Baths too often, inſtead of a cure he got only to 
great an Exaſperation of his diſeaſe ; that from that tine the 
-orelfaid Symptoms did no longer fullow him at times, but almott 
-conſtantly,-viz. Convulſive Motions," and Painful Tenſions ince(- 
'fantly 'occupied all his Limbs, nay and each part of his Body, 
ſo that all theMuſeles together were perpetually Convuls't with 
"repeated Twitchings, and that not without a mighty Torture: 
the vonly-way of appeaſing which was, that ſometimes his whole 
Body, ſometimes ſome of its' Members were continually exer- 
cisd 'With a-local Motion : for as long as' he was awake, he was 
Forc't toV&kept moving in his Bed, orin his Seat, or to be car- 
yFyed" in 4 Codch, or''to have his Members preft or-rub'd; for 
"Which end-Chairs and Beds were made' for him with rockers, 
like Childrens Cradles, in which as he lay, or fate upright, he 
"was continually rockt to-and fro: without which, he was tor- 
"mented witk/a cruel Pain, anda violent Tenhon of the Muſcles; 
the divrhal”opprefſion of this Convullive affect was followed in 
- the night*tirfie, and preſently after Neep with nuch more ſevere 
Symptoms; for he no ſooner awaked, but preſently his whole Body 
fell a ſhivering, the Muſcles were very much toyl'd with painful 
"Convulfioiis, and all the Limbs, as in an agony of Death, were 
wont tobe all over in a foul Sweat, which was ſo Corrofive, that 
the ſheets, unleſs they were preſently waſht, were ſoon eaten and 
rotted by it, as by Aquafortis: the fick perſon during this con- 
fliet, : was tortur'd betwixt Sweating and Shivering for many 
hours, /till being quite tired, a ſleep ttealing upon him, brought 
{ome eaſe: bit if, as the fit was coming, he was taken out of his 
Bed, he was better, and {o he prevented the wonted violence bf 
the Fit: therefore on 'as he was awaked from his fleep, tho' 
this happen'd within half an hour, preſently to eſcape the torturs.. 
he call'd his ſervants, and was taken forth of Bed: being well e- 
nough as to his Appetite, the did Eat without naufeouſneſs, nor 
was his'Stomack troubled: by what was taken-into it, yet ke of- 
tea” complained of a Cardialgiay and ſometimes a troubleſome 
Spitting,” with a ſtinking Breath, as tho” he had taken Mercuty, 
mole:ted him tor many days ;'any Hot things; as well Food as 
Pn3 tliek, did not- agree with" his'conſtitution : he dar'd not - 
\ ne, much 
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much as Sip of Wine, or Strong-beer : in the firſt years of his 
Sickneſs he was ſeiz'd with a horrour at the fight of Fire, 
afterward becoming weaker, herefus'd to fit by the Fire, evenin 
the Winter : his Urine was always of an Orange Colour, which 
if Evaporated on Coa's in an Earthen Pot, a Saline filth, 
amounting to above half the Liquour, fell to the bottom : The 
Belly being always Coftive, never depos'd its burthen unleſs irri- 
tated by a Medicine or Glyſter : Moreover, beſides the Convulfive 
Motions, a Baſtard Palſey poſleft all the Members of his Body, for 
he could neither lift up his Hands, nor walk with his Feet ; his 
Tongue faultring brought forth only imperfe&t words, but ſome- 
times when on occaſion his mind was pofleſt with a ſudden Joy,his 
Spirits and Strength being ſtrangely rais'd, he was able ' on a ſud- 
den to riſe from his Chair and to walk upright, and skip about 
without help; which interval nevertheleſs ſcarce laſted a minute of 
an hour, but the Members faultered afreſh, and were troubled 
with their wonted Languor and Trembling. As this perſon 
was ill after this manner above twelve years, he got the 
advices of the moſt Famous Phyfitians of all England, and tryed 
a great many remedies and almoſt of all kinds, viz. Antiparali- 
ticks, Antiſcorbuticks, Drying, and Sweating Dyets, Purges, 
Cauteries, Baths, Liniments, nay and was twice Salivated but 
could not be Cured by any of thoſe Methods, wherefore all 

of Cure being laid aſide, for the ſeven latter years of his life he 
uſed only remedies that had regard to ſome of the chief Symp- 
toms ;z viz. he took thrice a week a Looſening Medicine of Sena 
and Rhubarb with CorreCtives, ſometimes in the form of a Sy- 
rup, ſometimes of an Extract; he us'd to take every night a 
Doſe of an Opiate made of temperate Conſerves and Species: 
Moreover he had a Julap in a readineſs to be taken on occafion, 
when the Spirits faultered : He alſo Drank Oat-bear, Alter'd 
with temperate and Diuretick Herbs: By the uſe of theſe things 
he paſt at leaſt ſeven years, without any great alteration for 
the worſe : At length Old Age preffing upon him and the Difeaſe 
together, the Convulſfive fits growing more violent, ſcis'd him, 
not as before when his ſleep was over, but as ſoon as he was warm 
in his Bed, ſo that he was forc't wholly to forbear going to Bed, 
and he put off his Cloaths but ſeldom, unleſs it were to change 
Linnen : Hence tranſpiration being hindred, the Serous and o- 
ther Filthy Dregs which were wont to evaporate, were fixt on 
the Lungs, which firſt brought a thick Breathing, afterward an 
Aſthmatick affect, and laſtly a Mortal Conſumption. 

If the reaſons of the foreſaid affects be enquired into: it will 
appear that all theſe Evils proceeded from the ill Conſtitution of 
the Brain, and Genys Nervoſum, and more immediatly from _ 
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Dyfcraſy ang - Default of the Juice that lies in theſe parts. 

Thereaſan is plain why this Diſeaſe, firſt increaſing by degrees, 
was ſoon rais'd.to a far worſe-ſtate by the uſe of hot Baths, tor 
it s mayifeſt by ,cxperience- that | hot and ſulphureous Baths 
very wa exalt the Saline, and other Morbid Particles, that a- 
bound . within the Viſcera, or Humours of Human Body, and 
ſogn Garry them.to the higheſt pitch, viz. by exazitating them 
they render them more wildly exorbitant, and force them from 
the.firlt paſſages into the Blood, and thence into the Brain and 
Genus Nerv &2, nay and joyn them together being firſt ſever'd, 
and lying idle, and ftir them up to a certain Fermentation : 
Wherefore ſuch as being hereditarily obnoxious to the Gout or 
or Stone, have not yet felt any Fits of thoſe affects, after the 
ye f hot Baths, very often find that both thoſe diſeaſes are pre- 
ently brought toa.maturity in them. | You may find the reaſons

Becauſe the could not bear nwch Pur- 
ging, Glyſters of Milk and Sugar were frequently us'd : Beſides 
Anticonvulſive Liniments apply'd to the Neck and Spine, we or« 
dered Frictions of the Members affected with Woollth Cloths 
moiltned in an appropriated Oyl, and warm'd. 

By the uſe of theſe things, within fix days the diſer@fremUY ts 
be very much relieved ; for the Convulfive Motions m's hinner 
wholly ceaſt, ſhe could keep her Members in their dut'Sithy and 
without Motion, only ſhe was forc't ſometimes by 'a'pht Coull 
traction to bow her head gently this way and that * 'MdFEovrer | 
he was able to ariſe from her Chair and Walk a iitvig, bit wiihee 
Walk't, ſhe did not go upright, but inclining to WWW fidwys Pars

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ting from her at that time, Ileft herin a manifeſt ſtate of Reco- 
very, the ſeeming to be much better : But ſomewhat more then a 
week after, a boiſtrous North Wind arifing in the night time, 
and blowing ſtrongly on the diſeas'd as ſhe lay in her Bed, the 
window being not well ſhut ; preſently upon taking Cold ſhe tell 
into ſuch a relapſe, that ſhe became not only obnoxious to Convul- 
five affects, but likewiſe to a Ugiverſal and Periodical Paiſey : For 
from thence forward her Head and Members being bent and toſs d 
again from Morning to the Evening, as before, ſhe was made to 
Wind, Bend and variouſly Wreft all her Limbs ſuccefſively ; till 
about night thoſe Motions being wholly appeas'd, a Reſolution or 
Palſey of the Members enſied, ſo that ſhe could neither moye 
Hand, nor Foot, nor any part elſe, or exerciſe any effort of Moti- 
tion of the Body, lying in the Bed like a Stone, immovable : But

domer moleſted her, yet ſhe {till continued faint and weak, and 
as ſhe was of a tender Conſtitution, and inclin'd to a Conſumpti-

- Many years fince Iwas call'd to a noble Virgin taken almoſt 
after the ſame, and fomewhat a worſe manner. For this under- 
went Involugtary Motions of the Head and Members, 12. ei- 
ther Shakings of them, or Bendings this way and that, or Wreſt- 
ings of them, returning almoſt in a conſtant Courſe : Moreover 
ſhe was affected with a very troubleſome, and wholly wonderful 
Convulfion of the Diaphragm, and Muſcles that ſerve for reſpirati- 
en. for every minute of an hour and oftener, the Back Bone a-

FT ordered her a ons Purge to be 
given Spring and Fall- with the uſe of Antiſcorbutick remedies, 
and ſometimes Chalybeats : Which kind of Method ſhe obſerved 
with ſo great advantage to her, that ſhe has enjoy'd her health for 


many years, and enjoys it ſtill, 

Among many remedies which ſhe took againſt that Sharp- 
neſs, and Utcerons diſpoftion as it were of the Palate and Xfo- 
pliagus, I ordered that ſhe ſhould Drink every Morning her own 
Urine freſh made :'This for the -moft part being very Salt, was 
wont to give a mighty relief ; but at certain times the Urine 
that came from her was thin, and in a great plenty, which ne- 
vertheleſs was not Salt, but manifeſtly Acid like Vinegar, after 
the Drinking of which ſhe found little or no benefit. The rea- 
ſon of the good effect of the one, and not of the other is this: 
In as much as Saline Particles of a differing ftate, and not thoſe 
that are of the fame, mutually aCt on each other, and weaken 
their ſtrength, therefore the Sa't Urine and not that which was 
Sharp er iour Cur'd the Sharpneſs of the Throat ; And rt

appear'd from hence that the Humour diſtilling on the parts of 
this Ladies Mouth and Throat was Acid and drew near to the na- 
ture of a Vitriolick Vinegar, becauſe the ſmoke 'of Tobacco 
Teceiv'din the Mouth of the Diſeas'd ſfeem'd wonderfully Sweet 
as it uſes to do in any that taſt Vitriol before. 

Ten years fince Iwent to ſee the daughter of a certain Noble- 
man, troubled with Convulſfive Motions after ſuch a.manner, that 
ſome thought her obſeſs't with an evil Spirit : This Virgin being 
about ſixteen years of Age, Fair, and well in fleſh, but begotten 
of a Father troubled with the Palſey, about the winter Solſtice 
began to be ill without any evident-cauſe : Firſt for ſame days ſhe 
was affected with a Head-ach and a Giddineſs , though in no 
Tevere manner ; afterward ſhe perceiv'da Trembling, and a ſud- 
den ContraCtion in' one Arm, and preſently in the other, which 
kind of Conyullions, returning often that day, ſcarcelaſted a mo- 
ments ſpace: The next day after fitting by her Siſter in a Chair,on 
a ſudden ſhe ſtarted up, and made a leap or two, and many others 
"ſucceflively to many feets diſtance with a wonderful Agility : 
Then when ſhe was come to the end of the Room, ſhe ſtood 
for ſome while leaping up in the ſame place,; and every time to a 
wonderful height , when her legs were able to hold Leaping no 
longer, ſhe fell on the ground and preſently threw herHead ſeveral 
ways, as though ſhe would have thrown it off her Neck, aſſoon 
as the ceaſt from this Motion, through her being tired, preſently 
the ſame fury ſeiz'd her Hands and Feet, that ſhe was forc't to 
keep theſe members a going in a violent manner, ftriking them 
againſt the Walls and Doors, or ſtamping on the Floor : Whea 
through Modeſty, or Reverence due to Friends, or Perſons pre-

of time, but without any relief : Being call'd again, in ' re- 
gard that ſhe was of a Robuſt habit of Body, and ſeem'd affect- 
ed with a mighty raging of the Spirits, I gave her a ſtrong Vo- 
mit, after which ſhe Vomited ten times a Choler as green as Ver- 
digreaſe, with a Flegm as Sharp as Aqua Stygia, and was ſuddenly 
relievd : I gave her afterward, every morning a draught of 
White-wine Diluted with Black Cherry Water, pour'd 'on Mil- 
lepedes bruis'd, and ſtrongly expreſt. By the uſe of theſe things 
ſceming to be Cur'd, ſhe was perfectly well for a MontH,nnd more: 
and when afterward ſhe at any time perceiv'd any forerunning 
figns of a return of the affe&, preſently by the uſe of a Vomit, 
and the ſame expreſſion of Millepedes, ſhe kept off the Fit : With- 
in three Months ſhe ſo recover'd her former Health, that ſhe 
has now lived many years wholly free from ſuch Convulhve af- 
tects : But from the time that the Convulſive Paſſions wholly 
cealt, ſhe was fometimes troubled about the parts of the Mouth 
and Throat with a Defluxion of a .moſt Acid Humour, like the 
diſtill'd Liquor of Vitriol : Moreover ſhe has ſometimes been 
obnoxious to tne longing diſeaſe of Maids, ſometimes alio to a 
Congh with a diſcolour'd Spittle threatning a Ptizick, which ne- 
vertheleſs were eaſily Cur'd by remedies ulual in thelike caſes. 
Whilſt Iwas writing theſe things, I went to ſee a Noble Vir- 
gin, who was troukied with Convulfive aftects of another kind, 
and thoſe Univerſal, and no leſs Admirable : This about the 
eighteenth year of her Age, being of a freſh Colour, Handſome, 
and before ſound enouzh, now happening unawares to incur the 
danger of being infected with the Plague, it being rife here- 
abouts, fell into a Panick Fear, with frequent, Swooning Fits, 
the night following the underwent ſuch Failiags and Diſorders 
of the Spirits that ſhe ſeem'd even ready to Dye. But having 
paſt that evil with much ado,ſhe had afterward every day Convul- 
five Fits, though retm ning firlt at uncertain hours, and in ſeveral 
forms : But within a ſhort time the acceſſes of the diſeaſe be- 
coming regular, they return'd conſtantly twice a day, viz-{at ele- 
ven of the Clock in the forenoon,and at five im the afternoon,that 
no jatermitting Fever keeps its periods more exaCtly, nay _ 
| a 
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= the circumſtances of the Fit happen'd daily after the fame 
nner. 
- "When ſhe had been thus ill three weeks, IT was call'd on a cer- 
tain day, that I might obſerve all the Symptoms, and the whole 
form of the diſcafe : Rifing from her Bed at ten a Clock in the 
Morning, ſhe was well, and carryed her (elf ſo well in her conn- 
tenance, walking, and diſcourſe, that no man'would have fufſ- 
pected that any thing ail'd her : At eleven. a Clock ſhe began to 
complain of a Plenitude, and as it were Inflation in the Brain, 
and a Deadneſs of the Spirits with a light Scoromia : by and by 
ſhe felt in the left Hypocondre a mighty beating, and Spring- 
ingas it were of a live Animal : I plainly felt this Motion by ap- 
plying my hand to her fide, then a Retching and great Crying 
followed, whereupon ſhe was preſently led to Bed, and given to 
be held by a maid ſervant fitting on the Bolſter : This perſon clap- 
ping her Arms about the middle of the diſcas'd, held her very hard 
in herLap, during the Fit. Moreover ſervants were at hand, and 
_ relations {tanding about her, who ſometimes held her Hands and. 
Arms, ſometimes preſt down her Belly and Hypocondres which 
riſe to a mighty Bulk, ſtill forcing upwards : The chief Symptoms 
of the diſeaſe, which being rais'd by turns, divided in a manner 
the whole Fit, were theſe two, viz. Sometimes violent Convulhons 
of the Viſcera infeſted her, ſo that the Abdomen riſtng to a 
mighty Bulk, withſtood the hands of ſtanders by, preit againſt 
it, that it could not be kept down, and withal the Przcordia 
being drawn upward, the Motion of the Heart and Blood was in 
a *manner ſtop't : For which ſpace of time the Virgin hanging 
down her head, with a weaken'd, and no Pulte as it were, lay 
Speechleſs and almott inſenſible : After two or three minntes of 
an hour theſe Fits ceaſt: And then the Sick raiſing her ſelf, look't 
round her chearfully, and for ſome time converted the Impetus 
of the diftaſe into Diſcourſes and Songs, both which ſhe uttered 
moſt Pleafantly and'Elegantly above her Natural diſpoſition ; ſhe 
paſt ſuch Sayings and Scoffs an all perſons about her, that there is 
nothing in any Comedy to be met with more facetious; then 
ſhe would Sing moſt Sweet and Pleaſant Tunes of Harmony, 
{ach as neither any perſon elſe could Sing, or herſelf at another 
time: After that ſhe had thus paſt about fix or ſeven Minutes 
of an hour, in Jeſting and Singing, ſhe fell again into the Convul= 
ſions of the Viſcera and Hy pochondres, and the loſs of Speech as 
before : And theſe remitting in a ſhort time, and the Impetus of 
the Spirits flying back from the inferiour Nerves to the Brain, ſhe 
gave her ſelf again to the pleafantryes of Talking and Singing. 
When at any time ſhe diſcourſt with the ſtanders by, if any thing 
that was Sharp or Ignominious were replyed by theny, ſhe fell 
into 
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into more Violent and Laſting Convulſions of the Bowels : After 
this manner ſhe uſes to be troubled with an alternate affect of. the 
Viſcera and Brain for about the ſpace of an honr : Then the Fit 
drawing toward an end, the Convulfions of the Bowels becom- 
ing more gentle, return'd three or four times with very little in» 
termifſion : Afterward theſe wholly ceaſing, the Impetus of the 
diſcaſe paſſes into the outward Members, whence preſently it whol- 
ly vaniſhes : For the Arms and Legs undergo contractions and 
twitchings for a minute of an hour, and preſently after the dif- 
eaſed riſing up, comes off from her Bed, and is free from all Con- 
yulfion till a new Fit returns, nay and having an indifferent good 
ſtrength, walks up and down the houſe, and during the interval 
of the affect, cheerfully performs the uſual Offices of Life, ſtill 
excepting that her Stomach being weak, loaths food during the 

; day time, in the evening after the ſecond Fit of the diſeaſe, ſhe 
eats a little ſupper. | 

About the beginning of this ſickneſs the Convulſions of the 
Bowels were much more violent, and ſhe lay Senſeleſs with them, 
and during their intervals ſhe would talk abſurdly, Sing Songs 
out of tune, and fall out a Laughing, or Crying, without any 
ground of reaſon : But at length the Animal Spirits being forc't 
ito laſting exploſions, perform'd them fo regularly, ſometimes 
this way, ſometimes that, as it was moſt proper, that they 
ſeem'd to be donein ſome ſort by the moderation and command 
of the will. 

After I had been again to ſee this Lady, having lain under 
theſe periodical Fits tor many weeks, I ordered that three hours 
before the ſecond Fit, ten Ounces of Blood ſhould be drawn from 
the Vein of her foot, whereupon the Fit, expected in the Even» 
ing, wholly left her, nor did it ever return afterward: But the, 
other Fit obſerving its ancient courſe return'd daily, till upon 
Bleeding a little before its coming, the Patient was free of it that 
day, which nevertheleſs returning the next day after followed here 
for-rany months according to the ſame form : In the mean while, 
becauſe the winter cold was very fevere , ſhe delai'd for ſome 
time the uſe of Remedies : But as the Spring came on the noble

Afterward when this alſo began to nauſeate her, ſhe ns'd Pills, 
or alſo Elixir Proprietatis, ſometimes alſo Spirit of Harts-horn 
for many days: afterward at long run upon taking that Powdep 
daily for ſome fpace ſhe began to find help. 

- Inthe mean while that this Method of Cure was followed; her 
Hair being Shav'd off, -her Head was cover'd only with-a thin 
Dreſs, ſhe wore the Hyſterick Plaiſter with a mixture'of Galbawy 
tum on the Abdomen : She drank for her ordinary drink a Bo-' 
chet of Sarla and China with the Roots of Male Peony, and 0+. 
ther appropriated things infus'd and boil'd in Fountain Water 2 
Within a Month the Fits remitted a little : Afterward becoming 
more mild by degrees and lefler,at length they ceas'd in a manner 
altogether, unleſs that near the time of her Menſes ſhe was wont 
to be troubled with an affault or two of that diſeaſe: Moreover 
ſhe was troubled atmoſt with a conſtant Giddinels and a loathing 
of Meat 3 in the midſt of Summer the drank Afrope Waters tor fix 
weeks, and grew perfectly well. | 

As to the way of Cure to be us'd in general for fuch Marvel» 
lous Convulfons, it is not an eaſie thing to aflign Remedies e- 
qual to ſo Hereuljcan a Diſeaſe, or a gertain method of its Cure 

| Gaus 
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confirm'd by frequent. experiments : For beſides that caſes 
like thofe ſeldom occupy, ye may likewiſe obſerve, that the ſame 
Medicine which did good to this fick perſon at one time; gave 
not the leaſt relief to another perſon, or the ſame, when given 
at another time, the reaſon of which ſeems to be that the cauſe of 
the Diſcaſe ſeems to conſiſt in the Diſcraſy of the Nervaus Juice: 
Which liquor is not always perverted after one and the ſame 
manner : But from the manifold combination of the Salts and 
 Sulphurs, gets a Morbid diſpoſition of a various kind and con» 
dition, andoften changes it : Wherefore in thoſe difficult affects, 
we muſt not preſcribe vulgar Medicines, taken from Apothecaries 
- Shops, but Magiſterial ones, as occaſion requires, according to 
the” appearances of the Marvellous Symptoms. A Gentle Vo- 
"mit, a Purge, and Bleeding ought in the firſt place to be us'd, 
and ſometimes to be repeated, as it ſhall ſeem convenient. And 
. as to Specifick Medicines, and ſuch are appropriated in thoſe 
' caſes, fince the chief Indjcation will be to, amend the Crafis of 
'the Nervous Juice, we may try a great mgny things and fitt 
. their vertues trom the effect : Therefore we may try what 
things endued with a Volatile or Armoniack Salt will do : For 
this purpoſe let the Spirits and Salts of Harts-horn, Blood, Soot, 
the Flowers and- Spirits of Sal Armoniack be taken : Theſe giv= 
ing no relief we muſt come to Chalybeats; let the Tinctures and. 
Solutions of Coral and Antimony be given : which ſort of Medi- 
cines mult be given in ſuch a Doſe, and form, and for ſo many. 
times, that ſome alteration may be made by them in the Blood 
and Neryous Juice : Again, if theſe have not ſucceſs we muſt 
proceed to Alcxipharnucks, which are good againſt Poyſon and: 
a Malignity gotten into the, Humours, vx. of. theſe we muſt or-, 
der DecoCtions, Deſtillations, Powders, Conſerves, and o- 
ther Preparations of Vegetables, and we muſt variouſly com- 
pound them the one with the other, and adminiſter them ſeveral 
ways :; It ſeems likely that thoſe forts of Medicines which being 
inwardly taken are wont to do good to ſuch asare bit by a Viper,. 
or by a Mad Dog, and likewiſe againſt Wolfs-bane, and Napel- 
lus, may #10 be of uſe in the above mentioned Convulfons ;- We 
may here, after the example of Grezor Horſtius in his Tracts of 
the Malign Convulſive diſeaſe, preſcribe alſo Magiſterial Remedies 
in form of a Purging EleCtuary, alſo of a Powder, and Convulfive 
Antidote for theſe Marvellous Convulfions, and variouſly Com-

Df the Aﬀetts which are vulgarly call'd ENterical, 


F at any time an. unuſual ſort bf Sickneſs, or of a very Secret 
. Origine occurs in the Body of a Woman, ſo that its Cauſe 
lies hid; and the Therapeutick Indication be wholly uncertain; 
brelently we accuſe the evil influence of the Womb ( which for 
the moſt part is guiltleſs.) andin any unuſual Symptom, we cry 
but that there is ſomewhat. Hyſterical in it ; and conſequently ' 
the Phyſical intentions and the uſes of Remedies are directed for 
this end, which often is only a ſtarting hole for Ignorance; 
The paſſions which are wont to be rank't in this humber are 
found to be various and manifold, which ſeldom agret in divers 
Women, or happen wholly after the ſame manner : the moſt 
common of them, and which are vulgarly ſaid to Conſtitute the 
formal ſtate of an Hyſterick affect; are theſe, viz. A Motion in 
the lower part of the Belly, and an Aſcept as it were of ſome 
round thing there, then a Belching or Straining to Vomit, a 
diſtention of the Hypochondres and a Rumbling with a Belching 
forth of Wind; an uneven and for the moſt part a lettett Reſpira- 
pom, a Suffocation in the Throat, a Giddineſs; ari Inverfion, or 
Rotatie® of the Eyes, often Laughing; or Weeping, a Talking 
Idly , ſometimes a Speechleſneſs and . Immobility with an ob- 
ſcure or no Pulſe,and a Cadaverous aſpect, ſometimes Convutfive 
_ rais'd in the Face, and Limbs, and ſometimes in the whole 
y : But. univerſal Convulſions feldom happen, and trot unleſs 
the diſeaſe be raiſed to its worſt ſtate, for the Tragedy of the 
Fit is acted through for the moſt part without any contraction 
of the Members only in the Belly , Breaſt and Head, vi2. in 
one of them, or ſucceſſively in all. Women of all Ages and Con-

in Girls before the time of Puberty; and im. old Women after 
their Menſes ceaft to Flow; nay and men are ſometimes troubled 
with ſuch kind of Paſſions, inſtances of which art not wan- 


he cauſe of theſe Symptomts muſt not be imputed totlie Aſcerit 

bf the Womb, and tg vapours rais'd from the ſame z ior to the 
Impetuous ruſhing of the Blood. into the Lungs, as the, Learned 
Highimtore bias JUdg'd ; But we ay that the affeRt cull'd __

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cal, chiefly, and primarily is Convulfive, afid depends principally 
on the Brain and Genus Nervoſum being affected, and is 
produc't wholly. by the exploſions of the Animal Spirits, as 0- 
ther Convullive Motions. And whatever diſorder or irregula- 
rities happen elſe abont the Motion of the Blood, they #e only 
ſecondary and depending on the Convulſfions of the Viſcera- 
The way-of. the difference whereby the kinds of this diſeaſe both 
differ froth each' other, 'and from the other Convulſive affects 
is taken from the various Origine, and chiefly from the extenfion 
of the Morbifick Cauſe : for the Origine of 'this; as of many ©6- 
ther Convulfive affects ſometimes reſides in the Head, the Womb 
being - wholly without fault : Though ſometimes this affect hap- 
pens through the fault of the Womb, and fometimes through 
that of- other parts : As to the extenſion of the Diſeaſe, from 
whatever Origine it proceeds, for the moſt part it chiefly af- 
fects the Interiour Nerves, | to wit thoſe that particularly regard 
the Viſcera- and: Precordia® and their appendixes, and chiefly 
troubles the Spirits lying in them : Sometimes alſo, though tare- 
ly, the Spirits that preſide in the Exteriour Nerves and likewiſe 
_ in the Brain and Cerebe/lum, are involv'd in the ſame

As to the Morbifick Matter, or Exploftve Combination, which, 
accruing tothe Spirits wjthin the Brain,and deriv'd with them in- 
to the Proceſſes of the Nerves, often is the cauſe of the af- 
fects, which are vulgarly call'd Uterine, or of the Mother : We 
ſay this to. be Heterogeneous Particles ſent from the Blood,as in 
other kinds of. Convulfions 3 and which are wont to be made to 
cleave to the Spirits that paſs into the Origines of the Ves, 
on. two chief occaſions, viz. either through the- fault of the 
Spirits themſelves, or through the great force of the Matter : in- 
ſtances of both kinds every where occur: Through the fault of the 
Spirits themſelves as when through a ſudden Paton; ſuppoſe of 
Fear,Anger, Sadneſs, they are very much Troabled and forc't into 
Irregularities; through the Exorbitant force of the Matter, 
as in the evil Cri/es of Fevers, alſo in any Malignant, and 
Scorbutical, and other Chronical affects of an ill Determina- 
tion : theſe cauſes are mach upheld and promoted by an ill or 
- . weak Conſtitution of the Brain and Genus Nervoſum, whe-

A Renowned Lady, extreamly; beautifyl, and endowed with 
an excellent temper of mind and, manners, lately lived in theſe 
parts, who for many years was obnoxious to Convuliive affects, 
Karine Eratrated this valetudinary diſpoſition from her 
Birth, or Hereditarily, and having found in herſelf theſe fruits 
of the morbid root almoſt every fourth year of her Age ; but 
eſpecially as.often as ſhe conceived with Child ( as ſhe often had, 
-and undergone frequent Abortions ) ſhe. was wont to,be extraor- 
dinarily troubled with Convulfive paſſions, in a manner /Hyſteri- 
cal: For preſently upon the ſtopping of, the Menſes;; the - Hete- 
rogeneous Particles being convey. d.to, the Brain, and Genus Ner- 
vo/um; brought violent Fits of the diſtemper. | _ 
_ After that ſhe had laſt conceivedy in the firſt. Months accor- 
ding to her ancient wont, ſhe was often troubled with:Convulſive 
affects, about the ninth week of. her .being with, Child, upon 
taking Cold, ſhe fell into a dangerous Fever, in which, yery acute 
Pains (orely infeſting her in the, Loins, and about the lower 
part of the Belly, ſeem'd to threaten an . Abortion: .But thoſe 
Pains, as it appear'd at laſt, being rather to be judg'd of the Co- 
lick, Ocecded from a Sharp humor, falling from the. Brain- intg 
thoſe parts. by the Ductus's of the Nerves ; for about the dey 
clining of the Fever, that matter being convey'd . elſewhere, a 
Diarrhza, Pains of the Feet, and a Bliſtering as, it were enſued. 
As ſoon as this Lady grew well of her Fever, and Pains.,-the 
Convulfive affects returned, for. every morning as ſhe awaked 
from her ſleep, ſhe was wont to. undergo violenz ContraCtions 
and Convulſfzons about the parts of the Mouth and Face, and alſo 
in the Arms and Legs, which Symptoms doubtle(s. aroſefrom

For thoſe Convullive Motions of the Face and Members ceaft 
in a ſhort tine, yet ſhe continued ftjill Weak and Infirm, with 
a Pale Countenance, Trembling as ſhe went, and having a mind 
to no Food but ſuch as was improper, and to hot Liquors : a= 
bout the end of the third Month, at which time ſhe uſed con- 
ftantly to Abort, her Menſes broke forth, which paſſing-from 
her for two or three days together, with pieces of broken Mem» 
branes, ſhe expected the Abortion : But the Flux ceafing, Pains, 
like thoſe of a perſon in Labour, aroſe in the Abdomen and 
Loins as before, and miſerably tormented her day and night for 
a week: At length having us'd a Bath of Emollient Herbs, and 
then' being put to bed to ſweat, ſhe was delivered of the burthen 
of her Womb: the Conception thus pafling from her with a 
mighty torture was as a Pea-hens Egg in bigneſs and figure; the 
outward coat of this was ragged and broken ; the inward coat 
remaining whole, contained about half a pound of clear Water, 
and nothing elſe : And no rudiments, of a Fztus that was form'd, 
or about tobe form'd, did appear: Afterward for four or five days 
the Lockia flowed from her with ſome pieces of Membranes : 
Mean while Pains troubled her with their wonted violence 2 And 
in regard that after a week was paſt, they did not ceafe of their 
wy accord,” at length remedity were defir'd for appeafing 
them, $3 | 
* For this end in the firſt place, Liniments, Fomentations, 
Baths, and Glyſters were frequently adminiftred : And Medi- 
cines .c'eanſing the filth of the Womb, on which the cauſe of the 
Whole diſtemper was 'charg'd, were inwardly taken : Upon the 
uſe of the former, ſhort intermiſſtons of the Pains followed : 
But now and then the affe& returned and was mighty tedious:Nay 
and within.three weeks, the diſeaſe growing much worſe brought

Cadaverous aſpect : After'that ſhe had lain thus dead, as it were, 


for three or four minutes of an hour, ſhe was wont to ſtart up

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pa a ſudden, that ſhe could ſcarce be kept down or held by 
preſent : Then followed violent contractions and: diſtor» 
ions in all the parts of. the Mouth and Face, andin all the Men 
bers of the Body., Theſe Symptoms were judg'd really Hyfteri- 
cal, becauſe the noble Lady had fo lately Aborted, 

But conſidering all theſe things, I was at length of this opj- 
pion, That the cauſe of both Fits, viz. the Paining, and Convul- 
five, depended wholly on the evil affects of the Brain and Genus 
Nervoſum, without any fault in the Womb, to wit, that. the ſharp 
humour heapt together within the Brain, deſcended thence, by 
the paſſages of the Nerves, into parts very remote, and lying in 
the Membranes and Fibres, and fermenting with the humour 
coming to it from the Maſs of Blood, irritated them very much, 
and caus'd violent pains : then afterwards, when the heterogeneons 
and exploſive Particles, admitted into the Brain with that Hu- 
mour, and entring the Ductus's of the Nerves, joyn'd with the 
Spirits, thereupon the Conyulfive diſpoſition, now and then break- 
ng forth into violent Fits, was caus's, as it will by and by appear 
more at large. 

ireting my curative intents according to this ZXtiology, I 
ordered the fick Lady, at the time ſhe was extreamly ill, that 
lood ſhould be drawn from the Saphazna_ Vein, That a gentle 
ge ſhould be given her within two days, and that it ſhould 
be repeated once or twice a Week : Alſo on other days I gave 
her, Morning and Evening, Spirit of Harts-horn ; and at other 
hours, twice or thrice in a day, Powder of Pearl and Crabs-eyes, 
With a Doſe of the following Julape.

Moreover Fomentations, Liniments, Glyſters, Cupping-glafſes, 
Sneezing-powders, and many other ways of Adminiſtration were 
preſcribd, according to the exigenty of Symptoms. 

Aﬀer this method of Curing uſed ahout fourteen days, the no- 
ble Lady, being very much relieved, was wholly without the 
Convulfive nay, and the pains of the Rowels and Members, 
and other Symptoms, being very much mitigated, gave us a ve- 
Fr fair hope of a ſpeedy Recovery; but after this, partly by rea- 
on of an ill Dyet, to which the Diſeaſed, upon never ſo little an' 
amendment, always indulg'd herſelf, but eſpecially by reaſon ot 
a ſudden paſſion of terrour or ſadneſs, which a ſevere pockdent

ling things, the effluyia's of which repreſs and reduce to order 
the Spirits, which are grown too wild and apt to make exorbis 
tant efforts, nay and diſcuſs their Heterogeneous Combination 
and often wholly exterminate it. Aſa Fatida, Caſtoreum, Gal-

often with excellent Succeſs : Moreover I make Medicinal Wine, 
Beer, Cider, Whey, and other Liquours by diſſolving this Powder 
in them, and order them to be taken for various Phyſical intents. 
So far of preparations of Iron in which theElementaryParticles of 
each kind, though in a various proportion are comprehended: 
There remain others in which the Particles in a manner only of 
one kind, viz. the Saline or Earthy are left, the reſ& for the 
greateſt part being driven away, of which kind chiefly are Vi- 
triol of Mars, Salt of Steel, and Crocus Martss. 


$5. Salt of Steel prepar'd as you may find herein Dr. Willis, has 

a Sweetiſh Taſt with ſomewhat of a Rough Stiptickneſs, and ſo 
much partakes of a Vitriolick natute, that it ſeems not much to 
differ from Green Copperas : Taken inwardly as a Medicine it 
ſomewhat ferments the Humours, and powerfully conſtringes 
the Nervous Fibres : In Cold and Phlegmatick Cachexia's, be- 
cauſe no Particles of Sulphur are exerted, this Medicine is not 
proper. It is often given with ſucces either by it felf,or mixt with 
other Medicines as a Spur, in Hot Dyſcrafies of the Viſcera, with 
a. predominancy of aduft Sulphur, alſo in Flitting, Scorbutical, 
and Irregular Boylings of the. Blood, and Nervous Juice. Not- 
withſtanding in tender Conftitutions there is danger left through 
its 


, 
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its acrimony, and too great conſtriction, the Tone of the Sto® 
mach, and the Fibres be injur'd, | 


6. In the laſt place comes the aſtringent Crocus Martiz, pres 
par'd by long Calcination in -the Fire : This Medicine 
is of egregious uſe in ſome caſes, and yields to none 
of the Chalybeats. viz. in every Extravaſating, and too 
great Eruption of the Blood and Serum, as in inward, and out= 
ward Hzmorrhagies, in a Diarrhza, a Diabetes, in a Vehament 
Catarrh, alſo in an Aſcites or a beginning Dropfic I have known 
nothing more excellent than this Medicine,& I have heard it late- 
ly mightily commended by a Famous andExpert Phyfician of our 

untry, of which Medicine nevertheleſs in regard it is wholly 
deſtitute both of Saline and Sulphureous Particles, and in a 
manner only conſiſts of ſuch as are Earthy and Fiery, it is much 
in diſpute with what Faculty it operates and produces ſo lauda- 
ble an effeR in humane body. For it might ſeem that nothing 
ſhould remain in this more than the Caput Mortaum, or Terrs 
Damnata of Vitriol, and of other Minerals diftill'd by a moft in» 
tenſe Fire. To give my opinion concerning theſe things, it ſeems 
in the firſt place, that a certain activity whereby it exerts it ſelf 
and diſplays its virtues, either by opening obſtructions, or by 
Aftringing the Veſſels and Nervous Fibres of the Viſcera, ac- 
crues to this preparation from the Fiery Particles being included 
in the moſt fixt Earth, and from their breaking forth within 
the Body. But the,chief way of giving help confifts in this, 
that the Earthy Patticles being wholly depriv'd of the 
(to which they were im&ſt cloſely bound) moſt earneſtly ſeek- to 
be reunited to the ſame, or the like : Wherefore that Crocus 
Martis being Immerg'd in our Bodies, ſuddenly catches to it 
ſelf any ſorts of Salts that come in its way, and cloſely binds 
them toit, and ſo whilſt it drinks up like a Sponge a great ma- 
ny Saline Particles, it takes away many Enormities chiefly a- 
riſing from the Flowings of the Salts. This way it is that Harts- 
horn burat, Spodium, and Diaphoretick Antimony exert their 
vertues, if at any time they give help. 


CHAP. 
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CHAP: X: 
Of the Comulfrue Cough and Aſthina: 


T is Uſual in Children (and I have known it alſo ſometimes in 

Men) for a Cough to ariſe from a Maſs of Serous Filth flow- 
ing in the Lungs: Which being at firſt Simple and Moderate af- 
terward becomes yehement; and Convulfive, fo that in Cough- 
ing the Diaphragm being contracted upward, and fo held by a 
long, or very often repeated Syſtole ; the Lungs are 
tly ſtraitned and very much hindred, in their motion : 
n while by reaſon of. the reſpiration being hindred, and 
'the Blood being reftrain'd within the Prazcordia, and con- 
ſequently its Stagnating in, other places, the Diſeas'd are in 


rous afpect : Moreover in this caſe, beſides Convulfions with a 
violent Conghing, rais'd about the Precordia, the Stomach alſo 
being often drawn in as a party concern'd, throws up all by Vo- 
Miting that is contain'd within it; nay and I have known, in ſome 
Tenderlings affected after this manner, that the Diſeaſe now and 
then pulls into other parts, has rais'd Convulfive Motions in 
the Face, Eyes and Limbs, and at length has become Mortal. 
This Convulfive Cough happens very often amongft Children, 
and in certain years it ſeizes ſo. many, that it ſeems plainly 
Epidemical, when it has got a Root, it is very difficultly con- 
_ with remedies, but commonly drawing out in length, 
ſcarce ever Cured but upon the change of the ſeaſon of the 
year. 3,507 | a 
| The cauſe of this Diſtemper ſeems 'to be from the Redun- 
dancy of the Serous Humour in the Maſs of Blood, and in ſome 
meaſure in the whole Body :' A portion of which matter Di- 
ſtilling from the Mouths of the Arteries on the Lungs, creates 
an ordinary Cough ; afterward when the Serous Filth, ſtill aboun- 
ding in the Blood, and being filld with Convulfive Particles, is. 
' Conveyed alſo into the Head, the fame entring the Nerves of the 
Lungs, raiſes the Simple Cough to a Convulfive one : Moreover, 
when it ſometimes happens, that the ſame, Matter . gathered 
rogether in the Head,enters ſome other Nerves; then other ſorts 
of Convulfive affeCts often enſue upon the Convulfive Gels, 


danger of being Suffocated and often turn of a Livid or £41 
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As a Cough ariſes, nejther only, nor always through a fault in 
the Lungs, but ſometimes from'a Convulfive cauſe alone, 
though oftner fromthis coming upon an affect of the Lungs :- So 
we may ſay the ſame of the Aſthma ; 'for whether this Dit- 
eaſe be continual or periodical,in both caſes the Symptom which 
chiefly preſſes, is a difficulty of Breathing ; which indeed ſeems 
therefore-to be rais'd,becauſe the Lungs being too mich puft up 
and Diſtended greatly, Fill the Cavity of the Thorax, and do 
not ſubfide by turns as they ought': Hence neither can tle 
Breath which lies within be freely ſent forth, nor indeed the: 
treſh Air be eaſily introduc't, by reaſon of the ſpace being fill'd 
before. Whilſt the Lungs are thus detain'd, for a long time in a 
continued, or little remitted dilatation, oftentimes the Dia- 
phragm, againſt its Cuſtom, is forc't: to a violent Syſtole, and 
being contracted upward, is wont toraiſe the Lungs more and 
more, and to withſtand their Subſiding : Whence it happens 
that the Breathing becomes yet more difficult and labvrious. 
That this affect of difficult Breathing ſometimes happens - 
through the fault of the Lungs, it has plainly appear'd to us 
by an Anatomical Inſpection ; forif a-mighty Maſs of 'Serous 
Filth depos #4 in the Thorax, very much ſtuffs the Lungs, 
that the Blood being letted in its - Circulation , does not 
paſs freely the '/Pneumonick Veſſels, then perſons fo affect- 
ed are always ſhort and thick Breath'd.* Again, - as often 
as the Blood becoming too. Hot;'or being rarified by exer- 
ciſe, or the heat of a Bed requires - a larger ſpace for its Cir- 
culation , Then preſently on ſuch'an occaſion every thick 
Breathing, or an Aithmatick Fit is rais'd, which often becomes 
Terrible and almoſt Suffocative whet the Serum Boyls very 
much within the Lungs. Moreover ſometimes beſides the Roots 
of 'an Aſthma fixt about the Prazcordia, ſome Branches of the 
fame diſeaſe ſpringing from the Brain .meet with the former, 
and being Complicated with them, produce more Terrible fruits 
of a difficult breathing. 
There are Inſtances enough. of | theſe affects, viz. of -a-diffi- 
* culty of Breathing, rais'd through the Single and Partial fault 
of the Lungs : For nothing is more uſual than - that -perſons 
troubled with an inveterate Cough, 'or-with ſome other evil 
diſpoſition of the Lungs, at length upon the acceſs of a Drop- 
fie or Scurvy, become Afthmatical,; to wit, when the Blood be- 
ing rendred very impure depoſes alſo-its Serous Filth in the 
Head, this enters more readily and eaſily the Nerves of the 
Lungs than others, as being become Weak, and frequently Ir- 
ritated in their extreniities, and heaps together in them a mat- 
ter for a Convulfave ſtraitneſs _ | 
t 


More- 
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Moreover I have ſometimes obſerved that great Fits of tbe 
Aſthma have happen'd without any confiderable fault in the 
Lungs, fo that I have really. judg'd this Diſeaſe ſometimes to be 
meerly Gonyulfive, and that its Fits are only rais'd becauſe a Se- 
rous Filth, fill'd with exploſive Particles, cntring the Nerves 
that ſerve f&r the Dilatation of the Lungs, joyn'd with the Spirits 
there abounding;, which afterward through a tulneſs, or Irritation 
being expladed together, and for ſome time, the Lungs are held 
as it were ſtiff, and blown up, that they can neither pectorm the 
functions of Expiration-nor. Inſpiration: But the Fit being ended, 
and alſo before it is begun, the Breath is drawn free and evenly 
enough, there appearing no ſigns of a Cough, or of a Valetudi- 
nary diſpoſition of the - Lungs : I ſhall givean Inſtance of a 
perſon troubled with this Shortneſs of Breath.  - 

A Gentleman of a Robuſt and Groſs Habit of Body having 
us'd for ſome time a ful and diſorderly dyet, without any exer- 
ciſe, about the beginning of Winter began to- find himfelf il! - 
Firſt he, was affected with a Heavineſs and Pain of his Head, 
with a'mighty Giddine(s, and danger of Swooning, believing 
himſelf now and then, ;cven a Dying, being otherwiſe ſound e- 
noughz.within a few days theſe Symptoms paſt into a manifeſt 
Stupor or rather Lethargy ; Being let Blood im the Arm,I ordered 
that Cupping Glafles, Veſicatories, ſmart GlyſRters, with wnany . o- 
ther remedies ſhoul'd be carefully adminiſtred to him: With- 
in. the ſpace of twenty four hours, coming to himſelf, he was 
ſound in his mind-and ſhook off all Stupidneſs : But though his 
Brain came to be clear, he-was ſciz'd with a great Weakneſs and 
Deadneſs in his Members; which affects nevertheleſs were Cur'd 
in a ſhort time with Antiparalytick, and Antiſcorbutick remedies: 
But after a fortnight he complain'd again of the heavineſs of his 
Head, and the Giddine(s, and the next day after he fell into a 
horcible Afthma, ſo-that the Lungs were blown-up on a ſudden, 
and riſe upward; and being ſcarce at all able to draw his Breath, 
which.was very 'ſhort, | painful, and. greatly letted, he was . 
in danger of being - Sufftecated every minute of 'an hohr. 
This fit, as Violent as it was, paſt;off within twelve hours with- 
out a-Cough, Spittng, or:Vomit, and for above a week afterward 
he was without any impediment in his Thorax: But then'a like 
- fit of the Aſthma returning, treated him alittle more mildly, 
and aftexgward he was wont 'to be troubled with a like offault of 
the Aſthma upon great changes of -the- Air, eſpecially when 
an intenſe Cold and Snow were at hand. P 

Moreover we judge that ſometimes this Gonvulſive ſtraitnefs of 
Breath is rais'd by reaſon of the Bronchia of the Trachea-being 
too. much ſtraitn'd, and often wholly clos'd by the Confiricyon 
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of the Nerves and ſtocks of Nervons Fibres, which every where 
compaſs about the Ramifications of the Aſpera Arteria, that Con- 
ſtrition happening when thoſe Nerves are forced to frequent 
Convulfions from a Morbifick matter beſetting them. 

A fine young Virgin, of a ſoft and tender Conſtitution, and 
of a florid Countenance, was ſcarce turn'd of eight years of age 
but began to be ſorely troubled with Aſthmatick Fits; and ſhe 
lived at leaft four years obnoxious to them before ſhe was com- 
mitted to my care; ſometimes ſhe continues two or three Months 
free from any Invaſion of this Diſeaſe, yet oftentimes, by 
reaſon of errors committed in Dyet, or upon great changes of the 
Year, or of the Air, ſhe falls into cruel Fits of ftraitneſs of Breath, 
ſo that the Lungs being blown up and raiſed towards the Throat, 
and there held by an almoſt continual dilatation;.the Diſeaſed can 
ſcarce breath at all: mean while the Diaphragm and Muſcles of 
the. Breaſt are laboriouſly occupied in thick repeated efforts of 
motion, in order to draw the Breath by one means or other ; 
this acceſs, within ſeven or eight hours, remitting by degrees, 
ceaſes a while; but now and then within a Week ortwo it 1s wont 
to return either of its own accord, or on any light occaſion being 
ofter'd : after the violence of the Diſeaſe is paſt, its matter being 
ſpent in many ſuch Fits, the young Lady continues well enough 
for many Weeks, nay ſometimes Months, and being free from any 
Diſtemper of the Thorax, ſhe Breaths freely. I order'd her 
Spring and Fall the following Method of Cure; and now ſhe 
— been without any Fit of the foreſaid Aﬀect above two

Take our Sulphur of Antimony fix Grains; Cream of Tartar, fix 
Grains, mix them: Let it be given in the Pap of a boiled Apple. 
After taking this Medicine, ſhe is wont to Vomit four or tive 
times: After four days, ſhe takes this Purge, which alſo ſhe is 
wont to repeat twice, allowing fix or ſeven days .betw ixt whiles. 

Take Calomelanss twelve Grains; Rofin of Jalap five Grams ; 
Caſtoreum four Grains ; with a ſufficient quantity of Ammoniacum 
diſſolved : make three Pills. She takes beftides every day, Morning 
and Evening, e#elve Grains of Tinfture of Antimony in a Spoonful 
of the following Julaje, drinking after t fix or ſeven Spoonfuls of the 
ame 


Take Water of Snails, fix Ounces ; of Earth-worms, four Ounces ; 


Water of Pennyroyal and Rue, of each four Ounces; Hyſterick Water, 


three Qunces.; Caſtoreum tyed in a Nodulus, and hung in « Glaſs, 
half a _ double refined Sugar, an Ounce : Mix them in 4 Glaſs ; 
make a k 

About Autumn the laft Year, another young, Girl of Quality, 
being ill after the like manner, viz. with a Periodical Aſthma, 
Tt2 Was 
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was brought to me to be cured, who uſing the foreſaid Reme 
dies in a little leſs Doſe, and repeating the ſame the laſt Spring 
found a mighty Relief. 

As to the Remedies and Method of Cure that ought to be us'd, 
if at any time to a Cough, or ſtraitneſs of Breath, firſt raiſed 
through a fault in the Lungs, Convulfive Symptoms alſo ſuper- 
vene, by reaſon of an injury communicated to the Brain; let 
care be taken that Anticonvulſive Medicines be aptly complica- 
ted with ſuch as have regard to any intents whatſoever of the 
Thorax; and alſo ſometimes, That one while, theſe, another 
while the others being given apart, the times of Curing be in- 
terchangeably obſerved. It will be needleſs to give here Bechick 
or Pneumonick Medicines and their forms, whereof there is a vaſt 
{tore every where to be found amongſt Phyſical Authors ; it will 
be more to our purpoſe to ſet down a method of Phyſick, and 
ſome ſelect Remedies that are proper in a Cough and Aſthma, 
which are meerly Convulfive. 

As to the former Aﬀect, which is chiefly familiar to Children, 
and for the moſt part is not Cured but with difficulty, and after 
a long time ; the chief Indications will be, both to purge the ſe- 
rous and ſharp Humours from the Blood and Viſcera, for pre- 
venting their Incurfion and diſcharge on the Brain, and ſome- 
times haply on the Breaſt, and to ſtrengthen theſe parts that they 
do not eafily admit into them the Superfluities of the boiling 
Serum: for theſe ends Vomits and gentle Purges in a manner 
always are conducing, and onght by ſome means to be re- 
peated, Veſicatories are often beneficial; and if the Liſeaſe be 
obſtinate, let Ifſues be made in the Nape of the Neck, or in the 
Arm, or about the Arm-pits: Let Drink and Liquid Food be 
. taken in a leſs quantity than uſual ; in{lead of Drink, let a Bocbet 
of Sarſa, China, the Saunders, Shavings of Ivory and Harts-horn, with 
Diuretich, and Anticonculſrove Ingredients, be uſed. In this caſe 
certain ſpecifick Remedies as it were are greatly commended, of 
which kind are Cup Meſs, given in Powder, or boil'd in Milk, 
and ſo given frequently every day z the Decodfzon, or Syrup, of Ca- 
ftoreum-and Saffron, the Decoftions of Peony-Root, Miſteltow of the 
Oat; alſo of Hyſſop, have helpt many ; Water of Black-Cherries, of 
Saxifrage, Water of Snails diſtilled with Whey, and appropriated 
Ingredients, are often given with ſucceſs. 


2. I have ſhewn you before by what method, and with what 
Remedies I have Cured a Periodical Aſthma in ſome; but beſides, 
the famous Riverins has obſerv'd that Vomits do moſt good to 
many affected with this Diſeaſe ; for that Medicine, greatly ſha- 


king and irritating the Emunctories that are ſeated about _ 
: 
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firſt Paſſages, ſtrongly expreſſes and draws away from the ſame 
the filthy Dregs of the Blood and Nervous Juice, which were apt 
to be forc'd into, or to ſtagnate in the Brain and Genits Nerves 
ſum. Facutus Lufitanus greatly extols, and not withont reaſor 
Canteries burnt, ſometimes in the Bregma, ſometimes in the Nape 
of the Neck, or about the Arm-pits:. Preparations of Millepedes, 
viz. in the form of a dry Powder, or of a Diftill'd Liquor, ſeldom 
want ſucceſs; for ſuch withdraw the ſuperfluities of the Serum 
or Genus Nervoſum from the Head, and*convey them to 
Urinary Paſſages: For the ſame reaſon gentle Purges, and ſu 
as evacuate per Epicraſin, are frequently uſed > for this purpsf 
the DecoCtion of an old Cock, with altering and gently Purging 
Medicines, ſown up in the Belly of it, is commended by many. 
Beſides the Remedies hitherto mentioned, ſome are ſaid to be ap- 
propriated to, and as it were Specificks for the Aſthma, fach as 
are Balſam of Sulphur Teribinthinated ; alſo Spirit of Harts-horn, 
or of Soot, impregnated with the ſame ; Syrup of Tobacco, of Ammo- 
niacum, our Syrup of Diaſulpbur, Loboch de allso, Pills of Elecampane 
Roots, Milk, of Sulphur, Flowers of Benzoin , made up with 
Tar or liquid Amber; with many other things, which it woutd 
be tedious there particularly to enumerate. 

And now having given you the ways of curi'g the chief kinds 
of Convulfions, it ſeems time to put an end to this Trat;'but 
fince there remains another kind of Diſeaſe, vix. the Scurvy,which 
contains Paſſions of a mixt nature, vi. partly Convulfive, and 
partly ariſing immediately from the Dyicrafies of the Blood and 
Viſcera, Ithink it expedient to give you briefly the way of Cu- 
ring that ; for both thele Aﬀects, vs. the Scorbutick, and Con- 
vulfive, being placed together, will mutually iliuſtrate cach other.

CHAP. I. 


HE Nature of the Scurvy being (o diffuſed, 
and extended to fo various and ſuch a multi- 
plicity of Symptoms, that it cannot be com- 
prehended in one only Definition, or ſcarce in 
one particular Deſcription, I think it fit in the 
firſt place to heap together all the Phznome- 
na of this Diſeaſe, or to ſet forth in full all the chief accidents of 
it, and then to accommodate ſome Hypotheſis for duely Solving 
thoſe appearances. 

As to the former, to conſider the figns of the Scurvy from 
Head to Foot, we ſhall begin with thoſe in the higheſt part : To 
this place belong violent and habitual Head-aches, and thoſe ei- 
ther happening at random, or periodical z ſometimes a deadneſs 
and drowſineſs of the Spirits ; ſometimes obſtinate Wag 
requent 
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frequent Giddinefſes's and Scotomia's, Convulſions,a Calepmuck 
Spitting, ſoreneſs of the Gums, a looſeneſs of the aw inking 
Breath. 2. Meanwhile about the Region: of the Breaſt, Pains im 
various parts of the Membranes, and eſpecially in the Stern 
which often being acute and pricking, miſerably torture the 
 Diſeaſed for many Days and Nights, a frequent a di 
cult and uneven Breathing, a Conttrition and ftraitnels of the 
Breaſt, a husxy Cough, a diſorderly Pulſe, a trembling of the 
Heart, frequent Faintings of the Spirits, a frequent Swooni 
and a continual being in danger of it. 3. In the Region of the 
Belly this Diſeaſe eſtabliſhing, as it were, its principal Seat, pro» 
duces Iliads of Evils. For there are often a nauſeouſneſs, a Vo- 
miting,a Rumbling, a Cardialgia, Inflations and Murmurings of 
the Hypochondres, a frequentColick, and moſt troubleſome Pains 
ſhooting every way, an almolt continual Diarrhza, ſometimes a 
Dyſentery or Teneſmus, an Atrophia, and ſometimes an Aſci- 
tes. 

The Urine is commonly very ruddy and lixivial, with a Scum 
ſwimming on it, or ſticking to the ſides of the Glaſsz tho' now 
and then, at- certain times, the ſame being pale and Watry, is 
voided in a great plenty. 4. Beſides theſe inward Aﬀects, in the 
outward Members, nay in the whole Habit of the Body, wan- 
dering Pains, and often very violent, and chiefly infeſting by 
night, are felt; a ſpontaneous Laflitude, a; Conſumption of the 
Fleſh, an Ach in the Loins, and a weakneſs and cnervation of 
the other Limbs, Spots of various colours in the Skin, Tumoprs, 
Tubercles, and often malignant Ulcers break forth; about the 
Muſcles a Stupor, Formication, and aſcent as it were of a cold 
Wind, alſo Contractions and Twitchings of the Tendons: More- 
over to Scorbutical Perſons, diſorders of the Blood, unconſtant 
Boilings of it, reftleſs diltemperatures Feavers, without any con 
{tant Courſe, and great Hzmorrhagies , generally happen. Befides 
theſe common and very uſual Symptoms of the Scurvy, whereof 
ſometimes more, ſometimes fewer, and thoſe one while of this 
kind and faſhion, another while of that, infeſt the Diſcaſed, ſome- 
times alſo unuſual and prodigious Accidents enſue upon this 
Diſeaſe. 

As to the evident Cauſes of the Scurvy, though an ill Dyet, a 
ſedentary Life, a diſorder of the Spleen, and. Crudities heapt 
together in the firſt Paſſages, are very much accus'd, yet the 
unwholſomneſyjof the Air,and the Crafis of the Blood vitiated by 
former Diſtempers are wont to be much rather in the fault; 
wherefore the Scurvy,. in Maritime and. Marſhy places, is often 
endemious : It (requently feizes ſuh as are long at Sea, and- uſe 
in the mean while Salt Meats, and ſuch as are dryed in the yy 
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and alfo corrupted Water : It every where ſucceeds long conti- 
nued Fearers, and” other Chronical Diſeaſes ill Cured, alſo over 
great Hzmorrhagies and other immoderate Excretions, nay and 
the*ſuppreffion of uſual 'Evacuations, as of the Menſcs and Hx- 
morrhoids. Moreover this Diſeaſe, without any great procatarxis 
is often wont\to be raiſed by Contagion, and ſometimes is he- 
The material cauſe of this Diſeaſe; or the Scorbutick taint 
diffuſed through the whole Body, is founded either in the Blood, 
or in the nervous Juice, or in both of them together. That the 
Scorbutick Taint is fix't in; the Blood, its diſorderly Boilings, the 
Eruptions of Spots and Puſhes, the ruddy and as it were lixivi- 
ated Urine plainly teftifie;z which is alſo ſhewn by the diverfified 
produQion of this Diſeaſe, which for the moſt part ſucceeds the 
depravation' of the maſs of-Blood: That the Taint ſticks alſo in 
the Nervous Liquor, is ſhewn by the moſt troubleſome Pains 
raiſed both' inwardly in the Membranes, and outwardly in the 
Genus Nervoſum, by the weakneſſes or reſolutions of the Mem- 
bers, the Giddineſs, the Convulfions and frequent Failings of the 
Animal Spirits. Since ' therefore both general Humors are in 
fault, let us ſee which is firſt or chief in fault, whence it drew its 
Taint, and after what manner it is communicated to the other 
Humour, and likewife to any other Parts that are wont to be 
affected. | 

As to the Blood, (in whoſe Maſs the Scurvy ſeems chiefly to 
ſpread. its Roots) we have ſhewn elſewhere that in its Crafis it 
copſfifts of the like kind of Particles, and7temper'd almoſt af- 
ter the like manner as Wines. © Moreover we have intimated that 
as Wine; even fo the Blood, for two cauſes chiefly, is ill diſpo= 
ſed, viz: either becauſe ſome extraneous thing, that will not 
duely mix with them, is got into this or the other, or becauſe 
the Crafrs'or temper of the "Liquor is perverted,” in as much as 
one ' Element; or- haply two, to which the Dominion is due, 
Going Rapper, others which ought to be Kept under, are ex-

Concerning the former, we obſerve in Wine, that when the 
Feeces, firſt ſever'd- and thrown-to the bottom being ſtirr'd a- 
gain are raisd; or if any Heterogeneous thing, as Sewet or 
an exotick Sulphur be: caſt into the Veſſel, a mighty working is 
thence caus'd, which unlefsit be appeas'd in a fhort time, the' 
Crafis'of the Wine is in danger of being ſubverted: In like man- 
nerithere are many immiſcible things, which coming into theBlood 
difturk its Motion and Circulation, and hinder the courſe of its: 
Occonomy from being: duely performed : The Nutritive Li- 


quor being filled with filthy Dreggs, Ferments- the Blood = a 
| iſor- 
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diſorderly manner : Nay and its Liquor being become degene- 
rate,cauſesFits ofintermittent Fevers: The Vapoury, Serous; Bi- 
lous and Melancholy Recrements of the Blood retain'd within it; 
beget Catarrhs; the Dropfie, the Jaundife, Melancholy, and ma- 
ny other Aﬀects: Now if that extraneous thing be ſeaſonably 
removed, the Blood even as the Wine: being free from that 
Extrancous Mixture, ſoon recovers its former Conftitution - 
But each of thoſe Liquors being for ſome time infefted with 
Heterogeneous Contents,.at length degenerates from its due 
Crafis, and conſequently is not eafily reſtor'd. - Ye OT, 
Again, both Wine and the Blood: fall from-their due Temper 
for many other cauſes: 1. Concerning Wines we may obſerve, 
that ſometimes the ſame do not come to a ripeneſs, but for want 
of a Pneumatofis, becauſe the Spirits, and other active principles 
of Salt and Sulphur, being involv'd in ſuch as are more Groſs, 
cannnot clear themſelves, remain wholly Crude : Wherefore they 
do not become Spirituous; but being -of 'a Groſs conſt- 
. Rency, and of an. ingrateful ſavour, degenepate into a Flat Wine 
without ſtrength : Even ſo the Blood, ſometimes the Spirit/and 
Sulphur being depreft, remains Crude and Watry, : alfo- without 
vigour, and unapt for a ſprightly accenfion in the Heart ;'fuch a 
diſpoſition cauſes. the . longing Diſeaſe, and an Hydropical - Dia- 
theſis. 2. The Sulphureous part of the Wine being exalted a- 
bove the reſt, cauſes an Immoderate Efferveſcency, or an ebul- 
lition in the Liquor ; we call it 4 Fretting of Wines: In like 
manner the Sulphureous part of the Blood being too much exalt- 
ed, and conſequently apt ta Boyl, and be kindled in the Heart 
too much, brings a Feveriſh diſtemper, and is really the cauſe of 
many continual Fevers. 3. Often- in Wine the Spirit becoming 
faint, and. the Sulphur being bound, the Saline part is rais'd-to a 
State of flowing, and prazdominates over the reſt, wherefore 
the Liquor, pafſes into Vinegar; from ſuch an Acetous-dif- _ 
pofition of the Blood, Melancholy is caus'd. 4 It's a vulgar ob-. 
ſervation in Wines, that beſides that they degenerate into a Flat 
Wine, or. into Vinegar, the ſame ſometimes upon the Spirits 
being depreſt, and the Salt- and Sulphur”s being together exalted, 
become either Rank, or Pendulous, or Mucilaginous, we-.call 
it, Wines become over Fretted or become Ropy : In both changes, 
the Spirit being brought under, the Sulphureous and Saline Par- 
ticles are joyn'd together and are above the other Elements, and 
bring the Crafis of the Liquor to their nature : But the thing is 
not done in both wholly after the ſame manner 5 for. in the for- 
mer dyſcrafie of the Wine the Sulphur is a little above the Salt, 
and in the latter, the Salt is above the Sulphur : Nay and either: 
of them being in power, and having thzown off the Dominion,

of the Spirit, takes the. other to it, and raiſes it -above its due 
te. ; 

Now it's probable that the Blood is altered after the like manner 
in the Scorbutick affect, as Wines when upon being overheated, 
become over Fretted, or become Ropy, aud we may conclude 
the Dyſcraſly of the Blood, which is the Parent of the Scurvy, 
to betwa fold as that of Wine, viz. Sulphureo-Saline, and Sali- 
no-Sulphureous. For there being a very great variety of affects, 
which are accounted of, as belonging to the Scurvy, all of them 
may be aptly enough reduc't to theſe two, as it were, chief heads, 
or as the two- fountains of the evil: viz. Firſt that the Blood be- 
ing touch't with a Scorbutick taint, either is very hot, as in 
which the Sulphur having gotten the Dominion takes the Salt to 
it : wherefore being become rank it Boyls diſorderly in the Vets 
ſels , and. diſcharges continually from it felt aduft Recre- 
ments, v7. the concretions of the Salt and Sulphur, and dif- 
perſes them every way, which being outwardly ſpread, produce 
Spots, Wheals, Puſhes, or Ulcers : But being inwardly depos'd 
cauſe Vomitings, Cardialgias, Diarrhazas or Dyſenteries, and 
alſo violent pains. In this kind of Scorbutick rankneſs of the 
Blood only temperate remedies and frequent Bleedings agree; and 
not Scurvygraſs, horſe Raddiſh, and other things ot a ſmart and 
inſtigating Nature : After the {ame manner as overfretted Wines 
areCur'd byRacking them from theLees, and likewiſe by pouring 
Milk, Amylum, Ichthiocolla, and other Lenifying things to 
them. - Or, Secondly in the Blood which Foments the Scurvy, 
the Salt having got the Dominion takes to it ſelf the Sulphur, 
wheretore it is not ſo hot, but like Ropy Wine becomes thick 
and Mucilaginous, as it were, is Circulated flowly in the Veſſels, 
and is apt to ſtuff the Veſſels. as it paſſes through them, Fur- 
ring them with a Muddy Filth. Such as are fo affected for the 
molt part being without Puſhes or Cutaneous Eruptions, be- 
..come Dull, Purſy, and enervated, are troubled with a Sponta- 
neous Laffitnde, a Straitneſs of the Breaſt; nay and are found 
obnoxious to Paſlions of the heart, Faintings of the Spirits, to 
a Giddineſs and - Convulfions: And in this kind of Scorbutick 
ditpoſtion, Hot remedies, and ſuch as are endued with a Vola- 
tile Salt, nay and Galybeates, which Fuſe and exagitate the Blood 
are wont to be moſt of uſe; after the like manner as Ropy Wines 
are dealt with, to wit they ought to be very much fſtirr'd, and 
agitatad and alſo quicklime, burnt Allom, Lime Plaiſter, Sea Salt 
. Calcind, and other things of a very ſmart nature are put into 
them I thall now ſhew atter what manner the ſeeds of that Dif- 
eaſe are laid in the other general humour, viz. the Nervous 
Juice. 

About 
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About the beginnings of a Scurvy, till the Crafis of the Blood, 
and the Tone of the Brain are wholly vitiated, that Snbtle. Li- 
quor which paſſes in the Brain and Nerves, and is diftill'd from 
theBlood coming to theBrain,both as theMatter and Vehicle of the 
Animal Spirits, is yet Spirituous and Sweet, and not very un- 
apt for any offices it ought to. perform, but afterwards from: the 
Maſs of Blood become depauperated, and veiy much Efizte, a 
much thinner Latex, and inclining to a Sourneſs 1s difttl'd: 
Moreover from the Dreggy, and as it were Rank; or Muddy 
Blood, Heterogeneous Particles, and ſuch as are very injurious to 
the Animal Oeconomy, are ſent, and are admitted without dif- 
ficulty into the Brain, which is become weak, and- thence are 
diffus'd into its appendix both Medullary and Nervous with the 
Juice which paſſes in them : Hence follow -the Failings and E- 
clipſes, ſometimes DiftraCtions, and Painful and Convulfive Ex- 
ploſions of the Animal Spirits, that happen in each ef the Re- 
gions, Wherefore the Palſey, Convulhons, a Giddine(s, Pains, 
Tremblings, and other Przternatural affects of the Brain and 
Genus Nervoſum are wont to enſue npon a Scurvy when deeply 
rooted. Mean while, we may obierve in general that the Scor- 
butick Faint, fixt in the Nervous Juice, Confiſts in theſe three 
things, viz. In ſome one of them or in all of them together, viz. 
that the Liquor lying in the Brain and Nerves becomes much 
more thin or poorer; that it degenerates from its Spirituo- 
Saline Crafis towards a Sourneſs that it is {tuff't with Heteroge- 
neous and Morbifick Particles. 

As to the Prognoſtick of the Scurvy, let your judgment in 
this caſe be wary, long ſuſpended, and not raſh, for many (as it 
has occurr'd to our obſervation) accounted for deſperate, have. 
recovered : I have ſeen ſome even ready to be Choak't with a 
horrible Aſthma ; others juſt a dying with frequent Swoonings, 
nay and others ſciz'd with a Palſey or Convulfave Fits, or a ter- 
rible Colick, who were wholly freed in a ſhort time by the 
help of Medicines: I have known ſome Scorbutical perſons 
Swoll'n all over their body by the Dropſy, others brought to an 
extream Leanne(s by an Atrophia, who were reſ{tor'd again to 
their perfeCt health. Therefore though perſons troubled with 
this Diſeaſe are ſometimes preſs't upon with very dangerous 
affes, if nevertheleſs the Viſcera are {till indiffterently ſound, 
or atleaſt not very much vitiated, you muſt not deſpair of thoſe 
evils, caus'd meerly by the Scorbutick taint : But on the con- 
trary, when the Symptoms appear leſs terrible, it the contents 
of the Hypochondres and Abdomen are become hardned, and as 
it were Scirrhous, or if the Lungs begin to be corrupted, promiſe 
nothing great or favourable coOmmang the Cure of the Diſcale.

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# Since as this affect grows to a high pitch, a manifold and di- 
verfifyed ' Morbifick Matter, cauting Symptoms of a various 
kind, :and nature, is engendred, therefore let remedies not only 
of one 'kind be adminiftred : But when any. Method of Phy- 
fick, though preſcrib'd with great judgment, does little or n6- 
thing towards a Cure,the Diſcas'd are not preſently to be left, but 
let other Medicines, 'and now and then others be try'd ; for the 
ſame do not- agree with all perſons, nor always with the ſame 
perſon. In the affected Body the Powers and Combinations of 
the Salts 'and Sulphurs every where vary, even (o let 'the Medi- 
| cines that do-no: good be ſometimes chang'd, till you light upon 
I ſome one that agrees very well, and gives help: 

But. if notwithſtanding the. uſe” of Remedies, or upon their 
not being well applyed, the Scurvy getting ground by degrees is 
daily -rais'd to a worſe State; it brings at length the Dropſy or 
Ptifick':' From this or that Difeaſe- there is a ready paſſage to 
Death; - for after that the Blood is very much depraved it difſ- 
charges its dreggy Excrements, when at long run-they are much 
heap't' together, either on the Lungs, or on. the Viſcera of the 
Belly, arid conſequently, it brings one of thoſe two affects which 
are alike Mortal. if 7” | 
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'A. S to the Cure of the Scurvy, finceit is no one fingle preter- 
A natural affect, buta Legion that is to be conquered, there- 
fore the Method of curing ought to comprehend manifold in- 
ay dications, and thoſe variouſly complicated and ſubordinate; 
which nevertheleſs according to our wont we ſhall -reduce to 
three heads, viz. that they be Preſervatory, which have regard 
to, and take away the cauſe of the Diſeaſe; and Curatory, which 
bave reſpect to, and remove the Diſeaſe1t ſelf and its Symptoms; 
and laſtly Vital, which uphold or reftore the ftrength and vigour

The reducement of the Blood to its due Crafis by appropriaf< 
ed remedies is chiefly hindred by reaſon of theſe two things ;

«continually carryed into it; and ſecondly, becauſe the Recrememnts 
reduc't within it are not ſufficiently diſcharg'd by fit Com- 
-ſhores; therefore we muſt proyide both that the work of 

Chylification be. rightly perform'd in the firſt paſlages, and that 
the-Vapoury Recrements be (ſufficiently diſcharg'd by Per ſpira- 
tion, the Serons by the:Reins and Lymphacducts, the Hilions 
by the Gall-Bladder, the-Melancoly by the Spleen, and others of - 
any other kind elſe by .proper Emunctories: Afterward, theſe of- 
fices being rightly Inffituted, let mus endeavour to reduce 'the

Moreover, in regard digeſtive Re- 
medies and Aperients are often Coincident, fince both are chief- 
ly Imbued with Acid, Smart, or Saline Particles ; Moreover in 
as much as thoſe kinds of Medicines aptly enough move Sweat or 
Urine; therefore the Phyſical Apparatus required for the fore- 
aid intentions, may be brought yet to narrower limits v7. that 
It may conſiſt in a manner only of Cathartick, Digeſtive, and An- 
tiſcorbutick Medicines, to which Bleeding is added as occaſion 
ents , I muſt now ſet down certain Forms and Preſcripts of 
them, and likewiſe the manner of ufing them. 


Catharticks. 


1. F Et the method of Curing preſcrib'd almoſt to all Scorbu- 
tick perſons begin with Catharticks; for unleſs the firſt 
Paſſages are cleanſed, the Medicines defign'd for any other uſes, 
will be depraved by the Filth in them ; wherefore Vomiting ſome- 
times ,may be no leſs proper than Purging. 
If the Stomach, ( as it frequently happens ) being loaded with 
a viſcous matter that turns ſour or bf an ill ſavour, endeavours 
to diſcharge upward its depraved Burthen, by a nauſcouſneſs or 
ſtriving to Vomit, and the Patient has been wont formerly to 
undergo ſuch an Evacuation vigorouſly enough, and with a well 
bearing, nothing hinders, ſo the ſtrength be not too much caſt 
down, from giving an Emetick Medicine. To thoſe that are 
ftrong, let an Infufion of Crocw Metallorum, or Mercurics Vite, 
or the Emetick Tartar of Mynficht, or Glaubers Sulphnr of An- 
timony, be given. Thoſe that are of a weak or tender Conſti- 
tution, may take Wine 'of Squills, or Gilia Theopbrafti, which 
being given in a ſmall Doſe, let them drink a great quantity of 
Whey after it, and then the Ventricle being filled to a yauſeouſ- 
neſs, let a gentle Vomit be raiſed by putting the Finger or a Fea+ 
ther into the Threat, and let it be ſometimes repeated, as the 
perſon ſees good. By this manner of Vomiting, the meer Con- 
tents of the Stomach are cleansd from its folds, and purg'd 
forth ; neither are painful or Convulfive Twitchings cauſed in 
other adjacent Viſcera or Membranes,with a Swooning, as it uſually 
happens after Stybiate Medicines. To thoſe whoſe Stomach, by 
reaſon of an ill Digeſtion,ſoon gathers together a heap of Phlegm, 
orof other degenerate matter, I have ordered that they procure 
once a Month ſuch a Vomit, as being ſafe and wholſom. 
Where Vomiting has no place, you muſt begin with Purging, 
at leaſt, ſome days being allowed betwixt whiles, let this evacua- 
tion ſucceed the other, What has been formerly noted By 
6 Ss Authors 
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Authors, concerning the preparation of the Humours, I 
cither to be ſuperfluous, or wholly erroneous, the Circulation 
of the Blood being not then underſtood : but inſtead of that 
intention, let Medicines reſtoring the Ferments of the Viſcera, 
and altering the Crafis of the Blood, be ſubſtituted : Mean while 
for clearing away the Filth of the firſt paſſages, and the Ex- 
crementitious ſuperfluities of the Blood and Nervous Liquonr, 
firſt, let a mild and gentle Purge be ordered, and afterward, ac- 
cording as the Patient bears it, let it be repeated either once 
within a week, or oftner or ſeldomer ; and let the ſtrength of 
the Medicine be proportion'd according to the ſucces of the 
firſt Doſe : For this end Pills, Potions, Apozemes, Electuaries, 
Powders, and many other forms of Medicines are wont to be 
preſcrib'd. 

If the Conſtitution of the Diſeas'd be hot, and the Scurvy

Take Roots of ſharp po—_ Dock, Polipody of the Oak, ſtinging 
Nettles, Chervil, of each fix Drams, Leaves of Agrimony, Speedwel 
of each a handful, white and yellow Saunders, of each a Dram and 
a half, baſtard Saffron «en Ounce, Tartar of White-wine balf an 
Ounce; let them"boil in two Pounds and a balf of Forntain-water, 
tilt a balf be waſted, add of Rheniſh-Wine a Pound, and ftrain it 
preſently, into which put of the beſt Sena half an Ounce, Rhubarb 
fix Drams, Leaves of black, Hellebore half an Ounce, the yellow 
Coats of Oranges two Drams, make 4 cloſe and warm Infuſion for 
twelve hours, let the Straining bs kept in a ſtopt Glaſs; the Daft 
is from five Drams to fix. 

It- were eafie to ſet down here many other forms of Cathar- 
ticks, but there is no great variety requir'd in theſe: But of the 
foregoing, let theſe or . the others be given as they beit agree, 
and now and then, let them be repeated within five or fix days, 
as occaſion requires. An over frequent and violent Purging 
caſts down the powers of the Body, greatly impairs the ſtrength 
of the Viſcera, and in the mean time, does not take away thg 
Diſeaſe. 

- After a Purge or two, if Bleeding be indicated, let Blood he 

drawn from the Arm, or from the Veſlels of the Fundament by 

Leeches: It matters not much, which Vein be open'd, nor is 

the opening of the Salvatella Vein of as much moment as it is 

ſaid: As to the large Diſcourſes made by Authors, concerning 

the opening of the Liver or Cephalick Veins, rather than any 

others in the Scurvy, ſince the Circulation of the Blood has been 

known, it comes to nothing. Phlebotomy is indicated by a 

plenty and vitiouſne(ſs of the Blood, which it is better to let 

torth at ſeveral tinies in a (mall quantity, than at once in a 

great : For when the Liquour of the Blood is become very ini- 

pure, it is corrected by no kind of Remedy, more certainly than 

by a frequent and ſpare letting of it forth ; for the oid corrnpted 

Blood, as often as it is drawn forth, is ſucceeded by a better and 

clearer. freſh Blood ; mean while there is need of caution, that it - 
be not drawn away at once in too great a quantity, for its ſtore 
being much drain'd together, Sanguification fails, ſo that a 
Dropſy or Cachexia enſues. 

Beſides Purging, and (if need be ) opening a Vein, many Re- 
medies of another kind, no leſs neceffary, are requir'd in the 


$curvy : And that they may be preſcrib'd in order, we muſt 
| R X | torth- 
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forthwith conſider, whether only Preſcrvatory Indications have 
' place here, and whether certain Curatory Indications, vix. ſuch 
as have regard to ſome ſeverely prefſing Symptoms, ought not 
to be interchangeably purſued with them : And if you are to 
imploy the whole work of the Cure againſt the cauſe of the Dif- 
eaſe, you may proceed after the following method : We ſhall 
ſhew you hereafter, what ſort of Cure is to be apply'd to Symp- 
toms (if haply occaſion requires it. ) 

Therefore if nothing hinders, but you are to imploy the 
chiefeſt ſtreſs of Phyſick, in rooting out the cauſe of the Dif- 
eaſe, principally and by it ſelf ; for this purpoſe, let Digeſtives 
likewiſe, and Specificks, or Antifcorbuticks, as we hinted be- 
fore, be us'd at all times, unleſs on the days of Purging: To 
which ſometimes, if it be needful, let Diaphoreticks or Diure- 
ticks be added : Manifold forms and preſcripts of Medicines, and 
of various kinds for performing theſe intents, are every where to 
be found amongft Authors : I ſhall here ſet down ſome of the 
more choice of them, which I here thought good to diſtribute 
into two ranks, according to the twofold nature of the Scorbu- 
tick Cauſe. viz. the Sulphureo-ſaline , and Salino-ſulphureous 
Dyſ:raſies of the Blood. And firſt I ſhall deliver ſuch as are 
proper in this latter kind of affect, vsz. where there is need of 
Nedicines, endow'd with a certain inſtigating vertue, and ſuch 
as are very much fill'd with a Volatile Salt. 

Let Digeſtive Medicines that reſtore the Ferment of the Sto= 
mach, and help the Functions of that, and of other of the Viſ- 
cera, which ſerve for Chylification, and Anti-Scorbuticks,orSpeci= 
ficks, which take away the Dyſcraſy of the Blood, either be joined 
in the ſame Compoſition, or at leaſtwiſe let them be taken the 
ſame day one after the other. | 

Among digeſtive Remedies are juſtly counted the Cream, Cry- 
ſtals, Salt,' and Tinture of Tartar ; Tartar Vitriolated and Chalybe- 
ated, Elixir Proprietats, the ſimple mixture. The uſe of each of 
theſe, given twice a day, oftentimes does good. 

Moreover you may eaſily make Magiſtral Tindtures and E- 
lixirs of various kinds, both digeſtive and appropriated to the 
Scurvy, With the two following Menſtruums. 

Take reitified Spirit of Vitriol, Six Ounces; Spirit of Wine Alcho- 
lized, fixteen Ounces; mix them, and Diſtill them in a Glaſs retort 
with three Cobobations; keep it for uſe in a Glaſs well ſtopt. Elixir 
Preprietatus u more eaſily and better prepar'd with this Compound 
Menftruum than the vulgar way. | | 

Take Winters-bark,, Lignum Aloes, Roots of the leſſer Galingal, of 
each two Drams; Cinnamon, Cloves, Cubebs, of each a Dram ; Seeds 
of Biſhops-weed and Watercreſſes, of each half a Dram; being bruiſed,

While theſe kinds of Medicines are given in a ſmall Doſe, in 
the Evening and early in the Morning , at Phyfical hours, vzx. at 
eight a Clock in the Forenoon, and at four in the Afternoon, let 
the Antiſcorbutick Medicines of the other kind be taken, which 
for the moſt part we are wogt to preſcribe in a twofold form, 
viz. in a ſolid form and a liquid, to be taken all under one; fo 
that the ſolid Medicine being taken firſt, the liquid is drank after 
it : there are various kinds and ways of Compoſition of both, 
vie. in a ſolid form, EleQtuaries, ConfeCtions, Powders, Pills and 
T-Vlets: in a liquid forn1 are Decoctions, Infufions, Expreflions; 
Diitill'd Waters, Phyſick Wines, and Ales. We ſhall give you 
ſome of the more ſele&t Medicines of each of theſe kinds.

"] ueh Decoctions are a very familiar kind of Liquid Medi- 
cines, yet they are ſeldom us'd in the Scuryy, becauſe the Sim- 
ples, which chiefly do good in this Diſeaſe, loſe their vertues, 
which they have from the volatile Salt, by Boyling : Neverthe- 
leſs becauſe remedies are eafhly and ſoon prepar'd after 
this manner, they ought ſometimes to be gdmitted; nay and ex-. 


perience has ſhewn that ſome of them are efficacious. For 
Ruſticks 
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Rufticks and poor people this Medicine of a very eaſfie prepara- 
tion-is commended by many. Take Leaves of Water-creſſes three 
handfuls, of the leſſer Sorrel two hanafuls ; being ſuc's, let them be 
macerated in fix Pounds of Milk, , and let them bel to a conſumprion 
of 4 third part ; let it be taken twice a day, from four Ounces 0 eight. 
The Decoftion of Worm-wood is commended by Eugalenus and 
others. I have vften tryed the following Medicine with good 
ſucceſs.

3- Juices and Expreſſions. 


HE moſt commendable uſe of Antiſcorbutick Herbs and 
Fruits is, that their Juices and Expreſſions be taken by

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themſelves, or with other appropriated Liquours twice or 
thrice a day: For fo the entire and pure Vertue of the Remedy 
| is'preſum'd to be given. 

Take Leaves of Scurvygraſs, Water-creſſes, Brook-limes, of each 
three handfuls ; being bruis'd, let the Juice be preſt forth, and be kept 
in a Glaſs well ſtept. The Doſe #s from an Ounce and a half, 

to three Ounces twice 4 day in a little draught of Beer, Wine, or 
* diftild Water. 

Take Leaves of Scurvy-graſs four handfuls , of Wood-ſorrel two 
handfuls, being bruss'd, let the Juice be expreſt, which being put in 
& Glaſs and well ſtopt, will ſoon become clear, for the Acidity of the 
Food-ſorrel precipitates the groſſer parts of the Scurvy-graſs : The 
ſame thing comes to paſs if the Juice of Oranges be mixt with the 
Fuice of Scurvy-graſs.

OR the ſame reaſon as Decoctions, Syrups alſo are diſap- 
provd of in the Scurvy, vx. in as much as the vertue of the 
moſt efficacious Simples , evaporates in boyling : Yet becauſe 
ſometimes there ſeems need of fuch a Medicine for ſweetning 
appropriated Medicines for ſome perſons, we ſhall here propoſe 
our preparation, the Vertues of the Ingredients being preſerv'd 
2s much as may be. 

Therefore take Leaues of Garden Scuruy-graſs fix handfuls, the 
Coats of four Oranges, and of two Limons thinly par'd off, the Ra{= 
pings of Raddiſh-roots half a handful, long Pepper powdred three 
Drams, all of them being brutis'd pqgteher, to the Juice be expreſt, 
which preſently being put in a Glaſs and well ſtopt, let it be ſet in 
a cold Cellar till it becomes clear by ſubſiding : Then let the clear 
Liquour be pour'd off into anather Glaſs by inclination, and being fps,

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Tex 5+ be kept in the heat of a Balneum Marie. Meanwhile for eath 
Ounce of 3t, take of Sitgar an Ounce and a half, and let its whole

| % Waters, becauſe they are a neat and pleaſant Remedy, 
are in a manner all in all among(t Antiſcorbntick preſcripts,; 
ſome very profitable and neat Diſpenſations of theſe are contained, 
in our Diſpenſatory, as are Radiſh-water tompound , the Magiſtral 
Waters of Snails, and of Earth-worms : Moreqver there are fa- 
mous Preſcripts of theſe kinds of Waters, delivered by Qzercetan, 
Dorncrelius, Sennertus, Doringius, and other Authors. It's alſo 
eaſe for every Phyfitian to preſcribe fuch appropriated to the 
condition of each Patient, as occafion requires : For Antiſcor- 
butick Ingredients, and likewiſe ſuch as regard certain Accidents 
and particular Aﬀects are taken, to which , being flic't and 
bruis'd, a fit Liquour, viz. White-wine, Cider or. Whey pre+ 
par'd of either; is pour'd: Then the whole mixture is diſtil'd 
in a Cucurbit, orin a Roſe-ſtill : I ſhall here give you a form 
_ or two of ſuch as we commonly uſe. | : 
Take Leaves of both Scurvy-graſſes , Brook-limes, Water-creſſes, 
tops of Broom, of each four | s, Leaves of Germander and 
Ground-pine, of each two handfuls, Roots of Horſe-raddiſh half 
a Pound, of Aron, Angelica, Maſter-wort, of each four Ounces, the 
outward Coati of four Oranges, and of as many Limons, Roots of 
Calamuns Aromaticus, an Ounce; Cinnamon, Cloves, of each balf 
an Ounce, being ſlic't and bruisd, pour to them of the beft Cider 
eight Pounds, let them digeſt for two days in a Glay'd Pot cloſe luted - 
Afterward diftil them in a common Diftillatory, let the Waters firſt

Theſe kinds of Phyfick Drinks, with other Ingredients, may be 
variouſly prepar'd, according to the Temperament and Aﬀect of 
the Patient 3 by which kind of Remedy, in regard the Phyfſi- 
cal Particles, altering the Dyſcraſy of the Blood, are forthwith 
convey'd into its Maſs, together with thoſe of the Food, often 
much good is done in removing the Cauſe of the Scurvy : But 
fince we have ſhewn the cauſe of this, as alſo the Nature of the 
Diſeaſe, to be twofold, and fince «he Medicines hitherto propoſed 
regard in a manrier only the Salino-ſulphureous Diſtemper of 
the Blood, we muſt next direct Medicines which are proper in 
the other, viz. the Sulphureo-ſaline Dyſcraſy of the Blood.

lk certain Scorbutical perſons the uſe of Scurvy-graſs, Horſe- 
Radiſh, Winters-bark, and of other ſmart things, and ſuch as 
are greatly endow'd with a volatile Salt, is tound to be very ot- 
fentive; wherefore in thoſe kinds of caſes, where the Morbificl: 
Cauſe conſiſts in a hot Dyſcraſy of the Blood, reſembling over-fret- 
ted Wine, temperate Medicines, and ſuch as do not exagitate the 
Particles of theHumours, which are apt to boil too much of them - 
ſelves, are indicated: Wherefore we ſhall ſet down Forms after 
the ſame order, and running as it were parallel with thoſe before ; 
and in the firſt place we ſhall give you ſolid Medicines.

Of the Curatory Indication of the Scuruy, where- 
by we obviate the Diſeaſe it ſelf, and the Symp- 
toms that are moſt preſſing. 


[therto we have ſhewn concerning the Cure of the Scurvy, 
what regards the Preſervatory Indication, to wit, the re- 
moval of the Morbifick Cauſe, v4. both the intentions of Curing, 
and the Remedies indicated : Which kind of method being ſea- 
fonably begun; and duly proſecuted, often does the whole work 
vie. in as much as the Cauſe of the Diſeaſe, or the Root of it 
being cut off, the affects depending of it dye of their own ac- 
cord : Nevertheleſs we muſt not go on with this courſe of Phy- 
fick always directly, but turning afide ſeveral ways: For ſome- 
times ſevere Accidents and Symptoms happen, which cequire 
a peculiar, and as it were, extraordinary Phyfacal help, to which 
we muſt Immediately attend, and often interrupting the general 
Cure. Concerning theſe we mult oblerve, that as affects which 
happen upon the Scurvy, require Appropriated Remedies, ac- 
eording to the Nature of each of them, and to the diſpoſition 
of the Patient, yet Antiſcorbuticks onght always to be mixt 
with them : It will not be needful to order a Method of Cure 
againſt all diſeaſes and affects, with which the Scurvy is wont 
to be attended, for ſo the whole Practice of Pyhfick would be 
here tranſcrib'd, but we ſhall have regard only to the Syr- 
ptoms that are chiefly prefling, by which either the life of the 
Patient is endanger'd, or tie principal Cure Obſtructed ; after 
what manner, and by what Medicines ſuch are Cur, I ſhall 


now ſhew. 


Of Curing a difficult Breathing, and Afthmatick Fits: 


A Difficult Breathing, with a ſtraitneſs of the Breſt and 
Aſthmatick Fits, ought preſently to be removed by appro- 


priated Remedies, to be preſcrib'd beſides the general year ea

otherwiſe the diſeaſed is ſoon brought in danger of life. Since 
& | forts 
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ſorts of evils ariſe in Scorbutical perſons for the moſt part, either 
through the fault of the Blood donating in the-Heart, or by 
reaſon of the Nerves of the Lungs being hindred in their 
Function, therefore they are Gur'd either by Cordial, or Anti- 
convulſfive Medicines. Spirit of Harts-horn, of Soot , of Blood, 
of Mans Scull, alſo the TinCture of Caſtoreum, of Antimony, 
or of Sulphur, Flowers of Sal Armoniack, Flowersof Benzoin, alſo 
Elixir Proprietatis are often of excellent uſe in theſeCaſes, which 
kind of Medicines may be frequently given with a Doſe of ſome 
Antiſcorbutick Liquors, appropriated alſo againſt the foreſaid af- 
ects. For the appeafing of a ſudden difficulty of Breathing which 
is meerly Convulfive, if at any time it very ſorely preſſes, I have 
found no more preſent remedy then our Tinfure of Laudanum with 
Opium given to ten or twelve drops in a convenient Liquour : For 
Sleep Stealing on, the Spirits remit of their diſorders, and in the 
mean While being refreſh't, they reſume afterwards their accu- 
{tom'd offices after a due manner. 

Take Roots of the great Bur Dock , of Butter-Burr, and Chervil of 
each an Ounce : Leaves of Maiden-hair, and Germander, of each a

Of Afﬀetts of the Stomach which are wont to 
happen in the Scurvy. 


Corbutical perſons are wont ſometimes to be troubled with a 
greatOppletion andPain of the Stomach, alſo with aNauſeouſ- 
neſs and Belching, and ſometimes alſo with a frequent and violent 
Vomiting ; which kind of diftempers ſometimes ariſe from the 
Chyle, there degenerated into a Maſs of Corruption, but oftner 
from the Morbifick Matter brought thither, either by the con- 
veyance of the Blood, or alſo of the Nervous Juice, and either - 
depos'd within the Cavity of the Stomach, or fixt in the 
Plexus's of the Nerves and in the Membranes : In theſe kinds of 
Caſes, if a Viſcous, Stinking, or otherwiſe Offenſive Matter, be 
caſt up by Vomit, and there be a ſuſpicion that the cauſe lyes 
within the Cavity of the Stomach, izs proper to give 4 gentle | 
Vomit of Wine of Squills, or of Salt of Vitriol; Or let the offend- 
ing

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ing Humours be Purg'd off by Stool, either by Extra of Rhu- 
barb, or by its infuſion, with the addition of Salt or Cream of Tar- 
tar : But if the Matter ſticks deeply within the Membranes, or 
the Plexus's of tke Nerves ; Diaphoreticks, or things, that mo- 
derate the efferveſcencies of the Salts do better; Let El:xir Pro- 
prietatis, or Flowers of Sal Armoniack,, or Spirit of Soot be fre- 
quently taken with Raddiſn Water Compound, water of Earthworms, 
or ſome other Antiſcorbutick Liquour, Mean while, once or 
twice a day, let Fomentations of Mormwood, Centory, Flowers 
of Cammonil, Roots of Gentian, and other things -Boyl'd in 
White-wine, be applyed to the Region of the Stomach, with 
Wollen Cloths dip't into it warm and wrung forth : The ule of 
Glyſters is proper, and Opiats often give great help. 


Of the Belly Ach, and the Scorbutick Collick. 


Carce any affect requires a more ſpeedy Phyfical help than 

the Colick and Gripes in the Belly, which frequently hap- 
pen in the Scurvy : Againſt theſe evils Glyſters of various kinds, 
Fomentations, Liniments, and Cataplaſms are adminiſtred : 
The uſe of Opiates is found to be very neceflary here : Cer- 
tainly jn this Caſe that Prazſcript of Riverius chiefly has place, 
viz. that Purging Pills be given withLandanum mixt with them, for 
a plentiful Evacuation by ſeige, and Sleep being caus'd, the Fit 
often is taken away. Moreover Powders of Shells, by which 
the ſharp Salts are Imbib'd, or fixt, conduce very much to the 
removal of the Morbifick cauſe ; for example. Take Crabs Eyes 
and Eoze Shells of each a Dram and a half, Pearl a Dram; make 
a Powder, divide it into twelve Doſes, whereof let one, be taken every

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Of the Diarrhea or Looſneſs, and Dyſenterical 
Afects. | | 


A) inveterate Looſneſs, ſuch as frequently happens to Scor- 
butical Perſons,ought by no means to be ſtopt with aftrin- 
gent Medicines, nor is it eaſily cured by altering Medicines, or 
by Antiſcorbuticks ; Spaw-waters, _—_— with Tron, or Vi- 
triol, are the beſt Remedy for this Aﬀect: Next theſe are Arti- 
ficial Spaws, or Chalybeate Medicines, which are wont to give a 
mighty relief: Crocus Martis, duely prepared, is juſtly preferr'd 
beſore all others. I have often uſed the following Method with 
good Succeſs: In the firſt place, Let a Purge be ordered of the 
Powder or Infuſion of Rhubarb, with the addition of Arcmatich A- 
ſtringents, and now and then let it be mp viz. within the ſpace 
of three or four days ; on the other days let a Doſe of the following E- 
leuary, to the quantity of a Nutmeg, be taken in the Morning, and 
at four of the Clock. Take Conſerve of Common Wormwood, made 
with an equal part of Sugar, fix Ounces ; ( in a hot Conſtitution, in- 
ſtead of this, let Conſerve of Red Roſes be taken ) Species Diarrhodon 
Abbatis, two Drams ; white and red Saunders powdered, of each a 
Dram; the beſt Crocus Martis, half an Ounce ; with a ſufficient quan- 
pity of Syrup of Steel, make an Elefluary. 

In Dyſenterical Afﬀets, and the Teneſmw, you muſt proceed af- 
ter the like method, eſpecially let Spaw-waters be drank, if it may 
be ; Moreover, let Glyſters, prepar'd of vulnerary Decoctions, 
be frequently uſed. I lately Cured a certain perſon troubled 
with a long continued and dangerous Bloody Flux, who had 
daily voided many Ounces of Blood by Siege for a long time, 
with this Remedy ; Take of the beſt Rhubarb powdered, an Ounce ; 
red Saunders powdered, two Drams;, Cinamon, 4 Dram ; Crocus Mar- 
tis, three Drams ; Lucatellus Balſom, what ſuffices ; make a Maſs for 
Pills. He took four Pills ſometimes every day, ſometimes eve- 
ry other day, for a Fortnight, and was perfectly cured. To this 
perſon alſo I preſcrib'd a Phyſick Beer of the Infuſion of the 
Roots of ſharp pointed Dock,, and the Leaves of Brook/imes, to be 


conflantly taken. _ 
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Of Giddines, and Swooning, and other Afſefts uſually 
joyned with it in the Sceorbutick Aﬀett. 


Giddineſs often happens upon an inyeterate Scurvy, to v. hich 

alſo a frequent Swoening, and almoſt a continual danger of 
it, and likewiſe a numneſs in the Members, and a ſenſe 
of Formication, running ſometimes in one place, ard ſometimes 
in another, are wont to be joyned ; which kind of Aﬀects pro- 
ceed from the failings of the Animal Spirits in their Origine it 
ſelf, and ſometimes from the failings cf the ſame within the 
Nerves, both belonging to the Heart, and to the Members that 
ſerve tor motion: and in regard they depend on the Brain and 
the Genus Nervoſum, their being very much over-charged with a 
Scorbutick Salt, they are not eaſily cured. Cephalick Remedies, 
ſuch as are proper in a Giddineſs and Paralytick Aﬀects raiſed 
by themſelves, ought to be given with Antiſcorbuticks mixt with 
them : therefore in the firſt place, a Proviſion being made for the 
whole, by fit Catharticks, and ſuch as are proper in the Scurvy, 
you may proceed after this manner with appropriated Remedies 
againſt the foreſaid Aﬀedcts. 

About the bezinning of the Cure, /et Blood be drawn from the 
Veſſels of the Fundament by Leeches; and unleſs ſomewhat indi- 
cates the contrary, let it be frequently repeated afterward. 

Take Powder of the Root of Male-Peony, half an Ounce, red Coral 
prepar'd, two Drams; mans Scull, Elks-hoof, of each a Dram : Take 
double refined Sugar, diſſolved in Peony-water Compeynd, or mm the 
Water of Horſe-raddiſh, and boyled to a Conſiſtency for Tablets, erghe 
Ounces; Oyl of Amber excellently reHified, half a Dram : Make 1a- 
blets according to Art. Take to a Dram and a half, or two Drams, 
Morning and Evening, drinking after it a Draught of the following 
diſtilld Water. 

Take Leaves of Scurvy-graſs, Brookitmes, Water-crefſes, Lilies 
of the Valley, Sage, Roſemary, Betony, of each three handfulls;, green 
Wallnuts, a Pound; the Rinds of fix Oranges and four Lemons; 
Freſh Roots of Male-Peony, a Pound and a half ; being ſliced and 
bruiſed, pour to them of the Phlegm of Vitriol, a Pound ; Whey made 
with Cyder, frve Pounds ; let them be diſtilfd after the common way 3 
let the whole Liqueur be mixt together. The Doſe # from three 
Ounces to four. .

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Of Haemorrhagies. 


Amorrhagies often threaten a mighty danger in the Scor- 
butick Aﬀect, the Diſcaſed being thereby thrown headlong 

as it. were into the Jaws of Death, whil'ſt the Blood breaks forth 
almoſt to a Swooning, ſometimes from the Noſtrils, ſometimes 
by the Menſes, or H#morrhoids : Moreover,being ſometimes caſt 
up from the Lungs or Stomach, it gives us a Suſpicion of an 
Ulcer, or at leaſtwiſe of a great weaknels lying hid ingthe part 
affected. Wherefore excretions of Blood, if they are either 
jmmoderate, or happen in an improper place, ought to be ſtopt 
for the preſent, and prevented for the future. bh 

For ſtopping Blood when it breaks forth immoderately, the 
method is vulgarly enough known, and there remains nothing 
more, or peculiar to be done, when happening in this Aﬀect by 
reaſon of the Scurvy, than on other Occaſions. But yet to pre- 
vent Hzmorrhagies, let Remedies be adminiſtred which take 
away the Acrimony of the Blood, and conſtringe the over-lax 
and gaping Mouths of the Veſſels: both intents are excellently 
perform'd by Chalybeate Medicines: the uſe of Vitriolich Spaw-wa- 
ters is very proper for this purpoſe : Moreover, Infuſions, Ex- 
traits, Salts, and the like Preparations of Steel, which contain chiefly 
the ſaline or vitriolick, part of the Iron, are always very prefitable a- 
gainſt Hemorrhagies. We have ſhewn before by what means Iron 
and its preparations produce theſe effects, and divers others, in 
Human Bodies. 

| Take Conſerves of Red Roſes, and of the Wild Roſe of each three 
Ounces, Species Diarrhodon Abbatis, and Diatrion Santalon of 
each a Dram and a half, Salt of Steel a Dram, Crocus Martis ex- 
cellently prepard two Drams, Red Coral prepar'd a Dram and a 
half, with a ſufficient quantity of Syrupe of Steel, make an Elefua- 
ry, let the quantity of 'a Nutmeg be taken thrice a day, drinking af- 
ter it a draught of an Appropriated Liquor. , 

To poor people I uſe to preſcribe thus; Take tops of Cypreſs 
and of ſtinging Nettles, of each four Ounces ; Brooklimes, two Ounces ; 
let them be bruiſed in a Mortar, with ten Ounces of double refined 
Sugar; then add Scales of Iron very finely powdered, an Ounce; Pow- 
der of white and red Saunders, of each two Drams; with a ſufficient 
quantity of the Syrup of the Fuice of Nettles, make an Eleftuary: The 
Doſe ts the quantity of a Wallnut twice a day. 

Take of Diſtill d Water, or of a temperate Antiſcorbutick, Deco- 
tion, two Pounds ; our Steel prepar'd, two Drams ; mix them in 4 
Glaſs: The Doſe 88 three or four Ounces, _ 
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Take tops of ſtinging Nettles, Leaves of Brooklimes, of each Four 
Handfuls ; being bruiſed, lee the Juice be preſt ſorth; keep it in a 
Glaſs. The Doſe 1s two or three Ounces twice a day, with an An- 
tiſcorbutick, diſtill d Water, 


Of the Diſtempers of the Mouth, happening by rea- 
ſon of the Scurvy. 


Sſoon as the Scorbutick Taint ſeizes the parts of the Mouth, 
that the Gums ſwell, and their fleſh becomes Spongy, pre- 
ſently let Remedies be carefully adminiſtred, which may keep 
them from Putreſaction : Amongft theſe, waſhings of the Mouth, 
and Liniments are of chiefeſt uſe, both when the Diſeaſe is be- 
ginning about thoſe parts, and when it is come to a greater 
height there 3 though as they regard various intents, fo they 
ought to be diverſly prepar'd, viz. the fleſh of the Gums, when 
fir it ſwells, ought to be freed from the incurhons of the 
Blood, or of the falt and corrupted Serum, and to be dried : 
afterward, the fleſh of the ſame grown flaccid, and faln from 
the Teeth, ought to be freed from PutrefaCtion, and alſo to be 
conftring'd, that it might hold the Teeth the faſter. For theſe 
and haply other intents, tet Gargariſms, or Waſhings of the 
Mouth be ordered, of divers kinds; of all which, in a manner 
the chief ingredients are Vegetables boiled, and Minerals infuſed : 
The Herbs or Roots, which are boiled in a fit Liquor, uz. in 
Water or Wine, for the moſt part are ſmart or bitter, or ſtiptick ; 
and then thoſe DecoCtions are impregnated either with a volatile, 
lixivial, vitriolate, Chalybeate, or aluminous Salt. I ſhall here 
ſet down certain forms of each Kind. 


1. When therefore the fleſh of the Gums firſt ſwells, and 
becomes ſpongy by reaſon of the Influx of the ſalt and corrupted 
Blood and Serum, Take the middle Bark, of Elder, and of Elm, of 
each half a Handful ; Leaves of Savory, Sage, wild Muſtard, Garden- 
creſſes, of each a Handful Þ Roots of Pelitory of Spain, two Drams ; 
being ſliced and bruiſed, let them boyl in three Pounds of Water of 
Lime, till a third part be conſumed; if ſweetning be required, add 
Honey of Roſes, two Ounces; make a Gargariſm. Or, take Vitriol 
Camphorated, an Ounce ; ( vulgarly with us it's called by the name of 
Captain Green's Powder ) Fountain-water, two Pounds, mix them 
in a Glaſs; ſhake it and then when the Liquor is grown clear by 
ſetling, let it be uſed. Or, prepare a Lixvoium of the Aſhes of 
Broom, or of Roſemary, or of Tartar and Nitre Calcm'd: In ay 
Pounas 
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Pound: of this, boy! Leaves of Savory, Time, Sage, and Roſemary, of 

each a Handful ; let the ſtraining be ponred on two Handfuls of Scur- 

vy-graſs 5 make a warm and cloſe Injuſion for three hours: Let it be 

ftrained again, and hept forWaſhing theMouth ſeveral times in a day. 
For the ſame Intent, let Linuments alſo be applied betwixt whiles, 

'and eſpecially in the Night, that their Virtue may be conveyed to the 


Diſeaſed even when they are aſleep. Amongſt Authors, a com- 
mon, fainous, and long tryed Medicine is found: Tike the Pogw- 


der of the Leaves of Columbines, the Curl'4 Mint, Sage, Nutmegs, 
Myrrh,. ( which laſt nevertheleſs may be ſomerrmes omitted ) of each 
two Drams; Burnt Allom, half an Ounce ;, Virgin- Honey, fourQunces, 


or what ſuffices; make a Liniment according to Art. 


2. If at any time the Fleſh of the Gums growing Flac- 
cid falls from the Roots of the Teeth, let a Gentle Scarrifica- 
tion be often us'd, and alſo let the mouth be waſh't with this 
Decoction. Take tops of Brambles and Cypreſs, Leaves of Sani- 
cle, and Cuckow Flowers, of each a handful, Boyl them in three 
pounds of Water, in which Iron has been quencht till a third part be 
conſum'd, to the ſtraining ad Hony of Roſes two Ounces mix them. 

Let a Liniment of this kind be. applyed. Take Powder of the 
Roots of Florentine Orris, Leaves of Sage and St. Felns Wore of each 
two Drams. Bole Armeniach. , Sal Prunella of each a Dram, warm 
Virgin Honey what ſuffices, let them be incorporated by (tiring 


them, 


3. When the Gums Putrifie, and are Corrupted, and withal the 
Teeth being Rotten grow looſe, and emit a Stinking, Smell, let 
ſtronger Medicines, and ſuch as greatly refi(t putrefaCtion, be 
uſed, an infuſion of Vitriol Camphcrated, alſo of the Lapis Medica- 
mentoſus, have chiefly place here. 

Or, Tahe Roots of Gentian, and of Round Birth-wort ſlic't, of 
each half an Ounce, Leaves of the Leſſer Centory, Pontick Worm- 
wood, Savory, Columbines of each a handful, let them boyl in three 
pounds of Lime Water, or of a Lixivial Water, alſo ſometimes in 
Water in which Iron has been quencht, ſometimes in Alum Wa- 
ter till a third part be conſum'd; to he {training add Crude 


Hony two or three Ounces; mix them. 


4. If the falling out of the Teeth be chicfly fear'd. Take 
Barks of the Roots of the Sloe Tree an Ounce, Tormentil and whole 
| Biſtort of each a handful, Pomgranate Rinds and Balauſtia of each 

half an Ounce; Boyl them in three pounds of Fountain Water; 
to the Straining add Alum two or three Drams , of the beſt Hony 


two Ounces, mix them. Tale Vitriol.Complorated, Burnt Harts-horn 
of 
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of each a Dram, Nutmegs half a Dram, of the beft Hony what 
ſuffices; make a Liniment. Or, Take Powder of. the Roots of Bi- 
ſtort, Pamgranate-rmads, Bole Armaniack, Burne Allum of each 
4 Dram, Hony of Roſes what ſuffices, add Spirit of Vitraol 4 Scruple, 
make a Liniment. 


$5. If at any time putrid and profoun'd Ulcers ( as it 
ſometimes happens ) infeſts the Gums, or other parts of the 
Mouth, let the torementioned ſtronger Medicines be often ad- 
miniſtred : Moreover lee a Cloth dipe in Unguentum Egyptiacum, diſ= 
folv'd in Spirit of W.ne, or in an mfuſion of the Lapis Medicamen- 
roſus, or of Sublimate, be now and then applyed to the place affeFed. 
In theſe Cafes let the Cure be committed to to a skiltul Chi- 
rurgeon. 


Of Pains that are wont to trouble the Legs , and 
ſometimes the other Limbs, and that chiefly by 
Night. 


Gainſt theſe Pains, in regard that ſometimes they are very 
vehement, beſides the general method of Cuiinz the Scurvy, 
ſpecial Remedies, and ſuch as obviate that ſymptom are Indica- 
ted ; therefore in ſuch a caſe, a courſe of purging being well 
ordered, alſo the Perſon being Blooded ( if need be) we ought 
to ſet upon the Diſeaſe both with inward Phyſick, and outward 
Topicks. C 
As to the former, ſuch things as promote Sweat, and alſo ars 
evacuation by Urine often give help, in as much as they draw 
another way the lixivial and ſharpiſh Recrements of the Blood 
and nervous Juice, that are wont to be gather'd together jn the 
Part affected ; but eſpecially let thoſe things be given which free 
both Humours frcm their evil Diſpoſition , viz. both ſaline and 
ſharpiſh : Powders of Shells, Crabs Eyes, the Jaw-bone of a Ptke, alſo 
the Spirit and Flowers of Sah, Armonaack, Spirit of Blood, TinRure of 
Antimony, of Coral ; DecoFions of the Roots and Seeds of the great 
Burdock,, Ground-pine , and Germander do excellently well; and les 
thoſe kinds of Remedies be taken twice or thrice a day with Antiſcor- 
butick diſtill'd Faters. A Water diſtilld from Horſe-dung with the 
addition of Scuryy- rſs Brook- limes, Ground-pine, and the like, is 
ſometimes very prof e; mean while let Fomentations, Liniments, 
Catap'aſms, or applications of ether kinds, which appeaſe Pains, be 
outwardly Admmiſtred. 
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Of the Scorbutick Gout moving from one place 
to another. 


(CY this AﬀeCt Eugalenus, Wieris, Medicus Catrnpenſis, and Geor- 
gius Horſtius have written peculiar TraQts : It is ſaid to be 
very Conimon in the Northern Parts of Belgia z a certain token 
of which appears by putting a live Earth-worm to the place af- 
tectcd, for its preſently wont to ſpring,bend and knit it (elf, and to 
f:int and dye; which indeed I have found pretty often to happen 
ja-this Diſeaſe even amongſt us ; which effect ſeems to proceed 
10m the very ſharp, and as it were Corrofive Effluvia, that plen- 
tifully flow trom the place Pain'd and Swoll'n : By Reaſon of the 
«ttt of that Experiment, the Cure of the Diſeaſe is wont to be 
undertaken by Worms, viz. by Remedies prepard of them; 
though I know not whether being inwardly taken they will as 
certainly deſtroy the Diſcaſe, as being outwardly applied they are 
diſpatcit by it. However, Earth-worms, as alſo Snazles, Milepedes, 
and other exanzuious little Animals, in as much as they with 
a volatile Salt, oft prove a pretty efficaciow Remedy. 

Henricus Perr&ns tells us of two Remedies very much us d in 
IVeſtpbalis againft this Diſeaſe. Toke nine Earth-worrs , brutid 
with two Spednfuls of Wine in a Mortar, and ftraind through 4 
Cloth ; to theſe let half a Meaſure of Wine be added, let three Syoon- 
fii!s be taken at Morning, Neon, and Night for many days. 2+ Take 
1100 or three Branches of Savine, Virgin Hony two ſpoonfuls, boyl them 
with a Meaſure of Tine, titl it pitches two Fingers : Let the ſtrain- 
ing be taken to four or five ſpuonfuls thrice a day. To the tormer 
Medicine a certain vulger potion, mentioned by Haſtius, called, 
Monaſterienſis is allied : Take Sage, Betony, Rue, of each five 
Leaves, Earthworrns with.Circles about their Necks, tm number froe, 
a little Savine, and Rovts of Devils-bit in number two, let them be 
bruisd with Water of Elder Flowers, and let the expreſt Juice be 
x iven for raijing a Sweat 3 Alike preſcehpt allo is propos d in Fore- 
itusa Medico Camfenſi. 

Certainly in this afte&t, the Magiſtral Water of Earth-worms 
preſcrib'd in the London Diſpenſatory is of excellent uſe. And 
| have oftea given with good ſucceſs the Spirit and Salt of Harts- 
horn, Spirit of B/cod, and Flowers of Sal Armoniack, Moreover 
teſtacees Powders, viz. Crabs Eyes, Coral, Pearl, and Vegetables 
winch are accounted Antidotes azain(t the Gut, as Roots of round 
Buth-wort, Leavs of Groamd-pine, Germanter, and the ike, on 
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| jom'd with Antiſcorbuticks conduce to the Cure of ths Diſeaſe ; out- 

' wardl for ajpeafing Pains, beſides Anodmes which are 1sd under 
the form of « Liniment, Fomentation, or Catapleſm: Qyl! of Earth- 
worms, of Frogs, and Toads are often very availing. I have heen 
told by a worthy Perſon who was very obnoxious to this Diſcaſe, 

' that Water drawn by Deſtillation from the Contents taken ont of the 

| Stomach of a Beefnewly lill'd, and Cloaths being dipp'd ingo it when 
Warm, and applied 4s a Fomentation, would moſt certainly give 


eaſe. : 


Of Convulſrue aid Paralytick Aﬀeds, that are 
wont to enſue upon the Scurvy. 


Tf at any time the Scorbutick taint paſling into the Brain, and 
Genus Nervoſum, greatly corrupts the Liquor reſiding in each 
Province ; thereupon divers kind of AﬀeCts, and eſpecially Para- 
lytical or Convylfire are wont to ariſe ; viz. according as the 
Morbifick Matter brought in to the Animal AMconomy is either 
Narcotick or Exploſive : Which kind of Aﬀects, though in this 
caſe they are Symptomatical, yet when they are grown to :: 
hight, they challenge both the name, and the better part of the 
Cure before the Scurvy their perent ; ſo that the diſeaſed are faid 
to be troubled with the Palſy, or Convulftons, rather than with 
the Scurvy, alſo Medicines defign'd againſt thoſe Aﬀects, have 
the preference to any others at the ſame time required by reaſon 
of other intents. 

For Curing theſe kinds of Aﬀects hapning upon the Scurvy, let 
this chiefly be obſerv'd, that Remedies appropriated to thote 
ſame be duly Complicated with Antiſcorbuticks. As to Convuitve 
Diſeaſes, the Remedies that are in the foregoing Tract may ea- 
fily be Transfer'd hither : And asto the Palſey, Lethargy, anc! 
many other Aﬀects of the Brain, and Genus Nerwoſurm, we fa! 
diſcourſe of them particulary in ſome other Tract. 


Of the Atrophza, alſo of the Scorbutick Fever whicl 
zs often the Cauſe of the other, or its Effett. 


Here are three kinds of Cauſes, having ſome orderly deper- 
_ dance on each other, from one or more of which a Scor- 
butical Arrophia is wont to be produc'd without a-Conſumption 
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of the Lungs, viz. either the Chyle is perverted through the fault 
Of the firſt <= ſo that a laudable or ſufficient Store-or it is 
Not convey d to the Blood. Secondly, or being brought into it 
yet through the fault of the Blood it is not.duly chang'd. inta 
Blood and a nutritive Juice. Thirdly and laſtly, the nutritive 
Juice prepar'd in the Maſs of Blood, is not duly affimilated to 
the ſolid parts, through the fault of the nervous Liquor. 

\The Remedies appropriated to this Sy mptom regard either the 
amendment of the f1;ſt Paſſages, or the correction of the foreſaid 
Humours. As to the former , it ſometimes happens by reaſon 
of the Tone of the Stomach being broken, or its Ferment being 
vitiated, that the Food taken into it is not duly concocted, but 
paſſes into an unprofitable Maſs of Corruption. For theſe ſorts 
of evils let gentle Catharticks, Digeitives and Corroboratives be 
us'd: But the work of Chylification is oftner hindred by reaſon of 
a Schirrous Tumour rais'd ſometimes in theVentricle,ſometimes in 
the Meſentery,or in other adjacent paris: In this caſeDeobftiuents 
and Diflolvents are p1oper, the uſe of Spaw-warers has the 
preferance to any other kinds of Medicines : Moreover , Fo- 
irs = wg Liniments, or Plaiſters ought to be outwardly ap- 
plyed. 

Again, it ſometimes happens that without any Tumour rais'd 
in the V3ſcera, the Lactea! Veſſels are io much obſtrnCted by a 
groſs and viſcous matter ſticking in them, that a ſufficient ſtore 
of the Chyle, though it be laudable enough and plentifully pre- 
par'd, is not convey'd into the-Blood. In this affect the Belly for 
the moſt part diſcharges Excrements plentitvlly, but they are 
Whitelike coagunlated Milk, and not as other Excrements ting d 
with Choler or Stinking : 'Che reaſon of which is, that the Blood 
being depauperated, more ſparingly engenders Choler, from the 
eftafion of which into the Inteſtines the Colour and Stink of 1he 

Exciements proceed : In this cale'Spaw-waters are chiefly proper ; 

alſo Deobitruents being inwarldly given, let Linimcuts, romen- 

tations and Baths be outwarldly us'd. 

4 gainſt the Mara/mus, caus'd threvgh the fault of the Blood 
degenerated'frem its Crafis, Aſſes or Cows Milk , diluted with 
Barley Water, or a proper diſti]l'd Water often give help. Snail 
Broaths, or Milk Drinks with Snals boyl'd in them ; moicover 
Waters diltii]d of Milk, or Whey with Snails and temperate An- 
tiſcorbutick Herbs, are greatly conducing in this caie : For this 
end alſo Decoctions of vulnerary Herbs, and Antiſcorbutick Herbs 
infus'd in them, are taken with good ſucceſs : Mean while let fri- 
ctious be daily us'd to the outward parts with Cloaths- moiſtned 
and made Warm with Unguenticum Reſumprtivam, or freſh Oy!

uice, and the matter ſo offending is caſt forth -by 'Night-fweats; 
in this caſe, a thin Dyet being ordered, let.Decoctions-atid Di» 
ſtil'd Waters, that fuſe and purifie the Blood, 'be frequently ta+. 
ken, with Antiſcorbuticks mixt with them. | Ro 415 
Take ſhavings of Ivory and Harts-horn, of each two Drams and's 
half; candied Eringo Roots, ſix Drams; Roots of Cheroil' and\Dan- 
delion, of each half an Ounce; Leaves of Harts tongue and 'Liver- 
wort, of each a handful ; one Apple ſlic't ; Raiſins, a bandful ; ' Let 
them boil in four Pounds of Fountain-water till a third. pare be con= 
ſumed ; let the ſtraining be poured on Leaves of Brooklimes bruiſed, 
two handfuls; Sal Prunella, a Dram and half, or fixt Nitre, a Dram ; 
make a cloſe and warm Infufion for three Hours: Let four or ſix 
Otmces be taken thrice a Day. | | 
Take Leaves of Brookizmes, four Pounds ; Roots and Leaves of Sor-

Of the Rheumatiſm. 


TE conclude that this Aﬀect proceeds from the congreſs * 
and mutual efferveſcency of Salts that are of a different 
Origine and Nature, v:z. of the fixt Salt coming from the Blood, 
and of the acid Salt coming from the nervous Liquor : 1he 
Subjects of both Salts are ſuperfluous Dregs, deposd from the 
foreſaid Humours forc'd into certain Turgeſcencies, and diſchatg'd 
ſometimes on theſe Parts, ſometimes on thoſe : Wherefore+that 
the Diſeaſe may be Cur's, both let the Turgeſcencies of the Hu- 
mours be appeas'd, and their ſuperfluous Dregs be purg'd forth, 
and let the Salts degenerating both ways be reduc'd to a State ot 
volatility. . 
For the two firſt intents a gentle Purge and Bleeding are 
|| chiefly requir'd, and now and then, as the itrength will bear, they 
ought to be repeated ; and alfo let Diureticks and Diaphoreticks 
be now and then given which any way convey forth the Saline 
Serofities. And that theſe Evacuations proceeding calmly; = 
wit 
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with a well-bearing, and Nature afliſting, may ſucceed the better, 
"let Opiats frequentlybe us'd. For the other Intent in which the 
chief ſtreſs of the Cure conſiſts, Alteratives, and eſpecially ſuch 
as are endow d with a.rolatile Salt, greatly conduce: Wherefore 
in this caſe its a vulgar, but no contemptible Medicine, to give 
ewice or thrice « day to four or fix Ounces of the Infuſion of a Stone- 
horſe made un a ſmall Wine or Ale, or in an appropriate Di- 
ſtill d Water: and a Medicine ſomewhat more grateful, and no 
leſs efficacions, may be prepar'd, if 4 IFater be diſtilld from that 
Dung, with dnviſcorburick Ingredients snfuſed in White-wine or C:- 
der, which may be given to three or four Ounces twice a day. 1 
have often preſcribed Sprrit of Herts-born, and of Blood, in thy caſe, 
with a mighty benefit to the Diſcaſed. 


Of the Drophie, 


Hereas we conclude the Drophe, which is wont to hap- 

' pen upon the Scurvy, to be twofoid, viz. habitual ana 
eccafional ; Concerning the Cure of the firſt, for the moſt part 
all labour is loſt; for no Remedies are able to reftore the Li- 
ver and the Lungs, and fometimes other Viſcera, wholly vitia- 
ted, and the Crafis of the Blood utterly ſabverted : In ſuch a 
caſe, if any thing ſeems fit to be done, the Scope of Phyſick is 
very narrow ; for there is no room left for Catharticks, nor Dia- 
Phoreticks, nor for a ſtrong Evacuation of any other kind : We 
maſt infift chiefly, and in a manner _ on Djureticks and Cor- 
dials. For theſe ends let Elixirs, TinCtures, Electuaries, Pow- 
ders, Infufions, Decoctions, diftill'd Waters, &c. whith confiſt 
partly of Antihydropicks, partly of Antiſcorbuticks be given 
the forms of which I have nevertheleſs thought good to omit, 
as ſignifying little-or nothing. 

The Scorbutick Dropke, raiſe: on a ſudden from an evident 
cauſe, or on ſome accident, often admits of Cure; for the more 
eafie performance of which, the tumults of Nature ought in the 
firft place to be appeaſed, and its diſorders compoſed. Where- 
fore if Watchings continue very offenſive, let ſleep be procured 
by the uſe of Opiats, and now and then, as often as it ſeems ve- 
ry neceſlary, let it be procured again. As ſoon as ſtrength will 
give leave for Purging, let the following Powder be taken, and 
let it be now and then-repeated at due intervals of time : mean 
while let the Belly be kept ſoluble by the frequent uſe of Cly- 
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weed powdered, a Dram; Ole of Juniper, a Scruple ; Turpentine, 
what ff s; make 4 Maſs of Pills. The Doſe TY Scruple 
to half a Dram twice a day, drinkzng after it an appropriated Liquor. 
Take Leaves of both Scurvy-graſſes, Watercreſſes, Dittander, Ar= 
ſmart, of each three handfuls ; Roots of Aron, Briony, Florentine . 
Orrice, of each four Ounces ; the middle Bark of Elder, two Hand+ 
fuls ; Winters-bark,, two Owunees; the outward Coats of four Oran- 
ges, and of three Lemons; freſh Juniper-berries, four Ounces; being 
flic't and Sn pw to them of Rheniſh-wine three Pounds ; Wine 
of the Juice of Elder-berries, two Pounds; Diftill them the vulgar 
way ; let at! the Water be mix't. The Doſe is from three Ounces 
to four pee a day, after a Doſe of ſome one of the Medicines aboue 
reſcrib'd. 
: Let Decoftions and Phyſich-Beers be prepar'd, ſuch as above writ- 
ten, Antihydropich, Ingredients being added to them. 


Of the Crackling of the Bones. 


f ths remains yet a ſymptom whioh happens ſometimes upon 
the Scurvey, though rarely, vx. the crackling of the Bones, 
into the Nature and Cure of which it ſeenis to concern us to en- 
quire. I have known ſome, though ſcarce above three or four, 
who being long Sick of the Seurvy, found themſelves afflicted by 
it , not only in the Humours, and the Carneous Parts, but at 
length in the very Bones : For as often as they mov'd any Mem- 
ber any way, the ends of the Bones, as though they were bare, 
rubbing againſt each other, made a mighty noiſe : Moreover, 
when they lay in their Bed, and there turned themſelves from 
one ſide to the other, a mighty Crackling was heard, as it were 
of a Scelleton forcibly ſhaken, terrifying even the perſons at- 
F&Cctecd. o 
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The conjunct. cauſe- of this haply may ſeem to be, That the . 
ſoft-Interitice of the Bones, v:x. the Fat, Membranes, and: Liga- 
ments being. greatly conſumed, their Joivuts, as Mill-ftones when 
bare without any Corn, by reaſon of their mutual rubbing a- 
gainſt each other, make a noiſe : But the thing appears to be 
otherwiſe, becauſe neither perſons mightily conſumed have this 
Crackling of the Bones, nor do perſons troubled with this Af-- 
fect always'waſte away 3 wherefore, we ſay rather that the im- 
mediate Cauſe of this Symptom is the. drineſs of the Bones, or 
the defect of the Marrow properly fo called, which ought to 
be contain'd within the Cavities of the Bones, and eſpecially with- 
in their Joynts; for fince all Bones include a Marrow or unctu- 
ous Humour, either in the great Cavities, or in the Potes and 
ſmall Paſſages every where made in them, we conclude the uſe of 
this to be both , that the Bones irtigated with the ſame, may 
become leſs brittle, and likewiſe that that Humour, diſtilling 
from the Joynts of the Bones, may make ſlippery all the Joints, 
as the Joynts of a Machine beſmear d with Greafe, and may (o 
facilitate the motions of them ; wherefore the ends of the Bones, 
deſtitute of this Marrow, make a noije juft as the Wheels of a 
Cart: ſeldom greaſed. 

\. If you ask why that unctuous ſubſtance of the Joints fails; I 
fay this ſeems chiefly to happen becauſt thePores and Paſſages of 
the Bones are ſo much obſt;ucted by a:certain extraneous. Matter, 
haply of a Slimy or Tartarous Nature, brought to them from the 
Blood, that they do not ſuffi-iently receive the Balſam de- 
fign'd for them, nor diltil it forth fgr moiſtning their Joints 3 
but it will not be eafie ( the thing being whally in the dark } to 
ſearch out the particular Reaſons of this Aﬀect. 

Nor are we leis at a loſs when we proceed to the Cure of this 
Diſeaſe ; for though the Primary Indication, v7. the moiſtning 
of the Bones or of the Joints be obvious enough, yet it does not 
ſo plainly appear after what Manner, and by what Remedies it is 
perform'd. For in this cafe I have known a great many kinds 
of Medicines, and various ways of Adminiſtcations tryed wholly 
in vain. A certain Ingenious Man, extreamly troubled with this 
Diſcaſe for many years, tryed the Advice of many, and thoſe Fa» 
mous Phyſicians ; Beſides the uſual Remedies againſt the Scurvy 
( together with frequent Bleedings and Purgings, from which 
he townd not the lealt Relief ) he try'd moreover various and 
great Conrſes of Phyſick, without any ſucceſs: For after a me- 
thod us'd by one Phyfician for ſome Months without Effet, he 
preſently betook himtfelt to another, and ſo afterwards to many ; 
mean while, by each always a new way of Curing , untryed by 
the former, is preicribed ; Fomentations, Liniments, m_ Fri- 
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Eons are applieg daily to each of his Joints; he ns'd for ſome 
time the hot Baths of Bathe ; afterward Spaw-watrrs of various 
kinds, ſometimes theſe, ſometimes others -are- drank : Which 
giving no help, a Chalyheat courſe, at another time a DecoCtion 
of temperate Woods , ſometimes a Milk Diet 3 and at all 
time Electuaries, diſtil'd Waters, Apozems, and other Reme=- 
dies prepar'd.of - Antiſcorbuticks are taken : And when he had 
liv'd after this manner, above.three years almoſt conſtantly, 
Medice & miſere; thiere was not made the leaſt progreſs towards 
the Cure of the forg-mentioned Aﬀect ; yet in the mean time he 
was pretty. well as..to his Strength and Stomach, married a Wife, 
and as to the other more common Symptoms of the Scurvy he 

was better. So that it hence appears, how ftubborn a Diſeaſe, 

and unconquerable by almoſt any Medicines, the crackling of 
the Bones is 5 which I have known confirmed alſo in others 

troubled with this Aﬀect, and wholly eluding the endeayours 

of a Phykcian. 


CHAP. V. 


Of the Vital Indication , in which are included 
Cordial Medicines, Opiats, and the Diet requifit 
7n the Scurvy. 


therto we have ſet forth at lirge the Indications both Pre- 
ſervatory and Curatory, which belong to the Method of 
Curing the Scurvy ; there remains yet to ſpeak of the Vital In- 
dication, to wit, that it may be dectar'd by what Method, and 
with what Remedies the powers of the Difeas'd,*which either 
being too apt to faint, may be upheld, or being weaknd or 
dejected may be reſtor'd : For theſe ends Cordials and Opiats, 
according to the Exigencies of the Diſcas'd, are preſcribd to be 
taken, and moreover let a right _—_ Diet, if at any —_ 
- 
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a #\— wx » Reſumptive, and always Atiſcorbritick be 
- As to Cordial Medicines, v4. ſuch as exagitate the Blood 
ſtagnating in the Heart, renew its flanit half” extinct, 'reſtore 
the oppreſt, or diftrafted Animal Spirits to their liberty and due 
irradiation, it is obvious that many Remedies, which are pro- 
perly call'd Antiſcorbuticks , perform thefe-intents,' '6of which 
kind are, Raddiſh-water compound, the Magiſtral Water of Snails 
and of Earth-worms , Spirit of Harts-horn , of Soot , Powders of 
Shells, with many other things, which may be taken'with good 
effect , not only at certain hours, and according to-aſet Method, 
but likewiſe as occafion preſents, as often as a Swooning, or any 
failings of the Spirits happen. 

But befides, thoſe who are found to be very obnoxious to 
Paſſions of the Heart, frequent 'Faintings, a Nauſcouvſneſs, Vo- 
miting, Trembling, Vertigo and other terrible Symptoms, may 
alſo have in a readiueſs, Medicines of another kind, more pro- 
perly Cordial, withhich, all failings of the Spirits are imme- 
diately reliev'd : In this caſe, Quercetan's great Elsxir of Life, does 
excellently well; the ſecond Water in the diftillation of the ſame 
Elixir being ſweetned,may be given to 4 /poonful:; alſo Aqua Mirabilis, 
Aqua Bexoartica, Gilberts temperate Water,Treacle-water,Cinnamon- 
water. ; to, each of which, or to a Compoſition of them, let the Con- 
fetion of Alkermes, the Confettion of Hyacinth , Powder of Pearl, 
or Magsſtery of Coral, Syrup of Clove-gilliflowers or of Coral, of Ci- 
tron-pulls, of Cinnamon be added: Of theſe, and others of 
this kind various forms of Medicines are wont to be preſcrib'd. 
For example; | 

| Take Treacle-water, and Aqua Mirabilis, of each three Ounces, 
Batom-water four Ounces ; Syrup of Clove-gilliflowers an Ounce and 
4 baif; Confettion of Alkermes a Dram ; mix them.

4 Dram ; Syrup of Clove-gilliflowers a Dram and a half; Caſtoreum 

d in 4 Nodules, and bung in the Glaſs a Dram., Doſe 


$3 three or four Spoonfuls. 
. For- thoſe who delire rather to have Cordial Medicines in 
a folid form ; let EleCtuaries or Tablets be preſcribd. 


Take 
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 Tuly Conforve of Clave-gilliflarers three Ounces ; Confettion of 
 Alkermes half as Ounce; Pear! powdred « Dram, with 4 ſufficient 
guantity of Syrup of Coral; make an Elefiuary.. 

Tak Species Dramargariti Fragidi, and Diarrhodon Abbatss, of 
each a 'Dram.:and\a half ; Pearh powdred a Dram 3 double refin'd 
Sugar diſſolo'd 1w \Treacle-water, and bul'd to a confiſtency for Ta- 
E——_—_; Oyl of Cinnamon fix drops; make Tableys aceord- 
Ing to Art. . |. y 

As to Opiats and Anodine Medicines, in ſome certain affects of 
Scorbutick perſons, I had rather be without any kind of Medi- 
cine behdes , than the uſe of them. For not only againſt obſti- 
nate Pains and Watchings, but in Aﬀthmatick Fits, in Vomitings, 
a Diarrhza, and [alſo in a Vertigo and Convulfive Pafſions, as 
often as nature being ieritated above meaſure, falls into extream 
irregularities, I have found no Remedy more excellent , thari 
to. procure-ſleep by giving a ſafe Narcotick : Mean while there is 
need of a very great caution, that.they be not taken, if at any 
time ſomething in the Conſtitution of the Diſeas'd, or in the 
nature or time of the Diſeaſe, forbids the giving of ſuch 
a Medicine. 

Beſides the Hypnoticks uſual in Apothecaries Shops,viz. Laudd- 
num Op1atum, Nepenthe, the Philenza, Diacodium , and Syrup of red 
Poppies, two. other preparations of Opium are known to me, 
which I uſe to give in the fprm of a Tincture, or of a liquid Ex- 
tract from ten drops to twelve with ſome other appropriate 
Liquour. 

The Diet,. or Form of Living to be obſerv'd in Scorbutical 
perſons, is of no ſmall importance in the Method of Cure ; for 
that being neglected or ill ordered, the other Preſcripts of Phy- 
fick do little or nothing towards Health : The Rule of Diet 
being extended to various things, is chiefly concerning the Air 
and Situation of the Habitation, Meat and Drink, and the motion 
or reſt of the Body. 

As to the firit, what kind of habitations and places of Reſj- 
dence, i: reſpect of the Heavens and the Earth, cauſe the Scurvy, 
anc conſequently ought to be ſhun'd, it is ſufficiently manifeſted 
by what we have ſaid before : Thoſe that endeavour to prevent 
or cure this Diſeaſe, ought to take care to chooſe an Aic mo- 
derately hot and dry, and which alſois ſubtle and pure, and ſuf- 
ficiently expas'd to the Winds. | 

Such Food only is proper which has a good Juice, and is cafie 
of ConcoGtion, let ſuch as is groſs, viſcous, and dryed in the 
Smoak, mouldy and rank, aWſo ſuch as is unfermented or greatly 
compounded, all manner of 7 T— and unripe —_ 
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be ſhun'd. I ſo much diſapprove things preſerv'd; or-very. much 
ſeaſon'd with Sugar, that I judge the invention of it y.andits im- 
moderate uſe to have very much contributed toi the valt increaſe 
of the Scuryy in this late Age: For that Concret confiltts of 
a very ſharp and corroſive Salt, though mitigated:with a\Sulphur, 
as it plainly appears from its Chymical Analyſis: For: Sugar di- 
ſtil'd by it ſelf, yields a Liquour ſcarce inferior to'Aqua Stygia : 
And if you diftil it in a Vefica with a great deal of. Fountain» 
water, pour'd to it, though the fixt Salt will not fo: aſcend, ne- 
vertheleſs a Liquour will come: from 'it, hke the-Hottelt Agua 
Vite, burning and very pungent's when therefore. Sugar -mixt 
almoſt with any forts of Food, is 'taken ' by: us.in: fo great a 
plenty, how probable is it that the Blood and Humours are ren- 
dred ſalt and ſharp, and conſequently Scorbatical : by its daily 
uſe? A certain famous Author-has laid the cauſei of- the Engliſh 
Conſumption. on the immoderate.:uſe of. Sugar ,-amongft our 
Countrymenz I:know not whether: the cauſe of the fpreading 
Scurvy, may not alfo be rather hence deriv'd. = '-: 


Let the Drink be midling Ale, mild and clear, and alſo let it 
' be altered with Antiſcorbutick . Ingredients without an un - 
grateful ſavour: Let it not be thick and ſweet; nor alſo too old 
and turning ſharp ; Let this be taken in a moderate quantity, 
and in a manner only at the ſet hours of Dinner and' Supper : 
The cuſtom which has prevail'd with many, viz. that afſoon as 
they are ont of their Beds, they preſently indulge themſelves to 
drink a large Mornings Draught '( as they call it) ſeems very 
ernicious : For by this means the Blood Veſſels” are too much 
'd, a ſtore of new Chyle being almoſt continually ſent into 
them, and Crudities and Filthy Morbifick Dregs are engendred 
in the Blood, and the office of Sanguification -is greatly debi- 
litated : Truly it is better for moſt Men: ( unleſs it be thoſe 
whoſe Venitjcle, as long as it is empty, is wont to be p ainfully 
contracted and corrugated ) to keep themſelves fafting till Din- 
ner time : Nor is that vulgar cuſtom leſs contrary to Health, 
to {will themſelves with much Drinkpreſently after Meat z. Wines 
and Ciders, fo they are mellow , pure, and not adulterated, 
being talen in a moderate quantity , do not offend : Eut the 
ſame being counterfeit, muſty, auſtere, or turning ſharp, there 
is nothing more hurtful or injurious to our Realth 


Exerciſes and Labour are fo notably conducing both to the 
cure and prevention of the Scurvy, that many by this ſole Re- 
medy, either preſerve or recover an entire Health ; For the _ 

and 
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and Nervous Liquonr of perſons that lead an idle and ſedentary 
Life, (like Stagnating Waters) contract a clamminefs and 
mouldineſs : But upon the afſiduous and much motion of the 
Body, the Humours and Spirits become clear, and get a vigour, 
the Excrementitious and Heterogeneous Particles evaporate, 
the ſtuffings of the Bowels are purg'd, and their Tore is 
corroborated. tes | 


CHAP. VI. 


Some Stories and rare Caſes of Perſons troubled with 
the Scurvy. 


Woman of Renown, tall and graceful, about the twenty 
fifth year of her Age , had contracted a Scorbutick Taint, 
by reaſon of various errours committed in Diet. The figns of 
which were a Spontaneous Laflitude, a difficult Breathing,Pains 
and Spots in the Legs, and her Gums likewiſe ſwoll'n, and full 
of Blood 3 in the Spring time after an Abortion, falling into 
a Tertian Ague, ſhe foon became in a languiſhing and weak 
condition, from which Diſeaſe nevertheleſs, firſt being Methodi- 
cally proceeded with in Phyfick, the had ſoon recovered, but 
that indulging her ſelf to eat Fleth and other improper Page 
ſhe ſoon had a Relaps 3 and then being a weary of Phyfick, ſhe 
took only Empirical Remedies, with which ſometimes the Fits 
of the Ague were driven away, but often preſently return'd, 
mean while the Diſeas'd being pale, unable for motion, and 
wanting Breath, continued ſwol'n and blown up about the Ven» 
tricle and Hypochondres. About the third Month of her being 
ſick, ſhe began to have Gripes and bitter Tortures in her Belly ; 
with which ſhooting ſometimes to the Back, ſometimes to the 
Stomach ſhe was afflicted almoſt continually day and night : 
Moreover ſhe was affe&ed with a frequent Vertigo, and fome- 
times with Fits as it were, Hyſterical : Alſo being troubled with 
a frequent Vomiting, ſhe daily threw up a viſcous and froathy 
Phlegm : Within a Months ſpace this Diſeafe pafling toits _ 
pitc 
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pitch, rais'd pains in the Back and Loins, and fo afterward in all 
the parts of the Body : Beſides, at this time ſhe complain'd of a 
mighty ftraitneſs of her Breſt, and a great contraction of the 
Viſcera: Nean while the habit of the Body fell away to. a mighty 

| Leanneſs, ſo that the Bones being deſtitute of Fleſh, ſcarce 
ſtuck to the Skinz the Urine was little and very ruddy ; on the 
furface of which grew a little thin Film garniſh'd with various 
colours like the Tail of a Peacock; A ſhort while after this, 
a Numneſs and Formication was perceiv'd ſometimes in the Belly, 
ſometimes in the Limbs, and afterward the Gripes and Pains 
began to remit ; nevertheleſs in their ſtead, a Palfey ſucceeded, 
which within a weeks ſpace ſo pervaded all the Members of the 
whole Body, that ſhe was not able to bend, or any way to ſtir 
from its place either Hand or Foot, or any other part, 


It is obvious that thoſe ſevere Symptoms proceeded from 
= a Scorbutick Root, for by reaſon of the taint principally fixt on 
the Blood, the Spontaneous Latfliude, the difficult Breathing, 
nay, and the intermitting Fever hapning at random, and often 
returning, and the Bickerings of other Symptoms previous, as it 
were,and light, were caus'd : Again the Lixivial Urine, and that 
diverſified colour cf it plainly ſhew'd the Blood to be ieis'd with 
a Sulphureo-ſaline Diſcrafie ; which kind of Urine I have ob- 
ſerv'd to be ſo mark't in many otiers, affected with the like 
Diſeaſe : Moreover when in this fick Lady, the Morbid Seminal 
Root being increaſt in its tore, and flowing into the Maſs of 
Blood, came to ſpread it ſelf on theConfines of the Brain and 
Genus Nervoſum, the other more violent affects aroſe. 


This Lady living far hence, by the advice of a Neighbouring 
Phyfitian took Medicines uſual againſt the Collick ; which doing 
no good, and the Diſeaſe growing worſe, the Patient being 
brought to Oxford, tryed a great many Remedies both Antiſcor- 
butick and Antiparalyticks almoſt of every kind and form, 
though without - any benefit : Since therefore any ordinary 
Method of healing ſeem'd not ſufficient for this Diſeaſe, it was 
thought good to proceed to great Remedies, and truly ſuch-as 
were not wholly void of danger : Wherefore we gave this fick 
perſon, as weak and worn away as ſhe was, a Mercurial Medi- 
cine for raifing a Salivation , which effe&t enſued according to 
our defire, for a Flux ariſing within two days, and gently con- 
tinuing for many days without any ill Symptom, gave a very 
great relief to the noble Lady : For the Pains being mg 
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ſhe began in ſome meaſure to move her Limbs, to have a bet- 
ter Stomach, and to digeſt her Food better, and to enjoy 
2 quiet Sleep :. The Salivation being over, ſhe took a Decoction 
of Sarza and China, with Antiparalytick Ingredient for a few 
days: Afterward being carried to Bethe, and having there us'd 
the temperate hot Baths, for ſome time ſhe recover'd an indif- 
ferent ſtate of Health. The whole Winter ſhe conſtantly took 
Medicines againſt the Scurvy and the Palſey 2 And upon her 
renewing the uſe of the hot Baths the year following, ſhe grew 
p_ y well ; and fince is become the joyful Mother of many 
Children; 


A Man forty years of Age, of a Melancholick Temperament, 
troubled with the Scurvy for many years, is wont to find at 
various times of the year manifold and diverfified Symptoms of 
it: About his Legs, ſpots and large black marks, like thoſe 
eaus'd by a ſtroke, appear, Belly-achs, and a Looſeneſs frequent- 
Iy ' trouble him, his Urine for the moft part appears Lixivial, 
a Spontaneous Lafſitude, a languiſhing of the Strength, a want 
of Appetite almoſt conſtantly attend him ; befides theſe ordi- 
nary as it were accuſtomed evils, he lives moreover obnoxious 
to violent Fits of ſickneſs, and thoſe of rarious kinds. Above 
two years fince, when IT firſt went to ſee him, he ſorely com- 
plain'd of a difficult Breathing, as though he were in danger 
of being choak't, with a Trembling of the Heart, failings of 
the Spirits, and a frequent danger of Swooning : Moreover if 
any thing of theſe paſſions in the Przcordia a little remitted, 
for the moſt part he was afſail'd with a cruel Scotamia and a Fer- 
tigoz he ſeem'd to have perfectly recover'd of theſe affects, af- 
ter that he had taken for ſometime Anticonvulfive Remedies, com- 
plicated with Antiſcorbuticks : Butafterward within a few weeks 
he was affeCted with a Nauſeouſneſs and a Heart-burning, and 
with an Inflation of the Hypochondres: His Urine was little 
and very lixivial, his Belly ſwel'd in a ſhort time, moreover his 
Feet and Legs growing mighty cxdematous, ſhew'd the marks 
of an invading Dropfie: Afterward the like kind of Tumour 
ſeis'd the Thighs, alſo the Fleſh of the Back and Arms; whith 
affect nevertheleſs, though it ſeem'd without hope, was cafily 
cur'd with Antiſcorbutick Remedies, Catharticks and Diureticks 
being join'd with them : Notwithſtanding, this worthy Man, 
though reftor'd to his Health, did not continue fo png : For 
half a year being ſcarce over, he began to complain of a vio-

A Renowned Lady, about Twenty five years of Age, of a San- 

guine Temperament, and a thin habit of Body, freſh colour'd and 
handſome, had been ill of a Scorbutick Aﬀect of a long time : 
For beſides broad Spots and red Puſhes breaking forth in divers 
parts of the Body, ſhe had been wont to undergo for a long 
time Pains and bitter Tortures , chiefly infeſting her by night, 
one While in the Shins, another while in the Arms : In regard 
ſhe was with Child, ſhe had been forc't to leave off a courſe of 
Phyſfick, often begun in order to its Cure. After her laſt Child- 
birth, her Lockia flowing plentifully, ſhe continued for many 
days faint and weak, with a difficult Reſpiration, and being out 
of Breath upon any motion : A Month after being deliver'd, be- 
ing taken out of Bed, and attempting to walk, ſhe fell into 
a moſt ſevere difficulty of Breathing, with a Trembling of the 
Heart, and a frequent Fainting of the Spirits: Being preſently 
put to Bed, ſhe continued almoſt for a whole day ſtill Trembling, 
and continually Panting : Moreover the lower Limbs, as thongh

were repeated every ſoxth How, | 
I ordereda large veſicatory to be applyed to the inward part of the 
Thigh; then in the Evening, inregard during this whole Firſhe had 
continued without Sleep, 1 gave her of Landamumn a grain, Pearls 
powdred ſix grains, confeZHton of Alkermes without Musk half a dram: ſhe 
ſlept quietly, and the next Morning ſhe was much relieved, the pain 
and ſwelling of the Thigh ſomewhat abated, alſo while ſhe lay quiet 
in her Bed, ſhe -was well about the Precordia, bur fitting $1) tr 
turning on one fide, preſently ſhe ſeem'd almoſt ready to dye gh 
ſtrairneſs of Breath ; ſhe continued the uſe of the Spirir of Harts-horn 
and of the Julep, robe repeared every {ixth hour for many days. More- 
over, becauſe ſhe was preſs'd with Thirſt, and made water always in 
a ſmall quantity, ruddy, and filled with contents, ſhe took twicea day 

a Doſe of the following Julep ro ſix Drams. | 
Tabe roots of Graſs, Chervil, preſerv'd Eringos, of each ſix drams, ſha- 
vings of Fuory and Harts-hon, of each two Drams, burnt Harts-horn & 
tram and a balf, Raiſms two. ounces, one Apple ſlic'd, Licoriſh two 
drams and a half, being ſlic'd and bruiſed, let them boyle in three pounds of 
Fruntain Water; till a third part be conſumed: then four ounces of white« 
wine being added to it, let it be flrained into a Flagon, to which put Leaves 
of Scurvy-graſs, and Brooklimes, of each a Handful ; Salt of Wormword 
two drams, make a chſ> and warm infuſion for three Hours, let the ſtrain- 
ing be hept in Veſſels cls ſtopt, Sometimes every day, ſometimes every 
other day a Cliſter was adminiſtred : By the uſe of theſe things ſhe 
ſeemed to grow bener daily, ſo that within a weeks ſpace arifing from - 
her Bed, ſhe was able to fit up two or three Hours by the fire in her 
Chair: but if ſhe kept from her Bed, or walkr a little more than was 
ficting, ſhe was preſently wont to fall into a ſtraitnefs of Breathing, 
or a fit of the A/thma, ſo that on a certain day having ſtayed out of 
Bed too long, ſhe underwent a violent fit of the Diſeaſe, and was 
affteted with a difficult Breathing, a trembling of the whole Body, 
and frequent Swoonings : Being called again by reaſon of this Relaps 
of the fick Lady, I gave her Spirit of Harts-horn to twenty drops, with 
the Julep above preſcribed, and in the Evening a doſe of our Laudanum: 
and as thereby. ſhe found her ſelf betrer about the Precordia, 
" Pains and Swellings ſucceeded in the right Thigh and Legg, ſuch 
a5 before had hapned in rhe lefr. I ordered alſo veficatories to be ap- 
plyed to that Thigh ; and beſides the Remedies hitherto mention- 
ed, ſhe took twice a day of our Wine of the Juice of Scurvy-graſs four 
ounces, with two ounces of the Magiſtral Antiſcorbutich Water: Moreover, 
I ordered her to be purged with aur Solutive Syrup, above preſcri- 
bed; which doing well, I arderes it to be repeated within three 
or 
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or four dayes. By theſe Remedies ſhe grew well within a Month: 
A Noble man about the thirty third year of his Age, ſeeming ro-be 
of a wr cpa Temperament, tall and flender, of a very acute Wir, 
and quick underſtanding, tho he had uſed himſelf for a long time to 
immoderate and exceflive Studies, together with a diſorderly way of 
Diet, yet being ſtil! ſprightly and full of vigour, he ſeem'd to enjoy 4 
ſound Mind in a ſound Body: a lictle more than rwo years fince, when 
he had greatly tired himſelf by dancing a whole Night with Friends, 
and in the Morning being put in a cold Bed in a Room that was too 
moiſt,and having ſlept alirtle;he began to be fick; for upon his awake he 
fell into a mighty troublous Paſſion abour the Precordia, with terrible 
Swoonings as —_— he wereready to dye. Afcer adraught of Wine 
and ſome cordial Remedies taken, he was alittle better, but he often 
relaps'd,ſo that all that day both himſelf and his Friends dreaded either 
a ſwoon without returning to himſelf, or an imminent Apoplexy: 
Moreover, after that this Fit of the Diſeaſe was paſt, yet ſtill he lived 
obnox1ous to daily paſſions of the Heart, and upon any great Error 
committed in Dier, he was wont to be afflied again with a violent 
fir. Notwithſtanding the uſe of Remedies, the Dilcaſe growing worſe 
within a few Months,did not only infeft the Frecordia, but in the whole 
habir of the Body Expanſions ſomerimes of heat, ſometimes of cold, 
moreover 1n the Limbs a numbneſs or formication, or light Convul-. 
frons, and ſudden contraRions were raiſed; but of late,befides rhe Sym- 
toms hitherto mentioned, which ſtill greatly moleſt the Noble Perſon, 
he 1s moreover ſorely afflited with a frequent Vertigo, and with Dt- 
trations and Failings of the Spirits refiding in the Fore-brain, inſo- 
much thar he 1s forc'd to abſtain from the Studies and Politick Employs 
(to which he has been always addi&ed) and even from any ſtrong inten- 
tion of the Mind; for otherwiſe he feels both in the Head and in the genus 
nervoſum theſe troublous Paſſions, that he may fear either an invaſion of 
the Apoplexy, or horrible Convulſive Aﬀets: a great fit of this Diſ- 
eaſe preſſing upon him,the Ventricle alſo for the moſt part is diſturbed : 
Moreover, he has often found eaſe after aVomitr,either hapning of its own 
accord,or raiſed by the help of an Emetick Medicine: Hence ſome have 
judged the cauſe of the Diſcaſe to be ſeated wholly about the Stomach, 
or Hypochondres : Nevertheleſs Cathartick Medicines, Emericks,Pige- 
ſtives, Cephalicks, Antiſcorburicks, Chalybeats, and others almoſt of 
every kind, preſcribed to this Perſon for two years by famous Phyſi- 
clans, and alſo by Empiricks and Mountebanks, have not effe&- 
ed a cure: he lately tryed Aﬀrop VVaters, bur finding himſelf 
the worſe by them, he preſently left them off, and is now adviſed 
to drink the Sulphureous VVaters at Knaresborough in Tork-ſhire: Bur 
what ſucceſs he finds in them I know not at preſent. 
This caſe in regard by reaſon of the concourſe of the various Symp * 
toms, it does not belongtoany peculiar kind of Diſcaſe clſe,is juſtly w 
erre 
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ferred to the Scurvy, As to the Method of Cureto be uſed in this 
and the like caſes, there are ewo Intentions on which we muft chief- 
ly inſiſt: viz. Firſt, we muſt cleanſe the Maſs of Blood, and withdraw 
the offenſive Ferments conveyed to it from the Stomach, Spleen, and 
haply other of the Viſcera. Secondly, the Brain and Genus Nervoſum 
ought to be ſtrengrhned, leſt rhey admit extraneous Farricles : and the 
nervous juice thar lyes in thoſe Parts, degeneraring from its due Crifis 
to a ſharp and otherwiſe morbid Nature,ought to be reſtor'd and re- 
Qified :- the firſt of theſe is perform'd by Catharticks, Emerick, 
bleeding,andeſpecially ſpecifick Medicines, corre&ing or wholly taking 
away the ſcorbutick taint of rhe Blood : Now that the Iron or vitriolick 
Spaws, that famous cleanſer of the Blood, did rather injury chan 
ve help to this Perſon, the reaſon ſeems ro be, both rhar the Brain 
ing become weak by reaſon of. Cephalick Aﬀte&s, with difficu! 
throws off the filthy glut of Waters ſent into the Blood, nay, and 1s 
in danger of being overwhelmed by it, as it violently makes to irs con- 
fines: and likewiſe, becauſe when the nervous Liquor degenerating from 
its Crafis inclines to a ſharpiſh Narure, it is wont to be more per- 
verted by the fluid Salt of the Spaw Waters. Wherefore we gene- 
rally obſerve that in the Rheumariſm and Gout the morbid Diſpoticion 
1s increaſt by the drinking of thoſe Waters. The ſecondTotent is ex- 
cellently performed by Cephalick Remedies, and eſpecially ſuch as 
are endowed with a volatile Salt, of which kind are Spirit and Salt 
Blood, of Soot, of Harts-horn, the roots and Seeds of Peony, leaves of 
filetow of the Oak, &c, with which Antiſcorburicks are mixt.

InſiruFions and Preſcripts for the Cure of the 
Head-ach., 


FN Ince all Pain is an Aion violated, or an irkſom Senſation de- 
—_ on the contration or corrugation of the Nervous 
y Fibres, the ſubje& of-the Head-ach muſt be the parts of the 
- Head that are meſt nervous, that 1s, the Nerves themſelves, 
alſo the Fibres and Membranes, whereof it has many, plac'd both 
upon and under the Scull; and thoſe parts which are afteted with 
pain are chiefly the rwo Meminges and their various Proceſles , 
the Tunicles of the Nerves, the Pericranium, and other Perioftia 3 
the Muſcles, the Panniculus carnoſus, and laſtly, the Skin it ſelf : As 
tothe Brainand Cerebe/lum, and their medullary appendixes, 'we con- 
clude that theſe Bodies, in regard they want ſenſible Fibres, apt to 
be corrugatcd and diſtended, continue free from pain 3 and ſo the 
fame 1s alſo to be ſaid of the Scull, _ 
ow 
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- Now whenever a pain is rais'd any where about the nervous parts 
of the Head, 1ts formal cauſe conſiſts in this, that the animal Spirits 
being ſever'd from each other, and put to flight, cauſe rhe Bodies 
that contain them to be withal convuls'd and corrigared, and fo raiſe 
that troubleſome ſenfation : And that which ſo di the Spirits, 
that a troubleſome ſenſation thence. ariſes, 1s ſomewhar diſproportio- 
nate, ruſhing againſt the Spirits themſelves, or the Bodies thar contain 
them, which entring the Pores or Interſtices of the Fibres, | ſevers - 
them from each other, and withal f6rces the Spirits there reſiding to 
Irregularities. Maar 

As to the Prognoſtick of this Diſeaſe; in caſe the morbid diſpoſi- 
tion be inveterate, ſo that Firs for many years have often return'd of 
their own accord, and likewiſe upon any flight occaſion, - we predi& 
that the diſeas'd, though not much in danger of life, will not 
be cur'd: Moreover, that the Cure will be yet more diffcyjr, if hy- 
pochondriacal, or hyſterick affe&s often troubling them, are wont at 
frequent times to rajſe the Head-ach, or if the corrupted taine of an 
inveterate Venereal diſtemper be radicated in the Part afteed. 

And if the Head-ach be not only inveterate, but almoſt continual, 
that we may juſtly ſuſpe& 1t to ariſe from a phlegmonous or ſchirrous 
Tumour, an- Ery/apela, Abſceſſes, or Worms, there remains but ſmall 
or.no hope of Cure. 

A Head-ach, whether continual or periodical, if itbe violent, and 
has a Vertigo, Vomiting, and other affe&s, either convulſive or 
ſleepy joyn'd with ir, gives ſuſpicion of great danger ;. foraſmuch as it 
frequently paſſes into a mortal Apoplexy, and often into an Epilepſy, 
. Pal o, po, Deafneſs, and other Diſeaſes, cither very ſevere or 
incurable. . 

The Therapeutick method of the Head-ach comprehends many 
Indications, and thoſe of various. kinds, according ro the manifold 
ſpecies, cauſes, and differences of this Diſeaſe, which ir will nor be 
eafie to digeſt, and place all here in an exa& order. 

An accidental, or occaſional Head-ach, wiz. fuch as & wont to 
ariſe from an evident cauſe alone, withour any Procatarxis, or 
vious diſpoſition, as when it happens upon drinking Wine, Surkcit- 
ing, -being in the Sun, or through a vehement exerciſe, alſo in firs of 
Feavers, this for the moſt part ceaſes of irs own accord, upon the 
removal of the cvident cauſe, and its conſequences ; or at iſe 1 
taken away by bleeding, reſt, and ſweating. & 

1 as: ny > Head-ach, whether —_—_ or jatermicrent, 
rwo chief ſcopes of curing occurr,z to which er Therapen- 
tick ke ha ought to level, and with which ſion is made 
againſt cach cauſe of the morbid origine. 

I, vi, In the firſt place, for the cutting off all the fewel of the 
Diſeaſe, we muſt endeayour, both that the marter flowing, or ofcen- 
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times apt to flow tothe affeted or il! diſpos'd places of the Head, be 
either ſtopt, or withdrawn thence to ſome other place : and likewiſe 
that the Convulſions rais'd in other places, - and thence wont to be 

2. Then Secondly,in to the eradicating of the Diſcaſe it ſelf,of 
(if it may be)of itsconjun& Cauſe,we muſt endeavour, thatthe places 
of the Head prediſpos'd for Aches( whether only weak, or injur'd in 
their conformation) being fortified againſt rhe frequent incurſions of 
the offenſive matter, recover their ancient ſtate and vigour ; which In- 
dication, though itbe ſeldomever perforni'd on a ſudden, or through- 
ly, yet ſomerimes by a long and diligent care, the morbid root, how 
fix'd and radicated (oever 1t be, 15 conſum'd. 

As to the firſt ſcope of Curing, which we muſt firſt and chiefly 
havereſpe& to, we fay that the matter, or Humours, that are wont 
to be heap'd together abour the parts of the Head prediſpos'd for a 
Head-ach, and to raiſe the fits of the Diſeaſe, are & Blood, or its 
Serum, or the nutritive or nervous juice. Moreover, with all theſe, 
yapours and effluuia, alſo excrements, ſomerimes bilous, ſomerimes 
melancholick, ſometimes acid, falr, ſulphureous, and others of va- 
rious kinds being receiv'd into the Blood from the YViſcera, ſomerimes 
theſe, ſomerimes others, are convey'd along with it to the Head ; 
againſt the falleys and incurſiens of all which, let Phyſical defenſa- 
tives be ordered, 

x, And firſt, if the Procatarxis, or diſpoſition for pains being plac'd 
about the Membranes of the Head, the Blood, .as being hot, and 
apt for turgeſcencies, ruſhes now and then al! of 4 ſudden into the 
Membranes of the Head, and upon. its not eafily paſſing them, - 
ſtretches the Veſſels above meaſure, and ſevers from each other the 
nervous Fibres, and fo raiſes firs of this diſeaſe : (a ſign of which are 
a ſanguine temperament, heat, and a ſuffuſjon of redneſs in the Head 
aboutthe Face, alſo a high and vibrating Pulſe, with Veins ſtroutring 
with Blood ; we muſt preſently endeavour both that the Blood being 
rendred more calm, be not fo readily put upon rurgeſcencies;z and 
alſo that when ſtirr'd and boyling, it be not carried with a greater 
falley to the Head that to other Parts, nor be not forc'd thereto ſtag- 
nate, by reaſon of the Sznws's of the Meninges being too much fill'd : 
Wherefore, if the fir continues long, let the Perſon be blooded in the 
Arm, -or in the Jugular Vein; our of the Fits it is ſomerimes proper 
to draw Blood from the Veſſels of the Fundament by Leeches; to wit, 
that by this means the Blood haply boyling, may be drawn down- 
ward towards that place, whither ir often tends of irs own accord : 
Let Oxyrbodinums, or other Epithems be applied to the Head; more- 
aver, let Juleps, Emulſions or Deco&ions, which allay the fervour 
or fury of the Blood be taken: Let the Belly be cooled and kept ſo- 
luble by the uſe of Clyſters : Moreover, for prevention, Whey, of 
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the uſe of Spaw-waters 1s convenient ; alſo drinking of Water, a thin 
and cooling dyet do good : You muſt order a forbearance of Wine, - 
Spices, Bathing , Venery , any violent motion of the Body or 
Mind, and all hot things : Moreover, for fixing the Blood, and 
preventing irs efferveſcencies, let diftilled Waters, expreſſions-of 
Herbs, or Deco&ions, Eleuaries, Powders, and eſpecially Cryſtal 
Mineral be frequently us'd : It will not be needful to-ſubjoyn here a 
method, or particular forms of Medicines, becauſe in this caſe almoſt 
every Perſon that 1s il], being taught by —_ experience from 
things that do him good or hurt, is went to be his own Phyſician, 

2. It is ſeldom that the Blood 1s in the fault alone,” or only by it 
ſelf : Other Humours oftner, being carried to the Head by the con- 
veyance of the Blood, and there depos'd, cauſe the Evil : If at any 
time therefore a filrhy glut of Serum breaking forth in abundance 
from the Blood, cauſes frequent Head-achs (the figns whereof are 
Cararrhs at the ſame time infeſting the other parts, 4iz. the No- 
ſtrils, Mouth, or Trachez ) then abſtinence and reſt being com- 
manded, and the Belly being empried by a Clyſter, let the fluxion 
of the Serum be permitted to appeaſe it ſelf, and the matter dif- 
charg'd on the Membranes of the Head to evaporate: Which if 
they do not follow of their own accord, and in a time, 1n a hot 
confticution Bleeding often is proper 3 vig. inaſmuch as the Veſſels 
being empried of Blood, ſuck in again the extravaſated Serum: But 
in cold Perſons Veſicatories applied to the Neck, or behind the Ears, 
are of excellent uſe: Then after that the Belly' is emptied by a 
Clyſter, let the fluxion be appeas'd by the uſe of an Anodyne, or gentle 
Oprat : and that being appeas'd, it 15 proper to give a gehitle Ca- 
thartick, and then Medicines that operate by Urine, or Swear, or 
together by both, and ſogently evacuate the ſuperfluous Serofities. 

Medicines fit for theſe ends are every where to be found in Books, * 
which nevertheleſs may not be us'd raſhly and indiffterently by Em- 
piricks, but they oughtro be choſen,compounded, or altered, nay,and 
ſomerimes to be prepared Extempore, as occaſion requires, according 
to the judgement and diſcretion of a prudent Phyſician, reſpe& being 
always had to the Conſtitution, Temperament, Idiocraſis, and; other 
accidents and circumſtances of the Patient.

ſome one of the Viſcera, as of the Stomach, Liver, Spleen, Womb, 
or any other, (by reaſon of the Tranſmiſſion of the 111 Fermenr) then 

in the Cure of che Diſcaſe, let ſuch Remedies as regard the —_—

-adminiſtred together with Cephalicks: hence, to certain Perſons trou* 
bled with the Head-ach, whoſe Stomach alto is in a Fault, Elzxir Prov 
prietatis, Mynfichts Elixir of Vitvidl,, Tinftura facra, Fitriolum martis, 
the compound powder of Aron Roots, and other things vulgarly account« 
ed for Stomachaks, often do good ; to others whoſe Heads participate 
of the evils of the Spleen, Chalybetts often give help: Some Women 
ſometime find eaſe of their Head-ach by hyfterick Remedies; in like 
manner, when the Faults of other Parts contribaite to the Head-ach, 
ter the coindicated things taken from thoſe Parts, be joyned with the 
firſt things indicated, | | 

5e Sometimes the nutritive Fuice is the Cauſe of hat ae Head- 
ach; wx. in as much as being mix'd with the Blood, and not duely 
aflunilated, it cauſes a Turgeicency in it by reaſon of its diſagreeing 
Particles; fo that the Blood boyling to the Head, throws off 1ts Re- 
fuſe in its Meninges, or certain Parts of them prediſpos'd for it ; and 
ſo trritates the Fibres to painful Convulfions. For this Reaſon, I have 
known many to have been obnoxious to a daily Head-ach after the 
Meaſles, Smaſ{l-Pox, and other Fevers or Sicknefles, wkh which the 
Maſs of Blood is wont to be vittated 3 viz, fo many Hours after Meals, 
ſometimes ſooner, ſomerimes later, firſt a fluſhing of Blood in the 
Face, then a Plenitude and Pam in the Head infeſted them : more« 
over, after drinking of Wine, or eating of turgid Food, they were 
more ſeverely puniſh'd. The Acceſs, of the Diſtemper is wont to hap= 
pen ſooner or later after they have eat or drunk according as the

This affet is free from Danger, and for the maſt part is eaſily 
enough cur'd. After a Proviſion being made for the whole, a gentle 
Purge, and ſometimes blooding being ordered, Remedies which re- 
ſtore the Crafis of the Blood, ſuch as are chiefly antiſcorbuticks, and 
Chalybeats, prove mighty beneficial. |

' 6. There remains yet another Humour, to wit, the nervous Li- 
quor, which being carried into the Fibres of the Meninges and other 
of the Head; ſometimes becomes diſproportionate to the Fibres 
y its own diſagreeing nature, as it 15 ſharp or otherwiſe degene- 
rare, ſometimes twitches the containing Parts and irritates rhem into 
Convulfions or painful Diſtenrions, as it ſtrongly ferments with ſome 
other humour, wv, the nutritious or ſerous Humour flowing thi- 
ther. 

The nervous Humour, where it 1s thus morbifick, either being vi- 
tiated in its whole Maſs, brings a very great Injury on the Brain pre- 
diſpos'd for ir, or being faultleſs of it elf, is perverted within the 
Fibres affe&ted, and ſo becomes morbifick ſecondarily ; the Cure of 
which then depends on the Reſtitution of the containing Parts; 
viz. If the Weakneſſes of the Fibres, or their injur'd Conformations 
be amended, the Humour irnigating them, will preſently be free 
from Fault, With what Remedies the Defaults of the Parts prediF- 

ſed for Head-achs are remov'd, we ſhall preſently acquaint you. 

Mean while, if the nervous Humour, being degenerate in its whole 
Maſs, cauſes a great Offence to the Head prediſpos'd for Pain, let 
thoſe kinds of Medicines, and that method be us'd, with which be- 
ing reduc'd to its due Crafis, and gently paſſing through thoſe Fibres, 
ir may irricate them little, or not at all: for which end, neither ſtrong 
Purging, nor large or __ Blooding are proper, in regard they 
EXagitate the Blood and Humours, and impair the Strength, and 
conſequently give a Femer Acrimony and Rage to the nervous Hu- 
mour which was faulty before. But gentle Looſners, and a ſpare 
Bleeding, will now and then be of uſe ; whereby the Viſcera may be 
cleans'd, and the Maſs of Blood be ſomewhat purg'd, and a way be 
_— for other Medicines which will ſucceed the better after- 
wards, 

Now the Medicines that render the nervous Liquor more friendly 
and ary to the Membranes of the Head, which are wont to be 
oftended by ir, are thoſe which are vulgarly call'd Cephalicks, viz. 


whoſe Particles, being ative enough, and withall fine and ſubtle, 
paſs the Blood without any Turgeſcency or Tumultz and then infi- 
nuating themſelves into the nervous Liquor, gently a&uate it, and 
cauſe the Dufuy's of the Nerves fo to open themſelves, that there- 
by the animal Spirits more freely irradiate all Bodies both ſenſible 
and motive, and inſpire them without Swoonings, Convulſions, or 
anomalous Dittentions, 
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© Theſe kinds of Remedies, tho not always efficacious, nevertheleſs 
often remove ſome Head-achs that are not very inveterate, and-in 
others, tho never {@ obſtinate, 'they frequently do good : moreover, 
thoſe things that.are preſcribed againſt Pains of the Head, are alſo - 
given againſt Aﬀe&s of che Brain and Genus Nervoſum, and on the 
contrary, the things that are preſcrib'd in thefe are alſo given with 
good Succeſs againſt thoſe; wiz. the Vertue of them being diſplay'd . 
within the Brain, does good againſt the Apoplexy, Palfie, Lerhargy, 
and other Diſeaſes allied to them, © alſo within the moving Fibres 
againſt Cramps and Convulfive Motions 3 and likewiſe exert- 
ing their Forces within the ſenſible Fibres , they often relieve 
Pains, | 

Great ſtores of theſe Medicities are vulgarly ſet forth in Phyſical 
Books, but ſo, char their Plenty has brought either a Poorneſs or Con- 
fuſion to the method of healing z thoſe things which would do moſt 
good, often lying hid, or beingconcealed amongſt that confus'd heap 
of Remedies ; even as Wheat 15s with more difficulcy ſeparated from 
much Chaft,- than Ir is firſt gotten clean from the Ear. Therefore 
in this Caſe Proviſion being made for the whole, and then thoſe things 
being given both by Dyet and Phyſick,which put aſtop to or preſent- 
ly _ the Turgeſcencies of the Blood, let the Medicines calÞd 
Cephalicks, or ſuch as remove the Diſorders of the nervous Juice, be

The uſe of Milfepedes oughr not here*to 'be omitred, or fer lightly 
by, in regard that / their expreſs 'd” Fnice, diflif'd Water, and alſo the 
Powder prepar'd of them, often contribure egregiouſly to the Cure of 
ancient and obſtinate Head-achs, I might here propoſe many other 
Medicines of various-kinds ; nay; tranffer hither, the forms in a man- 
ner, of all thoſe which I have ' rex. together againſt con- 
vulſive Aﬀe&s. But the moſt difficult thyng"of all concerning the 
Cure of the Head-ach, yer remains3: viz. How the Conjun, and 
frxt Cauſe of this Diſeaſe, confifting/iothe Weakneſs or injured Con- 
formation of che Fibres, -may beheaFdwor remov'd. 

Now this, though it will be ſometimes incurable, as when a ſchir- 
rous, or callous, or ſome other anticht and fix'd tumour, has pofſeſt 
the Meninges; rieverthele(s, ſince the Diagnoſtick of this 1s uncertain, 
and the Procararxis of a Diſcaſe, how unconquerable ſoever it may 
ſeem, ſometimes by a continued method of Cure 15 overcome; there- 
fore in every kind of Head-ach, as long as the Patient will 2dmir of 
Remedies, ſer nota Phyfician be backward 1n preſcribing thoſe things 
that ſhall ſeem moſt proper. 

- Therefore mn the place, as we hinted eyen now, we muſt di- 
ligently endeavour, that the Fuel' of the Diſeaſe being cut off, and 
wmercepted, _—_ Acceſles of the Fits be ſtopt ; for fo the 
indifpoſed Fibres, whilſt they are no longer moleſted, ſometimes re- 
cover their ſound ſtare, Nature alone eftefting the Cure. 

The helps of the Arr of Phyſick, indicated 1n this Caſe, are taken 
from Chirurgery rather than from Pharmacy 3 for whatſoever is ta- 
ken by the Mouth, paſling through long Circuits, ſpends all its Vir- 
rue before 1t-reaches the Membranes of the Head. 

Amongſt Chirurgical things, firſt Topical Remedies occur, and of 
thoſe, Plaiſters are of moſt advantagious uſe, and often prove very be- 
neficial. Let not theſe be extreamly hot, which may draw the Hu- 
mours more to the place affected, but moderately diſcufling and cor- 
roborative. I uſe to preſcribe, Emplaſtrum de'Minio, or Diaſaponis, 
with'a half: quantity of Paracelſns's Plaifter , to be applyed to the 
Place grieved after it is ſhaved, and to be worn for ſome time. As . 
to the. Ancients frequent uſe of Phenigms and Srnapiſms, and to the 
preſent Praftice of - 5 6. peg againſt violent Head-aches , 
lomerimes to the whole hinder part of the lead, ſometimes no 
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Jinciput : if ar any time eaſe has enfued theſe hot Topicks, it was 
for this reaſon, Becauſe by thoſe Adminiſtrations a mighty ſtore of 
ſharp Serum was voided from the Part affe&ed, ; 
 Liiments of Oyls, and Unguents, tho frequently us'd, do little 3 
becauſe (asI ok) in caſe they penetrate deep, they render more 
lax the Tones of the Fibres, whereby thev lye more readily open t5 
the Incurfions of the morbifick Matter ; moreover, they ſtuff the Pores 
of the Skin, that the Effluvra do not evaporate: for the ſame Reafon, 
in a manner, it is, that warm Fomentations, prepar'd of Aromarick, 
or other cephalick Decoftions, oftner do Hurt than Good, becauſe 
they draw Humours towards the Parts afte&ed, and withall, open the 
Pores and Paſlages, whereby they are more readily admirred ; and 
therefore alſo ir 15, that bathing of the Head, by pumping Water on 
it in hot Baths, is uſed to Perſons troubled with rhe Head-ach with no 
better Succeſs : whereas, on the contrary, it would be good for many 
to waſh their Temples, Fore-head, and Sinciput, every Morning and 
Evening, with cold Water : nay, to bath their Heads every "Morni 
by pumping cold Water on 1t, or at leaftwiſe, to dip it ina deep Vet- 
ſel or Well, | | 
Another Chirurgical help cryed up for the Head-ach, eſpecially if 
vidlent and inveterate, is wont to be a burning or cutring of NJwes in 
ſeveral partsof the Body: It's a thing without doubt, that theſe be- 
* ing madein the Arms orLegys, are both leſs troubleſome, and prove 
ſomewhat beneficial ; viz. inaſmuch as they withdraw the fuel from 
the Parr, and lead it faraway from the place affefted : Moreover, an 
Iflue in the Nucha, and a Setaceum in the Neck, alſo 1n the lap of the 
Ear, or near it; and likewiſe a pellet of the Roots of Wild Black 
Hellebore ſtuck in the lap of the Ear perforated, inaſmuch as they 
evacuate much ſerofity, and canſe more to paſs rowards theemunRo- 
ries, WR. the _ are often us'd with benefir. But there is a 

reat deal of ralk and a reputation concerning Canteries a 
plied to the place ew or near it, ſo that large Iffues are mote 
1n the crown of the Head, or near the Commiſlures of the Sutureg, 
If we meaſure the fruit of this practice from the ſucceſs, it will ap- 
pear to be little and ſeldom beneficial, bur often unfortunate ; for I 

ave not known any perſon cur'd by theſe kind of Cauteries, bur ma- 
ny 'aking Heads to have grown worſe thereby. And traly Reafon 
diftares it ; for whereſoever an Iflue is burnt, a ſerous hamour flows 
to thar place from the whole maſs of Blood, and conſequently from 
the whole Body ; and it is often heap'd together there in roo great a 
ſtore, rhar it may be conſtantly yoided by that emiflary : Wherefore 
abour Iflnes, Inflamed ſwellings, paſtutes, and various humours eve- 
ry where ariſe : What therefore can we ſuſpe& leſs, rhan that Cante- 
nes being applied near the place griev'd of the Head, but they will 
cauſe the Morbrfick matter to be more heap'd together there, oy 
Th cre 
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320 Of the Head-ach. 
There remains yet another Chirurgical operation, extoll'd by many 
for an obſtinate Had-ach, bur tryed as yet by none (that I know) to 
wir, che —_ the Scull with a trepand Iron near the grour of 
the pain: Our famous Hervey endeavour'd to perſwade a Lady of 
great quality to this, who was troubled with a terrible and inverterate 
ead-ach, promiſing her a Cure thereby ; but neither ſhe nor any 
other has been content to admit of the adminiſtration: Truly it does 
not appear to me what certainty we may expe from the Sculls being 
opened where it pains; if an Abſceſs lay hid there, this were the onl 
way of Cure ; but that is wont to cauſe the ſleepy, or mortal Convul- 
five afte&ts, rather. than to take- away the Head-ach: if an inflamed 
Swelling, or Puſtules, or an Eryſipela has ſeized the Diplois, I know 
not whether thoſe tumours expoſed ra the naked Air will evaporate 
- more cafily, or whether remedies applied ta them, when bare, will 
do anything or not: And in caſe the pains ariſe by reaſon of the Me- 
ninges being beſet with tubercles, or a ſchirrous, or callous Tu- 
_ I judge the opening of the Scull will turn to little or no 
But this being paſt by till it comes in praftice, let us proceed tg 
other things: And now. let us conſider whether Salivation be to be 
uſed- for curing old and confirmed Head-achs; in truth if the pains 
ariſe from the Venereous Diſeaſe, I make no queſtion but this way 
ought to be taken; but thoſe that have tryed that kind of remedy, 
in Head-achs proceeding from other cauſes, have not reaped a Harveſt 
anſwerable to fo laborious a cultivation; I confeſs the cr of 
certain perſons have ſcared me from trying that method in thoſe kinds 
of caſes, A certain Lady of great quality (whoſe diſtemper I ſhall 
ſet forth beneath) for curing a violent and long continued Head-ach, 
has undergone three copious Salivations, viz. firſt by a Mercury 
Ointment dire&ed by Sir Theodore Mayern, and afterward twice by ta- 
king the late famous Powder of Charles Huis, and this without any 
relief, ( and I wiſh it were not with ſome detriment to her ) for ſince 
for many years, even to this day, ſhe has given ground to the cruel 
Tyranny of this diftemper growing by degrees upon her. Ir fell our 
ſomewhat worſe than this with that excellent man, D. G. D. for the 
cure of whoſe ancient Head-ach, when a Mercury Ointment was ap- 
prod to his Head pained, the Salivation raiſed thereby, made him 
lind, without curing the diſeaſe. Truly every man, duly conſidering 
the operation of Mercury in the Body of man, ought ta dread theſe 
kinds of effets from the; raſh giving of it : For, not to ſay that Mer- 
cury 1s malignant, or wholly venemeus, viz, inaſmuch as from its 
. united Particles little or no hurt is cauſed ; fo that often a great quan- 
rity of Quick-f1]ver is taken with ſafery enough 3 nevertheleſs, the 
Mercurial Corpuſcles being divided, and ſeparated from each other, 
(whether 1t be done by Chymical Salts, as in fublimated and preci- 
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Þitated Mercuries, or b lation through the Pores of the Skin, 
when an un&ion 15 ma 6 they preſently become exorbitant and ma- 
ſterleſs, and raiſe more turbulent commorions in the Body of: Man 
than any Medicines beſides : they ſometimes infeſt the Ner- 
yous Pafts firſt, wherefore by reaſon of the Fibres of the Ventricle, 
Inteſtines, and other of the Viſcera being fretted, Gripes, horrible 
Vomitings, moſt ſharp and often Bloody Stools, Cardialgias, Swoon=- 
ings, and other terrible affe&s cony happen ſoon after the Medi- 
cine is given : But ſometimes the Particles of the Mercury, when they 
are not preſently diſſoly'd, without offending much the /7ſcera, ſcarce 
EXert their forces before they are conveyed into the maſs of Blood : 
Therefore being mighty ative, and diſplaying theraſelves every 
way, they readily enter this, and preſently infeting the whole, exa- 
gitate ir, and often (,when they are more fully diflolv'd ) ſtir itto a 
great efferveſcency : then the Blood, to clear it ſelf of the diſagreeing 
Particles, beginning to ferment, delivers them that way it may, to 
the humours contained within it ſelf, viz. the Serum, and Nutritious 
Juice, and throughly mixes them in it, and withal endeavours to / 
diſcharge it (elf of thoſe, being imbued with ſo preternatural a mix- 
ture. Now this is not done eaſily, or plentifully enough by Urine, 
or Sweat, for the Liqzamina of the Blood being become more viſcid 
and-groſs, from the Particles of the Mercury incocted in it, than that 
they may paſs the ſmall colatories of the Reins or Skin, ſomerimes 
breaking forth (unleſs they are ſtopt ) by the Czliak Arteries, paſs 
away upon raiſing a Diarrhoea or Dyſentery, the intent of Salivation 
being thus letted or fruſtrated 3 but oftner the, Latex being imbued 
with Mercury remaining within the Blood, which 1s alſo ſomewhat 
infeted, ae being carried violently with it hither and thither by 
the Veins or Arteries, butts againſt various Parts, and a way beihg 
made, either breaks forth outwardly, or is hurl'd into the Vi{cera, 
Membranes, and other Parts, often with great prejudice. Moreover, 
ſome Mercurial Particles alſo ſeem to penetrate the Brain, and in{imu- 
ating- themſelves into the Nervous [uice, to be diffuſed not only 
through all the inward parts of the Head, bur through all the Ner- 
vous Parts, and fo in ſome ſort to ferment the nervous liquor, 

But in the mean while the Mercurial Serofities remaining in the 
Blood, are depos'd for the greateſt part in the Glands, which are the 
proper emunRories of the Arteries : Wherefore, fince abour | the 
parts of the mouth both a great many, and very great Glands arc 
plac'd (to which a mighty ſtore of Serwn is ſent for Spittle) and from 
thoſe the open Duttz#'s by the excretory Veſſels gape into the cavity 
of the mouth, certainly by this way chiefly, the envenom'd Latex 
of the Blood will find its paſſage forth, which it cannot readily do 
elſewhere, Wherefore, upon a Salivation being rais'd, the Blood 
long fermenting, like Wine or Beer purgivg it ſelf, throws off vY 

the

the Du Salivales, and the innumerable Meat every where gs 
ping into the Mouth, whatſocyer extraneous and degenerate ſub- 
fiance it may either contain within it (elf, or can drink up, or receive 
from elſewhere, be it from the Viſcers, or ſolid Parts, or from other 
humours. Moreover, it 1s likely, that as the ofi-ſcowrumgs of the 
Blood, fo alſo thoſe of the Liquor that wrigates the Brain, and Ner- 
vous Appendix, being ftirr'd upon the entrance of the Mercury, arc 
voided forth alſo this way, viz. by the Dufius Saljuales. 

Therefore a Salivation caus'd by Mercury, if haply it ſucceeds well, 
removes ſometimes difficult and indeed Herculean diſtempers, and 
ſuch as will not be maſtered by any other Remedies, viz, foraſ- 
muth as this operation, by a long expurgation, throughly cleanſes 
the Blood and nervous Juice, and other humours, deſtroys all exotick 
ſerments, quells che enormiries of Salts and Sulphurs, and alfo exagi- 
tates the morbifick matrer ſticking any where, or ſtagnating, - and 
ofen leads it forth, PE 

Nevertheleſs, this Medicine 1s not always free (rom danger, 477. 
becauſe the Mercury being become exorbirant, and carrying with ic 
a mighty ſtore of moſt ſharp, and as it were, enverom'd Serum, and 
ruſhing violently into thenoble Parts, and eſpecially the Brain ; with 
the appendixes, both medullary and fiervous, or into the Lungs and 
Precordia, brings upon them an indelible, and ſometimes a mortal 

judice ; Wherefore, in an ancient and fore Head-ach there is dan- 
ger leſt the indiſpos'd Fibres be more irritated by the Mercury per- 
vading them with much and Corrofive Serum, and be put ypon 
greater Conyulfions and painſul Corrugations: And alſo, leſt upon the 
mighty recourſe of Humours to the Head, the Brain be invaded, and 
conſequently (which happens too often _) leſt the {leepy or Convulſive 
affets be cauſed : I would have diſceurſed more concerning theſe 
things, becauſe it 1s of a great concern, but that we daily expe&t 
an exa& method of Salivation, and a full account of ir, .as to its 
ways and effe&s, advantages or diſadvantages, to be ſet forth by the 
Learned Phyſician, Dr, Needham. ; 

_ From Chirurgery there remains yet another famous remedy for ct- 
ring inveterate Head-achs,. viz. the opening of an Artery: Some of 
the moderns uſe this, and very much extoll it, jt being greatly account- 
ed of amongſt the Ancients : Nevertheleſs, as far as it has appeared 
to our obſervation, ſucceſs has often been wanting to that ſo much 
cryed up. operation ; Nor is it a wonder, becauſethat ground on which 
the -Ancients relying, blam'd the Arterious Blood, as differing from 
that of the Veins, and more exorbitant, and therefore adviſed 1t to be 
ter forth, does not hold good : Nor indeed 15 there any other reaſon, 
wherefore Blood drawn from an Artery rather than from a Vein near 
the place grieved, (hould give eaſe, but rather on the contrary we 
may <xpect a greater help from the opening of a Vew 3 eons e an 
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Srtery being emptied; receives and draws away nothing from the 
part affeted 3 bur a Vein being opened, in the place of the Blood 
med forth, draws from the whole Neighbourhood, and often drinks 
in again,. and reftores to circulation the Blood, and other humours 
heaped rogether, and ſtagnating near the ſeat of the Diſeaſe. How- 
ever, left we recede too far from the prattice of the Ancients, attribu- 
ting nothing to Arteriotomy, we grant tharſometimes haply ir gives help 
tho, not immediately and cqufally, but only by way of conſequenr, 
and per accidens, viz. foraſmuch as the ends of a cnt Artery grow 
together, fo that the paſlage for the Blood that way 1s ftopt for the 
time to come 3 hence jn regard ſomewhat a lefs ſtore of Blood 1s 
brought towards the place by the Arteries, and an cqual quantity is 
ſtill carried away by the Veins, therefore 1t ſomerimes happens that 
the fuel of the morbifick marrer is diminiſhed, and that irs ſlock is 
conſumed by degrees. Fot this reafon that adminifira:ion has oftcn 
fucceeded well in diſtempers of the Eyes. Morcover, Farriers uſe a 
pratice nor unlike this for curing _— tumours 11 Horſcs Legs 3 
to wit, they take and bind the Artery by which the matter fiqws to 
the part affeted ; mean while that which was there ſticking, partly 
evaporates, and partly is drunk up again by the Vein. I have heard 
that itt a manner the ſame method was ſuccefsfully tryed by our Har- 
vey, for curing ſtrums ahd ſchirrhues tumours alſo in the Body of 
man. I might here ſer down many other kinds of Remedies, and 
alſo Preſcripts and fokms of Medicines which are wont to be uſed both 
by Phyſicians and by Empiricks, for curing Head-aches ; but the Books 
_ bf Phyſicians abound too much with theſe. I ſhall now give you 
ſome rare caſes of Perſons troubled with the Head-ach, and firſt ſome 
examples of a moſt ſevere continual Head-ach, which alto, the cauſc 
being invincible, has often proyed fatal. 

A Woman, fifcy years of age, after that ſhe had- been 1!! for about 
fx months with a very great pain of her Head, troubling her almoſt 
continually under the Sagi:tale Suture, and yielding to no Methgd or 
Medicines, fell at length inro a Lethargy, with a Partial reſolution 
of her Limbs , from which nevercheleſs being in a ſhort time reco- 
vered by remedies ſcaſonably adminiſtred, ſhe had agaia the violent 
- pain in her Head as before, and afterward within a fortnight or three 

weeks falling into a _ afie, ſhe departed this life : The Scull 
being opened, on the fide of the third Sinus, a ſchirrhous tumour 
three fingers broad grew to the Membranes, by the mediarion of 
which, the Drs Meninz alſo for ſome ſpace grew tothe Pia; and 
the Blood Veſſels which ought there to open 1nto the cavity of the 
inus, were ſtopt z morcover, hoth the outward Anfrafus of rhe 
ain, and its inward caviry, were filled with clear water, From 
theſe obſervations the invincible, and ar iength mortal cauſe of that 
Diſeaſe may plainly appear. I remember formerly to have — 
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334 Of the Head-ach. 
by Anatomy acaſe like to this,. in a certain other Perſon. . Moreover, - 
in regard. I judge that in. many Perſons troubled with the Head-ach, 
the Diſeaſe depends. on ſuch an invincible cauſe, I ſhall here give 
you one inſtance that is quite freſh of thar kind of affeR. 
Some few years ſince I was called to ſee a Lady of Quality, troubled 
for above twenty years with a Head-ach, which at was intermit- 
tent, bur of late 15 almoſt continual. She was endowed with admi- 
rable gifts both of body and mind, ſo that ſhe was excellently skilled 
in the Liberal Sciences, and all Learning, aboye the condition of her 
Sex 3 but (as tho Nature thought it too much for her to enjoy ſo 
great endowments wichout ſome afflition) ſhe has ſuffered yery for - 
ly from ' this diſeaſe : Before ſhe was eight years of age, upon her 
recovery from a dangerous Fever, ſhe became- obnox10us to pains of 
her Head, which were wont to ariſe ſometimes of their own accord, 
but oftner on ſome light occaſion offered 3 the diſeaſe being not li- 
mired ro one place or part of the Head, ſometimes infeſted the right 
fide, ſometimes the left, and often its whale circuit, During the ac- 
ceſs ( which ſeldom ending within the ſpace of twenty four hours, 
often 1nfeſted her for two, . three, or four days) ſhe could not endure 
light, ſpeech, ſound, or any motion 3 but fitting apright in her Bed 
in a darkned room, ſhe was able to ſpeak with none, nor to take 
any reſ?, or food: at length, as the Fir declined, ſhe uſed to fall into 
a deep and troubled ſleep; from which awaking, ſhe was wont te be 
better, and then by degrees to recover, and during the time of inter- 
miſlion to be indifterently well, Formerly the Fit being raiſed only 
occaſionally, ſeldom returned within twenty days, or a month, and 
then afterwards much mote as pu bur of late ſhe 1s ſeldom free 
from them. Moreover, through many occafions, or- rather. evident 
cauſes ( ſuch as are the changesof the Year, and of the Air, the great 
Aſpedts of the Sun and: Moon, violent paflions, and errours in diet } 
ſhe is ſorely tormented with them. Now tho this affe& having ſorely 
afflicted this noble Lady (when I wentto ſee her ) above twenty years, 
and pitching its Camp near the Confines of the Brain, had fo long 
beſieged its Royal Fort, however ithad nor yet gotten poſſeſſion of it: Bur 
the diſeaſed being free from a Vertize, Scotomia, Convulſive affets 
and any ſleepy ſymptom, had till the chief Faculties of her Soul whole 
and ſound, . 
In order to the obtaining, or rather endeavouring a Cure, through- 


_, ut the whole progreſs of the Diſeaſe, a great many Remedies, pre- 
ſcribed by moſt skilful Phyſicians, as well ot our Country, as Fo- 


reigners, were uſed without any ſucceſs, or eaſe: She tryed all the 
Great Remedies of every kind and form, but always in vain: a great 
many years ſince ſhe underwent a long-contirued, and moſt trouble- 
ſome Salivation, by a Mercury Ointment, fo that ſhe incurred a great 
danger of Life. Afterward a Cure was twice undertaken by a F =_ 
na

tho to no effet, by a Mercury Powder, (which the famous Emplrick 
Charles Huis generally gave ) : She tryed hot Baths, and drank Spaw- 
waters almoſt of every Country and Nature, with the like ſucceſs as rhe 
reft: She was frequently blooded, and once in an Artery ; ſhe went with 
many Iſſues, made ſometimes in the Sincipur, ſometimes in the hinder 
part of the Head: She took the Air in divers Countreys, viz. beſides her 
Native, thatof Irelandand France: She took Medicines of all kinds what- 
ſoever z to wit, Cephalicks, Antiſcorbuticks, Hyſtericks, allfamous Speci- 
ficks,nay, and-Empirical Remedies, given both by the learned and un- 
learned, by Mountebanks and old Women ; yet ſhe declared that ſhe 
had not received any where from any remedy, .or method of Cure, 

, rhe leaſt help or relief : Bur the refra&ory and obſtinate Diſeaſe, be- 
ing deaf to all inchantments of Medicines, would not be-maſtered. 
Moreover, having poſſeſſed fo long the precin&s of the Brain, tho ir 
could not enter its receſſes, yet when I went to ſee her, extending its 
limirs into cercain ocher parts of the Genzs Nervoſum, it began to raiſe 
violent pains in the Limbs, alſo in the Loyns and Abdomen, ſuch as 
are uſual in a Rheumariſtf, and in a Scorbutick Cholick. 

' A worthy man, about forty years of age, robuſt, and ſound, when, 
upon riding a whole day in the rain, he had gotten cold, by reaſon 
the hinder part of his Head being continually wet, ſoon began ta 
feel a pain in that Part, which in a ſhort time being very much en- 
creaſed, miſerably aftlited the. Diſeaſed both day and night, and kepr 
him 1a a manner, always without fleep. Blooding , Furging, Cly- 
ſters, Veſicatories, Hypnoricks ; nay, and a great- many Remedies of 
all kinds, diligently adminiſtred by the joint advice of a great 'many 
Phyſicians, did little or nothing towards the Cure of this afte& : 
When the Diſeaſe, notwithſtanding all theſe, daily grew worſe, after 
fx weeks, Glands, preternaturally fwoln and painful, aroſe all over the 
Neck, the Hemicrania in the mean while abating nothing : Moreover, 
the Tendons of the Neck being very much diſtended, and ſtiff, pro- 
ved very tedious to him; to which in a ſhort yme, Convulſive mo+ 
tions, and leapings of the Tendons ſucceeded in various Parts, with a 
Delirium ;, and at lengrh the Diſeaſed being worn our with pains and 
watchings, yielded to Death. 

As in the foregoing cales, the Head-aches proceeded from Nodes and 
tubercles of the Meninges, fo ſometimes mortal and incurable Head- 
achs ariſe from a Phlegmon and Abſceſs. A while ſince, a Univerfity 
Scholar, afrer he had complained for a fortnight of a very great Head- 
ach, affliting him almoft conſtantly; ar length the Fever becoming 
ſtronger, preſently Watchings, Convulfive morions, and a talking 
light-headed enſued ; at which time a Phyſician being calted, Blood- 
ing, Clyſters, Playſters, Revulfives, Velicatories, alſo inward Reme- 
dics for withdrawing the courſe of the Blood and Humours from the 
Head, being carefully — he could do no. good, bur Death  _-.. 
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ina ſhort time followed. The Scull being opened,the Veſſels ſpread 
over the Mcninges were filled with Blood, and very much diſtended, 
as tho the whole maſs of Blood had flown thither 3 fo that the Sinus's 
being difleted and opened; above half a pound of Blood flowed 
forth : Moreover, the Membranes themſelves being atteted through- 
out with a Phlegmonous tumour, appeared diſcoloured : Theſe cover- 
Ings being taken away, a!l the Arnfrattus of the Brain, and 1s Ven- 
tricles were full of clear watcr 3 and- its ſubſtance being too much 
Irrigated, was moiſt throughour, and nothing firm: For the Blood 
being there heaped together, when 1t could not circulate, rhrew off 
from ir ſelf a plenty of Serum, by which the whole Head was ſoon 
floated ; ſo that the Diſeaſe, curable haply at the beginning by Phlebo- 
romy, afterward became mortal. 

I remenuber another Univerlity Scholar, whoafter being contantly, 
and very ſorely afflicted wich a Hemicrania under the temporal Suture 
for three wecks, fell ar laſt into a faral Apoplexy. The Head being 
opened, a Phiegmon had groin inthe Meninges near the place pain- 
Tag hom which at length ſuppurated and broken, the Santes falling on 

e Brain, had atlected its ſubſtance with a lividneſs and cor- 
raption. 

Bur tho a continual Head-ach ( ſpecially if it be drawn in length 
for many weeks withont intcrmithon) be not without danger, never- 
rheleſs we muſt not preſently deſpair of its Cure, becauſe the cauſe 
of this, how fixed and immoyable focyer it may ſeem, is often cured 
by a long uſe of Remedies, nay, ſometimes wichour them, by Tyme 
and Nature 3 tho in a caſe that is almoſt deſperate, there is need of 
ſome Phyfick, left rhe preſent afte& paſs into a worſe, v7 mito A 
ſleepy or Convulive Swe, So much of the continual Head- 
ach ; it now remains for us to propoſe tome Examples, and tome rare 
Initances of an intermictenr Head-z2ch, 

Therefore, not to fer forth here cafes cf the Kead-ach, whoſe Fits 
being erring and uncertain , proceed from the Blood or | Serum 
ruſhing into the places aficcted, 1n regard that thcſe are very frequent, 
and vulgarly known. I ſhall now fer before you ccreainchoice Ob- 
ſervations of this Diſeaſe, bcing either periodical, or ſeeming 1o ariſe 
from ſome one of the Yyeru, per Conſenſum. As to the former, the 
period:z! invaſions of the Head-ach are produced cither from rhe nu- 
tricive Humour, or from tlie nervous Juice; I ſhall now give you 
cxamples of both. 

A vencra'vle Matron, 1n the forty fifth year of her age, being of a 
thin halt of Body, and a bilous temperament, after having liv'd for 
a long time obnoxious to Head-aghs wonr to be occationally rais ; 
about the beginning of Autumn ſhe began ro be rroubled with a pert- 
odical Head-ach: This afte& ſeizing her about four a clock m the 


Aiternocn, was wont to old her almoſt till midnight, till the —_—_ 
cing 
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| being tired wich watchings and tortures, was forced to fall afleep ; then 


afrer a pretty proſound ſleep, upon her awaking in the morning ſhe was 
well. T Diſeaſe hav1 —datly Firs of this ÞDiſesſe for three 
| weeks after this manner, delay'd the uſe of Phyſick, which ſhe very 
much abhoxr'd; bur at length -her appetite being dejeced, and her 
ſtrength worn away, ſhe was forc'd to deſwe a method of Cure, and 
afrer 2 gentle Purge and blooding, ſhe took twice a day, for a week 
or a fortnight, the quantity of a Cheſtnut of the following EleRua- 
ry, and grew perfectly well. 

Take Conſerve of the Flowers of Cichory aud Fumitory, of each three 
ences, compound powder of Aron Roots two drams and a half, Ivory & 
dram and a half, yellow Saunders, Lignum ales, of each half a dramz 
Salt of Warmwood a dram and a half, Vitriol of Mars a dram, Syrup of the. 
frve Roots what ſuffices; mabe an Eleuary. 

The cauſe of this periodical Head-ach doubtleſs was, that the a 
{milation of the Chyme, or nutritive Humour mro Blood was hin- 
dred. For when its ſtore received into the mak of Blood could nor 
be overcome, wt was wont, after a little ſtay, to fall ar odds, and fer- 
ment wth irs particles : Therefore preſently the Blood falling into a 
turgeſcency, that it might ſhake off that incongraous mixture, 'd 
Ks recrements, as on other Parts, ſo chiefly, and with a greater ſence 
of offence on rhe Fibres of the Meninges, being before weak, orinjur'd 
in their conformarion, fo that the pain laſted till rhe heterogeneous 
R__ boyling 5y their mutual congreſs, either were bdued, or did 
exhale 

A handſome, tall, and ſlender Woman, long and forely obnoxious 
to cephalick affets, was wont to be infeſted fomet1mes for many days, 
nay weeks, with a violent Head-ach,which ſeiz'd her daily at her awake 
carly in the morning, and afflicted her for three or four hours: In the 
wean ſpace ſhe was alſo affefted with a heavineſs of the whole Head, 
a deadachs of the Senſes, and a ſtupidity of Mind : which affe@ts va- 
viſhing together with rhe pain before Noon, like Clouds difperſt, lefr 
all thmgs calm and ſerene : Tillthe next morning they polleft again the 
Frain l1ke a fogg and dark miſt : For curing theſe drſtempers, I pre- 
ſcribed purging Pills, a ſpare Bleeding, Veſicatories alſo, and the uſe , 
of Spirit of Harts-horn, or of Soor, with Cephalick Juleps, or 
Waters. 

In this Gentlewoman the pains of the Head rather followed _ 
than was cur'd by it; becaufe in this morning Head-ach rhe. morbift 
macter rei;ded in the nervous Juice, whoſe greareſt cradity, and ag- 
gravarion about the Head, happen preſently after fleep; but the other 
evening fit of this difeaſe, m regard it depended on the plenitude and 
turgeſcency of the nutritive liquor withjn the maſs of Blood, therefore 
hapned ſo many hours after dmner; and was not mittigated bur after 
fleep, which appeaſes the diſorders of the Blood, *< 

,) 
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Tho the Experience and Complaints of ſick Perſons manifeſtly 
ſhew that Fits of the Head-ach ſometimes ariſe by conſent from the 
other Parts, viz, the Womb, Spleen, Stomach, &c. Nevertheleſs it as 
clearly appears from the accounts of them, and the Phoenomena being 
duely conſidered; that this 1s done by another means than by Vapours 
rais'd from the Viſcera afte&ted to the Head. And firſt, as to the pains 
of the Head ſeeming to be rais'd from the Womb, nothing occurs 
more frequently than-for violent Head-achs to enſue upon the ſuppreſ- 
fion of the menſes or lochia: moreover, tho the menſes obſerve their 
due courſe, yet ſome Women are wont to be afflited with a violent 
pain of the Head juſt as they are coming, others as ſoon as they are 
paſt : ur yet, tho arthe fame time thatthe Head is affefted, the Worhb 
1s alſo, . yet it does not follow thar the Injury is convey'd immediatel 
from this to that: but it 15 the Blood it ſelf which fixes the morbifick 
marrer on the Head 3 v9. it fometimes perverlly conveys it, being en- 
gendred within its own boſom, and deſign'd for the Womb, into the 
Meninges of the Brain; and ſometimes withdrawing it fromthe Parts 
of the. Womb, it delivers it to the-Head with a greater miſchief, This 
Mciology agrees alſo with the Head-ach, vulgarly imputed to the Ste- 
mach, Spleen, and other Parts. . 

A beautiful poun Woman, of a thin habit of Body, and a hot 
Blood, having abnox1ous to an hereditary Head-ach, was wont 
to undergo frequent Fits of it, and thoſe coming at random, to wit, 
fome- happening on a light occaſion, and others arifing of their own 
accord, that 1s, without any evident cauſe. On the day before the 
if ecus acceſs of the Diſeaſe, being very ___ the Evening, 

e greedily cat a plentiful Supper, with a hunger-ſtarv'd, not to ſay 
' Canine appetite, moſt certainly fore-knowing by this fign that a pain 
of the Head would ſeize her next morning, which ſign never fail'd of 
Event ; for as ſoon as ſhe awak'd, being affiifted with a moſt cruel 
rorture throughout the Sinciput, ſhe was afte&ed likewiſe with a vo- 
miting of a humour, ſometimes acid, and as it were vitrjolick, ſome- 
rimes bilous, and extremely bicter ; 1t hence equa to appear that 
that Head-ach had its riſe from the fault of the Sromach. 

To undertake to give the reafon of this, in the firlt place it is known 
that a vomiting enſues upon the Head*s being 1njur'd, viz. after a 
ſtroak, Wound, or a fall from an high place ; nevertheleſs, a pain of 
the Head ſeldom or never follows a vomiting, Cardialgia, or the Sro- 
machs being otherwiſe troubled, unleſs an efferveſcency of the Blood 
happens. Wherefore, in the foreſaid caſe of the Perſon diſeagd, fince 
it plainly appear'd that the Meninges of the Brain were prediſpos'd 
for Head-aches, and that its Fits had raiſed an agitation of the Blood; 
hence it will be obvious to conceive, when the heterogeneous Parti- 
cles by reaſon pf the fault of Chylification, were 'heap'd together in 
the maſs of Blood to a fulnc(s, preſently upon its beginning to. OA

order to the. expulſion of that which was offenſive, they being ſevered 
from the ood codidigrecing with it, and partly being ſent from the 
Arteries into the Ventricle, ſtirr'd up its ferment, and ſo _ 
, and partly ruſh'd into the prediſposd Meninges of the Brain, and 
. uh depos'd the fuel, or rather incentive of the Head-ach which. 
was preſently to enſue. This Patient loathing all Medicines, and refu- 
fi undergo any method of Cure, became ar length alſo obnoxious 
ro irical and convulfive affets. From what is faid it will be ea« 
fie to give the Etiology of any other Head-ach ; viz. hypochondria- 
cal, rical, or otherwiſe ſympithical; ſo that it will not be needful 
toadd here more Hyſtories or Obſervations, 


CHAP. II. 


Tnſtrutions and Preſeripts for curing the Le- 
tharey. 


Itherto we have deſcribed with what Diſeaſe chiefly, and how 
diverſly the precins of the Head, or the Coyerings of the 
' Brain are wont to be affefted: Now, deſcending to its inward 

; Parts, and to 1ts cortical Subſtance, which immediarely lyes under 

thoſe Coyerings, let us ſee to what aftefts chiefly this Part'ts found to 
be obnoxious. We have ſhewn elſewhere that the Cortex of the Brain 

15 the Seat of Memory, and the Entry of Sleep; wherefore we juſtly 

aſcribe to the cortical part of the Brain that Diſeaſe which is wont to

they fink down, and often, when they are left to themſelves, falling 
into a perpetual Sleep they dye out right : which kind of Fit has very. 
often a Fever joyn'd with it, though when the diſeaſed awake, and 
come perfeRly to themſelves, for the moſt part it ceaſes of its own ac- 
cord.

| Mean while you may obſerve, that almoſt in every kind of Lethargy,

Wherefore, thar the for- 
mal Nature and Cauſes of the Lethargy may the better he known, We 
muſt firſt enquire here concerning Sleep and Oblivion, whar they are, 
and for what cauſes they are ral | 
The Efſence of Sleep confiſts in this, that the corporeal Soul with- 
drawing it felf a little, and contrating the Sphere of its Irradiation, 
in the firſt place renders deſtitute the ourward part of the Brain or its 
Cortex, and then all the outward Organs of Senfe and Motion of 
the Emanarion of the Spirits, and cloſes the Doors as it were; ſo that 
* they being called in for refreſhment ſake, lyedown, and indulge them- 
{elves to reſt : mean while the pores and paſlages of the outward part 
bf the Brain being free, and void of the Excurtions of the Spirits at- 
ford a paſſage to the Nervous Liquor diftilſed from the Blood for new 
Stores of Spirits. In natural and uſuall Sleep, theſe two concanſes 
conſpire and happen together as it were by ſome mutual compa of 
Narure : 472, at the ſame time the Spirits recede, and that nervous 
Humour enters: bur 1n nonnarural, or extraordinary Sleep, ſomerimes 
this cauſe, ſometimes thar is firſt: for either the Spirirs being weary 
br called away withdraw themſelves firſt, and afford an entrance to 
the Nervous humour heaped together in a readineſs for it : ora plenty 
of Nervous humour coming to thoſe Places, and making a way by 
force as it were, repells the Spirits, and entring their Paflages, floats 
as it were. Concerning Oblivion, or the Eclips or defe& of Me- 
ory, the caaſe of this 1s wholly the ſame as of immoderate Sleep, 
vi. an Exclufion of the animal Spirits from the paſlages of the outward 
part of the Brain, which are filled with ſome Humour, and their return 
prohibited for a time. | 
© ,Preternarural Sleep or inſatiable Sleepineſs (which 15'the chief Symp- 
wth in the Lethargy and in the (leepy Effefts) ſeems to ariſe wholly!from 
the fame cauſes as non-natural Sleep, rais'd to a greater Energy, vi7- 
either the animal Spirirs being firft affe&ed leave the outward part of 
the Brain, ard yeild an entrance not only to the Nervous, bur like- 
wiſe to the Serous, or otherwiſe vitious Humour, or the ſerots and 
excrementitious Humours together with the Nervous force open the 
* cortical Gates of the Brain,and floating as it were its Pores and Fung

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repell and drive away the Spirits thence: ſometimes this Cauſe, ſome- 
HD. 1s the firſt and chief, and ſometimes both happen toge-

. . Therefore the conjun& Cauſes of the Lethargy are, 1. a heaping 
together of a redundant or incongruous Humour within the Pores of 
the cortical part of the Brain 3 which depends on other, both proca- 
tar&ick and evident cauſes: As to the former, both the Blood uſes to 
be infaulr, in that it ſends morbifick matter to the Part afte&ed, and 
the Brain it (elf, in that it admits 1t too eaſily, The evident cauſes 
which joyn with theſe are chiefly, Over-cating, Drunkennef;, and eſpe- 
cially immoderare drinking of Wine and hot Waters, then upon ſuch 
an Exceſs to fit up all night, or to ſleep in the open Air: Moregver, a 
long ſuppreſſion of an uſual evacuation of Serum by other ways; Alſo 
if Spaw-waters, drank in a large quantity, are not preſently diſcharg'd 
again by Urine, they threaten a Lerhargy ; the ſame alſo 15 cauſed by 
the recremenrs of other Diſeaſes,coming to an 11 or no Criits, convey'd 
to the Head: fo that a Lechargy happens upon acute,or long continued 
Fevers, and other Cronick Diſeaſes, and very often upon a Head-ach, 
Frenſie, Empyema, and Cholick. - | 

- 2. In regard, as non-natural, fo ſomerimes preternatural ſleep bc= 
o1ns from the Spirits Being firſt dejeted ; therefore the other Conjun&t 
cauſe of the Lethargy contifts in a ſtupefation 1nflicted on the Spirits, 
which proceeds either from Opiats taken inwardly, or from narcortick 
particles engendred in the Body, 

The ſum of whar is ſaid concerning the Lethargy, 1s this, that the 
animal Spirits refiding in the outward part of the Brain being ſtop'd 
from their wonted motion and emanation, yield to a profound and 1n- 
fatiable Sleep 3 Now they are ſtop'd either through their own fault, 
in as much as being ſpent, or affefted with a ſtupefative force, they 
are congeal'd as it were ; or becauſe their Paths or traQts are obſtru&- 
ed in the outward part of the Brain, and are poſleſ#d by a ſtrange 
ſs ſo that they have not a ſpace granted them fit for their ex- 

10N. 
The chief Symptoms of this Diſeaſe, are Sleep and Forgetfulneſs; a 
ceſſation of every other knowing, or ſpontaneous funfion, an uneven 
and flow reſpiration, a Fever, and ofren the afteX growing worſe, 
Cramps, leapings of the Tendons, and laſtly, umverſal and mortal Con- 
vulſions, | 
; The prognoſtick of the Lethargy is included in very narrow bounds; 
for the Fir of the Diſeaſe being for.the moſt part acute, 1s ſoon rermi- 
nated in Death, or a Recovery, and moſt commonly is wontto give 
more cauſe of fear than hope. | 
.. If it happens upon a Fever that is malignant, or of a difficult derer- 
Mminarion, or if upon other cephalick or convuliive Difeaſes, as the 
Head-ach; Frenſys Mania, Epilepſy, of alſo if on a long continued or 
F 1cyere 
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ſevere Cholick or Gout, the Phyſician can prognoſtick nothing bur ills 
nor 15 1t leſs to be fear'd, if it happens in a cacochymical Body, or in 
one long ſubje& to ſickneſs, and 1n old age. 

In like manner, it is an'ill Omen, if the Diſeas'd being preſently 
overwhelm'd with a.great deadneſs, and becoming almoſt ApopleAi- 
cal, cannot be awak'd, if he breaths unevenly and flowly, or with 
great ſnoarings: Moreover, if the Diſcaſe growing worſe and worle, 
the ſick Perſon be affeted with Tremblings, Cramps, leapings of the 
Tendons, and laſtly, with conyulfive motions, 'he 15 to be loox'd up- 
On as in a deſperate condition. | 

But if che affe& wichout any great Procatarxis, be rais'd by an evi- 
dent Cauſe alone, as from over-cating, drunkenneſs, the uſe of Nar- 
coticks, or from a ſtroak or wound of the Head that are not very dan- 
gerous, we rnay expet a leſs faral event, Moreover, if the affe& ari- 
ſing on ſuch anoccafjon, happens to a Body which was ſound and robuſt 
before, if at the firſt invaſion it does not wholly take away the Senſe 
and Memory, and after a little time the (ymproms begin to remit, we 
may not deſpair of ſuch a fickPerſon. | 

n any Lethargy, if the cauſe of the Diſeaſe ſeems ſomewhat to be 
ſhaten and mov'd, fo as plentiful and laudable evacuations by Swear, 
Urine, or Seige happen by the help of Medicines, or by the inſtin& of 
Nature, and give caſe; if upon the application of Veſicatories, a great 
glut of filrhy Waters flows forth ; 11 inflamed ſwellings , or great 
puſhes ariſe behind the Ears, or in the Neck; if a great ſneezing with 
a dropping at the Eyes or Noſe ſhall happen, we may thence conceive 
ſome hope of recovery. And ſometimes an Emyema hapning upon a 
Lethargy, puts ar end to it, v4 inaſmuch as the morbifick matrer 
which was fix'd in the Head, and firſt caus'd the Lethargy, being af- 
terward drank up again by the Blood, and depos'd in the Breaſt, pro- 
duces the Empyema: In the deſcription of the Epidemical fleepy Fe- 
ver, which reigrrd An. 1661. we have obſerved that this hapned to 
many. 

-. + FRF the Cure of this Diſcaſe, ſince 1t allows no truce, we 
muſt not be long deliberating: After the inje&tion of a ſmart Clyſter, 
preſcntly let a Vein be open'd; for the Veilels being emptied of 
Blood, more readily drink up again the Serum, or other humours de- 
pos'd in the Brain : Moreover, I adviſe in this caſe the Jugular Vein 
to be open'd, rather than a Vein of the Arm, becauſe by this means 
the Blood very much heap'd together, and haply ſtagnating within | 
= Sinus's of the Head, will be more eaſily reduc'd to an even circu-

Aftcr Bleeding, other Remedies of every kind are preſently to be 
ew to uſe ; ler large Veſicatories be applied to the Neck and Legs 3

: Moreover, itis here to be conſidered, whether a purging by Vo- 
mit or Seige ought not to be ordered juſt at the beginning. I know 
that this is variouſly controverted amongſt Authors, and I have known 
it us'd in. praRice with a various ſucceſs : which being conſidered, 
and compared berwixt themſelves, I ſhall briefly declare what 1s my 
Opinion. F 

Ty a Lethargy has aroſe from a freſh over-cating, or being drunk, or 
if from taking improper and narcotick things, preſently let a vomit be 
raiſed : Wherefore, let Salt of Vitrial be given, with Wine and oximel 
of Squilsz or inrobuſt Perſons, an infuſion of Cracus Metallum, or Mer- 
cuarizs Vite, with Black-Cherry Water : and afterward, unleſs it works of 
= own accord, let a Vomit be provoked, by thruſting a Quill into the 

roar. 

Burt ff the invaſion of the Diſeaſe happens upon a Feaver, or other 
Cephalick afte&s 3 or if 1t be raiſed primarily, or per ſe, by reaſon of a 
Procatarxis firſt laid in the Blood, or in the Brain, Vomits and Purges 
given preſently at the beginning, whilſt the matter 1s flowing, are 
wont oftner to do more hurt than good : to wit, inaſmuch as whilſt 
the humours are in motion, thoſe Medicines more exazitate them z 
and fince they are nor yet able to ſubdue them, and lead them forth, 
they drive them intothe part affected. 

On the ſecond day, 1f the dead fleepineſs be not yet remitted, fer 
+ bleeding, in caſe the Pulſe indicates 1t, be repeated, or in its ſtead 
let Blood be taken away in the Shoulder-blades by Cupping-glailes af- 
ter Scarification: Then a little afterward let arr Emetick Medicine (if 
nothing prohibits 1t) or a Cathartick, be given,

On the thifd day, and afterward, thoſe things which at the begin- 
ning of the Diſeaſe were forbidden for fear of a new flux1on, viz. Err- 
hines, Sneezers, and Apsphlegmatiſms ought to be us'd. ' Moreover, then 
it will be ſometimes profitable to. apply the warm Viſicera of a freſh 
kill'd Animal to the Sinciput, after that the Hagg 15 ſhav'd or cut, and 
naw and then to change it 3 and ſometimes alſo" to foment thoſe pla- 
ces with aephalick and diſcuſſing Decottion : Bur beyond other To- 
picks,] have knowngreat relicf given by a large Veſiicatory,raiſing Sores 
that ranvery much atl over the Head : I ſaw two Lerhargical Perſons 
cured chictiy by this Remedy, after that the Diſeaſe was protracted 
in length, and therein having loft not' only the memory, bur even 
all knowledge : for in both, the excoriated places, in regard they 
could not eafily be covered with an Efchar, diſcharg'd a vaſt quantiry 
of a thin Ichor, to wit, daily about half a pound. Ir will not be needful 
for us to deſcribe or ſet down other Vecicines of this kind, they being 
vulgarly and every where to be found , what remains, for the 11lu- 
{trating of what is faid before, I ſhall give you ſome Hiſtories of fick 
Perſors. I 
A Husbandman about thirry. years of age, ofa phlegmatick tempe- 
rament, inclining to a ſanguine, being long obnox10us to . requent Head- 
aches, about the beginning of Winter became very ſleepy and drowſy; 
afterward, on a certain day when he was tilling a field, he laid himſelf 
on the ground, and fell into a profound Sleep; and when he could 
not be awak'd by a Servant, and other Perſons call'd, being carried 
home he was put to bed : his Friends in the mean while expecting 
rhat the Sleep being at length ended, he would awake of his own ac- 
cord. After the ſpace of twenty four hours was paſt, when they were 
not able ro awake him by pinching, pricking, making a noiſe, and 
other wayes, they call me 3 when I came, I applied a large Veſica- 
tory preſently to all the hinder part of his Neck, then Blood being 
drawn to fixteen ounces, I ordered a ſmart Clyſter to be given, . his 
Face and Temples to be anointed with Oyl of Amber, Friftions, and 
painful Ligatures to be uſed to his Legs : Moreover, I preſcribed Spirit 
of Soot to be taken often in a day with a cephalick Julep: notwich- 
ſtanding he lay ſtupid all that day, without any ſenſe, if, being irrita- 
red by hard pinching, he raiſed himſelf a little, and opened his Eyes, 
preſcnily falling down and clofing them, he yielded again to his Le- 
riargy. Aboutthe Evening I ordered Cupping-glaſſes with much flame 
to be applied to his Shoulder-blades, which being done, he began to 
become alittle awake; and as abourthat time he purg'd freely bySeige, 
and the Plaiſters being taken off, a great deal of Scrum tlowed o_ 
$:# ene 
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the little bladders, we had thence a great hope of his Recovery, There- 
fore Remedies being frequently uſed afterward that night, awaking the 
morning following, he knew his Friends, and anſwered well to what 
was askt him: bur rhe whole cloud did not yer vamiſh, for he continued 
ſleepy and forgerful for many dayes, till being twice purg'd he perte&t+ 

ly recovered. _ 

An Oxford Gardener, ſick of a putrid Fever, and abour the height of 
the Diſcaſe, inſtead of a Crifis falling into a Lethargy, was overwhelmed + 
with a drowfie evil for three or four Dayes afterward, that he could not 
be ſo rouſed from his Sleep by the uſe of any Remedy, as to become 
perfeatly awake : but ar length, when his Head being ſhaved, and Veſica- 
tories being applied almoſt all over it, had raiſed a great many Sores 
that flowed plentifully, awaking from his Sleep, he recovered ſome 
fort of Senſe : nevertheleſs his Memory being almoſt wholly aboliſhr, 
| he was fo ſtupid, that remembring noenes Name, or Words, he had 
ſcarce more apprehenſion than a Brute, When he had lain after this 
manner for almoſt rwo Months void of Underſtanding, and full of Sleep, 
the cloud began by degrees to be diſperſt; and he at length re- 
rurning to his wonted Labours became inditfferently well, though he 
never got again the ſame Vigour of Mind, and former quickneſs of 
Sence, which he enjoyed before the Diſcale. 

As for a Lethargy ariſing from the uſe of Opiats, I remember I for- 
merly obſery'd a good exa® type of it in a Country Village, m which 
I was forc'd to ſtay a night, my Journey being ſtopr by reaſon of bad 
Weather : For as I was juſt a going te bed, my Holt intreated me 
that I would go and ſee two poor People in the Neighbourhood, who 
were affeted after ſuch a ſtrange and miſerable manner ; which Of- 
fice being induc'd to perform, not only through Charity but alſo Cu- 
riofity, I was willingly led to a very ſmall and low Cottage, where I 
found an aged Father and his Daughter ( in two little Beds plac'd 
here and there in the ſame Cell ) overwhelm'd with a moſt profound 
Sleep, which had oppreſgd them theday before, after they had eaten 
Henbane-roots, then freſhly dugg up 1n their little Garden, which 
they miſtook for Parſneps. | 

To bori theſe, after a Vomiting plentifully rais'd by pouring Oyle and. 
Oxim?l 1nto ther Mouths ; and thruſting a Feather into their Throars, 
I preſcribed tinefure of Caſtareum to be givenſrequently during the whole 

tghr 10 a Spoonful of Treackle-Water (which Remedies I thencaſually 
* had by me); moreover that their Temples and NoSrils ſhould be anoinred 
with the tame Tin&ure, and if it could be done, that a ſmart Clifter 
ſhould be inje&ed: rhe day following,firſt the old man, and afterward 
the Daughter,awaking,came to themlelves, the dead (leep being wholly - 
ſhaken off, in theſe Perſons, after the remainder of the Narcotick being 
caſt up by Vomit, leſt it did farther miſcheif, ic was only needtul _ | 
| ie 
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the Spirits being raiſed up by fir Remedies ( in the number of which 
Caftoreum is juſtly accounted againſt the Poyſons of Opiats) they ſhould 
be freed from the StupefaQtion infli&ed on them, 


CHAP. 1II. 


InftruFions and Preſcripts for curing certain other 
ſleepy affets, viz. the continual Sleepineſs, the 
Coma, and the Cars, n 


"FO begin with che firſt ; many Authors call this not a Diſeaſe, but 
a drowſie Diſpoſition ; for the affe&ed as to other things are 
well enough, _ eat and drinkawell, they walk abroad, they 

take care indifferently of their houſhold Afﬀairs, but in ſpeaking, or 
walking, or eating, nay their Mouths being full of Meat, they now and 
then nod,and unleſs they are ſtirred by others, they are preſently over« 
whelmed with Sleep: and after this manner they Sleep almoſt a con= 
tinual Sleep, not only for ſome Dayes or Months, but for many years 
( as it is reported of Epimenides.) Wherefore we judge this Aﬀe& by 
which we are defrauded of more than half of our Life, to be really a 
Diſcaſe and to deſerve a cure, 
- The ſeat of ſleepineſs, as of the Lethargy, is to be plac'd in the out- 
ward part of the Brain, but with this difference, that the material or 
conjundt cauſe of this Diſeaſe, tho always preſling at the entrances of 
rhe Brain, does not penetrate fo deep as it 1swont to doin the Lethar- 
gy 3 but affe&s in a manner only the ſurface of the Brain, or the meer 
cortical ſubſtances of the Anfratus, the medullary part within being as 
It were untouched; in which regard it differs not only from the Le- 
chargy, bur alſo from the Coma, for.in the affe& which we deſcribe, 
tho Sleep be continually prefling, yet it is cafily broken off: and more- 
over being perfealy awak'd the dilcaſed remember a great many things, 
diſcourſe with their Friends, being preſently ready to fall again into 
their ſleepineſs : whence it appears that. the cauſe of the Diſeaſe ſticks 
only in the outward border of the Brain, nor does it enter deeply 
ts ſubſtance, as in other ſleepy afte&s. 7 

| This affe&, as I have obſerved in many, is not very dangerous; for 

either (as 1t is often done) ir is perfealy cured, or at leaſtwiſe conti- 

nuing for many years, without a Carus or Apoplexy (which are wont 

to be feared ) it does nor preſently become morral or terrible: the re- 

leaſe of this afle& often happens upon the change of the ſeat of ws 
Dit« 
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Diſeaſe: to wit, the Brain becoming clear, the morbifick matters con- 
veyed to the Cerebellym, where lying, it produces Tremblings of the 
Heart, the Aſthma, Faintings of the Spirits, and orher troubleſome 
Symptomsaccounted for Kypochondriacal. : OED 2 : 

"The Therapeutick method fuggedſi chiefly theſe intentions, vzz, thar 
after a proviſion being made for the whole by bleeding ( ifitbe pro- 
per ) and by purging, theſe Remedies may be afterward carefully given, 
with which the Blood and Brain may be freed from their watery filth, 
and the later may be corroborated, that it may not for the future re- 
ceive and retain ſerous Superfluities. For theſe ends ler the Pilule de 
Succino, or Cochie, be given with Roſin of Falap once or twice a Week : 
at other times going to bed, and early in the —_— ler a doſe of 2 
Cephalick Elefuary, or of the Spirit,or Tin&ure of Sal Armoniack, Amber, 
Soot be daily taken, with a Cephalick Fulep. The Forms of which 
may be choſen from thoſe before written: Ar eight a Clock in the Morn- 
ing, and at five in the Afternoon, let a draught of Eoffee be taken, firſt 
boyling in the Liquour of which it is prepar'd, Leaves of Sage or Roſe- 
mary,till it acquiresa/green TinRure : for ordinary Drink let a Decoetz- 
> on of Guatacum be taken, adding about the end, Leaves of Sage, Betony, 
and other Cephalichs. Moreover it will be profitable to make two lar 
Iſſues betwixt the Shoulder blades, and ſkewiſe frequently to apply 
Veſicatories about the Neck ; the Hair of the Head being cut off, let a 
little Cap of Cephalichs and Aromaticks be worn. Let a Veſlel filled 
with Salt of Urine, or Spirit of Sal Armoniack be now and then held 
to the Noſftrilſs. Moreover an exa& form of dyet being ordered, ler 
ſome Servants,attending the Diſeaſed,not only ſtir him ap now and then 
as he falls aſleep, but keep him waking daily for ſome ſer Hours. 

A certain Gentleman, of a ſanguine temperament,and, whilft he was 
young, of an acute and ſubtle underſtanding; afterward, 1m his decli- 
ning age, being given to Idleneſs and Drunkennefs, became dull and 
torpid, and likewiſe Hydropical with a great Paunch, and ſivellings of 
the Thighs and Leggs: but from theſe Diſeaſes (into which he fre- 
quently fell J) if at any time he abſtained for ſome while from his 

inking, and applyed himſelf ro Phyfick, he both often and ſoonure- 
covered: but at length tho free from his Dropſy, he was oppreſt with 
ſo great and almoſt perpetual Sleep, that he would be ſleeping in all 
om and doing any thing; moreover,being awak'd by his Servants of 

riends, he was wont to be preient enough to himſelf, and to diſcourſe 
well enough for ſome Minutes of an Hour, of things propoſed, falling 
preſently again into his Sleep : To this Perſon, after many Medicines 
tryed almoſt to no purpoſe, I preſcribed ar lengrh that he ſhould take 
every Morning and Evening a Spoonful of the Pewder of the Leaves 
Betony dried in the Summer Sun, and kept in a Glaſs, in a little Draught 
of Water diflilled from the Flowers of Lavender : by which Remedy re- 
celving eaſe within a few days, he was perfe&ly cured within a Months 
ſpace, ard enjoyed an entire Health for four years from that time. Af- 
t 
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terward when by reaſon of an 1l! courſe of Diet the ſame evils re- 
turned,he repeated the ſame Remedy, tho nor with ſo great ſucceſs. But 
beſides there being need alſo of other Medicines,he took ſometimes Spirit 
of Harts-horn or of So3t with an appropriate Julep ; ſometimes Eletnartes of 
, Cephalich Conſerves and Powders,addmg ſometimes Steel. As often as he 
BÞ would indulge himſelf ro his wonted genius of drinking,inſtead of Wine 
A or Beer,he drank Coffee : moreover for his ordinary drink,he had ſome- 
F times Ale with the Leaves of Scurvy-graſs, Sage and Aromatichs infuſed in 
#, fometimes a Decoction made phyſical with Woods, Spices and 
Cephalick Herbs, for many years. Afterward, being in a Manner always 
intemperate and cacochymical, yet he lived free from the Lethargy 3 
at length a Cachexia ſeizing his Breaſt, being caſt down by degrees 
by a Cough with an Aſthma, he dyed. | 
The nex: ſleepy afteR, wiz. ſomewhar greater than the former, and 
les than the Lethargy, 1s that which 1s vulgarly called the ſleepy Co- 
ma: thoſe that are obnoxious to this, for the moſt part are oppreſt 
with a'great ſleepineſs, to which in a manner always giving themſelves 
over, they lye with the mouth open, and the lower aw fallen, more 
like to Perſons dead than living : being ſtirr*d up by hard pinching or 
pricking, they look about them, ſpeak to the {tanders by, anſwer to 
things askr, but preſently fleeping again, they feem very much trou- 
bled to be hindred or diſturbed from Sleep,thus pleafingly ſtealing up- 
\" on them: and being indiſpos'd after this manner, they continue in a 
ſleepineſs for many dayes, nay, and ſometiraes Months, without a Fe- 
ver accompanying tt, or fullowing it, or an injur'd reſpiration, and 
being eaſe to be awak'd, and not very forgetful, in which things they 
differ from Lethargical Perſons : mean while they differ no lefs from 
others troubled with the afte& even now deſcribed: for as much as 
thoſe that have the Coma, keeping for the moſt part ro their Bed, or 
a Chair, do not walk abroad, or take care of domeſtical Concerns, as 
the ochers. They anſiver appoſitely ro ſome ſhore Queſtions, bur are 
nor able to hold a Diſcourſe, or deliberate of things to be done, _ 
The cauſe of this doubtleſs is of the ſame kind as of the former 
Diſeaſes, but ofa middle degree berwixt both before deſcribed, For 
we may conjecture that in this afte& rhe morbifick matter penetrares 
the Brain a little farther chan in the continual Sleepineſs, vzz. that It 
invades the outward parts of the AnfraFus or Gyri, together with the 
lefler Branches of the Medul/a incloſed : but that it does not reach to 
the greater Sinus's of the Medulla joyning to the Corpus Calloſum, and 
which are wont to be poſleſt in the Lethargy. | 5, ; 
The Come ſometimes beginning primarily and of it ſelf, as the Le- 
thargy, eicher proceeds from a ſerous filch diſcharged from the Blood 
on the Cortex of the Brain,or from a ſtupefation intiicted on the Spirirs , 
thererefiding : and then this affe&t,by how much leſs it 15 than the Le- 
thargy, by ſo much is ic accounted lets dangerous, but more ang * + 
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this Diſcaſe enſues upon other Cronick or acute diſtempers, viz. the 
Head-ach, Convulfions, and moſt frequently upon Fevers of an 111 
criſis, eſpectally 1n Children, old, and phlegmatick people. Some 

ears fince, in an Epidemick Fever, hapning through the affe& of the 

erves ( which we have elſewhere deſcrib'd ) as I obſerved ſome to be 
Lethargical, ſo many to be troubled with the Coma: of whom a great 
many recover'd, the morbifick matter being conveyed from the Head 
into the Breaſt : Moreover, in other caſes « afte& being of a doubt- 
ful evenr, berwixrt hope and fear, requires the ſedulous care of a pru- 
dent Phyſician. 

In a Primary Coma the Therapeutick method ſuggeſts to us the like, 
and in a manner thefame intentions of healing as in the L-thargy : As 
to the morbifick matter, we muſt endeavour, borh that its new afflux 
to the Brain, and that which is already fticking in it, be diſcu$'d, or 
drawn away: Moreover, the Animal Spirits ought to be raiſed up, 
and all drowfmeſs or ſtupefaQtion ought ro be ſhaken off from them. 
For this end we muſt order Purging, Bloodins, Cupping-glaſſes, Veſica- 
tories, Revulſing and diſcuſſing Topicks, give Cephalich Medicines, and 
_ ſuch as are endowed with « Volatile Salt, and uſe many 

er ways of adminiſtrations before-menrioned. 

But if this Diſeaſe enſuing upon other aftets, happens to any Perſon 
whoſe _—_ much worn away, the Blood vitiated, or greatly de- 
pauperared, we muſt ſeriouſly deliberate concerning letting Blood; and 
Purging before we order them, nay, and for the moſt part we muſt 
abſtain from them: tho ſomerimes, that the conjun& cauſe of the - 
Diſeaſe, or the matter ſticking in the Brain may be put in motion, it 
may be convenient to draw Blood in a ſmall quantity from the Fore- 
head, or fromthe Temples by Leeches, or from the Shoulder-blades 
by Cupping glaſſes, with a Scarification : Veficatorzes have a chief place 
here, notonly to be applied to the Neck or Head, but to the Legs and 
Arms, and to other parts of the Body by turns. Moreover, let Spirit 
of Harts-horn, of Soor, or of Sal Armoniack, impregnated with Amber, 
Mans Scull, Coral, and other Cephalich things be FREY grven, with 
. an appropriated Julep, or other Liquor. Forms of theſe, and of other 
Medicines uſual in theſe caſes, together with ſtories of ſick Perſons, and 
examples of their Cures, are to be found in the deſcription of the fore- 
faid {fee Fever; ſo thatI need nor here again inculcate the ſame, or 
the like, 

There, remains yet another fleepy affe&, or kind of the Lethargy, 
vulgarly called a Cars, which being greater than the Lerhargy, and 
ſomewhat lefs than the Apoplexy, is fo allyed to this, that it often 
paſſes into it , but is wont to be diſtinguiſhed from both : for thoſe 
* that have the Cars for the moſt part breath” well, if at any 
time they arc hard pinched, they move their members, ſomerimes 
emfelyes, open their Eyes, and often ſpeak, which Apo- 
, Gg8 pleQical

. pleRical Perſons do not do; but the ſame, tho ſtirred or rouſed up, 
ſcarce underſtand, or plainly diſcern any thing, in which reſpe& 
they are diſtinguiſhed from thoſe that have the Lethargy. 

From what 1s (aid it ſeems to be manifeſt, that the conjun& cauſe, 
or morbifick matter of the Cars, penetrates ſomewhat more deep 
toward the middle of the Brain, and to have its ſeat at leaſt in the out- . 
ward border of the Corpys calloſum; and ſometimes, as that matter gra- 
dually advances from one part to another, the Diſeaſes before-menti- 
oned ſucceſlively ariſe, od each laſt is only the encreaſe of the other, 

But ſometimes the morbifick cauſe, without a gradual progreſs 
through thoſe Parts, art the firſt aflault affe&ts the middle part of the 
Brain, and there (as it ſticks ſhallower or deeper ) cauſes 2 Carus, or 
Apoplexy. In which caſeir muſt not be thought that the whole cir- 
cumference of the Corpus Calloſum, as alſo of the cortical part 'of the 
Brain is poſleſt by the ſoporiferous matter 3 for it ſuffices, that ruſhing 
into any one place, it has ſeized ſome part of the middle, for there- 
upon preſently in all that Region follows an cclipic, or at leaſt a pro- 
ſternation of the Spirits. ; 

The Prognoſtick of a Carus for the moſt part is ill, eſpecially if the 
Diſeaſe happens upon a nfalignant. or Jong continued, or a ſlow Fever 
not determined, or on that which happens in_ Childbirth : Nor 1s leſs 
danger threatned, if it ſucceeds other Cephalick Diſeaſes, or 1s rais'd 
by reaſon of a wound in the Head ; though in theſe caſes tome- 
times there is a Cure. 

The event of this Diſeaſe either for death or recovery 1s wont to be 
various: The Carus often paſſes into an Apoplexy, which ſoon kills; fo 
that after the loſs firſt of the animadverfive faculty, ina while adepriva- 
tionof ſenſe and motion, and then by reaſon of the taint convey'd to 
the Cerebellum, alterations of the Pulſe and Reſpiration, and in a ſhorr 
time Death it ſelf follows. | 

But ſometimes the , morbifick matter ſinking deeper, and falling 
from the Corpus Calloſur into the Corpus Striatum, one, or both toge- 
ther, the Brain becomes a little clear 3 ſo that the Diſeas'd look about 
them, ſpeak and know things ; nevertheleſs, in the whole Body 
beſides, the Palſey, or Hemiplegia enſues: Neither are thus things in 
ſafety, as to Life 3 for often when the Erain begins to be reſtor'd, the 
Cerebellum 1s worſe ; ſo that thereupon the Spirits which execute the 
offices of the Vital, and meer Natural funftion being there ill affe&ed, 
either Convulſions in the Viſcera and Precordia, or mortal lettings of 
the Pulſe and reſpiration are caus'd : tho ſometimes when the morbi- 
fick matter is neither too redundant, nor too malignant, it 15 part| 
drank up again into the Blood, and partly diſcuſs'd, ſo that the Dit- 
caſed perfectly recover. 

The Therapeutick method ſuggeſts the ſame intentions of Healing, 


and indicates altogether the ſame Remedics, which are wont on 
u 
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uſed in the Apoplexy : Wherefore it will not be needful to ſet down 
here Claſles of Indications, or to heap rogerther a mighty maſs of Me- 
dicines, but thar which ſcems more to the purpeſe: I ſhall here pro- 
poſe a ſtory or two of Perſons diſeaſed, whereof I have a great many 
ready to relate, 

A worthy man, about forty years of age , having loſt his health 
through intemperance, when he had begun to uſe I know not what 
Remedies, preſcribed by an Empirick, fell into a Cars; haply be- 
cauſe the morbifick matrer being ſtirr'd, and agitated by the, Medi- 
cine, ruſh'd into the Brain. Going to ſee him the ſecond day, I found 
him buried in a profound ſleep, and almoſt infenfible ; for tho upon 
hard pinching or pricking he opened his Eyes, and mov'd his Limbs, 

et preſently falling aſleep again, he percerv'd nothing ar all of whar 

e did, or endur'd. In this caſe, tho declaring a ſad Prognoſtick, 
however did not forbear to uſe Phyſical means ; abſtaining from Phle- 
botomy, by reaſon of his ſtrength being much ſpent, and his Blood 
depauperated, I preſently ordered a large Veſicatory to be applied to 
his Neck, and a ſmart Clyfter to be given him, of a decoction of 
Briomy Roots, with Carminative Flowers and Seeds, adding libewiſe two 
drams of the ſpecies of Hiera : His Temples and Noſtrils were anointed 
with Balſams : Cataplaſms of Rue and Brimy Roots were applied all 
over his Feet: Moreover, every other or third hour I gave him a doſe 
of Spirit of Harts-horn, with a Cephalick Julep; and many other admi- 
niſtrations, uſual in this caſe, were carefully put in pratice, To 
which neverthele{ the Diſeaſe not at all yielding, the day following I 
preſcrib'd him a Purge of Scammony prepar'd, to betaken 1n a ſpoonful 
of Broth : After which, when he had frequently and freely Purg'd, 
he began to open his Eyes, to ſpeak, and to know ſtanders by, and a 
little ater, coming ro himſelf, he fully awaked. This Diſeaſe (as I 
phefs) v-25 rherefor2 cur'd more eaſily, and ſooner than was hop'd, be- 
- Caule tharcloud ſent haply into rhe Brain by a Medicine, could the 
better be drawn thence by the help of another Medicine, 

A renowned man, fifty years of age, of a groſs Body, and formerly 
obnoxious to a Vertigo, and aſthmatick afſe&s, had liyed very found 
for two years, having uſed Phyſick Spring and Fall, and having a large 
Idue near both Shoulder-blades : At the beginning of Summer, he living 
In the Country, and his Iſſues being negle&ed for many weeks, the 
filth which was wont to be purg'd forth, pan much leſs from them 3 
yethe was ſtill in good health, till about the Solſtice, when as he was 
ſitring one morning in a Porch, and talk'd cheerfully with his triends, 
- ariſing on aſudden he complained that he was 111: going in a doors, 
and ſetting himſelf down in a Chair, he vomited very much, then 
preſently leaning to one fide, he fell into a profound fleep, and lay (o 
overwhelmed with it, that he could ſcarce be raiſed from it all that 
day. Coming in the Evening, I ordered Bluding, a Clyſter, Veſica- 

Gee 2 torres, 
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tories, and many other- Remedies proper in ſuch a caſe, carefully ro 
be adminiſtred : The next day afrer, his Brain began to grow a little 
clear ; fo that he looked about, and {| diſtinaly a few words : 
Secming to know his Friends, he could tell no ones name ; but b 

reaſon of this matter ſinking deep in the Brain, a Palfey of the 
whole right fide ſeized him. Moreover, a mepey auneh yer 
perſiſting, on that day Blood was taken from the ether Arm : 
Other Remedies alſo being continued as before, on the! third day, 
becoming leſs drowfie, he began ro know many, - and to call ſome by 
their names, to perceive his illneſs, and to be follicitous for Reme- 
dies : But whilſt the Brain grew better, the injury communicated to 
the Cerebellum and Gems Nervoſum diſcovered it ſelf; for on the 
fourth day his breathing became uneven and difficult, and his 
Pulſe weaker : Moreover, he was often affeteq with a ſhivering, and 
a Convulſive concuffion of the whole Body : Qn the fifth day, the 
Cramps and Convulfions becoming more violet, oftner infeſted , 
» on the fi1xth 


of this ( contrary to what happens in the Braju! ): it cauſes novery 
ſenſible ' injury , becauſe here the parts offended are neither the 
ſeats of fleep, nor m : but af , haply about the fourth 
or fifth day, the matter ſinking further ro the Medalla of the Ce- 
rebellum ; whilſt as to other things the Diſeaſed was betrer , the 
Vital fun&ion, by reaſon of the Spirirs appointed for it being op- 
preſt in their very ſource, began to fail, and afterward declining on 
a ſudden, unexpeRedly cut off all hope of recovery, which, before was 
great,

ther, excellently illuftrate cach others natures. 

Concerning a continual waking, or the Warching-Euil, we 
muſt ia the firſt place here diſtinguiſh, that eicher it 1s a ſymptom 
which happens upon ſome other Diſeaſe, as a Feyer, Frenſy, Mama, 

or 


; . S Light and Darkneſs, fo fp and Watching being ſet toge- 
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r Colick, Gout, and the like; and then its conſideration and cure 

clong to thar afſe&, whoſe offpring it 1s; or elſe immoderate Warch- 
ings ariſing alone with out any other known cauſe, ſeems to be a Di- 
| ſeaſe as it were of it (elf, as I have known it in ſome Perſons, and ſome 
of theſe Watchers, tho deſtitute of Sleep, ſeem ſcarce to want it, For 
the Spirits appear not thereby either torpid, or wearied, or exhauſted: | 
but others bearing ill watching, ſoon become thereupon languid, and 
loſe their Stomacks, and are ftorc'd to have recourſe to Opiats, which 
fometimes they uſe daily, and in a large doſe without hurr, 

We have intimated before, that the cauſe of natural waking, which 
has Sleep interlaced with 1t, conſiſts in theſe rwo things, v7z. 1n one of 
them or both together; To wit, firſt, that the animal Spirits being ſuff- 
ciently refreſhr, and freed from the fetrers of the Nervous Liquor, vi- 
gorouſly exert themſelves, and are expanded every way, eſpeci- 
ally from the middle part of the Brain to its circumference 3 then ſe- 
. condly, rho they enjoy a clear ſpace every where, and eſpecially inthe 
outmoſt part of the Brain, being then free from the jncurtions of the 
Nervous Jonees yer left this expanſion of the Spirits ( which 1s being 
awake ) be any where protraſted longer than 1s fitting, to their coo 
great loſs, borh the _ being now and then weary, flagg, and as 
it were repoſe themſelves of their own accord, and withall the Ner- 
vous Liquor coming to overſpread the Cortex of the Brain, ſtufls and 
cloſes their Paſſages. Hence it follows that preternatural and immode- 
rare watching depends aiſo on one or both of thoſe two ; for either 
the Spirits being two exhorbicant, and firuck as it were with a rage, 
do not retreat of their own accord,and withall the Nervous Liquor does 
not ſo fill and ſtop the Pores of the outward part of the Brain, that the 
Spirits may be forc'd thence inward to a repole : Types of both theſe 
every where preſent themſelves to be obſerved. 

And firſt we may obſerve that the Animal Spirits becoming ſome- 
times exhorbitant, and fo elaſtick, or otherwiſe irregular, cannot only 
be appeaſed and repoſe themſelves, bur are ſcarce able to be contained 
within the proper Sphere of their emanation ; Wherefore being ex- 
panded in a continual watching, they fo fill'the Brain, and keep i 
extended, that the nervous Juice, tho heapr together ina great plenty 
at the entrance, cannot be admitted; and if the Spirits are recall'd in- 
ward from the Cortex of the Brain, for that to enter, preſently being 
there reſtained, or making a tumule within the midſt of rhe Brain, 
they raiſe a thouſand, and often horrible Fantaſms, with which Sleep 
1s kept off; or directing farther their Tendency into the Genus Nerwoſum, 
they raiſe there great diſorders which continually drive away, and break 
Ps tho ſeeming never ſo much to be ſtealing on, or to be at 

n 


As for the former of theſe, I have often obſerved ſome troubled with 
watching, who dreaded to begin Sleep, tho it came on accord - © 
ire: 
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deſire: for as foon as being about to ſleep, they cloſed their Eyes, 
pony ſtarting up again they cryed out that a confuſed multitude of 
_ Fantaſms made them mad, fo that: they found themſelves neceſſitated 
ro abſtain from Sleep. , | 

* Secondly, when the Spirits being become exhorbitant,are called from 
the circumference of the Brain towards the inward parts in order to 
Sleep, fomerimes they convert their Salkes into the Genus Nervoſum, 
and then either ruſhing in a tumultuous manner into the Nerves that 
g9 to the Precordia, or Viſcera, they caufe diſorders in the reſpeQive 
Parts; (hence to ſuch as are fo afte&ed, as often as cloſing their Eyes 
they invite Sleep, either Tremblings, Leapings, and Conftrifions of 
the Heart, with Failings of the Spirits, and a lerred Reſpiration happen 
or inflations and Swellings of the Viſcera, a Senſe of Suffocation, and 
ether Symptoms vulgarly accounted for hyſterical ) or ſecondly, the 
Spirits heing called from their Watchings, and converted to the Genus 
Nervoſum, ſometimes transfer their Sallies into the ſpinal Marrow, and 
thence into the Nerves that paſs into all the outward Members: where- 
fore to ſome, when being a Bed they berake themſelves to ſleep, pre- 
femly in the Arms and Leggs Leapings and Contragions of the Tendons, 
and fo great a Reſtleſſnels and Toſſings of their"Members enſue, that 
the diſcaſed are no more able to ſleep, than if they were in a Place of 
the greateſt Torture. . Sometime ſmce I was adviſed with for a Lady 
of Quality, who in the day time was wont to be afflited with a Carat. . 
elgiz, and a Vomiring, and in the Night was hindred from Sleep by . 
reaſon of thoſe ſpaſmodick affe&s which came upon her as. now and chen- 
ſhe was upon the point of reſt : nor indeed was ſhe able to ſleep all 


Night, unleſs ſhe rook firſt a pretty good doſe of Laudanum : Where-', 1 
fore of this Medicine which at firſt was allowed her only twice a Week, ./ 


ſhe took afrerward daily for about three Months, receiving no injury. 
thereby, either in the Brain, or about any other fun&tion, and when * 
In the mean while by the uſe of other Remedies, the diſcrafies of the 
Blood and Nervous Juice being correfted, the animal Spirits became * 


more benign and mild, ſhe afterward leaving off wholly the Opium,was 


able to ſleep indifferently well, ; 
Asto the cure of the V/atching-evil ( which we even now deſcrib'd) 
becauſe it caunot be long endured, therefore thoſe things are chiefly 
to be given, which give a preſent relief: for this chd thoſe things 
_ are proper which ſooth the Spirits, and gently appeaſe their Diſor- 
ders, as.the' vulgarly called Anodines, viz. diſtilled waters, Decocons, 
Syrups, and Conſerves of Flowers of Nymphea, Cowflips, Mallows, 
Violers, Knapweed, the Leaves of Lettice, Purſlan, the Willow, alſo 
Emulſrns , or juicy Expreſſions, And if the reſtleſs Spirirs will nat” 7 
b= mitigated by fair means , we muſt force them to be quiet , by 
ung 93g Ferrers as it were, and uſing Severity : their ſtores ought 
ew be diminiſh'd, and withall the ſpaces in which they may freely, and 
without 
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without tumult expand themſelves , ought to be dilated, and 
cleared from the ſtufhngs of other humeurs, viz. of Blood and Serunt: 
for which ends opening a Vein ſometimes is proper » Veſicatortes 1n 4 
manner always have place 3 moreover let Diacodium and Laudamm, in 
caſe they agree well, be frequently taken ; and mean while thar the 
Optats give truce from the violence of the Diſeaſe, ler the cauſe of it 
be eradicated by the uſe of other Remedies, as much as may be : 
Wherefore day after Ws at Phyſical hours, let thitgs be given thattake 
away the ſharpneſs of the Blood and Neryous Juice, and reſtore them 
to ſweetneſs. In which rank. we account Tefaceous Powders, Apozemes 
and altering diſtilled Waters of temperate Antiſcorbuticks, gentle preparati- 
ons of Steel, ſpirit of Hprts-horn, of Soot, and above all things, tinfture of 
Artimony. : | 

There remains another kind of Watching-evil, whoſe cauſe confiſts 
for ſome part, if not moſtly, in the almoſt continual opening or too 
cat paping of rhe Pores or Paſſages in the cortical part of the Bram : 

r beſides that the animal Spirits being ſharp and ſomewhat exhorbt- 
tant, refuſe to lye down of their own accord,and to yeild toreſt; andthat ' 
they are not kept down or ſubjugated by the Nervous Liquor entringthe 
Pores of the Brain, but being free and exempt from all impoſed Bur- 
then, they are expanded alſo within the ourward fpaces of the Brain 
- which are every where open for them. for which cauſe thoſe that 
have the watching evil perceive no drowſineſs or heavinefs of the 
'Sincipur, no appulſe or defire of Sleep. I have known ſome affeted 
© after this manner, who when they had paſt many Nights one after the 
other wholly without Sleep, yer being ſtill chearful and brisk, having 
*-,- a good Stomack, and ready ar buſineſs, ſeemed not as yet to have 
"wanted Sleep. The cauſe of this doubtleſs is a burnt and melancholy

. cally Shpeaten, nor inclin'd for Sleep of their own accord. Never- 
*  thelefs, being of a fixt Nature, they do nor readily fly away, nor are 
* foontired fo as to flag, but laſt a long time and continue vigorous 
© - Without any great refreſhment. Concerning this ſleepleſs Diſpotition 
of the anjmal Spirits, ſince it is the ſame as in Perſons troubled with 
melancholy, we ſhall have a fit place of penny ſomewhat more 
largely of it in the ſequele, We may obſerve that Coffee allo on 
"the ſame account keeps Perſons from Sleep, for that Drink infinuates 
Its aduſt Particles (with which we find it to abound both by the taſt 
and ſmell_) firſt into the Blood, and then into the Nervous Juice, 
which thereupon by their Agility and Reſtlefineſs both keep the Pores 


\ 
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of the Brain ſtill open, and add ſpurs and a certain rage to the Spirits 
Call other Combination and Stupefaftion being depoſed_) by which 
they are ſtirred up to a longer execution' of their Fun&ions, Again, 
as to- what regards the prophyla&ick cure of this Watching-evil, or the 
removal of the morbifick cauſe; we ſhall give ir you inthe Sequel, where 
we ſhall treat of Melancholy mean while for the immediate removal 
of that Symptome as often as it ſorely prefies, we obſerve that Opiats 
will not do; for being givgn in a good large quancity they ſeldom cauſe 
Sleep, and render the afteted more faintand weak. It often ſucceeds 
better if going to bed they take ſome gehtle and pleaſant drink, as ef- 
pecially our Ale being clear and mild, or - 4 ofſet drink with Cowſlip 
Flowers boyled in it, or an emulſion of the Seeds ff Melons and Almands in 
a/ great quantity, 47x. to two or three pounds. 

{ was advisd with ſome time ſince foran old hypochondriacal man, 
who, beſides other ſymproms uſual 1n that caſe, had livd for many 
years obnoRKious to a frequent, loud; and very troubleſome belching : 
He was wont every day to fall a belching twice or thrice, for abour 
two hours together, and with fo great a noiſe that he was heard to a 
great diſtance: Bur ſometimes for a week or two, and ſometimes for 
a month, that belching was chang'd into a watching; for the former 
affet becoming much more remiſs, the worthy man paſt often 
whole nights without ſleep; and when ſometimes he had been con- 
ſtantly waking for three or more days, not yer ſeeming to want 
fleep, he complain'd of no drowfineſs, duineſs, or failing of the Spi- 
rirs. Narcoticks having ſeldome or never given him relief, he rook 
fometimes 1n the evening $ mon made with Ale, or Canary ; at the 
beginning of the night he drank ſometimes Ale, ſometimes DiftilÞd 
Waters, by the uſe of which a little ſleep often followed ; then after- 
ward the Watching-evil vaniſhing by degrees, the belching return'd. 
Whence it may appear that the cauſe of both was the ſame, viz. 
aduſt and irritating Particles ſent from the tals of Blood, ſometimes 
into the Coars of the Stomach, ſometimes into the cortical part of 
the Brain. 

2, Beſides theſe diſtint affet3 or exorbitancies of fleep and wa- 
king, there remain other conjun& or complicated irregularities of 
them, in which the a&ts of both funRions are perverted together, 
which we may obſerve in the affe& vulgarly call'd the V/atching Coma 3 
concerning which we ſhall now ſpeak 1n ſhorr, 

Thoſe thatare troubled with the V//atching Coma,tho they are always 
inclin'd to fleep, yet they can ſcarce ſleep ar all, bur ſeem, like Tant als, 
to ſtand always up to the Lips in the River Lethe, for ſipping of which, 
whenever they fink themſelves deeper, the yielding Waters always 
ſubſide lower. They feel a very great heavineſs of the Head, with a 
drowſineſs of the ſenſes, and all the faculries ; ſo that they are troubled 


to move themſelves any way in their .Bed, of to be difturb'd by rhe 
| ſpeech 
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| of ſtanders by, that ſpeak to them, ſtill expeQing to fall pre- 
ently into a quiet fleep: to which nevertheleſs when they wholly 
yield up themſelves, and endeavour ftraitly ro embrace it, various 
phantaſms preſenting themſelves to their mind, keep them ſtill waki 
nor permit themat all toenjoy that Sleep which ſeems always to betenly 
for them. To this often is added a Delirzum, fo that whilſt the Di(- 
eaſed lye with their Eyes clos'd, they talk always abfurdly and at ran- 
dom, and throw their Arms and Legs this way and that in a diſor- 
derly manner, and being awak'd, look gaſtly. It's a uſual thing for 
ſuch as are in Fevers to continue all night overwhelm'd with a fleepi- 
neſs, as it were; bur fo that in the mean while they ate ſcarce ſilent 
for a quarter of-an hour, but mutter various things with themſelves, 
nay, ſometimes cry out, howl, and leap out of Bed. If the reaſon of 
this be enquir'd into, it ſeems that we ought to ſay, that the Pores 
and Paſlages in the Brain, whichare rhe avenues of the Spirits, are very 
much poſleſt by a groGs and ſoporiferous matter, ſenr from the maſs of 
the Blood, 6 that the Spirits being very much letted from their wonr- 
ed expanſion and murual commerce, a great ahd invincible Sleep ſeems 
preſently to be at hand : bur in as much as cerrain ſharp and very 
ative Particles {tick to thoſe Spirits as ſo many ſtings, they &e in- 
ceſflantly incited to motion, and therefore ſome of them forcibly paſs 
the wayes, however ſtopt and beſet with fence, and meet againſt each 
other dire&tly or gore according as they can find a way : and 
ſuch their motion, tho it be notable ro re 4 compleat exerciſe 
of the animal fun&ion, yet it ecafily hinders its reſt and ceſſation, fo 
on thoſe that are troubled with this Diſeaſe keep betwixt Sleep and 
wake. 

The VVatching-coma is ſeldom a Diſeaſe of it ſelf, but for the moſt 
part is a ſymptom, and happens upon other affeRts, as a Fever, the 
Frenſy, Lethargy, and the like, wherefore, it does not require a pe- 
culiar method of Cute ; but it ſeems only to be needful, that to the 
Remedies primarily indicated, other Cephalicks be joyn'd, which 
may diſperls theſe mereors, as it were, like Clouds and Lightning ; or 
if both of them cannot be exrerminated rogether, let the Medicine 
Joyn it ſelf ro the aid of one atfet, by which that being becom ſu- 
perior, ler it preſently overcome the other ; ſo in a ſleepy Watching 
it is proper to procure either a perfed Sleep or a perfe& Watching 3 
and in this cafe I have often given Narcoticks with good ſucceſs. 


408 Of the Incubus or Night-mare, 


CHAP. V. 


Inftrufions and Preſcripts for curing the Incub us 
or Night-mare. - 


O far of the irregularities, or morbid Exorbitancies of Sleep and 
Watching, which being proper to, and as it were peculiarly at- 
tending the Brain, affe& the Cerebellum but rarely, and only ſe- 

condarily ; but there remains an afte& ( vulgarly call'd the Incubus 
or Nightmare) which being peculiar to this Region, and in ſome fort 
analogous to the ſoporiferons Diſeaſes; in as much as its Fits ariſe in 
a manner from hence, that by reaſon of the Animal Spirits being bound 
or ſuppreit in the Cerebe!lum, an Eclipſe or interruption of them ( tho 
ſhorr) is caugd inthe exerciſe of the vital Fun&ion. 

That the nature of this Diſcaſe may be the better known, in the firſt 

 placegJet us conſider its Phxnomena. A Fit of the Incubus moſt com- 
monly, -and in a manner only ſeizing us whilſt we are aſleep, 15 wont 
to be rais'd for the moſt part after the Stomach's being loaded with 
food of ill digeſtion, and a lying on the back in bed : thoſe that are 
troubled with it ſeem to perceive themſelves chiefly offended with ir 
1n the Breaſt and about the Przcordia : for reſpiration being ſuppreſt 
or very much hindred, they think themſelves oppreſt with a certain 
weight lying heavily on the Thorax, which weight cheats their imag1- 
nations ſometimes with one Apparition, ſometimes with another; and 
when they think to ſhake ir oft, or put it from chem by the motion 
of their Body or Limbs, they are not able to ſtir either their Body or 
any Limb any way; but after a long ſtruggling in the Przcordia, and 
ſometimes almoſt to the loſs of Life, at length they awake, and be- 
ing fully come to themſelves from their ſleep, the 1maginary weight 
vaniſhes on a ſudden, and the moving force of the Body is reſtored, 
there remaining nevertheleſs for the moſt part a remb ling of the 
- Heart, and often a very quick ard violent vibration of the Dia- 
phragm ; afterwards, the Fit being ended, the deception of the 
F _ apprehending the dreadful ſpecies of an Incubus, comes alſo ro 

nown, | 

' Now, tho we allow the monſtrous Species ( which :Snceiv ) of 
the Incubus to be a meer Dream; yet it is manifeſt that the Przcordia 
are really affe&ed, and that the motions of the Pulſe and Reſpiration 
are in a manner ſuppreſt or letred, 477. in as much as that oppreſſion 
of the Breaſt is plainly perceiv'd by many whilſt they are awake, nay, 
as they are freſhly ſtirr'd fron (lecp, and when that is remov'd, trem- 


lings 
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blings and diſorderly motions of the Heart and Diaphragm enſue 3 
whence it follows, that theſe Parts are cumbred, and undergo a real 
damage. 

Wherefore, whatſoever others may think, I judge that a Fit of the 
Incubus is caus'd, inſomuch as in ſleeping a certain incongruous matter 
is diſtilled into the Cerebe/lym together with the nervous juyce, which 
cauſing a heavineſs or certain ſtupefa&ion to the Spirits in their firſt 
ſource, forces them preſently to forbear a little from the performance 
of their Fun&ions 3 ſo that by a ſecond Lethargy, as it were, raiſed 
within the Cerebellum, the viral ations ſuffer a ſhort Eclipſe; during 
which, partly from the ſtriving of the overcharg'd Przcordia, and 
partly from the Blood being very much heapt togerher and ſtagnating 
within them, that oppreſſion, and ſenſe of an incumbent_weight, as 
it were, is cauſed : moreover, becauſe all the other faculties of the 
whole Body depend on the motion of the Heart, therefore this be- 
ing hindred and ſuppreſt, thoſe preſently fall into faintiugs and dil- 
orders, 

Tho it be ſeldom that any Perſon dyes of this Diſeaſe alone, yetthoſe 
thatare frequently ohnox1ovsto it,if at any time theyareſeizd withother 
cephalick atte&s, as the Lethargy, Carus, Apoplexy or Lethargy, they are 
in a very dangerous Condition, becauſe the morbifick matter, ſent 
from the Blood into the Brain, eaſily invades the Cerebellum alſo, be- 
ing ſo prediſpos'd; ſo that the Diſcaſed ſuffering an Eclipſe of the vi- 
ral fun&tion rogether with the animal, are brought into a greater dan- 
ger of Life: hence its a common obſervation, that thoſe that are wont 
to be frequently troubled with the Incubus often dye ApopleRical. 

Another Iflue of the Incubus is wont to beleſs pernicious, rhat it often 
leads to the paſſion of the Heart, and other Aﬀects commonly accounted 
for Hypochondriacal. I have known many troubled withthe Incubus in 
rheir Yourh, who, as they grew farther in years, being free from thar, 
were afte&ed with a Trembling and Panting of the Hearr, and wich other 
Griefs about che Precordia, and Hyphochondres, and very ſorely with 
Convulfions 3 we judge the cauſe of this morbid change to be, that the 
morbifick Marrter, after having been often wont to beſet the circumfe- 
rence of the Brain, at length, making a violent aflaulr, penetrates deeper _ 
into ſome private Place, and paſhng irs texture, ruſhes into the Nerves 
appointed for the Precordia. | 

As to the Cure of this Diſcaſe, for as to its Fits, becauſe they ſoon 
paſs away of their own accord, there is noneed of it : the therapeu- 
tick Method, after a proviſion to be made for the whole by bloodin 
( where it is proper) and a gentle Purge, ſuggeſts to us the chief uſe 
of thoſe Remedies which are vulgarly accounted Cephalichs : therefore 
the Powders of Amber, Coral, Pearl, Roots of male Peony, baſtard Dit- 
tany, Contray2rua, alſo. Elefuaries, Tablets, diſti'd waters, TinFures, 
Eltxirs, and other things wor to be preſcrib'd in the Lerhargy and 
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Apoplexy, have place here; bur in the firſt place, a due form of Diet 
being ordered, let food that is grofs, and of an ill conco&ion, Pulte, 
and horary Fruits be avoided, nor maſt che Perfon mdulge himſelf ra 
ſleep, ſtudying, or reading preſently after eating: ler large and late 
Suppers, and lying on the back be fotbrdden, 

Becauſe Infants and Chi{dren are often troubled with this Diſeaſe, 
(a fign of which is, that they are ſhaken in their Sleep, and upon.their 
awake cry out terribly) and havingundergone frequent fits of it, often 
fall into convulſive afteRs : therefore as ſoon as they feem afteted with 
It, let a due method of cure be 'ufed to them : Tet ir be enquired con- 
cerning the Milk they ſaek, wherher of it felf being without fault, and 
la!dable, it agrees well with their Stomack ? ler them not he permitted 
to Sleep preſently after having fuckr their fill : Ler che Nurſe, uſing a 
good form gf Dyet, take alſo Morning and Evening a Doſe of a Cepha- 
lick Powder or Elettuary, drinking after it a draught of Poſſer-drink , with 
the Leaves of Sage, or Betony, or the Roots or Seeds of Peony boyled in it ; 
Let the Infant take twicea day a Spoonfal of an appropriate diftilied Wa- 
ter : Let it have an Tue in the nape of the Neck, let it lye ſomerimes 
on one fide, fomerimes on the other, bur ſeldom or never on the back, 
It will not be wholly without benefit, for it to wear about the neck 
or on the pitof the Stomack,Coral, or Bracelets made of the Seeds or Roots 
of male Peony : If at any time in ſleeping, being often and ſorely ſhaken, 
they ſeem to be ugeeanty affefted with this Diſtemper, let Veſicaro- 
rtes be applyed to the Neck, or behind the Ears; Moreover Evening 
and Morning let a Doſe of the Pulvis de Gutteta, or ſome other that 
is appropriate, be daily given in a Spoonful of diſtilled Water, or in

Inſtruftions and Preſeripts for curing the Vertigo. 


Frer having viewed the outward circumference of both Brains 
and diſcovered rhe Diſcaſes rhar beſet the ſenfſicve Soul, about 
the firſt beginnings, and the firſt ſources of the Animal Spirits; 

now deſcending to the middle of the brain, where the Fancy and com- 

mon Senſe retide, let us ſee to whar affe&ts theſe Parts are obnox10us 

Concerning this, let it be obſerv'd in the firſt place, thar of the Spirits 

reſiding in thoſe places, ſomerimes Troops, or rather ng Ar, 


ſometimes alſo ſmall handfuls are affeted; and then that the ow 
: a 
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' ther many of them together, or a few only are affefted, cither from 
their heterogeneous combination are made elaſtick, and conſequently. 
are forced irito diſorderly, or rather explofiſt motions, as in a Fir of 
che Epilepfie 3 or undergoing an Eclipſe, as in the Apoplexy, are de- 
priv's of all morion : We have diſcours'd amply enough e of the 
rmer ſpaſmodick afte& of the Spititsz and concerning the 4 

we ſhall treat in the ſequel, Ar preſent we ſhall ſpeak of a certain P 

on belonging ro theſe Parts, wx. the Vertigo, in which ſome Files of 
the Spirits are aftefted, and their motions ſeem partly to be peryerted 
and party to be ſuppreſs'd, 

The Vertigo is thus deſcribed, wiz. that it is an Aﬀe& in which viſible 
ObjeRs ſeem: to turn round, and thoſe that are affected with it find a 
great trouble or confuſion of the Animal Spirits in the Brain, fo char 
they db not duly influence the Nerves : wherefore the ſecing and loco- 
morive Faculties often ſomewhat waver, ſo that the Diſcaſed fall down 
and are oiten offuſcated with Darkneſs, 

In a fir of this, it 1s to be obſerved that the Imagination and common 
Senſe are in ſome ſort deceived : whilſt they think the Objes that ſtand 
> do moye, bur the rational judgment holds good, for we know our 

IrTOnrs 

That the morbifick cauſe of the Vertigo, and the preternatural way 
of its a__ may be known, we muſt enquire after what manner the 
fame afte&, how ſuddenly ſoever it comes upon us, 15 wont to be raiſed 
by non-natural things, for by a long turning round of the Body, by 
looking from an high place, pafling over a Bridge, by failing in a Ship, 
or going in a Coach, by Drunkennefs, or taking Tobacco, and certain 
- other ways, Perſons every where become Vertiginous, or contract a Gid- 
dineſs: which Aﬀe& thoſe occaſions produce, in as much as the animal 
Spirits being greatly diſturbed 1n their fer Series and orders, are both 
moved looſely and in a diſorderly manner this way and that within the 
Paſſages of the Brain, and break off certain Lines or Threads,as it were, 
of their wonted irradiation into the genus Neruvoſum; for thoſe two things 
being in a manner always reciprocal, mutually ſucceed and de on 
each other, wiz. the Perturbation of the Spirits within the middle of 
the Brain, and their letted emanation into the genus Nerveſum: On 
whatever cauſe either afte& is produc'd, preſently the other follows. 
A turning round of the Body, —_—_ in a Cozch, or Ship, alſo 
Drunkennefs, an unuſual taking of Tobacco, force the Spiritsto luftuate 


or to reel diſorderly in the Brain, which thereupon are prefently hin- 
dred from their due emanation into the Nerves, fo that the Perſons 
affected are ſcarce able to ſtand or go; In like manner, a looking from 
an high place, paflingover aBridge,a Faintingor Swoon ſeizing us,recalt 
the Spirits from their wonted emanartion into the genus Nervoſum, which 
therefore falling ina tumult, or being diſorderly moy'd within the Brain, 
cauſe a Scotomia or a running round of Objedts, ; 
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"Theſe things being thus premitted concerning the Vertigo, raid by 
peaſon of ſome accident or by ſome evident, ſolemn, and non-natural 
cauſe ; we muſt now enquire how, and after how many ways it is wont 
to be produc'd by an intrinſecal and preternatural cauſe. 

Concerning this you may obſerve, that the Vertigo 1s ſometimes a 
f\mprom depending on ſome other affe&, ſeated ſomerimes within the 
Brain, ſometimes without it ; but that ſometimes it is a Diſeaſe by it 
felf, which being raiſcd within the middle of the Brain, 1s very trou» 
bleſome, and often terrible, and difficult robe cured. 

As to the former, many Diſeaſes of the Head, viz. an acute Pain, 
the Lethargy, Epilepſy, Carus, Apoplexy, with many others, have often 
a Vertigo joyned with them, viz. inaſmuch as an eyen expanſion . 
of rhe Spirits in the Brain, and their irradication thence into the Ge- 
wes Nervoſum , is lightly diſturbed from thoſe various morbifick 
cauſes. 

Moreover, this ſymptom 1s wont ſometimes to be produced by reaſon 
of other affe&s ſeated far from the Brain, and that chiefly after twa 
manners; For firſt, it is uſual for a Scotoma to ariſe by reaſon of the 
afflux of Blood call'd ona ſudden from the Brain, as in a ſwoon, and 

t. fainting, in great hunger, hard labour, a very great hemorrhagy, 

g faſtings, violent paſſions of fear or ſadneſs; nay, through other 
occafrons, 1f at any time the motion of the Blood fails of faulters in 
the Heart, ſo that the affe&ed are ready to fall into a fainting of the 
Spirits, preſently becauſe the ſupply of the Vital Liquor is withdrawn, 
the Ammal Spirits alſo failing in the Brain, withdraw their irradiati- 
on from the Genus Nervſum : For their Head-ſpring being cut off, 
thoſe that remain flying back from their emanation, run to and fro 
confufedly in the Brain, and raiſe vertiginous, and often delirous 


Secondly, a diſorderly retreat of the Animal Spirirs from ſome one 
of the V?fcera, or ſome outward member into the Brain, often cauſes 
a Vertigo, wiz. inaſmuch as the Spirirs being troubled in a long ſeries 
fromthe Part affeted by the Dus of the Nerves, art length tros- 
ble others inhabiting the middle part of the Brain, and force them inta 
te like dilorders: for this cauſe it is, that ſharp humours twitching 
the Fibres of the Stomach, and thar often an offenſive and irritative 
marrer fired in the Spleen, Pancreas, or Inteſtines, and an acute 
pain, Ulcers, Fc. in the Foot or Arm, often cauſe light Scotomias 
m the Brain. 

Bur the Vert?z9 1s not only a ſymptom, but ſometimes is a diſeaſe 
primarily, and of it ſelf: for the through underſtanding of the na- 
—_ of which, we muſt enquire into its ſubje&t, formal ſtate, and 
cauſcs. | 

The Immediate Su5je# of the Vertigo are doubtleſs the Animal 
Spirits, which every perſon eroubled with this affe& perceives to be 
very 
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very much troubled, and to move about in a confuſed manner ; bus . ' 
the mediate ſubje& are thoſe parts of the Brain in which Imagination 
and common ſenſe refide, and whence the next way leads into the 
Genus Nervoſum : Now theſe are the Corpora Calloſa, and Striata, 

For" the Animal Spirits love to expatiate themſelves within theſe 
medullous Bodiesz and when they ſmoothly flow in one ſeries from 
the two extremes atrending the Corpus Calloſum (iz, from the Car- 
pora Striata, and Gyri of the Brain ) towards 1ts middle part, they re- 
preſent pleaſanr imaginations and fancies: and when 1n another {erics 
and haply by other Pores, they flow from the midſt of the Corpus Caf- 
liſum into the Gyri of the Brain, they carry thither rhe ſ1gnatures of 
notions for the memory 3 and when they dire& themſelves thence in- 
ro the Corpyra ftriata, and origines of the Nerves, they atuate all the 
moving parts, and as often as there is occaſion, convey to them the 
Inſtin&ts of ſetting upon motions. <2 

Now in a Vertigo thoſe even emanations of the Spirits ſeem ro be 
intercepted in various places, and to be diverſly perverted, for ſome 
files of the Spirits are rendred obſcure, others are wrelted another 
way, andare driyenthis way and that into Gyri and Vortez's, and often 
are forcibly drawn croſs-wile ; wherefore by reaſon of the Spins being 
{o roubled in the Brain, confus'd fancies, erring and unconſtant ſpe- 
cies of ſenſible things or turnings round of them are repreſented : And 
then, according as the Irradiation into the Genus Nervoſum 1s lefſen'd 
or ſtopt, a Scotomia, and failings and faulterings of the locomotive fun- 
ion enſue, | 

It ſeems probable that ſuch diſorders of*the Spirits depend on two 
cauſes, viz firſt, that ſome exorbitant and extraneous parricles being 
entred the Brain deeply rogether with the Nervous Juice, cleave ro 
the Spirits, and force them into irregular motions 3 1t being manifeſt 
to vulgar experience, that this happens to ſome perſons. after unmo- 
derate drinking of Wine, or Strong Waters, unuſual ſmoaking To- 
bacco, the eating af certain Vegetables, an anointing with Mercury, 
G&7c. Secondly, we may imagine that ſometimes a ſerous glut of filrh 
gets by deprecs into the Brain, rogether with the Nervous Juice, and 
when at length it has penetrated deeply into it, ir defiles theſe pure 
Medulle, and greatly ſtuffs its Pores : So that the Animal Spirits do nor 
diſplay their beams with a light thar is clear and full, but ſuch as is 
weak and broken, with many little Clouds, as it were, ſcattered here 
and there. 

In an habitual and inveterate Vertizo, the conjun& cauſe compre- 
hends both theſe, as ir appears from the things that give relief, or 

ove offenſive, For I obſerve that that affe& 1s alrered for the 
berter or worſe, on two kinds of occafions : For whatſoever things 
inwardly taken engender turgid Particles, and ſuch as are too exorbl- 
tant and apt to be troubled, as Wines, Strong Waters, prey = 

AtUlent 
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- flatuſent meats, in a manner always affe& vertiginous Perſons : tor do 
find leſs injury by reaſon of occafions by hich the Brain 15 filld 
ſtuffed, as are ſurfeiring, ſleeping at Noon, or too long in, the 
morning, a Southerly Wind, a moiſt, miſty, and thick Air ; a low 
ſeared and marſhy habitation : and on the contrary, the ſame are very 
much relieved by a thin and light Dies, aclear Air, and an apen Coun- 
try expoſed ro the Winds. 

If weenquire into the procatar&ick Cauſe of this Evil, viz; for what 
morbid prediſpoſition this double evil is wont to be brought on the 
Spirits reſiding 1n the middle part of the Brain; we find that here both 
the Brain wicth'the nervous Liquor, and the Blood with the Humours 
reſiding init are 10 the fault. 

It is-4 common fault of the latter, that degenerating from irs dye 
Crafis into a ſharp or. otherwiſe vitious temper, 1t perverts the 
nutritive juyce, and likewiſe heaps together within it a Serum, aud 
—_ dregs of various kinds, which it is ready to diſcharge on the 


The fault of the Brain is, that irs temper' is moiſt and weak, 1ts 
texture looſe and not firm, and has its Pores more open than the 
ought, and too much gaping, ſo that any hererogeneous and elaſtic 
Particles, and likewiſe ferons, or otherwiſe morbid recrements, being 
ſent from the Blood into the Head, are eaſily admitted into the Brairf 
togerher with the nervous juyce, and by reafon of its being too. 
open, deſcend without® obſtacle into the midſt of it, uz, the Corpo- 
ra calloſa and ftriata, Moreover, fuch as are of a tender Conſtitutt- 
on, eaſily contratt this vertiginous diſpoſition z for the Spirits of the 
Brain being weak, and unable to refiſt foreign incurſions, yield a paſ- 
ſage to any matter coming thither : Again, to others, tho robuſt Per- 
ſons, a diſorderly Diet, a ſedentary Life, frequent ſurfeiring, alſo 1m- 
moderate Sleep and Studies, likewiſe the Scurvy, an inveterate Ca- 
chexia, Fevers of long continuance, and other Cephalick Diſeaſes, of- 
ten bring this 11] habir of the Brain. 

As to the prognoſtick of this Diſeaſe, every new Vertigo for the moſt 
part 15 void cf danger ; but being habitual and continual, tho 1t ſel- 
dom threatens a grear or imminem: danger, yer becauſe it admits not 
bur a long and very difficule Cure, it moſt commonly fo tires both the 
Diſeas'd and the Phyſician, that before the Diſcaſe.can be cur'd ; 
one grows weary of the ocher. 

A primary Vertizs ſeated in the fore-part of the Head, which ſcarce 
at all cauſcs a dizzineſs or falling on the ground, being more ſafe and 
curable, is often chang'd into a Head-ach; ſometimes alſo it goes off 
of its own accord, by. a bleeding at the Noſe, or a Flux of the Hemor- 
thoids, and is often removed by Phytick. 

A vertiginous afteR ariſing in the hinder part of the Head, and in- 


tercepting the irradiations of the Spirits into the Nerves, being far 
more 
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more dangerous, often paſſes into an Apoplexy, or Palſey, or into Con- 
vulſrve Diſeaſes. | 

A Therapeutick Method does not properly belong to a Symptomatich 
Vertigo. It will only be neceflary that certain Cephalick Remedies 
for diſcuſling the Clouds of the Brain, and appeaſing the difordefs of 
the Spirits be joyn'd to the firſt things indicated ; or rather, to ſpeak. 
a—_— the capacity of the vulgar (which we muſt ſometimes, tho 
only for ſhew) that certain Medicines againſt vapours be added to them. 

An Accidental Vertigo, or any other that is new, for the moſt part is 
curd only by Blooding and a gentle Purge, ſometimes repeated ; Ne- 
renkeled, for the more certain extirpation of the diſcaſe,, let Cephalick 
Remedies likewiſe, ſuch as ſhall preſently be written, be carefully 
adminiſtred, 

For the Cure of an Habitual Vertigo, and ſuch as is become inveterate, 

in a manner the like method ought to be ordered as againſt moſt other 
Cephalick Diſeaſes, Which ſuggeſts theſe three chief intents of Heal- 
ing : viz. firſt, we muſt endeavour thatall fuel of that Diſeaſe being 
cutoff, the Brain may continue free from any new afflux of morbifick 
matter; for which end, a due form of dyet being ordered, ſome« 
rimes bleeding, and very often a gentle Purge given at due intervals 
of time will conduce: Let a dry and well ventilated Air be choſen, 
| let immoderate and unſcaſonable ſleep and ſtudies be ſhunn'd ; ler 
morning and evening draughts be wholly forborn: Inſtead of the for. 
mer, let a draught of Coffee or Tea be given, with the Leaves of Sage * 
boyl'd in them ; let an Iffſue be made in the Leg or Arm; and ſome- 
times let the Hemorrhoid Veſſels be open'd by Leeches : Let the Perſon 
affefred always riſe early in the morning, and waſh his Temples 
and Sinciput with cold Water, and rub them with a courſe Cloth. 

The ſecond Therapeutick Intention will be to remove the Proca- 

rartick cauſe of the Vertigo; wherefore letit be endeavoured, both 
that the Cacochymical dyſcraſy of the Blood be taken away, and that 
the weak and over-lax conſtitution of the Brain be correted. In or- 
der to the former, Remedies powerfully alrering, as temperate Ant- 
ſcorbuticks, Chabyleats, and ſometimes Spaw-waters, or Whey are proe 
per: To which, always by reaſon of the latter thing indicated, let Ce- 
phalick Medicines, zz. ſuch as are prepar'd of Coral, Amber, man's 
 Shull, the root of male Peony, Miſftletoe, Peacochs dung, and rhe like, forms 
of which we ſhall preſently give you, be added. 

The third Intention, and which is properly curatory, attempts the 
taking away of the conjun& Cauſe of this Diſeaſe, tho it ceaſes for the 
moſt part of irs own accord, upon. the removal of the procatar&ick 
Cauſes. Forgf the paſlage of every extraneous matrer into the Brain 
be cur off, nothing will hinder, bur that the Spirits being. as pure as 
may be, and having gotten free and. open ſpaces within the Corpxs cal- 
bum, may tlow thence cyery way. However, that we may proſecute

this ſcope of curing. together with the former, we muſt alſo inter- 
Sd uſe Medicines endow'd with a volatile Salt, whoſe Particles 
ren very ſubtle and a&ive, refreſh the animal Spirits 3 of which kind 
chiefly are the Spirits of Harts-horn, Soot, Sal Armoniack impregnated 
with Amber, man's sþull, &c, the tinures of Coral, Amber, Antimony, the 

Theſe things being thus premitted concerning the /ertzgo 11 gene- 
ral, it ſeems likewiſe proper for us to delineate a therapeutick me- 
thod more particularly, and te give an orderly proceſs of it : And firit, 
ir ſhall be ſhewn whar is ro be done in the Fit for curing it, and then 
what out of the Fir for preſervation. 

1. Asto the former, tho an invafion of the Vertigo, how violent fo- 
ever it may ſeem, for the moſt parr is free from danger, and often paſ- 
ſes off eafily of its own.accord; yer becauſe thoſe that are affected wich 
it, fearing themſetves a dying,defire Phyſical Aid ; in ſfucha cafe, if the 
Pulſe indicates ir, a Clyſter bemg premitted, ler bleeding be ordered 3 
then a Veſicatory being applied to the Neck, let ftrong-fmelling thmgs, 
as Caftoreum, Spirit or volatile Salt of Harts-horn, Urine, or Sal Armoni- 
ach be preſently held to the Noftrils : moreover, let thoſe Spirits be 

ven twice or thrice a day, with a convenient dofe of a Cephatick 
Pale 3 going to- bed let a bolus of Mithridate with powder of Caftoreum 

e taken : the day following, if the affe& be nor yer gone, let a gentle 
Purge be given 3 or if the Diſeas'd be inclined, or eafie ro vomit; ler 
*ah Emetick be taket, than which there is ſcarce any Remedy more 
excellent, 

Take Pillile de Succins twenty frue grains, Roſm of Jalap ſix grains, 
Tartar vitriolat ſeven grains, Balſam of Peru what ſuffices, mabe four Pills 

to be taben going to bed, or early in the morning : of, 

Tabe Sulphur of Antimouy froe grains, Cream of Tartar half a ſcruple, 
Caſtoyeum two grains, make a powder, to be taken with governance, ex- 
peiting a vomiting. 

That Vomits often do good it the Vertizo, beſides the teſtimony of 
Authors, it ſufficiently appears alſo by common obſervation; and fince 
vertigmous Perſons vortiir often of their own accord, hence an opinion 
has grown amongſt many, that the cauſe of this Diſeaſe lies hid in a 
manner alwayes1n the Stomach, but we have ſhewn elſewhere thar 
this is otherwiſe, and that the vomiting frequently happens by reaſon 
of the Spirits being troubled in the Brain, Now the reaſon why Eme- 
ticks do good in this Diſeaſe, is, that by this kind of Medicine, both a 
very great Revulſiori is made of Hiſmours from the Brain, and that the 
Spirits there being in a tumulr, are preſently reſtrain'd. When the 
Membranes atid Fibres of the Ventricle' and the Viſcera placed near it 
are twitcht, various Humours, viz. the nervous, ſerous, lymphick; pan- 
creatick and bilous, are drawn into thoſe Parts, and pA ined that 
the Brain continues free from their Iticurſions, nay, and cafily —_— 
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off 4 preat many then ſticking,in it. Then, as.to the animal Spirits, we 
have ſhewn elſewhere that chere. is _ a very great communicati- 
on and.intimate accord betwixt thoſe that refide;in che Stomach and 
thoſe of the Brain; ſo that a grateful or nga affe& of the Sto= 
mach from things taken, cauſes ereftionsor dejegionsof rhe Spirits re- 
fdingin theBrain. Opiats,whilſt remaining in the Stomach,bring aſleepi- 
eſs,{o in theVertigoand other-Cephalick Diſcaſes, it will. not conduce 2 
little to the reqrefling and regulatingof the Spirits in, the Brain,when all 
in confirſion, and mightily.apitated, if their conſociates or relations be 
t.in a conſternation within the Ventricle by an 1rricating, Medicine 3 
whilſt for the aid of theſe, a/great many are calld.from, the-Braip, 
the others remaining remit of' their diforders ,, and reſume . their 


ancient Offices ;. doubtleſs -it is chiefly for this reaſon, .that.Emeticks 


often give great Relief in affeds of the Mania, inſomuch that. certain 
Empiricks uſe in a manner thoſe alone. "4 W : 
2. But returning from this ſmall digreſſion, let .us conſider what-s 
to be done for curing an inveterate, and almoſt continual Vertigo, out 
of the Fit: therefore in rhe firſt place a method. being ordered concer- 
ning blooding and urging eo-He wy, and r xd at.fit intervals of 
rime according to the Coriftitution and ſtrength of the Patient; I alſo 
uſe to adviſe that a-Vomir , ( if. nothing indicares the contrary _) be ta- 


ken once a-Month ; -for which end,t6 weak Perſons, after the Stomack's 


being fill'd with light food, let Wine and Oximel of Squills be given, to 
two or three ounces, and afterwards Jet poſſet-drink with Carduus leaves 
boyd in it be drank in a great quantity, and let it preſently be thrown 
up again with a ſpontaneous or forced vomiting : To others, let an 
Emerick be given of Salt of Vitriol, or of the Infuſion of crocus Metallo- 
rm: Concerning Tues, Veſicatories,the opening of the henyrrhades,alſo of 
a Plaifter or Cap to be worn on the Head, and of topicks to be apply'd 
to the ſoles of the Feet, or to the Wriſts, for reyulfion or derivation, 
let a Phyſician deliberate. ' 

Tahe Conſerve of the Flywers of male Peony fix ounces, powder of its 
Rovts an ounce, Peony ſeeds powdered two drams;, Amber, Coral, Peart pow- 
dered of each two drams and a half, Salt of Coral a dram, Syrup of coral 
what ſuffices, mabe an Eleuary. The Doſe is a dram and a half, or two 
drems in the evening, and early in the moyning, drinking after it three oun« 
ces of the following diftilled Water.

| Becauſe alt-things do not agree with all Perſons, but a Phyſician 
- onght to aflay divers Medicaments, and infiſting on a various Method, 

at one time to try theſe Medicines, another thoſe, therefore I ſhall here 
ſet down certain forms of another kind. | 

Take our Syrup of Steel ſix ounces, let a- ſpoonful be taken in the Morn- 
ing and at fre of the Chck , with three ounces either of the diſtilled Water 
even now deſcribed, or of ſome other Cephalick Water : or take from fifteen 
' fo twenty drops of our Syrup of Steel with a draught of the ſame diftilled 
Water twice a day, I have known theſe things to have given great Relief 
to many. | | 

Sometimes let dyſes of the Spirits of Soot, Harts-horn, or Sal Armont- 
ach, impregnated with Amber, Coral, or Mans Scull, or let tinfture of 
Amber, Antimony, or Coral be daily given after the ſame manner. | 

Take Powder of the Roots of male Peony an ounce azd a half, Peony Seeds, 
Coral prepared, white Amber of each three Drams ; Pearl prepared, Pow- 
"der of male Peony Flowers freſh bruiſed, and dryed in the Sun; of each 
- two Drams, Sugar-candy one Ounce, make a Powder, let a Dram be tahen 
_ a day, with a draught of Tea or Coffee, or a DecofFion of Sage or 
Roſemary. 

For poor People Iet a Powder be preſcribed of the Leaves of Miſteltow 
growing on Apple Trees, dryed in the. Sun and powdred, to adram, to be 
taken twice a day: or take the white Dung of a Peacock ſix Ounces, pow- 
der of the Flowers of male Peony an onnce, Sugar two Ounces, make a 
Powder, let a Spoonful be taken twice-a day in a convenient Liguowr. 

Let vertiginous Perſons uſe for their ordinary Drink ſmall Ale with 
the Leaves of Miſtletew growing on Apple Trees boyledin it inſtead of Hops, 
and in a Veſſel of four Gallons let a Bag be hung, in which put of Pea- 

* cocks Dung half a pound, and of Cloves bruiſed three Drams. 

So frequent and my Examples of Perſons troubled wirh the Verti- 
£0 occur, that it ſeems bur to little purpoſe to give here any inſtances 
of them : however that the Types of this Diſeaſe may be known, I 
- ſhall relate here ſome few and rare Caſes, 

A Divine f1xty years of Age, after that he had been troubled for about 
three Months with a ſlight Vertzgo, or a frequent Coruſcation as it were 
- of the Spirits in the Sincipur, at length the Diſeaſe increaſing, he be- 
came affeted alſo with a dizzineſs and a falling-Evil ; in ſo much that 
in walking ſometimes he would fall flat on the Ground ; Being called 
to cure him, I preſcribed blooding, with a gentle purge to be repeared 
at fit intervals of Time, moreover I diligently gave EleRuaries and 
mixtures, ſuch as above-written, Veſicatories and other Adminiſtrati- 
ons being not negleRed : after a fortnight no relicf being found oy 
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theſe things, I gave him a vomir of Salt of Vitriol, and an infuſion of 
Crocus Metallum ; upon which having ten eafie vomits, he preſently 
from thenceforth was better, and Cephalich alteratives being uſed for 
about a fortnight longer, he grew perfe&ly well, and from that time 
he took yearly Spring and Fall for fix years\a vomit, with certain other 
Medicines, and even at this time is in perfe& Health, 

A certain Gentleman f1xry fix years old, after that he had lived for 
a long rime obnoxious to a light Vertigo, and which was wont to be rai- 
ſed as it were only occaſionally, about the end of Autumm being more 
ſeverely troubled with thar afte&, became alſo forgetful : going to ſee 
him after he had been il! about three Weeks, I found him very much 
changed in his Countenance and Aſpe&, the vigour of both beingvery 
much broken. To this Perſon, who had every Evening a ſmart Feaver, 
with a high and ſtrongly vibrating Pulſe, in the firſt place I ordered 
Blood to be drawn from the Arm, and after fix or ſeven dayes from 
the hemorrhoide Veins ; moreover I had Feſicatories preſently applyed 
to his Neck and inconrinently after behind his Ears, and Cauterzes be- 
twixt his Shoulder-Blades for two large Iflues to be there made: he took 
_y inwardly at Phyſical Hours Cephalich Remedies almoſt of every 
kind. Within a Months ſpace ſeeming to recover,he begantowalk abroad 
and to take care of his domeſtick Afﬀairs and other Concerns. Bur at 


. the _— of the Winter,upon taking cold,as he went _ abroad, 


he fell into a ſmall Feaver with a'great Perturbation of the Spirits 
within the Brain: for every day towards the Evening being light-headed, 
he ſcarce knew what he did, or ſaid, nevertheleſs within ſeven or cight 
dayes, the Feaver vaniſhing after blooding and a thin dyet, the 

of the Brain was changed from its fornier ſtate. For the Vertigo wholly 


ceaſing he became very forgetful, and withall Paralytical in the whole 


right 1de..-Being often askt concerning his Head, whether it was clear, 
and free from a Scotomia and confuſed Phantaſms, he anſwered, that as 
to thoſe things it was never bettef : for he underſtood well his Infirmi- 
ty, knew his Friends, Relations, and others that came to viſit him, but 
could ſcarce call to mind any of their Names: and when he went about 
to diſcourſe of any thing, he wanted words to expreſs the Senſe of his 
Mind : Moreover as to the fide afte&ed, in the right Arm and Thigh, 
there was not only a total Reſolution and Immobility, but likewiſe 1n 
both a very great zdematous Tumour grew, inſomuch that not only 
almoſt all hope of cure was laid a fide, but even of keeping him long 
alive ; nay,others were already folliciting for the State Offices and Em- 
ploys he enjoyed. 

However,]I deſiſted not from proceeding with a Method of cure,and 
preſcribed him /oſning Pills to be taken by intervals: and on other 
dayes, at phyſical Hours, Cephalich, Antiſcorbutich, and Antiparahytich 
Remedies: I ordered a Plaiſter of Gums and Balſoms to be appiyed 
to his Head ſhayed, the parts reſolyed to be anointed and ou o 

chate 
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chated with Oyles and Balſoms : whilſt theſe things were done with ſome 
kind of ſucceſs, as to the greater clearing of his 3 I know 
not through what cauſe, in the midſt.of Winter hefell.into.a:Feaver, (o- 
that he was greatly troubled every Mignt with a heat, and .mighty 
and an interrupted Sleep, his Tongue was parch'd and rough, 
his Pulſe high, his 'Urine ruddy, and full of contents; we abſtained 
from bloading by reaſon of his old Age, and iPalfie, and chiefly by 
reaſon of a Droplie in the ſide affefted: neverthele(s a thin dyet 
ani Barly and Oat Broths being commanded, we gave him day after day 
Faleps, Apoxemes, and other Remedies moving Sweat and Urine : and as 
at this time the Ifſues made by his ſhoulder Blades ran plenrifully,. the 
diſcaſed began to be better as to his Memory and-Palſte, and rhence- 
forward recovering by degrees from both thele affefs, and withall from 
this Feaver, and day growing better z within fix Months he was re- 

fored- ms 9a health, and at this time-is very well, 
Being tired of late with the almoſt daily complaints of a certam im- 
-portunatePerſon, troubled with the Vertigo, afcer a great many Reme- 
-dies us'd-to no purpoſe, I preſcribed at length that for a-Months ſpace 
He ſhould rake every day twice about a ſpooaful of the following'Pow- 
der, — afrer it 4 draught of a Decoftion of Sage or |Roſemary, ini

It is ſcarce credible how great a Relief he found by this Remedy. 
Coming to fee me again a Month afterwards, he ſeem'd to be a new, 
and another man ; being freed from his Vertigo, he did not only walk 
#bour with condence, bur was able to take care of his Houſheld af- 
fairs, and to manage other difficult Concerns, of which before: he was 
wholly incapable.

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InſtruFions and Preſcripts for curing the Apo- 
plexy. 


HE ſeat of the Apoplexy ſeems to he within the fame inward 

; portion of the Brain, viz. The Corpus Calloſum, as that of 
bk. theVerrgo 3 to wit, in as much as in borh affects the Imagina- 
rion, common Senſe, tho in a far differing degree, are affefted, wit 
m the former the radiation of the Spirits, is waurto be — in 
ome 
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ſame places,and to be inetrrupted with little Clouds, as it were,fcattered 
here and there, bur in the latter, the ſame is forthwith wholly darkned, 
and undergoes a total Eclips. 

- The Apoplexy,according to the import of the Word,denotesa ſtriking 
and by reaſon of the ſtupendous Nature of the affeR, as tho it contain' 
ſomewhat Divine, 1t-1s called # fideration: for thoſe that are ſeized with 
It, as tho they were Plaenetftruck, or ſmitten by an inviſible Deity, 
fall om che Ground on' a fudden, and being deprived of Senſe and Mo- 
nion; and the whole animal function (unlets that they breath_) ceaſing, 
they lye dead as it were for fome time, and ſometimes dye out-right : 
and if they revive again, they are oftentimes affeted with a general 
Palfic or an Hemiplegia. 

Tho it may ſeem-a Paradox, it 15 not guocing wh Reaſon to ſay 
that the Apoplexy is two-fold, and that one of them belongs to the Cere- 
bellum, and that the other hes its ſeat in the midſt of the Brain : the 
former happens by. reaſon of the animal Spirits defign'd for the vital 
function, —_ ſuppreſt in their very ſource, viz. within the Cerebellm, 
the motion of the. Heart being often thereby letted or ſuppreſt, as we 
have intimared before thar this happens in_ ſome ſort in the Incubus : 
and doubtleſs to this cauſe ought to be attribured what I have obſerved 
m ſome, that after a great heavineſs in the Occiput, a Swooning with a 
ſudden privation of all the animal fun&ion enſues : in which the dijea- 
ſed lye without Motion or Senſe, with a Pulſe and Reſpiration greatly 
diminiſh'd, and ſcarce perceiyable, and being all over cold for many 
Hours, nay, often a Day or two, more reſembling Perſons dead, than 
living: We have ſometimes known Perſons ſo afftefed, who have 
grown cald and ſtiff, their Pulfe and Reſpiration ſeeming wholly ro be 
mg arid who have been really raken for dead, and pur in their Cof- 

, yet after two or three dayes to have come to life again. | 

To enquire into the caſes of the other, and the wayes of its coming 
to pas, we muſt firſt diſtinguiſh concerning the various Invaſion of this 
Diteaſez to wir, how ſometimes being raiſed from a ſudden, ſolemn, and 
anvincible cauſe, without any previous Diſpoſition or Procatarxis, 1t 1s for 
the moſt part mortal 3 againſt this no Procatarctick or preſervatory 
Method can be ordered ; and the merhod of curing it, which 1s ordina- 
rily entred 'upon, for the moſt part becomes incthcatious: or ſecondly 
an Apoplectich Fir, having an antecedent Cauſe, or a previous Procatarxis 
15 brought into a& through various Occaſions or evident Cauſes. | 
 Asto theſeiſure of the former kind, viz. being ſudden and unawares, 
1ts conjun&, and immediate cauſe is either a great Solution of Continu- 
a Sor. ſoinewhere withif or near the middle of the Brain; through 

ich its Pores and Paſſages being obſiruted, or compreſt, all ema- 
nation of the Spirits is ſuppreſt, or it is a great and ſudden putcing t9 
flight, or extinction of the Spirits reſiding in the Brain. 


The 
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The things which are wont to cauſe Gon ſolution of Continuiry 
within the Brain, are, Blood extravaſated, an Abſceſs ſuppurated and 
broken, and an inundation of a ſerous humour ; and tho this latter ſel- 
dom or never happens of it ſelf, yet ſometimes, by reaſon of ſtrong 
evident cauſes, fuch a glut of ſerous filth ruſhes 1nto the Brain,that pre- 
fently filling and ſtuffing all its medullary Pores, it renders the Perſon 
hleſs, which I have known to have hapned to ſome upon ſleeping 
, preſently after having drank roo largely of ſmall Wine and Spaw Waters; 
T have obſerved the' like affe& upon a total and long contiuued ſup- 
preſſion of Urine, And in malignant Fevers the ſerous recrements by a 
eritical Metaſtaſis being conveyed to the Brain have often cauſed a loſs 
of Speech with Death. ; | 
' Of the evident Cauſes by which an extemporary Apoplexy is wont to be 
procured, the other kind confiſts in a ſudden profligation, or extin&i- 
on of the Spirits: which ſtrong Narcoticks, and an immoderate drinking 
of hot-Waters often effe&. 
' * Thus much concerning the Cauſes of the accidental and extemporary 
Apoplexy, which bring a fit of it on all Perfons indifferently, tho not 
iſpos'd ; and wherefore there can be no Prophylaxis ordered, and 
It is ſeldom that a Cure ſucceeds. But we obſerve beſides, that this 
Diſeaſe ſometimes is habitual, viz. That there remains in certain men 
2 conſtant Diſpoſition, by reaſon of which firſt —_— Bickerings trouble 
them, afterward by ſhort intervals greater accefles come upon them: 
of which for the moſt part _ dye at laſt, 
As tothe conjun& cauſe of this Diſeaſe, it conſiſts in the ſudden fil- 
ling of the Pores of the Corpus Catloſum, and the deſtroying of the Spi- 
rits by the approach of a malignant matter, 

Its procatar#ich Cauſes are the like as in moſt other afte&s of the Brain, 
VIZ. both the Blood is in fault, that either engendring of it elf, or ta- 
king from elſewhere extraneous Particles,and ſuch as are very adverſe 
to the texture, or conſtitution of the animal Spirits, and as it were ex- 
tintory of them, it ſends them/to the Brain: and moreover, the faulc 
of the Brain is, that being weak in its Craſis, and too lax and looſned 
in its Pores and Paſſages, it always admits ſo eaſily and without reſiſtance 
the morbifick matter obtruded from the Blood. 

The Subje& of this Diſeaſe being the Brain, or the Cerebellum, or 
both together; the Brain is ſhewn to be moſt obnoxious to it, by pre- 
vious and frequent Scotom7as, and vertiginous Aﬀets : the Cerebellum is 
argued to be 11]-diſpoſed by a frequent Incubus, an intermitting Pulſe, a 
Swooning, and frequent Fainting, | 

The Prognyſtick of this Diſeaſe is never declar'd but fatal and dubious : 
for an Apoplexy is never without danger either preſent, or to come, but 
the wort 1s, in which, beſides all the ſpontaneous Fun&ions being abo- 
Iifh'd, the Pulſe alſo and Reſpiration either fail, or are carried on with 
mych adoe, and then for the moſt part it happens with a foaming . 
Moutiz, 
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Mouth, and en, to which at _— ſweat (which moſt eom- 
monly is colliquative ) ſupervening, foreſhews that Death will happen 
very ſuddenly, | 

Thoſe who being ſeized with the Apoplexyare deprived of Pulſe and 
Reſpiration, and a herle —_— _— cold, ſeem to be dead, oughe 
not preſently to be taken forth of Bed, or to be left without Phyſi- 
cal Admihiſtrations: moreover, tho no hope of Life appears,let them 
hot be buried till after three or four dayes : for ſach, either of their 
own accord, or bythe uſe of Remedies ſometimes revive: which hap- 
pens not by reaſon of the vital heat being raiſed up again in the Heart, 
(for it was not wholly deftroyed here) bur for that the morbifick mat- 
ter being diſcuſs'd, or evaporated from the Cerebellum, the morion of 
the Hearr is renewed, as that of a Clock upon hanging on Wei | 

In an ApopleAtick Fir,if after letting Blood relief follows, ſome hope 
of well-doing appears: but if after this and other Remedies the affe& 
continues above four and twenty hours without remitting, or grows 
worſe, all hope is over concerning the diſeaſed, 

If after the firſt ſeifure of a ſpeechleſneſs being well over, the diſ- 
eaſed afterward becoming more drowfſie and dull, is affe&ted with a 
Scotomia, and a frequent Vertigo, it is a ſign that he will be obnoxious 
to other acceſſes of the Apoplexy: for the foreſaid affeRs proceed from 
the morbifick matter at chat time depoſed in the circumference of the 
Brain, and there floating here and there, and now and then deſcend- 
ing by ſmall parts only, intothe midſt of it, which matter, whether ir 
be Vitriolick or Narcotick, after that it is gathered together to a ful- 
neſs, brings the Apoplexy. S 

The Therapeutick method either is curatory, for removing the fit, 
after it has ſeized, or preſervatory for preventing it from returning: 
nee regards every Apoplexy, the other only that which is habi- 
fua 


A fit of the Diſeaſe hapning (if ir does not proceed from an outward 
or violent hurt of the Head) tho it be unknown whether ir be raiſed 
by an inviſible cauſe (ſuch as are an extravaſating of the Blood in the 
Brain, or an Abſceſs broken) or not: however we ought diligently to 
endeavour its cure, And becauſe the Blood being too turgid 1s wont 
to induce the morbifick cauſe, or at leaſtwiſe to increaſe it, and 
when it ſubſides and becomes more calm is wont ſomerimes to remove 
the ſame: therefore in the firſt place weought to deliberate concern« 
ing the moderating of its coun And here a queſtion ariſes con- 
cerning the ſire of the diſeaſed, viz. Whether he ought nor preſently 
to be put to bed, or rather to be kepr out of ir for ſome time? ſome 
religiouſly obſerve the latter, nor is it without reaſon, becauſe in Bed 
there is a greater propenſion to ſleep, and the Blood boyling more, 
and burning more freely by reaſon of the ambient hear of the Bed, 
ſends more of the —— _ into the head affected : _— 
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the contrary, when the diſeaſed being thinly cloathed, is plac'd in 4 
Chair, the Blood flows more ſlowly, and the ſubſiding Veſſels ſeem 
more fit rather for drinking up humours ſent from the Brain, then 
for ſending them thither. Wherefore,if the Patient be ſtrgng enough, 
it may haply be better for him to ſtay our of Bed for ſix or eight 
Hours, till the Fluxion of the morbifick Matter be, paſt, and the 
courſe of the Blood be made more calm by blooding, and other Re- 
medies carefully adminiſtred. Bur let thoſe that are weak, and of a 
tender Conſtitution, be put preſently to Bed as ſoon as they are ſciz'd, 
Let the ſite of the diſeaſed, whether he be in Bed, or out of it, not 
be on his Back, but the Head ſomewhat raiſed, and leaning ſometimes 
to one ſide, ſometimes to the other. | 

Blooding, .being neceſlary almoſt in all ApopleRical Perſons, may 
not be delayed : but a ſmart Clyſter being injetted,let Blood be taken 
in a plentiful quantity. In the Clyfter ler there be diſlolyed Species 
Hiere Diacolycinth : and a thick infuſion of Crocus Metallorum : let a 
large Veſicatory be applycd to the Neck, and others to the Leggs, and 
drawing Cataplaſmes to the feet: ler the Temples and Noſtrils be 
anointed with appropriate Oyles and Balſoms, and let painful FriQions 
be uſed to the Limbs, nay to the whole Body: meanwhile let thoſe 
things be now and then given, which raiſe up the animal Spirits, and 
free them from their Fetters, uz. Spirit of Harts-horn, Soot, and 
the like, with a Cephalick Julep. 

Afterward, the diſeaſed being put to Bed ( if he ſeems eaſe and 
able enough to bear a Vomit _)ler a vomitory of Salt of Vitriol, Oxymel 
of Squils, or an infuſion of Crocus Metallorum be given : and now and 
then a Quill being thruſt into his Throat, let a vomiting be raiſed four 
or five times, Poſſer-drink by intervals being-poured into him. 

The vomiting being over, let comforting things, as Quercitans 
Elixir of Life, Spirit of Lavender, or of Treacle camphorated, Tin#ure 
of Peony, or of Amber, or Coral, be given in a fit doſe, with 4p ano, 10 
and _ appropriate Waters, and as occaſion requires let them be 
repeated. 

On the ſecond day the ſame Remedies being ſtill continued, let dry 
Cupping-glaſſes,or with a ſcarification,alſo be applyed about the Shoul- 
der-blades,or in the Neck: or if more Blood ought to be drawn, let the 
Jugular Vein be opened ; ler the Clyſter be repeated ; Let Spirit of Sal 
Armomack, or a fteam of Galbanum boyled in ſharp Vinegar be held to the 
Noſtrils : Moreover,let Errhins, and Apophlegmatiſms be uſed: afterward 
in the Evening let a purge of Pilulz Ryudzi,or the Eleuary of Roſes (0- 
lutive diflolved in ſome Liquour be given. 

Theſe things doing no good, tho there be ſmall or no hope, let 
either a burning hot Iron, or a large Veſicatory be applyed to the 
Crown of the Head ſhaved 3 let the remaining part of it, and chiefly | 
the Forchead, and Sinciput be fomented with Bezoardich Vinegar: , 

| Ms 
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Let Leeches be applyed to the Temples,or behind the Ears; Let Spi- 
rit of Harts-horn, or of Soor be given him in a large doſe, and often 
-we muſt inſiſt on theſe and other ways of adminſtrations till death 
ſeems to be at hand, which (as Celſs has it) thoſe kind of Remedies 
ofren only delay, and in the mean while prove troubleſome to life. 

The Prophyla&ick Method regards both thoſe, who have been for- 
merly ſet upon with one or more Invafions, and thoſe who ſeem prone 
to them, as being born from ApopleRick Parents, or being obnoxious 
to the Vertigo, Incabus,or frequent Faintings, and ſuch as have the Neck 
ſhort and thick grown. 

Spring and Fall let purging and blooding (where it is propzr ) 
be uſed ;. as to the former let thoſe that are eafie to vomit, take firſt 
a vomitory of the Infuſion of Crocus Metallorum, with Salt of Vitriol, or 
of Sulphur of Antimony, and then after three or four dayes, let a doſe 
of Pilul.e Rudi, or of Amber be given z and afterward by due intervals 
let it it be repeated three or four times : let two large Iffues be raiſed 
near the Shoulder-blades, or if thoſe Places do not pleaſe ſome, ler 
them have one in the Arm, and another in the oppoſite Leg. 

On other dayes free from purging, let altering and cephalick Me- 
dicines be taken twice a day. 

Tabe Conſerve of the Flywers of Lilltes of the valley ( or of male Peo- 
ny ) ſix ounces, powder of the roots of male Peony h alf an ounce, mans sbwll 
prepar'd three drams, ſeeds and flowers of male Peony powdered, of each 
two drams, red Coral prepar'd, Pearl and white Amber of each a dram, 
Salt of Coral four ſcruples, ſyrup of the flowers of male Peony what ſuffices, 
make an Eleuary : the doſe is two drams myrning and evening, drinking 
after it of the follywing water two or three ounces. 

Tabe rows of mal? Peony, Angelica, Maſter-wort, of each half. a pound, - 
rs of Zedoary, the leſſer Galingal, of each an ounce, leaves of MiSHetoe 
of Appl--trees, Rue, Sage, Betony, of each four handfuls, the outward coats 
of ten Oranges and eight Lemmms, Cardamums, Cloves, Nutmegs, of each 
half an ounce ; all being ſlic'd and bruiſed, pour to thein of White-wine ( in 
which twp» pounds of Peacochs dung hath been infaſed for a day ) ten pounds : 
let there be a chſe infuſion for three dayes, then diſtill it according to art, 
let the whole Liquor be mixt. 

Tabe (pecizs Diambra two drams, powder of the roots of male Penny, 
choice Zedoary of each a dram and a half, Pearl a dram, Oyle of pure 
Amber half a dram, dvuble refined Sugar diſſ)lved in Peony Water, and 
boyled to a Conſiſtency, for Tablets, "(ix ounces, make Tablets according to 
art, ens half a dram ; let the Patient eat one or twn often in a day at 

eaſure. 
F Within fiſceen or twenty dayes, the Remedies,that they may be leſs 
loathſome and more advantageaus ought to be changed ; therefore 
inſtead of the Electuary,give for a fortnight or three weeks ſometimes 
Spirit of Sal Armaniack ſaccinated, or coralluated,ar irrpregnated with Mans 
Kkk2 Scall, 
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Scull, or Caftoreum ; ſometimes the Elixir of Peony, or the tinflure of Amber, 
or Coral,or Quercitans Elixir of Life, mixtura ſimplex : Alſo,inſtead of the 
compound Waters let them take either the Water of black Cherries, or 
of Walnuts, or of Roſemary, or of Lavender /1mple, ſometimes a —_— 
of Poſſet-drink with the Flowers of male Peony, or of Lillies of the V allies 
boyled in it, or a draught of Tea or Coffee, inthe Morning (thoſe Ingre- 
dients being firſt boyled in the Water of which it is prepared_) or ler 
a Confettion of Chocolate be made after this manner, 

Take powder of the Roots of male Peony, mans Scull prepared of each 
half an ounce, Species Diambre two drams, make a Powder, to every paper 
of which add Cocao-nut-Kernels a pound, Sugar what ſuffices, make a 
— half an ounce or ſx drams of this be taken every Morning in 
a draught of a decotion of Sage, of Peony Flowers, or the like. 

Take Powder of the Roots of male Peony, mans Scull prepared of each 
&n ounce and a half, Roots of choice Zedoary, baftard Dittany, Angelica, 
Contrayerva of each two drams, make a ſubtle Powder of all of them, add 
the yellow Coats of Oranges and Limons preſery/d of each two ounces, let 
them be bruiſed together to a Powder, let about half a dram, or a dram 
be taken an Hour before and after meals. OY 

For ordinary Drink , let a Veſſel of four Gallons be filled with mdling 
Ale, in which boyle the Leaves of white ſweet-ſmelling Hore-hound dryed 
lx handfals, Anacardiums, Cardamums, of each an ounce and a half, be- 
Ing ſlic'd and bruiſed, make a Bag. 

But eſpecially, letan exa# form of Dyet be obſerv'd : Let a tempe- 
rate, dry, and well ventilated Airbe choſen ; let food only of an eaſie 
concotion, and light, be eaten 3 let the Supper be ſpare, or none at 
all ; let o_s at noon, drinkings, and other il! accuſtomances about 
nonnatural things be ſhunned. : : 

I might here inſtance ſeveral ſtories of ApopleQtical perſons, v1Q. 
of ſome, who, tho ſeiz'd once or twice, are ſtill living ;. and of others 
kill'd by the firſt, or ſecond, or afterward at the third Invaſion, The 
Right Reverend Father in Chriſt, Gilbert Lord, Arch-biſhop of Canter- 
bury, lives ſtill, who eſcap'd above fix years fince from a ſevere Apo- 
pleRick fir, (God, ro whom ever be praiſe, giving ſucceſs to Phyſical 
endeavours, ) and from that time, tho he has now and then under- 
po light rouches of the Diſeaſe, yet he has never been ſo proſtrated 

y it as to become ſpeechleſs, or inſenfible : Bur it's to no purpoſe ro 
dwell long in ſetting forth this and other examples, in regard they 
contain nothing: very rare, whence the Atiology of the Diſeaſe may 
be illuſtrated. TI have difſeted ſome dead Bodies, but they were 1n 
a manner only of ſuch Perſons as were ſeiz'd Apople&tical afrer the 
Head being greatly hurt, as by a ſtroke, or a fall, in all which the 
Blood extravaſated, or an Abſceſs was the cauſe of Death : As to the 
opening of Perſons dead of an habitual Apoplexy, we are moft com- 
monly hindred by Friends, who expe&ing their revival, both cy 
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the Interrment, and wholly forbid Anatomy, Burt I ſhall give you 
here _ notable Angtomical Obſervation made about five years fince 
at Oxjora, 

| ASS II honeſt and pious man, of a groſs Body, and ha- 
ving a ſhort and full grown Neck,being long ill-diſposd in his health, and 
leading a ſedentary life, had contrafted a very Scorbutick Cacochymia'; 
beingaffeted with adifficult and purſy breathing,and with an unwonted 
heavineſs and drowſineſs of his Head, he was ſearce able toperform any 
thing of labour or exerciſe, but to go and come daily from his Chamber 
cothe Chappel,and Refe&ory : On a certain morning,entring the Chap- 
pel a little before Prayers, as he ſet himſelf on his knees, being ſtruck 
on a ſudden, and preſently becoming ſpeechleſs and inſenfible, he fell 
on the ground ; but being forthwith rais'd up, and his Cloaths taken 
off, he was put into a warm Bed : My ſelf and other Phyſicians being 
'call'd, and coming as quick as might be, we found him not only with- 
out Sence, Pulſe and Reſpiration, bur cold and abſolutely ſtift through- 
out his whole Body : Nor could he be broughtto life, or to a hear by 
any Remedies, or ways of adminiſtration, tho applied with all dilt- 

nce for ſome time : Whence we imagin'd, that from his firſt be- 
ing ſtruck, the beat of the Heart was wholly ſtopp'd, and its flame 
be 100m » that preſently all motion of the Blood was ſup- 


The next day after we opened the Body, it appearing to be quite 
dead and ſtiff; nothing doubting bur very clear footſtepts of an affe&t 
ſo ſuddenly mortal, lefr within the Brain, would ſhew themſelves to 
the eye; but neither there, or in any other part, was there remain- 
ing ſo much as any ſhadow of the Diſcaſe, tho very violent : the veſ- 
ſels irrigating the Meninges were indifferently fil'd with blood, but 
without any inflammation or extravaſation : the Brain, Cerebellurr, 
and medulla oblongata, with all their proceſſes and prominences, a 
pear'd every where firm and well-coloured throughout, both within 
and without : neither was there Serum nor cxtravaſated Blood heapt 
together any where within their Pores and Paſſages, nor alſo within 
the greater Ventricles : nay,and the plexus choroeides plac'd both within 
the Cavity of the Brain, and behind the Cerebel/am, ſeemed free from 
all fault, ſo that the morbifick matrer being as fine and ſubtle as the 
Spirics which it affefted, remained wholly inconſpicuous, and we could 
only argue its preſence there from the effe&. 

Nevertheleſs, leſt it ſhould lye hid elſewhere without the Head, 
afrer having accurately inſpeed all the Contents of the Brain, we 
came to the Thorax, where the buy being diſcoloured, and ſtuff 
throughout with a frothy Ichor, ſhew'd manifeſtly enough the cauſe 
of the difficult and purly breathing ; but the Heart being ſound and 
firm enough, was wholly free from any obſtruftions, or polipous con- 


Exetions. Moreoyer, neither near it, nor in other adjacent Viſcera 
was 
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was any Ahſceſs or Impoſtume found, by whoſe conta or ill frvour 
the Heart could fo be oppreſt, or the Viral Spirit Gin caſe this. be poſſi- 
ble) on a ſudden be ſuffocated. 

Wherefoce in this caſe w2 coald imagine nothing elſe, but that the 
Animal Soirits ref14ing within the middle of the Brain were on a ſud- 
den pur t5 flight, and exringuiſh'd as it were by certain malignant, or 
nzrcotick, or otherwiſe infeſting Particles ; ſo that the motion of the 
Heart, as of the firſt mo7er in a machine, failing on a ſudden, pre- 
ſently all the other FunXtons, their impulſes being taken away, whol- 
ly ceas'd.

Theſe Parts execute all the FunRions that regard motion and ſenſe, 
wherefore the failings or enormicies of theſe muſt be affets of thoſe 
B24ies, or of the Spirits refilling in them : now ſenſe and motion are 
mur'd chiedy two ways; for boch are wont to be perverted, or ſtop- 
p2d; when m2:ion 15 perverted, Cramps and Convaulfions; when 
Senſe, pains ariſe ; when either. Funtion or both of them rogether 
are letted or ab9lithr, the AﬀeR thence rais'd 1s call'd the Palſy ; of 
witch we muſt trear at preſent. 

The Paſſ'y is deſcribed after this manner, viz. That it is a Reſolution, 
or Relaxation If th? N2rus parts from their dus Tention ; byreaſon of which 
AMhtian and S21ſ2, to wit, eith2r one of tham alane, or byth of them together 
canmt b2 exerciſed in the whole Body, or in certain parts of it after a du?

The Nervous Parts are refolved becauſe the animal Spirits doe not 
ſufficientiy irradiate, raiſe, and aftuare them with vigour : The cauſe 
of which defeX is, either an o>{truftion of the DaFug's, whereby their 
patlagzor conveyance is hindred; ar an ampotency of the Animal Spt- 
rits, 


i & IE middle of the Brain, or the Corpus calloſum, where we 
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izs, inaſmuch as being affeed with a ſtupefa&ion, or being bur few, 
he) do not diſplay. themſelves vigorcuſly encugh : By reaſcn of theſe 
various ways of atie&ing, divers kinds of the Pallſey ariſe: Fcr firſt, 
as to motion by it ſelf, this ſpontanecus facult (which chiefly, and 
in a manner only, 1s obnoxious tothe «—} / Bormes in the whole . 
Body, or in certain parts, is wholly abol;{h'd ; but ſcmetimes it being 
only letted, is diminiſh'd or deprav'd. Secondly, in like manner we 
obſerve as toSenſe by it ſelf, that either one Senſe, or many togerker, 
ſometimes wholly are taken away, and that ſometimes they are ve 
much diminiſhed or vitiated, Thirdly, ſemetimes it happens a 
powers are injur'd together; we ſhall ſpeak of each of theſe in order, 
and in the firſt place of the Palſey, in which ſpontaneous motion is 
aboliſhed ; which we conclude to happen chictly for rwo cauſes, to 
wit, by reaſon of the Du&'s keing obſtructed, cr of the Animal Spi- 
rits being ſtruck with a ſtupefaRicn, or, as it were, with a certain 
malignant blaſt. 

As to the former, the Interception cf the Spirits frem the Parts re- 
ſolved by reaſon of the Fores being obftrued, it being alvays above 
the Parts, 15 wont to happen in various places, and for divers cauſes; 
but eſpeciaily either in the primum ſenſorium, 1i7., in the Corpora Stri- 
ata, cr ſomewhere about the Candices Medullares , or laſily, in the 
Nerves themſelves; and ſo lightly it happens either in their originee, 
or in the middle of their Proceſſes, or in their extream parts, 117. 
the Nervous Fibres, When the Injury happens to the Corpora Stri- 
ata, or Medulla oblomgata, or Spinal, it either obſtruts the whole 
running of the marrow of the Back-bcne, whence a uniterſal Palſey 
ariſes beneath the place affeted 3 or one half of it, whence a Heni- , 
plegia: or it aflefts the heads of ſome certain Nerves either in cre 
ſide, or in both together, whence reſolutions are caus'd in this or that 
member ſeparately from the others. | 

There are many ways, by which the paſſages of the Animal Spt- 
rits in the foreſaid bodies are obſtruted 3 177. either, firſt, then 
Du#us's are fill'd with an extraneous matter forc'd into them ; or {c- 
condly, they are compreſs'd by extravaſated Blood, a glut of ſerous 
filth, or ſome tumour lying on them z or thirdly, there 1s a ſolution of 
their continuity, as by a wound, ſtroak, concuſſion, alſo by an cx- 
cels of heat or cold. 

As oftenas a Univerſal Palſey, or Hemiplegia (as is uſual) enſues up- 
on a Lethargy, Carus, or Apoplexy, it 1s obvious to conceive that ſuch 
a change of the Diſeaſe happens by reaſon of the removal of the 
matter, 1/7. inaſmuch as this paſſing at gh from the pores and 

alſages of the Corpus Calloſum (which if firſt poſſeſt, and falling a 
ittle lower,_) entcrsinto the medullary trafisof one Corpus Striatum,or 


haply of both, 
If 
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If it be askt why Senſe is not always hindred as well as Motion in the 
Palſey, fince both are rn gnch- tre ſame Nerves and Fibres, and 
as it ſeems, within the ſame medullary trafts, ſothat one — 
the inverſion of the other; it ſeems here to be ſaid, that, as Light paſſes 
through Glaſs where the Wind is excluded, foalſo Senſe continumgen- 
tire, Motion often is abolifht: Moreover, Senſe is only a Paſſion, atid 
ble impreflion,which is propagated by the continuity of the nervous pro- 
ceſs, from the Organ to the ſenſmium commine, without any 
or force of the Spirits, which might be done, tho the Senſorium Corttrus 
ne be ſomewhere obſtru&ed, and the Spirits reſiding in it are grown 
dull ; But Motion isa difficult and laborious Aftion, to which it 15 re- 
quired that the Spirits diſplay themſelves vigoronſly, and make as 1t 
were exploſive affe&s; nor only in the moving Organs, bur eſpecially 
about the parts where the principle of Motion and its firſt Imperus 1s, 
alſo in the whole paſſage through the Nervous parts. | Wherefore, 
whereas a few Spirits, and thoſe diſabled, ſuffice for Senſe, many are 
required for Motion, and thoſe free and prompt as to their Expanfions, 
| Thave obſerved in many that when they were firſt affe&ted with an 
Indiſpofition of the Brain, a Dulneſs of the Mind, and a Forgetfulneſs; 
and afterward with a Stupidity and Dotiſhneſs, they fell afcerward ( as 
I was wont to predi&_) into a Palſey; viz. the morbifick matter be- 
ing fallen by degrees, and at length heap'd together to an opilative 
lenitude ſomewhere within the Caudex Medullaris, where the medul- 
ary Tra&s are more ſtraitned than inthe Corpus Striatum. = 
What before we (aid in the Apoplexy, we affirm now in the Palſey, 
that the morbid Particles are not only opilative, but ſometimes narco- 
rick, and extinguiſh the Spirits; thus the ſteams of Antimony, Mercury, 
and Auripigment, cauſe weakneſſes, tremblings, and often, reſolutions of 
the Members to ſome uſing amongſt furnaces of Merals. In like man- 
ner we may imagine, that in certain ſcorbutical and very cacochymical 
Perſons, heterogeneous Particles, and ſeemingly of a vitriolick nature, 
enter the Du#u#s of the Nerves , and ſubvert certain files of the 
Spirits, or ſuppreſs their motion z hence ſtupors or reſolutions ſud- 
denly ariſe in the Members or Muſcles, ſometimes in theſe, and ſome- 
times 1n thoſe, they often removing from =_ to place, and ſome- 
times 2 fixt Palſey is ſettled: And in every Palſey cauſed by obſtruQi- 
on, the morbifick matter is not a groſs and viſcous phlegm, (as Galen 
and many Phyficians affirm ) for ſuch does nor pervade the Brain, 
much leſs the DauFus's of the Nerves; but ſeems to confiſt of ſubtle 
and very ative particles, -tho injurious to the animal ceconomy, for 
the Palſey happens to ment, as a blight or ruſt does to Plants; for 
ſome Winds endued with Vapours .more than cold, viz. of a vi- 
fious or vitriolick Spirit, when they blow upon young render Plants 
preſently cauſe them to wither z viz. in as much as the tender ſtam- 
na interwoyen every where like Nerves in the Leaves and Branches 
are 
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are ſo throughly. conſtring'd-by the blaſt of the malignant Air, that 
they nolonger admit the” Juice ſent from the Trunk and Root, through 
defer of which they wither : after the like manner extrancous,and as _ 
it were, vitriolick Particles admitted within the O of Senſe and 
Motion, in as much as at the ſame time they ſtop the Pores, and de- 
ze& the animal Spirits, or reſtrain them from Motion, bring as it were 
a blaſt on the reſpe&ive Parts. 

As to the evident cauſes of an habitual Palſey, wiz. through what 
occaſions thoſe that are diſpoſed tothis Diſeaſe contraR it ſooner, or 
being already ſeized with it, are more ſeverely troubled with ir: I ſa 
all ſuch things make for this, which add to the vitiating of the Bl 
alſo which fill the Brain, and its nervous Appendix, or raiſe ſuffuſions 
of a morbifick matter 1n it, thoſe things likewiſe which affe& the Spi- 
rites with a StupefaRion, or diminiſhtheir Stores: in thenumber of theſe 
firſt occur diſorders in the fix non- natural things, an ill form of Dyer, 
a drinking of ſtrong Wines, or hot Waters, too much or unſeaſona- 
ble Sleep, Idlene(s, anda ſedentary Life, immoderate Venery, too 
great lofles of Blood, a moiſt and marſhy Air, houſes freſh plaiſtred, 
metallick Fumes and Vapours, frequent uſe of Narcoticks, or To- 
bacco, an exceſs of Cold, Heat, or Moiſture, vchement and long con- 
tinued Paſſions of Sadneſs and Fear, with many other things, which I 
ſhall nor here ſtand to relate. 

There is another kind o* this Diſcaſe depending on the ſcarcity and 
fewneſs of the Spirits, in which tho motion fails wholly in no Part or 
Member, yet it is performed but weakly only, or depravedly by any : 
to wit, the afteRed, tho not become without Motion, yet they are not 
able ro move their Members, or to ſuſtain any Burthen with ſtrength ; 
moreover in any moving effort they are troubled with a trembling of 
the Limbs, which is only the effe& of Weakneſs, or a broken ſtrength 
in the moving Faculty, 

Perſons become ſubje& to this afte&by reaſon of an ex:ream or va- 
letudinary old age, alſo through immoderate loſſes of Blood or Seed; 
and likewiſe by reaſon of being very ſcorburical, or cacochymical : 
and many recovering with difficulry and ſlowly from a chronick d1- 
ſtemper are troubled with a languiſhing of the Limbs, and a great re- 
ſolution of the Members from their due Vigour and Strength ; ſ>thar 
tho their Stomack holds good, and their Pulſe and Urine be well diſ- 
poſed, yer being enervated, as it were, and without Strength, they 
ſcarce dare to ſet upon any local motion, and if they begin it, they 
cannot hold it long: nay ſome, withourany conſiderable ſickneſs, keep 
their Beds for a long time, as Perſons ready'to dye ; whilſt they lye 
undiſturbed they diſcourſe with their Friends, and are chearful, but 
they neither will, nor dare be raiſed up, or walk about, nay they ab- 
hor allmotion as ſome dreadful ching. Doubtleſs in theſe, tho the ani- 
mal ſpirits in ſome ſorc auate and irradiate the whole Genws Ner- 
* | woſum 5 
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woſum; yet their Storesare ſo ſlender and looſly ſet together,that when 
many Spirirs ought to be gathered together ſomewhere in it for motion, 
there is grear danger leſt preſently in the Neighbourhood their Comi- 
nuity be broken off, -and conſequently the tention ifthe Nervous Parts 
ber eſoly'd. Wherefore, in regard the Spirirs reſiding in the Brain are 
conſcious of the Weakneſs of the others plac'd in the Members, the 
refuſe to impoſe local motion on their Companions , as being a tas 
toodifficulrtor them ; for which cauſe the affe&ed are ſcarce led by any 
xtrſwaſion to try whether they are able to go or not : but thoſe who 
ing troubled with a ſcarciry of Spirits, will force them as much as 
they may to local Motions, are able at their firſt riſing in the Morning 
to walk, move their Arms this way and that, or to lift up a weight 
with ſtrength 3 but before Noon the ſtore of the Spirits which influ- 
enic'd the Muſcles being almoſt ſpent, they are ſcarce able to move 
Hand or Foot. I have now a prudent and honeſt Wotnan in cure,who 
for many years has been obnoxious tothis kind of baſtard Palſey, not 
only in the Limbs, but likewiſe in her Tongue 3 This Perfon for ſome 
time ſpeaks freely and readily enotgh, but after long, haſty, or labo- 
rous ſpeaking, preſently ſhe becomes as mute as a fiſh, and cannot 
bring forth a word, nay, and does not recover the uſe of her Voice till 
after an hour or two, 

. In a certain. ſpecies of the Palſex the ſenſitive faculty 15 hurt by ir 
ſelf, motion being ſtill entire; this is obvious enough concerning the 
Organs whoſe Nerves are only relating to Senſe, as of the Sight, Hear- 
ing, Taſt, and Smell, andthe Reaſon 1s plain enough. Burt that in the 
uttermoſt habit of the Body, or the Members, ſometimes the touch 
periſhes; the locomotive Power being withont hurt 3 as it is every 
where ſeen in Perſons affeted with the Leprofie, Elephantiaſis, and 
in ſome troubled with the Mania who are wont to go naked, and to 
lye on the Ground, and who, are become ſo inſenſible mm the Skin 
and the Fleſh of the Muſcles, that they do not feel the cuts of a Pen- 
knife, or Needles any where thruſt into them. This I ſay 1s very dif- 
fioult to be explained ; Bur concerning this it muſt be ſaid, that the 
ſame Nerves haply convey forward and backward the inftints of Mo- 
tions, and the Impreſſions of ſenfible things ; bur that the ſame Fibres 
which are locomorive are not alway, or chiefly ſenſible : We have 
ſhewn elſewhere that the muſcular and rendinous Fibers execute the 
former Power, bur the ſenſible Species 1s received in a manner only 
by the membranous Fibres; wherefore the outward Skin is the primary 
Organ of the tonch ;, afrer this the Membrancs that cover the Muſcles, 
and laſtly, thoſe that compoſe theViſceraare in the ſame ſort afteted 
by the rangible Obje&,wherefore the hurt or loſs ofthe touch happens by 
reaſon of an Injury offered the. onrward Membranes ; viz. when the 
Fibres"of theſe are obſtruſted with a Virriolick Marter, or are ver 
much conſtipated by an exceſs of Cold, ſothat the animal Spirits _ 
ought 


_ 
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- ought to receiye their Impreſſions, are excluded from their Organs, 
and that theſe Inhabuangs of the outward Members are only affe&ed 
it thence appears, becauſe the Members deprived of Senſe do not 
wither asthoſe deprived of Motion, but continue full and fleſhy; which 
is 2 ſign that the animal Spirits Mill entring the Nerygs and carneous 
Fibres give their vertue to the Fun&ion of Nutrition: but when 
Motion being aboliſh'd, the Spirits are 1n a manner wholly baniſh'd 
from thoſe parts, the Fleſh withers away, becauſe the nutriuye Matter 
cho brought to them by the Arteries, 1s not aflimilated. 

As to the Prognoſtick of the Palſey, 1, Any Palſey that happens,the 
knowing and viral faculties being unhurt, ought not to be judged an 
acute Diſeaſe; bur being free from ſudden danger, admits of a cure at 
long run, or at leaſtwife of an endeavour for it. 

2. This diſeaſe hapning throughanevident cauſe alone, as by a ſtroke, 
a fall from an high Place, a wound, Q&c. or coming upon an Apoplexy, 
Carus, Convulſun ,-Colick, or other affe&s of the Brain, .or Syſlema 
Nervoſum, \f it be not altered for the better, or yeilds tro Medicines in 

in a ſhort time, for the moſt part proves incurable. 

3- If upon the onignc of the medulla oblengata being wholly ob- 
ſtruted, or through the Sprne's being vehemently hurt, a total reſolu- 
tion follows and away Senſe and Motion, the affe& is cured with 
a EEK all. 'F x att 

4. A Palſey hapning to men that are Age cochymical, greatl 
— mia or Tacemperate, tho the affe& be not great, 15 cur'd with 

ulty. 

As the Types of the Palſey are money fold, and its cauſes divers, 
fo its cure ought to be undertaken not always after one manner,but by 
a various method, wiz. appropriate to each ſpecies of that Diſeaſe : 
for the moſt part there will be theſe three kinds of 1t, or rather there 
will be three wayes of healing, whereof ſometimes his, ſomerumes 
that, or the other, ought to he entred upon in order to rhe cure of 
this Diſeaſe, to wit, according as the reſolution (of what kind ſoever, 
and in what place ſoever it be ) is either firſt cauſed on a ſudden b 
an outward accident, v7. a ſtroke, a fall from an high Place, a 4052s 
an exceſs of cold, or the like; op ſecondly, ſucceeds ſome other affeR, 
viz, The Apoplexy , Carus, Colick, or a long continued Fever 3 or 
thirdly, being a Diſcaſe primarily, and of it ſelf, depending of a Proca- 
tarxjs, or previous apparats,is raiſed by degrees: we ſhall ſpeak of cach 

. of theſe particularly. 

1. When therefore a Palſcy is cauſed by reaſon of ſome accident, 
with a violent hurt, there will not be many Intentions of curing, but 
only that the part injured may recover its ancient confirmation ; and 
firſt, leſt the Blood and other humours flowing to it, as being at- 
feed and weak, and there ſtaying, increaſe the evil, let Phlebotomy, 
. Which moſt commonly is requiſite in this caſe, be preſently put 1n 

LII 2 practice 
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praftice; afterward a thin dyet, if the caſe requires ir, or a dyet of 
cafie concoQion being ordered, we muſt infiſt chiefly on moderate 
Hydroticks ; ' to wit, that whilſt the diſcaſed, pur to bed, 1s kept in 
a gentle ſwear, all ſorrs of Superfluities withdrawn from the part 
Injured may pKntifully exhale, and that the Spirits being gently agi- 
tared within the Pores and Paſlages of it, ſo opened by the warm ef- 
, flutda, may recover their former Paths and Tradts. 

For this end, let the Powder for a fall, deſcribed in the Pharmacipra 
Auguftana be given to the quantity of about a dram in a draught of White- 
wine, or of Poſſet-drink made with it, ( it being uſual amongſt us to give 
zo the libe quantity of Irifh-ſlat, ) and let it be repeated every ſix or eight 
Hours: Moreover let a Traumatick Decoftion, Fr may readily be had, 
either of the Roots of Madder, or Butter-burr, or of the Flowers of St. Johns 
wort in Poſſet-adrink be frequently gtven. 

Moreover, let the place affefted in the mean time be diligently 
ſearch'd afrer, which will cafily be known, partly from the hurt in- 
flited onit, and partly from the-member reſolv'd. If any thing be 
diflocated in it, we muſt endeavour that it be preſently pur in its 
Place : If a tumour, contuſion, or wound be made, let rehef be given 
them by balſams, liniments, fomentations, or cataplaſms :* Burt 1f no- 
thing preternatural appears outwardly , let as much as ſuffices of the 
Oxycrocewn and. Red Lead Plaiſters, mixed together in an equal quan- 
rity, be applied to the parr hurt, and let the Diſeaſed be kept art reſt, 
and in a moderate warmth for three or four days: if the reſolution 
continues obſtinate, and . an afflux of new matrer be not feared, ler 
more reſolving and diſcuſſing Remedies be applied abour the places 
affeted 3 wherefore let fomentations, and hot liniments, nay, and 
natural hot Baths, if ir be convenient, or at leaſtwiſe artificial ones, 
be uſed : Somggimes it is good to put the members affe&ed in warm 
Horſe-dung, or Grains, and to keep them there for ſome time: and now 
and then to interlace Clyſters and gentle Purges with the uſe of 
theſe things. Bur if no relief follows theſe Adminiſtrations, this af- 
fe& ought afterward to be handled with the like Method, and the 
ſame Remedies with which an habitual Palſey, or any other that is 
confirmed, or follows upon other Diſeaſes 1s dealt with: which way 
of cure we ſhall give you beneath, in regard it 15 common to every 
Palſey deeply rooted. | 

2. When a Palſey, hapning upon a Fever, Apoplexy, Carus, or 
other Cephalich or Convulſrue aftedts is great,and comes on a ſud Jen; we 
muſt chiefly uſe a Phyſical means for the removal of its CoujuntF 
cauſe, which has 1ts ſeat in a manner always in the Medulla oblongata, 
or Spinalis : Wherefore in the beginning of the Diſeaſe let Blooding 
and Purging (if nothing indicates the contrary ) Clyſters, Veſicatories, 
Cupping-glaſſes, Sneezers, Liniments, and other adminiſtrations uſual 
wn Cephalick Diſcaſes, 4, ſuch as ſome way drive out, or _ 

| | aw 
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"draw the morbid matter ſticking in the Caudex Medullaris, or the 
lictle Heads of the Nerves proceeding from it, be us'd : And if the 
firſt effort of Phyfick does nothing within fifteen or twenty days, the 
affe& afterward, in regard it is firmly rooted, and hecome habitual, 
15 to be overcome by a long method, and by Preſervatory, as well as 
Curatory Indications; of which we ſhall preſently ſpeak, 

3. An Habitual Palſey, depending of a Procaterxis, is either ih 
' fierz, or in its diſpoſition, or 7n fato, or in irs habit z both require a 
peculiar way of Cure. 

Of the former there are two chief caſes, in both of which the The- 
rapeutich method, regarding only the Procatar#:ch cauſes, is ordered af- 
ter the hke manner : to wit, whether any Perſon be in danger of 
being ſciz'd with the Palſey, or recovering from it, be in hazard of a 
relapſe, we muſt infiſt in a manner on the ſame Medicines, 

Therefore the Intentious of Curing muſt be, firſt, that the fun&ions 
of Chylification and Sanguification being duly perform'd , a laudable 
matter for the generation of Animal Spirits be ſent tro the Brain in a 
ſufficient plenty : and then, ſecondly, thar the Brain being ſtill firm 
and of a due conformation, admits into it, and duly exalts into Ant- 
mal Spirits all apt particles, excluding ſuch as are hererogeneous; for 
theſe ends we have thought good to propoſe the following method, 
which ought to be varied according to the various conſticurions of the 
Diſeaſed. . 

Spring and Fall, let ſolemi courſes of Phyſick be entred upon, nay, 
and the whole year beſides, ler ſome Remedies be conſtantly uſed : 
Bleeding 1s not generally proper for all Perſons : and if we forbid 
this, it 15 not for the ſame reaſon with the Ancients, m4 gn, br 
Palſey to be a cold Diſeaſe ; but becauſe the Animal Spirits are both 
engendred from the Blood, and become elaſtick withm the moving 
Fibres, by reaſon of a ſanguineous combination; therefore if the 
ſtore of this be leſſened roo much, they will fail and flag. Which 
truly I have abſerved in many, and that for the moſt part in the Arn, 
from which the Blood was drawn, languiſhings and tremblings haye 
begun. ' Nevertheleſs, a ſpare and moderate Bleeding ſometimes 
agrees with ſome that are endued with a Blood that is hot and 
_ and apt to too great efferyeſcencies, tho they are diſpoſed to 

e Palſey. 

Abour the Equinoxes, purging ought to be ordered, and to be re- 
peared by due Intervals three or four times ; bur in the firſt place ler 
a Vomit, if nothing indicates the contrary, be given of Salt of Vitriol, 
Sulphur of Antimony, or an Infuſion of crocus metallorum, or Mercurius 
vite zafterward let Pillule de ſuccino or Aloephangine be taken by them- 
ſelves, or with Roſm of Falap, every ſeventh or eighth day: Ar other 
times let Cephalich Remedies, ſuch as we have preſcribed for the ſleepy 
affeits, vizs Eletuaries, Powders, Spirits and volatile Salts, —_—”— 
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Elixirs, with diftill'd Waters or Apozemes, viz. ſometimes theſe, ſome- 
times thoſe, or others be frequently uſed. Let Iſues be burnt in the 
Arm or Lez, nay, in grok; and cacheRical Perſons together in both, or 
near the Shoulder-blades, Let a Phyſick-drink of Sage, Betony, Stechas, 
the wood Safſeyas, Winters bark &c. be drank the whole year. Wine 
and Ven ought either ro be forbidden, or to be allowed only ſpa- 


ringly. 

"Bar it the Palſey, after a previous diſpoſition in the whole, or in 
one ſide, or in certain members, throughly ſeiſes, and, notwithſtand- 
ing the firſt encounter of Phyſick,comes on again for its cure a long 
end complicated metho#,which 15 alwaycs requiſite, ofrea tunes does nor 
fuffice; for not only the Diſeaſe, or its conjund or procatartick Cauſe 
feverally, but all together, muſt be aſſaulted : for which ends, blooding 
for the moſt part being forbidden, only a gerle purge, and that but 


now and then, is proper, and indeed chiefly, againſt the Proca- 
tarxis of the nr ge and Antiſcorbutick Medicines are wont 
to do good : but-not all of Meſe kinds agree with all Perions, bur, as 


we have obſerved in the Scyrvey, according to the various Conſticy- 
Hans of the Diſeas'd, the Remedies alſo muſt be of a differing kind 
and vertue : for with bilows parahyticks, in whoſe _ and hotbload 
theres much Salt and Sulphur, and very little Serwn, hot Medicines, 
and ſuch as are endowed with very a&ive Particles, do not agree, 
nay ofren prove offenſive to them; which nevertheleſs prove greatly 
beneficial to phlcgmatick perſons, whoſe blood is colder and canrains a 
ox deal of Serum, and a few a&ive Elements, Wherefore, accor- 
ging to this two-fold ſtate of the Diſcaſed, it ſeems fit for us to pro- 
_ Poſe here a double method of Cure, and two Claſſes of Medicines, 
whereof this will do well to be given to cold parahticks, and the other 
to ach as are hor. 
In the former caſe, for the removal of the procatar#:cb Cauſe, after 
2 Voait and a Purge duely ordercd, I adviſe to be preſcribed according 
tothe following forms. 

. Take Conſerve of the I:aves of Garden Scurvy-grafs, and of Rochet made 
with an equal part of Sugar, of each three ounces, Ginger condited in the 
Indies an ounce, the yell coats of Oranges and Limmns preſerv'd of each 
fox dr ams, powder of the Claws and Eyes of Crabs of each Scruples, 
ſpecres diambry two drams, winters-bark a dram and a ts va - 
dogrp, the leſſer Galingal,Cubebs, the ſreds of Garden-creſſes,rochet, of each 
« dram,Spirtt of Scurvy-eraſs, and of Lavender of each two drams, Syrup of 
the conaiture of Ginger what ſuffices, make an El:4uary: Let the quantity 
of 4 Walnut be taken at eight a clock zn the Morning, and at froe in the Af- 
. tern»n, drinking after it a paund of the followi Bien, or ſix ounces of 


the TinZFure of Coffee, with the Leaves of Sage boyled in it, or three ounces 
of V, ter -FINE., 


Take 
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Take Raſpings of Guaiachm ſix ounces, Sarzaparilla, Saſſafras fas 
Four ounces, red and yellow Saunders, ſhavings of Ivory and Harts-horn 
each half an ounce, infuſe them according to art, and boyle them in ſixteen 
pounds of fount ain-Water, to a half, adding Crude Antimony, powdred and tyed 
ina Nodulus , four ounces, roots of Calamus Aromaticus, the leſſer Galingal 
of each half an ounce, Flyrentine Orris an ounce, Cardatmum ſix drams, Co- 
riander ſeeds half an ounce, ſix Dates, make a Decoftion, and let it be uſed 
for ordinary drink. 

Going to Bed, and early in the Morning, let a doſe be taken either of the 
Spirit of Soot, or of Harts-hern, of Sal Armontack ſuccinated, of Blood, &c. 
with three ounces of the following diftilled Water. 

Take of the Leaves or Roots of Aron a pound, Leaves of Garden Scuruys 
graſs, the greater Rochet, Roſemary, Sage, Savory, Time, four handfuls, 
Flowers of Lavender three handfals, the outward rinds of ten Oranges and 
fix Limons, Winters bark three Ounces, Roots of the leſſer Galingal, Cala- 
mus Aromaticus, Florentine Orris of each two ounces, Cubebs, Cloves, 
Nutmegs, of each an ounce, all being ſlid and briaſed, pour to them of 
White-wine and Brunſwick Beer of each four pounds, let them be diſtilled 
with common Organs, and let the whole Liqueur be mixt. | 

Sometimes inflead of the Elefuary, for Therm or twenty dayes let a doſe 
of the Tinfure of Sulphur terebinthinated, or the Tin&ure of Antimony, or 

Amber : ſometimes alſo let the Elixir Proprietatis, or of Peony be ory 
in a ſpoonful of the diſtilled Water, drinking after it three ounces of 

ame. 

Sometimes alſo let the following Powders or Tablets have their turns 
in the courſe of Phyfick. 

Take powder of Vipers Fleſh prepar'd at Montpellier an ounce, Hearts and 
Livers of the ſame half an ounce, Species Diambre two ounces, make 
a Powder, let a dram be taken twice a day, with three ounces of the di- 

flilled Water,or with Viper Wine,with a decodtion of the Leaves of Sage, of 
the Roots and Seeds of the great Bur-dock,, and Eringo roots condited 
made in a ſufficient quantity of Fountain-Water to a half, to the quantity of 
ſx or eight ounces warm in the morning, expefing a ſweat. 

Take Solar Mineral Bezoar half an ounce, Claves powdred two drams, 
mix them, make a powder, to be divided into twelve parts; let one part 
be tahen twice a day after the ſame manner ; with the uſe of theſe kinds 
of Remedies, let gentle Cathartichs be pretty often interlac'd. 

Take powder of choice Rodts of Zedoary, and the leſſer Galingal of each 
a dram and a half, Species Diambrz a dram, por-der of the Seeds of 
Myftard, Rochet, Scurty-graſs, Water-creſſes, of each half a dram, make 
a ſubtle powder of all : add pure Oyle of Amber half a dram, with ſrx 


; ounces of white Sugar diſſlved in compound Peony Water, and boyled to a 
Conſiſtency for Tablets, make Tablets according to Art, each weighing half 
a dram, let three or four be eaten twice a day, drinking after it a diſe of 
ſome one of the Liquors even now mentioned, 


Take 
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Tabe yowder of the roots of Virginia Serpentary two drams, of the leſſer 
Gain a _— the Gummous extrad from the reſidency of A F43/ 
tion of Quercitans Elixir of Life a dram, Flowers of Sal Armoniack ( or of 
pure volatile ſalt of Soot, or of Harts-horn) a dram, Balſam of Peru 4 

, Balſamum Capivi what fuffſes, _ a Maſs, let it be made into 
fttle Pills, rowling them in ſpecies Diambre, the ddſe 1s half a dram evening 
and morning. (or) 

Tabe Roſm, or Gum of Guatacum three drams,ſpecies Diambre a dram, 
Chymical Oyle of Guaiacum excellently refified a dram and a half, liquid 
Amber what ſuffices, make a maſs, let it be formed into Pills, to be taken 
after the ſame manner. 

But if a Palſey, hapning in a bilous Temperament, or in young Per- 
fons, admits only mild Medicines, being wont to be exalpirated by 
any that are hot and elaſtick, the following forms will be of uſe for 
removing its Procatarxis. 

Tabe Conſerve of the Flowers of Betony, Fumitory, Primroſe Flowers of 
each two ounces, ſpecies Diambre a dram, Ivory, Crabs Eyes, Crabs Claws 
of each four ſcruples, Powder of Peony Flowers two drams, Lignum Ales, 
yellow Saunders, of each a dram, Salt of Wormwood, a dram and a wp 
with a ſufficient quantity of Syrup of Peony Flowers make an Eletuary, the 
aſe is two drams a day, drinking after it either : the ſmple Water of the 
Leaves of Aron, or of the following compound Water three ounces, or 
of a Decoftion of Sage, with the Leaves of Tea infuſed in it four or ſix 
Ohnces. | 

Take Rots of Aron, male Peony, Angelica, Maſlerwort, of each half a 
pound, Leaves of Sage, Roſemary, Marjoram, Booklimes, Water-creſſes of 
each four handfuls, the Flowers of Primroſes, Cowſlips, Marygolds, of each 

three handfuls, the yellow coats of ſix Oranges, and four Lins, all being 
flic'd and bruiſed pour t» them of new Milk ſix pounds, Malaga-wine tw9 
pounds, diflill them with common Organs, let the whole Liquour be 
mixt, 

Inftead of the EleFuary ſometimes for fourteen or fifteen dayes, let the uſe 
of the Syrup of Steel be interlaced, wherefore let a ſpoonful be taken in three 
ounces of the diftilled Water, it may be made after this manner, Tabe 
dwyble refined Sugar diſſ)lved in black Cherry Water, and boyled to a Con- 
Siitency for Tablets eight ounces, adding of our Steel powdred three drams; 
tet them be flirred together on the Fire, and then pour to them by degrees, Roſe- 
mary Water warme1 twelve ounces, let them ſeeth gently for a quarter 
an hour, taking off the froth, and pour it out warm through a hair Strat» 
ner. 

Chaſybeat Tablets alſh may be made after this manner ; viz. To the Sugar 
ſufficiently bayled with the Steel add Oyle of Amber, or Chy mical Oyle of 
Roſemary half a dram, and preſently pour it forth that it may run abroad 
into a Conſiſtency for Tablets, the doſe is two drams twice a day, drinking 
after it of the duitilled Water, or of the following Aprgome fix _— b 

are 
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Take Chind Roots an ounce, ſhavings of Toory and Harts-horn'of each ' 
half an ounce, white and yellow Saunders, _Maftich-wod of each half an 
ounce, let there be « warm and cloſe infuſton for a Night, in ſax pounds of 
Foantain-water, in the Morning add Rogts of Chervil, | Avens, Butchers: 
broom, flone-Parſley of each ah ounce and a half, dryzd Leaves of Ground: | 
Toy, Sage, Germander, Betoeny, of each a handful, Coriander Seeds three 
drams, let them boyle to a half, then add of White-wine half a pound, and 
ſtrain it into a Bottle on two handfuls of Leaves 0 Water creſſes breifed : 
make a warm and cloſe inful1on for two hours, firain it agarn, and keep 
it in a flopt Veſſel, | 

In a ſcorburick Palfſey Furces and Expreſſions of Herbs often give an 
excellent relief. | 

Tabe freſh Leaves of Brorhlim?s, Water-creſſes, Plantain, of each four 
handfuls, being bruiſed together, pour to them of the diftilled Water even 
nw deferibed eight ounces, expreſs it Strongly, keep it in a Glaſs, and let 
three or four ounces be given twice or thrice a day. 

At the earlieſt and lateſt phyfical Hours, viz. in the Evening and 
early in the Morning, let the following Pills be taken. 

Tabe Millepedes prepared three drams and a half, Pearl a dram and 
a half, Roots of baftard Dittany a dram, Venice Turpentine what ſuffiſes, 
make a maſs, form it into ſmall Pills, the diſe ts half a dram, drinking 
after it, a little draught of the diſtilled water. 

For ordinary drink let either a Bychet be preſcribed of Sarſa, China, 
yellow Saunders, &c. or ſmall Ale, with the dryed Leaves of Ground-lvy 
byled in it, and of Sage, with the wood Saffatras infuſed. 

While theſe things are done for removing the Procatarzis of the 
Diſeaſe, no leſs a curatory endeayour 1s required for its conun? Cauſe, 
VIZ. that any places obftruged, being again opened, may adnnt and 
give a free paſſage to the animal Spirits, freed from ſtupefation. 
' There are two chief kinds of Remedies which conduce much for 
theſe ends ; viz. the one particular and ſpecial, to be applied to the 
Places affeted, ro wit, that by Fomentatzons, Liniments, Plaiſters, and 
other owrward Applications the ſtupified Spirits may be raiſed up again, 
and their Duus's be opened : the other anzverſa!, ro wit, that the 
Blood and Spirits, and the other humours ( and the aftive particles 
abounding inche whole Body) being very much agitated and pur in a 
more rapid Motion, making as it were a ſwift current, may force from 
before them and remove damms, or Obſtacles any where fticking, by 
which the Spirits are obſtruted. 

The Adminiſtrations to be uſed to the outward Parts, are ſo gene- 
fally and vulgarly known, that it would be ſuperfluous to infiſt here 
in deſcribing them art large. Firſt, ler Liniments of Oyles, Unguents, 
and Balſams, more or leſs hot according to the temperament of the 
diſeaſed , be applied twice a day with Fricions. Let Fomentarions 
of 4 Decotion of Cephalick Herbs and Aromaticks 1n Fountain-wa- 
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ter be ſometimes us'd before theſe ; adding ſometimes hot Waters, 
Wine or Beer, of their Lees : moreover, it 1s proper ſometimes to 
apply Veſica-ories, Cupping-glafſes, a Pication, or Urtication abour 

places affe&ed. Bags, Playſters. oft do good, Again, if the 
caſe admits it, it is profitable for the reſolv'd Members to be pur into 
Grains, or the Dregs of Grapes remaining afrer prefling, or to be 
thruſt into the Belly or Thorax. of a Beaſt freſh killed, or alſo be 
bath'd in an artificial Bath, or natural hot Baths, and to be kept in 
-any of theſe for a long time. 

But iftheſe things do no good, we muſt come to the Univerſal or great 
Remedies: ſuch as chiefly are Diaphoreticks, Mercurials raiſing a Sali- 
—_— and ſtrong Vomitories: of each of which we ſhall ſpeak in 

rt. 

There is no one of the Vulgar but every where obſerves that Dia- 
phoreticks ſomerimes do great good in the cure of the Palſey, and that 
ſometimes they prove very prejudicial. Wherefore 1t much concerns 
us that the reaſons of fo difterent an effe&t ſhould be explicated ; ro 
the end thar Indications may be thence taken concerning the uſe, or 
rejeing of them. | 

Therefore a copious ſweating is wont ſometimes to prove very ad- 
vantageous to Paralyticks, chiefly for two reaſons; ro wit, that it may 
plentifully drive forth the impuriries of the Blood, and nervous Juice, 
which are apt to exhale, ſo that the morbifick Mattertmay no longer 
flow to the Brain,and the Parts affe&ed,and that that which has alrea- 
dy flown tothem may in part be conveyed forth. And then ſecondly,that 
the eflutia of heat paſſing from the boyling Blood very much open the 
DuRus's of the Nerves before obſtruted, as they paſs through them 
In evaporating, and open wayes for the Spirits. Wherefore this Ad- 
miniſtration agrees chietly and in a manner only with thoſe, whoſe 
Blood, being not filled with a fixt Salt and Sulphur, 1s diluted with a 
Itmpid and infipid Serum: for on the contrary ,Paralyticks, whoſe Blood 
and Humours are greatly ſtor d with wild, Exotick, and fixt Particles 
of exorbitant Salts and Sulphurs,and ſuch as are unfit for exhaling,often 
receive a great damage from a ſwear violently raiſed , of which effe& 
we aftign theſe two Cauſes, to wit, that the morbifick Particles being 
too much exalted by reaſon of cheir Agitation, become more exorbi- 
rant: and then ſecondlv, that being driven plentifully into the Brain, 
and Genus Nervoſum, they often increaſe the ancient Obſtruions, and 
not unfrequently produce new, 

For raiting a plentiful and eafy Sweat, both imvard Medicines and 
ourward Admimiſtrations are wont to be uſed : the former ſtir the 
Blood or Serum to efferveſcencies, or ſtimulate the Heart ro quicker 
Motions, and thence ( whether one of them, or both be performed } 
when the Liquor of the Blood, being rapidly circulated through the 
Heart and Veſſels, is put into a frothy Turgeſceacy, it cannor bur 
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diſcharge from it ſelf a great many Eflwvia, which are the matter of . 
Sweat : for this end Medicines of various kinds are recommended to 
Paralyticks, of which thoſe of chief note are, a decoftion of Guaiacum, 
Sarſaparilla, &c. Spirit, and Oyl of Guaiacum,mixtura ſumpelx,Flywers and 
Spirit ofSal Armoniack , Aurum Diaphoreticum, Salt, Powder, and Wine 

Vipers, mineral ſolar Bezoar, Tinfture of Antimony, &c. 

Outward Adminiſtfarions promote a Swearing, for as much as they 
raiſe and keep a moderate heat in the whole circumference of the Bo- 
dy, and then the Blood being heated, is forc'd to-move more ſwiftly, 
and to evaporate more,and withall,the pores of the Skin being open'd, 
more readily let forth all Particles apt to exhale ; for this end,beſides 
Bed-coverings (which only keep the Effluuza of heat emitted from 
the Body 1n 1ts onnber Haan, a Cradle likewiſe with Charcoal, 
or Spirit of Wine, kindled, a Hot-houſe, and Baths of various kinds 
and forms, and natural. Hot Baths are wont to be uſed; but above all, 
our Hot Baths at-Bathe,than which (1f they agree well with the tem- 
perament of the Patient) no more excellent Remedy can be imagined, 
which is ſufficiently ſhewn by the Crutches of a great -many Perſons 
cur'd of reſolved Members, hung up as ſo many Trophies of the Con- 
queſt of this Diſcaſe. ' 

Nevertheleſs, as generous Medicines, if they do not prove Alexi- 
pharmichs, often pals into Poyſons, ſo the uſe of hot Baths, when it 
has not cur'd ſome Paralyricks, has rendred them much worſe ; ſo 
that more Members, and ſuch as were before affe&ed, being more re- 
ſoly'd,there has been no other occaſion for the Diſcas'd for leaving rheir 
Crutches there, but that being rendred more weak they could uſe 
them no longer : we have hinted the cauſe of this before, to wit, that 
bathing exagitating the Blood and all the Humours, exalts more all 
Morbifick and heterogeneous Particles,and being rendred more exorbi- 
ant,drives them fram the Viſcera into the Maſs of Blood : whence (in 
regard they cannot cafily evaporate) entring the Brain,and Genus Ner- 
voſum, they increaſe the Paralytick afie&, and often bring a Convulſion 
with it: forthis reaſon Bathing ſometimes firſt auates a Nephritick, 
and Gouty Diſpoſition, moreover, it brings to many a Blood-ſpirring 
Aſthma, or Conſumption, where no —_ was; wherefore hot 
Baths oughtnotto be tryed withoutthe adviſe of a Phyſician,and being 
try'd, if they ſeem not to agree, they ought ſoon to be left, 

I have it ſufficiently confirmed both by my own Experience,and chat 
of ſome other Phyſicians, that ſome —_— are cured by a Saliva- 
tion raiſed by Mercury, but I judge that this kind of Remedy is to be 
usd only in an. habitual Palſey, viz. which has a Procatarxis in the 
Blood and Brain readily _ to be moved,and a conjun& Cauſe in 
the nervous Appendix, which 1s not very fix'd: but when that affe& 
is cauſed by an ourward and great hurt, or happens upon a Carus, Apo- 
plexy, or Convulſions, Salivation is attempted in a manner always in 
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_ vain, and ſometimes not without a- mighty Frejudice ; and let nor 
thoſe who, having a weak or over-lax Brain, are frequently ſubje& ro a 
Verttgo, drowſineſs, and convulfive Motions, uſe Mercurial Medicines 
mconſiderdtely. Bur ſometimes a Salivation does mighty good in an 
habitual Palſey, and which isnot very fix'd, for as much as by taking 
away the Impurities of the Blood,it cuts off all the fuel of the Diſeaſe; 
and in as much as ome Mercurial Particles, whilſt having paſt the Brain, 
they enter che-Dufuy's of the Nerves, divide the Morbifick matter 
ſticking in them, and ſevering its parts. one from another, diſperſe 
them ſeveral ways, ſome forward and ſome backward. Whereas it 15 a 
commen faulr of other Medicines, that often they preſs forward only the 
damm that obſtruas the ways of the Spirits, and therefore if they do not 
force it aſunder, they drive it more firmly into the places obſtructed. 
_ Andit is in ſome fort for this reaſon thar Vomitortes often do egre- 

g ous ſervice inCuringthe'Palſey: ro wit,that they withdraw the fue! of 
the Conjun& Cauſe,and donot driyc'only forwardthe matter ſticking iri 
the Nerves, but reval(e it, - mightily ſhake it, and often break it into 
minute parts, ſo that when the Continuity of the damm is broken, 
the animal ſpirits themſelves eaſily: diſſipate the Particles of the Morbi- 
fick matter ſeverd from each other; we have intimared before another 
reaſon concerning the relief of Emeticks in the ſleepy affets, which 
has alſo in ſome ſoft place in the Palſey;* | 

So very many Examples and Inſtances of Paralyticks daily happen 
every where, that the various Types'and Hiſtories of them ( if chey 
were deſcribed ) would fill a mighty Volume, wherefore I ſhall on! 
fer down here ſome of the more rare, wiz. one or two, with whi 
each chief ſpecies of thar Diſeaſe may be illuſtrated, and fince it would 
be to little or no purpoſe to give a Relation of Reſolutions of Mem- 
bers hapning by reaſon of ſore ourward Accident, as a fall from an 
high Place,a Wound,or a Stroke,T ſhall infiſt only in deferibing rhoſe 
Caſes, where the Falſcy ariſes either by it ſelf afrer a previous Diſpo- 
fon, or follows upon ſome other Difeaſe. | 

Some time fince, a certain Gentleman, Robuſt, well in Fleſh, and 
above forty years of Age, having been in a manner always in health, 
at length giving himſelf ro a ſedentery Life and Idleneſs, and afrer- 
ward becoming more dull than uſual, refuſed any exerciſe and vi- 
porous motion of the Body : moreover, being melancholy and (ad, 
on any light occaſion, nay, fomerimes without any manifeft cauſe, he 
was wont to break forth into a weeping and tears : this Perſon a ſhort 
while after ( which Ihave alſo obſerved of many others ) was affetted 
with a Weakneſs and a Trembling of all the Memhers, and afterward 
with a Reſolution of the lower Parts, by which Diſeaſe (being me- 
lancholy and ſoon a weary of Phyſick,) yielding himſelf overcome, 
and growing weaker by degrees, he dyed within fix months. 
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I remember many others, bur eſpecially two committed to our care 
being as to the firſt part of their Life mighty Ingemous, and well 
Learned , who afterward in their declining Age, partly by reaſon 
of a Cacochymia of the Body, and partly through a trouble of mind 
orowing dull and forgetful, at length ( norwithſtanding the uſe of 
Remedies 1n the beginning of the Diſeaſe) became Paralyrical. | 

A youing man of a ſanguine remperament, clear ſpirited, and forthe 
moſt part Healthy, firing in a Chair after a plentiful Supper, and an 
immoderate Drinking of Wine, was ſo affe&ted with a ſtupidity in his 
right Hand, that his Glove, which he happened to hold, fel] down 
againſt his will; afterwards ſtanding up and endeavouring to go, 
he perceived a reſolucion in the Leg and Thigh of the ſame tide, tal- 
ling a little afterward into a certain dulnefs of Mind, and a ſtupidnefs, 
tho without an Apoplexy, for he was always preſent to himſelf, an- 
ſwering aptly enough, tho ſlowly, and with ſome trouble, to —__ 
asked, and doing rhings that were commanded him ; a very skilful 
Phyſician being preſently called, Blooding, Vomiting, Purging, were 
uſed in order, Cupping-Glafſes, a Scarification, Liniments, Fricions, 
and other fir Adminiſtrations were diligently applycd : nevertheleſs 
the Palfey increas'd, fo that beſides Motion almoſt taken awapfrom 
the Members of the right fide, he loſt alſo the 1.ghr of that Eye: yer, 
tho dull and ſleepy, being ſtill- Compos mentis, he knew his Friends, 
and being conſcious of his Infirmiry, and follicitous for the recovery cf 
his Health, he took all Remedies offered, but notwithſtanding this,the 
animal funRions daily fail'd more and more,and through a conſent with 
them,atlaſt the vital,ſo that about the ſeventh or c1ghth day falling ever 
and anon, ſomerimes into a Delirium, ſometimes into Convulftons, and 
other diftra&tions of the Spirits, at length his ſtrength being gone, he 
yielded ro Death. | 

A certain Noble-mans Bayliff, about forty years of age, having a ſharp 
Blood and a bilous temperament, and long obnoxious toa Vertzgo,as he 
rode through a certain Village in the Country, being ſe1z'd on a ſudden 
with a $t2t»11a, fell head-long on the ground ; where being preſently rq- 
ken up by the Inhabirants, and pur to Bed, he lay for manyhours inſen- 
ſible, and dead as it'were 3 but afterward awaking, he found all 
the members of both ſides refolv'd into a Univerſal Palſey: going to 
ſee hinr the next day'after, . I preſently drew about twelve ounces 
of Blood, and forthwith preſcribed other Remedies, both as to out- 
ward adminiſtrations, ahd inward Medicines to be diligently us'd, 
and'indeed with good ſucceſs 3 for after five or fix days he beganto 
ſtretch forth, or bend his feer, nay, to moye them from their place 
this way and that, tho ſlowly; afterward, by the conſtant uſe of Re- 
medies, he was able within two months to raiſe himſelf, ſtand on hys 
feer, and $ a little with Crutches,” then having us'd at his honſe an 
artificial Bath fox ſome time, he daily gain'd in the motion of his 
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members, and his ſtrength; ar length, aſſoon as the feaſon of the year, 
. was fit, going to Bathe, and by the uſe of the hot Baths y re- 


covering within fix weeks,he returned ſound,leaving there his Cyutches, 
The following Relation will manifeſtly ſhew that the Palſey does 
not only follow upon Cephalick affetts, bur alſe on the Colick and 


' A handſome Woman, and young, after Child-birth fell into a Tertian 
Ague, this afterward becoming a Quotidzan, and rhe cure protracted, 
brought a very violent Cholick, and of long continuance. Pains firſt 
raged only in the Abdomen, with a vomiting and moſt bitter rortures ; 
being long tormented, and almoſt worn away with theſe, at length ſhe 


Began to be troubled with a ſtupor, and a ſenſe of pricking, ſuch as 
ies in members lainon, Nor was it long after but a Paley ( which 
that other affe& very often fore-runs) followed in the whole Body. 
In this ſtate being brought to Oxford, ſhe was committed to our care; 
another famous FPhyſician, D. D. Lydall, being called to joyn with 
me. Not only all rhe greater Members of this Diſeaſed, but even the 
lefler of each Limb were ſo wholly reſolved, that ſhe was not able to 
| ſtir from its place either Hand-or Foot, or any finger of either hand, 
g Mordver,ſhe was fo far affe&ed with an Atrophia, that the fleſh bei 
_. wholly vaniſhed, the Skin ſcarce ſtuck to the Bones , yet ſhe ſtill 
i a good Pulſe and vivid Aſpe&, from which alone we gathered ſome- 
what of hope. | | 

Aﬀer that we had given this Perſon for many Weeks the choiceſt 
Medicines both Antifaraliticks, and Antiſcorbuticks, almoſt of eve 
kind, and according to various Methods,without any ſucceſs, at leng 
we. propoſed to her ſelf and her Friends a Salwation, as a Remedy 
more powerfull than any others, but withall dangerous: nor delibera- 
ting long concerning this, they reſolve rather to try a doubtful Medicine 
than none, or which is the ſame, one wholly ineffetual. Therefore 
we gave her Precipitatum ex Mercurio cum ſole in a ſmall Doſe, and re- 
peatcd it the next day after: on the third day,an eaſy and gentle Sali- 
vation beginning, went on fairly for a Week without any lien 5ymp- 
tome ; bur thenthe Diſcaſed complaining of a great Head-ach and Ver- 
tigo, begun to be affeted with Convultive Motions, ſo that we were 
forced preſently to let fall the Salivation, and to break oft this Courſe 
as ſoon as we could, withdrawing the fluxion of the ſerous latex from 
the head towards the other parts, which frequent Clyſters, Epiſpaſtick 
and Revulfive Plaiſters applyed in various places, together with Cor- 
diak and Opiats inwardly given, ſoon effeged : and preſently upon ir 
the noble Lady being ſomewhat betrer , begun to ſtretch forth and 


bend the youu of her Hands and Feer, to move ſometimes 
thoſe members or theſe from their place, the Spitring ceafmg : be1 
gently purged, ſhe took for many days adecgeHon of China, Sarſa, r. 


Sannders, Ivory, (5c, with the addition of the dryed leaves y Sage, 
etony 
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* * Brerony,Speedwell,&:c. with which ſhe was wont to interlace the uſe of Spe 
rit of Harts-horn;or of Soot of a Cephalick and Cordiach confetion,alfo of an 
tare Powder and Fulep : within a Months ſpace ſhe was able co 
nd on her Feet, to walk a little in her Chamber being ſupport- 
ed by Servants: moreover , gerting Sleep, and taking Food in- 
differently,the bulk of her Fleſh and her ſtrength daily increas'd,and at | 
length ufing the temperate hot Baths at Bath the grew well. . 

Bur that hot Baths do not do good to all Paralyticks, nay (as we 4 
have intimated before ) that they do great hurt to ſome, the follow- 
ing relation will plainly ſhew: A London Merchant after a Luxation of 
a Joyme of the Foot, became lame in that part, being otherwiſe ſound 
enough, and robuſt: when Topick Remedies of various kinds, tryed 
for ſome, time did not do, at _ by the advice of a Phyſician go- .. 
ing to Bathe, he began to try the temperate hot Baths, from the farther 
uſe of which ( becoming forthwith worſe upon it, the Palſey preſently 
beginning in other Members ) he had abſtained, bur the Phyſician be- 
ng then preſent, aſſuring him that he would be better afterward, ad- 
viſed him to perſiſt : wherefore he rook the hot Baths again for about 
—_ dayes, till all the lower Members, to wit, from the 0s ſacrum 
to the Feet being wholly refolv'd, were withered, and that in the ; 
Thorax a very great and as it were Aſthmarical dyſpnza was raiſed : for 2 
the Muſcles 1mployed in Reſpiration (being as 1t ſeem'd affeRed alſo 7 
with the Palſey ) the breſt was not able to be dilated for drawing the 
Breath deepenough, wherefore,being always our of Breath,he labour'd 
under continual affe&s of thoſe Parts, and an Agitation of the whole 
Thorax. In this ſtate deparring from Bathbe, he 1s commanded by his 
Phyſician to abſtain for a whole Month from any Remedies taken from 
Pharmacy : which when he had religiouſly obſerved, through hope as 
It were of a Reſurreftion, that time being paſt, all deliberation was 
now late concerning the uſe of Medicines: for befides the Paralytick 
and withered Members, his Belly ſwelled, his Reſpiration was yer 
more difficult and lerted, that the diſeaſed was ſcarce able to draw his 
Breath : his Pulſe being very weak, with frequent Swoonings, and 
Faintings hapning upon any Motion of his Body : fo that hereby ſcarce 
any place at all beirg left for Catharticks, he muſt infiſt only on Car- 
diach and Paralyich Remedies: notwithſtanding the uſe of which, the 
diſeaſed within fix weeks labouring under a very great dyſpnza for 
many hours, at length dyed : the immediate cauſe of whoſe deceaſe I 
conceive to be Polypous Concretions of Biood in the Heart, for inregard 
the Motion of the Precordia was greatly letted for along time, nothing 
ſeems more probable than that thoſe kinds of caraeous lumps as it were, 
were concreted within the Ventricles of the Heart. 

For illuſtrating a little farther the Theories of rhe Palſey, and alſo 
of the Lethargy and Carus, I ſhall here give you another Example, 
with Anatomical Obſeryations, which hapned whulſt the precedent 
things were printing, | A 
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A child, little more than three years of Age, of a moiſt Brain, as it 
zppear'd by fore Inflammarions of his Eyes, and watery s of his 
Face (to which he had been fometimes obnoxious) ar the beginning 
of Autumn being ill,with a flow Fever and a dejeted Apperite, became 
drowſie and lleepy, fo that he ſlept almoſt continually day and 
ight 3 bur being awak'd, he knew che by, and anſwer'd apcly 
enough ro things ask'd ; meet Remedies, wiz. Chers, Veſicatories, 
Catharticks, allo Juleps, Spirit of Harts-horn, Powders, with many 
pour hings uſual m this caſe, being fort1with, and carcfully given 

im, did fo much good, that within fix or feven dayes the diſcaſed 
being free from hrs Feaver, waking ſufficiently, and defiring Food, 
feem'd to recover, and fcarce to have any more need of Phyhical help., 
- But i a ſhort while after {I knownot on- what occaſion ) undergoing 
a relaps, and being drowſie again, he was preſently atfefted with a 
or TREES, o that being with difficulty to be awak'd, he 

knew any thing, or did any thing with Knowledge ; the next 
day after, being utterly ſtupid, tho being pinch'd hard, he would open 
his. Eyes, and roul! them this way, and that, he ſaw nothing: and 
within a day or two a Palſey of the whole right fide followed: The 
former Remedies repeated to him, and likewiſe Sneezers, Apophlegma- 
tiſms, drawing of Blaxd, Cataplaſms to be applyed to the Feer, and 
Epiſpaſticks to the whole Head ſhaved, with other Medicines and wayes 
bf Adminiſtrations preſcribed in order, did nothing; but the diſeaſed, 
after he had lain fo for three or four dayes infenſible, the Pulſe and 
Reſpiration ar length failing,he dyed, | 

The Scull being opened, the foremoſt Region of the Brain,almoſt as 
far as the Inſertion of the fourth Sinus, was ſwollen, being covered 
witha limpid Warer ſhining through the Membranes, which upon the 
ditfetion of the Meninzes preſently flowed forth; Moreover, art that 
place rhe portions of the Brain cur off by piece-mealappear'd roomoiſt, 
2nd almoſt without .ved or bloody ſpecks 3 but in the hindmoft part 
of the Brain' the Veſiels were red with Blood, and the cortical Sub- 
ftance appeared more low and firm without a Tumour, or being 
flogred with Water: from theſe things ( as we have concluded before } 
fr will manifeſtly appear that the Caufe.of the Letbargy depends on a 
warery glut of filch 1 the outward part of the Brain. 

The Brain being cur off piece-meal,and a hole being made jnto the 
foremoſt caviry,ftrouting with a lympha, the limped water ſprung forth 
as tho it h2d ben pent up in too narrow a ſpace before: whoſe mighty 
ſtore had filled 2*1 the Venricles to the top, and (as it ſeem'd_) by 
compreſfiing the 7halami Optici had cauſed the bliridnefs,and by entring 
or compreiling one Corpie Strratum,or its Pores, had _ che Palſey. 

The Plexus Choroeides appear'd as parboyled, ſomewhat white, and 


almoſt without Blood, 1ts probable that all the Lympha, or the greats 


eſt parr'of ir, wherewith the Ventricles of the Brain were floated 
diſtillet 


hy, 


diſtilled from, thoſe Veſſels; tho in this caſe if (as ſome think ) the 
watery latex {inking lower from the cortex of the Brain, at length ha- 
ving wholly paG'd the Brain,could fall into thoſe Sinus's, a reaſoa may 
not uneafily be thence caken wherefore the Lerhargy ſeeming firſt to 
be cured, by and by being more violent, return'd again, with a Blindneſs" 
and Palſey joyn'd with 1t, to wit, as at firſt the ſtore of ſoporiferous 
matter fell from the Cortex of the Brain 1nto its cavity, the animal 
Fun&ion grew a little clear 3 but afterward, when a new matter 
ſprung in the Cortex of the Brain, and chus falling into the Sinus's, was 
gathered together to a' fulneſs, thereupon a Relapſe of the former Diſ- 
caſe happened with the addition of a blindneſs and Palſey. 
Now tho the Dropſy of the inner part of the Brain, or an inunda- 
tion of irs Ventricles, by compreſling'the corpora ſtriata or thalams 
optici cauſes a Palſey, or blindneſs, or by twitching the -Origines of 
the Nerves, Convulſive affects ; yer it moſt evidently appear'd by 
2 late obſervation, .that the- Lethargy does not ariſe from ſuch a 
Cauſe, but only from the outward part of the Brain being floated 
or compreſsd. | | 

A certain Gentleman, long ſickly, after that he had been troubled 
_ * almoſt for five Months with a Colick, or rather with a moſt violenc 
ſcorburick and running Govt, ( in which not only the Viſcera and Fi- 
bers were afteed with great Gripcs, but likewiſe the Membranes,and 
all the Muſcles of the whole Body almoſt with continual Tortures) and 
at length ſuffer'd in his Members ſomerimes horrible Convultions, 
ſometimes Apople&ick Invaſhons as ir-were, or an offuſcation of the 
Sight, ar laſt is Strength being ſpent, and the Stores of his Spirits 
wholly exhauſted, he dyed. For ſeven. dayes. before his deceale (cx- 
- cepring only the laſt ſave one ) being more lively as to his Senſe and 
Underſtanding, he lay almoſt continually awake : a little before this 
long waking, upon a Veſicatory's being applyed to his Neck, a vaſt 
quantiry of water flowed to it; and thence-forward flowed forth daily, 
even to his death, thar I may hence fuſpe& he continued thus with- 
out ſleep, by reaſon of che watery humour withdrawn from the Brain 
in too great a plenty, 
The Head of the defun& being open'd, the inward Cavities ofthe 
Brain, or all its Ventricles appcar'd fall'd co the top, and ſtrouting as. it 
were with a limpid water, nay about the top-of the Spine the Funis 
medullaris ic ſelf feem'd ro be ſurrounded with, and immerg'd as ic were 
in Waters there heapt toperher. Without doubt for this reaſon ſuch 
violent pains and cramps infeſted him in his Loyns and Members, and 
in the whole Habit of the Body 3 agd by rea{on of che deluge in the 
Ventricles, he became obnoxious to frequent oftuſearions of the Sight, 
and reſolutions of the Lumbs : nevertheleſs there was no Lethargy 
here tho the long watching was caus'd by reafon of the waters deriv'd 
in too great a plenty by the Veſicatories fromthe circumference of the 
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Brain. This Perſon had alſo gotten a Dropfie in his Breaſt, by reaſon 
of the Lungs being much vinated: the Liver being of a vaſt ha. wr 
y + nr every where with white (| and almoſt wirhourblood; fo 


that the depravations of the blood and nervous juyce ought to be a(- 
crib'd in ſorne ſort to theſe faulrs of the Viſcera. 
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CHAP. IL 
: InſtruGFions and Preſcripts for the cure of” the Deli- 
rium and Phrenſy. 


O far of Cephalick Diſeaſes, by which the Animal Fun&ions by 
0 chemſelves, and as they are Corporeal, are wont to be lerted or - 
perverted, without reſpe& to the rational Soul ; mn ſome of them, 
viz. in the Vertigo and Palſey, the Underſtanding for the moſt part 
i continues clear and lively : and in the reſt, as an Eye plac'd 1n an ob- 
a ſcure pan it beholds either no Species at all, or a few only ſet before 
it with a groſs appearance, bur 15 not eaſily carried into a great Errour, 
or a Fury: which kind of Symptoms are generally cauſed by other 
affets of the Brain, and of the Spirits reſiding in it, of which we ſhall 
now treat, for if at any time the Imagination be ſo troubled, or per- 
verted, that ir either conceives amiſs, or ill compounds, or divides 
the Species and Notions preſented by the Senſe or Memory : thereupon 
preſently the Underſtanding deſcryes, or frames only deform Concep- 
tions and Thoughts, diſtrafted from each other, and greatly confus'd, 
which are repreſented to 1t by the Brain ill affe&ed, as erroneous ap- 
pearances by a variegated, and diſtorted Glaſs: there being many 
ways with which the Imagination, and conſequently the Mind and 
Will, and other Powers of.the ſuperiour Soul are wont to be pervert- 
ed or deprav'd, they all are denoted by the common word Deſipr- 
entia, Now this Afedt is diſtinguiſh'd into a ſhort one, which 1s cal- 
led a Delirium, and a long or continual one, which 1s either joyn'd 
with a Fever and is called a Frenſy, or happens without a Fever, and 
to it eirher a Rage, or Sadneſs, or Stupidity is joyned ; and therefore 
it is divided into a Mania, Melancholy, and Faturty. We ſhall ſpeak 
of each of theſe in order, and at preſent of the Delirium and Frenſy. 
Tho the Del:rium be nor a Diſeaſe by it ſelf, but 1s only a Symptom, 
proceeding from other affe&s: yer becauſe in the cure of theſe on which 
1: happens, it 15 uſual to obviate it for the moſt part with appropriate 
Remedies ; Therefore it ſeems to concern +us to inquire ſomewhat 
ſtrictly 1nto its Nature and Cauſes That word taken properly - the 
ame 
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Tame as Dementia, and denates ſuch an annoyance of the atiimal Fun&i- 
on, as ariſing in the fits of Fevers, Drunkenneſs, and ſomerimes in the 
Paſſions called Hyſterical, induces men to chink, ſpeak, or do abſurd 
things, (vx. ſome of theſe or all of them together ) for a ſhort time. 

A Delirium 1s raiſed in as much as the Animal Spirirs either being 
too much irritated, or put in Confuſion, are carried hither and thi- 
ther within the globous frame of the Brain ( where the Fanſie and 
Memory have their Seats) in a diſorderly and tumultuous manner, 
for fo whilſt the various ſpecies of the Imagination and Memory be- 
ing rais'd together, are confounded with each other, only abſur'd 
and incongruous Fhantaſms are preſented to the Rational Soul, and 
therefore the Afts of the Underſtanding and Will are wrought only 
irregularly, By reaſon of the Animal Spirits being irregularly 
mov'd within-.the Meditullium of the Brain, or the Corpus Calloſurn, 
incongruougpronceprions, and confuſed thoughts are preſented to the 
Rational Soul, it hapning in like manner, as when the Species of v1- 
ſible things are brought to the common Senſe after a long turning 
round of the Body, whence all things ſeem ro run round, ſometimes 
to be raiſed on high, ſometimes to be depreſs'd low ; ſo that nothing 
15 ſeen fix'd and ſercl'd in its due fire and poſition. In a Brain 
rightly diſpoſed, the motion of the Animal Spirits is perform'd in cer- 
tain numbers and meaſures, as it were in a Dance; while certain Spt- 


" Fits are moved in theſe traQts, ochers lye ſtill in thoſe, afterward thefe 


maintain thoſe with a ſupply in motion, and the ſeveral As of each 
Faculty become as ſo many diſtin& undularions of Waters in a River, 
but in a Delirium all the Spirits skip about rogether, and meetingeach 
other in a tumultuous manner, or taking ſeveral ways, dance about 
ke People diſtrafted : Moreover, even as theſe being ſtruck wich 
ſuch a Rage within the frame of the Brain, raiſe manifold and very 
troubled thoughts : ſo while they are carried beyond the confines of 
It into the Nervous Origine, they produce an Idle talking, abſurd 


Geſtures of the Body and Members, and often Convulſive morions, yer _ 


ſince ſuch a wild motion of the Spirits (otherwiſe than in the Frenſy or 
Mania ) ſoon ceaſes, and after that that tumulrt is over, no deviating 
tracts are made in the Brain, the Delirium ſoon paſles off, and the 
affeed in a little time come to themſelves again, no foor-ſteps of the 
diſtra&ion remaining, 

If it be ask'd, whence this ſhort Fury is given the Spirits reſ:1ding 
in the Brain, that ſhaking off the Reins of the Mind, they are ſo all in 
confuſion in their Oeconomy 3 we ſay, that chey enter upon this dif- 
order for a double reaſon, viz. this Rage is either immediately com- 
municared to them from the Blood irrigating the comeugey of the 
Brain ; or certain animal Spirits reſiding in ſome outward part within 
the Genus Nervoſum, firſt begin a certain ny Motion; and after- 
ward the ſame diſorder being communicated to the Brain by the Ner- 
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caſes the Delirium. There are various kinds and cauſes of both theſe, 
wherefore we ſhall here briefly touch the cheif; and fitft; it ſhall by 
ſhewh how and on what occaſions the Blood, either ſwelling with too 
great an efferveſcency, or being ful! of a venemous matter,becomesthe 
Parent of the Delirium : in as much as it infinuates inco the Pores and 
Paſſages of the Brain, either exorbirant and maſterleſs Particles, or 
ſuch as are malignant, and ſulverting the animal ceconomy, 

I. As to the former, in the Fits of intermittent Ferers,. and the , 
height of fuchas are continual : the Blood being troubled with an im- 
moderate burning,ſometimes raiſes a Delrrium by the meer Impetus of. 
1s Ebullition ;; viz, in as much as being very turgid, while it paſſes the 
ſmall Branches of .the Arteries ſpread all over the outward circumfe- 
rence of the Brain, it greatly pufts them up, and ſtretches them: and 
therefore compreſling the ſubſtance of the Brain, it drives the Spirits 
ſeveral wayes, and forces them into very confuſed crowds as it were, 
Moreover, from the Blood's growing thus curpid through a frothy Ra- 
refation, Effie of heat, and Heterogeneous Particles with them 
eatring the Pores and Paſſages of the Brain, exagirate the Spirirs, 
and carry them violently hither and thither in a rumnſraous manner, 
 _ 2, Fora like reaſon in a manner to this, Drunhenneſs cauſes a deep 
Sleep or a Delirium: wiz. In as much as the maſs of Blood infinuates 
znto the Pores and Pafſagesof the Brain, the (pirituous Particles of the 
Wine, which cauſes it to boyl, and by which the Spirits reſiding in 
them, are either overwhelmed, or pur 1nto diſorderly or confuſed 
Motions, | | 

3. Nor does the Blood only miniſtring febrile and turgid, or vin 
and maſterleſs Pariicles, hut ſometimes ſuch as are malic and wvene- 
7:70:45 as it were, cauſe a Delirium with or without a Fever. As to the 
former, 1n the Plague, ſmall-Pox, malignant Fevers, (tho the heat be 
moderate)the malignant matter coriveyed tothe Head produces abrupt, 
incoherent, and at length diſtraed Notions, in as much as it diflipates 
the ſtores of the Spirits, rather than by driving them into a tumulr, 

4. For a like reaſon to this ſome Poyſons, and venemous things 1n- 
wardly taken,and (as ſome ſay _) outwardly applyed,ſoon bring a Del:- 
rium; this 1s vulgarly ſaid of Solanum farioſum, Mine and cer- 
tain other Plants : the thing is moſt notorious concerning the Roors of 
the wild Parſnip. An intimate Friend.of mine, and a Man worthy of 
credit, and alfo very learned, rol\d me once, that he werit into the 
Houſe of a certain Gentleman, where the Lady, her Daughters, and 
all the maid Servants ( one only excepted _) being all delirous at the 
ſame time, ran about the Houſe leaping and talking incongruous and 
abſurd things 3 he thinking them plainly diſtrafed, was given to un- 
derſtand by the Maid, who was well in her Wits, that all thishapned 
from eating Parſnip Roots, which ſhealone had not touched ; andthe 
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*vetit alſo confirmed it ; for after, being tired, they-had ſlept, all of 
them awak'd ſober. 5 | 
"*' 5. But moreover, we obſerye that a Delirnon is ſometimes raiſed by 
4 ſcarcity of the animal Spirits, and their great diflipation; for when 
their Orders are broken and diſcompoſed,they miniſter confuſed and in- 
congruous Notions,as well as whentumultuarily hudled together. Hence 
we obſerve,that ſome have grown delirous after great Hemorrhagies,or 
long Watchings, and a long Faſting: for this Reaſon many dying Perſons 
ſpeak light-headed and incongruoully. 

There remains the other kind of Delirium, in which the Blood he- 
Ing withour fauit, the animal Spirirs refiding ſomewhere in the Genzs 
Nerwoſum, firſt begin to fall in diſorder, and afterward the ſame afte& 
orpng to the Brain by the Du#ws's of the Nerves, moves the Spirits 
reſiding in its Meditullizm to a Delirium: this is obvious in the Paſſions 
called Hyſterical, to wit, thar after a riſing of the Belly, and an 
preſſion of the Heart, at length ſomerimes a privation of Senſe, ſome- 
times a talking idly, with a Weeping and a Laughter enſues. Inlike 
manner, I have obſerved in a violent Colick, that ſometimes extream 
Tortures abour the V:ſcera or Loins have preſently paſt into a Deliriam, 
then a little after this ceafing, that the Tortures returned. I knew a 
Girl, who after raking an Emetich Medicine was wont conſtantly to be 
deltrous till ir wrought: for this alſo makes whar I often obſerve, that 
a Delirinm 1s raiſed by a Gangreen, beginning in ſome outward Mem- 
ber : and this is generally accounted for a mortal fign in a Wound, or 
Ulcer; becauſe ir denotes the animal Spirits to be generally a killing 
in the part affeed. 

Nor does that Symptom afford a better Prognoſtick to ſuch as have 
been long valetudinary, and are almoſt worn away.: in the Fits of 
intermitrent Fevers, its in a manner alwayes fafe, bur in continual Fe- 
vers it's of a doubtful and ſomewhat a ſuſpeed event; in malignant 
Fevers it commonly threatens ill: in Convulfive Diſeaſes, the firſt n- 
| vaſions of a Defirzum for the moſt =—_ are without danger, bur a fre- 

—_— acceſs of it often begets a diſpoſition ro a Cars, Apoplexy, or 
al/ey. 

This affe&, as often as it ſeems ſafe, does not require a Cure, for 
the Fir ſoon and eaſily paſſes off : bur becauſe ſome, whole Brain 15 
weak and lax, and whoſe ammal Spirits, being too diflipable, are apt 
to a flight and confuſion roy rem on any light occafion, arc 
wont preſently to a or ſpeak delirouſly ; therefore there is need of 
Phyſick for theſe, tho not of Hellebore, but of Cephalick Remedies 
for corroborating the Brain, and fortifying it againſt the incurſions of 
the morbifick Matter ; alſo for ſtrengthning the animal Spirits, and 
rendring them more fixt and ſtronger to refiſt. We have given the 
Ferms and wayes of Adminiſtration of theſe Medicines before, they 
| being profitable for removing the Procatarxis of any other an 
Diſeaſe, 
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A Delirium hapning upon continual and malignant Fevers, requires 
a peculiar way of Cure, for it particularly indicates that the morbi- 
fick matter, dangerouſly convey*d toward the Head, ought to be re-« 
yuls'd thence ſome way or other 3 for which end, let Veſicatories be ap- 
plicd to the Neck,” Plaiſters or Cataplaſms, or the Fleſh or warm Vif- 
cera of Animals to the Feet : Inwardly, let Temperate Cephaticks be 
given, as Powders of Coral and Pearl, the Waters of Black Cherries, of 
the flywers of Cow(lips and Popjies, and other things refreſhing and 
ſoothing the Spirits. 

Theſe things being thus premitted concerning the firſt and lighteſt 
manner of Raving, let us aſcend to a higher degree of it, viz. the 
Frenzy, which 1s far greater, and more durable than the former affe&, 
In a Deliriwn the perturbation rais'd in the Spirits,refiding in the Brain, 
ſeems like an undularion of Waters in a River, upon throwing in a 
ftone ; but in a Phrenſy their commotion ſeems as the troublous morion 
of the Sea-waves raging upon a tempeſt, 

The Phrenſy 1s defin'd, That it is a continual raving, or a depravation 
of the chief faculties of the Brain, ariſing from an inflammation of the Me- 
mnges with a continual Fever. With this Diſeaſe another allied to it ts 
rank'd, viz. the Paraphreneſ's; and its cauſe 1s ſaid to be not the In- 
flammation of the Membranes that cover the Brain, but of the Dia- 
phragm 3- moreover, 1n both afte&s the Fever, as tho it were onl 
fympromatical, 15 ſatd ( as alſo in the Pleurifie tho falſely _) ro ariſe 
from the ſame Conjun@ Cauſe, viz. a Phlegmn of ſome Part : but that 
the Phrenfy rather ſucceeds the Fever,both Hippocrates heretofore, and 
now every Vulgar Perſon obſerves,and that 1t1s produc'd becauſe the 
boyling Blood conveys 1tsaduſt recrements to the Head 377. foraſmuch 
' as the Urine of a Feveriſh Perſon being changed from being croubled 
and thick, to be thin and watery, indicates an imminent Phrenſy: of 
which affe& therefore the cauſe is gathered to be the removal of the 
febrile matter into the Brain. 

Bur as to the Conjun& Cauſes of the Phrenſy and Paraphremitis, it will 
be eafie to ſhew, that the former does not alwayes proceed from the 
inflammation of the Meninges, and the latter never from that of the 
Septwn: in Anatomical Difſetions I have commonly ſeen the Me- 
ninges, nay ſometimes alſo the outward circumference of the Brain 
beſet with a Phlegmonous tumour z but the diſcas'd being not affeted 
with a Phrenſy, bur on the contrary with a drowſ:neſs, dyed of a Carus 
or other ſleepy diſeaſes. And indeed Reaſon plainly dictates the thing 
to be thus, for inflanud Meninges, and much more ſwollen, greatly 
cdmpreſ the Brain, and ſtop the paſſages of the Spirirs, which cauſes 
a Lethargy 3 whereas in a Phrenſy the Spirits are dilated above mea- 
ſure, the Pores of the Brain being all open'd: tho 1t may happen by a 
long continuance of that Diſeaſe, that the Blood being heaped toge- 
ther too much within the Veſlels of the Meninges, and there ſtagnaring, 
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at 27 begets a Phlegmon in them ; bur then we ſuſpe& for that 
cauſe ( by reaſon 1t frequently falls out ſo _) that the Phrenſy & 
fes into a Cars or Lethargy, of which ſuch as have the Phrenſy often 


Thee d> we leſs reje& the inflammation of the Diaphragm, which 
Galen with others have aſlign'd for the cauſe of the Paraphrenitss : 
Anatomical obſervations plainly make our the contrary : ſome time 
fince, opening the Bedy of a Girl dying of a ſudden Leipothymia, we 

in the fleſhy part- of the Diap , 4 great Abſceſs with a 
bagg, full of a gore and little bladders of Water, yer ſhe was never 
wont to be troubled with 4 delirium or phrenſy. And heretofore, when 
we difle&ed the Body of a Renowned Perſon of the Univerſity, who 
_ dyed of a baſtard and long continued Plenrifie, it manifeſtly appear'd 
that a great Abſceſs in the Plexra and intercoſtal Muſcles, berng ſuppu- 
rated and broken inwardly, had pour'd a mighty quantity of Z# into 
the cavity of the Thorax, which corroding the ſubjacent Diaphragm, 
had made a mighty hole in it; and yer this Perſon in all his ſickneſs 
had neither the Phrenſy, nor was delirous 3 wherefore I judge that 
this affe& 15 ſcarce ever produced by ſuch a Cauſe: bur that opinion 
ſcems to have riſen thence, that oftentimes in a rrue Phrenſy, roge- 
ther with a continual Raving, the motion of the Diaphragm is wone 
to be hindred or perverted : as may be gathered from the uneven and 
difficult Reſpiration, viz. ſometimes being painful and ſuſpended, as 
it were, ſometimes thick and ſwiftly repeated with an Inſpiration, 
ſometimes doubled, which kind of ſymptoms, and withall the atienari- 
on of the mind are ſaid to proceed from the Septum being inflamed,and 
therefore convuls'd : wherefore the Ancients called the Diaphragm 
Phrengs : tho they need nor have done ir, if they had confidered that 
all che a&ion of the Diaphragm depends on the efflux of the animal 
Spirits from the Cerebellum;and therefore, if when the Phrenetick marter 
invades the Brain? ſome part of ir withall ruſhes into the Cerebellurn, 
beſides the raving, the motion alſo of the Septurn, tho in ut (elf being 
withour fault, will be altered. 

Therefore the formal nature of the Phrenſy ſeems ro conſiſt in this, 
tharthe animal Spirits being very much irritated, chiefly in the whole 
brain, are driven into diſorderly, very confuſed, and withall imperu- 
ous Motions ; fo thar the as of every animal Fun&ion are depraved, 
and varieuſly perverted: the [deas of things are confounded, (5c. More« 
over the Spirits, not only in the Brain, bur likewiſe 1n the Cerebellum, 
and every where in the Genus Nerwoſum, being ſtruck as it were with 
arapge, fall in a tumult ; wherefore ſuch as have the Phrenjy do not 
only ſpeak ravingly, but breath unevenly, cry out, bear their Fiſts, 
throw their Hands and Feer, and exert a!l their Members with z 
mighty ſtrength and force : that really rhe whole Soul ſeems furioutly 
to fret and rage in the whole Body, or rather being fet on fire as ic 


were, 
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were, to he all in a flame: and indeed: the Phrenſy cannot be more 
aptly defin'd, than that 7t « a Phlogo(ss or inflammation of the whole 
ſenſutve Sou!, or of the animal Spirits in their whole Hypoſtaſs;, This 
burning flame always beginning from che Spirits reſiding in the Brain, 
and thence paſling into the ocher parts of the fenfitive Soul, ſeems to 
receive both the matter which firſt kindles it, and the conſtant ſupply 
- of Fuel for it from the Blood, firſt burning with a feveriſh blaſt ; for 
irs proable that the Blood, ua burning, brings 1nto the Brain 
ſometimes ſulphurous Particles together with the ; TS 3 Which 
beinghalf kindled, and in a manner on {ight fire, 1t they have pene- 
trated together with the others, thence preſently entring all che me- 
dullary and nervous DuRus's, every where cleaved to the Spirits, and 
render them, being ſo inflamed, mightily exorbitant and implacable, 
Certainly it is more likely that the Phrenly 15 cauſed after chis manner 
by the jnflammarion of the Spirits, than by that of the Meninges of 
the Brain, which ( as I have found by frequent difie&ions_) will more 
certainly bring the Head-ach or Lethargy, thana Fury. 

As: to the Procatar&ick Cauſes of the Phrenſy, we fhall find them 
partly in the Blood, and partly in che Brain, and in what retides in 
It, 

The previous diſpoſition of the Blood diſpoſing to a. Frenſy, ſome- 
times is fimple, and ſometimes two-fold : the former is its hot and 
ſharp or bilous conſtirution, ro wit, that it contains a great many ſul- 
phureous particles 1n 1t ſelf, which being kindled more than they 
ought in a Fever, are apt to intlame the Blocd more, and to infinu- 
ate ills burning flame into the Brain: this diſpoſition, when 1t is pow- 
erful and mightily auated, often produces that Diſeaſe by it ſelf; 
but for the molt part there is another diſpoſition of the Blood, which 
aids the former, and renders it more efficacious, to wit, that beſides 
ſulphurcous and inflamable parcicles, there are others ſharp and pe- 
netrative, which enter the Pores and open them, end ſo more readi- 
ly introduce the others : Saline Corpulcles joyncd with ſulphureous 
in ſome ſort effe& this 3 hence Cholerick and melancholy Perſons that 
are ' in 4 Fever, are more inclin'd ro Phrenſies : but much rather 
heterogeneous Particles, when they are in the Blood, being ſtirr'd by 
a Fever, open the entries of the Brain, and let in all ſuch Particles as 
are inflamable: wherefore the Phrenly frequently happens upon the 
ſmall Pox, and malignant and peftilential Fevers, 

The other Preparation for a Frenſy, belonging to the Brain, con- 
fiſts partly in the temper and conformation of 1t, and partly in the 
diſpoſition of the Spirits reſiding init : as to the former, thoſe that 
have a hot and dry Brain are found more prone to a Frenſy ; not that 
that Conſtitution is more obnoxious to an inilammation, or Phleg- 
mon, (for it is les apt to this) but becauſe in ſuch a Brain, otherwile 
than in a hotand moiſt, or a cold and dry, the pores and paſlages 

are 
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are more open, and gaping too much, afford a paſſage to the incen- 
tive matter f niniſtred by the Feaver: Which likewiſe will much 
more eaſily be admitred, if che Spirits being very apt to be pur to 
Night, and patherick, on any l:ght occafion are prone to the paſſions 
of ſadneſs, fear, anger, or hatred ; fo that they leſs withſtand the in- 
_— of the extrancous matter, and more readily take fire theme 
elves. 

The evident cauſes of the Frenfſy areeither remote, viz. whatſoever 
things are wont to raiſe the febrile diſtemper; as Surfeiting, Drun- 
kenneſs, a violent perturbation of the body or mind, ſolemn evacua- 
tions ſuppreſt, with many others; or immediate, as a Fever, and 
Irs little appendixes and adjunds 3 viz. if it be peſtilent, malignanr, 
or ill diſpoſed ; if 1t ariſes by ſurfeiting with meats or Urinks which 
are very diſagreeing ; or if 1t follows upon violent paſſions of love, 
hatred, envy, indignation, or ſadneſs, or immoderate ſtudies : for 
theſe kinds of occaſtons render the Blood and Spirits feveriſhly boyl- 
ing, very much inclined to the affe& of the Frenſy. 

This Diſeaſe, according to the temperament of the Diſeaſe, 1s 
faid to be fanguine, bilous, -phlegmarick, or melancholly 3 and this 
not improperly, for the Animal Spirits, according tof their various 
diſpoſitions, are wont to- rage after a different manner in this 
Diſeaſe. 

The Progroftich in this diſtemper is alwaysdubious, and to bemade 
with the ſuſpicion of an 11l event: For the Frenfy 1s a moſt acute 
and dangerous Diſeaſe of it felf; moreover, if it happens upon a 
peftilent, malignant, or 1ll diſpoſed Fever, we may expe& none but 
a fatal event. 

If a Frenſy happens to a ſound Body, well in fleſh, a ſanguine 
temperament, and in youth, there 15 a greater hope of doing well, 
than if the Diſeaſed be elderly, lean, bilous, and ſubje& to violent 
paſſions. | 

If a Frenſy frequently remitting, has lucid intervals, it is betrer 
than if the fury be wichour diſcontinuation : bur if the Diſeaſed ſeem- 
ing ſomerimes to be better, afrer moderate fleep always awake fran- 
tick, ir 15 a fign that the Diſeaſe will be obſtinate, and conſequently 
dangerous ; viz. inaſmuch as a new ſtore of incentive matter 15 ofren 
miniſtred to the Brain, which we have ſhewn elſewhere ro be done 
much more plentifully during leep, than whilſt waking. 

The Frenſy is cither terninared in a ſhort time with a Fever, by 
a Recovery, or Death ; or being long protracted, and remaining 
afrer the Fever, it 1s either cur'd at long run, or paſſes into other 
Diſcaſes, viz. a Letharey, or Mama, or Melancholy. 

If a Fever having a laudable criſis, by a plentiful ſwearing or ma- 
king water be throughly ſolv'd, the Frenſy alſo for the moſt pare will 
wholly ceaſe ; butif the Feyer being not derermined, ſtill ſends the 
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morbifick matter into the Brain 3 ſo that beſides the animal fun&i- 
ons being deprav'd, the vital begin to fail ( which will plainly ap: 
r from the Pulſe and reſpiration altered for the worſe) if t 
ine be pale, if oo__ droppings of Blood from the Noſe, if 
Vomirings, and Conyulſions happen, the Phyſician may conclude 
that Death is at hand. | 

Sometimes a Fever, tho it be not determined at once and per- 
fealy, yer afterwar-l paſſing off by degrees and leiſurely, leaves the 
Frenſy or raving behind ; which if by its long ſtay it has not defac'd 
the former tra&s of the Spirits in- the Brain, afterward it cither 
_ by degrees of its own accord, or is cur'd by the help of Me- 

Ines. , | 

Bur if by reaſon of the Frenſy being long protrated, the Me- 
ninges, or Cortex of the Brain are ar length poſſeſt with a prongs: 
ROuS tumour, of a ſerous glut of filth haptung- from the Blood of 
Serum there hea ether and ſtagnating, the Lethargy , or the 
ſleepy aftets enſue; whoſe Cure 1s often difficult, or none at all: 
Bur if after a long Frenſy, either the Animal Spirits (: tho their burn- 
ing ceaſes) contra& a vicious diſpoſition, or if the Pores and pallages 
of the Brain are perverted, often a perpetual raving ( the former 
Diſcaſe paſſing into a Mania, or Melancholy, or Fatutty ) enſues : 
Wherefore 1t.15 vulgarly ſaid of Franticks, not ſoon cured, that rhe 
Brain is crackt ; fo that afterwardthey always are mad, or become 
delirous. 

In the Cure of the Frenſy, we muſt have regard both to the Fever 
and to the fury : The feveriſh burning, or 1immoderate efferveſcence 
of the Blood, which for tke moſt part 1s the antecedent cauſe of the 
other affe&, ought in the firſt place to be reſtrained and appeaſed, 
and withall the Animal Spirits ought to be pacified and freed from 
any violent excandefcence, If a Frenſy happens abour the begin- 
ning or middle of 2 Fever, 1n a manner the ſame remedies and me- 
thod of Curing conduce, for both ends : Bur if that affe&t happens 
upon this whillt it 1s in 11s greateſt force or height, the ways of curing 
ofcen are contrary to each other; and there is need of great caution, 
leſt while we give help ro one diſeaſe, we increaſe the other ; in this 
caſe the vital indication concerning the preſervation of the ſtrength 
has the firſt place, and let nor Blooding or Purging be uſed raſhly, 
and in a large meaſure. | 

In the former caſe, when the Fever and Frenſy are almoſt of the 
fame ſtanding, let Phlebotomy, which is ſeldom or never to be omitted, 
preſently be uſed; and if the ſtrengrh bears ir, let it be ſometimes 
repeated for nothing depreſſes and diminiſhes the immoderate flame 
of the Blood as much as rhis Remedy, and nothing more removes 
_ or withdraws irs burning tlame from the Animal ceconomy : Where- 
fore, if the caſe requires it, let a Vein be opened ſometimes in the 
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Arm of Hand, ſometimes in the Leg or Foot, ſometimes in the 
Neck or Forehead; ſometimes haply it may be expedient to open 
the] Artery of the Temples ; and ſometimes alſo to draw Blood from 
other places by Leeches or Cupping-glaſſes, for this is the chiefeſt re- 
lief: And according to Galen, this being rhe firſt and greateſt of all 
— "o_ » 1s wont to fatisfie a great many indications in the 
F . 

- = 00 ro prevent the violent recourſe of the febrile matter 
from the Viſcera ro rhe Head, Clyſters will be of chief uſe; with 
which, if need be, ler the Belly always be kept ſoluble : Yemits and 
Purges, unleſs only ſach as are lenitive, have ſeldome place here: 
Let Cataplaſms of Rue, Cammomil, Vervain, Briony Roots, Red Poppy- 
flowers, with Soap be applied all over the Feet : or in their place let 
Pidgeons fit itn two be applied whilſt they are warm. Mean while 
Zuleps, Apoxemes, Powders, Confettions ; by which both the boyli 
of the Blogd, and the excandeſcence of the Spirits are appeaſed, 
ought ro he preſcribed according tooccafion, \ 

Take The waters of Apples, Black: Cherries, Cowſlips, of each four 
ounces ; of whole Citrons two ounces, Pear! powdred a dram, Syrup of 
the juice of Citrons an ounce, mix them, make a Julep, let three ounces be 
taken three or four times a day. - 

Tabe Ronts of Graſs, Leaves of Word-Sorrel, Burnet, of each a hand- 
ful, Barley half an ounce; Apples ſlic'd, Corinths, or Strawberries, or 
Rasberries, a handful ; let them boy! in four pounds of Fount ain-water 
to the conſumption of a third part, to the clear ſtraining add Syrup of 
Vielets-an ounce, Sal Prunella a dram and a half. 

Tabe freſh and tender leaves of Borage four handfuls, Ward-Sorreh two 
bandfuls, two Apples pounded to a maſh, Sal Prunella tw9 drams, the 
pulp of one Orange, dowble refind Sugar an ounce, being brias'd together 
pour to them of Fountain-water two or three pound;, mabe a firong ex- 
preſſen, beep rt in a glaſs to be clarified by ſetling: Let ſix or ſeven ounces 

_ at pleaſure often in a day. For quenching thirft, drink at pleg- 
ſare the divine drink of Palmanus, viz. Fountain Water with Sugar, 
and the Juice of a Limon, or Water, or Whey with the leaves of Meadow- 
ſweet, or Burnet infus'd, or byyl'd in them; emulſions of a decoction of the

or diftill'd Water, with the pulp of boyled Apples dif}lved in them. 

Hypmiticks are often neceſſary in this Diſeaſe, but ſuch as are ſtrong 
are not proper _ ar the beginning, nor may they be frequent- 
= becauſe ſleep cauſed by opiats brings the matter more co the 

in, and faxes 1t there more deeply. 

Tabe Water of Cowſlip yr our ounces, Syrup of Meconium half 
am _ Pearl a ſcruple, make a draught to be tahen late at 
night. ' 

5 Take white Popyy-ſeeds two dramr, Sugar-candy a dram and a half, 
| O0032 : being 
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being bruis'd together, pour to them of. white Poppy-water- fre ounces, 
wring it forth, and take it after the ſame manner, 

Let Narcoticks, conſiſting of meer cold things, be given with cauti- 
on ; beceuſe they do not agree with ſome, whoſe Stomachs haye their 
fibres very tender and ſenſible. I have often obſerv'd that theſe 
kinds of Hypnoticks have caus'd a great oppreſſion in the Ventricle, 
and that then preſently irs inflation, and a little afterward diftrafti- 
ons and diforderings of the Spirits in the Brain, nay, in the whole 
Body followed : So that not only a fruſtration of ſleep, but a mighty 
reſtleſneſs was caus'd. | 

Let a doſe of liquid Laudanum, prepared with Salt of Tartar, or the 
Fuice of Quinces, be given in a conventent liquor, | 

Epithemes alſo, which provoke Sleep, are ofren applied to the 
Temples, Forehead, and Sinciput, with tucceſs : of which kind are 
Oxyrrhodinum, an Embrocation of Water or Milk, liniments of the Oyl of 
Nut megs by expreſſion, and unguentum populneum ; to which ſometimes let 

froe or ſix grains of Opium be added; .or a cake of Roſes, or of Poppy- 
flowers, with Vinegar and Nutmeg, &c, 

Again, on this account, rather than for removing the inflammation 
of the meninx, the warm lungs of a Lamb or Weather, alſo Pidgeons or 
Chichens cut in two, often give an excellent relief, For this uſe the 
great Burr-doch bruiſed and mixt with Womans Milk, and applied to the 
Stinciput ſhaved is greatly commended. Alſo Penotus's Epitheme;of twelve 
grains of Musk, half a ſcruple of Camphire, and twenty ounces of Roſe- 
_ imprezrated with the TinFure ef Red Saunders, is commended by 

me, 

Moreover, not only to the Head, but likewiſe to the Heart, Liver, 
and other parts, Epzthemes are wont to be applied: Let « Sacculus of 
fine Linnen, with lays of cordial Species and Cotton ftuck in'it, and irriga- 
ted with the diftilled Water or Vinegar of Roſes 1be applied to the Pracor- 
dia ; alſ let Linnen Cloaths dipt inVinegar of Roſes be laid on the Teftes : 
Let the Feet be bathed with a decoftion of the leaves of Willow, Lettice, 
and the heads of the white Poppy : But let theſe kinds of cooling and 

mitigating ropicks be us'd only about the beginning of the Diſeaſe 3 

In its greateſt height let Refplvents, and Emollients, as the flowers 

of Cam:mmril, Melilot, Elder, &yc. alſo the leaves of Mallows, Arach, 
. Marjoram, HyſſÞp; and the like be added: In the declination of tbe 

Diſeaſe let Reſptuents only, and thoſe ſparingly be uſed, 

In-the mean while a very great regard ought to be had of the 
Strength, for this being roo much broken, all hope of Cure is loſt : 
,Now the ſtrength 1s wont to be foon conſumed by reaſon of great 
watchings, perperual agitations of the body and mind, a thin dyert, 
and- Blooding ſomerimes, 1t being often needful, Wherefore we 
muſt rake a preat care, leſt whilſt we go about to eradicate the Diſ- 
eafe by Purging, and frequent Bleeding, we on a ſudden weaken = 
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Vital fan#ion; if this begins -to waver, negleQing the Frenly, and al. 
lowing a more nouriſhable Food, we muſt cheitly uſe Carazacks, 
' Take Tin&ure of Coral half an ounce, let twenty grains be taken twice or 
thrice a day, with a doſe of a Cephalick or cordial Julep, or let the milky ſo- 
lution y Coral, made with the Juice of Oranges be given to a ſpoonful often 
in a day. | 

Takhe Rob, or Conſerve of Rasberryes, and Barberryes an ounce, Pearl 
prepared, Magiftery of Coral, of each a dram, Confeton of Hyacinth two 
drams, Syrup of the Juice of Kermes what ſufhſes, make a Confetion : 
let the quantity of a Nutmeg be taken three or four times a day, drinking 
after Ti the following Fulep three ounces. | 

Take Witers of the Flowers of Nymphea, red Roſes, and of the Leaves

Tabe Conſerve of the Flowers of Nymphea, of Violets of each an ounce,

ariti frigidi a dram, white Poppey Seeds a dram and a half, with a ſo 
> rk quantity of Syrup of the Futce of Wood-ſorrel, make an Elefuary, lex 
the quantity of a Nutmeg be taken often in a day. | 

In the Phrenſy not only the Belly, but likewiſe the Bladder, when 
unmindful of irs Office, ought frequently to be moved or irritated to ir, 
Wherefore the diſeaſed are to be admoniſht, and a Chamber-pot be- 
ing preſented, to be entreated to make water ; which if they do nor 
obey, Let the Region of the Share be fomented with a Decettion of Pellitory 
of. the Wall, Elder Flowers, the Seeds of Parſly and wild Carrots with 2 
Spunge, ahd afrer the Foment ation let it he anointed with Oyle of Scorpions 
and Unguentum Dialthea: in a long Suppreſſion of Urine you muit put 8 
wax Candle into the Urethra. 

So many and fo various Caſes and Stories of Perſons troubled with 
the Frenſy are written by Hippocrates in ib. Epidem : that 1t may feem 
to Itttle purpoſe to add others here: _—y becauſe it would be a 
thing of arr immenſe Labour and Tediouinels to relate the various Con- 
ditions, and Geſtures of Franticks: mean while, as to the event of the 
Diſeaſe no great diverſity occurs. For, for the moſt part either, the 
Fever being determined, the Frenſy ceaſes by degrees, or that having 
no Criſis or an il! one, eicher death or a long raving enſues: Neverthe- 
leſs for the 11luſtration of our Hypotheſis concerning the Inflammation 
of the Spirits, 1 ſhall hereſer before you one rare inſtance. 

Some time ſince I was called to cure a robuft Maid ſervant,who be- 
ing in a Fever, and very much diſtra&ed, was continually kepr bound 
In her Bed : to this Perſon I ordered Blood to be drawn in a plentiful 
manner, and afterward the blooding to be repeated, the Belly to be 
frequently looſned by a Clyfter, and all other Adminiſtrations uſual 1n 
this caſe to be performed in order; mean while I gave her Emulſnns, 
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Fuleps, Hypmticks: but theſe doing little or no good, ſhe cominued 
ill for ſeven or eight dayes withour Sleep, and extreamly raving, 
howling, and crying out conzinually for cold Drink ; wherefore ir be- 
ng allowed her to drink her fill of cold Water, ſhe became not art all 
the mote appealed or lefs dry ; Therefore (ir being Summer ) I or- 
dered, that in-the midſt of the night, being taken up by Women and 
led forth, ſhe ſhould be put into a Boat, then her Cloaths being ta- 
ken of, and the Cords with which ſhe was bound being untyed, ſhe 
ſhould be dipr in the deepeſt part of the River, only a Cord being 
bound abour her middle ro keep her from drowning: but there was 
no need of that ſupport ; for ſhe ſwam of her own accord almoſt as 
well as a man that had well learned: after the third or fourth part of 
an hour, ſhe was taken our of the Water ſound and ſober, then bei 
pur to bed ſhe ſlept, and ſweated freely, and afrerward grew wel 
without any other Remedy. This Cure hapned fo ſuddenly and ſuc- 
ceſsfully, in as much as the excefſes both of the vical and animal 
flame being increaſed to a vaſt height together, were taken away by 
the proper Remedy of an intenſe Fire, viz. a HumeRation and In- 
frigidation . 


CHAP. X. 


Inſtrutions and Preſcripts for the curing of Me- 
lancholy. 


S the Frenfie ariſes from the burning of the animal Spirits, or 
A from the inflammation of their Subſtance ; ſo other aftes of 
raving proceed from their Subſtance being altered afrer other 
manners, and its being changed from its genuine diſpoſition, viz. 
ſpirituo-ſaline, into an acetous or ſharp nature, reſembling aqua ſiygra, 
or into a flatneſs or deadneſs ; which therefore are either Melancholy, 
or a Mania or Madneſs, or a Moroſi3 or fatuity : of which we ſhall now 
ſpeak in order, and in the firſtplace of Melancholy. 

Melancholy is commonly defined, a Raving without a Fever or Fury, 
zoned with fear and ſadneſt; whence it follows to be a complicated 
affe& of the Brain and Heart; for, thatmelancholick Perſons rave, it 
proceeds from the fault of the Brain, and the diforder of the animal 
Spiries reſiding in it; but that they are /ad and tmmorow, this 15 attri-. 
butcd to the Paſſion of the Heart, 544 hes 
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, There are various and fundry kinds of the Imagination's being de- 
praved in Melancholy, concerning which we may obſerve in general, 
that the atieRed either rave concerning all things, or at leaſtwiſe 
ccacerning moſt, ſo that they paſs a right j in a manner con- 
cerning no ſubje&; or they imagine amits only in one or two parti» 
cular caſes, bur of moſt others form notions not altogether abſurd. 
Firſt, we ſhall enquire concerning this affe&, as it' is more Univerſal, 
how the _—__ 1s prevaricated concerning moſt things, to wit, 
for what Cauſes, and with whar difference of Symptoms thus is wont 
to be done, afterward we ſhall ſpeak of the particular raving. 

Tho the delirous affe& of univerſal Melancholy contains manifald 
ſymptoms, yet they confilt chiefly 1n theſe three things 3 firſt, that 

afteced are almoſt continually occupied in thinking, fo that their 
Fancy is ſcarce ever idle, and at reſt. Secondly, in thinking they com- 
prehend fewer things in their mind than they were wont before, fo 
that they oftenroul 1n their mind the ſame Obje& day and night, being 
nothing ſollicitous of other things, which ſometimes are of far greater ' 
moment. Thirdly, the Ideas of Objze&s or Canhceptions appear often 
deform'd, and like frightful Apparitions-as it were, and are al- 
wayes repreſented in a greater Species, ſo that every ſmall thing 
ſeems to them great and moſt difficult, and by reaſon of this hor- 
rid and unuſual appearance, the Image once conceived 15 not eatily, 
nor ſoon ler go. 

The Indiſpoſition of the animal Spirits in this affe& is wont com- 
monly to be deſcribed afrer this manner, ro wir, thar whereas they 
ought to be tranſparent, ſubtle and light, in Melancholy they become 

re, opake and darkiſh, fo that they repreſent the Images of things 
covered as it were with a Shadow or obſcurity. Bur I conceive the 
ſtare of the animal Spirits in raving is moſt aptly explicated according 
to the Analogy they bear with certain chymical Spirits, as it will ap- 
pear from what follows, : 

1, Liquours chymically diſtilled are of divers kinds, according as 

ative Elements are combin'd 1n them after various manners ; the 
moſt excellent of theſe, by the c nſent of all, 1s ſaid to be,in which the 
Spirit united to the SalwfWolarizes ir, and 1s again acuared, and re- 
cieves ſomewhat of a firmneſs from it: of this nature are conceived ro 
be the great Elixir and the Liquow Albaheft : and in truth, in ſome 
ſort are the Spirits of Blood, of Harts-horn, of Soot, and the like, they 
being very ſubtle, volatile and ating, and yer not inflamable, or 
Apt to be ſoon diſſipated. And indeed the animal Spirirs enjoying 8 
ſound and meer diſpoſition, ſeem in ſome ſort to be as the ſpirituous 
we "po filled with a volatile Salt, which is diſtilled from the Blood: 
unleſs it be that to this a mighry Acrimony and Empyecuma are caus'd 
by the Fire, of which the Liquour which i in the Brain and Nerves 

15 wholly free, 
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2. Other Chymical Liquours are too ſulphureotis and burning, as 
Spirir of Wine and of Turpentine,which conſiſting of Spirit and Sulphur 
combin'd together, are eafily inflamedand readily ſeparare from ot 
and take: this way and that, as they find a Pailage : of which kind of 
nature the animal Spirits in ſome ſorr participate in the Phrenſy. 

3- Some Liquours or Spirits are produc'd by Chymiſtry, 1n which 
the fix: (alt being raiſed to a flowing has the Dominion : of which kind 
are thoſe which are diſtilled from Vinegar, ponderous Woods, and 
certain Minerals by a gentle Fire ; whole particles are very movable 
and reſtleſs, but of a ſhorter a&ivity, fo that the efluuia do not flow 
far from them, and if they are diſtilled in Balneo, nothing bur an in- 
fipid Phlegm is raiſed into the Alembich : And indeed we conjeRure 
that the animal Spirits have ſuch a kind of acetous Nature with the do- 
minion of the flurd Salt in melancholy AﬀeRs, as we ſhall by and by 
ſhew more at large. 

4. Some Liquours ſpagyrically drawn are ſometimes extreamly 
Tharp, in which the wild Particles of a fuid Salt, and of an arſenical 

Sulphur combin'd rogether are exalted, as are the Stygran Waters diſtilled 
from NitreVitriol, Antimony, Arſenich Verdigreaſe, and the like; all which 
are of a wild, very penetrative and invincible Nature, fo that theit 
Effluvia are agitated with a perpetual motion, penetrate any thing, and 
.diffaſe themſelves to a great wideneſs : and theſe kinds of Liquours 
aptly enough reſemble the Diſpoſition of the animal Spirits acquir'd in 
a Mania, as we ſhall declare beneath. 

Burat preſent, that we may deliver the formal nature and Cauſes of 
Melanch)ly, we may opine, that rhe Liquour diſtilled from the Blood 
into the Brain ( which filling and irrigating all the Pores and Paſlages 
of the Brain, and irs nervous appendix 1s both the Vehicle and Vincu- 
tum of the animal Spirits_) has degenerated from its mild, benign, and 
ſubtle Nature, into an acetous and corrofive Diſpoſition, ſuch as thar 
of the Liquours drawn from Vinegar, Box and Vitri»l, and that the 
animal Spirits, which diſperſing their Rayes from the Meditullium of 
the Brain, both into its globous Subſtance, and into the Syſtems Ner- 
voſum, produce all the FunRions of Senſe and Motion both inward and 
ourward, are diſpoſed in like manner as tHWW/uvia paſſing from thoſe 
acerous Chymical Liquours. Concerning which we may obſerve theſe 
three things, viz. Firſt, that they are in prpepad Morton, ſecondly, 

* that they do not flow far; thirdly, that they are not only carryed by 
open Paſſages, but make new porofities in neigHouring Bodies, and 
inſinuate themſelves into them. From the Analogy of theſe Conditt- 
ons concerning the animal Spirits 1t happens, that melancholy Per- 
ſons are always thoughtful, *that they comprehend only a few thi 
that they form their Notions concerning them amik. od may find this 
fuller explained in Dr. Willis at large. | 
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; So much of the primary melancholy Aﬀe&, viz. a Delirium raiſed 
through the faults of the Spirits refiding in the Brain: whoſe beginnings 
tho cheitly, and ofren in a manner only proceed from the acetous 
Diſpoſition of the Spirits z yet afterward the conformation of the Brain 
it ſelf is frequently taken in as a part of the cauſe, viz. In as much as 
the Recrements of the melancholy Blood, continually ſent into it, ren- 
ders its ſubſtance more groſs and opake, and the primary Tra or 
Paths of the animal Spirits being almoſt defac'd, new oblique and de- 
vious TraQtsare made, ſo that tho rhere be a ſupply of the berter ſort 
of Spirits, they cannot eatily irraiate the Brain, or preſently recover 
their former Paſlages, 

Melancholy is not only an affe& of the Brain, and Spirits refiding in 
ir, bur likewiſe of the Precordza,and of the Blood there kmdled, and 
thence ſent forth into the whole Body: and as it produces in the for- 
mer a Delirium, fo here a Fear and Sadneſs : but after what manner 
let us now ſee. | 

In Sadnefs, in the firſt place the flamy or vital part of the Soul is 

Ntraitned as to irs circuit, and is reſtrained within a leſs ſpace; and 
then — the animal or lucid part of the Soul contraQts its 
Sphere, and has leſs vigour: bur in Fear both are ſuddenly repreſt, and 
made to ſtagger as it were, and to contain themſelves within very 
{mall ſpaces: 1n both affe&s the Blood does not circulate and burn live- 
and with a full flame, but being apt to be heapt rogerher and to 
fagnr abour the Precordia, 1t cauſes there an oppreſſion, or fainting 3 
in the mean while the Head and Members being deſtitute of 1s 
plentifal eflux, languiſh. ; 

Now tar thoſe Paſhons become habitual in melancholy Perſons, the 
cauſe 1s partly in the Blood, and partly in the animal Action of the 
Heart : for x Blood, by reaſon of ſaline Particles exalted, becomes 
lefs inflamable : whence 1c 1s neither ſufficiently kindled in the Lungs, 
nor does it burh within the Ductus's of the Heart and Veſſels with a 
flame ſufficienly clear and plentiful, but ſuch as 1s apt to be repreſt, 
and almoſt blown out by any puff of Wind : hence in regard the vital 
Flame 1s ſo ſlender and langwſhing, that it ſtaggers and trembles at 
all Motion, it is no wonder 1f a melancholy Perſon, the Soul asit were 
ſubfiding and being half overwhelmed, is always ſadand rimorous. By 
reafon of this ſaline diſcrafie of the Blood, melancholy Perſons are 
ſeldom troubled with a Fever, but being ſeiſed with it, they are more 
dangerouſly il! by reaſon of the irregular burning of the Blood, 

Nor does it happen lefs through the fault of the Hearr, that melan- 
choly Perſons by reaſon of the courſe of rhe Blood being retarded, or 
often drawn back, become ſad and timorous: for fince that Muſcle is 
not actuated bur by the influence of weak and irregular Spirits, it 15 not 
able to perform its Contra&tions with Strength and Conſtancy enough, 
whereby the Blood may be driven forward throughout the whole Body 
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without ſtop, or flying back. Therefore the Blood and animal Spirits 
mutually affe& each other with a reciprocal injury, and bring dam- 
. mage on each other: the melancholy blood, that 1s, conſiſting of fa- 
line Particles exalted, together with ſuch as are ſulphureous,engenders 
animal Spirits of an acetous nature, as we have ſhewn: and theſe Spi- 
rits performing the vital Fun&ion amiſs, cauſe ſuch a dyſcraſy of the 
Blood to be encreas'd, 

So far of Melancholy in general, viz: of its Efſence, conjun& Cauſes, 
and chief Symptoms : before we proceed to the kinds and differences 
of this Diſeaſe, we oughtto explicate from what cauſes both procatar- 
Rick, and evident, it is wont to ariſe and be fomented: and firſt, whence 
both parts of the Soul. viz. both animal and vital acquire their mor- 
bid Biſpoſitions. 

Of theſe we have ſhewn the former to be acetous, reſembling Spirit 
of Vitriol, or of Vinegar, and the other to be Salins-Sulphureous, or 
Atrabilarious; moreover, and that as they both foment each other, fo 
that they firſt engender each other : for ſometimes melancholy begin- 
ning from the animal Spirits being troubled and put 1na certain contufi- 
on, and perſiſting ſome time, brings a melancholy habit to the Blood ; 
ſometimes alſo the Blood, contrafting firſt thardiſcraſy,perverts the Na- 
ture of the Spirits. | 

That Melancholy oftentimes hegins from the animal economy,its eaſt 
ly feen in exceſſive Love, extream Sadneſs, pannick Terrours, Envy, 
Cares, and imm»derate Studies, for on theſe occaſions the animal Spj- 
rits being driven out of the wonted Paths of their Expanſions, and 
perſiſting in their ercour through the afſiduity of their Paſſzon, at length 
fall into devious Tra&s, which afterward keeping to, they are with 
difficalty reduced into the ancient and right again. Moreover, ſince 
thereupon the Motion and Vigour of the Heart are diminiſh'd, there- 
fore the Blood falls from its due Craſis and Pneumatoſis, and thereby 
being rendred more fixt and falino-ſulphureous, furniſhes only animal 
ſpirirs degenerated to a fournefs; and fo the Blood being depraved 
a poſteriori, gives a Fuel to the melancholy diſpoſition begun by the 
Spirits, 

: ibe does it happen leſs frequently that the ſeeds of melancholy 
firſt laid in the Blood, give at length that taint to the Spirits : for this 
reaſon ſome hereditarily become obnox10us to that Diſeaſe. Moreover, 
a diſorderly dyet, the intermiflion of an exerciſe long us'd, ſolemn 
Evacuations, as of the Menſes or Hemmorhoids, alſo of the Seed, or 
ſerous Ichor ſuddenly ſuppreſt, and many other occafions,cafily defile 
the Blood,and render it melancholick, whoſe evil Diſpofition will at- 
rerward of neceflity be communicated to the Spirits. 

As to what a great many Phyſicians think, chart melancholy riſes from 
a melancholick Humour engendred ſomewhere primarily and per ſe 
and align parcicular Places for its Generation 3 viz; the Brain, ”_ 
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Womb, and the whole Habit of the Body, we do noveafily grant all 
this: for beſides that no ſecrer Stores of ſuch a humour, lyingany whereg 
appear, unleſs haply in the Spleen, it is indeed the Blood 1c ſelf which. 
rſt conceives per ſe the melancholick Diſtemper, or any other, and 
afterward depoſes recrements of that Narure in | Emun&ories 
or Receptacles: nor would the yellow Choler be ſtor'd up in the Gall». 
Bladder, or the black; ſo call'd, in che Spleen, unlefs the maſs of Blood 
firſt engendred thoſe Humours. If at any cime theſe, or other recre- 
mentitzous humours, ſome where depos'd, be receiv'd by the mals of. 
Blood, they produce its efferveſcence, but not preſently, or cafily its 
diſtemperature. . | 

1. As to that therefore,thatthe origine of Melancholy is ſometimes af- 
crib'd to the Head, and the diſtemperature of the Brain is accus'd by 
ſome as too hot, and by others as cold : I think we ought rather to 
ſay that the affe& ſometimes firſt begins from the Brain, and from the 
Soul re(iding in it, 

2, As for the Origine of this affe& heing ſometimes drawn from the 
Womb,itmuſt not be thought tharthe melancholy Humour is there firſt 
engendred, bur that the occaſion of melancholy proceeds thence : c1- 
ther becauſe by reaſon of the Menſes ſuppreſt, the whole Blood being: 
defil'd and become degenerare, afterwards falls into a melancholy dit- 
craſy, or for that by reaſon of the Stimuli of Venery reſtrain'd with a 
great relucation of the corporeal Soul, the animal Spirits being long 
contained and kept in, at length become fixrt and melancholick., 

- © 3. That melancholy is ſometimes eicher primarily raiſed, or very 
much fomenred by the Spleen being il! afteted, and thereupon by a 
peculiar word called Hypocondriacal, it is borh the common and our 
own Opinion; but the Blood being firſt in rhe fault, engendring in it ſelf 
fhlchy melancholy Dregsat the beginning, depoſes themin the Spleen, 
which afterward receiving again, being exalted into the nature of an 

evil ferment, it is vitiated more in its Craf's by their defilement, 

4. As to that that bef:des, another ſpecies of melancholy, diſtin& 
from the Hypocondriacal and the former, is ſaid ro be engendred to- 
gether in the whole Body, it 1s nothing elſe than that the whole mals. 
of Blood becoming degenerate from 1ts right Nature, by reaſon of 
errours in the frx non-natural things, and on many other occafions, ac- 
quires a melancholick Diſcraſy (that is, where the Spirit being deprefs'd- 
the fulphureous Particles rogether with the ſaline, and ſomeallo thar 
are terrene are cxajted ) this melancholy diſpoſition of rhe Blood bee 
ing very much allyed to that ſulphureo-ſaline Habit, which we have 
ſhewn to be often prevalent in a certain kind of Scurvy. 

- The Prognoſtich of Melanchzly, tho, as to Life or Death, it be for the 
moſt part ſafe, yer, in reference tothe event, ir is very uncertain ; for 
ſore recover ſoon, othersare not cur'd but after a long time, and 


others not at all, : 
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This affe&, rai?d on a ſudden from ſome ſolemn evident caufe, 
a5 from a vehement paſſion, is much ſafer than invading by degrees 
after a long Procatarxis: for if the evident cauſe be preſently re- 
mov'd, that often ceaſes of its own accord, or is cur'd with little ado ; 
butin this, in regard both the maſs of Blood, and the whole troop 
of Animal Spirits have fallen from their due craſfis, and often the 
conformation of the Brain, as to the traRts of the Spirits, 15 altered, 
- Boa does not happen but with great difficulry, and not bur after a 

time. 

Melancholy long protraſted often paſſes into a Fatuiry, and ſome- 
times alſo intoa Mania, or Madneſs: Moreover, ſomerimes it brings 
Convulfive affefts, or a Palſey, or Apoplexy, nay, ſomerimes a vio- 
lent Death. 

There 1s little or no hope of a Cure, if the affeRed, being very 
ſtubborn and refraRory, refuſe ,all Medicines, and any method of 
management : Moreover, ſcarce any thing better may be expeed 
from thoſe, who being fick of Diſeaſes in a manner only imaginary, 
take any Remedies, and often require many, and of divers kinds, to 
be given them. | | 

The Cure of Melancholy, as it is always difficult and long, fo 1t 1s 
wont to be very intricate and perplex'd ; ſeeing that in reſpe& of the 
cauſes of every kind, evident, procatardtich and conjunct ; alſo by rea- 
ſon of the ſymptoms daily emerging, it ought to be diverſly taken in 
hand, and often to be varied: Nor muſt we only change the Reme- 
dics and m'thod of Cure, but variouſly intermix with them ad- 
vices, deceprions, flatteries, entreaties, and puniſhments. 

Bur in the firſt place let the evndent cauſe of the Diſeaſe, 1f any no- 
table one has preceded, be ſearch'd out; and if it may be, let it either 
be preſently remov'd, or let the removal of it be ſome way coun- 
terfeired: Moreover, let the violent paſſions of the mind thence 
rais'd, either be appeas'd, or be ſubdued by others that are oppoſite. 
Wherefore in an exceſſive paſſion of Love, Indignation and Hatred 
come in as areliet; to Sadneſs, let bairs of Pleaſures, Muſick, the 
deſire of vain Glory, be oppos'd, or alſo a pannick terrour : In like 
manner you may proceed with other Paſſions, either for curbing, or 
cluding them. : | EY | | 
-. The Therapentick Method, fitted to the Cure of Melancholy, ſuggeſls 
many other Indications: Whereof the chief, ard to which the reſt 
way be beſt reduc'd, are thoſe three ſo vulgarly known, viz. the 
Curatory, which regards 1mmediately the Diſeaſe, and 1ts Comuntt 
eaſe; the Preſervatory , ' which: regards the procatar#ich and evi- 
dent cauſes, and the Vital, which is occupied in preſerving the 
Hrenzth. 7: þ a> IL NY ; 

As to the firſt Indication, the Phyſical Intentions will be, fo far to 
raiſe, volarize and corroborate the Animal Spirits, being become fixr, 
þ%; VE CSS | V2 4s | or 
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or dejefed alſo, and apt to a& overthwartly, or go aſtray, that af- 
terward being more freely expanded, they may irradiate the whole 
Brain with a full and ſtedfaſt beam of Light, far the a&ts of the Imagi- 
nation, Judgment, 'and the other chief Faculties; and may fo vigo- 
rouſly acuare the Precardia, and make them vibrate fo ſtrongly, a 
the Blood being plentifully kindled may thence ſpring forward with- 
out ſtop or reſtagnation throughout the whole Body. TT 

Therefore, for the cure of the Spirits, let ut be chiefly procur'd, that 
the Soul be withdrawn from the troubleſome and forc'd Paſſion, viz. 
from exceſſive Love, Jealouſie, Sadneſs, Commiſeratim, Hatred, Fear, 
and the like, and be compos'd to a Cheerfulneſs and delight : ler 4 
nierry or jocoſe Diſcourſe, Singing, Muſick , Painting, Dancing, Hunting, 
Fiſping, and other pleaſant Exerciſes be brought 1n ure: thoſe ro 
whom Delights, or Sportsare not pleaſing ( for theſe are always ungrate- 
ful ro ſome melancholy Perſons) may be put upon ſome light Employs; 
mathematical or chymical Studies, ſometimes alſo travelling does 
great good ; moreover it is often profitable tochange the Places of their 
Habirarion in their native Soyl. Thoſe, who muſt always ſtay at home, 
ſhould be adviſed to look after their houſhold Aﬀairs, and govern 
their Families; tocultivate and order their Houſes, Gardens, Orchards 
and Fields : for a Mind,employed in neceſſary Cares and Offices, more 
readily depoſes vain or mad Thoughts, and at length quits them: 
Let melancholy Perſons be ſeldom left alone, for if at any time they. 
are permitted to followand dwell long on their Phantaſms, and aereal 
Speculations, the Soul ſubfides within, and leaving the Body, and 
undergoing a certain Metamirphoſis, indues a new ſpecies, andoften 
contrary to the ſtate of Man; wherefore the affe&ed ought to be con- 
tinually diſturbed by the diſcourſes of their Friends and Acquaintance, 
to wir, 'that the animal Spirits being call'd ourward from their bye 
wayes, be brought again into their former and uſual Trats. Bur if 
the diſeaſed, being ſeduc'd by fantaſtical Illuſions, imagine and firnfly 
believe certain prodigious things of themſelves; the Mind 1s to be 
withdrawn from thoſe things by artificial Inventions, of which man- 
ner of Cures there are many Caſes and Examplcsto be found in Books, 
and a prudent Phyſ:cian may invent the like as occaſion requires. 

Tho a melancholy new contracted is ſomerimes cur'd-by a meer or- 
dering and management of the Mind and the animal Spirits, yet 11 2 
long continued or invererate melancholy, where the Spirits have con- 
trafted an acetous Diſpoſition, and the Blood an atrabilariousdyſcraſy, 
and that the Conformation of the Brain, as to its Pores and Paſſages 
is injured, and other indications, called preſervatory, are required for 
removing the procatarick Cauſes of the Diſeaſe. Concerning this 
thing, the Phyſical intentions muſt be in the firſt place to reduce the 
Blood to a better and genuine, to wit, a ſpirituo-ſaline Craſis 3 and then 
. to give a vigour to the Brain, and, irs Pores being opened, to ny ir 
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Hear and diaphanous, and withall to ſtrengthen the animal Spirits,and 
ro ſtirchem up to a vigorous Emanation: for which ends I propoſe 
the following Method, which nevertheleſs ought tobe varied according 
to the various Conſtitutions-of the diſeaſed. 

' Blood-letring has place ina manner in every melancholy, and ſome- 
| Times ir is often to be repeated, for the aduſt and effzre Blood being 
+ wWichdrawn at times, a new and more ſpirituous Blood ſprings up 1n 1ts 
place. Concerning the Quantity, Place, and Wayes of adminiſtrin 
this Remedy, Authors are of various Opinions; but the Motion an 
AﬀeRs of the Blood being duely weighed, it may ſuffice firſt to draw 
an indifferent quantity of it from the Arm, and afterward, if need be, 
2 leſs, either from thence, or from the Veſlels of the Fundament by 
Leeches: how the opening of the Salvatella Vein ſhould give ſo nota- 
ble a releif, as is ſaid, I confeſs is unknown to me: 1f melancholy Per- 
fons are ſtrongly perſwaded that blooding there will cure them before 
any where elſe, haply it may do them good: a frequenr opening of 
the Hemorrhoid Veſſels induces Nature afterward to endeavour that eva- 
cuation, which ſpontaneouſly hapning ( as Hippocrates tells us ) often 
cures this diſcale. 

Purging ought to be uſed from the beginning,and to be repeated by 
intervals, in regard it withdraws the fewel of the diſeaſe from the firſt 
Paſlages, and removes the impediments of other Remedies : as to 

"whar-ſome judge, that for the ſpeedy eradicating of the Diſeaſe, we 
muft chiefly uſe Helebore, or the Spurges, and quote Hippocrates rheir 
Author, thoſe things, if the ſucceſs be look'd upon, are not found fo 
generally to agree 3 but thar they often very much injure the Diſcaſed : 

ſtrong purgers do not take away the cauſe of the Diſeaſe, to wit, 
thetyſcraſy of the Blood, but rather encreaſe it : moreover, they far- 

* ther weaken and proſtrare the animal Spirits before dejefted. Helle- 
byre is ſo frequently preſcribed by Hippocrates, becauſe ſcarce any other 
Catharticks were then known, at leaſt wiſe they were not in common 
uſe; bur now it 15 far better to draw gently from the receptacles of 
the Humours by ſuch as are mild and without roughneſs, and to 
cleanſe the Viſcera and firſt Paſſages without troubling nwuch the Blood 
and Spirits, . 

Vomitories (as in moſt Cephalick Diſcaſes, free from a Fever ) are 
wont to give relicf after a peculiar manner in any forts of Diſtra&ions ; 
the reaſon of this partly conſiſts herein, thar the viſcous load of the 
Ventricle, which (as we have ſhewn elſewhere) greatly oppreſſes the 
mind, being cleans'd forth, the Spirits thereupon being more free, 
expand themſelves more vigorouſly and cheerfully. Moreover, in 
as much as vomiting compreſles and evacuatcs the neighbouring Re- 
Ceptacles of the Humours, to wit, the Gall-bladder, the Dau of the 

Pancreas, and the Glands of the Meſentery, wt keeps their Contents from 


being conyeyed to the Head, |

agree with Reaſon or Phyfical Experience, to wi, tn as much as me- 
lancholy Perſons, after a frequent purging, how methodically ſoever 
entered, receive rather an injury than a relief. Therefore we, placing 
the cauſe of this Difeaſe in the dyſcrafies of che Blood and Spiris, and 
In the weaknefs or ill conformation of the Brain or Viſcera, alte- 
ratrues, and corroboratives in the firſt rank of Medicmes, ſome- 
tines interlace Catharticks only for the ſake of theſe. Pargingtherefore 
being prefcribed for the due removal of Impediments, and ar due 
Intervals of time, as to the reſt you may proceed after this man-

_ There being an infinire number of Melancholick perſons , as 

well as of Fools, 1 ſhall luſtrare our hypotheſis only with two exam- 

ples, in one of which the Diſeaſe began from the ſenſitive part of the 

Soul, or from the Animal Sjirits, and in the other from its Viral parr, 

to wit, from the Blood, | 

Some time fmce a renowned man, about forty years of age, of a 
florid countenance, chearful, and quick art all buſineſs, being af- 
flied in mind, and very much deje&ed by reaſon of ſome misfor- 
tunes, became thenceforward very ſad and melancholy, with a _ 

an 
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fallen aſpe& : Whenfirſt I went to ſee himhe complain'd of - 
w_ trouble and diſtration of his thoughts, which were fo. 
great , thar his Fancy bein _ day and night withour 
intermiſſion , he livd wholly without ſleep : and nevertheleſs 
this Perſon minded not at all the concerns of the Publick, nor 
of his own Family, nor was he greatly follicitous concerning the 
welfare of his Soul, or the health of his Body, but rather was con- 
tinually perplext about perty things, and almoſt of no moment: 
he was (o fearful of all chings, that he fancied ſome harm, or Death 
would preſently happen to him upon any little accident. In fine, he 
always liv'd fo ſad, as tho he endeavour'd to exceed Herachtius in 
mourning, Moreover, he was troubled with o great a ſtraitneſs and 
conſtri&tion of his Heart, that it ſeem'd to him as tho the whole 
Precordia were moſt cloſely ſtrain'd togerher as a firſt contradted, and 
he thought that he always carried a vaſt and very oppreflive burthen 
there, which forc'd him always to go forward, and Roping towards 
rhe Earth, Whilſt he was diſcourſing with his fri that con- 
ſtrition and oppreſſion of the Precordia was wont ſomewhat to re- 
mit 3 but then upon any unuſual obje&' ſtriking him with a terrour, 
it rerurned with more violence : Nor was he only troubled wich a 
certain conſtri&ion in the Precordia, but in the whole Body beſides, 
and a certain weight, as it were, ſeemed to lye on the Region of his 
Loyns, alſo on his Shoulders and Arms, 

As to the Cure of this Perſon, after various Medicines us'd with- 
out any great ſucceſs, at length I perſwaded him, becauſe it was Sum- 
mer, tv drink our artificial Spaw-waters for fix weeks : Therefore in 
the ficſt place, in four pounds of Fountain-water, I infus'd for a night, 
of our Steel prepard half a dram, and afterward as much in eight 
pounds of Water, The Diſeaſed every morning drank the clear Ei- 
quor, and within four or five hours diſcharged the greater part of it 
by Urine, He took moreover going to Bed, and early in the morn- 
ing, a d (: of an appro;riate EleFuary, ſuch as above-deſcribed, with 
a Cepbalich Fulep: Wichin rwo months he was much better, and af- 
terward came to himſclf by degrees. 

Whilſt I was writing theſe rhings, a young man of Quality, lately 
' returned from travelling beyond the Seas, and being become fickly, 
commitred himſeif roour care : This Perſon, being formerly of a ſan- 
guine and chearful remperament, of a gay behaviour, alſo of an acute 
wit and a clear diſpoſition, as he travelled through Foreign Coun- 
tries, and being in a certain Sumryer in Spainghe felr in himſelf a great 
alreration from the intenſe heats of that place: For firſt, he became 
obnoxious to frequen: <cfferveſcencies of the Blood, with ſuddenfluſh- 
ings of heat in the palms of his Hands and the ſoles of his Feer, and 
to prickings often wont to ariſe in his whole Body, and preſently to 
g2 away again. Afterward, WE” himſelf worſe as to his Aggeme 
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and Sleep, and likewiſe growing du!f and ſomewhat ſad, he began to 
afte& leſs, and ſometimes to ſhun any butineſs or delrghrs, nay, and 
converſation with his friends. Ar length this indiſpofition daily grow- 
ing worſe, without any manifeſt cauſe, or real trouble of mind, he 
became Melancholick, fo that always bemyg thoughtful, fearful, and 
ſad, he took delight in nothing : For Studies, Exerciſes, Travelling, 
Converſation with learned men, and all orher things which before 
he delighted in, were then wont to be a trouble or terrour to him: 
Being affeted after this manner for rwo years, he was ſo much 
changed from himfelf, as tho he were another man: In order to a 
Cure he conſulted the moſt skilful Phyſicians of Spain, France, Hol- 
land, and of late in Ergland, and tryed various methods of Curing, 
tho ſcarce withaty benefit. To wit, that melancholy Diſcraſy of the 
Blood, firſt contracted by the diſtemper of the Air, continuing ſtill, 
cauſed Spirits of an acetous nature, as1r were, to be ſupplied to the 


- Animal economy. In the firſt place I thought good ro commend to 


this Perſon the following Remedies. 

" Take Gerion's decoftion of Senna (with Tamarinds half an ounce ) four 
ounces, Purging Syrup of Apples an ounce, Aqua mirabilis two drams, 
wx them, let Fam tabe it with governance, repeating it within nine days: 
after Purging let Brood be drawn with Leeches, to three ounces. 

Take of our Syrup of Steel fix ounces, let a Spoonfull be taken in the

So far of univerſal Melancholy,in which the diſeaſed are in a man- 
ner indifferently affe&ted by any Obje&, 10 that in every place, by 
any Accidents and Circumftances they are conrinually perplext with g 
mulritude of Thoughts, wirh a no" Fear and Sadneſs, 

| A Melancholy is faid to be Special, when the diſeaſed have regard 
to ſome particular thing, or to ſome certain kind of things: of which 
they in a manneralwayes think, ahd by reaſon of all the Powers of the 
Soul being continually ſpent in this one thing, they live always penſive 
and fad : Moreover, they have abſurd and mcongruous Notions, not 
only concerning that Obje&, but alſo concerning many other Accidents 
and Subje&ts. In thi; affe& the corporeal ſoul being altered from its 
proper Species, aſſumes a certain new one, and being not conforma- 
ble to the rational Soul, or to the Body, or to it ſelf, it undergoes a 
certain Metamorphoſis, 

* There are two kinds of occaſions, from which a particular Melan- 
choly chiefly and moſt frequently ariſes ; viz. firſt, if at any time fome 
ſevere preſſure of an Evil preſent or at hand ( whether it be true or 
imaginary ) lyes upon the Soul: or ſecondly, if the privation of a good 
before obtained, or rhe deſpair of that which is defired happen : In 
theſe oppoſite Caſes the corporeal Soul either being allur'd ourwardly 
omits all domeſtick care of it ſelf, or of the Body, or of rhe rational 
Soul: or being inwardly compreſs'd, it leaves or perverts the offices 
borh of the Reaſon and of the Viral and Animal Fun&ion. It were a 
thing of an immenſe Labourto enumerate the various Caſes and wayes 
of afieng in both kinds ; among the mighty ſtore of them,thoſe which 
being of greateſt momenr ſeem chietly to require a phytical help, are 
a furious Love, Jealoufie, Mperſtition, deſpair of erernal Salvation, 
the imaginary Meramorphoſis of the Body, or of its Parts, or the 
1-2-6" Goods or Evilsof Fortune 3 we ſhall ſpeak briefly of each 
— one 

It 1s a vulgar and moſt common obſervation, that if any one once 
being taken with the Aſpe& and Converſation of a Woman, begins 
—_—_— to be love-fick for her, and to defire her earneſtly, and for 
his moſt devoted affeftion gets nothing bur denials and Contempt, 
unleſs he be upheld by a very ſtrong Reaſon, or being ſerzed by other 
affe&ions,be turned another way,as it were, there is great danyer leſt 
he fall into a Love-melancholy ; with which Paſfion if he a—_ 4 " 
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affeed, preſently he ſeems transformed from himſelf into a living 
Statue, as it were, he. thinks or ſpeaks of nothing but his Miſtris ; 
he ſceks to put himſelf upon any of the greateft dangers of Life and 
Fortune for her. ſake 3 mean while he does not only negle& rhe care 
of Domeſtick or Publick Concerns, and even of his own Salvation, 
but; being fruſtrated of his Deſire, often layes violent hands on him- 
felf; or if he be content to live and ſurvive, pining away both in 
Body and Mind, he almoſt depoſes man ; for the uſe of right Reaſon 
being loſt, omitting Meat,” Drink, and Sleep, and the other neceſſary 
offices of Life, he yields up himſelf wholly to ſighing and ſobbing, 
and ro a mournful habit and geſture of Body. 

If we enquire into. the reaſon of this affe&, we cafily find, that 
the Corporeal Soul of Man being obnoxious to violent Paſhons, 
when it is wholly carried forth into an Obje& moſt dear to 1t, 117. 
2 Woman beloy'd,' and is not able to get and embrace her, it 1s de- 
hghted, or contents ir ſelf with nought beſides, af paying no obe- 
dtence to the Rational Soul, it wholly grows deaf, and does no: hear 
its DiRates; and crowding the Imagingtion only with Tragical No- 
tions, it dulls che edge of the Underſtanding, Moreover, in as much 
as the Precordia ( a plentiful afflux of Spirits being denied to them) 
. fail as to their Motions, the Blogd heap'd together in the Sinws's of 

the Hearty and apt to ſtagnate, cauſes there a great heavineſs a 
oppreſſion, an1 conſequently Sighs and Groansz mean while the 
Face and outward Members, by reaſon of the afflux of Blood and, 
Spirits withdrawn from them, grow pale and languilh : hence ir is 
commonly ſaid of Deſperate Lovers, that their Heart broken ; to, 
wit, in as much as this Muſcle being not vigorouſly bars amen 
with the Animal Spiric, vibrates (lowly and weakly, and nolon- 
ger ſend forth the Blood with. vigour into all the Parts. 

Such diſorder of the animal FunRion as an exceſſive Love brings 
concerning the Acquiſirion of irs Obje&, the like in a manner 15 
brought by Jealouſy concerning the keeping of the ſame when gotten: 
f that always (viz. both in the Fruition and in the Deſire )- 


Res eſt folliciti plena Timorts Amor. 


That Soul, if it be not ſecure of its moſt dear prey, preſently grow- 
ing troubled, caſts a Cloud and Darkneſs on its own ſereneneſs : and 
afterward, being infe&ted with a bilous Tinfure, eyery Obje& ſeems to 
it tiag'd of a yellow colour: for as a ferment of the Sromack grown 
ſharp perverrs all things caken into it into its own Nature, fo the affe& 
of jealouſy once riſen, turns all Accidents and Circumſtances to a food 
for its own venom: and fince in this affe& the ſenſitive Soul being bent 
awry as 1t were, does not become conformable to. its Body, therefore 
the ceconomy of the Animal, Vital,and vegetative Fun&ions,being de- 
prayed, the jealous Man raves and pines away. =— "

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Superſtition and deſpair of eternal Salvation are wont to imprint al- 
noſe like dr KBr on the ſenſitive Soul, the Blood, 
and the Body, as Love and Jcaloufie, bur ſomewhat after a differing 
way of ing 3 for in thoſe the Obje& whoſe acquiſition or loſs 1s 1n 
danger, is wholly immaterial, and its affe& being firſt concery'd by 
the Rational , 1s imprinted on the other Corporecal Soul; in the 
proſecution of which, if this readily obeys, then no diſturbance of the 
mind of Man ariſes ; bur if the Corporeal Soul ſhewing a reluQtancy, 
( as it often falls out ) the Rational ſtill pr with advice andrhrears, 
preſently that growing rroubled, ſtirs the Blood and Spirits in a diſor- 
derly manner, oppoſes the Corporeal goods and delights to the Spi- 
ritual, preſen y the Underſtanding, and endeavours to draw 
the man to its fide. And as thus there is a continual bickering be- 
tween the t uls, and ſomerimes the Will is ſuperiour, ſometimes 
the Senfirtv ite prevails; at length a.Court of Conſcience is (cr 
up by che Mi, where «very a& is narrowly examined ; By reaſon 

cheſe frequEht variances of the Souk, the Animal Spirits, as be- 
ing too much, and almoſt continually exercis'd, being $ften com- 
manded, and as it were diſtra&ted, now this way and now that way, - 
at _ fall lomewhar from their vigour and good diſpofition, and 
at laſt being become fixt and melancholick, in as as they arc 
wirh-held from their wonted Expanſion, they form bye and unuſual 
Trad in the Brain, and fo bring a Delirzum with a mighry Fear and 
Sadneſs 3 1n thoſe kinds of affe&s the corporeal Soul being violently 
drawn away as it were, both ſeparates from the Body, and being mo- 
dified according ro the chara&er of the 1424 imprinted, is wont to 
aſſume a new Species either Angelical or Diabolical, mean while the 
Underſtanding, for as much as the Imagination ſuggeſts to ir only dif- 
orderly and monſtrous Notions, 15 wholly perverted from the uſe of 
right Reaſon. 

Aftera like manner of affe&ting as this, it happens that ſome melan- 
choly Perſons undergo imaginary Metamorphoſes either as to their For- 
tunes or their Bodies, viz, Whilſt one imagines himſelf, and afts a 
Prince, another a Beggar : another believes himſelf to have a Body of 
Glaſs, and another thinks himſelf a Dog or a Wolfe, or ſome other 
Monſter ; for after that the corporeal Soul being affe&ted with a long 
continued melancholy, the Mind being blinded, is wholly fallen both 
from it ſelf and the Body, ſhe aftes a new Species or Condition, and, 
as much as in hex lyes, really aflumes 1r,

Since M; , Faiſed without a Fever, and with ighty annoy- 
ance of the animal Fun&ion, is wont to be continual Wl long-laſting, 
Its next and immediate ſubje& muſt be the animal SMits ; which be- 
Ing affeeg nor per conſenſum, nor by another thing forcibly moving 
them, bur per ſe, and habitually, fall from their proper and genuine 
Diſpoſition, viz. ſalino-ſpirituous, into. a ſalino-ſulphureous nature, reſem- 
bling Aqua Styg7a, as we have hinted before: and conſequently they 
exeſ err rione bur diſorderly Aftions, and continue ſo ating amifs for a 
Jong rime: to this their Faulr kaply the Brain, the Blood, or other 
parts contribute nerhing, bur the Sparits themſelves are firſt, and 
chiefly in the fault. * 
ing Maniacal Perſons we maſt abſerve,that theſe three things 
= in a manner common to them all, viz. Fs that mew Fancies or 
magnations are perpetually occupied wit raging of impetuous 
Thoughts, ſo that mumbling to 1 nay or crying out and yelling, 
they talk aloud various rhings both Day and Night. Secondly, that 
their Motions, or Conceptions are either incongryous, or are repre- 
ſenred under a falſe or erroneous Species to them. Thirdly, that with 
their raving a Boldhefs and Fury are-moſt commonly joyned, contra- 
ry to what 1t 15 in melancholy Perſons, who are always alleted with 
a Fear and Sadneſs. 
- "— — Depravatcs or maniacal Diſpoſition of the animal Spirits, to- 
gether with the Juice irrigating the Brain, is wont to ariſe after vari- 
- ous manners, and for divers cauſes ; but for the moſt part that afiet 
* (Cas we have obſerved in Melancholy?) begins either from the Spirits 
ſelves, or from the Blood, | 
1. A madneſs beginning from the Spirits, ſometimes ariſes from a 
ſolemn evident caulſc, as from a violent Paſſion, ſometimes allo it pro- 
ceeds from a Procatarxis laid in the Brain, as when it happens upon 
Melancholy or a Frenſy ; Let us confer a little the Caſes, Reaſons, and 
the various wayes of the coming to paſs of hoth, 
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. . I» As to the farmer, when a yehement Paſſion turns any one from 
is right mind, that ſo happens to be done either becauſe the Ani- 
mal Spire are too much caſt down, and driven into confuſion, or 
becauſe they are raiſed above meaſure, and endeavour to expand 
themſelves heyond their Sphere. . 

I, The Spiris are wont to be caſt down by a violent and terrible 
Paſlion 3 ſo it many times happens, that ſome upon a real or imagina- 
ry ſeeing of a Ghoſt, preſently being ſtruck with a pannick terrour, 

Il into a perpetual magaeſs. Moreover, ſome,by reaton of ſome grear 
diſgrace, or reproach, others by reaſon of the hope of an excefiive 
Love being fruſtrated on & ſadden and ynexpeRedly, and others b 
reaſon of Vows y- broken, and their Conſcience being «a ok. 
firſt being mightily diſturbed in Mind, become ſhortly after mad: the 
reaſon whereof is,that the animal ſpirits beingdriven our of their ranks 
and uſual Paſſages, and pur in a Confuſion, frame new and bye wayes 
for themſelves, which entring, they preſently form delirous Phantaſms 2 
mean while the ſaline Particles of the nervous Juice fall from their 
volatility, the ſpirtuous being depreſs'd, and coming to flow, take to 
them the ſulphareous Corpulcles ſent from the Blood inte the Brain, 
being then weak and open; whence this Liquour preſently becomes 
moſt ſharp like Aque fortjs, and the animal Spirits exorbirant, and 
very much troubled. 

Secondly, the animal Spirits, ſometimes, whilſt they are raiſed roo 
mach, almoſt after the like manner, bring both to themſelves, and 
the nervous Jyice, a Diſpoſition to Madneſs; hence Ambition, Fride 

nd Emulation have made ſome run mad ; the reaſon whereof is,thar 
whilft the corporeal Soul, ſwelling through the Opinion and Pride of 
ts ownexcellency, raiſes and endeavours to expand it ſelf every way 
as far as may be beyond the limits of the Body, the animal Spirits tu- 
multuariy calFd into: the Brain, are not able to be-conain'd within 
their wonted Tra&s, but being there refra&ted, and diverſly refleed 
by reaſon of their too great exertion, are forc'd into new and wholly 
devious Tracts; whereforg, both themſelves being difturbed from the 
courſe of their proper Emanation, and the nervous Liquour, ſoon ac- 
uſe a ſharp and irritating diſpoſition, and conſequently a madnels 
enſues. 

So far of Madneſs raiſed by reaſon of a ſolemn evident qauſe alone : 
but this diſeaſe alſo ariſes ofren by reaſon of a Procatarxis preexiſting 
in the Brain, and chiefly by reaſon of a preceding Melancholy or 
Phrenſy : in chat che animal Spirits being exaked a little roo much 
with 4 nervous Juice, and in this being a little roo much depreſgd, 
acquire the Diſpoſition ro madnels. 

2. The Diſpoſition to madneſs no le{f requently has its roots in the 
mals of Blood, and ar length is produc'd into a, to wit, when the 


Blood being mightily depraved, and nitroſylphureous, either peryerts 
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the neryous Liquour together with the animal Spirits, or furniſhes 
ſuch as = evil, which kind of taint of the Blood is either hereditary 
or acquir'd. | 

Firſt, its a common obſervation, that men born of Parents that are 
ſometimes wont to be mad, will be -obnoxious to the ſame diſeaſe : 
and tho often they have lived prudently and ſoberly above thirty or 
forty years, yet afterward without any occaſion or evident cauſe will 
fall mad. The reaſon whereof 15,thatthe Blood at that time being fal- 
len from its due crafis by degrees to be nitroſulphureous, furniſhes the 
Brain with animal Spirits, and a nervous Juice of a moſt ſharp Nature. 
We have formerly ſhewn that the Elementary Particles in our Body 
PR during Life, ſepararely from thoſe that are ſecondary, ſupplyed 

y Nutrition, and that they have times of their Crudiry, Marurity, 
and Decay: wherefore we jadge alſo, that the morbid Seminia come 
to a ripeneſs alſo according to the periods of ages: Moreover, we 04- 
ſerve, that often theſe morbid Fruits being ripend, continue a good 
while, or during Life, and that ſomerimes they wither away again as 
1t were of their own accord, and then that afterward, after ſome tra&t 
of time, new Fruits.ſpring forth again from the miaſm left behind, and 
riſes by degrees to their - height; wherefore an hereditary Madneſs 
ſometimes 15 continual,(ometimes intermittent, and its Fits ſometimes 
are wont to return after ſhorter intervals, ſometimes after longer. 

2. As the Procatarxisof the Mania, ſticking in the Blood, is often 
innate or originally in it,ſo the ſame ſomerimes 15 engendred by degrees, 
either by an 1ll form of dyet, or by a ſuppreſſion of ſolemn Evacuati- 
ons, by reaſon of a precedent Feaver, or for other cauſes, and at length, 
being brought to a marurity, breaks forth into a madneſs. It's uſual in 
a great dearth for certain poor People who are forc'd to live only on 
diſagreeing Food, or ſuch as is of an ill digeſtion, at firſt to become 
ſad, with a ſtaring and wan aſpe&t, and in a ſhort time after to turn 
mad : the Flux of the Hemorrhoids or Menſes being reſtrained, or 
malignant Ulcers ſuppreſt, diſpoſe towards this Diſeaſe. Morcover, 
thoſe who originally or acquiredly are of an eager Temperatnent, an 
extravagant Behaviour, and an earneſt Countenance, becauſe of being 
nigh to a nitroſulphureous Diſpeſition of the Blood, are im danger of 
falling mad upon ſome ſtrong evident cauſc, 

3. Venemous Ferments in{1nuated into the Blood and nervous Juice, 
as eſpecially from the biting of Animals that are mad, or by the taking 
of ſome venemous things, are wont to cauſe Madneſs. Concerning the 
reaſon of the former, we have elſewhere propoſed our Conjeures. Of 
late a noble Lady, and worthy of Credit, related te me of her own 
Knowledge, that a certain Gentleman after having eaten ar Dinner the 
tender Leaves of Wolf-bane 1n a Sallet with other Herbs, found him- 
ſelf ill in the Evening, and complaining of a preart agitation and reſt- - 
leflneſs of his Bloed and Spirits, entreated his Friends that a Chirur- 

geon 
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geon might be called to open a Vein,and ſaid that otherwiſe he ſhould 
preſettly fun mad: which indeed happned as he ſaid, for, before he 
could be let blood, falling mad, he dyed within the ſpace of ewenty 
four hours; which deadly affe& hapned ſo ona ſudden,in as much as the 
Poyſon did not only. pervert both the Blood and animal Spirits as te 
their Craſis,bur by its malign Ferment preſently ſubyerted them utterly. 

The reaſon why mad Perſons are bold and very confident, fo that 
they flye no dangers, and (ct upon the moſt difficult of things, is, that 
the animal Spirits being very exorbitant, and vehemently moved, 
both forrifie the Imagination, that no Obje& ſeems greater or more 
terrible to it than uſual; and aRuate the Przcordia with Vigour, ſo 
that they ſtrongly and fwiftly convey the Blood, and briskly drive it 
into the outmoſt bounds of the Body. In this afte& the Soul ſtrivesto 


outgoe, and to ſpringit ſelfas it were beyond the circumference of the 


Body, and ſo making an effort every way, it bears it (elf undaunted 
againſt any incurſions of exteriour things. 

2. The Reaſon why mad Perſons are ſtrong to a miracle,is,that Par- 
ticles as 1t were nitroſulphureous, or otherwiſe very ſharp, or asit were 
Stygian, are contained 1n their Blood and nervous Juice, whence the 
animal Spirits excell in a ſtupendous and incredible claſtick, or ex- 
plofive force, far above the natural. 

3. It is to be obſerved, that mad Perſons are hardly ever wearied, 
for tho by raging and ſtriving they ſtrongly exerciſe their Limbs for 
many dayes and Nights, and in the mean while live without eating 
and ſleeping, they ſcarce at all faulter, nor defiſt from their ſtrugling 
through a failure of Streugth 3; which doubtleſs ſo happens, for as 
much as the animal! Spirits,tho very movable agd elaſtick, yet arenor 
volatile and eafily difipable, but by reaſon of the ſaline Particles de- 
preſsd from their volatility into a flowing ſtate, and being combin'd 
with the ſulphureoug ones, become firm and fixt, and rherefore hold 


_ out verylong intheir Aftivity. 


4+ Almoſt for the ſame reaſon, many Perſons, how much ſoevyer 
they ſuffer or are affli&ed, are not hurt : but endure Cold, Heat, 
Watchings, Faſtings, Stripes and Wounds, without any ſenſible dam- 
mage, becauſe the Spirits being ſtrong and fixt, do not faulter nor 
flye away, Moreover, the Blood having got a nitroſulphureous dyſ- 
craly, is incapable of any other change, wherefore, tho inſenſible tran(- 
piration be ſtopt, and other ſolemn evacuations are ſuppreſt, or ſup- 
plyes of the nutritive gon are deny'd, neither a Catarrh, nor Feaver, 
nor an Atrophia, or Cacochymia lightly ,enſue upon Madneſs, for in 
this afte&, tho the Particles of the Blood are grown very turgid, yet 
by reaſon of the ſtore of Salr, they do not take to a'feveriſh Flame. 
As to the prognoſtick of Madneſs, fince the affe&ted are never ob- 
noxious to A Fever, nor to other Diſeaſes beſides, nor are eaſily hurt 
by outward Accidents, it 15 not : mortal Diſeaſe of it ſelf : ay 
rI2 (3 
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difficlt of Cure, becauſe a great alteration js robe made in the Blu 
and Spirits, ahd the Diſcaſed are reftaQory to any titthotl 'of Cure, 
being Enemies both to the Phyſiciahs, and themſelves. 

If the /comg, be inveterate or hereditdry, or be caus'd by the bite 
of 4 mad Dog, It admits of a- perfe&t Cure with difficulty, of tiot ar 
all ; that which is rais'd through ſome vccafion, whether it he from 
an evident cauſe alone, or cotnes upon a Fever, alfo on which the 
Itch, _ Pox, Memorrhnds, or Varix's happen, is more eaſily 
Cured. 

Thoſe that are obnoxious to this Diſeaſe at times, are very much 
in danger about the Summer Soſftice, or in the Dog days ; alſo in great 
changes of the Air, as when long colds or heats are chatiged itito op- 
poſite conſtitutions of the Heavehs. * 

Since there are two kinds of Madneſs, to wit, a tofitihual and 
— gap ontie 3 the method. of ' Curing alſo ought to be ' two-

" I. The Therapeutich method to he afed in a continual Mania, ſug- 
geſts to us the rhree primary Indicatians ſo vulgarly known: viz. the 
firſt Curatory, which, regarding the Diſeaſe it ſelf, ehdeavours to cor- 
re& or appeaſe the furtes ah exorbitancies cf the Animal Spirits: 
The ſecond preſervatory, which, levelling at the cauſes of the Diſeaſe, 
undertakes to remove or amend the ſharp arid nitroſulphurevus 
Dyſcraſjes of the Blood and the Nervors juice, atid the Stygian diſpo- 
ſition, as it were, of the Spirits. The third Vital, which direfts fuch 
a way of Dyet and reſumptive nourifhment, thar both the nutricive 
and vital fun&ions may be able to be carried on and maintain'd as is 
barely neceſfary in this Diſeaſe, * | 5 

The fir# Indication, vig. Curatory, requires Donne, viz. threats, 
bindings, or ſiripes, as well as Phyſickz and therefote the mad 
Perſon, being pur into a'Houſe fit for that purpoſe, fer Him be ſo ma- 
haged both by the Phyſician, and prudent artendants, that he be - 
kept in a manner always in his due behaviour, and 1n meet geſtures 
and motions, either by advice, chiding, or by puniſhments now and 
then infliged on him; and indeed there is nothing more efficacious 
or neceſſary for curing mad Perſons, than that they always dread and 
ſtand in awe of certain Tortures, as it wefe ; for by this rheans the 
Corporeal Soul, being ſomewhat depreſt ajd reſtrained, js forced to 
remit of jts haughtineſs and exorbitancy ; and therefore afterward 
grows mild by degrees, and is reduced to order, Wherefore had 
men are ſometimes ſooner” and more certainly cufed by putyſh- 
ments and tortures, in a pent up room, than by Phyſidk, or Me- 
.dicines. | | | 
- Butwithal, ſuch a courſe of Phy(ch alſo ought to be tisd, which 
may reſirain and bring down the haughtineſs of the Carporeal Soul : 
Wherefore 1n this Diſeaſe Bhoding, Vorratories atid —_— how

Tho this rough way of 
handling, doesnot fo well agree with all mad perſons, but chieflywith 
fuch as are raving mad , othersbeing moreremifsly mad, areoften 
cured by fair uſage and gentle Medicines. 

Bur in moſt mrad! perſons, it is both the common voice and general 
pradtice to bleed plentifully about the beginning of the Diſeaſe; and in- 
deed jt will be good now and then ro repear it as far as the ſtrength 
will bear, and ſomerimes to perform the operation in the Arm, ſome- 
times in the Zagalar Vein, Forehead, or Foot 3 and ſomerimesfo open 
the Memorrhoidl Veſſels by Leeches : For theſe evacuations being ſea- 
ſonably made, both the exorbirancies of rhe Sperits, and. the - 
rineſ of the Sol are excellently ſuppreſt; andiikewiſc the 
of the Blvd are correRed, in thar a new arll more mild 
ipriags up in the place of that which was raken away, being ſharp 


and corrofive. 


\ That Voriits alfo do greatgood in curing mad perſons, it is paſt even 
io a Proverb, ſo that all Hel{$1e, nay, all Anticyr is aflign'd to 
them : 'Afﬀter what manner Emetichs often do good in Cephalick Diſ- 
eaſes, we have ſhewn before : Auachs in this caſe giving a large doſe 
of Stibium, tho it be rafhly and dangerouſly, yet have often ſucceſs. 
In truth, Chymical things beſt agree here, both becauſe they move

their due Craſes; if haply the diſeaſed, being obſequious and trata- 
ble,donot refuſe to take ſuch things methodically.

Moreover,let ſpecifick Remedies be applyed to uſe,of which kind the 
Deco#tion of Pimpernell with a purple Flower is famous, alſo the tops of St. 
Johns Wort, and other Deco#ttons, Opiats, and powders againſt Madneſs, 
well known by all famous Empiricks. 

As to the cure of Madneſs cauſed by the biting of venemaus or mad Ani- 
mals,ſince it is 1n a manner only Empirial, and vulgarly known, there 
1s no need for us to diſcourſe of ic in this place, we having alſo pro- 

pos'd our ConjeRures concerning it elſewhere: Again, the Deca&ton 
or infuſion of Apples either crude or boyled in fountain Water, the Liquour 
Tea, Emulſins, with many other things, forms of which we have given 
in the cure of Melancholy,areproper 1n this caſe. 

Moreover, many other helps befides Blooding are wont to be atlord- 
ed from Chirurgery for curing this Diſeaſe: Cupping-glaſſes, with a 
Scarification often do good ; Veſicatories, Cautertes, both a&ual and 
potential, are commended by many. Some commend Arteriotomy, 
others trepanning, and others Saltvation ; But theſe kinds of admini- 
trations, beſides that they are of a doubtful effet, cannor eaſily, and 
ſcarce with ſafety, come in praftice, by reaſon of the intractable 
diſpoſition of the Diſcaſed. Wherefore it would be ſuperfluous here 
roenquire into the reaſons of the relief or Cure to be expe&ed from , 
thoſe things. Ir 15 good ſomerimes, the Head being ſhav'd, to apply 
the warm Lungs of a Lamb or Sheep, and other fomentatzons to the 
Sinciput, and now and then to change them. But theſe Epithemes 
alſo, in regard they cannot be methodically applied and repeated 
to the Diſcaſed, who admit them with relu&ancy, often do more 
hurt than good. 

30. The Vital Indication dire&s how mad perſons ought to be han- 
dled, as to their Government, Diet and Sleep. In this Diſeaſe, other- 
wiſe than in many others, there is no need of reftorng : for neither 
ought the frength to be reſtor'd with Reſumptives, nor the Spirits wich 
Cordials ; but.on the contrary, a ſuppreſſon, or as it were, a certain 
extinQion is to be us'd to both, being too exorbitant of themſelves, 
reſembling a flame, as it were, burning above meaſure : Therefore 
let the Dyet be thin and not delicate, the cloathing courſe, the lodg- 
ing hard, the dealing with them ſevere and rigid. But Sleep, be- 
cauſe it is very neceſlary, if it be wholly wanting, ought ſomerimes to 
be caus'd by giving Remedies ; for which end, the Hypnotick Med!- 

- cines Preſcribed before for Melancholy, are proper alſo in this diſeaſe, 
thoſe who haye an inyeterate habitual Madneſs are ſeldom = - 8

; who, if they could all be gathered together. into one place, 
and all the Fools and ſenſeleſs Perſons be joyned with them, I know 
not whether they would not make an equal diviſion ofthe whole Karch 

So far of the cure of a continual Madneſs. But the intermittent 
has perfe&tly lucid intervals, in which the difcaſed return to 2 ſaund 
Mind, or the Fury only ceaſes, the Delirium ſtill remaining, fo thac 
the affeted become gentle and rratable : yet continuing thll ro, err 
as to their Imagination and Judgment, they ſpeak and do a gre many 
abſurd or incongruous things, and afterward become mad again at 
rimes. 

The remedy of both thefe affe&s, as tothe curatory Indication, is the 
ſame as in a continual Madneſs, that it will not be needful to fet down 
here any other Method or Medicines : but as to what regards the Pro- 
phylaxis, —: png ©; Indication, to wit, whereby the way of cu- 
ringtobe uſed out of the Fits for preventing or lefſening them is order'd, 
im winch the Fury only intermits, the Delirium remaining, the very 
fame phyſical Method and Remedies, which we have preſcribed for 
removing the Procatarx1s of Melancholy are proper. 

In a madneſs which intermits perfe&ly, as to all ſy 3; at the 
moſt fit ſeaſons, to wir, Spring and Fall, folemn courſes of Phyſick 
ought to be entred upon; and alſo there is always need of a care and 

overnance of the Diſcaſcd ; borh that as to his diet, and way of Life, 

ie be kept always in an even and moderate Temper; and that as ſoon 
as the ſigns of an nnminent Fir appear,blooding and purging being pre- 
ſently uſed, its acceſs be kept off. 

Therefore, at the approach of the Equinoxes, let Blood be drawn 
from the Arm, and then afrer ſeven, or cight dayes from the Hemorr- 
hoid Veins by Leeches: Let Purges and Vomits by due intervals be g1- 
ven twice or thrice : moreover on intermitring dayes,let altering Re- 
medies be orderly taken at phyſical Hours: forms of theſe are deliver'd 
both in this Chapter and in the foregoing for the cure of Melancholy: 
let the diet be thin and of good digeſtion; as to Sleep, Mation, and 
. other non-natural things, ler all be moderate : If at any time aPerſon 
ſeems to be threarned with an acceſs of Nadneſs, conſtantly before the 
Summet ſolſtice, let blooding with vomicing, and a thin dierbe uſed.

ſignifies the defe& of the Underſtanding and Judgment, ne- 
vertheleſs ic 1s not improperly placed among the Diſeaſes of 
the Head, or of the Brain 3 to wit, in as much as that Eclips 
of the ſuperiour Soul proceeds from the Imagination and Memory. 1n- 
jured ; and the failings of thofe depend on the faults of the animal Spt- 
rits and of the Brain it (elf. | 

1, Asto the Animal Spirits,how they ought to be qualified of their 
proper and genuine Nature, and what they are by reaſon' of a preter- 
natural diſpoſition in the Frenſy,Melancholy,andMadneſs, we have ſuf- 
ficiencly declared; bur befides,ſometimes the animal Spirirs being in a 
manner deſtirute of ative Particles become as it were dead and efzte, 
to wit, whereas the ſpirituous Particles ought ro predominate and ga- 
ther to them the ſaline volatiz'd; in a Stupidiry as well borh tlieſe as 
the pnreons, being too much depreſs'd, are almoſt dtown'd and 
overwhelm'd in ſuch as are watery and eatrhy. 

2, As to the faulr of the Brain, firſt, irs a vulgar Obſervation that 
the Wir and towardly Diſpoſition depends ſomewhat on the greatnefs 
and figure of the Head, and conſequently of its Brain, for as to its 
bulk, it 15 a Proverb, that too little or too much Brain argues Folly: 
And tho this does nor always happen (o, yet it does frequently, the 
reaſon of which is, that in a little Brain only a few Spirits are engen- 
dred and exerciſed : and a great Brain, conſiſting for the moſt part of 
2 courſe rexture, 15 nor fit for any acuteneſs of Wit. 

. _ Secondly, the genuine and beſt figure of the Brain ought to be glo- 
bous, to wit, for this end, thar the Spirits may be diffus'd with an 
even efflux from the midlt of ir on every fide to its circumference, 
and may be thence retorted every where with equal Angles of Reflex+ 
jons,but thoſe who have a flat Head,or too copped,or otherwiſe diſpro- 
rtionate, for the moſt parr haye ſome notable failing in the animal 
- Faculry. * ; 
| 3. The Subſtance of the Brain ought to be well tempered and of a 
laudable texture, nor only as to the qualities of Heat and cold, drought 
and moiſture ; bur irs Conſtitution ſhould be ſubtle and aereal, cori- 
liſting of a plenty of volatile Salt and Spirit, with a moderate propor- 
tion of the other rliirigs, rhar the —_ may readily paſs the —

and frame Tradts for themſnlves; and withall it ſhould be indifferently 
firm and compa&, that the Tratzand Paſſages may remain when made, 
nor preſently be defac'd by the ſubſiding of Parts roo render. Burt in 
Perſons that are ſtupid we may imagine, ſometimes an exceſs of ſome 
manifeſt quality in the Brain, as cheifly of moiſture and cold, for 
which reaſon Children and aged Perſons are often wont to be affeted 
with a Dulneſs of the Senſes; ſometimes a Texture too groſs and car- 
thy, ſo that the Spirits cannor eaſily irradiate it, or make Tradts for 
themſelves. To this groſs Texrure of the Brain ſome, born of Ruſticks, 
are frequently obnoxious, ſo thar in ſomie Families, looking back ups 
on many Generations, you will ſcarce find one wiſe or witry Man. 

4. Sometimes the evil conformation of the Brainas to its Pores and 
Paſlages, acquired by reaſon of ſome Diſorders, 1s the cauſe that the 
animal Fun&ion is not duely performed: for ſometimes theſe Pores are 
either wanting,or perverted,that the animal Spirits cannot duely operate, 

So far of the conjun& Cauſes of Folly, as to the procatarRick and 
evident Cauſes, there are many Occafions by reaſon of which the fore- 
ſaid blemiſhes are brought on the Brain, or Spirits, or both of them. 

For firſt, Stupidity 15 ſometimes originary, or born with a man ; 
and fo etther it is hereditary, as when Fools beget Fools, the 
ſame effxte Particles concurring to frame the Animal Organs in the 
Son which were in the Father; or the Connate Stupidity 1s acciden- 
tal, as it were, to wit,” it frequently happens that wiſe and mighty 
ingenious men begetmeer Sots, which ſometimes o falls out for theſe 
reaſons, either that the Parents ſpend their Spirits in Study and roo 
muchthinking,or weaken and enervate the Body through intemperance, 
luxury, and 1llliving: Whereas we ſee in other Animals, as in a good 
breed of Horſes and Cocks, that their young ones do certainly patri- 
zare, {o that preſently they are ſold at a great rate, their Vertues, 
1n regard they are not broken by a diſorderly and preternatural way 
of living, deſcending in a long ſeries to their poſterity. 

Secondly, there are many evident cauſes, by which Stupidity is 
brought on ſuch as are origmally ſound : Some at firft being witty 
and ingenious, in their declining years grow dull and doltiſh ; on the 
contrary, ſome ar firſt heing dull and incapable of Learaing, as they 
grow further in years, become very witty, 

Thirdly, ſometimes a great wound, or concuſſion of the Head, 
eſpecially which happens by falling headlong from an high place, 
brings a prejudice and weakneſs to the animal faculty, dulling the un- 
dceritanding. | 

Fourthly, frequent drunkenneſs and ſurfeiting, eſpecially if men 
fleep preſently on caring and drinking, very much weaken the under- 
ſtandings of ſome, and impair the uſe of Reaſon; as a frequent uſe 
of opiats has ſhrewdly blunted the edge of the underſtanding of 


' others. 
Fifth]y, 
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Fifthly, -violent and ſudden Paſſions, ſuch chiefly as an exceeding 

t terrour coming unawares, or an extream ſadneſs, have rendred 
ome doltiſh. 

Sixthly, We may obſerve,that ſome Men by reaſon of great Diſeaſes 
of the Brain have turn'd Fools: this frequently ha in a ſevere and 
long continued Epilepfie ; in as much as this affe& poſſeſſing the Me- 
ditwliaof the Brain, perverts, and fo ſtuffs with Feculencies, and fills 
all che Pores and Paſſages by reaſon of the Spirits there frequently and 
vehemently exploded, that the Trafts of the Spirits being cloſe ſhur, 
the Ads of the inward Senſes and Motions arc hindred: Moreover, have 
obſerved Stupidity to accompany and precede the Palſey in many, to 
wit, the ſame matter which in the Corpus Striatum brings a Reſolution, 
being gathered together in the Corpus Calloſum, if it does not bring an 
gh vn or Carus, often cauſes Folly. * 

' There are many differences of this Diſeaſe, and firſt, we uſe to de- 
ſtinguiſh berwixt F wy and Stupidity z that thoſe. who are affe&ed 
with the former, apprehend fimple rhings well and quick enough, and 
keep them faſt in Memory, but for want of Judgment, ill compound, 
or divie Notions , and is worſe inferr one thing from another: 
Moreover, by fooling, and doing, and ( p_ a great many things 
unhappily or LAY move Laug ter inthe Standers by: onthe 
contrary,thoſe that are ſtupid by reaſon of the defects of rhe Imagination, 
Memory, and Judgment, neither apprehend well, nor nimbly, nor 
argue well : moreover, they do not behave themſelves as the former, 
in making Sports and Geſtures, but blockiſhly and unfeatly, and as 
it were,like Apes,and conſequently the ſimplicity of theſe is more, who 
ſo carry their Diſcaſe in their Countenance and Geſture, In Folly, it 
ſeems that the animal Spirits being ſomewhat nimble, but unſtedfaſt, 
and having only ſhort and oblique Tratts, do not pais the Brain with 
an even and conſtant irradiation, but making excurſions this way and 
that after a deſulrory manner, exerciſc only ſlightor ridiculous Atts of 
animal FunRions: bur in Stupidity, the Spiritsof their own nature being 
dull and obtuſe, and reſiding in a groſs and unpervious Brain, are 
not able toexerrt themlelves for duly performing the Offices of the ani- 
mal ceconomy. 

There are many degrees of Stupidity, for ſome Perſons are account- 
ed unfir as to the comprehenſion of all things, others only as toYome : 
ſome being wholly unfit for Learning, and the liberal Sciences, are apt 
enough ro mechanical Arts: others, tho incapable of both theſe, yer 
nnd comprehend Agriculture, and Country Afﬀairs: others, being 
incapable in a manner of all buſineſs, can be taught only thoſe things 
that regard eating and drinking, and the common way of living,others 
being meer Dolcs, ſcarce underſtand any thing at all, or do any thing 
with Knowledge, 
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As to the Prognoſtick, Stupidiry contrated by birth, or hereditary, 
or hapning through ſome unknown cauſes, if it continues to the time 
of Puberty, is ſcarce ever cured: tho ſomerimes it happens that lit- 
tle Children, at firt dull; and almoſt ſenſeleſs,when the Craſcs of rhe 
Brain and Spirits come afterward to a maturation, become ingenious,

*The Diſeaſe raiſed through ſome ſole evident Cauſe, as by a hurt of 
the Head, or a violent Paſlion, alſo hapning upon an invererate Epi- 
lepſy, if it perſevers ſome time, is afterward incurable. 
Thar, which enſuing upon other fleepy AﬀeRts; depends chiefly on 
the hurt of the Memory, ſometimes thofe affefts being cured, vaniſhes 
of its own accord: if at ay time therefore in theſe Caſes. the cure of 
Stupidity is ordered, in a manner the fame method of healing and 
Remedies which we have preſcribed for the preſervatory indicationof 
he Lethargy will be proper here: whereof the chief inrents muſt be, 
that the ammal Spirits being free from any Deadneſs and StupefaRion, 
make Pores and Paſſages within the tranſlucid Brain, and duely cx- 
pandthemſelyes in them. | rs hy 

' Sometimes a Fever has cur'd ſome Fools and ſtupid Perfons, and 
has rendred them more.acute; Huartus relates, that a certain Fool in 
| the Court of Corduba, being affeted with a malignant Fever, arriv'd 
- In the height of the Diſcaſeto ſo great an acuteneſs of Judgment and 
Diſcretion, that he pur the whole Court in Admiration, and for the 
whole remainder of his Life continued a very prudent Perſon: and we 
have known a certain Perſon of a dull, and indeed Beotian Underſtan- 
ding, who raving in a Fever, was very quick at breaking ſmart Jeſts, 
and feaſon'd with much Salt: the Reaſon of which things ſeems to be, 
= the Febrile heat ſometimes rarefies and diſperſes the miſt inveſting 
the Brain, 
* Therefore, as to the cure of this Diſeaſe, Stupidity, whether innate, 
or acquir'd (if it be not a plain ſenſeleſneſs, and dolriſhneſs incapable 
of all Erudition) tho it be not uſually cur'd, yet it 1s wont to be amen- 
ded. Wherefore the cares both of a Phyſtcian and Turor muſt be 
us'd for poliſhing ſomewhat the Underſtanding ofſuch as are (o afſeted, 
and that being brought to the uſe of ar leaſt ſome little Reaſon, they 
may be exempted from the rank of Brates. : | 

For this end, becauſe Bards, or ſuch as are very blockiſh, learn not 
he Notions of things more readily than Children their A. B, C. there- 
Tos they are to be inſtructed in all things by an aſhduous and very 
diligent Maſter, and the ſame things are to be inculrated again and 
again; For by this means the Spirits, tho dull and torpid, will in ſome 
meaſure be afuated by perpetnal Exerciſe; and being continually 
ſtirred up,will make artlength for their Expanſion ſome Trafts or Paſla- 
ges, tho imperfeR, in the Brain, how groſs ſoever. Far the better and 

more caſie cffefting of theſe things,phylical Remedies alſo ought to be gi- 
ven 
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ven for purifying and volatizing the Blood and nervous Liquour, roge+ 
ther with the animal Spirits 3 and alſo for clarifying the Brain, and ren- 
dering it as it were ——_— | 

For purifying the Blood, ler a gentle purge ſometimes, and letting 
blood in a ſmall quantity, if the ſtrength will bear it, frequently be. 
uſed ; for the ſame purpoſe, and likewiſe for deriving Fzculencies 
from the Brain, Iſſues are proper in the Arm, or n the Leg, or toge- 
ther in both: in groſs Bodies,and ſuch as have a moiſt Brain, itis-good 
ſometimes to cut two by the Shoulder blades, Moreover,it is on this 
account chazgſome mightily extoll crepanning, (ro wit, whereby the Brain 
may tranſpire and evaporate the more freely ) ler the dierbelight and 
actenuating, the Habiration in a free and dry Air ; the Skepmoderate., 

After that theſe.chings have been uſed for ſome ime, and in a fo- 
lemn manner, if there be found no change, it will be in vain to waſte 
any more phyſical Oyle and Labour) .bur if after the uſe of thoſe 
things, ſigns of benefir, or ſome hope appear, ſomerimes it ſeems 

a to add altering Remedies,to be taken daily ar Phyfical- hours for a 
ong time: Forms of theſe may be taken from our curatory part of Phy- 
ſick before delivered for removing the Procatarxes of moſt Cephalick 
Diſeaſes : Moreover, T have thought good to add here beſides ſome 
Magiſtral Receipts which particularly regard this caſe.

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* The Gout moſt commonly is wont to ariſe about the Internodia of the 
Bones of the Feet ;, tho often it happens in the Joynrs of the Hip, Knee, 
Elbow, Shoulder, Wriſt, Ancle, and of other Parts. 

The Fits of this Aﬀect ( which in a manner is always intermittent) 
either ſeize at random, or periodically ; which ending ſometimes ſoon- 
er, ſometimes later, good lucid ſntervals enſue ; preſently, upon the 
firſt invaſion, Pains for the moſt part ariſe without any ſwelling; tho 
afterward, about the height of rhe Diſeaſe, the Part affeted often 
ſwells; che Pains about rhe beginning ſcarce yield to any Remedies, 
' bur are wont to be very much exaſperated by Catharticks, and not 

preſently to be driven _ or aflwag'd by Topicks ; the Fits moſt 
commonly ſeize on a ſudden, and without a previous affe&, tho 
ſometimes it has a fore-running efferveſcence in the Blood, or a little 
Fever. The Diſpoſition to this Diſeaſe fomerimes is Hereditary, ſome- 
times acquir'd through an 111 Dier : the Occaſions or Cauſes, which 
being wont to actuare the Diſpoſition, raiſc the Arthritick Pains, are 
ſome violenc alterations, or Paſſions inflicted on the Humours and Spi- 
rits. Hence Surfeiting, immoderate drinking, eſpecially of acid and 
thin Wines, Tranſpiration lerred, Anger, the Venery, Sad- 
nels, alſo the Revolutions and great changes of the Year and Air, eve- 
ry where bring Fits of this Diſeaſe : thoſe thar are obnoxious to this, 
are alſo in danger of being ſometimes troubled with the Stone or Gra- 
vel in the Kidneys, and on the contrary : moreover, the Gour increa- 
ſing gathers together every where about irs chief Seats, to wir, the 

Joynrs, a calculous matter, and there raiſes a tophores maſs. 

The Parts affe&ed, upon the twitching of whoſe Fibres the Pains 
are raiſed, for the moſt part are the Periſtia, or the Membranes co- 
vering the heads of the Bones, alſo the Tendons, and haply the Liga- 
ments there plac'd : bur ſmce the Pain in thoſe Parts depends wholly 
on the ſolution of continuity, and this proceeds from a certain matrer 
ſticking in, or lying on thoſe Bodies we muſt enquire, firſt, of whar 
kind that morbifick matter 1s 3 ſecondly, whence it 15 brought thirher, 
and thirdly, after what manner, by ſolving uniry in them, it cauſes 
ſuch periodical Firs of rhe Gour, 

As to the morbifick matter, it ſeems in the firſt place that it 15 nei- 
ther the Blood nor the nervous Juyce by themſelves ; nor alſo one f1n- 
gle Humour depos'd by either of them, bur that in the chief Sear of 
this Diſeaſe many fermentative Juyces, and not eafily miſcible, 
meet; and then that from their conteſt and efferveſcency painful 
twitchings of the neryous Fibres ariſe, 

Therefore a ſaline or tarrarous matter, depogd from the arterious 
Blood about the ſpaces berwixt the Bowels,is as it were the feminine 
Seed of this Diſeaſe; which nevertheleſs, tho heap'd together in a 
great plenty, is wholly unfruirful of 1c (elf, till the nervous Liquour 
growing turgid,ſends acctous Recrements, falling from it, to the _ 
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the former, which, as the maſculine Seed, preſently renders the other 
prolifick : for, in as much as thoſe two parricles, which are of a differ- 
ng ſtace and origine, meet, and mutually conteſt, they twirch the Fi- 
bres of the Membranes and Tendons, and fo cauſe the Fit of the Gout, 


the appealing of which depends wholly on the murual ſubduing and. 


diſfipation of the ſharp Patricles of both kinds, 

As to the evident: cauſes for which the nutritive liquor, brought 
from the Blood to rhe Joynts, is too mach ſtored with a fixr Salt, and 
by reaſon of which theſe Parts become over-ready and eafie to receive 
what is diſproportion'd ro them, in regard they are various and ma- 
nifold, we ſhall here brietlytauch rhe chief of them. 

r. And firſt, an hereditary diſpoſition _ is wont to produce both 
the failures: for Goury Perſons for the moſt part engender Gouty 
Children ; and this Diſeaſe, deſcending from Parents to Children, 1s 
wont to have in both nor only the like fruit,and to be brought to a ripe- 
neſs about the ſame terms of age; bur for the moſt parr it fixes 
Its firſt roots in the ſame members, and every where obſerves the 
like progreſs. | 

2. But nevertheleſs, the Arthritical diſpy/ition, without an original 
taint, is often cauſed by reaſon of an ill dyer, and errours in the fix 
nonnatural things 3 for thoſe who being given to feaſting and good 
fellowſhip, delight rhemſelves in eating and drinking much and dif- 
-orderly, and eſpeciallyif they feed on (alt and ſumptuous provifions, 
and drink Wine plenrifully, eafely contra&X this Diſeaſe. For by this 
means none bur an indigeſted Chyſe, and ſuch as is endowed with 
wild and unmeer Particles 1s prepared in the Viſcera; moreover, 
after much drinking of Wine, Salt dregs and heterogeneous filth; 
which otherwiſe would ſtay in the firlt paſſages, being roo much 
exalted, are conveyed into the Blood : To which irregularines in 
Dyet, if a ſedentary Life, Idlenefs, and much feeping are joyned, ſo 
that neither the ſuperfluiries exhale , nor the ſaline Impurities are 


blown off by exerciſe that they do not ſu'bfide about the Joints 3 | 


certainly a great ſtore of chis Alchaliſate ſeed will be ſown for produ- 
cing this Diſeaſe of the Foynts. 

The weakneſs and Arthritick diſpofirion of the Joints 1s not only 
hereditary, but is frequently cauſed on ſeveral occaſions z the falling 
down of the morbifick matter ofcen brings it: for if by chance ir 
happens that the f-{t it of the Gout be in this or that Part, the pec- 
cant humour will afterward more readily fall on that member; and in a 
ſhare time will make there, as ir were, its neſt, whcre 1t will con- 
tinually lodge its brood: Moreover, ſolution of Continuity alſo, or an 
injury hapning to ſome Joint by cold or moiſture, a wound or luxatt- 
on often cauſe a Gouty diſpoſition. 

- The evident Cauſes, which in refpe& of the Nervous Liquor , 


cauſe Fits of rhe Gout, eirher pervert the particles and Portions

yy an acerous nature, or being before degenerated, ſtir them to 
-- 1, Manyacid Liquorsand ſmall Wines ought tobe avoided, and ex- 
xerience teaches us that Cyder and ſtale Beer ought of all things tobe 

unr'd by Arthrirical perſons, for thoſe kinds of drinks do not only 
bring into a& the latent cauſe of the Diſeaſe, but by filling the Brain 
and Nerves with a great many acetous particles, they contribate to its 
fuel, and encreaſe the morbifick marter. | 

'2, Immoderate or unſeaſonable exerciſe of the Body, Violent paſ- 
fions, immoderate Venery, and a diſorderly Diet, and likewiſe what- 
ſoever things greatly trouble or exagitate the Spirits and Humours, 
and conſequently raiſe fluxions of the nervous Juice, or of irs Recre- 
ments cauſe Arthritick pains. 

3» Solemin * vacuations ſuppreſt, alſo an admittance of cold and moi- 
ſture, foraſmuch as by this means the Blood, and conſequently the 
Nervous Liquor fall into efferveſcencies and fluxions, bring firs of 
that Diſeaſe. 

4. For the ſame reaſon changes of the places of aboad, alſo the 

revolutions of the year are wont to bring pains of the Gout, thar ir 
is become a Proverb, that Gouty perſons carry their Almanack in their 
Bones, and from their pains draw moſt certain prognoſticks of the 
ſeaſons 3; for as often as a moiſt conſtitution of the year, and South 
or North Winds, or Snows are at hand, they are wont to predi& 
thoſe things from the acceſſes of their pains. Moreover, at. each 
quarter of rhe year, eſpecially Spring and Fall, they are more ſorely 
tormented; wherefore the Aquinoxes are always peligiouſly obſerv'd 
by them : The reaſon of theſe things partly confi this, that in- 
ſenſible tranſpiration is variouſly altered by reaſofwof the changes of 
the airand o& the year; for which reaſon, the Efluuia, which were 
wont to tranſpire, being reſtrain'd , ferment the Blood and Ner- 
vous humour, andeaſfily ſtir them to Arthritick fluxions. Moreover, 
the humours of our Bodies, as the Juices of Vegetables, and other 
natural or arcificial liquors, diverſly ferment according to the changes 
of the ſeaſons, and fall into various ſtates, ſometimes of fixation, 
ſomerimes of volatility, ſometimes of flowing. 
* Thechief differences of this Diſeaſe are taken from the places af- 
fected, and therefore they are made, as it were, the diſtin& ſpecies 
of the ſame, viz. to wit, the Hand Gour, the Hip Gout, the Knee 
Gour, the FootGout: Mean while, pains uſually raigd in any other 
Members, go by the common name of the Gour : Whether the 
Tooth-ach, the pain in the Lins, and pains of other Parcs oughe 
ta, be referr'd to this, I have not now leiſure to enquire, 

A long continued Gout very often joyns to 1t a Scurvy, and ſome 
Scorbutick aftecs ſo plainly counterfeit the Gour, that they cannot 
eaſy be diſtingniſh'd : The reaſon of the former 15 borh a hke Dyſcra- 
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ſy of the Blue, in both affes depending on the fixt Salt; and likewiſe 
that the Scorburical diſpoſition eafily comes upon Gouty perſons; for 
that keeping long to their Bed or a Chair, they uſe ng exerciſe, 
Secondly, tne Scorbutick afte&s which imitate the Gour, are a Rhey- 
matiſm, and the Arthritis vaga Scorbutica, concerning which we have 
written 1n our Trad of the Scurvy. 

The Gout has ſo near a Relation to the Stone in the Reyns, that 
both affe&s, as tho they were of the ſame Origine, moſt common- 
| Iy concnr : for ſcarce any Perſon 1s troubled with that Diſeaſe, but he 
15 found obnoxious to this; Moreover an inveterate Gout is wont go 
cauſe ſtrong concretions in the Joints, ſuch as the Nephritick Diſcaſe 
In the Reins: hence I think it very likely that the ach in the Reins ar- 
riſes from a like, or wholly the ſame cauſe which we have aſlign'd for 
the Gout:- to wir, that the Salino-fixt-matter depogd by the Blood in 
the Reins fermenrs with the acid humour often ſentthither by the Ner- 
vous Ductus's;zand chat therefore Nephritick Pains are frequently cauſed; 
and that afterward the Stone 1s form'd by both matters coagulated af- 
ter fermentings . - | 

As to the trognoſtick of the Gout, every man knows it to be a Di- 
ſeaſe that is ſafe enough, but extreamly difficult to be cuxed. 1. As to 
the former, this Diſeaſe is not only void of danger as to it (elf, but is 
a prevention againſt moſt other Diſeaſes: for gouty Perſons by reaſon of 
a ſaline-fixt Diſcraſy of the Blood are not obnoxious to Fevyers 3 More- 
over they live for the moſt part free from other atte&s of the Head or* 
Viſcera, in as much as the Recrements both of the Blood and Ner- 
vous Juice are continually depogs in the Joynts. 2. But as tothe way 
of 1ts cure, ir 1s ſo difficulr, that for the removal of the Procatarxis of 
the Diſcaſe there is requir'd both a moſt perfe& amendment of the two 
Humours, viz. of the Blood and Nervous Juice, to wit, that they en- 
gender not any Saline-fixt, or acid Particles, and likewiſe a Refſtituti- 
on of the weakned [oints (neither of which can ever eafily be done ) 
to which may be added, that the conjun& cauſe of this Diſeaſe lies 1 n 
parts very remete, where the Vertues of no Medicine reach. 

Sometimes it happens by reaſon of the fluxions of the Arthritick 
matter being ppreſt or ſtruck back, thar one while gripes of the Belly 
or Viſcera ofthe Abdomen,another while a Dyſpnza, Aſthma, or other 
affe&ts of the Breſt, and ſomerimes alſo that the Apoplexy, and other 
ſleepy or convulſive Diſeaſcs are raiſed; from which things being obſerv- 
ed.,it will be obvious to objeR;, that the Finera of the Gout 15 not-fuch 
as we evennow deſcribedit,becauſe irs ſaline part,in regard it is the ſame 
whici: is appointed for the nouriſhment of the Joints,cannot bedriven 
thence,or convey'd,or depos'd elſewhere : thenas ro the other part, to 
wit, the acid Seminizum depoſed in its uſual place,it ſeems that that can- 
nor cafily be driven back, and being ſuppreſt by ir ſelf,or in its Paſſage , 
or convey'd Elſewhere, that it will not much hurt any part; bur 1t ny 
eaſily 
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_ eaſily be replyed to this, that the acetous Portion of the Arthririck 
matter — the Duttus's of the Nerves may be repelled or 
ſtopt, and that being diſcharged on other parts, it often cauſes very ſore 
Dilcaſes, and indeed the nervous Liquour and its Recrements, ſince 
they conſiſt of Particles rhat are very ſubtleand afive,upon any ſmall 
ler or repulle are driven into divers ſorts of fallies and fluxions; More- 
over, when thoſe grow turgid about. the noble parts, or within the 
DuEtus's of the Nerves, or meet with Particlesof other Humours ofano- 
ther kind,and fermenr with them, they cauſe various aftecs either in- 
ducing pain,or convulſive : and often, in as much as Particles of a dif- 
f:ring nature are coagulated together, Tumours, ſomerimes St umcus, 
ſometimes Cancrous, or otherwiſe malignant ariſe, 

Whilſt I was writing theſe things, I was called to a renowned Ma- 
tron, who formerly having been very obnoxious to the Gour, after 
that ſhe had been 11! of late for about three Months of a very great 
weakneſs of the Stomack with an Anrexia,a Nauſcouſneſ,and almoſt a 
continual Vomiting, ar length I know not on what occaſion, falling 
into frequent Swoonings, a lirtle after ſhe was often troubled with a 
Vertigo, with a failing of Memory, and ſometimes with a flight De- 
lirium, and when ſhe had continued fo for many dayes, and in the 
* mean while being free from the Gout, and having a good Sromack, 
ſhe eat Broath twice or thrice, and fleſh once a day with an Appetite, 
and diſgeſted it without trouble ; rhis was a plain fign that the Recre- 
ments of the Nervous Humour which formerly were wont to fall by the 
ſpinal Nerves into the feer, to the ſeat of the Gour, afterward being 

epoſed by the Nerves of the Par vagum and Intercoftale in the Ven- 
tricle, raiſed continual Troubles in it, which atlaſt parcly reſtagnaring 
in the Brain, and partly being conveyed into the Nerves of the Hearr, 
were followed by thoſe aftets of rhe Letpothymia, Vertigo, and Deli- 
rium, 

The Theraputick method ſuggeſts three primary Indications, where- 
of the firſt bemg curatory, is uſed only in the Fits, for the appeafmg, 
or ſooner putring an end to the Pains: The ſecond being preſervato- 
- ry, and appointed for the intervals of the acceſſes, endeavours to re- 
move the Procatarxis of the Diſeaſe, fo that the invations of the Pains 
may return but ſeldom, or more mildely, or not at all. The third be- 
ing vital, orders by what kind of dyet, and with what Remedies, the 
ſtrength may be ſapported among the (a1d Tortures, and Life, norwith- 
ſtanding the frequent and almoſt continually troubleſome oppreſſions of 
the Diſcaſe, may be prolong'd, and withall reinvigorated. + 

The firſt indication, viz. the appeaſing of the Pains, contains theſe 
ewo cheif intents: viz. That the Solution of Continuity be taken away, 
and in the mean while that the irritation or excandeſcency of the Fi- 
bres, or of the Spirits abounding in them, be allayed, 
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I. To take away the Solution of Continuity in the places affe&ed, 
both the fluxions of the Humours which are apt to tend thither ought 
to be ſtop'd, and the Minera already there ſticking ought tobe diſculs'd 
or diſfipated,and its Particles be reſtrained from their mutual Efferyeſ- 
cencies. For theſe ends evacuating and altering Remedies, and both 
of them, as well inward as outward, are appointed: we ſhall-ſer down 
cog ſelet Forms and wayes of Adminiſtration of theſe in or- 

er. 

Blooding in a new Gout,or which 1s not very inveterate,and eſpecial- 
Iy in a hot conſtitution, being uſed about the beginning of the Diſeaſe, 
often gives relief: but in an habitual Difeaſe, alſo in a cold tempera- 
ment, and in old Age, it is wont to do more hurt than Good, 1n as 
much as it deprefſes the vigour of the Blood and Spirirs,which are not 
r00 exorbitant, without a diminution of the morbifick matter. 

Concerning Purging about the beginning of the Diſeaſe, the thing 
435 very much controverred, whilſt ſome Phyſicians religiouſly abſtain 
from all Purging, before the declination, or end of the Fit; and others 
on the contrary conſtantly give-ſtrong Purges about the beginnings of 
the Diſcaſe : the reaſon of the difference ſeems chietly to lye in this, 
viz. that in ſome gouty Perſons, whoare yet firm in the Conſticution 
and Tone of the Humours and the containing Veſſels; and whoſe Joynts 
are not yer weakned, as often as the Blood and Nervous Liquour are 
troubled by a Medicine, their Syperfluities and Recrements are not 
preſently precipitared into the Minera of the Diſeaſe, but yielding to 
the Medicine irritating and ſtirring them, they are drawn from 
the Mouths of the Arteries into the Cavities of the Inteſtines ; and 
mean while the emptied Veſſels withdraw or drink up again a part of 
the morbifick matter ;. but on the contrary,in tender and weakned con- 
ſtirucions,upon the gentleſt commotion of a Medicine, the Recrements 
of both humours fall into the Place troubled with the Gour, To thoſe 
therefore with whom purging agrees, it ought to be ordered with a 
ſtrong and exagicating Medicine: for this purpoſe are vulgarly famous 
the Ele#uary Caryocoftmum, Syrup of Buckthorn, compound Powder of Her- 
mondatts, Pilul. ex duobus, Vil. Rhaſis ; which, if we may believe the Au- 
_ will make ſuch as are not able to goe, preſently to walk 
about. 

Tabe of the beſt Aloes half an ounce, red Roſes two Scruples, Hermodatts 
pill'd a dram and a half, Diagridium a dram, Honey of Roſes what ſuſ- 
fiſes, mabe Pills, Rodericus a Fonſeca wonderfully extolls the roots of black. 
Hellebore, and amongft other things, an Apple with the Fibres of it fluck 
m it to half adram, rofted under the Embers and eaten. 
: Take Calomelanos a Scruple, Roſm of Falap three grains, or of Scammany 
three grains, Oyle of Cloves a drop, Balſam of Peru what ſufhſes : make 
three 0: four Pills for one doſe. | 
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In purging, what Solenandey preſcribes happily may be of ſome mo+ 
ment 4.4 by putring a Plaiſter, or ſome 4.500 deienfve Medicine 
on the place, to hinder the falling of the humour to it. SN 

Vomnting, with thoſe with whom it uſes to be ſafe and eafie, does 
well alſo in this Diſeaſe ; for which end the Emetich Tartar of Mhnjicht, 
Sulphur of Antimony, 1ts Flowers, Mercurins Vite, Vinum Emeticum, 
Gutts Gamba may be given. 

Moreover, in a Fit of the Gout, Powders of Stones, Bones,and Shells, 
and alſo of ſmart Vegetables. do good, which being ſaid to be the Antt- 
dotes of this Diſeaſe, ſubdue all Particles, and fermenting with them, 
mortifie them as it were,and at length being ſubjugared,ſend them forth 
by Urine, or (wear, | | 

Take compound: Powder of Crabs Claws two drams, Ivory, Roots of 
baſtard Dittary, Rozts of male Peony of each a dram, Lignumn Alves, yellow 
Saunders of each half a dram, make a Powder, let it be taken from half 
a dram ta a dram, either by it ſelf in a Speonful of red Poppey water, 
drinking after it (ix Spoonfuls of the jame, or let it be made ito a Bolus, 
or Pills with Venice Treacle,or Venice Turgentine what ſuffiſes ; the doſe is a 
dram twice a day, drinking after it of the diflilled water beneath preſcri- 
bed, two or three ounces, Or, | 

Take of the ſame Powder fix drams, conſerve of Clove-gilliflowers and 
Betony Flowers of each an ounce and a half, Diaſcordium two drams, Syrup 
of Mecontum what ſuffiſes, make an Elefuary,the doſe is a dram, to two 
drams Evening and Morning. 

Mean while that theſe things are done for withdrawing elſewhere 
the morbifick Matter which would flow into the places afte&ed, or-for 
ſending it forth, ler altering and qualifying Medicines likewiſe have 
their turns, which may appeaſe the Turgeſcencies of the Blood and 
Nervous Juice, and ſtop the fluxions of the Recrements falling from 
them; for this end a thin diet, and a drinking of Water (if itbe pro- 
per ) being ordered, ler Emulſions, Fuleps, Apoxemes of mild things and 
Anodines be preſcribed, 

As to what concerns the other Scopes of curing, viz. the diſcuſſion 
of the Minera ſticking in che Parts, and the mir _ the excandel(- 
cencies of the Fibres and Spirits; we muſt infiſt firſt on this latter, 
without rhe performance of which we cannot anſwer the other intent : 
for this end therefore ir is expedient to uſe both outward things, viz; 
Typicks of various kinds, and inward _ viz. Hypnotichs, 

There being a vaſt number of Topichs, they cither being only Ans- 
dines, have regard to the Pain it ſelf; or levelling ar this, together 
with the Tumour, they are either Repercuflives, or Reſolvents and 
Diſcufſers ; there are various Forms and Wayes of Adminiſtrations of 
every kind of theſe : bur thoſe of cheifeſt uſe are wont tobe Fomen- 
rations, Cataplaſms and Plaiſters; we ſhall ſer down ſome of the molt 
noted of theſe, and firſt Anodyne Aplications, which moderate the F _ 
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and appeaſe the Spirits by a certain ſoothing: for this uſe,a Cataplaſm of 
Milk and Crum of Bread, or of thoſe things with the poindings of the 
Leaves and Rnts of Mallows and Althea, rr like, are every where 
jn common Praftice with the Vulgar. 

, Others commend a Cataplaſm of freſh Cow-dung applyed warm. 

Take Water of Night-(hade, or of the Spawn of Frogs, FF each ſix ounces, 
Saccharum Saturni a dram,mix them,let linnen Cloaths dipt in this be applyed 
warm. 

. Take of red Lead three ounces, diſtilled Vinegar two pounds, digeſt 
them far many dayes : let either this Liquour by it ſelf, or a Water drawn 
from it by diſtillation be uſed for a Fomentation, | 

Alf: a diftilled water made of the Tinfture of Verdigreaſe diſtilled in Vi- 

negar, often appeaſes Pains. 
\. I was told by a Gentleman ofren troubled with a ſevere Gout, that 
he, in the cruel Tortures of that Diſeaſe, had always preſent eaſe from 
a Fomentation with a Water difilled from the contents of a Builocks paunch 
newly billed. 

Againſt extream Tortures of the Gout outward Narcoticks ſometimes 
ought to be uſed. 

Take Leaves of Henbane,and Hemlock of each three Handfuls,let them be 
put into boyling Water, and as ſoon as they grow tender, let them be 
taken forth ; to which,beingbruiſed,add Powder of the Flowers of Cam- 
moni about two drams, the yoll of one Egg, make a Cataplaſm. Or, 

Take Tin ure of Saffron made in Spirit of Wine four ounces, Camphire 
and Opium of each a dram, let there be a cloſe and warm digeſtion till they 


' are diſÞlved; let the part that pains be anoiated with this Liquour : 


there are innumerable Medicines of this kind every where to be found 
in Books of Phyſick, and are every where wont to be preſcribed by 
every vulgar Perſon; which likewiſe may ſuffice for fulfilling the other 
Intent, to wit , the repercuſſion of the Humours, if atany time it ſeems 
robe indicated. 

As to what regards reſolvent, and diſcuſſing Topicks, ſuch are not 
required, which only open the Pores, that the Serum may evaporate, 
_ the Blood may be reſtored to Circularion,as in a Phlzgmon or Ale- 


ms, but whoſe ſaline Particles being deſtinated for ſtrongly aſſaulting 
the ſaline Particles of the Arthritich Minera, may either draw them 


forth by laying hold of them, or,by precipitating chem, keep them from 
their Pain, cauſing Efferveſcencies: wherefore, in this Diſeaſe, when 


- Fomentations, or Cataplaſms of Chammnil, Mallyys, Marſhmallows, 


Linſeed, and Fenugreek ſeeds do little or no good, nay often much 
offend the nervous parts by relaxing them, che Diſſolurions, or Stilla- 
titious Liquours of Sal Armoniack, Sea-falt, Nitre, Vitriol, quick Lime, 
and the like; which in other Hamours and Pains are always offentive, 
are wont to prove very beneficial, 
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Of theſe kinds of Liquours to be applyed to the part pained in Firs of 
the Gout, ſeveral are preſcribed by Quercitan, Crollius, Hartman, 
and other Chymiſts ; which fince other famous Phyſicians, upon fre- 

uent tryals have approved off, we conclude them to faye given telicf 
or the foreſaid reaſon. | 

I need not repeat here the forms of theſe ; as I could ſuggeſt many 
other Preparations of the ſane ſort, I ſhall here only add one or 
tWO. 

. Take Salt of Tartar and Armoniach powdred of each two ounces, diſſlue 
them in four pounds of Rain-water or Fountain-water : let it be uſed luke- 
warm with Linnen-Chaths dipt in them. 

Tabe ſpirit of Vitriol not refified a pound, Sea-ſalt calcin'd and powdred 
a pound, mix them, and diftill them in a Glaſs Retort with Is heat ; 
there will come forth a pure ſpirit of Salt, to wit, which being driven from 
its / 8 by the diſtilled Liquor of the Vitriol, and” leaving to it its poſſeſſion, 
will eaſily aſcend': to the Caput mortuum pour Spirit-of .Wine two pounds, 
make a chſe and warm digeſtion, adding of Camphire” two'drams, let it 
be applyed warm to the part grieved with Linnen Cloaths, 

Take filings of Iron, Flowers of Sal Armomach of each ſix ounces,mix them 
by boyling them together, let it be diſtilled in a Glaſs Retort till the Flow- 
ers are ſublimed: to the caput mortuum bruts'd pour ſpirit of Wine, digeſt, 
and keep it for uſe. 

I have heard that ſome for appeaſing Pains of the Gout, pur the 
foot affeied in a bag fill'd with Sea-ſalt calcin'd and powdred, from 
which they ſtill expe& a certain and quick relief. 

In the declination of the Fit , to ſtrengthen the part, and to diſcuſs 
the remainder of the morbifick matter, Plaiſters are' uſefully applyed, 
which nevertheleſs do not all agree indifferently with all Perſons 3 
but with theſe more hot, with others leſs hot, tho with moſt thoſe are 
wont to be moſt efficacious, in which are red Lead, Litharge, Mercury, 
and other mineral or ſaline things, we uſe chiefly a Plaiſter of red Lead, 
Ceruſſe, and Soap boyled with Oyle, or take the red Lead Plaiſter two parts, 
Paracelſus's Playſter one part, mix them and ſpread themon Leather, 

Inward Remedies to be uſed againſt Pains of the Gour, are in a 
manner only Narcoticks, which ought to be given in a cruel and long 
continued Pain. Of theſe we moſt commend Preparations of Opium, 
with Salt of Tartar or its TinFure. Moreover, for this uſe Paracelſus'# 
or the London Laudanum, Pilul. de Styrace, de Cynogloſſo, Syrup of Meco- 
num, Venice Treacle and Diaſcordium are wont to prove beneficial, 

The ſecond indication called prefervatory, has reſpett to the remo- 
val of the. Procatar&ick Cauſes of the Gout; ſo that the Fits of the * 
Gout may moleſt with invaſions more ſeldom, and leſs, or not ar all. 
For this end-evacuaring,altering,and corroborating Remedies, together 
oat an exa& form of Dyet are preſcribed to be uſed out of the 

Its, 
I. There- 
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© I. Therefore Gouty perſons ought to, Purge folemnly Spring 
Fall. and it will be 2M ro nes to give 4 Yor, if nothing yon 
dicares the cotyrary, and afterward to repeat it ſometimes by inter- 
| vals. Thoſe who have aſtrong Stomach and Przcordia may take Mi-, 
neral Em-tichs, prepar'd of Antimony and Mercury: Thoſe who are of 
a more tender conſtitution, after having eaten ſlippery food, may 
take Wine of Squills, or Salt of Vitrisl with Whey: Afterward, the Sto- 
mach being filled with warm Water, or plain Poflet-drink, or with 
the leaves of Carduus boyled in it, let a Vomiting be raiſed twice or 
thrice,or oftner. For Purging to be uſed alſo frequently at fit intervals 
of nes the forms of Purges above preſcribed may be proper 
enough. Or, 

Take thread's of black Hellebore cleanſed an ounce, lignurn aloes, Cloves, 
z each two drams, being bruiſed, pour to them of Spirit of Wine nat refi- 

ed, two pounds ; let there be a clſe and warm digeftion for many days 5 
the doſe is two or three ſp1nfuls in the mvning twice or thrice a week, and 
fet Vomiting and Purzing always be begun before the Equinoxes , leſt 
haply the fir, hapning firſt, may prevent the courſe of Phyſick. 
Blooding, or opening of the hemorrhoid Veſſels are ſometimes pros: 
= Spring and Fall to Perſons of a hot temperament and a ſharp 
Blood ; Cauteries made in the Arms and near the Shoulder-blades are 
uſeful in a manner toall that are obnoxious to this Diſeaſe, 

Moreover,akering Retnedies,call'd by the Ancientsthe Antidotes of 
the Gout,are of excellent uſe,and being taken ſor along time,together 
with an exa& governance as to the fix nonnatural things, often give 
great relief: In this rank, Medicines endow'd with a Volatile Salt, or a 
Balſamich Sulphur ; to wit, inaſmuch as theſe exalr the fixt Salt, and 
thoſe reduce the acetous, are accounted the thief; again, bitter and 
aſtringent things, as the Herbs Germander, Groundpine, Centory, Roots 
of Gentian, and Birthwort, 8c. ( ſince they are approv'd of by expe- 
rience in this Diſeaſe) ſeem to be profitable for this reaſon that they 
help the offices of ConcoRion and Chylification, and keep the ſaline 
feculencies from being carried into the Blood, Let us ſer down cer- 
fain forms of cach of theſe. 

Tabe Powder of Groundpine ſix drams, Crabs-eyes two drams, Venice 
Tarpentine what ſuffices, make ſ1m.4l Pills, let three or four be tahen in the 
evening and morning for thirty or forty days, drinking after it of the fol- 
bwing diftill'd Water tw or three ounces, 

Take lzaves of Cypreſs, Firr, Mifteltz? growing on Apple-trees, of each 
. fix handfuls ; Roots of Avens, the great Burr-doch of each a pound, the 
outward rinds of t?n Oranges and fix Linyns; Nutmegs, Mace, of each 
an ounce, bzing all ſlic'd and bruis'd, pour to themt of freſh Milk ſeven 
pounds, Malaga Sach a pound, let them be diſtilled according to art 5 let 
the whole liquor be mixt. 

Or let a plain Water be prepared of the leaves of the great Barr-doclh 
coh»hating it twice or thrice on freſh leaves, Take 
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Take Powder of the Seeds of the great Burr-dock (tx drams, Crabs« . 
eyes two drams, Nutmegs half a dram, Balſamum Capruii what ſuffices, 
make a maſe, and let it be made into little Pills, ler four be taken in the 
evening and morning for many dayes. 

Take Tinfture of Antimony an ounce, the Doſe is twenty drops to twenty 
frve in the evening and early in the morning, with three ounces of the wa- 
ter even now deſcrib'd. | 

To People I uſe to preſcribe after rhis manner. Take powder 
of the leaves of Sage half a pound, Crabs-eyes, Saccharum Crytallinum of 
each two ounces: mix them, let it be hept in a glaſs, [tt 4 ſpoonful be taken 
twice a day with a draught of the decottton of the leaves of Sage, or of the 
roots of rhe great Bur-doch, 

Or, let Dornrellys his powder be preſcribed to be taken after the 
ſame manner, 

Take powder of the leaves of Germander, Ground-pine, the leſſer Cento- | 
ry, Marjoratn, Sage, Betmy, roots of Gentian, round Birth-wort, of each an 
ounce, Sugar. a pound, mix them, make a powder. 

Or the Powder 0 __ Anglicus, called by him Saracenicus. 

Take powder of the Leaves of Ground-pine an ounce, of the Bones of Mans- 
foot burnt two drams, Licorice three drams, mix them. 

For ordinary drink let a Bochet be prepared of Sarſaparilla, Saunders, 
Liznum Rhodtum, ſhavings of Tuory and Harts-horn, &c., Or, let a ſmall 
Ale be prepar'd for a Veſſel of four Gallons: in which inſtead of Hops . 
ler the leaves of Germander and Ground-pintbe boy{'d : and after ir has 
wrought, put into it of the /eaves of dry'd Sage four handfuls, Saſſafras 
Fo ounces, Rovts of Avens eight ounces, 

Among altering things, a Milk Dyet does not claim the laſt Place 3 
v2, that the Patient uſe no other Dyer for three or four Months; Morn- 
ingand Evening let him drink Meh as it comes from the Cow; abour 
Noon let him Eat of it boyl'd with Whire-bread, Barley, or Oatmeal. 
Thave known ſome who by this kind of Dyet have found grear Relief; 
and that others have been much worſe after the uſe of Milk, and rhe 
Gout being not gured,to have contracted great ObſtruRions of the Vit- 
cera and a Cacochymia. Therefore, let not that Method raſhly be entred 
upon withour the advice, and careful obſeryation of a prudent Phyti- 
clan whether it agrees or nor. 

Not long fince, it grew a vulgar Cuſtom for Gouty Perſons to drink 
every Morning their own Urine,which I remember to have done good 
toſome: The reaſon of which relief ſeems to be,rthat the Saline larex of 
the Urine, paſſing again through the Blood, carried with it the Salino- 
* fixt Particles, which were wont before ro be convey'd to the Joynts: 
Wherefore this Method, if at any time it gives eaſe in the Gour, for 
the moſt part ir etcreaſes the Nephritick afte&. 

A very Learned and Pious man, the Glory both of our Nation and 
of Learning, D. D. H, H. having _ for many years greatly obnoxi-

ous to frequent fits of Pains, Vomiting, and piſſing Blood, at le 
"upon Far, hea uſe of the followin Remedies, becomi 20 
free from the Nephritick affef, he liv'd above ſeven years without any 
very great Fit of it. The Method of Cure which a certain Gemleman 
had taught him, without any Phyſick, was thus, Abſtaining from Wine 
and Cyder, he drank for ordinary Drink a ſmall Ale made of Oaten 
Malt; Moreover, once a week he took in the Morning a draught of 
the ſame Ale to about half a pound, with three ſpoonfuls of the Pow- 
der of Offa Senelorum diflolv'd 1n it : by the uſe of theſe things ſeem- 
ing to haye bid farewel co the Diſeaſe of rhe Stone within four Months, 
he preſemtly begun to be troubled withthe Gout,and was often infeſted 
with ſevere Firs of it during all rhe rime of his being free from the 
Srone ; and at ,upon every little occaſion, he became fo obnoxi- 
ous to them,thar it preſently after Eating he any way exercis'd his Body 
or Mind, viz. either. by walking or ſtudy, he certainly expeRed in- 
vaſions of the Pains ; the reaſon of which was, that the Blood being 
ſarurated to a fulneG with Salino-fixrt Particles, and the Nervous Li- 
qua wich Acetous, when, upon a freſh ſupply of Nutricive Juice, 
they were ſtir'd and grew turgid, preſently they depoſed their Super- 
fluities, viz. the morbifick matter of both kinds in the Joynts, as be- 
ing very weak, 

Therefore that Venerable Perſon, being tired with fo frequent and 
almoſt continual a Torture, by the Advicc of a certain Friend drank 
his own Urine every Morning, by the uſe of which, within a Month 
- rwo _—_ 307 ver _ Rm his Pains of - Gour, but 

an 11! e the Nephritick afſe& n to come u im again ; 
for he was cs Hs pure 2 Pain about the Loin,witha Vomting. 
and Dyſuria, which being not to be overcome by any Remedies, caug'd 
the Death of che Renowned Perſon after about a Fortnight. 

The Body being opened, all the Viſcera ng. the Reins ap- 
Po very ſound and firm, but the right Kidney ſeem'd to have 

en almoſt conſum'd long before, there remaining only a little heap of 
Glands,allthe Veſſels and the Ureter growing together,and being wholly 
ſtop'd, that no Urine had paſs'd there for a longtime; The left Kidney 
being large enough, contain'd a great heap of Gravel-Stones within 
irs Cavity and DuRtus's. Morcover, a round, hard, end whitiſh little 
Stone being fallen about three Inches deep into the Urerer, and there 
{ticking, had wholly ſtop'd the Paſſage of che Urine, the. Membrane of 
the Ureter, where the Stone ſtuck, was become ſo thick and callous, 
and conſequently without Pain, that it could not be ſtirred thence by 
any means upward or downward. 

It ſeem'd in this Caſe, that whereas the Coagulative Particles of 
the Blood and Nervous Juice, viz. Salino-fixt, and Acetous firſt 
meeting together in the Reins,had long cauſed the Nephritick affeR ; 
afterward, by the uſe of that avoyeſaid Powder the Saline being = 
ent 
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ſent into the habit of the Body, and not readily convey'd forth, heap- 
ed together a Seminium for the Gout in the fojm, the Reins in the 
mean time being almoſt free : bur ar length, when by drinking his own 
Water the Saline-minera was brought back to the Reins, the Diſeaſe of the 
Foynts was changed into a fatal Nephritis, 
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CHAP. XIV. 
Inſtrutions and Preſcripts for curing the Colick. 


F what right we place this Diſeaſe among the affe&s of the 
Brain, and the Genius Nervoſur, it is intimated in the fore- 
going Chapter, to wit, in reſpe& of the Symptoms chictly 
prefling, which are Pain and Convulfive Motions, ariſing thence. 
Concerning the word Colick taken from the Inteſtine Colon (which 
vulgarly, tho falſely, is ens to be chiefly affe&ed in this Diſcaſe ) 
we tnll nor comens ; affe& may be deſcribed, that it is a mighty 
Vellication of certain Parts of the Abdomen, whence a very acute pain, 
to which for the meſt part a vomining, alſo Cramps and ContraCtions 
almoſt of all the Viſcera of the Belly are wont to be joyned, For 
the Navel and its neighbouring parts ſometimes are drawn inward as 
it were with a certain perforation, ſometimes they ſwell out with an 
inflation, and a great ſpringing forth as it were ; the inteſtines, by an 
inverted motion of the Fibres,are often drawn upward : Wherefore the 
Belly, being mightily bound, diſcharges little or nothing at all, 
nay, tho it be frequently provok'd by Clyſters, it dbes not eafily de- 
poſe its contents. Thar the Ventricle 1s likewiſe convuls'd with the 
Duodenum, and gall-Bladder, it plainly appears from the copious vo- 
miting and ca.ting forth of the yellow or green Choler : ſometimes al- 
ſo the Ure:ers, and the Bladder which contains the Urine are fo con- 
trated, that during the whole Fir the Urine is either ſtop'd, or voi- 
ded more ſparingly: beſides,in the Head vertiginous affe&ts —_— 
preceed or follow the invaſions of this Diſeaſe : nay, and the Colic 
encreafing and becoming invererate,often brings Pains in the outward 
Members, and at laſt is terminated in a Palſey: Since therefore many' 
Parts are weÞt to be troubled by it, we muſt enquire which is prima- 
rily affe&ed, and by the means of which the reſt ſuffer, and ſhew whar 
15 the conjun& Cauſe of this Diſcaſe 3 in what place it ſubfiſts, and 
whence it draws 1ts Origine, 
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As to the Part primarily affe&ted, when the Diſcaſe prefles, the 
whole region of the Belly is wont to be troubled, yet its primary ſear 
ought to be plac'd where the pain infeſts chiefly,and ſticks moſt obſti- 
nately, Now this 15 ſaid by many Phyſicians'to be ſomewhere in the 
Colon, becauſe we generally obſerve, that the Inteſtines, and chiefly 
the Colon, being irritated by Flatus's, by which choler and haply 
other humours, contained within their cavities, - fall into pains and 
gripes; bur if the pains of the Cholick proceeded from the ſhar 
and irritative contents of the Colon, doubtleſs thoſe things whic 
looſen the Belly, and copiouſly expell Flatws's and the Feces, would 
bring a moſt certain relief: the contrary of which oftentimes hap- 
pens, viz. that after frequent, or violent Purging, that Diſeaſe be- 
comes worle. 

Wherefore, that the ſeat and nature of this Diſeaſe may be duely 
known 3 we muſt firſt diſtinguiſh here concerning the Gripes or 
Pains of the Belly, vulgarly accounted as of the Colick . For either, 
being meerly occaſional, they ariſe from an evident cauſe alone, and 
without a previous diſpoſition in any Perſon indifferently ; thus akera- 
tions about the ſix non-nacural things,often raiſe mighty diſturbances in 
the V1ſcera of the Belly with pains : Which kind of affe&nevertheleſs 
ought notto be lookt upon as a Diſeaſe, but only as a ſymptom rais'd 
from a manifeſt cauſe, | 

But beſides,the Colick properly ſpeaking,doesnot only happen toany 
men indifferently, being produc'd by an accidental cauſe, but follow- 
ing ſome men prediſpos'd after a peculiar manner, depends wholly 
on a procatarQick cauſe brought to a ripeneſs by degrees: the greater 
fitz of the Diſeaſe for the moſt part have their periods, and obſerve 
the alterations of the Air, and of the Year. Moreover, being rals'd, 
they do not eafily yield to Remedies, nor ſoon paſs off: But nor- 
withſtanding the uſe of Epithems, or the Belly's being purg'd, tho in a 
plentiful manner, by Clyſters or Catharticks, they often continue ma- 
ny days, and ſometimes weeks with great violence ; the pains in eve- 
ry fit take always to the ſame Part, and for the moſt part are attend- 
ed with the like concourſe of other ſymproms: Moreover, Colick 
pains, tho they have not the ſame ſeat in all; but ſomerimes rag 
moſt about the Ventricle, ſometimes about the Navel, or hypockon 
dres, ſometimes in rhe hypogaſtrick Region, or toward the Loins : 
Yet as often as they return in the ſame Diſeaſed, they moſt commonly 
obſerve the ſame ſear. 

I fay now, that the Part primarily affe&ted in the Colick is the Me- 
ſentery : We have ſhewn clſewhere that the cauſes of certain convul- 
five motions, which are vulgarly called hyfterical,oftentimes lye hid in 
the Plexus of the Meſentery : and then we aſſerted the pains of the 
Colick ſomerimes to have their ſeats in the ſame places, and we made 
i plain enough from Anatomical obſeryation, But it is ut the 
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rical, we have ſer forth ar large inthe former Tra, that the Animal 
Spirits being overcharg'd with an Elaſtick Combination, burſt from 
one another, or, are exploded as it were, and conſequently that they 
force in deſpite the — into irregular or preternatural 
motions: bur jn pains of the Colick the ſame Spirits being irritated by 
reaſon of a Matter annoying them,and being di ata ye c5ge- to them, 
and thereupon being dividedand ſevered fre ,' they force 
the ſenſible fibres to very troubleſome corrugartions: after what manner 
this is done in the Colick, and what is the Conjun& cayſe and Pro- 
catarxis of thar Diſeaſe, we ſhall now ſay ſomewhat more plainly, 

Therefore, for the Seminjum or Minera of the Colick, we ſuppoſe 
that certain recrements of the neryous humour falling from the 
'Brain by the Nerves, and paſling into the Meſentery, ang other Plexis's 
of the Abdomen, are there heap'd together. ich, if they are fo 
groſ and viſcous, that they cannot be receiv'd and ſent away by the 
Lymphedu&s, or diſtill forth into the cavicies of the Inteſtines by the 
ſmall branches of the Veſſels, then ſtagnating and being heaped toge- 
ther by degrees in thoſe Parts, ws at length to an irritative 
plenitude: Afterward, that matter becoming more degenerate, and 
more offenſive by ſtagnation, and growing turgid on ſome occaſion, 
or of its own accord, or haply fermenting with the Salno-fixt hy- 
our ſent thither from the Blood, will torture with very troubleſome 
and painful corrugations the branches of the Nerves and Nervous 
Fibres, with innumerable of which the Meſentery is ſtor d. Which 
affe& of them does not wholly ceaſe till the fermenting matter either. 
Is —_ or expre{gd into the cavities of the Inteſtines, oratlengrh 
15 ſubdued. 

Again, foraſmuch as from the Meſentery and its Plexw's, nervous 
branches and fibres are moſt thickly protended to the bottom of the 
Veritricle, the Gall-Bladder, the DuRus Choledochi, all the Inte- 
ftines, and on every fidealmoſt into all the Viſcera of the Abdomenz 
therefore, whilſt the Colick matter, fermenting in its Minera's, cauſes 
there often moſt ſharp gripes and tortures, at the ſame time in moſt 
other membranous Parts, Cramps and Convulſive or painful contraQti- 
ons will be every where raiſed. Hence, by reaſon of the Meſentery 
pranarily affeted under the Navel, there is a cruel pain, as tho a 

ake were ſtuck there,or a picrcer were making a hole; moreover,all 
about almoſt in the whole Abdomen, by reaſon of the Inteſtines be- 
ing variouſly drawn forward and backward at the ſame time in differ- 
ing places, erring pains ſhoot this way and that; and by reaſon of 
the motions of the Fibres being diſtrated or inverted, as well in 
thoſe parts, as in the primary Veſſels, the Belly is in a manner al- 
ways bound, and there enſues ſometimes a ſuppreſſion of Urine, or 
very little is made. Moreoyer, the Dwodemum, the 7" 
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with its Du&us's,and the bottom of the Stomack being affeRed with a 
cramp, and their Fibres being drawn upward, a frequent yomiting, 
wich a copious caſting up of a yellow or greeniſh Choler often happens 
during the Fir. : 

In a Fir of the Colick, to Pains of the Belly moſt violerit Pains of 
the Loins raging in the lower part of the Back are oftentimes joyned, 
which certainly can ariſe from the irritation of no Inteſtine, but it will 
be eafie to conceive that they are raiſed from a morbifick cauſe plac'd 
in the Meſentery : viz. in as much as certain conſiderable Nerves of 
the Loins enrer the great Nervous Plexus of the Meſentery : fo that 
hence not only painful Conyulſions are conveyed by conſent from one 
part to the other ; bur it is likewiſe probable, that certain Recrements 
of the Back alſo and of the Loins are derived ipto the Meſentery by 
this Paſſage, and that in ſome ſort for this Reaſon ſcorbutical Perſons 
are ſo yery obnoxious to gripes of the Belly, and to its looſneſs. 

As to the Procatarxis of the Colick, it conſiſts chiefly in theſe two 
things, viz. firſt, that many Recrements are heap'd rogether in the 
nervous Liquor, and , that they being chiefly received by the 
Nerves appointed to the Viſcera of the Belly, and conveyed to the 
Meſentery, make there the morbid Mineras. Firſt, the former of theſe 
for the moſt part happens through the fault and diſtemper of the Brain, 
ro wit, for as much as this admits within irs Precin&s, together with 
the Nervous Juice, heterogeneous Particles, and ſuch as trouble the 
animal ceconomy, and does not readily diſcharge other ordinary Re- 
crements by fit common Sewers : fore the incongruots mat- 
rer,fince it cannot be otherwiſe ſent from the Bram, moſt readily ruſhes 
Jato the Nerves of the Par vagum, which are very open for it : and 
for this reaſon it 15 that Women, upon any diſorder of the Brain, fre- 
quently contra& the Hyſterick habit ; ro wit, in as much as the Recre- 
menrs of rhe nervous Liquor, whether they are convulſive andelaſtick, 
of only painful and irritative,being apt to be depos'd in the Par vagum, 
ſo generally raiſe convulſive Symptoms, as well as thoſe of the Colick, 
Secondly, that this matter running into the Par vagim of the Nerves, 
+ depoſed in the Meſentery, or in other plexus's within the Abdomen, 
the reaſon is, that many, and the greater Nerves of that Conjugation, 
are ultimately terminated in theſe Nervous Plezus'ss Wheretore, if 
the Recrements of the Nervous Humour ſubfiding here as it were to 
the loweſt place, can neither be carryed back by any Veſſels, nor paſs 
iro the Cavinies of the Inteſtines, of neceſlity the ſame muſt make 
morbid Seats in this Part. | 

The evident Cauſes are of two kinds, viz. Firſt, ſach as being in- 
Jurious to the Brain and Genus Nervoſum, make a greater encreaſe of 
the morbifick Matter : or, ſecondly, ſuch as by agitating the Blood and 
Humours, rouſe up the Minera's heap'dt er and before lying ſtill, 
and ſtir them to Pain cauſmg Efferyeſcencies. It would be tedious to 
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examine- here the manifold and diverſified Occafions by which the 
Pains of the Colick are ſtirred up in Perſons prediſpoſed to them; for 
both great Diſorders in the fix non-natural things, and changes of the 
Air and of the Year, and likewiſe the Medicines themfelves (from 
nw relief is expeted) being unſcaſonabely given, often br! 
theſe. 

As to the Prognoſtick of the Colick, it 1s vulgarly enough known, 
that an accidental Colick, viz. raiſed from an evident Cauſe alone, is 
moſt commonly ſafe, and cured without much adoe ; but that an ha- 
birual one is both eradicated with great difficulty, as to its Diſpoſition, 
ſo that the Firs may no longer return, and that ſometimes the Fits 
themſelves norwithſtanding Remedies are very obſtinate, and perſiſt 
for many Dayes, nay Weeks, and ſometimes Months. - 

2. A Colical Diſpoſition frequently enſues upon intermittent Fevers 
of long continuance, and upen continual Feavers of an 1] determina- 
tion, VIZ. in as much as the Nervous Liquor being mightily vitiated, 
heaps together many Recrements which are depogd deep in the 
Plexus's of the Abdomen, as Receptacles the moſt open: Moreover,for 
this Reaſon an epidemical Fever has reigned ſome years, to which a 
Colick has been joyned as a pathognomick Sign: hence,in like manner, 
a long continued and growing —* far as much as it perverts the 
nervous Liquor, brings alſo the Colick., 

3. After that the Colick Pains have raged ſome time in the Belly, 
they oftentimes afſail the Loins, and afterward, the Diſcaſe increa- 
ſing, the Limbs, and almoſt all che Muſcles in the whole Body, and at 
length are often terminated ina Palſey, which certainly is a manifeſt 
ſign that the morbifick Matter is not conveyed by the Arteries, but by 
the Nerves, and that irs ſeat is not the Cavities or Tunicles of the In- 
reſtines, but the nervous Plexus's of the Meſentery : for thatthe Pains 
of the Loins happen upon gripes in the Belly, beſides that the Nerves 
of both Places communicate, the cauſe alſo 1s, thatthe morbifick mat- 
ter being much encreaſed in the Head, gets not only into the Par va- 
gum bur alſo into the ſpinal Marrow, and falling to its lower part, it 
firſt cauſes Pains. to ariſe in the Loins, and afterward many other 
Nerves which proceed from the Spine being affeRed, it cauſes the 
like in the Members, and other Muſcles ; finally, the Dutuy's of the 
Nerves being ſtuft by the Morbifick Matter heap'd rogether to a pleni- 
tude in them, the Palſcy 1s cauſed. 

A fierce Colick, and very violent, whoſe cauſe is an inflamma- 
tjon or abſceſs of ſome inteſtine, for the moſt parr brings a mortal Ili- 
ack Paſſon. , 

The Therapeutick Method in, the Colick, as in moſt intermitting 
Diſcaſes, ſuggeſts three primary Indications. Wherefore, the firſt, 
which is curatory, being to be uſed in the Fir, has regard to the ap- 
pcaſing of the Pains, and to the ſpeedy and cafie remoyal of the ac- 
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ceſs of the Diſeafe. The ſecond being preſervatory, teaches whar is 
to be drawn out of the fit for taking away the cauſe of the Diſeaſe, 
that the fits do nor often return, or prove ſorely offenſive. The third 
being vital, furniſhes Remedies for preſerving the ſtrength, and re- 
freſhing the Spirits during the Gripes and cruel Tortures. We ſhall 
ſpeak of each of theſe a little more at large in order. 

1» We haveregard in a manner only to the curatory Indication in 
an accidental Colick; for the evident cauſe, which is the irritation of 
the Inteſtines by the ſharp contents being removed, the Pains for the 
moſt part ceaſe of their own accord, nor'is a Relaps feared without a 
like occaſion: qt ys the ſpeedy cure of _ Diſeaſe, —__ 
a pradtiſe proper enough known by every vulgar Perſon, viz. Preſently 
to adminiſter peer a. ClyRers, tical des and Narcotichsz to 
which, if there be a Fever, or it be feared, blooding 15 often joyned 
with benefit. We ſhall preſently ſer down Forms of theſe and the 
order of uſing them in the cure of the habirual Colick. 

Therefore, for the curing the Fit of this AﬀeR, there are two chief 
Intentions. viz. both the painful Solution of Continuity ought to be 
removed, and the Excandeſcence of the Fibres or Spiritsin them to be 
appeaſed. On the account of the former, we muſt endeavour both 
that the matter ſticking and fermenting in one or more Mineras be 
either diſcuſt, or ſubdued, and in the mean while that the afflux of a 
new Matter be ſtopt; the ſecond Intention, on which we muſt infiſt in 
thefirſt place and withour intermiſſion, is performed chiefly by Ano- 
dines and Narcoticks : after what manner, and by what Remedies 
all theſe things are to be done methodically, we ſhall deliver. 

Thecure of the Pain of the Colick 15 begun moſt commonly, and 
proper enough by a Clyſter, let this in the firſt place be only lenify- 

and emollient : by which,as by an inward Fomentation, the corru- 
| q—_ of the Fibres may be mitigated, and the raging of the Spirits 
appeaſed : for this end,warm Milk with Sugar, or Moloſſus, or Syrup 
of Violets _ emollient Decotions of Mallows, Marſh-mallows, Herb 
Mercury, and the Flowers of Melilot,” Elder, with Oyle of Almonds, or of 
Oltves, alſo a Deco4ton of a Sheeps-head, or Calves Feet are proper : ſome- 
times a Clyſter of meer Oyle of Oltves or of Linſeeds are wont to give help 
before all others. 

But in caſe mild Clyſters do not eafily come away, or not looſen 
the Belly, let ſuch be uſed as irritate more, and preſs, and draw out 
by force as it were the Humours from the little Mouths of the Arte- 
ries : for this end, let carminative or bitter Decoftions be prepared, in 
which let the Elefuary Diaphenicon, Dmcatholicon, or e baccis Lauri,or 
Species Hiere be diſhlved. Alſo to thoſe Liquors it is uſual to add 
three or four ounces of the infuſim of Crocus Metallorum : or to a pound 
of an emollient DecoFion, add of Venice Turpentine diſſolved with the yolk 


of an Egg an ounce, or an ounce and 4 half, or rabe Urine of a ſound man 
a 
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8 pound, Ventice Turpentine difſlued an ounce and a half, Moboſſia an ounce, 
mix them, make a Clyfter. 1 have known this hats to have given 2 

relief ; the reaſon of which ſeems to be that the balſamick Par- 

ticles of the Turpentine comfort the inteſtines, and likewife —__ 
ceived by the Venous Blood, and circulated with it through the w 
Body,” move Urine, ſo that a copious making of water often fol- 
lows fuch a Clyſter, and it always carries a ſmell of Violets, haply alſo 
the Particles of the Turpentine diftus'd every where, move the mor- 
bifick, or ſtagnating marter, or incline that which is acerous, or other- 
wiſe degenerate,to a betrer Craſis. 

; Whilſt the Inteſtines are fo waſht with Clyſters, and fomented, 
as it were, inwardly ; let outward Epithems alſo be applyed to the 
Abdomen. . | 

Takhe leaves of both Mallows, herb Mercury, Wallwort, of each four 
handfuls ; flowers of Elder, Camomill, Melilot, of each two handfuls, a 
Calves-head cloven : Let them boyl in a ſuffictent quantity of Foun- 
tain-water, Let the ſiraining be uſed for a fomentation, with linnen 
Cloaths dipt into it as warm as may be ſuffered, and wrung forth, and 
applied by turns ; repeating it as often as the pains preſs violently. In 
the Intervals of the fomentation let a Cataplaſm or Liniment be uſed. 

_ To the magma of the Herbs bruiſed add Outmeal what ſuffices, mabe a 
Cataplaſm, and let it be ſewn in rows in two bags of a ſquare figure, for 
covering the Abdomen : Let ons of theſe be warmed at a time in a Platter 
on hot Coals, with Oyl of Earth-worms, or of Froggs, let-it be put on 
warm, changing it afſm as it begins to grow cold. 

| Or, Take Oyl of Earth-worms, or of Froggs, what ſuffices, let the Part 
paining be anointed after the fomentation, and 'let cap Paper moiſtened 
be applied and worn. | 

The Cawl of a Lamb, or the Lungs, or other warm Viſcera of 
Brates laid \on the Belly, and often changed, ſametimes wonderfully ap- 
peaſe pains, 

I have obſerved in ſome conſtitutions and remperaments, that 
Epithems of hot things, or applied hot 3 have rather encreaſt pains, 
than mitri them: Wherefore in theſe caſes it ſeems neceflary 
to order fomentations of the Solutions of Nitre, or of Sal Armom- 
ack, or of other Chymical Liquors,as in pains of the Gour,ſomerimes 
(as Septalius relates_) of meer cold Warer. 

Bur if the Gripes of the Belly do not remit 'by the uſe of theſe 
things, we muſt uſe hypnoticks; viz. which being given in a ſer 
doſe, often give great truce : Mean while, for refreſhing the ſtrength 
and failing Spirits, and to order yet a greater Apparatus againſt the 
Diſcaſe. 

Take liquid Laudamon tartarized from ſixteen drops to twenty, give it 


going to reſt in a ſpomnful of the _ of Camomil- flowers, drinking after 
Xx it

it of the ſame ſax ſpoonfuls ;, let it be repeated every other or third night, if 
the pains are very preſſing. 

- Ina hot conſtitution. Take water of Camonil-flowers three ounces, 
Syrup of Meconium half an ounce, Aqua Mirabilis two drams, make a 
Araught to be taken going to reſt, 

Mean while that theſe things are done for appeaſmg pains,and either 
for diſcufling, or atleaftwiſe looſning this matter ſticking in the mor- 
bid feats, let evacuating Remedies have their turns; to wit, both 

-for wholly extirpating the Minera of the Colick, and for cutting off 
the ſupplics or fuel of 1t, that it grow no further, For theſe a 
Vomit (where it agrees) and a gentle Purge; and aiſo'in a hot tem- 
perament,where a Fever preſles,or is feared,B ooding ought to be uſed, 

Take Sulphur of Antimony, from frve Grains te ſeven or eight, conſerve 
of Borage a dram, give it in the Morning with Governance. In this caſe, 
according to the Judgment of a Phyſician preſent, either an infuſion of 
Crocus Metallorum, or of Mercurius Vite, the Emetick Tartar of Mynſicht, 
an expreſſion of the Leaves of aſarum, and in tender Conftirutions, Salt 
of Vitriol, and Wine, and Oximel of Squills may be given. 

Let Purges, leſt they-nauſeate the Stomack, which is diſtempered, 
be given only in a very ſinall Doſe, and in a meet Form. 

Tabe Roſm of Jalap, and of Scammony of each five grains, Cream of 
Tartar a Scruple, Cinnamon powdred four Grains, make a Powder, or let 
it be made into Pills or a Bolus with conſerve of the Flowers of Borrage, 
67 of Damaash Roſes. 

Take Scammony ſulphured half a Scruple, Cream of Tartar fifteen Grains, 
Diaphoretick Antimony a Scruple, make a Powder, let it be grven after the 
ſame manner, : 

Ifa Fever doesnot preſs, give a doſe of Stomak, Pills with Gums, or 
of Amber, either by themfelves, or with Roſm of Falap. 

Take Pilule Rudi from twenty Grains to half a dram, Laudanun one 
Grain, make four Pills, let them be taken going to reſt: theſe firſt bring 
ſleep, and pmrge in the morning. Or, 

Take Calomelanos a Scruple, Rolin of Jalap ſix Grains, Scammony four 
Grains, Ammoniacum what ſuffiſes, make four Pills, let them be taken go- 
ing to reft, Tn a long continued Colick, when all other Remedies have 
done little or no good, I have often known this Medicine,given once 
or twice, to have raiſed a Salivation tothe great relief of the Diſeaſed : 
for if at any time the morbifick Matter plentifully gathered together 
in the Nervous Plexus's, and other places about the Abdomen, and 
there firmly ſticking, is not able to be moved by other Medicines; the 
Mercurial Particles diſplaying themſelves every way eaſily diſſolve it, 
and divide it into minute parts,and drive them variouſly this way and 
thar,avd at lengrhwhiolly diſſipate them, Wherefore ina long contmued 
and obſtinare Colick, they may ſometimes be given with ſucceſs, 1a 
order to agentle Salivation, | md 

at 
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Baths and Sudorificks are generally wont to be prefrigd in Pains 
of the Colick: tho, as far as it has appear'd to our Obſervation, ſeldom 
with good ſucceſs: for theſe, by exagitating the Blood-and nervous 
Aumour,make them depoſe more yet of Matter into the Minera of the 
Colick, nay, and make the Matter there depoſed ferment more and 
be more unruly, and very ſeldom perfeRly diſcuſs it. 

Diureticks are wont to be given much more.advantageouſly, by 
which, in regard the Blood is fus'd, and its Serofitics are copiouſly 
precipitated, thereby the Fuel of the Diſeaſe is cut off, -and the mals 
of Blood being empricd, receives into it a part of the morbifick Mat- 
ter, ſo that theremainder of it 1s eaſily diſcuſt, For this end, 

Take Spirit of Tartar excellently re#ified half an ounce, let half a dram 4 
be given twice or thrice a day in a Spoonful or two of the following Julep, 
drinking after it of the fame four or frve Spoonfuls. 

Take Water of the Leaves of the great Bur-dich , or of Aron, or Arſmart 
a pound, Water of the flowers of Elder and Cammomil of each four ounces, 
compound water of Gentian and compumd Raddiſh water of each twoounces, 
Sugar ſix drams, mix them, 

After the ſame manner as Spirit of Tartar, you may give in a meet 
doſe, ſometimes TinFure of Salt of Tartar, ſometimes M:xtura Simplex, 
or Sprrit of Sal Armoniack Y perry | 

Take Millepedes prepar'd two drams, flawers of Sal Armmiack tarta- 
rig'd a dram, Oyl of Nutmeggs half a ſcruple, Turpentine what ſuffiſes, 
make a maſs, let it be form'd into Pills, let three or four be taken once or 
twice a day, drinking after it a doſe of the Julep, or five or fix ſpoonfuls 
of the following diftilled Water. 

Take freſh Millepedes cleanſed a pound and a half, the yellnw Coats of 

ſrx Oranges, and of four Limans, Nutmeggs in number ſix, being ſlic'd ſmall 
add to them Crum of flale white Bread a pound,all being bruiſed together 
and well mix'd, pour to them of freſh Milk four prunds, Sack two pound's, 
diftill them according to Art, let the whole Liquour be mixt, and ſweetned 
with Sugar, or Syrup of Violzts, at pleaſure. 

Ia along continued and obſtinate Colick,where there are a hot Tem- 
perament and Viſcera, purging Spaw-waters, or Whey with Syrup of Vt- 
clets is often wont to be drank with great relief: for both Liquours, 
where they agree, being drank 1 a plerftiful manner, cool the Sto- 
mack and hor Inteſtines, and preſently cafe and relax them being con- 
trated with Cramps, and painful Corrugarions, or being convulſively 
extended with Flatus'ss Moreover, whence (I conceive) they chietly 
give help, infinuating ſaline Particles of another Nature 1mo the mor- 
bifick Minera, they conquer and ſubdue the Saline and Irritacive Par- 
ticles reſiding in ir, and often carry them forth by purging. 

In this Diſeaſe, fince all things do not agree with ail Perſms, nay, 
nor the ſame alwaves, or a lovg while with the ſme Perſon; there 1s 
need of tlie-carefyv! cotervation 2nd daily advice of a prudent P.yft- 
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ſician, that by coingications taken from things that do .good good or 
hurt, the of Cure may be rightly ordered, and now and theh 
The- Vital Indication ought to be joyn'd to the Curatory, and be 
now and then interchangeably us'd "with it : for ſince the Diſcaſed, 
being almoſt continually affeged with tortures, watchings, vomiting 
and abſtinence, often fall into'faintings, and are ſometimes in danger 
of Life; let Remedies which ſupport the firengrth, refreſh the Spirits, 
and jrouny certain times of truce againſt the Fits of the Diſcale, uz, 
Cordials and Hypnoticks have their turns. - | ; IE 

Take water of the Flawers of Camomil and Elder of each four onnces, 
of Cinnamon hordeated, of the whole Citron of each two ounces, Pearl pow- 
dred a dram, Sugar four drams, make a Fulep, let frve or ſix poonfuls 
be taben now and then, IDES fs p27 HS © 

Take powder of Pearl, Crabs-eyes of each a dram, divide it into four 
arts, let one part be given twice or thrice a day with the Julep, or with 
the Decoction of the roots of Contrayerva.'” + + +. 3342. 

Take Conſerve of Clove-gilliflowers an ounce, ConfeFion of Hiacinth, 
Alkermes of each two drams, Pearl powdred a dram and a half,. Syrup of 
the Fuzce of Citrons what ſuffices, make a Confefion,” let the quantity of a 
Nutmeg be grven twice or thrice 4 day with a Julep. | 

In Conſtitutions that are not hat, Spirit of Harts-horn, of $92t, of Sal 
Armomach ſuccinated, alſo Tiniture of Antimony, or of Coral, often do 
excellently well. ARNE oo LE | | 

Opiats 1n the .Cholick are of neceflary Uſe, without which the Diſ- 
eaſed can neither live, northe Phyſicians be at any reſt or quiet. Take 
water of Cowſlip-flowers three ounces,Syrup of Mecontum half a dram, Aqua 
mirabilis two drams, mix them, make a draught to be taken gring to reſt. 

If the pain, being very tntenſe, will not yield ro ſuch a Remedy, 
you muſt give Preparations and Compoſitions of Optum. Paracelj's,or the 
', London Laudanum, Pillul. de Styrace or Cynogloſſo are proper,_ a Solution of 
Opium tartariz'd to ſixteen or twenty drops is wont te be of chief uſe with me. 
Which Medicine I haverruely given to ſome Perfons long and miterably 
troubled with this Diſcaſe, ſometimes for a long time, one while eve- 
ry night, another while every other night with good ſucceſs, 

3. The Preſervatory Indication, ' having place only in the Intervals 
of the Fits, endeavours the removal of the preſent Procatarxis of the 
Diſeaſe, and the hindring of a future : fo that the Invaſions of Pains 
may return ſeldom or never afcerwards. In order to theſe things, the 
Blood and nervous Liquour ought to be purified and kept in a due Cra- 
fs, that they do. not engender a morbifick Matter, and the Brain and 
nervous Plexus's of the Abdomen to be ſtrengchned, that they do not 
receive 1t too readily. For theſe ends a way of dyet being ordered, 
Spring and Fall let ſolemn Courſes of Phyſick, ſuch as we have pre-

Being ſometime fince entreated to take care of the Health of a Re- 
verend Old Man, who had been very ſorely obnoxious to the Colick 
for many years, I uſed the Method and Remedies which are now de- 
ſcribed : by the careful uſe of which,after a Month or two, he was bet- 
ter, -and within a Year and a half he ſeemed puny cured, that af- 
terward he lived wholly free from fits of Pains: Bur the Colick Diſpo- 
ſition had not long ceas'd,- and he omitted the uſual courſe of Phyſ:ck, 
but about the Throat, in the Muſcles ſerving for Deglutition, he had a

A certain cunning and ſubtle Lawyer, fifty years of Age, having 
been wont to be troubled for many years with a periodical Head-ach, 
a deadneſs of his Senſes, and a mighty heavineſs of his Head ; About 
the midſt of the Summer, being mighty ill of the foreſaid AﬀeRs, upon 
the Application of Topiek Remedies, on a ſudden found eaſe, but a lir- 
tle after he had a firſt ſeizure ofa violent Colick ; the Invaſion where. 
of was ſo fierce, that his ſtrength failing on a ſudden, he fell into fre- 
quenr Faintings witha cold Sweat: which Fitnevertheleſs within twen- 
ty four Hours vaniſhr by degrees, without any eruption of Flatus's or 
Purging, Bur from thence forward being obnoxious to this Diſeaſe, 
he had frequent acceſſes of 1t: all which ( as I carefully obſerved) 
were preceded by a Painef the Head, with a Vertigo, wot Stupor, 


fothat he was wont to foretell hence that the Pains of the Colick were 
to follow ſoon after in a certain Fit, which continued for twelve dayes 
with a mighty fiercenefs, the diſcaſed himſelf obſerved and told me, 
that the affe& of the Abdomen coming upon him, he had found no 
illneſs in his Head, but that as the colick Paſſion remitted preſently 
the Vertigo with the Head-ach returned : from which reciprocal Me- 
taftaſis of thoſe Symptoms from the Head to the Belly, and on the

Not long ſince, aretowned young Man,ſtudious, and ufing a ſeden- 
tary Life, began to complain of a great deadnefs and dulneſs of his Sen- 
ſes, alſo of a heavineſs of his Head, and almoſt a continual Sleepineſs, 
Moreover,his Stomack was become fo flow and dulled tharit was wholly 
deſtitute of all apperite: whilſt a cure is ordered againft this evil Dif- 
Air by Remedies, which rouſe up the Spirits and ſhake off the 

urthen lying on them, the Perſon falls into a moſt violent Colick, to 
which he had never before been obnoxtous, by which a violent and as 
it were piercing Pain, pofſeſt the middle of the Abdomen, the Navel 
being drawn inwards, and notwithſtanding the daily uſe of Remedies 
of all kiuds, ir continued with a mighty Violence for three Weeks ;

2. As to the Principles of which the maſs of Blood conſiſts in its mix- | 


ture, and what Proportion they have in it, We do not allow of the 
Opinion of the Ancients, That the Maſs of Blood confiſts of the four 
Humours, viz Blood, Flegm, Choler, and Melancholy ; and that. 
according to the Eminency of this or that Humour, the divers Tem- 
ents are form'd,and that by reaſon of their fermentings or Exor- 
itances,in a manner,all Diſeaſes ariſe : nor has this Opinion been fo ge- 
nerally uſed for ſolving 'the Phznomena of Diſeaſes, fince the Circula- 
tion of the Blood, and its other Aﬀeas, before unknown, came to 
light: and fince thoſe Humours conſiſt of orher Principles, viz. Cho- 
ler of Salt and Sulphur, with a mixcure of Spirit and Water, and 
Melancholy of the ſame, with an addition of Earth; and ſince the 
Blood is immediately compoſed of theſe kind of Principles, and is 
wont to be ſenſibly reſolved inro them, I have rather choſen, omit- 
ting the vulgar Accep:ation of the Humours, to make uſe of theſe 
known Principles'of the Chymiſts for explicaring the nature and afteqs 
of the Blood: thereforethere are in the Blood,as 1n all other Liquorsapt 
to ſerment,;a'grear deal of Water and Spirit, a ſmall Proportion of Salt 
and Sulphur, and fomewhar of Earth. I ſhall briefly run, over theſe 
Principles, and endeavour to ſhew after what manner they conſticute 
the Conſiſtency, Properties, and Aﬀects of the Blood. 

"7. The Spirirs (which without Diſpute have the firſt place) are 
the ſabrle, and moſt yolarile part of the Blood : their Parricles being 
always expanded, and endeavouring to fly away, exagitate the gro- 
ſer Corpulcles of rhe reſt-in which they are involv'd, and keep them 
always 1h a motion of Fermentation 3 by the Efferveſcence and even 
Expanſion of theſe in the Veſlels, the liquor of the Blood continually 
'boyb, and the reſt of the Principles ace kept-in an orderly Motion, 
and In atr'exa& Mixture: if any thing that is heterogeneous, or unapt 
for thixcure, comes into:the Maſs of Blood, preſently the Spirits, bei 
troubled in their:Motion, make an Effort, exagirate the Blood, 
make 
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make it boyl vehemently, till that which is extraneous and immiſci- 


ble with it, be either ſubdued, or reduced, or driven forth. 

2. From the Diſſolution of Sulphur in the Blood, it is likely that 
the ruddy Tin&ure of the Blood ariſes. For ſulphureous Bodies, above 
all others, give the higheſt ſaturated redneſs to a ſolving Menſtruum 
and if at any time by reaſon-of roo much Crudity, the Sulphur is not 
difloly'd, the Blood becomes pale and Watery, that it. ſcarce gives 4 
rednefs to Linnen. The maſs of Blood impregnated with Sulphur to- 
gether with Spirits, 15 very fermentative, and when the ſulphureous 
part/1s raiſed, and abounds: roo much in the Blood, it perverts 1 
Crafts from irs due ſtare, that thereby the Blood being deprav'd, 4 
rendred bilous, does not rightly concott the nutrinive Juice, or bei 
wholly inflamed, falls into. heats and burnings, ſuch as ariſe in a con+ 
tinual Fever. For the Sulphur being roo much exalted, and growing 
more turgid than-it ought, raiſes mighty Efferveſcenfies in the Blood 3 
and thoſe whoſe Blood 1s plentifully impregnated with Sulphur,are ve» 
ry« bnoxious to Fevers : by reafon of the.Particles.of this incofted 1n 

Nurritive Juice, and thence applyed to the.ſolid parts, Fatneſs, 
Softneſs and Tenderneſs happen to our:Body. | 

3-We diſcover Salt jn the:-Plood by the Taſte, which is there highly 
volatiz'd by circulation, and4fat any'time in the Blood, by reaſon of 
an 11! digeſtion, the ſaline Particles are not duely exalred, but conti- 
nue crude and for the greateſt partifixt, thereby the Blood becomes 
thick and unapt for circulation, ſo that obſtru&ions are engendred in 
the Viſcera and (olid parts, and ſerous Cruditiesare every where heapt 
together : but if the Spirit being deprefs'd or fainring, the Salr is ex- 
alted too much, and comes-to a-flowing, an acetous and auſtere difpo- 
ſition 1s brought on the Blood, ſuch as is obſery'd in ſcorburical Per- 
ſons, -and in ſuch as are troubled with a quartan Ague : alſo from the 
S$Altby this means variouſly coagulated, the Gout, Kings-evil, the N2- 
phritis, the Leprofie, and a great many Cronick Diſeaſes ariſe. 
When the Salt is exalted in a due meaſure, the ſaline Particles re- 
ſtrain the wild efforts of the Spirirs, and eſpecially of the Sulphur; 
wherefore' thoſe who have the Blood well ſaturated with a a 
Salt, are leaſt ſubje& to Fevers, and fo alſo thoſe who are often ler 


.Blood,are more apt to Fevers. 


4+ By the carthy Particles in the Blood, its too great volatilifation 15 
ſtay'd, and irs over quick accenſion is hindred : Moreover, from the 
terreſtrial Particles of the Blood and nutritive Juice, the balk and in- 
creaſe happens to the Body. | 

$5. On the watery part of the Blood its fluidity depends, for hereby 
ts ſtagnation is hindred and the Blood is circulated in the Vgins with- 
out growing thick; alſo its roo great conflagration and aduſtion 1s : 
qualified, and its heat 15 allayed, 
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What we have ſaid evennow concerning the Principles ofthe Blood, 
and the Afﬀecs to be drawn from thence, will appear more clear, if we 
con(ider a little the Blood according to its le. Particles z and com- 
pare it with the Liquours which are frequently in uſe among us. Now 
thoſe Liquours which have the greateſt Analogy with the Blood are 
Wine and Milk; as to its wayes of Fermentation and Efferyeſcence, it 
is moſt aptly compar'd to Wine as. to its Conſiſtency, Coagulation, 
and Separation of the parts from each other, it-is compar'd to Milk. 

Firſt therefore we tnay abſerve concerning Wine, that as long as it 
is included in a Veſſel, its ſubtle ard ſpirituous Parts continually ex- 
agitate andrefringe the more gro, and render them apt for an cxa& 
nyxcure ; that which is heterogeneous and unapt to be ſubdued, 1s ſe- 
ver'd by efferveſcence: mean while the depurated Liquour any fie 
menting, 1s in perpetual motion, whereby all the parrs expand them- 
ſelves every way, and paſs by a conſtant circumgiration from the top 
to the bottom, and again from che botrom to the top; by the particu- 


lar fretting and refra&tion a great many. effluvia's of Attoms part from 


the Liquour, which if they are kept in by a Veſſel cloſe ſtopr, the Li- 
queer ferments roo much, and often makes the Veſſel flye in pieces. 
o the Blood within the Veins is preſt-on; by conſtant circulation : 
the vital Spirit ſubtiliſes, refringes, and preſently ſabdues the grofſer 
Particles : drives forth that which is heterogeneous and 1mmiſcible: 
mean while from the refra&ion, and working of the Parts and Cor- 
puſcles,the Effiuvia of heat conſtantly flow forth, and evaporate by the 
Pord : upon the clofing of which,if tranſpiration be hindred, proſe |

"-Sccondly, we obſerve concerning Wines, that they grow turgid if 
any thing that is extraneous and of a fermentative Nature be mixt 
with them : nay, that ſometimes they are troubled more than uſually 


' of their own accord: for when by a long digeſtion the ſulphureous part 


of the Wine is exalted too much, it falls an efferyeſcence greater 
than ir ought, and (unleſs it be preſently appeas'd ) it perverts the cra- | 


| ſisof the Liquour by its Turgeſcency; the ſame thing ſeems 


to be 1n the ſh Efferveſcence raisd in the Blood, which is wont 
to be jntroduc'd for thoſe kinds of cauſes, - 

The third obſervation, or compariſon-of the Blood with Wine is 
this: Wines ( as many other Liquours ) have their rimes of Crudity, 
Maturation, and decay, the ſame thing being to be obferv'd in the | 
Blood, | concerning which ſec Dr. Wilks at large. } 

So far of the compariſon of the Blood with wine, what follows, its 
ſimilirude with Milk confiſts in the diverſity of irs parts and their parrt- 
ing from egeh other, which is chiefly ſeen in ir when ir is ler out of 
the Veins, and growscold in a Vefiel, For when the heat and vital 
Spirit, which preſerve all in a mixcure, are fled away, the remaining 

parts 
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depatt from each ocher,and there is made a ſeparation of the thin 

the thick, of the Serum from the fibrous Blood, gc. 
Afﬀer mo confidered rhe Blood, we may obſerve, that the nu- 
tritive Juice, ſupply'd from the Blood, and ſever'd from irs maſs for 
the nutrition of rhe ſolid fometimes by reaſon of its degravation 
and irregular motion caufes many ſymptoms in Fevers: This nutritive 
Juice which 1s ſupply'd from the maſs of Blood, by a certain circulati- 
'on, aſter it has paſt the neryous parts, what remains of it being effzre 
-- - "i as it were, is ſent again by the Lymphick Veſſels to the

| ral (v4z. by the help of what ferments; and by whar forr of 
; turgeſcency of the parts, it is circulated in a continual 
motion through the Veſſels ) prerernatural, viz. for what cauſes, 
and by the eftorts of what parts, ſometimes it boyles aboye meaſure in 
its Veſſels, and falls into feveriſh Efterveſcencies. 

Concerning the natural Motion of the Blood, we do not here en-4 
quire concerning its circulation : viz, by what kind of ſtruRure of the 
| Heart and Veſſels, as it were in a Water Engine, it 1s carried round in 
.a conſtant courſe, but concerningits Fermentation, viz. by what kind 

of mixture of che Parts, and their mutual Aion on eaci1 orher ( like 
Wine fermenting ina Veſſel) it continually boyles: and this kind of 
motion depends both on the Heterogeneity of the parts of the Blood ar ſelf, 
and on the various ferments, which are inſpir'd into the maſs of Blood 
from the Viſcera. 

Asto the firſt, thoſe things which have altogether the Jike Particles, 
do not ferment, wherefore neither diſtilld Waters, chymical Oyles, 
Spirits of Wine,or other ſimple Liquours are ſtir'd at all, bur the Blood, 
conſiſting of various Elements of a contrary nature, and working on 
each ocher continually, ferments, and has all its Particles in a perpe- 
tual Motion. - 

It is an Argument that Ferments are requir'd for Sanguification, 
becauſe, when they fail by nature, they are ſupply'd by Art with good 
ſaccefs: for fixt Salts, Alchalies, Extra&ts, Digeſtives, and eſpecially 
Chalybeat -Remedics give help only in this reſpeR, that « [Ce

Wi. muſt next enquire concerning the BloodFmotion both natu- 
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ſtore a new the ebullition of the Blood either weak or almoſt extin&. 

As to what concerns natural,Ferments, certainly many may be 
form'd and -ſtor'd up in divers Parts, or Viſcera: for any Humour in 
woich the Particles of Salt,Sulphur gr Spirit, being very much exalted, are 
contain'd, indues the nature of a Ferment : After that: manner Teſt and 
Leaven*come to be. ſuch, with which new Beer, and a mals of Bread 
are excellently fermented : In like manner, an acetous Humour in the 
Stomack, participating of an exalted Salt, helps there Conco&ton: 
and in the Splecn,the Dreggs of the Blood, by reaſon of the Salt and 
Earth exalted in them, turn to a ferment. 

How great a Vigour comes to the Blood from the Womb and geni- 
tal Parts, appears hence, becauſe from the Privation or Diſcraſte of 
theſe in Virgins a Green-fickneſs, in Men a want of Beard, a weak 
Voice, and an amiſſion of Virility follow, but the cheif ferment which 
ferves for Sanguificationis lodged in the Heart ; for hereis the greatcſt 
ſcat of heat, in which the more crude Particles of the Chyme are kind- 
led as it were, and acquire a volatility. ; 

Therefore the Motion and heat in the Blood, depend chiefly on two 
things, viz. partly on its proper Crafts and Conſtitution, whereby be- 
iog plentifully compor'd of the aRive Principles of Spirit,Salt,and Sul- 
phur, 1t grows rirgid of its own accord in its Veſſels (as Wine in 4 
Hogs-head ) and partly on the ferment implanted in the Heart, which 
yery much rarifies the Liquour, pafling through its Sinugs, and forces 
it toſpring forth with a frothy Efferveſcency. 

Let thus much ſutfize concerning the natural Motion, Heat, and 
Fermentation of the Blood, in the even tenour of which the ſtate 
of our Health conſiſts: ro ſpeak now of its preternatural, or over 
great Efferveſcency, on which the Types, and Fits of Fevers depend, 
I call an over-great or preternatural Fermentation, when the Blood 
( like a Pot boyling over the Fire _) boyles above meaſure, and being 
rarified with a frothy Turgeſcency, ſwells the Vellels, raiſes a quick 
Pulſe, and, like a ſu!phureous Liquour taking fire,ditfuſes on all tides a 
burning heat, | 

This kin4 of Motion or Fermentation of the Blood is excellently 11- 
luſtrared by the example of fermenting Wines : for Wines, beſides 
rhe gentle and even fermentation, whereby they are firſt depurated, 
at certain times boyl ſo mightily, that chey work over the Veſſels : and 
if they are cloſe ſtopt,they make them flye in pieces; after this manner, 
being put upon an effort as it were, unleſs they are preſently drawn off 
from the Tartar, or their Lees into another veſſel, they ceaſe not to 
boyl, till che Spirit, being very much ſpent, and the Sulphur or Salt 
roo much exalted, they either become over-fretted, or degenerate 1n- 
to Vinegar. , 

Such an-Efferveſcency 1s wont to be raiſed chiefly for two Cauſes 3 
firſt when any thing extraneous and immiſcible is put into the A

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ſo ſome drops of Tallow or of Fat dropt into the veſſel, produce 
this Motion _) or — when Wines having too much Lees or Tar- 
tar (by reaſon of.che ſalphureous parts exalted above meaſure) fall 
into an Efferveſcence of their own accord, and boyl vehemently: for 
in whatſoever ſubſtance Sulphur abounds, and its Particles being looſ-_ 
ned from their mixture, joyn with one another, and are kept cloſe 
. together, there ſuch immoderate Efferveſcencies are procur'd. 

After the like (tho nor wholly the ſame ) manner as Wines fer- 
ment, che Ebullirion of the Blood 1s cauſed, viz. either ſome cxtrane- 
ous and hererogeneous thing 1s nuxt with the Blood, which,in regard 
It 1s not aflumilaced,is wont ro cauſe a perturbation and Efleryeſcence, 
till the heterogeneous thing be either ſubdued, or ſent forth, and the 
confuſed and troubled Particles of the Blood, are clear'd again, and 
take to their former poſition and fite in mixture. Or ſecondly, the- 
Blood is troubled above meaſure, becauſe ſome Principle or Element 
which compoſes it, ( viz. the Spirit or Sulphur ) 15 rais'd beyond the 
natural Temper, and becomes exorbitant, whereby the Particles of this, 
or that not agreeing with the reſt, are looſned from their mixture, 
being loos'd make an effort more then they ought; exagirate the Li- 

uour of the Blood, and cauſe an efterveſcence, which is not appeas'd, 
till che Blood, being intlaned as it were, has burnt a long time with a 
feveriſh blaſt, Bur chere 1s this difference berwixt theſe two boyl- 
ings of the Blood, that the Efferveſcence which depends on the m1x- 
ture of an extrancous thing with the Blood, is for the moſt parr ſhort, 
or comming by Firs z which when the heterogeneous thing 1s ſeparated 
or ſubdued, ceaſes of its own accord, and the troubled and diſordered 
parts of the Blood readily return to their natural Sire or Crafts : bur 
the Ebullition which ariſes from the difordering of the exorbitant 
Spirit or Sulphur,is continual : to wit, here the whole maſs of Blood 
is ſo open'd, and looſn'd from the ſtrift bond of mixture, that taking a 
fire like an oily Liquour, it does not ceaſe to rage and flame till the 
Pzrticles of the Spiritor Sulphur, or of the combuſtible marter are for 
the greateſt part conſum'd, SY 

There remains yet a third preternatural way of efferveſcency, in 
which the Blood undergoes an alteration, which does not happen to 
Wine, but very frequently to Milk : 477. ſometimes a coagulation 
of that liquor is induc'd by a morbifick cauſe, ſo thar its ſubſtance 1s 
fus'd, cos ſeparates into parts, there 1s a ſecretion made of that 
which 1s thick and earthy from the thin; by reaſon of which the 
Blood is not meetly circulated inthe Veſſels, but its congeal'd portions, 
being apt to be fix'd in the extreme Varts, or toſtagnare in the Heart, 
Interrupt its even motion, and greatly hinder it. For reſtoring of 
which, efterveſcencies greater than uſual are rais'd in the Blood; to 
wit, ſuch as every where occur in the Pleurifie, Plague, Small Pox, 
and malignant Diſeaſes, a

C H.A P . IM. 
Of Intermitting Fevers. 


Fever may be defcrib'd after this manner, That it is a diſor- 
A derly motion of the Blood, and its over great boyling, with a heat 
ind thirfl, and other ſymptoms beſides, with which the natural 
economy is variouſly troubled. As we obſery'd before concerning the effer- 
yeſcence of the Blood, ſo we may now concerning the Fever, that its 
acced3 is cither ſhort, avd coming by fits ; which therefore is called 
Intermittent : or great, and drawn in {ength, which is call'd a continual 
Feyer: We ſhall ſpeak firſt of the intermittent. | 
ing this RR ES (Ne in gence wha ft 
of efferveſcence of the Blood it 1s which its Fir, and whence it 
is rais'd. Secondly, Wherefore the Fit confiſts of a coldneſs, with a 
ſhivering, and a fweat enſuing. Thirdly, What is the cauſe of the 
Intermiftion, and of the ſet times of return. .Fourthly and laſtly, we 
ſhall ſabjoyn certain irregularities of Intermittent Fevers. 

As to the firſt, We muſt ſuppoſe, that fer an Intermittent Fever, 
fome heterogeneous thing is m1x'd with the Blood, whoſe Particles, 
in regard they are not affumilated , make fo long an cbullition of the 
fame, till either —_——_— they are rendred miſcible, or being 
ſubrilisd,they are ſent : wherefore, ſuch matter being ſubdued or 
ſent forth, the fit ceaſes; and when this matter ſprings a freſh, it cauſes 
a new Ebullition, and conſequently a new Fit happens, 

Now that which cauſes an exaQtly periodical Efferveſcence of the 
Blood, muft of y be ſome thing which againſt each of the ſer 
returns or acceſſes of the Fever is engendred in our Body in a et 
meaſure, and alwayes in an even proportion, and 1s communicated to 
rhe maſs of Blood : wherewith,when the Blood is ſaturated to afulneſs, 

ſently it grows turgid, and falls into an Efferveſcence : now what- 
ver others may think, I judge this thing to be the nutritive Juice, 
ſupplyed from the marrer of things eaten and convey'd to the Blood 
in weight and meaſure, which, in regard it is not aflimilated through 
defeft of Sanguification, being heap' er to a fulneſs in the Veſ- 

ſels, it cauſes a Turgeſcency m the Blood for its expulſion. 
| T have obſerved before a three-fold State concerning the Parricles 
of the Blood, viz. of Cradiry, Maturity and Decay, that 1s to fay, che 
nutritive Juice ſupplyed fromthe daily Food, comes crude, being mixt 
with the Blood, and circulated for ſome time, it is affimilared, and 
maturated into a perfe& humour; afterward waxing ſtale, it runs inte 
parts, 
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parts,and is ſeparated, while the Bloed is continually renewed after this 
even manner, and its loſſes are repair'd, it ferments quietly, and is 
circulated within the Veſſels without tumule or immoderate Efferveſ- 
cence 3 bur if the ſupply of the nutritive Juice be not maturated as be- 
fore, nor turns into Blood by a perfe digeſtion ; its Particles mixt with 
the Blood, continue in its maſs as ſome thing.and not 
exaftly agrecing 3 with which,when itisſa ro a fulneſs, preſently 
the Blood grows turgid, and falls into a feveriſh Efferveſcence, where» 
by the freſh ſupply of this depraved Juice 1s cither ſubdued or ſent 


Ifit be askr for what cauſe the nutritiveJuice, being mixt with the 
Blood, is not aflimilared, but degenerates into a hererogeneous and 
fermentative matter : I judge that this is done for the moſt part, nor 
through the faulr of the Aliments, or of the Viſcera, but of rhe Blood 
it ſelf, For the Blood, even as Wines, ſometimes falls from its na- 
tive and genuine Diſpofirion, into a ſharp, acid, or auſtere nature,and 
becauſe the Blood languiſics, it happens that when that is fallen from 
irs due temper, it cafily perverts the ſtore of nutritive Juice, where» 
with it ought to be repaired. | 

wp ans, bp to the ſhivering and cold preceding the heart in this af- 
fe&,dou the true and genuine cauſe of thoſe is the flowing and 
rurgeſcencie of the nervous Juice degenerated into a nitrous Matter, 
wherewith the Spirits and heat being charged, are obunded, and the 
nervous Bodies being irritated are pur into a Trembling : bur after- 
ward when theſe nitrous Particles, being in part pr to the Su- 
perhaies of the Body, the Blood is ſomewhat freed from their cum- 

nce and oppreſſion, the animal ſpirits recolle& and begin to diſ- 
play themſelves, and then a moſt intenſe heat enſues, becauſe both 
the maſs of Blood being opened by reaſon ofirs Efferveſcence with the 
febrile marter, and its mixture being looſned, the ſulphureous Parti- 
cles are freely kindled in the Heart : and becauſe ( the Pores of the 
Skin bei qo by the ſame matter protruded toward the circum- 
ference e Body ) the vapory Effluvia are inwardly reſtrained, 
which much exagitate and heat the Blood: and which heat continues 
ſtilkin ir ill the fermentarive Matter being wholly burnt, and fully 
ſubdued and ſubriliz'd together with the aduſt Recrements remaining 
after the egragen and joyning with the Serum, they evaporate 
by Sweat or inſenſible Tranſpiration. 

Thirdly, from what is ſaid it will be eaſy to ſhew the Cauſes of the 
Interm1 and of rhe Set Returns, wiz. the Intermiſſon follows, 
becauſe the Morbifick Matter 1s all clear'd at one fir, and fo till a new 
be brought in place, an intermiſſion follows of . Now a new 
matrer begins to be engendred from the time that the laſt Fir ceavd, 
and when the Blood is filled again to a Turgeſcency, ut boyles and 
comes to a flowing,” - = 
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As to the Set Returns of the Fits, theſe happen,becauſe for the moſt 
part the nutritive Juice 1s ſupplied from the Viſcera to the Blood 
paſling in the Veins 1n an even meaſure and quantity, tho ſometimes, 
if the Perſons who have intermittent Fevers gorge themſelves ton 
much, or are very abſtemious, the Fits happen ſooner or later than 
uſual. | 

If it be ask'd, wherefore the Set Returns of Fevers are not of one 

kind, and of the ſame diſtance, but that ſome come every day, ſome 
every third or fourth day; the cauſe is the different conſtiturzon of 
the Blood, whereby it is perverted from its due temper into a ſharp, 
ſomerimes an acid, or auſtere diſpoſition. According to this differ- 
ing Dyſcraſy, the nutritive Juice, freſh brought, falls more or leſs 
from its. maturation, and is perverted into a matter ſboner or later 
apt to Ferment, 

The Procataraick Cauſes of this Diſeaſe plainly ſhew its Origine 
from the temper of the Blood being chang'd. For intermitring Fevers 
are chiefly rife in that Seaſon, and thoſe places, in which the Blood 
reteives the greateſt alreration from the Air. 

The ſame thing is made out by the Cure of intermitrent Fevers, 
whether it be natural and critical; or artificial, and be peyform'd by 
the help of Medicines : As to the firſt, Intermittent Fevers are wont 
to be terminated after a two-fold manner : the firſt is, when the tem- 
per of the Blood is altered by the Firs themſelyes, and it is brought 
to its natural ſtate ; the other way is, when the change of the Air or 
Place of abode brings a mighty alteration of the Blood, for ſo Fevers 

n about the Equznoxes, are terminated about the Solftices; alſo 
the Diſcas'd travelling into another Country often recover, 

As.to the Cure to be perform'd with Medicine:, 1t 1s undertaken 
either Emprirically or Dogmatically ; and in this Diſcaſe Empyrical Re- 
medies, taken from Mountebanks or old Women, are more eſteem'd, 
and often effe& more than the Preſcripts of Phyſicians given according 
to an Exact merhod of Curing, 

The: Empyrical Remedies which are ſaid to cure intermittent Fe- 
vers, are ſuch as without any evacuation keep off the invading Fit : 
and are either taken inwardly, or are outwardly apply'd where the 
Pulſes chietly bear, vrz. they are bound for the moſt part to the Regi- 
on of the Heart, or to the Hand-wriſts, or to the Soles of the Feet : 
now it 1s worthy to be enquired into, after what manner theſe work, 
and by what means they ſtop the feveriſh acceſſes. It 1s manifeſt in 
the firſt place, that the vertue and ation of theſe things which are 
outwardly applyed, are communicated to the Blood and Spirits 

- immediately ; and in regard they drive off the Fir by way of preventi- 

on without the evacuation of any humour or. matrer, of neceflity rhe 

reaſon of this effe& mult conſiſt only in this, that by the uſe of theſe 

kinds of Medicines the Turgeſcency and Fermentation of the _ 
| f wit 
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with the Febrile matter are ſtopt,thatis to ſay,from the Medicine bound 
about the Veſſels, certain Corpuſcles or Effluvia are communicated to 
the Blood, which greatly fix, and conſtringe its Particles, or alſo by 
fuſing and exagitating precipitate them as it were: after both wayes 
7027 Preakns, Efferveſcence of the Blood 1s hindred: like as when 
cold Water is put into a boyling Pot; or as when Vinegar or Allum is 
pur into new and working Beer , preſently the fermentation ceaſes, 
and the Liquour acquires a new taft and conſiſtency, and is as fit 
for drinking as if 1t had been ripened a long time. Nowthat theſe 
Febrifuges operate after this manner, it ſeems plain enough, becauſe 
thoſe that are of chiefeſt note excell in a ſtyprick and aſtringent, or 
alſo in a precipitating Virtue : hence Sea-ſalt, Nitre, Sal Gemm, the 
Fuice of Plantain, Shepherds pouch, all aftringent Herbs bruiſed with 
Vinegar, and the like things bound to the Wrifts ; the roots of Tarrow, 
Tormentill, alſo Camphire hung about the Neck, are ſaid to remove this 
Diſeaſe : Moreover the things that are taken inwardly are of the like 
fort, the Juice of Plantain, red Roſe-water, Allum, in as much as they 
fix and conſtringe the Blood ; a Deco&tion of Pepper, Sal Armoniach , 
or of Wormwood, Spirit of Vitrisl, alſo a ſudden Paſſion of Anger or 
Fear, in as much as by fuſing and exagitating the Blood, they pre- 
cipitate jt, often hinder the feveriſh acceſs: like as a concuſſion and 
exagiration of any Liquour, or an infuſion of aſtringent chings in it 
hinder a ſpontaneous Efferveſcence or Effort. It is uſual with ſome 
Empiricks for the cure of intermittent Fevers, to make a hard Ball of 
Flax or Paper cowled up, and to bind it fo cloſe to the Wriſt where 
the Pulſes beat, that the circulation of the Blood in that place is mn 
ſome manner ſtopt, and by this means the invading fit of the Fever 
is driven away. I have certainly known many cured after this man- 
ner ofa long continued Diſeaſe: the reaſon of which ſeems to be,thar 
whilſt the Blood is ſtayed in its Motion in any part, it ſtirs more v1- 
olently inthe reſt, and fo from that trouble raiſed in the whole Blood, 
the ſpontaneous Efterveſcence of its Liquour, which was to follow a 
while after, is ſtopt: and upon the Firs being pur off twice or thrice, 
_— takes to the digeſtion of the matter, and to its ancient regu- 

ItY. 

The dogmarical cure for the moſt part is undertaken by Vomits and 
Cathartichs, alſo by letting Blood: with which the Diſcaſed are miſe- 
rably tormented, and the Diſcaſe is ſeldom brought to an end, tho 
ſomerimes Tertian Fevers are taken away by a Vomit given alittle be- 
fore the Fit, which happens,becauſe by this means the Blood 1s pretty 
fully cleanſed of irs bilous Humour: tho its worthy obſervation that . 
Vomits do no good in a Quartan Ague, and feldom in a Tertian, un- 
leſs they are given preſencly: at the beginning, when thie febrile Dil- 
poſition 15 yer light, and not fully confirmed. 
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- Concerning intermicting Feyers in general, there remain yet to be 
explained certain irregularities of them, in which' they alter from the 
common way : firſt therefore, the fits are wont ſomerimes to be with- 
out cold or ſhiveripg : an intermitrenc. Fever was rife this Autumn, 
whoſe acceſſes troubled the diſeaſed only with heat, and that very in- 
renſ(e, in mony there was a violent -yomiting, but no cold or ſwear ; 
after four or five returns had hapned, as the fir invaded, the diſeaſed 
were wont to bea little chill'd, and afterward plainly to have the cold 
fit, and, as it went off, to (ſweat: the reaſon of this was,becauſe by the 
hor ſummer the Conſtirution of the Blood was become ſharp and very 
much burat : wherefore the Particles of the crude Juice mix: with it 
were preſently ſcorcht and burnt,that they did not wax cold firſt, with 
a ſourneſs (like new- beer) and then afterward burn out;. but a Tur- 
gelcency being raiſed, the whole (like dry Wood laid on the fire) 

eſently burnt out in a light flame; but afterward, the Liquour of the 
Elood, after having burnc for ſome firs, became leſs torrified ; that 
the depraved nutritive Juice was nor preſently ſcorcht, bur paſſed into * 
a nitrous Matter, and fermenting with a fourneſs ; which firſt growing 
turgid, brought a ſence of coldneſfs on the whole Body. | 

There remains yet a great doubt concerning the diftances of the 


returns, which ſometimes ſeem to be double 1n the ſame Fever, thar 


the firſt acce( anſwers tothe third, and both happily in the Morning: 
and again, the ſecond to the fourth, and both happen in the Evening, 


and fo on: wherefore ſuch a Fever is wont to be called a double tertian 


or quarten ; It ſeems to me, that'in this caſe ſometimes it happens that 
the Fever is ample, and of one kind, and that the Types are a like, 
and all agreeing with each other z but that the errour chiefly ariſes, 
becauſe the intervals of the returns are not computed by hours, bur 
by dayes : for ſince the intervals of the beginnings of the Fits are not 
diſtant fromeach twenty four hours cxaQly, but either fixteen or thir- 
ty hours in a quotidian, and in a tertian not forty eight hours, bur 
forty or fifty fix, more or lefs, or thereabout, it will come to paſs that 
the alternate firs will happen before, and the reſt after noon : ro which 
alſo maybe added, that Ge uneven way of hving which the diſcaſcd 
uſe, may oftentimes produce great unevenneſles of the returns, that 
ſometimes the fir comes ewice a day,as I have often obſerved in cache- 
Eical Perſons, and ſuch as have uſed a diſorderly dyet: neverthelcis 
i often happens that intermittent Fevers have returns of fits which 
neither obſerve the ſame diſtance, nor keep wholly to the ſame ſort of 
form : 1 have frequently noted in a quartan Fever, that beſides the ſet 


 acceſics, rerurning about the ſame hour, the fourth day, certatn er- 


ring and uncerran firs troubled the Diſcaſcd, that ſometimes, the day 
preceeding the wonted fit, ſometimes folowing it, another fit alſo 
(rho ſlight ) was raiſed anew, carrying exaQly the Type of an inter- 


muttent Feyer, with a ſhivering, a heat and ſweat: and — 
the 
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the primary. ore ronenes at the uſual time; this for the moſt pare 
15 wont ro happen cither by a diet ill ordered, eſpecially by ſurfeiting 
and __—_ Wine,or by the ill adminiſtration of Phyfick: therea- 
ſon of which, I take it, confaſts in this, that by theſe errours in diet 
- more matter is heapt together, than can be clear'd off at one fit.

CHAYPF. IV. 


Of the kinds of intermittent Fevers, and firſt, of a 


Tertian. 


E eall a Tertian Fever, not thatwhich happens atthree days 
ww diſtance; but incluſively from the day in which one fit be- 


ins, on the third thence, another returns : mean while, 
ſomerumes if the fits arElong, viz. protracted to twenty four hours, 
and withall come before the uſual time of their accefles, the ſpace of 
intermiſſion is often leſs then twenty four hours. 

The eſſence of a Tertian Fever confiſts in this, that the Blood ( like 
Beer made of oyer-dryed Malt_) being too ſharp and burnt, does nor 
ſoon- ſubdue and ripen the nutritive Trice, which 15 brought into it 
crude, from things eaten, but perverts a great deal of it into a Nitro- - 
ſulphureous matter, wherewith, when the maſs of Blood 1s ſaturated 
to a Turgeſcency, like new Beer put in Bottles, it falls a fermenting ; 
from the flowing of that nitrous matter, which obtunds the hear and 
vital Spirits, and twitches the nervous Parts, firft a cold 1s cauſed 
wich a ſhivering: afterward,the vital Spirit prevalling again, this mat- 
ter fermenting 1n the Blood, begins to be maſtered and to be kindled 
in the Heart,by the burning of which,an intenſe hear is diffus'dthrough- 
out the whole Body : afterward its relicks being ſevered, and mixing 
with the Serum, are ſent forth by ſweat. 

This burnt diſpoſition of the Bleod confiſts in this, that it is im- 
pregnated more than it ought with Particles of Salt and Sulphur : 
Wherefore the procatar#ich Cauſes which diſpoſe to this diſeaſe are a 
hot and bilous Temperament, Youth, a very hot Diet, as an immo- 
derate uſe of Wine and peppered meats; bur eſpecially the Vernal and 
Autumnal Seaſons of the Year; tho moſt commonly ſome evident 
Cauſe beſides is requir'd for putting this Diſpoſition in at, and we 
aſcribe the origine of this Diſeaſe to ſome notable accident : Where- 
fore a lying on the Ground, or taking cold after ſweating, or tranſpira- 
ZZZ2 ctlon 
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tion any way hindred, alſo ſaurfeiting or a troubling of the Stomack by 
diſorderly cating, and whatſoever . al cauſe an ynmoderate effer- 
yeſcence of the Blood, bring into a the latent diſpoſition of this Dj- 
ſeaſe : for on every ſuch occaſion the pry? 6 heapt together in 
the Blood, and ſomewhat deprav'd, falls a flowing, and ſe arating 
from the reſt of the Blood, ferments it with a nitrous ſourneſs, after. 
ward being kindled and cxagitated with the vital Spirit and Hear, ir 
brings the fit with a very intenſe burning. 

A Tertian Fever 1s wont to be moſt common inthe Spring,at which 
time the Blood is moſt vigoron: 22d inbeſt plight. A Fever hapning,if ir 
continuesnot long,is commonly ſaid rather to be Phyſick,than a Dileaſe, 
which in part is true, becauſe by this means the impurities of the Blood 
are conſumed, the obtru&ions of the Viſcera are opened, and indeed 
the whole body is ventilated, ſo that it is wholly freed from any ex- 
crementitious matter, and from the ſeminaries of growing Diſeaſes: 
bur if this Diſeaſe be drawn out in length, it is the cauſe of many Di- 
ſtempers, and of a long fickneſs : for hereby the maſs of Blood is very 
much deprived of the viral Spiritz and ( like Wine toe much ferment- 
ed) in ſome manner looſes 1ts ſtrength, wherefore a Fanndiſe, Scur- 
wvy, or Cachexia follow upon this Fever,when it 1s long a curing : for 
by the frequent fits, the vital ſpirit very much evaporates, which in 
regard it 15 little reſtored by things eaten, the Blood becomesthereby 
watery, and almoſt without ſtrength : mean while, the Particles of the 
Salt and Sulphur are raiſed and exalted more, whence the Blood is 
made ſharp and ſalt; and fo more unapt for Circulation and a Pneu- 
matoſis, 

Moreover this Diſeaſe, protrated in length, often changes its form, 
and from a Terrian, becomes either a quotidian, or ſometimes a quar- 
tan; and afrerward,ſomerimes ir returns from borh to a Terrian : the 
reaſon of this 1s, the various change of the Diſpoſition of the Blood 3 
for when from being ſharp and bilous, as it is in a Tettian, 1t comes 
to be leſs ſharp, bur more watery, and weaker in its Crafis, the in- 
creaſes of the fermentative matter are more quick, and the acceſies 
return daily, but when it turns auſtere and pontick, the increaſes of 
the matter being more flow, the fit comes but on the fourth day. 

Certain Symptoms are wont to happen upon a Tertian Fever,which 
are vulgarly accounted for the Criſes of this Diſeaſe ; and in truth, 
ſomerimes thoſe appearing, the affe& cicher clearly ceaſes, or begins 
to remit of 1ts wonted fierceneſs : thoſe Symproms are chiefly theſe 
three, viz. a breaking forth of the Lips, a Faundiſe, and a Phlegmn ſud- 
denly raifed in any parr of the Body ; tho I haye ſometimes obſerved, 
that notwithſtanding ſuch breaking forth of the Lips, the Fever has 
continued obſtinate for a long time. wherefore I think 1t muſt be 
faid, that that eruption of Pimples denotes only a fuller Diaphoreſis 
30 the whole, whereby the orolh as well as the ſubtle Recopmngang 

that 
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that aduſt Blood, _— forth; for I have known in ſome, that in 
a Tertian Fever $ have broke out all over their Body, as 
tho they had the ſmall Pox; and if by this free ventilation, as by a 

urging, the Blood is ſo freed, that it recovers its ancient Crafis, the 
Fever 1s come to a Criſis; but if .( as 1t ſometimes happens) ſome re- 
crements, tho the more groſs, break forth, and others remain within, 
and ſtill foment the feveriſh Diſpoſition, thoſe ſores argue only a grea- 
ter taint of the Blood, and an obſtinacy of the Diſcaſe; therefore it is 
to be obſerved, 1f upon ſore Lips the Fever does not remit, it will 
prove of long continuance and ſevere. 

Sometimes a Jaundiſe happens upon a tertian Fever, and puts- an 
end to it, the reaſon is, becauſe when the Blood has gotten a ſharp 
or bilous Diſpoſition, that thereby 1t perverts the nutritive Juice, and 
ſo heaps together an excrementirious martrer, it 15 often freed from that 
Diſcraſy, when by a ſudden excretion the recrements of the aduſt Salr 
and Sulphur, are freely purged : the Gall-veſlels being irritated by a 
Medicine or fj tuna} and ſq plentifully clearing forth the 
er from the Blood, often perform chis: for vomiting, purging, and 
eſpecially a Diarrhza conduce very much to the cure of this Diſeaſe,nay 
ſometimes the Blood alone, exerring it ſelf of its own accord, throws 
off its bilous Recrements as its refuſe, and depoſes itin the Skin in cir- 
culating, and ſo the Jaundiſe cures the Fever, 

When a Phlegmon ( as it ſometimes is wont ) happens upon this affe&, 
it is commonly faid,that the Ague 1s fallen into the place ſwoll'n. Now 
it ſeems nor ſtrange that the Diſcaſe is determined b ſuch an abſceſs : 
becauſe the Blood by this means continually ſevers from 1ts body the 
ſtore of the degenerated nutritive Juice,and conveys it to the Part afie&- 
ed: wherefore a Belly continually looſe has freed ſome by degrees : be- 
cauſe by this means the Blood has preſently caſt forth its unprofitable 
Burthen, ſtill growing upon it, nor has allowed it a full increaſe: 
and ſometimes alſo, a deafneſs hapning on a ſudden, the tertian Fever 
has preſently ceas'd, viz. by reaſon of the continual Metaſtaſis of the 
febrile matter from the maſs of Blood to the Head. 

Burt if a tertian Fever neither declines by degrees of its own accord 
within a ſhort time, ſo as to ceaſe wholly within ſeven or ten returns, 
nor 1s brought to a Criſis by any of the ways above-menticned, 
nor is remov'd by the help of Phyfick ; bur after ten or twelve fits 
continues ſtill ſorely to affli& the Diſeaſed,it will prove a very diffculr 
thing to cure it: for the Blood,by the continual heaping together ofthe 
febrile Matter, and by its frequent being inflam'd, becomes ar lergth 
ſo depraved, that it concodts nothing rightly for nour:ſning the Bo- 
dy and ſupporting its ſtrength : nor is it able wholly to ſhake cff the 
impurities and Excrements from its maſs, that it may make a Criſis 
of the Diſeaſe ; but the ſame daily prevailing, the Bled, beſides its 
dyſcraſie, begins to be ſomewhar injur'd in its mixcure, _—_— 
the 
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the Fits fetiirn more frequently ; nor does a perfe& intermiſſion come 
berweerl, butt the Diſcafed being very weak and faint, are in a man- 
ner- always feveriſh, with a thirſt and heat, When the thing is 
broupht* to tliis paſs, unleſs Art affords a Remedy, or the change of 
rhe place of aboad, or the revolutian of the Year bring relief, this 
AﬀeR ofteti is terminated im Death. | 

As' to the Cure, the Method of healing commonly is .direfed to 
this only ſcope, viz. that the Minera of the Diſeaſe be extirpared, 
and that the febrile Matter be eradicated out of our Body without 
any remaining fomes or fear of a Relapſe; wherefore we diligently 
inſiſt on Vomits and Purges, which, when they do little rowards a 
Cute, but the ſtrength of the Diſcaſed is very much broken, they are 
left by the Phyficianis, and the whole bufineſs is committed to Na- 
rare, The Intentions ( as it ſeems to me ) ought to be theſe; Firſt, 
the reſtoring of the Blood to its natural temper, Secondly, the pre- 
vention (as much as may be ) of the depravation of the nutritive 
Fuyce. Thirdly, the ſto ping of the feveriſh fermentation for keep- 
my oft the Fit. And theſe Indications have place nor only in a Tertian 
Fever, but in every ihtermitrerit Fever befides : which nevertheleſs 
are not to be perform'd by the ſame wayes or Remedies, but by one 
ſort and another, -according to the diverſity of the Diſeaſe, the con- 
dirion of the ſick, and the fymptoms chiefly preſſing : howſoever, in 
the Cure of this Diſeaſe, there is more to be 1mputed to Nature, and to 
2 well regulated form of Diet, than to Pharmacy. 

1. Concerning the firſt Itention, viz. that the Blood may be re- 
dac'd to its natural reniper, Vomits, bleeding, and purging are of great 
Uſe ; eſpecially if they are uſed in the beginning of the Diſeaſe. Vo- 
mirs do good, inaſmuch as they purge the Stomach, that the firſt con- 
eoftion may be better perfornrd, and that thereby a purer nutritive 
Chytme may be ſupplied for the Matter of the Blood, and chiefly, in- 
afinuch as by forcing the Choler plentifully from the meats cholede- 
chus,- they empty the Gall-bladder, that thereby the Choler may be 
more coptouſly clear'd from the Blood, and fo the Blood may be 
cleans from the recrements of the aduſt Sulphur and Sale. Opening 
4 Vein cools and ventilates the Blood, that thereby it 1s leſs torrified 
or parch'd, and is circulated more freely in the Veſſels without dan- 
ger of being burnt, Purging alſo draws plentifally the Choler from 
the Gall-veflels, and conſequently from the maſs of Blood, and by 1r- 
ritating them, forces it forth. For this end, ( wiz. the reducement of 
the Blood, Dizeſtives conduce, being ſharp qualifiers, inaſmuch as 
they fute anil alter the Blood, and'allay its fervour. Sometimes alſo 
the change of the place of abode, and: of the Air, egregiouſly corrects 
the evil conftiturion of the Blood above any other Remedies. 

The ſecond Tritention is excellently perform'd by a Diet, and an ex- 
at form of Food, which itr this Diſeaſe ought ro be thin and _* 

\ . Where- 
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wherefore Hunger 15 commonly aid to be the beſt Remedy of this 
Diſeaſe ; and we find by common Experience, that by a feed-' 
ing the feveriſh acceſs 1s moſt commonly put off beyond irs uſual 
' time, There are two things chiefly to be obſery'd concerning | 
Dyer; firſt, thar the Aliments be thin, let nothing be given plu 
requs or ſpirituous 3 for ſo the confagration of the Blood is leflened : 
then ſecondly, that when the Fit 15 a coming, or has ſeized, n 
. Food be taken ; wheretfore in faſting Perſons the Fit is more mil, 

and is ſooner over. _ | | : thy 
What was propos'd in the third pre: a ſtopping of the feveriſh 
acceſs, is undertaken by Remedies which ſtop rhe fermentation of the 
Blood 3 and tho this Remedy be look'd upon by Phyſicians as Em- 
pyrical, Immethodical, and Deceitful, yet I have found by expert- 
ence, that theſe Fevers have been oftentimes cured this way, w 
Medicines did nothing at all : tho you muſt obſerye, that the uſe 
theſe after bleeding and purging (if there be need of them ) will ds 
moſt good, and unleſs theſe are duely premitted, thoſe others ſel- 
dom ſtop the Fit : and Vomiting, Purging, and Blooding, unleſs they 
are uſed preſently and at the beginning, do little pod, nay, are oft- 
ner wont to do hurt; wherefore if the Choler about the Enki 


be plentifully cleanſed farth, or the Blood be ventilated by br 
a Vein, it is reduced to 1ts due Crafis ; but afterward, in the 
of this Diſcaſe, ( the Spirit being very much exhauſted, and the Salc 
and_Sulphur being too much exalted ) if theſe evacuations are ugd, 
they weaken the Crafis of the Blood more ; and therefore it is found 
by obſervation, that a Tertian Fever is ſeldom or never car'd, and of- 
ten paſſes into a Quotidian, where theſe Medicines are us'd very late, 
I have known my ſelf in the Spring-time that certain Perſons enjoy 
a good entire health; have fallen preſently into a Tertijan Fever, at- 
ter having taken a Vomit for prevention-fake, which cauſed a violent 
evacuation; and that others, who have been cur'd for ſome time of 
this Fever,. have preſently undergone a relapſe upon taking a ſtrong 
Purge for carrying off the remainder of the febrile matter : it may 
readily be ſaid, that the Minera of the Diſeaſe lying quiet before, 15 
rous'd up by this means by the Medicine, and brought into a&; but 
if you conſider this thing rightly, it ſeems rather to be. ſaid, that by a 
ſtrong Purge the Crafis of the Blood is very much injur'd, and where- 
as before it was prone to a bilous Diſcraly, ſo that ir afſimilated with 
difficulty the nutritive Juyce, upon this evident cauſe it preſently de- 
erates more, and that it forthwith perverts the Nutriment ituo a 
ermentative matter, and ſo incurrs the feyeriſh diſpoſition. An Opi- 
nion has vulgarly prevail'd, that a Tertian Fever can ſcarce be cured 
Without a Vomit; wherefore ſome Medicaſters are' wont, under the 
nn of neccflity, to give an Emerick Medicine to any Perſons what- 
deyer troubled with chis Diſeaſe ( tho weak and infirm _) not witheur 
| $fcIt. 
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great danger of Life; and thoſe whom they judge wholly unable rg 

this Remedy, they leave to Nature, as not cafily curable. Bur 
(as I am well ſatisfied by having often try'd the contrary) that this kind 
of Praiſe 1s 1]! founded : and I rather think thar Vomuts are ſeldom 
or never requir'd for the Cure of a Tertian Fever, unleſs it be 1n a ro- 
buſt Body, and readily inclin'd'\to vomir,and when it m_— that the 
Stomach is loaded with an excrementitious matter ; bur inſtead of 
this, chat a gentle Purge may be more properly us'd ; for a Purge in 
this caſe does the ſame thing as a Vomit, to wit, 1t evacuates the Veſ« 
fels containing the Choler, that this being plentifully exhauſted from 
the blood, rhe feveriſh Dyſcraſy may be correted, Now when the 
Humour of the Gall, empried in the Stomach, is drawn forth upward, 
a great offence i thereby brought on the Stomach, and a mighty per- 
turbarion \s raiſed in the whole body : but if by a gentle Catharrick 
rhat Humour is allur'd downward, it is ſent forth without any trouble. 
Moreover, if to a gentle Purge repeated once or twice, a very thin 
Diet, and without any meat, be added, ir will often anſiver the Pre- 
fervatory indication, thar there will not be'need of other Remedies 
for removing the cauſe of the Diſeaſe, but theſe things being duely 
premitred, ler thoſe things be uſed, which either inwardly taken or 
ourwarialy applyed ſtop the acceſs of the Fever, By this plainand ea- 
fie form of Phyſick, wx. by purging with an infulion of Senna and Rhu« 
barb, a thin diet, and a topical febrifuge applyed to the Breft or Wriſts, 1 
have oftentimes known tertian Fevers cured.in a ſhort time, without 
the uſe of any other offenſive Medicine. Nay, a thin diet alone, with 


Periapts ſeaſona bly applyed, has cur'd very ſucceſsfully a Woman with _ 


Child, aged Perſons, and ſuch as were very weak, whoſe ſtrength 
would not bear purging. 

I have (o frequently experienc'd the wiſhed ſucceſs of that merhod, 
that I do not doubt, bur a tertian Fever, if it be mannagd this way 
from the beginning, to wit, before the temper of the Blood be more 
injured by an ill form of diet, or by Phyſick ill adminiſtred, it will 
be cured as eafily as any other Diſeaſe : for proof of this I ſhall give 
the following relation. 

A certain noble Youth, of a cholerick Temperament, was feiſed 
with an intermittent tertian Fever; as the fit came on him he vomit- 
ed very much yellow and greeniſh Choler, afterward for many hours 
he was ſorely troubled with a moſt intenſe Heart-burning, a heat and 
a drought. The day of intermifſion,on which it was my chance to be pre- 
ſent, eight ounces of Blood were drawn by my order from this Perſon, 
and in the Afternoon an emollient Clyſter was inje&ed: he uſed alſo, 
a _y thin diet, (viz. only of Barly Meats) hetook every Night going 
to reſt this Opiate, 1x. Conſerve of Roſes uttriolated ballf dram, Dia- 

ſcordium a ſcruple, and every Morning a Scruple of Salt of Warm-wood, 
in a ſpoonful of the Fuice of Oranges : but theſe things not ſucceed- 
ing ( for 'the fit returned ſomewhat more remiſs, but with 
4 VtÞ 
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a violent vomiting as before) and likewiſe in regard this ſick Perſon 
greatly dreaded a Vomir (| becauſe ypon taking a very gentle Emetick 
not long before he had yomited abour thirty times, even till being 
ſeiz'd with a Cramp and Convulfions, he was brought to a great failure 
of ſtrength with danger of Life _) therefore, the day following the ſaid 
fit, *I gave him a potion of the infuſion of Senna, Rhubarb, ahd yellow 
Saunders with Salt of Wormwood in Fountain Water, by which he purg'd 
ren times with relief: the next M6rning, three hours before he ex- 

the fit, I applyed febriſuge Epithems to his Wriſts, and blooded 

im again to fix onnces, from which time he had no fit of his Fever, 
and atrerward, being purg'd again after the ſame manner, he grew per- 
fealy well. 

Burt if a Tertian Fever, by reaſon of the evil conſtitution of the di- 
ſeaſed, or by reaſon of errovts committed in diet, or Phyfick, has 
laid its roots deep, that after a long continued afte& the fits ſtill grow 
worſe and worſe, and the diſeaſed mightily languiſh, their ſtrength 
being dejeed, with a thurſt, and burning almoſt continual, a loſs of 
Appetite, Watchings, a weak Pulſe, a ruddy Urine, and very full of 
contents, ſomewhat a differing method of Cure ought to be ordered : 
in this caſe firſt ir muſt be endeavour'd that the Diſcraſy of the Blood 
be removed: wherefore ler the diſeaſed feed only on thin diet, as 
' . Barly or Oat Meats,with the opening Roots boyled in them, wholly forbear- 

ing Meat Broaths ; ler the Belly be kept ſoluble ( if it be needful) by 

' the uſe of emollient Clyſters ; Moreover ( Catharticks being omitred ) 
it ſeems that we ought only to infilt on digeiive Medicines, which fuſe 
the Blood, and gently lead forth the ſerous Impurities by Urine ; and 
comforting Remedies, which ſtrengthen the Viſcera, and refreſh the 
Spirits: for this end Apozemes of diuretich Herbs and Roots, neatly pre- 
pared, alſo Opiats of temyerate Conſerves with Sal Nitre, or the fuxt Salt 
of Herbs, and with teſtateous Powders, and Spirit of Vitriol mixt "with 
them,excellently conduce , when the Craſis of the Blood is ſomewhat 
amended, that the Urine is clearer and leſs colured, alſo the ſleep 
quieter, with an abatement of Thirſt and Heat; then Remedies may 
- be profitably given for ſtopping the fir of the Fever : Wherefore ler 

. febrifuge Epithems be applyed to the Wriſts,and to the Solesof the Feet; 
alſo ler the Powder of the Peruvian Bark, or of its Succedaneum,or alſ9 
of the Bark of an Aſh, of Tamarish, or of Gentian,be given in White-wine 
with the mxture of Salts : Afﬀeer that the acceſſes are taken away, and 
the diſcaſed begin to gather Strength, to have a Stomack, and in ſome 
meaſure to conco& what they take, gentle Purges will be of uſe, bur 
let the diſeaſed ſtill abſtain from feeding on Fleſh or rich fare, and-ir 
15 not to be doubted, but he will ſoon recover hus perfeR Health with- 
out yiolent purging or blooding, 
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CHAP. V. 


Of the Intermittent Quotidian Fever or Age. 


likenefs of the Fit, follows a Quotidian, wiz. whoſe acceſs is 
wont to rerurn every day. It is the Opinion of ſome that this 
Fever 1s only a double Tertian, and that it ariſes from the matter being 
diſperſt, and getting poſſeſſion of a two-fold focus ; to which never- 
theleſs I do not agree, and I judge thar its riſe is to be attribured ro a 
peculiar Diſcraſy of the Blood : in this the ſymptems of Heat and 
Cold are more remiſs; but the acce(s holds longer, and is often wont 
to conrinue eighteen or twenty hours: this Fever for the moſt part 
follows upon a Tertian, for when the vital Spirit is much ſpent by a 
frequent Deflagration'of the Blood, and { the feveriſh Diſpoſition fil 
remaining ) the Blood is become weaker, it leſs concoRts,. or brings 
ro-perfe&tion the nutritive m4 wy perverts it ina manner wholly into 
a fermentative matter : wherefore it 15 ſooner brought to an increaſe, 
and is heapt together to a plenirude of Turgeſcency in half the time as 
before: bur becauſe the matter heapr together partakes as well of cru- 
dity as aduſtion, therefore the heat of the fermentation 1s more re- 
miſs and more uneven, and (like green Wood laid on the fire ) it 
burns more flowly ; wherefore the fr 15 of a longer continuance. 
Sometimes 1t Lauens that a Quotidtan Fever ariſes firſt without a 
foregoing Tertian, viz, when a feveriſh affe& ſeifes a Body that is ca- 
cochimical, and filled with evil Juices: for then the Blood, being 
r in Spirits, perverts the nutritive Juice in a greater ſtore, and 
eaps it together 1n a ſhorter time to a plenitude of Turgeſcency: and 
that which at firſt is a Quoridian ofren changes its Type, and becomes 
a Tercian: even as a Tertian often paſles intoa Quotidian,there being a 
great vicinity berwixt theſe Fevers, and their Cauſes; and a little 
change of the Conſtinition of the Blood makes a tranſition of the one 
into the other. An intermittent Quoridian Fever 15 not ſo eafilycur'd 
as a Tertian: for whether that comes firſt ſimply, or follows upon an- 
other intermittent z however it is raiſed from a ſtronger cauſe, and ar- 
gues a greater Diſcraſy of the Blood, which does nor preſently yield to 
Remedies: Morcover, this Fever if it be of Long continuance, or 
comes upon another Cronick Diſeaſe, befides the vice of the Blood, 
it has moſt commonly jovned with it infirmiries of the Viſcera : to 
wit, the Blood being vitiared, cafily faſtens its Impurities, heapt toge- 
ther by degrees on the Viſcera,' as it paſles through their — 
e Hence 
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( Hence in a quotidian Fever ; a loading of the Vemtricle, a tenſion 
of the Hypochondres, obſtruftions, or Tumours ſometimes of the 
Liver, ſometimes of the Spleen, or of the Meſentery,are joyn'd ) tho 
theſe kinds of Aﬀects are not the cauſe of the Fever (as 15 

thought ) bur only its produfts. Wherefore in this Fever, beſides 
the t1mple Method of Cure which is indicaxed in a Tertian, man 
other Intents or Coindicants come in confideration, viz. We muſt uſe 
all our Endeavours that the Ventricle be purged of its load of Humours, 
that the ſtuffings of the Viſcera be clear'd, that their Infirmities be 
ſtrengthned, and together with theſe, that the Diſcraſy of the Blood 
be amended, and the feveriſh acceſles ſtopr, ſo that by reaſon of theſe 
various kinds of Intentions, we muft proceed by a longer 
way to the Cure. In this caſe Vomits, (1f the Strength will 
bear them |) will be of uſe above the reſt; alſo Purges, with 
which the aſſidyous increaſe of the excrementitious Matter may 
be ſent forth, muſt be often repeated 3 beſides theſe, dzgefftive 
Remedies and deobfiruents which reſtore the Ferments of the Viſce- 
ra and of the Blood, and corre& their Diſcrafies are frequently 
to be uſed, Wherefore, fixt Salts of Herbs, their extras to acid 
Spirits of Minerals, and ſometimes Preparations of Steel do excellent- 
ly well. Concerning theſe incans there 15a difficult task, fince, becauſe 
of the manifold evils, many things are to be done together, whereas, 
by reaſon of the afliduiry of rhe feveriſh fit,the Diſeaſed can uſe only 
a few. In affe&s thus complicated, tho the way of Method requires 
firſt a removal of Impediments, and then to cure che Diſeaſe, yer 
I have known this kind of Fever cured often without method, and 
empirically, in a cacochymical Body, attended with many other af- 
fects; to wit, after a light proviſion for the whole, febrifuge Remedies 
ourward!ly applv'd have firſt faken away the feveriſh acceſs, that af- 
terward, rime, and occaſions of curing, might be the better afforded 
for the orher afte&s, I lately went ro ſee a Lady of Qualicy, who 
having long had a cachettical habit of Body, and being weak and fee- 
ble, a monrh after Child-birch, was ſeized with an intermittent Quo- 
tidian ; aftcr {1x or ſeven acceſles of which, her ſtrength was fo caſt 
down, that ſhe was not able to riſe from her bed, or ſcarce to be rais'd 
up in it; nor could ſhe rake ever fo little food, rho very thin, bur it 
caus'd great diſturbances in her Stomach : Moreover, the Region of 
the Stomach, and of the left hypochondre, was all beſet with a hard 
Tumour, and violently paining : By reafon of the ſtrength being ex- 
tremely caſt down, there was no place here for evacuation beſides 
the uſe of Clyſters ; and che Sromach being mighty weak, refus'd all 
other Remedies, unlefs they were pleaſing, and in a ſmall quantity. 
In this difficult caſe, and pent up within narrow limits of Curing, I 
advis'd theſe few things, 42. that ſhe ſhould take twice a day this 
, Mixture 3 viz. Magiſiral water of Earth-worms two ounces, Elixir Pro- 
AAA442 prietatis 
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We. prietatis ſix drops : moreover, I ordered a fomentation to be apply'd to 
43 the Stomach, of the Leaves of Pontick Wormwood, Centory, Southern- 
1word boyl'd in White-wine with the roots of Gentian, the Veſſel covered ; 
and that after the fomentarion,a toaſt dipr in the ſage Liquor ſhould 
be worn on the Stomach ; beſides, I had febrifuge Epithems bound to 
her Wriſts ; and by theſe Remedies alone, on the third day ſhe miſt 
her Fit, and continued free from the ſame afterward, and then by 
the uſe of Chalibeat Remedies, ſhe grew perfe&ly well within a ſhorr 
time,

than 1n the reſt, ir being extended to the fourth day inclufively ; 

and it's wont to be of longer continuance, and more diihculrly 
cured: for this Diſeaſe is protrated for many Months, and often 
Years, and ſeldom or ſcarce at all yields ro Medicines. | 

The Fit for the moſt part begins with cold, and ſhaking, which 
are followed with a pretty troubleſome hear, bur more remifs than 
in a Tertian, Sweat for the moſt part concludes the acceſs. If the Dil- 
eaſe ſticks long, it brings the Scorbutick or hypochondriack afte, and 
involyes men 1n an unhealrhy habit of body. 

The Cauſes which diſpoſe to this Diſeaſe are, firſt, the conſtitution 
of the Air, and of the Seaſon ; for the time of Autumn 15 always pro- 
per for this affeR, thar you ſhall ſeldom obſerve a Quartan Fever to 
ariſe but about the Fall: alſo in certain places, eſpecially abour the 
Sea-coalſt, this affe& is wont to he endemious, ſeizing any that live 
there, or come thither as ſtrangers; for this alſo makes a declining 
age, alſo a melancholy temperament, and which, by reaſon of an il! 
form of Dier, is obnoxious to the hypochondriack afte& z moreover, 
Fevers of another kind, that are of a long continuance,and Chronick 
* Diſeaſes, often paſs into a Quartan Fever. 

Theſe rhings being conſidered, it ſeems that it-muſt be ſaid, that 
a Quartan Fever, even 3s other Intermittents, depends or the vitious 
diſpoſition of the Blood ; for the nutritive Juyce, conveyed by de- 
grees into the Veſſels, is perverted into a fermentative Matter, and 
the efferveſcency of this heapt together ro a plenitude of turgeſcency, 
makes the Fit of a Quartan Fever. Bur fince in this Fever _ are 
ome 
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fome things peculiar from the reſt, we muſt enquire what ſort of 
dyſcraſie of the Blood there is in this Diſeaſe diſtint from the reſt, 
and after what manner ir raiſes the moſt obſervable Symptoms. 

I ſay therefpre, that in this Diſeaſe the Liquor of the Blood has 
paſ'd from its ſweet, ſpirituous, and balſamick nature, 'to be acid and 
ſomewhat auſtere, like Wine turning ſoyr. That 1s to ſay, there is 
a ſcarcity of Spirits, and the earthy or tartarous part ( which conſiſts 
chiefly of Earth and Salt ) is exalted roo much, and being raiſed to 
a flowing, brings a ſournefs to the maſs of Blood : the Blood degene- 
rated after this manner from its native Diſpoſition, does not duely 
concoR, and aſſimilate to it ſelf the nutritive Juice, bur perverts it in- 
to an extraneous matter, wherewith, whenir 15 ſaturated to a fulneſs 
in the Veſſels, and the nervous parts are irrigated with the Juice 
thence arifing,there follows a flowing,and as it were a ſpontaneous Ef. 
ferveſcence of this Matter, whereby the feveriſh acceſs is wont to be 
cauſed with a ſhaking, and a heat, as in a Tertian. 

In a Quartan Fever the returns have longer Intervals, becauſe the 
Diſcraſy of the Blood being toward an acid, and therefore leſs ſmarx 
and hot, it perverts the nutritive Juice without a conteſt and rumult 3 
wherefore ſomewhat of it is affimilated, and the depravation of the 
reſt does not recede (o far from its natural ſtate as in a Tertian: 
hence its heaping together to a plenirude 1s lower, and 1t riſes to a 
Turgeſency in about as much time again and a half as in a Tertian. 

The reaſon why this Diſeaſe is of fo difficult a cure, and fo obſti- 
nately infeſts the Diſeaſed, is the melancholy Conſtitution of the Blood, 
which 1s nor ea(ily remoyed, and yields ſcarce to any Medicines; for 
there being in 1t a ſcarcity and defe& of Spirits, and the Salt and Tar- 
rar being roo much exalted (as when Wines turn ſour _) itis extream 
hard to reſtore it, and it 1s in a manner of the ſame labourand diffi- 
culry as to renew the vinous Spirit and Vigour 1n Vinegar; becauſe 
for reſtoring the Blood depraved after that manner, there is need 
that irs whole maſs be volatiz'd,and that it ſpiritualifes as 1t were a- 

ew. Wherefore in this caſe evacuatives do not the leaſt good, nay 
by depauperating the Blood more without remedying 1t, they often 
impair the Strength : but there 1s need of choſe things which may cx- 
alt and volatiſe that which is fixt: and may promote a Pneumatoſis in 
the whole maſs of Blood : thence it 1s that in this diſeaſe the change of 
the Air and of the Soil moſt commonly give relief before any other 
Remedies whatſoever. For Quartan Fevers ariſing about Autumn 
are ofren cured by the following Spring, which doubtleſs happens be» 
cauſe the changed quality of the Air 1s wont to alter the evil habir of 
the Blood for the better - and for the ſame reaſon, the change alſo of 
the place of aboad moſt commonly cures chis Aﬀe& when it will not 
yield to any Medicine, 
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The Antumnal Seafon is moſt proper to produce this feveriſh ha- 
bir of the Blood, becauſe when very much of Spirit and Sulphur has 
paſt away by the Summer heat, and that which remains begins to be 
preſt upon by the Cold,the Liquor of the Blood (as Wine turning ſour 
afrer too much Efferyeſence _) eaſily degenerates into a pontick and 
ſharpiſh Nature: this alſo is procur'd by the Air of the Sea infeQting 
the Blood with ſaline Vapours, which fix the Spirits, Morcover, the 
atHnity of this Diſeaſe which the Scurvy and the Hypochondrial affe& 
lainly thews that the evil Diſpoſition of the Blood 15 in fault, where- 
\- ir 1s become falr and earthy with a defe&t of a Pneumatoſ1s. 

The laſt year, towards the end of rhe Summer, which had been 
yery hot, an Epidemick Fever aroſe: then Aurumn coming on, when 
that Diſeaſe ceaſed, a Quartan Fever began to be very rife, ſo that in 
many places well near the fourth part of man-kind was ſeis'd with the 
ſame, and thoſe of all Ages and Temperaments,which plainly ſhew'd 
that this affe& did not take 1ts riſe from a melancholy Hymour heapt 
together chraugh the fault of the Spleen, ( as ſome have thought _) 
bur from the Diſcraſy of the Blood cauſed through the diſtemperature 
of the Year. 

Tho many Phyſical Apparatus's were ordered againſt this evil,yet ve- 
ry few were cured within the compaſs of the Autumn: In fome, about 
rhe firſt beginnings of their Sickneſs, before the Diſeaſe had taken 
root, Vomits gave relief: tho, in moſt, Medicines purging any ways, 
tho repeated a hundred times, did not the leaſt good ar all: thoſe in 
whom the evil was deeply rooted, received not any relief from the 
moſt exactly deviſed Remedies uſed throughout the whole Autumn 3; 
when art this time I ſaw the vulgar Methods of Phyſick put in praftiſe 
IN yain. To a ccrtain noble Virgin who deſired a ſudden Cure to be 
performed by any manner of means, I propos'd, thar if ſhe would 
undergo a Salivation for ſome dayes by a mineral Medicine, ſhe might 
thence hope a ſpeedy conqueſt of her Diſeaſe : ſhe readily agreeing to 
this, I gave her a gentle and very ſafe Medicine, by which only a gen- 
tle ſpicting was raiſed, and that ended within twelve dayes ; from 
the time the ſalivation began, ſhe preſently miſt her firs; but at the 
times they were wont to come ſhe found a diſturbance in her whole 
Body, with an oppreſſion of the Heart, and a danger of Fainting , bur 
afterward, the ſpitting being ended, ſhe ſeem'd throughly recovered ; 
and when after two Months time ſhe had again certain flight acceſſes of 
this Diſeaſe,an Emetich Powder being given her twice or thrice ſhe was 
perfeRtly cured without a relapſe. 

After the Winter Solſtice this Diſeaſe was not ſo violent, but began 
ro grow mild, in ſome, of its own own accord, and to be more eaſily 
overcome in moſt others by the uſe of Medicines, for at rhis time the 
diſcraſy of the Blood,contracted by the Summer heat, is wont to be re- 
moved by degrees by the cold of Winter, and the inyeteraſcent _m 
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of the Blood to depoſe its old taint, and to return towards its natural 
ſtate: but thoſe who were of a melancholy Temperament, or had the 
Viſcera, and eſpecially the Spleen ill affe&ed, or thoſe that uſed an ill 
form of dier, received no change from this Tropick, but held their 
Diſeaſe tothe next period of the Year,to wit, to the Vernal Equinox, 
- andthenin a great many this affe& was ſeen to be overcome, the 
Blood either being renewed of it ſelf, or its Diſtemperature be! 
more eaſily amended by the uſe of Medicines; but in the mean time 
many cachochymical, and otherwiſe weakly Perſons, died every 
where of this Diſeaſe, in this whole tra& of time; and ſome there 
were, who having paſt the Summer Solftice,had not yet ſhaken it off : 
now, tho many were troubled with this, as it were,Epidemious Fever 
almoſt for a whole Year, yet none that I knew of contraed it firſt 
in the Spring, and very few recovered of it during the Autumn, that 
I cannot doubt but the Diſcraſy of rhe Blood way really the cauſe of it, 
and that irs cure conſiſted 1n its change. 

The Remedies which oftentimes gave relief (at leaſt as far as it 
agreed with our obſervation _) were ſuchas ſtopr the ftt of the Fever: 
for the evil habit of the Blood being ſomewhat amended the 
change of the Seaſon of the Year, in caſe the habitual ufance of 
the fits be broken off, Nature recolle&s her felf, and eafily recovers 
her ancient ſtate of Health by her own endeavour. And this kind of 
intent ( viz. the ſtopping of che Fits ) tho it be ſomerimes performed 
by Vomits given a little before the accels ( for theſe often ſtop the fe- 
veriſh Matton of the Blood, by raifing another contrary to it _) yer 
this indication 1s far more certainly, and indeed more fſuccefsfully 
performed by the uſe of thoſe kinds of Medicines, which do not at all 
evacuate fromthe Viſcera, but cauſe in the Blood a certain fixation,or 
precipitation of the feveriſh Matter for a time. Wherefore thoſe, whom 
I mc to cure as the Spring came on, and thence forwards, [ 
managed with this Method ( and in many with good ſucceſs _) a pro- 
viſion being made for the whole by a Medicine, fomerimes Vomiting, 
ſomerimes Purging three hours before the fit, I was wontto order 
Epitkemes to be applyed to the Wriſts, and withal a febrifuge Powder ta 
to be taben in Sack , and the diſeaſed to be kept in Bed in a gentle ſweat : 
It ſeldom happen'd but at the firſt or ſecond time the acceſs of the Fe- 
ver was ſtopt after this manner, and afterward the ſame Remedy be- 
ing ſometimes repeated, at length the Diſeaſe wholly ceaſed: this 
kind of Practiſe ( beſides what I have found by experience _) ſeems ro 
be made good by the uſe of the Powder of a certain Bark lately 

from the Indies ; which is faid moſt certainly to cure this Dit- 
eaſe, whereas the Virtue or operation of this, without any Evacu- 
ation , conſiſts only in this, that ir ſtops the invading fits of Fe- 
VEFSs 
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Concerning that Peruvian Bark,” becauſe of late it begins to be itt 
daily uſe, theſe few things which occur tro common obſervation are 
ta be ſaid, the vulgar way of giving 1t is to infuſe two drams of this, 
being made into a Powder, in White-wine or Sack for two Hours, the Veſ- 
ſel being cloſe covered, and then as the fit approaches to let the Diſca- 
ſed, lying in.Bed, drink the Liquour with the Powder, This -Drink 
often removes the imminent acceſs, tho many times that coming 
after its uſual manner, it prevents the next enſuing, howſoever, whe- 
ther the fir be ſtopt at the firſt, or at the ſecond, or third time of re- 
turn, and the Diſeaſe ſeem to be cured, yer it oftentimes 15 wont to 
return within twenty or thirty dayes: and then rhis Powder being 
given again, the Invaſion of the Diſeaſe is again pur off for the ſpace 
of about the ſame time; and after this manner I have known man 
troubled with a Quartan, to have undergone only a few acceſſes of 1t 
during the whole Aurumn and Winter, and ſo to have held the Enemy 
foreguarded till the Spring coming on, by the help of the Seafon of 
the Year, and of other Medicines, the Diſpoſition of the Blood was 
altered for the better, and fo' that affe& vaniſht by degrees : thoſe 
who by this means rn frequent rimes of'truce, of the Quartan, 
being cheerful and ſprightly,liv'd prompt for all buſineſ-,whereas other- 
wiſe being enervated and pale, they were brought to a'Languour, and 
a vitious habit of Body : ſcarce one of a hundred tryed this Remedy 
without effe, nay, if it beraken in a half quantity, or leſs, VIZ. to the 
weight of half a dram or a dram, it oftentimes takes away the acceſſes, 
and ſuſpends the ſame only for a ſhorter ſpace, nor 7s it matter whe- 
ther it be taken in White-wine or Sack, but with reſpe# to the Tempera- 
ments of the Diſeaſed ; for in a hot Temperament it may convenient] 
be raken in a diſtilled Water or Whey; alſo irs clear infuſion,the thic 
ſubſtance thrown away, produces the like effe& but of ſhorter conti- 
nuance. T have ordered this Powder to be given to ſome made into Pills 
with Mucilage of Trazacanth, with thelike benefit to the Diſcaſed ; af- 
ter what manner ſoever ir be taken, it cauſes no manifeft Evacuation, 
unleſs it be ig ſuch as are apt to caſt, and loath all Phyſick, and ir 
takes away the fit in a manner in al! ; nor is it only given with bene- 
fit in a Quartan Fever, but in other kinds of intermittents, viz. in all 
where there 1nterceeds a time of ceſſation of the Fever: Ir 15 com- 
monly ordered, that a gentle Purge be given before the uſe of this; 
' but in ſome: who have been very weak, and kept their Beds, this 
Powder taken alone without a previous Purge, has procur'd landable 
effe&s : mean while I muſt ingentouſly confeſs, that I have not yer ſeen 
an intermitrent Fever throughly cured by once giving this Powder, 
nay, not only firs of a Quartan Fever, but of a Tertian and Quotidian, 
eafice to be wholly overcome by other Remedies, ſeeming to be dri- 
ven away with this,conſtantly returned after a ſhort time; for this reaſon 
thoſe, who, when there is no caſe. of Neceſlity ſuppreſs _ 
cvers

-* Fevers only. for a ſhort while by this Medicine, they calie robe 
cured other wayes, ſeem to proceed deceitfully in Phyfick, nor more 
to the purpoſe, than thoſe who heal over a hollow Ulcer which will 
eſently break forth again : 'Indeed in ſome caſes the uſe of this may 
be proper enough, viz, when by the too great aſliduity of firs, the 
ſtrength of the Diſcaſed is very much ſpent, times of truce may be 
; procured by thizmeans, whereby Nature may recolle@ her ſelf, and 
. afterward more powerfully oppofe her Enemy; alfo this Powder is con- 
 veniently given, that the Quarran Fever may be paſt over with leſs 
tediouſneſs during .the Aurumn and Winter, Bur thoſe who deſire 
to be lang vacane from the Incurſions of that Fever, are adviſed t9 
take this Powder 1n a great quantity and ofreny wiz. two drams for 
three fits one after "the other, whether the accceſſes return or not, by this

Ifie be-enquired concerning the nature of this Bark, and of is Ver- 
tue in ſuppreſſing the firs of intermittent Fevers, we muſt not dif- 
ſemble, bur it 1s a difficult thing to explicate the cauſes of theſe kinds 
of Efles, and of the wayes of operating 3 becauſe we cannot find the 
like efficacy in any ſubje& befides: and a general rule is not well 
adapted to a ſingular experiment,however,by a diligent conferring the 
Phenomena, we ſhall make an orderly dedu&ion of certain Pofitions, 
which if they do not arrain the truth of rthis matter, a leaſt wiſe may 
make ſome ſtep towards it. 

In the firſt place it may be obſerved, that this Medicine inwardly 
taken chiefly exerciſes its force and energy on the maſs of Blood: for 
it does not at all irritate the Viſcera, nor does it cauſe any exertion 
or trouble to them; Moreover, until its vertue be communicated to 
the Blood, its antipyrerick force 1s nor at all exerted, wherefore rhe 
fir immediately enſuing is not always prevented, but the ſecond or 
third after irs bejng raken: and for this reaſon, that it may afte& che 
Blood the ſooner, 1t is uſual,that together with the Powder a Liquour 
ſtrongly i 0pm with che ſame be given, for ſo its Particles arg 
tnore readily conveyed into the maſs of Blood. | 

Secondly,the vertue of that Barkconveyed into the Blood continues 
for ſome time 1n it, and that ſhorter or longer, according as a greater 
or leſſer portion of the Medicine is inwardly taken; for the Particles 
of this mixt with the Cruor, are circulated a long time with it, and 
the more there are of them, the more they affe& its maſs, and pro- 
duce a more laſting affe& ; for tho Altments,and certain other things 
taken inwardly, in as much as they are preſently ſubdued by the na- 
tural heat, exert whatever force they have within a few hours, and 
then being aſſimilated or caſt forth, ceaſe ro cperate; yer ſome \ 
Medicines taken into: the Body, becauſe they are nor eaſily ſubdued, 
tor by & ſitdden. wrritation are prefemiy ome forth, continue very ay

Fourthly, ir is to be obſerved, that this Remedie does not ſtop the

. Continual Fever is that whereof the acceſs 1s prolonged to many 
dayes without any ceſſation: it has 1ts times of remiſlion and 
exacerbation, but none of intermiſſion; the burning ſome+ 

rimes 15 more remiſs, ſometimes more intenſe, but the Diſeaſed are 

ſtill in a Fever, till the Diſcaſe be wholly folv'd by a Criſis, or an in- 

{-nfible recovery. FT; 

Now there are three degrees or manners of Efferveſcency by which 
the Species of continual Fevers are determined: from the ſubtle por- 
tion of the boyling Blood, or from the Ebullition of the Spirits ariſes 
the Ephemera, alſo the Synoc us of one or many dayes : from the ſulphu- 
reous or oily part of the Blood too much heated and kindled, 1s rai- 
ſed the putrid Fever; thirdly,on a venemous Miaſm infe&ing the Blood, 
and congealing its-Liquour,malignant Fevers depend: jneach of theic, 
from the depravarion or rather corruption of the nutritive Juice, freſh 
heapr rogether in the Blood, various Paroxiſms, Inequalities, and 
critical Morions ariſe. : 

If it be asktafter what manner the Efferveſcency of the Blood 1n 2 
continual Fever differs from that other which makes intermittents; I 
ſay,that the Efferveſcence of the Blood in the latter depends only on the | 
mingling of ſome fermentative Matter with the Blood,which will not 
duely mix with jt, and on its heaping together to a plenirude of Tur- 
peſcency: by reaſon of the Efferveſcency of this with the Blood in the + 

efſels, and its defJagration in the Heart,the fit is cauſed, its diflation 

is followed by an Apyrexia,ſo that in the intervals of rhe firs neither the 
Spirits nor the Sulphur make an efforr, but the Liquour circulates 
evenly and without rumult im the Veſſels, the bond of mixture being 
entirely preſerved ; on the contrary,in a continual Fever, the Difor- 
ders of the Spirit or Sulphur,or of both of them together cauſe the ebullt- 
tion of the Blood by their proper Efferveſcence, without the mixrure. 
of another thing : Wherefore, for a ceſſation of the hurning hear, 
befides the difflation of the excrementitious matter, a deflagration of 
the kindled Blood, and its reduction to a due Crafts, are required. 

The Conſtitution of the Blood in a continual Fever, is as rhat of 
Wines when they ferment by too cich Lees;that is toſay,they are ſtrong 
with Spirit, and grow turgid with an exalted Sulphur,and therefore of 
their own accord without the mixture of another thing, they fall into 
a heat and boyl violently : In an intermittent Fever the Blood 1s =_ 
after 
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afrer fach a Manner as Wines when they falla fermenting by reaſon of 
ſomething which 1s not miſſible being put into them : Moreover,in thig 
- Feverthe Diſpoſition of the Blood is ike that of Wines, when in their 
declining ſtate they become over fretted, ropy, ar alſo ſour; in which 
the Spirit is depreſt, while the Salt or Sulphur, or borh together, are 
above the reſt, and affe& the whole Liquour with their diforder : an 
intermittent Fever for the moſt parr 1s without danger, becauſe the 
parts that compoſe the Blood, tho they have changed a lir:fe their 
Craſis, however keep their bohd of mixthre ; and whilſt rhey are ar 
hberry, circulate evenly in rhe Vefſek ani pervert the nutritive Juice 
into a matter not altrogerher preternatural, bur racher inteſting with 
its Plenitade and Turge - Inacontinual Fever, befides the dif. 
temperature, the mixture of the Blood, and the texrure of the Liquor 
are ſomewhat diffolv'd, that its corruption eafily follows, wherefore 
this Diſeaſe is often terminated in death; and the nutritive Juyce is 
depraved to a matter wholly, yitieus, and altogether offenſive ro Na» 
rure, ' 


CHAP. VII. 


Of the Ephemera Fever. 


Have ſaid that the [eaſt degree of Efferveſcence which brings a con- = 

tinual Fever is placed in the ſubcle and ſpiriruous Portion of the 

Blood, being roo much agitated and heated: for this, like Spirit 
of wine, boyls on a_——_ occaſion, and gers a hear, being irritated 
either by too much Motioh of the Body, or Perturbation of Miri ; 
from an ambient heat, as that of the Sun; or of a Stove ; by hot things 
inwardly taken, as drinking of Wine, eating of peppered Meats, and 
the like : for the Spirits of the Blood cafily wax very hot of their own 
accord, and being violently moved, are not preſently appeaſed, bur 

EXapirate, retioully confound, and force tro a rapid and diſorder] 

Motion other Particles of the Blocd: alfo by this Motion of the Spt- 
ries,the Sniphur, or the oily part of the Blood is more boyled, a little 
more difſolyed,and ſomewhat more freely kindled inthe Heart,whence 
an intenſe heat is raiſed in the whole Body, but for as much as the 
Sulphur js heated and inflamed only by minute Parts, and not heengh- 
our the whole, that fervour of the Spirits 15 ſoon allayed and ceales 3 
Wherefore the Fever which is raiſed after this manner, 1s — 
or 
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for the moſt part within twenty four hours, and therefore is called 

Ephemerg. And if by reaſon of a greater heat of the ſpirituous 
Blood, it be prorogued longer, it ſeldom exceeds three dayes, and it 
1s called an Ephemera, of many dayes, or 4 Synochus not putrid : but if it 
happens to be led beyond this time, this Fever readily paſſes in- 
to a putrid, to wit, from the long continued ebullition of the ſpiritu- 
ous Elood, at length the groſler Particles of the Sulphur fall a burning, 
and involve the e maſsof Blood in this E Cence, 

An Ephemera Fever and a ſimple Synochus ſeldom begin without an 
evident Cauſe ; beſides the things before-mentioned, immederate La- 
bour, Watchings, a ſudden Paſlion of the Mind, a conſtrition of the 
Pores, Surfeiring, alſo a Bubo or Wound, in Child-bearing Women 
an increaſe of milk are wont to bring theſe ; the procatar:ck cauſes 
which diſpoſe to them are, a hot remper of Body, an Athlerick habit, 
a Sedentary Life, and a Diſuſe of Exercilc. 

The firſt beginnings of this Diſeaſe depend on the preſence of an 
Evident Cauſe ; for either the Corpuſcles of an extraneous heat mix 
with Blood, make it boyl like Water on the Fire. or a Fever 1s 
—_ by motion, or by reaſon of Tranſpiration being letted, even 
as when Wines being heated, or ſtopt cloſe in a Veſlel, are fect in a 
ſtrong working : after what manner ſoever the inflammarion be firſt 
rais'd, preſently the Spirits make an effort, and moving hitherand thi- 
ther, force the Blood to boyl, and to 1nfarge 1t ſelf in a greater 

, with a frothy rarefa&tion: wherefore the Veſſels are ſtrerchr, and 
membranous Parrs are vellicated ; hence a Pain, eſpecially in the 
Head and Loyns, a ſpontaneous lafitude, and an inflation as it were 
of the whole Body enſue. But if with the Spirit of the Blood 
ſome ſulphury Part withall be ſomewhat kindled, a ſmart hear is 
diftus'd through the whole, the Pulſe becomes high and quick, 
the Urine ruddy; alſo Thirſt, Watchings, and many other offenſive 
' Symptoms ariſe. 

Concerning the Sqlution or Criſis of an Ephemera Fever, and of a 
Syochus not putrid, there are three things chiefly requiſite, viz. a re- 
moval of the evident Cauſe ; ſecondly, a ſevering or difflation of the 
depraved or excrementitious matter from the Maſs of Blood ; thirdly, 
an appeaſing of che parts of the Blood, and their reſtitution to a naru- 
ral and even motion and ſite. According as theſe things happen, ſome- 
times ſoon:r, ſometimes ſlower, and with more ditficulry, this Diſeaſe 
is ended in a ſhorter or longer time. 

x. The Evident Cauſe, which for the moſt part is extrinſecal, is ea- 
fily remov'd, and Diſcaſed Perſons, as ſoon as ever they perceive them- 
felves ifjur'd by any thing, are wont to avoid the preſence of, or con- 
tinuance with that thing : no Perſon being in a Fever upon drinking 
Wine, continues ſtill to drink jt ; when any Perſon grows more _ 
than 
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than uſual by the heat of a Bath or of che Sun, ir is irkſome to him to 
continue in it longer, 

2. As ro'the excrementitious matter which ought to be ſeparated 
and blown off from the Blood, this is either brought from withour, 
as when by ſurfeiting, drinking ,of Wine, ſtanding in the Sun, or bath- 
ing in hot Water, the Blood is infeRted with hot and fermentative 

uvia's or Corpuſcles, or that mater is ingendred inwardly, as when 
upon the deflagration of the Blood its Liquor is ſtuff't with aduft Re- 
crements or Particles; both theſe Marrers muſt be ſeparated and 
blown off from the Blood, and be ſent forth either by Sweat, or 
inſenfible Tranſpiration, before the Fever is appeas'd : wherefore, 
when the Pores are clos'd, and Tranſpiration is hindred, the Ephe- 
mera Fever continues a longer time, and pafles from a ſimple Syno- 
chus into a putrid Fever, 

3- The Evident Cauſe being remov'd, and this degenerated Mat- 
ter blown off, for a ceflation of the burning heat there is required an 
appcaſing of the Parts of the Blood, and a reducement of them to or- 

r. for a rapid and diforderly motion begun in the Blood is not pre- 
ſently ſtopt, but ought to be allay'd by degrees: alſo the divers Parti- 
ces of the Blood diforder'd after this manner, and being driven this 
way and that, by reaſon of the feveriſh efferveſcence, do nor preſently 
take to their former order of fire and pofirion, bur it 15 neceſſary that 
they be extricated by degrees, and reſtored ro their due mixture by 
lictle and lirrle. | 

Tho this Diſcaſe, after the removal of the Evident Cauſe, ceaſes for 
the moſt part of its own accord, yer ſome Phyfical Remedies are ad- 
yantageouſly applied ro Uſe, eſpecially where there is danger leſt the 
Ephemera Fever paſſes into a putrid. The chief Intentions muſt be 
to allay the fervour of the Blood, and to procure a free Tranſpiration, 
to which chiefly conduce blooding, a very thin Diet, or rather abſti- 
nence, cooling Drinks, a withdrawing the excrements of the Belly b 
Clyſters ; bur above the reſt, Sleep and Reſt do moſt good, whi 
,- wanting, they muſt be ſeaſonably procurd by Optats and Ano- 

nes. 

A renowned young man, about twenty years of age, of an athletick 
habit of Body, by an immoderate drinking of ſtrong Wine fell into a 
feveriſh diſtemper, wich a _ hear, and a mighty trouble of the 
Precordia ;, being blooded, he drank a vaſt quantity of founrain-water, 
and thereupon a copious ſwear preſently enſuing, he ſoon recovered. 

' Aningenious young man, of a ſedentary Life, and withall very much 
addi&ed to the ſtudy of Learning, when of late he had exercis'd him- 
felf above meaſure in the Summer Sun, began to complain of a Head- 
ach, a want of Appetite, a trouble of the Precordia, and a feveriſh 
diſtemperature over the whole op To whom ( in regardhe loath- 
ed all Phyfick) I ordered a Abſtinence, unleſs 1t were 7] 
ma 
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ſmall Beer and Barley-meats: On the ſecond day, and again -more, on, 
the third, the Symptoms remitted by little and lictle at lengrh,. on. 
the fourth, he became free from his Fever without any Medicine. |

Of the Putrid Fever. 


Putrid Fever is when the oily or ſulphurcous part of the Blood, * 
A being 100 mach heated, grows turgid above meaſure, and is 
brought as it were ro. flame; and therefore, from 1ts likeneth 
to humid chings putrifying which contratt a fervour, this kind of cbul- 
tirion of the Blood, becauſe it cauſes an immoderate Hear, is called a 
Purrid Fever : Which name it ought properly enough to retain, be+ 
cauſe in this Fever the Compoftition of the Blood ( as ir uſually hap- . 
pens in Liquors putrifying ) 15 very much difloly'd ; and fo that. its 
Principles are in a manner wholly ſevercd fram each other by the 
ferinenr of the Heart, and the a&tive Parricles being looſened from the 
mixture, break forth as it were into a flame. Wherefore the L1s 
of che Blood being after this manner rarified, and as it were 
kindled jn the Heart, is carried thence with &, moſt rapid moriog 
through the Veſiels, and with its deflagration ſends a great many efflu- 
via's of heat from 1t; hence the whole mals of Blood, (like watcy ſer 
on the fire) continually boyling, ſtretches the Vellels, vellicates the 
Brain and nervous Parts, raiſes Cramps and Pains in them, very mach 
conſumes the Vital Spirits by its efferveſcency, deſtroys the ferments 
of the Viſcera, hinders the funRtions of concoGion and diftriburian, 
ofren depraves rhe nutritive Juice ſent into the Genzs Nervoſum, that 
thereby very grear diſorders of the animal Spirits enſue ; nay, 1t per- 
verts 1n 2 manner the whole exconomy of N:iture, 

The Procatar#ick Cauſes which diſpoſe to this Diſcaſe, are, a hot 
and moiſt temperament, an Athletick habjt of Body , Youth, the 
Sprittg or. Summer ſeaſon, a plenteous and rich Feeding ; moreover, 
an afliduous drinking of rich Wincs, a ſedentary and idle Life, a Body 
cacochymical and filled wich evil Juyces : but above the reſt, it is ob- 
ſerved, thar a frequent lerting blood renders men apt to a Fever; 
wherefore ict is commonly (aid, that thoſe who- have bcen let blood 
once, unleſs. the ſame be done yearly, are prone to a Fever. The 
reaſon is, that by a frequent letting blood the Sylpliur 1s more copl- 
oully heapt together within the maſs of Blood, the Sak in che mean 


white 
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while ( which ought to moderate and keep it from growing exorbi- 
tant ) being by this means withdrawn, 
The Evident Cauſes which draw the latent diſpoſicion of this Fever 
intoaR, are of the ſame kind as thoſe which bring an Ephemera Fe- 
ver, and a Synochus Simplex : in this rank we place chietly perſpiration 
letted, and ſurfeiting. By reaſon of the effluvia being reſtrain'd, the 
maſs of Blood, being increas'd in its bulk, grows turgid, and bein 
inſpu'd anew with a certain ferment, as it were, falls a burning,” an 
boyls violengly; thereupon preſently the Pores .are more obſtructed 
by the ſtuffing of the effluvia : and the rexture of the Liquour being 
diſſolved, the particles of che abounding Sulphur in the Blood ger. 
free from the mixture, and are inflam'd by the fermentation of the 
Heart, as tho Fire were applied to them, and fo they kindle a very 
intenſe Fever. And by ſurfeiting, both an immoderate fermentation 
1s cauſed in the Blood, and alſo a nitro-ſulphureous matter fir for 
1 and being enkindled, is conveyed as a fuel into the inflam'd 

In this Fever four ſtates of time are to be obſerved, by which,as by 
- ſo many Stages,its courſe is performed ; and they are theſe,the begin- 
ning, the Increaſe, the height, and the declining ſtate : theſe are wont 
to be paſs'd over in ſome ſooner, in ſome ſlower, and in a longertime. 
The beginning ought to be computed from the rime that the Blood be- 
gins to grow hot,and itz Sulphur to falla burning,rill the burning Hears 
and intlammarions are diffus'd throughout the whole maſs of 
Blood, The increaſe is, from the time that the Blood, being heated 
and kindled throughout, has burnt for ſome ſaace, and its mals 1s 
loaded with Recrements, or aduſt Particles, which alſo increaſe the 
Fermentation. The height of the Diſeaſe is, when ( after che Blood 
has burnt enough, and its inflammation 1s remitted ) the long trou- 
bled Blood, as a noble Champion, its adverſary ſomewhat giving 
ground, recolleRing all its Farces, endeavours a ſubduing and ſepa- 
ration of that aduſt matter wherewith it is ſaturated to a fulneſs, and 
a driving of it forth, a Criſis being attempted once or oftener. The 
declining flate follows after the Crifis, in which the Blood, the in- 
* flammation growing weak, becomes leſs hot, and either the vital Spi- 
ric ſtill prevailing, it ſubdues and purges forth by degrees what there 
is remaining of rhat aduſt and extraneous matter, tiil it be reſtored 
to Its ancient vigour : or the ſame Spirit being too much depreſt, the 
- Liquourof the Blood is ſtill rainred with aduſt Recrements, and there= 
fore becomes troubled and depauperated ; that it neither aflimilates 
the nutritive Juyce, nor continues fit for Circulation, nor for accen(1- 
on inthe Heart, for ſuſtaining the lamp of Life. 

When therefore any one is ſeized with a Putrid Fever, for the moſt 

rt a cold ſtiffneſs br a ſhivering accompanies the firſt invaſion, which 


ts followed by a Heat which is unequal, and not as yet intenſe; be- 
Cccc cauſe

cauſe the Blood being yet full of crude Juyces, 1s kindled only by 
parcs, and thercſore it burns a little and then ceaſes, and then begins 
again, like a flame hurning wet ſtraw: in this ſtate the Diſeaſe conti- 
nues for ſome dayes, the Urine becemes more ruddy than uſual, by 
reaſon of the Salt and Sulphur more diſſolved, and incofted with the: 
Serum: it retains ſtill its Hypoſtaſis,becauſe the coRion and aflimilation 
are not altogether depraved : ir has a ſediment greater than it ought, 
which nevertheleſs js eafily ſeparated, and ſubſides of 1ts own accord : 
at this time you may let Blood, and give a Vomit or a Purge, ſo it be 
done without any great Perturbation of the Blood : It often happens 
upon the ſeaſonable adminiſtrations of theſe kinds of Evacuations, that 
the greater increaſes of the Diſeaſe are prevented, and that the Fever 
is killed as it were in ovo : the limits of this ſtage are variouſly deter- 
mined according to the temperament of the Diſcaſed, and other acci- 
dents of the Diſeaſe, Sometimes within a day or two the firſt Rudi- 
ments of this Diſcaſe are laid; ſometimes the beginning of the Diſeaſe 
is extended to more, if it happens in a Body well in Flefh, full of 
Spirit, and of a hot Blood and Juyce, in the time of Youth, and in a 
very hot Seaſon, in caſe the Diſpotition to a Fever be great, and a 
ſtrong evident cauſe ſupervenes, the feveriſh Efferveſcence once begun, 
ſoon pervades the whole Blood, and on the ſecond or third day, the 
root being laid, the Dicaſe ariſes to irs increaſe : but if the feveriſh 
Indiſpoſition begins in a body that is not hot, a Phlegmatick or me- 
lancholy temperament, in old age, or ina cold Seafon, it has a lon- 
ger Pro2miam, and ſearce patlesthe limits of this firſt ſtage before the - 
{;xth or ſeventh day. 

The increaſe of this Diſeaſe is computed from the time that the 
burning of the Fever has got poſleflion of the whole maſs of Blood : 
that is,the Sulphur or the cily part of rhe Blood, being long heated, and 
boiling vehemently by parts, at length like Hay laid together wer, af- 
tcr a long incaleſcence, burſts forth all together into a flame : through 
the violent boyling of the Blood, at this time the Difeafſed complain 
of an intollerable chirſt; Moreover. a head-ach, obſtinate watchings, 
ofren alſo Deliriums, a Phrenſy, and convulſive Motions moleſt them: 
they loath all Food, or caſt it forth by Vomit, or if happily it be re- 
ain'd,heing parcht by the too much heart, it turns to a febrile marter ; 
there 15 alſo a bitterncfs in the Mouth, an ungratcful ſavour, a rough- 
nct> of the Tongue, a vehement and quick Pulſe, a Urine very rud- 
dy, for che moſt part troubled, filled with contents, without an Hy- 
poltairs or laudable ſediment: the Blood at this time being in a man- / 
ner wholly kindled, it engenders by its deflagration a mighty quantt- 
ty of aduſt maiter, like the aſhes remaining after a Fire : whereby 
both the Serum,being mighrily fill'd, yields a Urine that is thick and 
full of Contents : and the Blood being loaded with it to a Turgeſcency, 
1s irritated into critical Motions, wherewith that febrile mater ( if 1t 
may 
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may oh being ſubdued and ſeparated, may be ſent forth: and this 
brings the height of the Fever, in which judgment 1s given betwixe 
Nature and the Diſeaſe, the conteſt being brought as it were to a 
por and therefore the eyacuation which thereupon enfues is called a 
Criſis. 

Therefore the height of 2 putrid Fever, is that time of the Diſeaſe, 
in which Nature attemprs the expulfion of the aduſt matrer remaining 
after the deflagration of the Blood : to this are requir'd firſt, thatthe 
Blood for the greateſt part has paſt burning, for in the midſt of it, 
Nature 15 not at leiſure for a Criſis, nor ever attempted it profpe- 
roufly, nor is it procurd by Art with good ſucceſs. Secondly,that the 
Spirit firft in ſome manner ſubdue this aduſt matrer of the Blood, aud 
ſeparate it from that which 1s good, and render it fit for expulſion. 
Thirdly,that tliis marter be heaptrtogether 18 ſo great a plenty, that by 
its Turgeſcency 1t #ritates Nature to a critical Expulſion : when either 
of thoſe things is wanting, the Critfis for the moſt part is of no cffeRt ard 
not to be relied on, -and ſeldom puts an end to the Diſeaſe. | 

A Crifis 1n a continual Fever 1s in a manner the ſame as the fit of 
intermittents ; for as in theſe, when the maſs of Blood is ſaturated to a 
fulneſs of Turgeſcency with the Particles of the nutritive Juice depra- 

; ved, and unfit for Maturation, there happens a flowing, ſecretion,and 
expulſion of that matter; ſo in a continual Fever, after the deflagra- 
tion of the Blood and nutritive Juice, a great many Corpuſcles of aduſt 
matter are heapt together, with which the Blood being oppreſt, when 
It 15 a little free from burning, it ſubdues and ſeparates them by de- 
orees, and then, a tlowing being raiſed,cndeavours to ſend them forth, 
Wherefore as the fits of 1ntermittents do not happen bur at a ſer time, 
and after ſo many hours, ſo allo critical Motions happen from the 
fourth day to the fourth, or haply from the (&enth to the ſeventh, 
for in ſuch a kind of ſpace the Blood burns off, and by its burning 
makes a heap of aduſt matter, as 1t were of Aſhes, which being often- 
five ro Nature, cauſes crirical Motions by 1ts irritation. 

Therefore, as to what ſome ſay, that the Criſes depend alrogerher 
on the Influences cf the Moon and Stars, and that they follow theic 
Quarrile, or oppoſite Aſpects, or their ConjunRtions, it is not true : be- 
cauſe critical Evacuations are determined only by rhe heaping together 
and Turgeſcency of the aduſt matrer, whoſe Particles, if they cancaftily 
be ſeparated from the Blood,and the Pores of the Skin are open enough, 
being involved in the Serum they are ſent forth by ſwear: and this is 
the beſt way of a Crifis, which if it ſucceeds well, it often at one 
bout puts a perfc& end to the Diſeaſe, without fear of a relaps: to 
this next ſucceeds that criſis which 1satrempred by an hxmorrhagte,for 
this matrer, as an Effloreſcence arifing with the Blood (1f by reaton of 
an unfree perſpiration it be nor ſent forth by ſwear ) it 1s conveyed 1n- 
to ſome part remote from the Heart, and is frequently fent 1nto the

Head by an impetuous ſally of the Blood, where, if there be an open 
paſſage from the Sinus's ſpreading into the Noſtrils, the morbitick 
matter ſprings forth together with a portion of the Blood : but other- 
wiſe often ſticking in the Brain,it brings a Delirium, Frenſy, or other 


ſore, and laſting Diſeaſes of the Head: and 1t 7s to be obſerved, that in \. 


almoſt any continual Fevers,if at any time they come to an imperfett or dif- 


ficult crifis, fo that the Blood is carrwpted for a long time with a 
feveriſh matter or aduſt Recrements : thereby the nervous Fuyce ( as it 
ſeems ) comming to be tainted, obflinate Aﬀe#s, viz. Watchings, alfo De- 
liriums, Tremblings, Conluulſrue Motions, and long fticking Weakneſſes of 
the nervous Parts fellow, - There are other wayes of Criſis's in whi 
Nature endeavours to expell the febrile matter, not at once and en- 
tirely, but by little and little, and by parts; ſometimes by Urine 
ſometimes by Vomir, or Seige, ſametimes by Puſhes, or Buboes; 
which way ſoever it be done, that it may be with good ſucceſs, 1t 1s 
requird that the deflagration of the Blood puny it, and 
chat the aduſt matter be concofted, and rendred apt for ſepara- 
tion. 

Therefore the Height of the Diſeaſe is not one and ſimple, nor al- 
ways happens after the ſame manner, but with a various diverſity of 
Symptoms, and with a tendency to events far differing : now a pru- 
dent Phyſician muſt give his Prognoſtick, in what ſpace of time the 
Diſeaſe will come to its height, and what eyent it will have. 

If che Fever from the beginning be vehement, and on a ſudden per- 
vades the whole maſs of Blood with a burning, if with the ficrceneſs 
of Symptoms 1t prefles in a conlant and even manner without remiſ- 
ſion, for the moſt part the Blood will ſo much burn off wichin four 
dayes, that the aduſt matter which is to make a Criſis, riſes by that 


time toa plenirude of Turgeſcency: bur if the beginnings are ſlow,and - 


the accenſton of the Blood be often interrupted, the Fever will 
come to its height abour the ſeventh day : if it begins yet more remiſ- 
ly, the height of the Diſeaſe is wont to be protracted to the eleventh 
or fourteenth : mean while it 1s to be noted, thar as the fits of inter- 
miutrent Fevers return at ſer times, ſo do critical Motions in ſuchas are 
continual, (and for tHe moſt part they obſerve the fourth day ) for tho 
a perte&t Crifrs be prorogued to the fourteenth, or ſeventeenth, or 


haply to the twentieth day,becauſe all things requir'd roa full determi- ' 


nationof the Diſeaſe do not concur : yet in the middle ſpace light mo- 
tions happen, with whichthe febrile matter,rifing by degrees to an in- 
creaſe 15 a little emptied, and cur off as it cen; A parts,r1ll Nature is 
able to ſer upon a morefull diſcuſſion of it: and fince upon the Blood's 
burning a' mighty ſtore of aduſt matter is heapt together in the Veflels 
within four dayes,Nature, unleſs it be otherwiſe diſturbed, every fourth 
day being provok'd with the ſtore of marter, endeavours to ſhake off 
2 part of 1ts burthen with a certain Turgeſcency ; wherefore, for & 
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moſt , on the fourth, ſeventh, eleyenth, and fourteenth dayes, 
critical Motions happen, not through a dire&ion of the Planets, bur 
through a neceflity of Nature. : 

As to the event, whether the Criſis wilt be good or no, certain 
fore-knowledges are taken from the Strength of the Diſcaſed, the Pulte, 
Urine, and other ſigns, and the concourſe of Symptoms : if the burn- 
ing of the Fever prefling, the diſeaſed holds his ſtrepgth in ſome mea- 
ſure, has a ſtrong and even Pulſe, if the Urine be of a middle Con- 
fiſtency. with ſome Hypoſtaſis, a Separation of Contents, and an 
eaſie ſubſiding, if the Diſeaſe makes its progreſs without violent Vo- 
miting, Watchings, a Phrenſy, convulſive Motions, and the Suſpi- 
ſcion of Malignity, the height of mz may be expected to be laudable, 
with a good Critis: if the contrary to theſe thin _— viz. that 
the ſtrength be preſently caſt down, and the Diſcaſ ſubje& to a 
frequent Famting, Convultfions, or a Delirium , with a weak intermit- 
rent or uneven Pulſe, if obftinate Watchings, an intolerable Thirſt, 
and a Vomiting continually moleſt the Diſeaſed, if the Urine be rhick 
* andtroubled, without an Hypoſtaſis or a ſubfiding of the parts,if whilſt 
the burning ſtill prefſes, Nature be ſtimilated to critical evacuati- 
ons, the extremity or height of the Diſeaſe will be dangerous, nor is 
any good to be hop'd of the Criſis. 

Concerning the Crifis of a putrid Fever, I ſhall here ſubjoyn a par- 
ticular oſtick, in which, tho the things that appear at the begin- 
ing promiſe a wiſhed for event,a very ſad one 1s at hand: TIhave often- 
rimes obſerved in a putrid Fever, which begins lowly and with a ſmall 
burning, if the Urine be ruddy, and, when ir1s made, be preſently 
troubled, and opake, which is neither precipitated by the cold, nor 
depoſes a ſediment of its own accord, and 1f at the ſame time the 
Diſcaſed lye for many Nights without Sleep, tho they are quiet, and 
without toſſing, their ſtate is very dangerous ; and there will be 2 
greater ſuſpicion,if in the mean time they are not preſt with an intenſe 
Fever, nor with a Thirſt, and a Heat very troubleſome : for thoſe 
that are affected after this manner, about the height of the Diſeaſe, for 
the moſt part fall into Deliriums, convulſive Motions, and often into a 
Mania, from which they are in a ſhort time precipitated into Death, 
. and when theſe "Symptoms appear, the Urine 1s altered from bein 
thick and ruddy, to be thin and pale, Melancholy Perſons are mo 
obnoxious to theſe kinds of Feyers, to wit, in which the Exorbitan- 
. cies of the Sulphur are little reſtrained by the Salt and earthy Dregs 
troubled rogether with it 3 and all which being raiſed by little and hit- 
tle break forth afterward with a greater deſtruction. | 

When the Diſeaſe is come to the height, cirher the thing is brought 
to a ſtreſs at one confli&, and thence forward there is a manifeſt ren- 
dency to Health with a Declmation, or to Death; or there are frequenc 
| | Bickerings 
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Bickerings betwixt Nature and the Diſeaſe, and critical Motions are 
often attempted before the ViRory falls to either fide. 

As to the firſt, if with a good fore-running of Signs and Symptoms, 
after that the Blood has burnt enough, and 1ts burning has remitted, 
the aduft matter being evenly ſubdued and ſubriliz'd, riſes with a fult 
increaſe to a Motion of Turgeſcency, and Nature being free from any 
impediment or depreſſion, 15 of ſtrengrh ſufficient for a confli&, the 
feveriſh matrer 1s exterminated for the moſt part at one motion of Ef- 
floreſcence, and the Blood being become free from its Contagion and 
Fellowſhip, recovers in a ſhort time 1ts ancient Vigour, 

2, But if Nature be urritated to a critical Motion, before the Blood 
has perfe&ly burnt off, orthat aduft matter be prepar'd for excretion, 
tho, as to the reſt, affaires are in an indifterent ſtate, yer none bur an 
imperfe& Criſis follows hence, whereby ſomewhat of the Burthen, or 
Load wherewith the Blood 1s oppreſt is diminiſht; bur in its ſtead 
preſently another ſprings afreſh from a new burning, and at ſet times 
afterward ( haply in the ſpace of four or ſeven dayes) as the fits of 
intermictents, critical Motions return haply the ſecond or third rime + 
before that, the confli& being divided, the advantage plainly inclines 
to this or that fide. | 

3. But when an ill apparatus of Signs and Symptoms preceeding, 
the burning of the Blood ſtill! preſſing, without any concoRtion or 
ſubduing of rhe feveriſh Matter, a critical Motion is ſtirred up, Na- 
ture is ſometimes overthrown at the firſt confli&t: nor does ſhe reco- 
ver her (elf again, bur yielding her ſelf conquered by the Diſcaſe, is 
precipitated into Death : nor are things in much a better ſtate, when 
a Criſis at firſt being imperfe& and of no effet, comes without any 
relief of the Diſcafed, and afterward the next to this happens to be 
worſe, and then by another or haply another contli& the Diſeaſe pre- 
yails, till the ſtrength being wholly broken and proſtrated, there is 
nw left of recovery. So much of the hezght or Criſis of the Diſ- 
eaſe. 

By the Word Declination T underſtand the Condition of the Diſea- 
ſed and of the Diſeaſe, which follows the height of it, whether it tends 
to a Recovery or to Death : whether the Fever, orthe Life it (elf of 
the Diſeaſed at this time declines, K 

As to the times of the declining ſtate, it will be neceſſary for us wo 
enquire what the temper of the Blood is, and what alterations 1t un- 
dergoes, as often as a progrels 1s made from a good Criſis, or an evil, 
to a Recovery, or Death. 

The-vice or depauperation which the Blood contraQts from a fe- 
yeriſh efferveſcence, conſiſts in theſe things; the Spirit very much 
evaporates and is loſt ; the ſulphureous Part is too much ſcorchr, and 
is much ſpent by the deflagration, and after its burning, an aduſt mat- 


ter is left, as a caput mortuumy, with whoſe Particles the maſs of Blood 
is 
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is loaded and weak'ned, mean while the Saline and Earthy Parts are 
roo much exalted ; even as it is wont to happen in Wine or Beer tos 
much fermented. The Blood being tainted after this manner, ill 
aſlimilates the ſtock of nutritive Juyce 3 nay, and not duely ferment- 
ing, or being inflam'd in the Heart by reaſon of the ſcorching, or de- 
fe& of the Sulphur, it ill diſtributes the Vital Spirit 3 mean while, 
by reaſon of the aduſt Matter, and the Salt roo much exalted, it boyls 
more than it ought, and deſtroys it ſelf more, 

1. After a good Criſis, the Spirit, tho become weak, ſtill bears the 
ſway ; wherefore it ſubdues by degrees, and expells what there is re 
maining of feveriſh matter, and concodts and affimilates the nuxri- 
tive Juyce, ( ſoa thin juyce be adminiſtred ); whence the maſs of 
Blood 1s refreſh'd with a genuine Spirit and Sulphur. 

2. After an evil Criſis the thing 1s otherwiſe, the Liquour of the 
Blood (hike Wine too much fermented ) wholly loſes its ſtrength 3 
Its Spirit 1s greatly diminiſhr, what there is remaining of 1t for the 
moſt part is involv'd, and as it were overwhelm'd with Particles of 
aduſt matter : whence a continual Efferveſcence- remains ſtill in the 
Blood, tho without coRion, or aſſimilation of the nutritive Juyce, or 
a ſeparation of that which 1s uſeleſs from what is good: the beni 
Sulphur and Food of the vital Flame is much conſum'd, fo that the 
Blood is kindled in the Heart lefs than it ought : mean while,throu 
aduſt Recrements, and raiſed to too greata height with Salt and Earth, 
It continually boyles in the Veflels, with a Drought and a Heat, and 
becauſe it is daily depauperated upon the continual ſpending of the 
benign Spiric and Sulphur, and is more tainted with the Salt and 
earthy Fzculencies too much exalted, its Liquour in a ſhort time 
grows vapid , and becomes unfit for circulation and accenfſion in the 
_ for upholding the vital Fire z wherefore Life muſt neceſlarily 
ail. 

3. After an imperfe and doubtful Criſis, when the Diſcaſed being 
broken by a long continued Weakneſs, recover not but after a long 
rime, the caſe ſtands thus : the Spirituous and Sulphureous parts of the 
Blood are very much conſum'd by their long burning ; the remaining 
Liquour being not purg'd from the aduſt Recrements and Feculencies 
is rendred very impyre ; and there remaining ſtill ſomewhat of Oyle 
for the vital Flame, and the Spirits nor ceafing wholly from working 
upon the febrile Matter, the Blood is ſtill circulated, and (tho in a 
ſmall meaſure) is kindled in the Heart : nay, and the Spirits recover 
themſelves by little and little, and begin to ſer upon the matter re- 
maining after the Fever, and at length wholly ſubdue ir, and reſtore a 
ſprightly Fermentation de Novo wn the Hearr. 
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CHAP. IX. 


Of the moſt obſervable Symptoms and Signs itt 
a Patrid Fever. 


*AHE accidents which a Phyſician ought chiefly to confider in 
' giving a true Diagnoſtick and Prognoſtick of this Diſeaſe, 
may > reduced to three Claſſes, as it were, or common 
Places ; thart 1s to ſay, they have regard to the Viſcera of Concottion, 
viz. the Ventricle and Inteſtines with their Appendixes ; or ſecond- 
| by, to the Humours flowing in the Veſlels; to wit, the Blood in the 
Arteries and Veins, and the thin Liquor in the nervous Parts, together 
with the firſt ſources of both, viz. the Heart and Brain : or laſtly, 
thoſe Symproms regard the habit of the Body, with the various con- 
ſtitutian of the Pores, and the firmneſs or pining away of the ſolid 
Parts; thoſe who will exa&ly obſerve the courſe of the Diſeaſe, and 
aptly draw the Curative Intentions, muſt mind theſe three heads of 
Symptoms, and diligently obſerve what alterations happen in theſe 
—_— Regions, as 1t were, according to the diftering times of the 
ever. 

1. Concerning the Vehicle and firſt Paſſages, in the whole courſe 
of this Fever, tedious affefs and Diſorders; as a Nauſeouſneſs, a Vo- 
miting, loſs of Appetite, Indigeſtion, a Diarrhea, a roughneſs of the 
Tongue and Mouth, a bitter ſavour are wont to moleſt them ; theſe 
things for the moſt part are attributed to the Humours,firſt heap'd ro- 
gether inthe Stomach and there purifying; bur beſides that, the Re- 
crements of the Chyle being burnt with roo much heat,degenerarte into 
an offenſive matter ; often thoſe kinds of accidents happen, becauſe 
the off-ſcourings and filth of the Blood and nervous Juyce, whilſt they 
ferment;, are carried inwards, and being deposd within the Mem- 
branes of the Viſcera, cauſe Contrations, and make a filthy heap of 
a vitious and very infeſting Humour : I have often obſerv'd, that abour 
the beginnings of Fevers, the Blood vehemently boyling, ſtill depos'd 
Its recrements inwardly, to the benefit of the Diſcas'd, where, tho 
ſome tedious affets hapned about the firſt Paſſages, yet the efferye(- 
cence was thereby more mild, the Pulſe moderate, and the Urine 
hydable ; and after this manner thoſe that were ill of a Feyer, with 2 
thin Dier and the uſe of gentle carriers forth of Excrements, recovered 
In a ſhort time; but if in this caſe I gave a violent Cathartick for ex- 
rirpating the Humours, that natural purging of the Blood being letted, 


preſently the Feyer became intenſe, with a ruddy and troubled m_ 
| a high 
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a high Pulſe, Watchings, and other horrid Symptoms alſo often af- 
ter the height of the Diſeaſe, the aduſt and excrementitious matrer is 
ſever'd from the Blood, by this kind of inward luſtration, hence ſome- 
times a looſnefs, ſometimes cruſty breakings forth of the Mouth and 
Throat happen : wherefore concerning the accidents which happen 
in the firſt paſſages, there is need of caution, left while we obviate 
thoſe, we pervert the Motion of Nature: and leſt whilſt we fortifie 
theſe Parts againſt the incurſion of the morbific Matter, we perverfly 
we ſame ſhut up in the maſs of Blood. 

e — chiefly to be confidered in reference to the Maſs of 

Blood,are a heat diffus'd chrough the whole, a great trouble of the Prx- 
cordia, a ruddy Urine, a ſpontaneous Laflitude, a Swooning, from 
which, being duely confidered, theſe following things may become 
known: viz. what the degree of hear 1s, or according to what tenor 
the inflamed Blood burns, what times of remiftion or exacerbation its 
efferveſcence obſerves whilſt it burns ; wherher 1t retains its Crafis, or 
jrs mixture enrire : what ſtrength of the Heart ſuffiſes, and what ſpace 
the Veſſels attord for its burning, and the circulation of ir, beirg kind- 
led, in what ſtore the Blood, whilſt it boyles, heaps together aduſt Re- 
crements; after what manner 1t ſubdues and fevers them, or at leaſt- 
wiſe endeavours to fever them,in fine, what way of Criſis it endeavours, 
and with what ſucceſs. 
The Accidents which regard the thin Liquour, with the Brain and 
the nervous Appendix, are diſorders about Sleep and Watching, a 
Weakneſs of the whole Body, a Trembling,a Teranus, Pains, convul- 
five Motions, Contra&ions of the Viſcera, a Stupor, a Phrenſy, and 
the Obſervation of which will ſuggeſt ro us, what 1s the Temper and 
Conſtitution of that thin Liquour 3 afrer whac manner it irrigates and 
influences the Nervous parts, and circulates through them ; how the 
animal Spirirs perform the Fun&tons of the Viſcera z what is the ſtate 
of the Bram ; whether 1t continues free from the incurſion of the fe- 
veriſh matrer : whether it be not in danger of beirff} overwhelm'd by 
reaſon of 1ts critical Metaſtaſis. 

Concerning the Habit of the Body, we muſt confider the manner of 
its Perſptration, and the depree of ir, whether it be only by vapory 
Efluyia, or by Sweat, or allo by Puſhes; whether the fleſh falls on a 
ſudden from its wonted bulk, or whether it. retains it a long time? 
what 1s the colour of the Face, and the Vigour, or dulnefs of the Eyes? 
from theſe things being duly compared together , we excellently 
meaſure. the Courſe of the Fever, at what rime tt will come to the 
height, whether Nature will prevail over the Diſcaſe or not? with 
what way of Excretion, and with whart ſucceſs it endeavours the cx- 
pulfion of the febrile matter, by theſe figns alſo we are taught by

From the foreſaid Symptoms and Signs a fuller inſtruction yet is 
had; if it be firſt known, on what cauſes each kind of them —_, 
and in what orderly courſe they are wont to be raiſed in our Body, 
Wherefore I have thought it expedient, particularly to ſet down the 
chief of theſe, and to explicate the Reaſons of them, and their ways 
of coming to paſs : Now 1n a putrid Synochus, or cominual Fever, the 
Symptoms chiefly to be obſerved are, a heat in the whole Body, a 
ſpontaneous Laſlitude, a great trouble of the Przcordia, an intolerable 
Thirſt, a burning and roughneſs of the Tongue and Jaws, a pain of 
the Head and Loyns, obftinate. Watchings, a Phrenſy, convulſive 
Motions, a Swooning,a Cardialgia, a ——_ Nauſeouſneſs, loſs of 
Appetite, a-Looſneſs, a Dyſentery, with which, not all of them roge- 
ther, but ſometimes theſe, ſometimes the others, this Diſeaſe is wont 
to be attended : Amongſt the ſigns, the Pulſe and Urine give the great- 
eſt light, TI ſhall obſerve a few things concerning each. 

1, The heat, which 1s perceiv'd in the whole Body to be 
and picrcing, depends on thg too great Efferyeſcence of the Blood, 
and 1rs accenſion 1n the Heart : for the Sulphureous or Oily part of the 
Blogd, being exalted and falling a burning,is kindled at leaſt in a dou- 
ble portion more than its wont in the Heart: When the Sulphur is not 
duely diſſolved in the Blood,and kindled in the Heart, as in the longing 
Diſeaſe of Maids,the Leucophlegmara, Gyc. The heat fails in the whole, 

2, A ſpontaneous Laſſitude 15 felt in the whole Body, to wir, by rea- 
ſon of che Veſlels being extended with the boyling Blood, alſo the 
muſcular Fleſh is much ſiufr with Blood, and a copious Vapour, fo 
that it is not fit for Motion: as thoſe who are-troubled with an Ana- 
farca have their Limbs leſs free, by reaſon of the Redundancy of the 
ſcrous Humour: Moreover 1n Fevers,by reaſon of the inflammation of 
the Blood, the Jyyce, which 15 ſupplyed to the genus Nervoſum, falls 
f:om its due Temper, ſo that it is les fit for aftuating Bodyes. 

3+ The great trouble of the Pracordia happens, by reaſon of the 
Blood being copiouſly kindled in the Focus of the Heart, which 
boy les thence with a great inflammation into the Lungs z wherefore the 
nearer this Region 1s to that Focus of heat, by ſo much it 1s affected 
with a greater burning. ' 

4. The almoſt uncxſtinguiſhable Thirſt is cauſed both by reaſon of 
the growing inflammation m the Prezcordia,and by reaſon of the ſharp 
and hot Particles of the febrile matzer fixt in the Ventricle by the Blood 
in circulatingz which require to be waſhr off even as ſalt and pepper” 
Food eaten 1n a plenty, or as ſharp things kept ſometime in the Mouth 
or Throat: for this kind of afie& ſuggeſts afree raking 1n of Drink,as a 
Mcmbcr too hot does a pouring of cold Water on i, oy 

s. The 
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8. The burning and roughneſs of the Tongue: and Throat, and of- 
ten alſo the growing of a certain white, yellow,or black Lee upon it, 
doubrlcfs happen by reaſon of the Heat and Fumes breathing from the 
Ventricle =. ppt ſtrongly —_— and the Tongue grows white 
as often as that Moiſture (wherewith ir is naturally much imbued) 
R — dry, the Saliva then growing too thick and viſcous : but If it 
pers that the Tongue be inwardly fill'd,or outwardly ting'd with a 
bilous Humour (as it comes to paſs in Vomitings of Choler) then its 
Villi, in regard they are ſpongeous, imbibing the yellow marter, pre- 
ſent alſo a like Colour : and if the Heat becomes fo intenſe that it 
burns the Blood, and kindles a Fire more ardent than uſual, it follows, 
that Fumes are raifed fromthe Focus of the Hearr, through the 
breathing Pipes of the Lungs, they ſcarce iufficing for ventilating fo 
great a Blaſt 3 which coming to the Roof of the Palate, ſtrike the 
Tongue as it were by Reverberation, and tinge it with a blacknef, 

6, Sometimes in Fevers (and eſpecially about the time of their de- 
clining) ir happens, that the Tongue, Palate, Gums, nay, the Cavity 
of the whole Mouth and Throat, are covered with a V/iicous Matter, 
reſembling ſome whitiſh Cruſt ; which being often cleans'd, preſently 
a new ſucceeds; and unleſs by diligently rubbing and walhing the 
Mouth,this cruſty Matter be frequently clear'd, the Diſcas'd often in- 
cur danger of Suffocation : that kind of Aﬀe& very often happens to 
Infants newly born; for they are wont, for the moſt parc, with 
fourteen days by an outward Effloreſcence, to be bedeck'd with large 
and red Spots all their Skin over z and if this over-ſpreading of Red- 
neſs does not break forth freely, or diſappears ſooner than 1t ought, 
for the moſt part, that whitiſh Cruſt enſues in the Parts of the Mouth. 
This Symptom, when afcer this manner it moleſts Infants, 1s wont to 
be aſcribed to the fault of the Milk; in feveriſh Perſons the ſame 1s 
vulgarly' attributed to thick and fuliginous Vapours rais'd from the 
Stomach : but it ſeems more likely to me, that in both, this Aﬀe& 
ariſes from the Impurities of the whole Blood, (and haply, in ſome 
meaſure.of the nervous Juice) depos'd about theſe parts ; for, as often 
as in the Maſs of both Humours, ſomewhat extraneous inwardly mixt 
with them, is contaird, which 1s neither to be blown off by Swear, 
nor is eaſily ſent away by Urine, that very often 1s fix'd about the 
Mouth with a ſerous 'Filth z whence catarrhous Aﬀects, Tumours, 
and troubleſome Spitrings, are rais'd: for in regard, for the Maſtica- 
tion of Food, the falival Humour ought to be plentifully diſcharg'd 
in this Place, Nature ofren endeavours to ſend forth here whar is tu- 
perfluous, or otherwiſe troubleſome, by theſe open and accuſtomed 
ways of Excretion: hence, after Mercury 1s given, when both the 
Blood and nervous Juice are abundantly fill'd with its Particles moſt 
minutely divided, and endeavour to ſend them forth involv'd in rhe 
Scrum, becauſe they are not able to exterminate thele mercurial Cor- 
Dddd 2 puſcles, 
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puſcles, inwardly mix'd with them, neither by Sweat, Urine, or other 
Way; what remains, they firive ro expell the ſame, mixt with the Se- 
rous Latex, by the Arteries and other Du&us's, which convey the 
Spitcle to rhe Mouth. In like manner alſo in Fevers, when after a 
long Deflagration of the Blood, the aduſt Matter is much heapt toge- 
ther, whereof a good part, remaining after the Criſis, is ſtill mixe 
with the Blood and nervous Juice; or being firfd on the Brain, or 
orher place, is again drank up by the fame; it's probable thar rhat 
matter, - long Codtion, is fo parch'd, and grown thick almoſt like 
Glew; wherefore it 1s neither to be blown oft by Sweat nor inſenſible 
Tranſpiration, nor is fit to be ſeparated by the urinary Paſſages, bur 
at lengrh diſtills forth by degrees from the little Arteries, and other 
Puttus's of the Salva, which open themſelves into the Mourh, oy 
being the uſual way of Excretion) and preſently, by reaſon of its thick- 
neſs, it ſettles into that clammy Humour. The ſame Reaſon holds 
concerning Infants, whoſe Blood being rendred impure, from the 
Filth conraced in the Womb, preſently, by making an outward Ei- 
floreſcence, it endeavours to purge it ſelf ; which, if by reaſon of the 
Thickneſs of the Matrer, it does nor ſucceed well,gpreſently the vit- 
cous Impurities are exterminated: this way, as the more open, I 
knew a certain Perſon in the Declination of a Fever, who had not 
only an Incruſtation of this kind of a clammy Humour 1n the Parts of 
the Mouth, but a copious Salivation, as tho he had taken Mercury, 
was raiſed in him for many Days, with a ſtinking Breath, and a fwel- 
ling of the Tongue and Gums. 

7. A Head-ach is raiſed in Fevers by reaſon of the Memnges of the 
Brain being twitcht by Vapours, and by a ſharp and boyling Blood ; 
for, the Blood being violently moved, it is carryed in a greater Plen- 
ty to the Head by reaſon of the ſtreight DireRion of the great Arte- 
ry, than to the inferiour Parts, to which it is carryed obliquely. 'And 
ſometimes Head-achs ariſe by-reaſon of the nervous Juice ( which is 
ſupplyed from the boyling Blood) being too ſharp and pungent 3 
wherefore, when the Membranes and nervous Parts are irrigated with 
the ſame, being twitcht by its Acrimony, they are caſt inco Pains and 
Contra&ons. hon 

8. In like manner alſo, the other AﬀeRts of the Head, as, Watch- 
ings, a Delirium, a Frenzy, Conyulſions, 75c. ſomerime ariſe from 
the Blood making an Efforr, and fo raifing diſorderly Motions 1n the 
Brain ; ſometimes alſo from the nervous Juice degenerated , and 
therefore become diſproportionate for the Governance of the animal 
Spirits : but moſt commonly theſe kinds of Symptoms are rife 1n Fe- 
vers by reaſon of a Metaſtaſis of the- febrile Matter from the ſtock of 
Blood into theſe Parts; for the Blcod being full of aduſt Recrements 
pan Ne Deflagrarion, endeavours (like working Wine) whol- 
y to ſubdut them, and to exclude them from ts , _— 

| | | | when, 
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when, a flowing hapning, it is not able to expell by Sweat, Urine, or 


an Hoemorrhagie, 1t often conveys them into the. ſubſtance of the 
Brain, and there fixes them: and hence chiefly the foreſaid Aﬀetts, 


- when they are fixt and firmly rooted, take cheir Riſe; but, when

they are light, aud eaſily moveable, they often proceed from the Cau- 
ſes before mentioned. 
' 9. Conyulfive Motions happen in Fevers for divers Cauſes ; ſome 


| times by reaſon of a Matter heapt together in the firſt Paſſages, which, 


by reaſon of its mighty Praviry, twitches there the membranous 
Parts, and afterward, by the Conſent of the Genes neruoſun, preſently 
a Conyulſion 1s communicated to the Origine of the Nerves in the 


. Brain; and thence is retorred ſometimes into theſe Parts, ſometimes 


into others : after which manner, Worms gnawing in the Entrails, 
ſharp Humours moyed, and venemous Medicines, cauſe Convuliions; 
or ſecondly, when a Fever partakes of ſome Malignity : ſo Convulfi- 
ons frequently happen in the Small Pox, Meazles, or Plague 3 to 
wit, becauſe the Blood is altered from 1ts benign and natural temper 
to 4 yenemous Nature, whereby the Nerves, and their Origines, are 
put upon Motions and Contra&tions: often alfo, without a ſuſpicion of 
Maligntty, in a Putrid Fever, convulfive Motions are cauſed by rea- 
ſon of a Metaſtafits of the febrile Matter to the Brain, as it was hinted 


' even now 3 ſo I have often obſerv'd, when a Diſcaſe is not preſently 


ſolv'd by a Criſis, the Diſeaſedlye 1ll of a long Sicknefs, become 
obnoxious ro convulfive and trembling Motions. Thirdly, For the 
moſtjpart,in every Fever,convulſive Motions are the ſad Fore-warners 


'of Death; which I think to happen not only through the _—_ 


of the matter, whereby the Genus Nervoſwn is twitcht and 

bur becauſe the Spirits being very much exhauſted and weakned, do 
not ſufficiently influence and extend the Bodies of the Nerves; where- 
fore being relaxt from their wonred Tenfion and tonick Motion 
through the weaker effort of che Spirits, they are ſtill put upon a dif 
orderly motion, 

10, Swooning 15 want to be cauſed many ways in Fevers, but chicf- 
ly for three Cauſes ; w7z. Either through the Mouth of the Stomach 
being affe&ted, which part being interwoven with ſundry Plexus's of 
Nerves, is yery (enſible ; and becauſe from the ſame branch of the 
fixch Pair, branches of Nerves are derived to the Heart and Ventri- 
cle, if the Orifice of the Ventricle, ſo beſet with Nerves, be affefted 
with great Pain, the offence alſo is communicated to the Heart, and 


1n this the Morion is either ſtopt, or at leaſtwiſe a diſorderly one is 


raiſed, oy eycn afflux of the Blaod and Spirits is interrupted 
for a time. I knew a certain n, in an acute Fever, ſciz'd with 
a frequent ſmooning 3. which neverthelefs, wholly ceaſcd after 


* that he had caſt up, by. Vomit, a long and round Worm. Secondly. 


a ſwooing alſo is ſometime cauſed, becauſe a yenemous Matter 15 = 
| culare 
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culated with the Blood, which fixes and exringuiſhes the vital Spi- 
rits on a ſudden, and congeals the Blood it ſelf, thar it is apt to ſtag- 
nate in the Heart, as it is uſual in the Plague, Small Pox, @yc. of 
which we ſhall ſpeak particularly beneath. Thirdly, A Swooni 
is wont to happen by reaſon of the fine Texrure of the Spirits, which 
being very thin and ſubtle, eafily yield to a Fainting upon any immo- 
derate Motion or Pain: fo I have known ſome, who lying till in 
their bed were well enough, but being, moved to any fide, preſently 
fainted. 

11. A Cardialgia happens in Fevers, when the Ventricle, and ef. 

tally irs Orifices, being very ſenſible by reaſon of the manifold 

nſertions of-Nerves, are beſet with a ſharp and bitreriſh, or alſo with 
an acid and corroſive Humour ; for hence a Pain ariſes from the Acrj- 
'mony of the Humour, after the like manner as when the Sphin#er of 
the Anus is afteted with a tedious Pain in bilous Dejeftions, 

12. For the like Cauſe, a Vomiting and a Nauſeouſneſs are wont to 
be raiſed; to wit, the Ventricle being beſet and irritated to a Con- 
tration by a matter which 1s extraneous and not agreeing with it 
ſelf. Such an excrementitious matter 1s heapt together in the Ventri- : 
cle, after three manners : for, either the Aliments, ny through de. | 
fe& of an acid Ferment, wherewith they ought to be duely concoR- - 
ed; partly by reaſon of the burning Heat of the Ventricle, are parcht ; 
into fuch a Maſs of Corruption : or ſecondly, this kind of Matter is 
depoſed into the cavity of the Ventricle, from Arteries terminated in 
it, as it uſually happens in the Small Pox, Plague, and malignant Fe- 
vers: or thirdly, meer Choler expreſt from the Meatus Choledochus 
into the Inteſtinum jejunum, by reaſon of an inverted, and, as it were, 
convulfive Motion of the Inteſtine, 15 caſt up into the Stomach. The | 
los of Appetite alſo happens by reaſon of the Ventricle being filled 
with vitious on and becauſe the acid Ferment is wholly perverted 
by the ſcorching Heat. Theſe kinds of Aﬀeds of the Ventricle and 
Viſcera, ſomerimes ariſe from an excrementitious matter, ( viz. the 
Alimentary degenerated whilſt it was concoQting ) _ rogether in 
the firſt Paſſages a long time before the Fever, which often is the- 
occaſional Cauſe of the Fever it ſelf: but ſometimes the Nauſeouſneſs, 
Loſs of Appetite, Vomiting, Cardiglgia, &c. are the immediate Produdts 
of the Fever 3: for, when rhe day before the falling ſick the AﬀeRed | 
had a Stomach good enough, aſſoon as the immoderate Efferveſcence 
is brought on the Blood, whilſt that boyls above meaſure, both the 
EfMluvia and Recrements wont to be evaporated outwardly, and the 
bilous Humour flowing from the Vaſa Cheledocha, are pour'd into the 
Stomach, with which 1ts Crafis is perverted ; and the Relicks of the 
Chyle, and other Contents in the Viſcera, are mightily depraved, 
whence the forcſaid AﬀeRts draw their Origine, 


13, Nor 
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13. Nor is a Looftieſs a leſs frequent ſymptom in Fevers, which ſome- 
times happens about the beginning of the Diſeaſe, and ariſes ( for the 
moſt part) either from the Choler flowing from the Vaſa Choledoca, 
into the” Duodennm, or from the Recrements of the Blood and Ner- 
vous Juyce pour'd from the Arteries and DuQus of rhe Pancreas into 
the Inteſtines : Sometimes alſo about the height of the Diſcaſe,and in 
its declining ſtate a looſneſs is raiſed: and fo either Nature being con- 
quereſs, the groſſer off-ſcourings of the Blood are this way Critt- 
cally voided, or the ſame being overcome;the looſneſs 1s an effe& and 
ſign of the Viſcera being wholly _—_y in their ſtrength and firm 
rone. Sometimes it- happens in a Fever that the Belly is alwayes 
bound, and unleſs irritated by a Medicine it diſcharges nothing, and 
tho the Diſcaſed have taken only liquid things for many dayes, the 
ſtools are alwayes of a ſolid and hardiſh conſiſtency : and this ſeems 
for the moſt part to be done, when the Blood burning greatly with 2 
ſmart heat, conſumes the moiſture lying in any part like Fire; and 
by a copious emiſſion of ſtems draws the watery matter from the Viſ- 
cera intoir ſelf, and preſently cauſes it ro evaporate outwardly ; where- 
fore the grofler parr left in the Inteſtines, is thickned by the parching 
hear, as the Caput Mortuum remaining after diſtillation, 

14+ The bloody Flux is an affe& fo frequent in continual Fevers, 
that in certain years it becomes ws penn and being as bad as a 
Plague,it kills many; the cauſe uſually is not a humour produ'd inward- 
Fly in the Viſcera, which corrodes the Inteſtines with its — 
ſome _ but ſome Miaſm paſt into the Blood, and fo inwardly 
' mixt with 1r,that it cannot be forc'd from the Blood under the form of 
© a Vapour or ſincere Humour : wherefore being driven toward the In- 
teſtines, it opens the Mouths of the Arteries, and cauſes-little Ulcers 
and Diſtillations of Blood there, as when from a feveriſh Blood taking 
toward the Skin, Puſhes and inflamed Swellings break forth ourward- 
ly; and it is likely that thoſe affeRs of the bloody Flux which accom- 
ny malignant or epidemious Fevers may ariſe from a certain coagu- 
ation of the Blood, 

The Pulſe and Urine bring up the rear of the Symptoms and Signs 
in a putrid Fever, which are chiefly to be minded for knowing both 
the ſtate of the Diſeaſe, and the ſtrength of the Diſeaſed; for there 
being two things by which, our Life is ſupported, 1iz. Heat kindled in 
the Heart, and Cotion to be perform'd in the Viſcera and Veſſels, 
becauſe the Pulſe and Urine excellently ſhew the alterations cauſed m 
both by the Fever, therefore hence a moſt certain Judgment 15 taken 
of the affe&t whether it will terminate in Death or a-Recovery, Firſt, 
we conſult the Pulſe as a Thermometer conſtituted by Nature for mea- 
ſuring the heat kindled in a Fever: which if it be intenſe, and raiſes 
a great ebullition of the Blood, the Artery has a vehement and quick 
bear, as long as the Spirits hold a good Yigour ; afterward __—

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-being ſomewhat exhaufted, the ſtrong Pulfe remits, which nevetthe: 
mae ut by quickneſs, and becomes quick and ſmall. If the 
Fever be mild,and be atrended by a lefs burning, the Pulſe alſo declines 
le from irs natural ſtate; and in the whole courſe of the Diſeaſe the 
moderation of this denotes a truce of Nature, for does the Pulſe only 
diſcover the ſtrengrh of the Fever, as it were of the Enemy, bur plainly 
ſhews alſo rhe ſirengrh of Nature, and its ability of reſiſting : as long

- © - I» As tothe firſt: he ought to ktiow (as far as he may) what ſort of 
Pulſe a Perfon has according to his natural Conſticutien, for in ſome it 
4s ſtrong, in others weak; ' apain in each change of Fevyers he muſt 
weigh by what degrees it differs from its natural ſtate ; for one while 
it is more vehement than it ought, and argues the Fever to be in- 
cended: another while it's depreſt lower than ufual, and denotes the 
Spirits and Strength to be dejeRed, | 

Thoſe whoſe Artery has a weak and languid beat in their ſtate of 
Health, when they are taken with a Fever it is not fo very ill with 
them to have a ſmall and weak Pulſe, that we muſt preſently deſpair, 
of their well doing : thoſe who have naturally a ſtrong and vehement 
Palſe, if after the Crifis of the Diſcaſe it ſcarce holds a mean Vigour, 
tho 1t be nor altogether weak, it atgues the ſtate of the diſcaſed to be 
fuſpeRed, and nor fafe. 

If at the beginning of a Fever, before the Blood has much burnt, or 
if afcer a Crifzs, when part of the burthen isdiminiſhr, or if atanother 
time the Pulſe becomes weak without an evident cauſe, it fore-bodes 
411: but if after Jong Watchings, or after a great Evacuation, the Pulſe 
becomes ſomewhat weaker, we may not therefore deſpair of a Reco- 
very : becauſe Strengrh deje&ed or impair'd by theſe means may be 
again reſtor'd, and the Spirits may be refreſhr, 

When the Pulfe on a ſudden is altered for the worſe, tho the Diſea- 
ſed as to the reſt of che Symptoms ſeems ro himſelf to be better, you 
may give a fad prognoftick of Death, and on the contary, tho Hhor- 
rid Symproms'are preſſing, if notwithſtanding the Pulſe be laudable, 
we' may ſtill hope for a Recovery. If m a robuſt man; being in a 
_—y the Pulſe becomes very ſmall and formicating, Death 15 near 
at hand, 

2. In giving Medicines, Cautions and Rules of no ſmall moment are 
taken from the Pulſe: Purging and Vomiting are prohibited by an 
over quick and violent Pulſe, alfo by a low and depreſt one: for when 
the Blood boyles too much, an evaciation does little good, both be- 


cauſe that which is offenſive is not ſeparated, and alſo for vary

Nor is there need of leſs Circumſpe&ion in Diaphoreticks and Car- 
diacks 3 which tf they are given an the feverifh fit, they roo much in- 
tend che mation ofthe Heart, whichhefore was vialenc, and very of- 
rea breakvits ftrengrh : and when che Pulſe 15 very faint, xt hot and: 
ſtrong Cordials are\given, Life is eafily.cxrtingurſhe, (as when a ſmall 
Flame'is preſt with'a4trang blaſt of Wind ) wherefore 1ts.a vulgar ob- 
ſervation:that Cordials ofren accelerate Death, for har by roo much 
exagnating the'Blaod, they ſaoner conſume the Strengrh.

2. The inſpettion of Urines.in'Ferers/has.more of certainty than in 
any otheriDiſcaſes, and is of very great uſe: for hence rhe ſtares of 
the ſick Perſon and of the Diſeaſcare excellently known, and the phy- 
fical Intentions concerning things ro be done are hence beſt directed : 
+ of the chief Obſervations. and Rules concerning this matter are as 
ollows. 

Concerning the Urines of Perſons in-Fevers, the things chiefly. to be 
obſerved are the Colour, Conſiſtency, .Contents, and fetling; the co- 
lour-of the Urine ſhews the degree..or.excels of heat in the Blood, 
which as ir is increaſt, or is moxe remiſs, the Urine alſo 1s more or 
leſs ruddy. | 6,5 

»N--vertheleſs the Urines of ſomeare mighty. ruddy,whenithey are but 
lightly feveriſh - and on the contrary, the Lrines'of ochers troubled 
withthe burning heart of.a Fever are leſs coloured; Thoſe whoabound: 
with a ens bak, and a very hor Blood,. or are. ohnaxzous tothe 
Scurvy, Ptyfick, or the Hypocondri 'tx aFeR, when upon taking cold, 
Evee or 
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or through a Fulneſs , Surfeiring, or drinking Wine, they are ſer up- 
on by any ſma]l Fever, they make an inrenlly ruddy Urine, becauſe . 
the Particles of the Salt and Sulphur are exalted, and half difolved 
n their Blood before ; wherefore, of neceſſity, when the Fever preſ- 
ſes, they ace more incoRted in the Serum : on the contrary, thoſe who 
having a cold Temperament, and a weak Pulſe, are taken with a Fe- 
ver, _ have a greater Efterveſcence of the Blood, void a Urine 
leſs coloure 

-. The Conſiſtency, Cdntents, and Setling of Urines, being. placed, 

Xt were, in the ſame Rank, depend altogether on the aduſt and re- 
crementitious Matter, which remains in the Blood after the burning 
of the Fever: if there be a plemy of this, the Conſiſtency of the 
Urine becomes ſomewhat thick ; and after it has ſtood, it is troubled 
by the Cold: if either the quantity of this be leſs, or it be derived 
elſewhere than to the Reins, ( to wit, if it be withdrawn by Sweat, or 
by a critical Metaſtaſis into this or that part) the Conſiſtency becomes 
more thin, and the Liquor remains clear. - And*the Particles of this 
matter furniſh the Contents of the Urine, which are diverſly diſpoſed 
according as the nutritive Juyce is one while ſomewhat concotted and 
allimjlated by the Blood, another- while is wholly- perverted, and 
turns to a maſs of Corruption. Some ſigns of Cotion and Afhmilart- 
on are given 1n the Urines of Perſons in Fevers, ſometimes by a lau- 
dable Hypoſtaſis, ſometimes by certain Rudiments and Foot-ſteps of 
the ſame. - A Privation of an Hypoſtaſis, and a confuſion and troubled 
ſtate of the Parts of the Urine, = Coftion to be viriated: and as 
this matter is more or leſs parched in the Blood, the Contents are 
ſomerimes pale, ſometimes of a yellowiſh Colour - oker. Accor- | 
ding as the Recrements mixt with the Blood, either the Spirit pre- 
vailing, begin to be ſubdued and ſeparated; or the ſame being too 
much depreſt, are leſs able to be ſeparated, alſo the Contents of the 
Urine are wont, -more or leſs, ſooner or later, to: be ſeparated from 
the reſt of the Urine, and to ſubfide towards the bottom. 

As to the Prognoftichs to be raken from the Urine, we obſerve, 
That ſomewhat a remiſs Colour of the Urine, a mean Conſiſtency, 2 
few Contents ſubſiding of their own accord, or readily gathering to- 
gether into a little Cloud, portend Good: on the contrary, an incenſe 
Rednefs, a thick and troubled Conſiſtency, groſs and opake Contents, 
which ſlowly, or ſcarce art all, ſubſide rowards the bottom, denote a 
great Efferveſcency, a plenty of aduſt Matter, and its ſubduing and 
ſeparation to be difficult, or fruſtrated. ; 

As to Phyſical Dire&tons, the thing conſiſts in this 3 that by a fre- 
quent Inſpe&ion of Urines we attend to the Motion of Nature,. and - 
readily follow it; nor muſt we move by Purging or Sweat, but when 
fome Hypoſtaſis ſhews fgns of Coction and Separation in the Urine,

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Moreover, in theſe kinds of Fevers we may obſerve a certain apt- 
neſs of the Blood: to coagulate, , whereby it becomes leſs fluxile, and 
ſo apt to be congeal'd in the lefler- Veſſels :. even as we find in Milk 
when it begins to turn ſour, for then it cannot be boyl'd nor warm'd 
on the Fire without coagulating : in like manner we have reaſon to 
ſuſpe& in the Blood alfo a certain Drpoſition to turn ſharp; by reaſon 
of which'it is obnoxious to coagulation 3; for it plain enough appears, 
that in the Phrenſy, Peripneumonia, Squinancy, and the like Diſea- 
ſes, an Infſammation or Extravaſation of the Blood does not always 
depend on the exuberaney cf the Blood and the plenitude ofthe Vel- 
ſels: for often with a-weak Pulſe, and'a ſubfiding of-the Vettels, the 
Blood is won in its Motion, and being extravaſated in the fade or elſe 
where, cautes anacure pain. . 

Ic only remains for us to enquire whether the Fever which accom+ 
panies theſe affefts, be ro be accounted of the' number of cho#&Wwhich 
are called'/pmrid; or hor; To this we reply, that oftemimes rhey are 
fample Synechi, in which only the fubrle and more ſpiriruors part of the 
Blood 18 inflamed,. and therefore, if afrer a copious 'rakite away of 
Blood,. or the Veſſels being empryed by ſivear, rhe extravaiared Blood 
be reſtor'd to Circulation, preſemly the Efferveſcence 18 refirain'd, and 
rhe Fever 11 a ſhort rime 1s appeasd: Nevertheleſs ſometimes when 
a Predifpoſition s, as in a Plethora, or mighty Cacochymra, a

. Among Symptomatich Feveys they place that which is vulgarly call'd 
Febris Lenta, choſe that are troubled wirh this grow hotter than they 
onghr, eſpecially after Meats, or any Motion, or Exercife, the Urine 
for the moſt parr is ruddy, the Spirits are weak, and the Strength de- 
jected; as to Appetite and Sleep they find themſelves indifferently | 
well, they are without a Cough, or: much Spitting:-bur daily ( like 
conſumptive _ they pine away, atid withoutany'manifeft cauſe: 
the fault for the moſt part is afcribed ro Obſtruftions in ſome one of 
the Viſcera ( the Liver, Spleen;or meſentery ) by whoſedefault, 
the Food is not well concoted, nor-duely diſpen'd : but it ſeerns to me 
that this kind of afte& is immediately founded in the evil Diſpotition 
of the Blood, whereby it inclines ro an over-ſalr amd ſharp Temper, 
and therefore is rendred leſs apr for Nutrition, and an even Circula- 
tion. | 


But the Fever which moſt deſerves to be called Sympromirical, is 
that which 1s raiſed in Pryſical Perſons from an Ulcer or Confumprion 
of the Lungs : for the Blood, whilſt jt wholly paſſes through the Lungs 
in 1ts circulation, often imprints on chis enrral the Ideas of many D1- 
ſeaſes; and on the contrary, from the Lungs being ill affe&ed, 1t re- 
cerves the ſame. Wharſoever impure is contain'd in. the Mafs of 
Blocd 1s caſt forth of the extremitics of the Arteries, as the —_—

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of gew Wine: Wherefore, when Natnre being become weak, is nor 
able! to convey 1ts Recrements to the fi ies of rhe Body, it 
depofes the fame in the Lungs by 'a' nearer way of purging it fel 
- Hence a mighty Cacochymia, and many Cronick Diſeaſes frequently 
end m' a Pryfick. 18 like manner, when the fleſh of the Lungs con- 
ſrmes; of abounding with an ulcerous Ichor, is 'become half rotren, 
the blood paſkmg through i is infeted with the parulene matter, or 
the conſamprive filch, and conſequently is put upon a continual Effer- 
veſcence, by reafon of that immiſcible Subſtance being confounded 
with-it, wherefore i brings an aſliduous Fever, and wholly perverts 
the nutritive Juyce: the like reafon holds concerning Fevers cauſed * 
from at Ulcer, or Abſefs often hapning in other parts : for thoſe even 
x3 the conſamptive Conftitution of the Lungs, often bring the Pryfick, 
or he&ick Fever : a fault conſideration of theſe things belongs not to 
this Place, wherefore Ict us return to the purrid Fever properly ſo 
call'd, or effential Fever, 

The eſſential putrid Synochus is wont to be divided into the putrid 
(ſuch! is above deſcrib'd ) into the Cauſus or moſt ſharp burning Fe- 
xer, and moreover.into the quotidian, tertian, and gquartan. The pui- 
trid Synochus even now deferib'd ought to be the Rule or Square ofthe 
reſt, according to the Type of which, for the moſt part Fevers which 
are of this kind are compounded, as to the reſt even now mention- 
+ ed, 1 ſhall briefly ſet them down according as they vary'their Spe- 
ClEs. 

A Caufas or burning Fever is that which performs its courſe with a 
; great burning, an intollerable Thirſt, and other Symptoms ſhewing a 
mighty Inflammation of the Blood: irs formal Nature wherein it's dif- 
ferent from the reſt, conſiſts in rhis, that the temper of the Blood in 
thoſe that are affefted with it, 1s hotrer, that is, it more abounds with 
a combuſtible Sulphur; therefore when it rages, it 1s kindled in agrea- 
ter plenty, and by its burning dittuſes Efftuvia's of a moſt intenſe hear 
th the whole Body; its Motion 1s acute, and ſoon comes to 
its , It is attended with more horrible Symptoms than others, ir 
t Criſis, and its event 1s very dangerous.

Concerning the Cure of putrid Fevers of what kind ſoever, there are 
four general intentions, on which the whale ſtreſs of the Buſineſs lies, 
Firſt, that the Blood ( if it may he _) be freed from its burning, and 
that the Flame or Fire kindled in its _—_ art be wholly ſuppre! 
which often happens to be done about the beginnings of this Di- 
ſeaſe. Secondly, that when the Blood, being fer a burning, cannot 
preſently be exringuiſht, it may go on with it at leaſt mildly, and with 
as little dammage as may be. Thirdly, that the burning being over, 
the Liquour of the Blood may be clear'd of the Recrements of the burnt 
and aduſt Matter, and be reſtor'd to its natural Vigour and Crafj, 
Fourthly, that the Symptoms chiefly prefling be ſeaſonably obyiared, 
without the removal of which the attempts both of Nature and Phyfick 
will be in Vain. 6 
As to the particular Remedies, with which thoſe intentions are anſ- 
wer'd, there are various Preſcripts, and Forms of Medicines ev 
where in uſe, not only amongſt Phyſicians, but likewiſe old Womes 
and-Empricks ; from which nevertheleſs, 1n regard they are us'd like 
a Sword in a blind Mans Hands, without difference, and an exa& Me- 
thod of Healing, more dammage than benefit often accrues to the Di- 
ſeaſed. It will got be needful for me to repeat 1n this Place the Forms 
of Purgers, Cardiacks, or other Medicines neatly enough delivered in 
many Authors. I ſhall briefly ſer down ſame of the chief Indication,

TT Eſides the Continual Fever, ſuch as above deſcrib'd, and which 
| ariſes by reaſon of ſome Principle in the Blood exalted roo 
much, and diſproportionate with the reſt; there is another 
Species of it, which 15 raiſed by reaſon of the Blood being tainted 
. with ſome venemous Miaſm, and thereupon ready to incur various 
—_— and Corruptions; in which, not only the Spirit and the 
Sulphur, as in a Putrid Fever, make an exorbitant Effort, and force 
_ the Blood to boyl immoderately,but wichal,the mixture of the Blood is 
forthwith difſolved, and its Liquor runs into parts ; and fo that horrib| 
Symptoms, with a manifeſt danger of Life, are cauſed in this kind 0 
_ Aﬀe&. Under this Rank we comprehend Malignant and Peflilential 
. Fevers, the Plague, the Small Pox, and Meaſles ; concerning which, ir 


* remains for us to treat at preſent, 


By the unanimous Conſent of all, the Force and Power of theſe 
Diſcaſes are plac'd in a venemous Matter 3 becauſe, upon a Peſtilen- - 
rial AﬀeR, even as upon drinking Poyſon, we find that.the Strength 

$ ſuddenly caſt down, and that Life is ſoon deſtroyed: and therefore, 
* for explicating the nature of the Peſtilence, it will not be amiſs, firſt 
- to enquire concerning Poyſon in general, and after what manner it 
affes our Bodies; and then to ſhew what ſort of Venom 1s diſperſt in 
the Plague and contagious Diſeaſes: which being premitted, we ſhall 
ſpeak in particular of the Aﬀects even now mentioned. 

We may juſtly give the name of Poyſon to wharſoever ſticking in 
-our Body, violently and after a ſecret manner, injures the 
Temper and A&ions of any part, or of the whole, gleſtroys the Spi- 
rits, or perverts their Motions, diflolves the mixture of the Liquors, 
cauſes Coagulations and Corruptians, ſubverts the Ferments and Fun- 
&ions of the Viſcera, and ſo on a ſudden, and privily, endanger Life. 

There is a vaſt ſtore of theſe in Nature, which are often engendred 
within our Bodies, and abundantly ſupply'd ourwardly from the 
Earth, Air, and Water, and from the diſhn& Families of Minerals, 
. Vegetables, and Animals. 4

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As there is 2 great variety of Poyſons, fo there is no leſs a diverſity 
of them, as to the Subjechs, and the ways of their hurting ; for, 
tho a great many poyſonous things are ſaid to be contrary to us; as 
to the whole Subſtance, ſo that they ſet upon any thing, and like # . 
Funeral Flame, with a cauſtick Force reduce'ir, as it were, into Aſh- 
es - yet ſome of theſe, being .endowed with a peculiar Force of of- 
fending, rather hurt one Part or Subſtance than another. The Sub- 
jeas on whict the Taint of the Venom fixes it ſelf firſt of all, and 
moſt immediately, are rio-fold, to wit, the Animal Spirets, or the 

ſpirituons and ſubtle Liquor paſſing in the Brain and *Genws Ner- 
voſum, and the Blood flowing 1n the Heart and Veſſels. When a dif- 
proportionate Obje& preſents it ſelf ro one of them alone, or to both 
together, ſo that thereupon rhe Crafis of the Liquors or of the con-' 
eaming Parts, is fubyerred, whereby FunRtiotrs necefſary for perform- 

ing the Offices of Life and Senſe, are lerted and this 15 done after a 

feerer manner, and as i were on a fadden, theſe kinds of Effe&s we 
aſcribe to Poyſon. | 

© The nervous Bodies, with the animal Spirit, arc not ſer upon whol- 
ly after the fant manner by all forts of Poyſons ; for ſometimes they 
are aflail*'d with a Stupor, ſomerimes with Cramps and convulfve mo- 
rions, and thoſe of divers Kinds and Conditions. The Bite of the 
«Tarantula cauſes a Dancing ; the force tranſmitted from a Tortoiſe by 
a Spear, or the Cords of a Net, ſtapifies the hand of che Fiſher; rhe. 
Roors of Wild Parſnips, or the Seeds of Darnel, caten, make Men 
. run mad ;- Oprom, Mandrabe, Henbane, and the like, cauſe a deep, and 
ſometimes a mortal Sleep. Theſe, 'and a great many other things, 
without any mighty Perrurbation of che Blood, or Injury brought on | 
the Heart, faſt'n chiefly their Venom on the Animal Faculty or Spi-

If the Tnjury firſt inflifted on either, wx. the cxconomy of the

Latex, by the lymphatick Veſſels into the Veins, is readily conveyed 
into-the Maſs of Blood, and defiles 1t with the Corruption craig 
in it: alſo from the- Blood greatly infeted with Venom, the Juice 
wherewith the Nerves are wrigated in a ſhort rime becomes tainted 3 
Hence, Perſons that are mad are teveriſh, and ſuch as are ſeiz'd with 
a peſtilencial Feyer very often are aflailed with a Delirium or Frenzy. 
Concerning theſe things, we muſt confider what kind of Alreration or 
Impreſſion of Injury it is which is inflited by Poyfon on the Animal 
Spirits with che/Brain and nervous Appendix; alſo what on the Blood, 
with the Heart and the Veſſels annex'd to it. 

As to the firſt, we obſerve, that that ſubtle Liquor, or the Animal 
Spirits, with which the neryous Bodies are influenced, and by the 
Expanſion of which, Senſe and Motion perform reciprocal Actions, 
are eaſily perverted from their Continunty, and even. Expanſion 3 
for, the Nerves being of a ſoft Texture, and the Spirits wherewith 
my are fill'd being of a very ſubtle Subſtance, they are not able to 
endure any ſorts of Objects that are ſtrong or vehement; wherefore, 
when any violent or diſproportionate Thing aflails them by Surpriſe, 


they are often forc'd from their Expanſion and Excurſion, to a Flight 
an 


a Retreat, and often into Irregularittes of motions ; wherefore, 


ſudden Paſſions of the Mind diſtrat them, and ſtir them to Twirch- 


ings and Convulſions : when the nutritive Juice wherewith they are 
ſupply'd is ſent to them too ſharp, acid, or auſtere, they undergo 
ſometimes Reſolutions, ſometimes Shrinkings : and if ſome Obje& 
more contrary ( ſuch as we affirm Poyſon to' be ) preſents it (elf, 
whoſe Parricles are of ſuch a fierce Nature, or of ſuch a Configuration, 
that they violently ferment with the nervous Liquor, -they ſtrongly 


' drive the ſubtle or ſpirituous Part of it chis way and that, or wholly 


drive it away 3 and either by their ſtyprick Force they fix the reſt of 
the Liquor, or force it by an Ebullition - into diſorderly Motions ; 
Hence neceſſarily ariſe the evil Aﬀe&s of che Brain and nervous Parts, 
viz, ſometimes a Convulſion, a Trembling, a Shivering, ſomerimes a 
Stupor, or Reſolutions, and other ſevere Symptoms. The Things 
which infe& with Venom the nervous Juice after this manner, ſome- 
times are groſs, and only infli& their Injury when they are applyed in 
a very corporeal Subſtance; ſometimes they are ſubtle, -and being 
reſolv'd into a Vapour, or even toa Breath, they diſperſe the Fermenc 
of the Poyſon from a little Point chroughont the whole Gers Nerwo- 
Ggg8 Jum, 
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ſum; Sometimes the Poyſon of an ill Thing eaten firſt begins irs 
Tragedy in the Stomach, but oftner by a bare Conta& oh the Surface 
of the Body, it leaves the virulent Miaſm, which ſoon and readily.de- 
files, with its Ferment, the Spirits diſpersd through the whole. A 
Taint infli&ed on the Extremities of the Nerves, any where, whether 
inwardly or outwardly, is diſpers'd to a diſtance by theit ready Cort 
veyance, preſently many Sprouts of the ſame Branch being brought . 
, to communicate of the Evil. Often, a light Touch of a venemous 
A Thing by the Finger, or the extream part of any Member, preſently 
E conveys the Taint received to the Brain, and thence it is retorted on 
the whole Body, and the moſt remote Members: the Reaſon of this is, 
that the Particles both of the nervous Juice, and of ſome venemous 
Miaſm, are ſo ative and quick of Motion, that either of them pats 
moſt ſwiftly through the whole Mafs of the other, as Rays of Light 
through a Diaphanous Medium. 

2. As ofcen as the Blood gets Miſchief by a venemous Thing, the 
Venom ſticking in it, either 1s dull and of leſs A&iviry, which does 
not preſently diſcover it ſelf, nor breaks forth into terrible Symproms, 
till after a long time, when it is brought to a Ripeneſs by a tacit Fer- 
mentation, and has firſt infe&ed the whole Maſs of Blood 3 as we may 
obſerve in ſome Poyſons, which are ſaid to kill at a diſtance, and not 
but after ſome Months or Years: or the Poyſons inſpired into the 
Blood are inibued with a much ſharper Sting, that the Taint con- 
trated by their Contagion preſently breaks forth into terrible Symp- 
toms ; and thereupon follows ſometimes a feverifh Efferveſcence, 
with a Vomiting, a Thirſt, and a burning of the Przcordia 3 ſometimes 
a puffing up of the whole, a diſcolouring of the Skin, often an Erups«. 
tion of Puſhes and Buboes; frequently alſo a ſudden falling of the 
Strength, ſo that a ſudden Death ſteals on without apy Stir, and al- 
moſt unperceiv'd :* where it is to be noted by the By, if the Spirits 
of the Blood provok'd by the Enemy, are able to ſer upon him and 
to contend for the Viftory, from this Confli& a feveriſh Ebullition 1s 
raigd in the Blood ; - but, if the Particles of the Poyſon far exceed 
them in Strength, preſently the Maſs of Blood is corrupted, that 1t 
can neither be circulated in the Velilels, nor be duely kindled in the 
Hearr., 

If it be farther enquired, what Changes in its Subſtance, or Confl- 
ſtency, the Blood infe&ed with Poyſon undergoes, that thereby it 1s 
rendred unfic for the Support of Life; I anſwer after this manner, 
Some Poyſons fuſe the Blood, and precipitate its Serofiry, as thoſe 
Medicines which being deſtru&ive cirher by Purging, or by cauſing 24 
Flux of Urine, or by a puffing up of the whole, or by a Diſcolouratt- 
on, or an Eruption of Puſhes, make a very great Separation of the 
Scrous Latex : mean while, a great ebullition 15 cauſed in the maſs of 
Blood, whereby the Vial Spirits arc greatly ſpent ; the Parneles _

the Salt and Sulphur, by the too much CoRion, are exalted, and of- 
ten ſo ſcorch'd, thar a Jaundiſe, either yellow or black, is cauſed. 

There are Poyſons of another kind far more dangerous, which con- 
if the Blood, and corrupt its mixture by deſtroying it, viz. firſt 
ey bring 4 Coagulation on the Maſs of Blood, and then a Corrupti- 
on; for, when the Spirits of the Blood, put to flight by the Contagi- 
on of the Poyſon, are diſſipared, the eyen mixture of the Liquor is 
diſſolved; wherefore, the groſſer Particles mutually lock with each + 
other, and (like Milk-upon Rennets being put into it, or turning ſoure 
of its own accord) they are coagulated togerher z hence the Blood 
grows clotted in the. Veſſels, that 1c is not readily circulated in them: 
the coagulated Portions of it being convey'd inwardly into the Sinus's 
of the Heart, are there apt to ſtagnate, and fo they cauſe frequenr 
Faintings and Swoonings: being carried outward, and ſtuck in the 
Skin in circulating, ſomerimes, when caſt on every fide in a plentiful 
manner, they cauſe an over-ſpreading of Blackneſs throughout the 
whole; ſometimes being diſperſt more ſparingly, they cauſe only 
Mo or black and blew Marks, and the reſt of the Phoenomena of 
M: ignlty * now the Coagulation of the Blood ſoon diſpoſes ic to Pu- 
trefattion or Corruption, as it 15 to be ſeen in extravaſated Blood, 
which ſoon turns black, and is wont to putrefiez for the Spirit being 
exhal'd, the remaining Parricles of the Salt and Sulphur in the Blood 
begin to ſeparate from each other, and to difſolve the Bond of Mix-+ 
ture, whence Putrefa&ion enſues, 
. Theſe things being thus premitted concerning Poyſon in general, the 
method of Healing requires that we ſer upon the Trad of Fevers,which 
draw their Origine wholly from a venemous aud malignant Miaſm : 
and ſince among theſe, the Plague 15 undoubtedly the chief, I ſhall be- 
gin with the Cqnſideration of that, and ſhall ſpeak afterward, in order, 
of Malignant Fevers, the Meaſles, and Small-Pox. But before I give 
ts Defimtion, Iſhall enquire briefly concerning the Peſtilencial Venom, 
of what Nature and Diſpoſicion 1t 13 alſo whence it ariſes; and laſtly, 
after what manner it is propagated by Contagion 1n others. 
The Eſſence of the Peſtilential Fever 1s founded in a vapory and 
ſpirirual Miaſm, from which Effluvia's diffuſed on every fide ſo. poir- 
erfully diſplay themſelves, that from the leaſt Seminary they ſoon 
ptopagate a fertile Harveſt of Death and Deſtruttion. By reaſon of 
ns mighty ARtivity, this Miaſm deſerves to be called, a certain Quin- 
teſcence, as it were, of Poyſon : its very nimble and ſubtle Particles 


+ penetrate all Bodies, and inſpire them with their Ferment; for, whe- 


ther being diſpersd through the Air, or ſtored up in ſome Fomes, 
if they cone to hit upon a Humane Body, tho it be lightly, and as ic 
were, with a Glance, they readily penetrate ir, ſoon infet the Ani- 
mal Spirits and thoſe of the Blood, and thereby oyerſpread. all rhe 
Members with a Venemous Contagion. 

a Gg88 2 : When 
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When a peſtilential Breath or Vapour has aſſailed any one, and thar 
Venom has firſt ſeiz'd the Animal Spirits, or thoſe*of the Blood, or 
both of them rogether ; from the ſubtle and thin Subſtatice of theſe 
the Taint is ſoon derived jnto the grofſer Matter, for ina ſhort time 
it ferments the whole Mais of Blood, or nervous Juice, aid the excre- '_ 
mentirious Humours in any place abounding; and thence is drawn in- *. 
to'the ſolid Parts, and fixes the Evil in them. If this Contagion firſt 
ſciſes the Animal Parts, preſently the Tojury is communicated to the. 
Brain, and the- Genus Nervoſum, and eſpecially to the' Ventricle ; it 
forthwith poyſons the Humour lodging in theſe, diflolves its mixture, 
perverts its regular Motion, and renders it wholly diſagreeing and of- 
fenfive to the tender ſubſtance of the containing Parts: thence forth. 
- with Cramps, and Convulfive Motions, violent Vomitings, a Cardidlgia, 
alſo a Frenzy, Delirium, or obſtinate Watchings, are raiſed about the 
firſt Invaſion of the Diſeaſe 3 whereas-in the mean while, the Taint 
being not yer diſperſt through the Blood, the Diſcaſed are not in a 
Fever, nor infeſted with a diſorderly, Pulſe, or a Swooning, or an ap» 
pearance of Tokens ; which Symptofns, nevertheleſs, alſoon as rhe 
Blood 15 infeRted,- ſhew themſelves afterward. If at any time the 
Sprrits of the Blood are firſt ſeiſed with the venemous Miaſm, either 
breathed in with 'the Air, or attrafted by the Pores, by and by 1ts 
ferment is diſperſt throughout the whole maſs of Blood, the infeted 
portions preſcntly begin to be looſned from their even mixture, to ſe- 
parate into parts, and ro be coagulated, and the ſame being conveyed 
Into the Sjnus's of the Hearr, to ſtagnate there, and to cauſe a Swoon-. 
ing, Faintings, and often a ſudden Death: alſo being carried outward- 
ly, and fixt about the Skin, they are wont to cauſe Bubo's, Puſhes, and, 
the other marks of a Venenoſity, mean while the Diſcaſed are preſent, | 
enough to themſelves, and are not affail'd with a Delirjur or convul- 
five Motions: but if from a ſtronger cauſean Injury be ined on both 
Parts at once,the courſe of the Diſcaſe is carried on with a more horri- 
ble appearance of Symptoms, and with a Phrenſy infeſting together. 

As to what regards its riſe ; when the Plague firſt ariſes 1n any 
Regionor Trad of the Earth ( whatſoever others may think ) we place 
the firſt and chief natural Seminary of this Poyſon in the Air, for 1t 
ſeems conſonant to reaſon, that from the ſame Fountain from whence 
the Food of common Life is derived, the beginnings alſo of Death, 
which is no leſs diffuſed, ſhould be taken: the fame neceſlity lies upon 
us for breathing the Air, as for Fiſh of living in the Waters; where- 
fore, as the common Deſtru&ion of Fiſh dying in Multitudes is af- 
cribed to Warers being infeted with Poyſon, ſo nothing but a Taint 
of the Air, bfeathed by all, can kill Men that dye without a manifeſt 
Cauſe, by an epidemick DeftruRion. 4.7 

For the Air, which we neceſſarily breath in for the Support of Life, 
eonſiſts of thick Steams and Vapours, which continually are hen 
rom 
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| th; to which the exhalations of Salts and Sulphurs bein 
Ro ey make here a thick Fog, as it were, of Arqmous Corpul- 
cles.. The Motions of theſe being both.very ſwift and. reſtleſs, are of 
a manifold and very differing Eigurez wherefore ſome of them con- 
tinually encounter others, and according to their various Configurati- 
ons, ey cle with theſe and are mutually combined, and are driv'n 
= fly from others : on this, the Reaſons of every Sympathy and Apti- 
pathy chiefly depend ; from the divers Agitations of theſe kinds of 
Atomes near the Surface of the Earth, this or that Tra& of the Air 
undergoes divers Alterations, with which Bodies, eſpecially thoſe thax 
are living,are variouſly affected, for the inward Motion of the Particles 
of each Animal depends very much on the motion and temper of the , 
Particles of the Air: Since theſe continually exagitate thoſe, ſtir them, 
up when they are drowſie,repair the Lofles of thoſe that fly away; exa- 
tate the vital Flame with their Nutrofity, and ſupply it with a nitro- 
phureous Food, and eventilate it being kindled by the continual 
Courſes of Acceſſes and Receſles: as long as an apt Contemperation , 
happens for the Motion and Configuration in both, Animals enjoy a 
te& Life and Health ; bur if the Corpuſcles flying in the Air are of, A 
ſuch a kind of Figure and Power, that they are manifeſtly cnn; F 
to the Spirits implanted in Animals, they looſen the mixtures of theſe 
from the reſt of the Elements with which they-are bound, and per- 
vert their Motions : hence the Craſes of things are deſtroyed, Lite is, 
overthrown, and that being ſcarce extin&, the Bodies incur Putreſfa-. 
8on 3 hence the Tops of Trees or Corn being ſtruck with a Blaſt. 
wither on a ſudden; hence the Murrain oftentimes reigns among(t 
Cattel, which kills whole Herds together, For this kind of Cauſe 
the Seeds of the Peſtilence firſt exert themelves, and threaten a uni- 
yerſal Slaughter of Mankind; for even as venemous Corpuſcles gather- 
ed together in the Bowels of the Earth, or on irs Surface, produce Ar- 
ſenical Mixts, or venemous Herbs; fo theſe being reſolved into a Va- 
pour, and gathered thick together in the Air, create pernicious Blaſts, 
om which malignant and peſtilential Diſeaſes ariſe : and it ſeems to 
me not improbable; thar the ths which firſt give a ſeminary of the 
Peſtilence to any peculiar Tra of the Air, are the venemous Effluvia 
of Salts and Sulphurs grown exorbitant, and breath'd forth of the Bow- 
els of the Earth z which ſometimes, being firſt long included in the 
'Earth, are exhal'd by degrees ; ſometimes, by reaſon of Trembli 
or Openings of the Earth, break forth together; of which kind alſo 
there are generally breath'd from the Tents of Souldiers filled with 
Naſtineſs, - bo of dead Carcaſles lying unburicd, or from places 
fil'd with. ſtagnaring and ſlinking Mud. And ſcles exhaled 
after this manner, by a long PutrefaQion, acquire to themſelves won- 
SRerful Powers and Diſcoangruencies, that thereby they are diſagreeing 
+ and heterogeneous to all others whatſoever 3 and fo being received in- 
t@ 
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| to the Air, they ferment it (like a maſs of Liquor) and pervert ie 
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from a*wholſome and benign into a pernicious and curſt Nature. 
Some Bodies eaſily recerve the malignant Tin&ure of a peſtilential 


Air, others not ſo readily ; thoſe who have a very great Cacochymia by 
reaſon of an 11! Diet, wad thoſk who by reakin of a Plethora have a. 


Blood filled with an inflamabie Sulphur, a light Blaſt of a yenemous 
Air faſtens the peſtilential Venom on them, ; myers fr they lye-un- 
der a Fear and Sadneſs, which convey inwardly the lighteſt Parts of 
Contagion, as it were by a certain Infuſion, On the contrary, rhoſe 
. who have the Viſcera clean, and the Maſs of Blood well tempered, 


and thoſe who carry a ſtrong and undaunted Mind, do not ſo _ |

receive this Infe&ion; and ſometimes being receiv'd they e

. By Comegeen we underſtand that Force, or Aion, whereby any 
Aﬀe& being in one Body ſtirs up the like to it in another 3 bur fince 
this happens either immediately by Conta&, as if any one lying in the 


ſame Bed with another Man ſeiz'd with the Plague, gets the ſame Dif- 


eale; of mediately, and at a diſtance, as if it ha ; that the Conta- 
gion be convey from one Houſe to others at a dif z and fo ifthe 
Plague affails any Perſon handling a Garment or Houſhold-ſtuff of an 
infeted Houſe, after ſome Days, or Months, or haply Years : there- 


fore, that the nature of a Contagion, and the divers manners of it, / 


may be plainly known, let us examine firſt, What that thing is which 
flows from an infe&ed : ſecondly, How it is diſpoſed 1n the me- 


dium through which it paſſes : thirdly, After what manner it engen«_ 


ders an Aﬀett like it ſelf in another Body. 


r. That from every Body, though of a fixt Nature, EMuvia's of 


Atoms conſtantly flow, which make, as it were, a miſt or cloudy Cir- 
ck'abour them, and inveſt them, as it were, like the Down of a Peach, 


iris o receiv'd a thing among the foundeſt ns, that there is 


nothing more; and the more aftive Particles any thing confiſts of, by 
ſo' much 1t ſends from it Corpuſcles of a more ew Ny Verrue, and 
Energy : hence the Effluvia which part from Ele&rick Bodies, are 
able to move other Bodies from their Places ; from Sulphurs Emana- 
wons paſs, which fill the whole Neighbourhood with Odours : fmce 
therefore the peſtilential Venom, as 15 ſaid before, tho in a ſmall Bulk, 
is of a mighry Efficacy and Operation, whereſoever it is fixr, certain 
Emanations neceſſarily proceed from the Bodics imbued with ir, which 
carry the nature of the ſame Poyſon and Malignity, 
every ſide according to its Sphere of Adivity: bur fince theſe Corput: 
cles which retain the Contagion of the Peſtilence, when they flow 

one 
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 oke body, are not preſently received by another, let us inquire how 
they are diſpoſed in reſpe& of their paſſing through the Medium. 
Where preſently occurrs the difference of them from. moſt others, 
in regard that the Effluvia, which generally evaporate, do not long 
retain the Nature of the body whence they flow, but either vaniſhin 
the tenuated Air, or cloſing with other bodies, are affimilated with 
them : bur thoſe Particles which part from a peſtilential Miaſm, are 
not eaſily abſorb'd by the Air, or 6ther Body, fo thav they wholly 
riſh; bur among various Conſuſions of Atomes, and Dathings 
othet bodies, they preſerve themſelves entire : for this Poyion being 
in'a manner maſterleſs, \and jnſuperable by others, continues ſtill the 
fame; and tho it conſiſts of a very ſmall heap of Atomes, it does not 
preſently vaniſh, bur taints with irs Ferment the next Corpulſcles to it, 
and 'fo uiresfto it ſelf new Stores, and gets Strength as it goes; 
whence ir hes long hid in every Fomes, and after a long time, when it 
has lighted on a fit SubjcQ, it exerts it ſelf, and communicating the 
Infe&1ion of its Venom to the other, it reſuſtitates a-new the Diſeaſe 
of the Plague, which before ſeemed to be driv'n away, and tho from 
a very ſmall Seminary, it diſperſes its mortal Poyſon far and near. 

For the Plague diſcloſes ſuch moſt certain Signs of its Contagion, 
that ſome Authors affirm it to ſubſiſt among Morrals only by this 
means, and that it no where ariſes a-new, but 1s preſerv'd only by a 
Fomes, and that it 15 now and then conveyed from one Region to 
another. Hiſtories tell us, that the Seeds of it have lain dormant for - 
many Years in a Garment or Bed-Cloaths, that upon the ſame after- 

being ſtirr'd, they have ſhewn themſelves, and have brought the 
Diſeaſe of the Peſtilence, arifmg a-freſh, with a mighty Deſtruftion of 
Mankind : when by reaſon of a Fomes the Peſtilence is propagated to 
a diſtance after this manner 3 the venemous Corpuſcles which remain 
- in the Miaſm, beitg ſtirred, preſently ſpring forth, and diſplay their 
Venom ofi every ſide, as it were by a certain Irradiation: it they any 
where light on a humane Body, they preſently ſeiſe the Spirits, and 
© are conveyed inward by their Vehicle, and then eafly enough infe# 
the Blood, and all other Humours flowing in the Veſſels with their 
' Ferment, and it a ſhorr time cauſe Coagulations and a Putrefa&ion in 
them. And after this manner, by moſt ſubtle Effluvia, there as made 
a certain Trahſmigration, as it were, of the peſtilential Diſeaſe, ev'n 
. & when a graft cut from ſome Tree, and laid afide for ſome time, and 
afterward inſerted in another Trunk, is able, though from a very ſmall 
Bud, to produce a Tree of the ſame Kind and Nature, 
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HE Plague may be deſcribed after this manner, That it is. a 
| Epidemious Diſeaſe, contagious, very deſtru}rve to Mankind, 
taking its Riſe from a venemous Miaſm furft received by & Air, 
afterward propagated by Contagion, which ſetting upon Men after a hidden 
and ſecret manner, cauſes Extin#tons of the Spirits, Coagulations of the 
Blood, Syderations and Mortifications of it, and of the folid Parts, and 
brings the Diſeaſed in danger of Life, with an Appearance of Puſhes, Bip 
bo's, or Carbuncles, and with the addition of other horrible Symptoms, |; 
There are a great many Signs occurring to us, which fore-ſhew tha. 
the Peſtilence will happen in a ſhort time, to wit, 1f the Year does ng 
keep irs Temperament, but has immoderate and very unſeaſona 
exceſſes of Heat or Cold, Drought or Moiſture: if the Meaſles or 
Small Pox are every where very rife, if Phlegmons, or Bubo's accons 
pany reigning Fevers; from a preceeding Famine a moſt certain Pre 
ſage 1s taken of an enſuihg Plague ; for the like Conſtitution of the 
Year which for the moſt part brings a Dearth of Proviſions, by reaſan 
of the Corn being blighred, is apt alſo to produce a Plague ; alſo the ew 
fort of Dyer, which ſuch as are preſt with Hunger make uſe of, eatin 
all kinds of unwholſome things wichour choice, diſpoſes their wool 
more readily to receive the Contagion. Moreover Earth-quakes, a 
freſh-opened Grotto's and Caverns upon the cleaving of the Earth, ly 
reaſon of the Eruptions of a malignant and venemous Air, have often 
given Beginnings to Plagues. Again, as there is need of great Dill 
gence in taking a fore-view as it were, from a Watch-Tower, of 
imminent Plague, ſo we ought to be no leſs ſagacious'in mx 
ſame asit firſt ariſes, and caſt its firſt Darts; for often, being too ſollice 
rous, we dread even vulgar Fevers, if haply they end in Death, fr 
tins' Contagion; and ſometimes being too ſecure, contemning the. Pe” 
ſtilencs by reaſon'of its Symptoms reſembling thoſe of a common Ft- 
ver, we find our Dangers but too late: wherefore, for the fuller know 
ledge of this Diſeaſe, we ſhall ſer down its Signs and Symptoms both 
common and pathognomick. | 
Beſides the Signs above delivered, which by a certain Demonſtrs 
tion, & Priort, give a Suſpicion of an enſuing Plaguez there are 
others whoſe concurrence with it plainly ſhew its Preſence in a 
diſeas'd : of theſe ſome are common to a Plague with a purrid Fev 
ſome are more proper to this Aﬀe&; for the Impreſiion of the Pl 
oftentimes ſtirs up an Efferveſcence of rhe Blood, and has a Fever A. 
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- about it, infeſting the Diſcaſed with an acute Painz which-arifing in 
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frequently joyn'd with 1t, that -by ſome, in the Definition of the 
Plague, the Fever 4 you as 'a Genus ;, wherefore, by reaſon of the 
Ebullicion of the Blood, and the Injury brongit on the Viſcera, pre- 
ſently an Incaleſccnce with a ſpontaneous Laſhrude, a Thirſt, a burn- 
ing of rhe Przcordia, Vomirings often violent, a Cardialgia, Gripes 
in the Bowels, a Roughneſs or Blackne(s of the Tongue, a Swooning, 
and a ſudden Fall of the Strength, enſue, Tho vulgar Fevers are of- 
renrimes attended with theſe kinds of Symproms, yet if at. the ſame 
time a Plague be rife in the Neighbourhood, and a fear of the ſame 
ſeiſes the Minds of Men, hence 4 greater Suſpicion of this Evil is gi- 
yen; and eſpecially, becauſe, when a Plague reigns, all other Diſca- 
ſes leaye their own Nature and pals into that : wherefore, if to the 
Aﬀetts even now mentioned, there be added a Communication of the 
ſameDiſcaſe romany, and many-dye of ir, ſo that it generally becomes 
morral and ſpreads it ſelf; and if beſides, Buboes, Carbuncles, Puſh- 
es, or others Marks of a peſtiferous Contagion appear, the thing is 
put without doubt, and we hence proclaim a Peſtyence, with no leſs 
Confidence, than we do a Fire when we fee a Flame burſt forth 
through the Roofs of Houſes : but becauſe a mention 1s here made of 
Buboes, Carbuncles, and other Symptoms, it remains for us to give 
briefly the Cauſes of them, and the ways of their being produc'd; they 
= theſe, a Carbuncle, Bubo, Puſhes, Wheals, and malignant Pu-

Concerning theſe, we ſay in general, that they are all Products of 
the Blood, and nervous Juice, truck with a welliderons Venom, and 
\coagulared by Parts in their Circulation, and variouſly afeted with 
PutrefaRion ; for the Spirits reſiding in both Liquors, eſpecially in 
the Blood, are no ſooner touched with the breath of a malignant 
Contagion, but a Coagulation is cauſed in the remaining Liquor, even 
as when Milk turns ſour, or has an acid Juice mixt with it : wherefore, 
Portions of it being greatly tainted with Venom, ſoon grow clotty, and 
ke extravaſated Blood, fall into a Corruption with a Blackneſs 3 


;whence preſently they ſtop the Motion of the reſt of the Blood 1n the 


Heart and Veſſels, and coagulatc it more by rcafon of their Ferment. 
Now whatſoever is gathered together into Clots by Coagulation, un- 
{els it be preſently caſt forch, brings Death in a ſhort time, by ſtop- 
ping the Circulation of the Blood 3 and being driven gutward to the 


:Circumference of the Body, is ſtopt in motion in the narrow Involy- 


tions of the Veſlels; and either being wholly defſticure of Spirit, as 
tho it were Planet-ſtricken, ir produces black or blew Marks by its 


- -Mortification, or by reaſon of the Salr and Sulpiur exalted by the 
} . peſtilential Ferment, and affeR&ing new things, it grows into Tumours 
-of various kinds, 


A Carbuncle is a fiery Tumour, with very ſmart and burning Puſtules 
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various places indifferently, does not ſuppurate, but ſpreading largely 
round about , burns the Fleſh, and*at length throws off lobes of it'be.' 
Ing corrupted, and leaves a hollow Ulcer, as tho burnt by an Eſchro« 


The Generation of Carbuncles ſeems to be after this manner; when 

venemous Miaſms light on a Blood parch'd with Heat before, its 
congeal'd Portions are fixed in the Superficies of the Body ; and at 
that place, becauſe the motion of the Blood 1s a little letred, firſt a 
ſemdy prevding it £1 archer, being increft by Inv nd Here, eve 
en it (elf fatcher, being i y little ittle, 
Into the Neighbourhodd, Suppuration does not follow, becauſe the 
matter extravaſared, and ſtagnating, is not concoted and digeſted 
wich a gentle heat, but by reafon of the Particles of the Sulphur, 
grown exorbitant together with the Salt exalted, being heap'd toge- 
ther into theſe Tumours, and by reaſon of the Stagnation bemg forrh- 
with diſſolved from mixture, an Aduſtion 1s caus'd, as if a Cautery 
were applied to the part: the pieces and lobes of Fleſh, eaten as tho 
covered with an Eſchar, fall away, becauſe the corrofive Venom 
ſticking to the Muſcles, does not corfode them only in their Surface, 
bur through their whoke Subſtance 3 wherefore, the whole 
Fleſh is conſumed, the Membranes in which tt is involyed being eaten 
away, ſome pieces fall from the reſt as tho cur from ir: often one, of- 
ten more Carbuncles ariſe ; ſometimes they are alone, ſometimes they 
have a Bubo accompanying them. 

A peſtilential Bubo ariſes only in glandulous parts; toward the 
bulk of which, not only the Blood congeal'd by the Venom, and car 
ried thither by the Arteries, but alſo the nervous Juice there heaped 
together, and to be carried back into the Veins, contribute. Becauſe 
this Tumour happens from Juices leſs parch'd, and in a colder part, 
therefore ir partakes of Sappuration; for, the Matter _ together 
by degrees when ( the vital Spirit departing by reaſon rs, rw. 
It has foſt the Form of Blood, through the Particles of the Salt ar 
Sulphur being exhaled, and kept in the Tumor, 15 converted into 1 
Pus by long Conco&tion. Now that cheſe Tumours only happen in 
the Glands. the Reaſon 1s, not that the' Fewel of the Diſeaſe 15 cot 
veyed to theſe parts by a certain Appointment of Narure, but as the 
Particles of the virulent Miaſm abound every where in the Blood and 
nervous Jnice, they are heaped rogether, there more readily, as in 
a common place of Retreat, where both the Blood conveyed to the 
Extretfitties of the little Arteries,is wich difficulty and not fo readily re- 
ceived and carried back by the Veins, and withall, where the nutri- 
rive Jnyce, to be carried back from the Nerves into the Veins, 


depoſed. That both of theyeac done about the Glands, it is mank 
' feſt, both by Experience Hp omical Experiments; where- 
fore, fmce both Fumours i Fees of the peſtileptial Con- 
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ragion met together in theſe Parts, a ſeat of Malignity is here made. 
by reaſon of the Virulency depoſed here by both. 

Puſhes, Wheales, and Purple Spots, in reſpe& of the Venenoſity, are 
of the ſame Batch with the Tumours even now deſcribed ; but in theſe 
the Produdts of the Virulency are leſs in bulk, tho with a greater dan- 
ger, by reaſon of the Seeds of che Venom being more diſperſed : ſmall 
Porcions of coagulated Blood ſticking in che Skin, make theſe leſler 
Phenomena; wherefore, ſome of theſc, rais'd into Bladders, ſappu+ 


rate; others, by reaſon of a certain Mortification or Syderation of the 


corrupted Blood, turn into Purple Marks and Spots. 

Tho the Plague, by reaſon of the Deftrution wherewith it threat- 
ens the Diſcaſed, both ſecretly, and very much on a ſudden, ſcarce 
affords Place or Time for a Prognoſtick ; and.tho by reaſon of the oc- 
cult ways of doing Miſchief, this Diſeaſe carries all things ſuſpeed in 
it; yet it is manifeft, by frequent Obſervation, that ſome Signs ap- 

in the Courſe of it, from which we are wont to dwine a Recove- 
ry or Death. The Caſe is full of Danger if the Contagion ſuddenly 
paſſes into an univerſal Sickneſs, and makes violent Invaſions; if an 
Hzmorrrhagy, or only a ſmall Pain happen in the beginning of the 

| be thick, and troubled, the Pulſe unequal and 
weak ; if a Convulſion or Frenzy preſently follow ; 1f rhe Vomitings, 
or Stools, are livid, black, or very ſtinking  'if che Puſhes at firſt red, 
afterward turn black and blue ; if the Carbuncles are numerous, if the 


© Buboes firſt ariſing, diſappear z if the Strength be caſt down on a ſud- 


den; if the Countenance looks diſmal, or turns black and blue; if 
with a cold Stiffneſs of the extream Parts there be a burning of the 
Viſcera, eſpecially if theſe or moſt of them happen in a Body very 
cacochymical, or in an unwholſome Seaſon. On the contrary, the 
Diſcaſed are bid to be of good Courage, if the ſtate of the Peſtilence 
be oo and lefs dangerous; if the Diſeaſe happens in a ſound and 
robuſt Body with a Forticude of Mind ; if Remedies are ſcaſonably ad- 
miniſtred before the Diſcaſe has ſeiſed the whole Maſs cf the Blood ; 
alſo, if the Courſe of the Diſeaſe goes on with a conſtancy of the 
Strengrh, a Vigour and Evenneſs of the Pulſe, a Suppuration of Bu- 
boes, and a large Diſcharge of Pus, and with the abſence of horrible 
anos: mean while, tho we may hope here all good, yer 1t 15 
not for us to be ſecure, becauſe ſometimes, with a laudable 


- pearance of Signs, Ambulhes _— laid for Life ; and, as from 


a reconciled Enemy, we ſuffer m 
eſcap'd his raging Threats. Y 

In the Cures of moſt Diſcaſes, the chiefeſt Work 1s gps ey 
Nature, to whoſe Failure Phyſick gives a. helping hand: and the Qf- 
fice and Science of a Phyſician chiefly confiſts in this, To wait fir Qc- 
caſions of giving Aid to her, when ſhe is at a Fault, But che Plague 
has this pecaliar, thar the Cure of it is ou be left ro. Nature, but pe 
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muſt fight againſt ir always with Remedies taken from Art; nor muſt 
we be here follicitous of a more ſeaſonable, and as 1t were, a milder 
Time: but we muſt ger Medicines affoqn as may be, and infiſt on 
them at all Hours, and almoſt Minutes. Bur, becauſe when a Plague 
reigns there 15 need of no leſs care for driving away the Contagion, 
than thar the Contagion receiv'd, be cured: therefore a Phyſician has 
a double Task; towit, both that he take care for the Prevention of 
this Diſeaſe, and for its Cure, 

Prophyla#ick Cautions either regard the Publick, and belong to the 
Magiſtrate, or private Perſons ; by which it 15 caught what muſt be 
done by each Man when a Plague 15 feared. 

The publick care, in a time of the Plague, chiefly conſiſts in theſe 
things; That Divine Worſhip be duely obſerved 3 that all Matters 
maincaining Putrefaion. be raken away ; that Filth, Dunghils, and 
all ſtinking Things, be removed from the Streets, and every occaſion 
of Contagion be moſt diligently avoided; that Commerce with infeR- 
ed Places be forbidden; and that a wholfome kind 'of Diet be con- 
ſtantly kept to by the Citizens 3 let the Poor, who haye not a plen- 
ty or choice of Proviſions, be fed at publick Charges. If the Plague 
be already grown rife, ler the venemous Force of the Air be correQed 
as much as may be, which will excellently be purg'd by a frequent 
burning of ſulphureous chings: ler the infeted be ſeparated fron ſuch 
as are ſound, and let theſe keep from their Carkafſes or Houſhold-ftuff, 
Laftly, ler skilfull and meet Phyſicians and Attendants be gotten to ſup- 
ply the Wants both of thoſe that are in Health, and of the Diſeaſed. 

The Rule of a private Prophylaxis 1s wont to be concluded in theſe 
three things; viz. Diet, Pharmacy, and Chirurgery: The Diet regards 
the f1x non-natural things, amongſt which, thoſe of chiefeſt Note are 
che Air, and the Paſſions of the Mind: as to the reſt, the Precepr of 
Hippocrates ſuffices, viz. that Labour, Meat, Drink, Sleep, and Venzs, 
all keep a mean: let the Peſtilenrial Air either be avoided by remo- 
ving into another place, or let it be corre&ed by ſulphureous thing 
duely kindled, or ler ir be refreſh'd in breathing by Fumes and odor! 
ferous things frequently held to the Noſtrils : As ro the Paſhons 
the Mind, Fear and Sadneſs, whilſt a Peſtilence reigns, are as a (e- 
cond Plague ; for, by theſe the ſeeds of the venemous Contagion, which 

lye on the Superficies of the Body, as it were in the outmoſt Margin 
of the Vortex, are violently drawn inward, and deliyer'd to the 
Heart 5 wherefopre, a cheerful and confident Mind 15 better than the 
moſt exquifite Antidote. I have known many, who were wont to fay 
- 3n the Words of He/mont, That by fortifying the Archens with Wine and 
Confidence, and ufing no other Alexipharmicks, they paſt their Time 
among infe&ed Perſons withour any injury by Contagion; and thoſe 
who liv'd otherwiſe, imbib'd rhe' Seeds of the Peſtilence, as tho dc- 
riy'd from the Stars. | | = 
Among 
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Among Chirurgical Things to be uſed for Preſervation, Blooding, 
Caiuttries, and Amulets, are uſually recommended: where there 1s a 
Plethora with a'great Turgeſcency of the Blood, or when by a long 
Ufance-Perfons have accuſtom'd themſelves to be let Blood, opening 
a Vein grees with them ; for, by how much the leſs the Blood boyls, 
and is circulated in the Veſſels without trouble, by fo much the flower 
js it infeted with the venemous Contagion. Ifſnes made by Caureries 
are ſo much approved of by the Suffrages almoſt of all Men, for Pre- 
ſervation againſt the Plague, that their uſe is generally receiv'd among 
che Vulgar ; for theſe conſtantly drain the afiiduous encreaſe- of the 
excrementitions matter : and if any Miaſms of the Peſtilence are in- 
wardly admitted, they caſt them forth by their open paſiage. 

Amulets, hung about the Neck, or worn about 'the Arm-Wriſts, 
are thought to have a wonderful Force againſt rhe Peſtilence : of theſe 
the moſt excellent are accounted by ſome, which conſiſt of Arſenick, 
Quickfilver, the Powder of Toads, and other venemous Things: that 
the ſame do good in ſome Caſes, beſides the Obſervations of Phyſicians, 
this Reafon ſeems ſomewhat to convince ; the Effluvia, or atomous 
Corpulcles which ſometimes flowing from certain Bodies,ſomerimes ſet- 


tling on others, tly abour the whole Region of the Air ; rheſe being di- | 
vertly figur'd,ſomeof them excellentlycloſe with others; bur 1f they jut 


againſt Corpuſcles of another Form, they enter a Confli& with them, 
and ſubvert them ; hence the Particles of the peſtilent Miaſm, which 
are contrary to our Spirits, excellently agree with thoſe Corpuſcles 
of the Poyſon coming to therh, and readily cloſe with them: where- 
fore Amulets made of Poyſon do this; to wit, they gather into them- 
ſelves the Seeds of the Peſtilence coming -againſt. us, by reaſon of a 
Similitude of Parts; nay, and by drawing the ſame from our Body to 
their Embraces, they in ſome fort free the Infeted from the Malig- 
nity. | 
The Pharmaceurick Prophylaxis has a double Scope; firſt, That the 
aſliduous Increaſe of the excremenritious Marter, or Humours, beTe- 
mov'd by a gentle Purge as oftcn-as there 1s need: ſecondly, That 
Alexipharmicks daily taken, the Spirits and our Bodies be fortified 
againſt the Incurſion of the Venom : by rhe former, the Food and 
Fewel which increaſe the PutrefaRion cauſed by the Venom, are 
withdrawn; by the other, the firſt kindling of rhe peſtiferous Conta- 
ion, as tt were of a funeral Flame, is hindred : for Alexipharmicks 


ſeem to give help againſt the Contagion of the Peſtilence under- this 


two-fold Reſpect 3 borh becauſe the Mafs of Blood, and the Viſcera 
filld with the particles of theſe, alſo the Spirirs being firſt poſſeſt by 


the fame, wo not eafily admit the Fellowſhip of the venemons Miaſm, 


and'for that the Blood being quick' 1n its Moriop by the gentle Inſtiga- 
tion of theſe Particles, 18 freed from Coagulation. 
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. So far of Preſervation : it remains now for us to treat of the Cure of 
the Peſtilence ; the Dorine whereof is either general, and compriſes 
the Remedies which are taken for -this end from Diet, Chirurgery, | 
and Pharmacy 3, or ſpecial, which delivers the uſe, and cautious con, | 
thoſe Remedies, and after what manner we muſt 
obyiate Symproms varioufly emerging. | 
- The Dier comprehe::ds the uſe of rhe f1x non-natural things, tho 
the chief Care and phyſical Cautions are concerning the Food ; the 
pri Indications of this have not place together, and art the ſame 
rime, bur ought ro be ſupply'd as occaſion requires, now one, now 
another, and according ta the Exigency of Nature. In reſpe& of the 
Malignity and the Deje&ion of the Strength, Aliments are required, 
which greacly refreſh the Spirits, and afford a plentiful Nouriſhment: 
in reſpet of the feveriſh Diſtemper, a Dyet ſeems to be required 
which is thin, cooling, and qualifying.of the Blood. Let a Phyfician 
take care, of both ; bur let him dire& his Remedies rather againſt the 
Malignity than againſt rhe Fever. 

The-Aids-which belong to Chirurgery are Bleeding, which ought 
ſeldom, and with great Caution in this Diſeaſe, becauſe 
the Blood being too much exhauſted, and the Veſſels falling, a Sweat 
1s not (© eaſily, procur'd ; the place of this is better ſupplyed by Cu 
7. frag with a Scarification ; for this, and Veſicatories are aptly 
uſed for drawing forth the Venom, Moreover, againſt Buboes, Car- 
buncles, and malignant Ulcers produc'd by them, Cataplaſms, Fe- 
menrations, Plaiſters, Liniments, and many other things, ro be ap- 
ply'd outwardly, are taken from Chirurgery, with which ſome poy- 
ſonous things, as Drawers of Venom, are preſcribed to be mix'd by 
ſome: wherefore, Yreparations of Arſenick, v2. its Oyl, and Balſam, 
are recommended in this Caſe, as of excellent Uſe and Efhcacy. 

' Medicines, in order to the Cure of the Plague, are either Evacua- 
tives or Alexipharmicks, The Intention of che firſt is, that the Se- 
rous Latex in the Blood, and the excrementitious Humours, which 
abound in the Viſcera, be ſent forchz and together with them, a great 
many Particles of the venemous Miaſm every where diſpers'd in the 
Body. Now theſe things are perform'd by Vomitories and Purges, 
whoſe uſe 1s rare, and only in the beginning of the Diſeaſe ; alſo by 
Diaphoreticks, which at all times, as long as the Strengrh 1s able ro 
bear them, are indicated in the Flague : for theſe evacuate more fully, 
and withal from the whole Body, and alſo by exagiaring the Blood, 
they free it from Congelation, and in regard they move from the Cen- 
rer to the Circumference, they drive the venemous Ferments, and al- 
ſo the Corruprtions of the Blood and Humours far from the Heart, and 
repell the Enemy from the Fort: but Vomirories and Purges evacuate 
lefs generally, and often by concentrating the malignant Matter, draw 
it inward, and fix it in the Viſcera, Now theſe Medicines, __ 
they 
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they work by Purging, or Swear, ought to be ſuch as have Particles 


of the ſame kind with the venemous Miaſm, rather than with' our 
Blood or Spirirs ; for ſuch a Medicine will paſs through the various 
Involutions of our with irs entire Force, and by reaſon of the 
Similirude of both, will certainly lay hold on the virulent-matter of 
the Diſeaſe, and through a mutual Adhzfion of Parts, Nature being 
irrirated, will carry it forth with it ſelf : wherefore Medicines, whether 
Catharricks or Sudorificks, are moſt recommended, which are pre» 

'd' of Mercury, Antimony, Gold, Sulphur, Vitriol, - Arſenich ,” and 
the like. z which, in regard they are not ſubdued, or overcome by our 
Heat, become excellent Remedies againſt the Venom of the Feſtilen- 
tial Contagion 3 for, theſe do not only powerfully evacuate ſupertlu- 
ons things, bur for as much as they exert, and diſplay on every fide 
in our Body very ſtrong and maſterleſs Particles, they diffipare, and 
hinder from Maturation, rhe Ferments of the Venom glid 
way. And fince the Remedies themſelves, being inſuperable by Na- 
rure, muſt of neceflity be ſent away by the open paſſages of the Body 
they carry forth together wich them whatſoever is extraneous and ho» 
ſtile, 

As to Alexipharmicks, which are ſaid to reſiſt the Venom of this 
Diſeaſe wirhour a ſenſible Evacuation, they are for the moſt part 
ſuch whoſe Particles are neither vecy agreeing with Nature, that they 
rurn to an Aliment, nor are ſo contrary to it, that they ſtimulate an 
Excretion. The ſame being inwardly taken, and refrafted to moſt 
minute Parts,. they, by their Corpuſcles, inſpire as it were with a 
new Ferment, the Blood and Juices tlowing in the Vetfels and Viſce- 
ra, and by moving them gently, and keeping them in an even mix- 
ture, they free them from Coagulation and Putrefa&tion: by the ſame 
gentle Agitation they diſſipate trom each other, and hinder from ma- 
turation the Particles of the Venom beginning to be gathered thick to- 

ether. Laſtly, by przoccupying the Blood and Spirits, they defend 

m from the Ingreſſions of the peſtilent Character : of theſe Reme- 
dies ſome Simples are em———_— as Rue, Scordium, 8c. bur thoſe 
are eſteem'd far betrer, which are more compounded 3 wherefore 
' Treacle, Mithridate, and Diaſcordium, whereof ſome conſiſt of at leaſt 
fifry Simples, are accounted Medicines fo compleat in- all Reſpedts, 
that 1t is efteem'd a Crime to omit, 1n the making of them, ev'n one 
Plant ; the Reaſon haply 1s, That many things being pur rogether make 
a Maſs, whoſe diverſifyed yarticles, being exalted by a long Digeſti- 
on, cauſe a greater Fermentation 1n our Blood and Humours, © = 
. Having thus ſet down the Remedies with which we ought to be 
provided for curing the Plague, we ſhould ſpeak next of its method 
of Cure, to wit, what js to be done in the firſt place, and whar-next 
-In order; but that all things are fo precipitated in this Diſeaſe, rhat 
there 15 no room for Deliberalion, nor will-a Phyſician be frequently 
pre- 
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nr with the Diſeas'd*for fear of Contagion : wherefore there is no 
here of many Przſcripts, or a long Series of Indications. . This

| g 3 bur eſpecially for the cure of Buboes and 
Carbuncles, let fit Aids be taken from Chirurgery. The whole 
Kreſs of the Buſineſs relyes on theſe two chicf Intetitions, that the pe- 
ftiferous Venom be by all means expelled from within, outward; 
andirhen that the Rerurn of ir, being expulſed, be with an equal Di- 
ligence prevented. | | 
" Ir 15'not an eafie thing for us, in the Plague, to give Examples 
ang Hiſtories of Perſons duicaſed, with exaR Diaries of Symproms 3 for 
theſe kinds of Sickneiſes do nor happen evcry Year, nor when they 
are rife is it free for every Phyſician, who minds his own Health, to 
vid the Sick with a curious Eye, or to ſtay long with them, that he 
may diligently obſerve every Accident, and carefully weigh the Rea- 
ſons of them ; which Task, nevertheleſs, the Famous Diemerbroch has 
fo accurately performed, that ſince him, others may lawfully ſurceaſe 
from this Work. When heretofore in this City, viz. Anno 1645.4 


- Plague ( tho not exceeding great ) was rife, Mr, Henry Sayer, a Phyfi- 


clan very learned, and-forrunare in Praiſe, boldly went to viſit all 
forts of fick Perſons, both poor and rich, many others refuſing this 
Undertaking : he daily gave them Medicines, touching Buboes and 
virulent Ulcers wich his own Hand ; and fo by a diligent, tho dange- 
rous, means, cured many of the Diſeaſed. To fortifie himſclf againſt 
the Concagion, before he went to infeted Houſes, he only was wont 
to drink a good Draught of Generous Wine, and afrer he had gone 
his Circuit, to repeat the ſame Antidote, After that he had taken

givin him: mean while, through his long-continued Sickneſs, and the 
nervous Parts being ſorely injur'd, he grew fo lean, thart at length the 
Skin ſcarce ſticking to the Bones, he exaQly reſembled a living Skele- 
ton; tho afterward by the diligent, indefatigable, and prudent Care 
of his Mother, as to his Dyet, he recovered a perfe& Health, and 
continues ſtill well, 

At the Time that this Boy was about the height of his Sickneſs, 
his Brother, about two years elder, fell ſick almoſt after the ſame 
manner, on the firſt day of January, Firſt, he was affeed with 2 
Dullneſs, and a heavineſs of the Head. On the third day growing fe- 
veriſh, he had a Sleepinefs and Stupidity : he began in his Sleep to 
talk hght-headed, and upon his Awake, ſcarce to be preſent to him- 
ſelf. After four or five Days theſe Symptoms increaſed ; he could 
underſtand little, nor ſpeak without tripping of his Tongue, and 
ſcarce arciculately: his Urine was thick, and opake, withour an Hy 
ſtafis, or ſubfiding of the Contents: red and ſmall Spots like Flea-bites 
appear'd, as1n his Brother : the Excrements, as well of the Belly as 
of the Bladder, paſs'd from him inſenfſibly ; but the Pulſe held ſtill 
ſtrong and even : the Hypochondres were extended, and blown up 
with a Swelling of the Abdomen. About the eighth day a little Blood 
dropt from his Noſe: On the eleventh day of the Sickneſs he fell into 
a Looſeneſs, whereby he had ſeven Stools, of a bilous, thin, and very 
ſtinking watter, within five Hours; whence there was ſome hope, 
thar the Condition of the Diſeavd would change for the better ; tho 
the next day after, the Looſneſs ceaſing, a Pain, and Gripes, violently 
tormented him in his Belly, that crying and howling, he complain'd 
molt ſorely Day and Night : the Hypochondres and Abdomen were 
ſwollen, and very much diſtended like a Drum. Not receiving any 
thing of eaſe by any Remedies tryed by the moſt _ fre Endea- 
day, convulſt

A little after the Death of this, viz. on the 1 5th. of January, his El- 
deſt Brother, about eleven years of Age, a very hopeful Lad, began 
to be feveriſh, being affeted with a Dullneſs, and a Heavinefs of the 
Head, as the former, tho leſs intenſe : but in his Blood, 'which was 
of a hot Tem ent, a greater Efferveſcence and trouble appear'd, 
that on the firſt fix days, beſides a Heat and Thirſt, he was moleſted

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as in the ethers, brake forth. On the feventh day an HExwdrrhage 
"happened to five ounces, which ceafing, a mighty Dullneſs followed,

On the eighth dey a very copious Hemorrhagie of - 
the Noſtrils happened again, that there was danger of pouring forth 
his Soul together with the Blood ; the Blood ſprang forth fo —_— 
from the left-Noſtril, that, being received znto a Baſon, it made vaſt 
Bubbles by irs fall: when he had loſt above two Pounds of Blood, 
and being all m a cold Sweat, began to Joſe: his Strength 5 Remes- 
dies being ar length applyed; the Flux was ſtop'd with great difficul- 
ry; the Hzmorrhagie being appeaſed, the ſlept a found Slcep, 
and became ſleepy all that Night; tho often waking, he was preſent 
enough to himſelf,” and had a quick Senſe and Underſtanding: being 
:$ked concerning his Health, he ſaid he was pretry well ; the Urine 
which before was ruddy, and trqubled, appeared then pale, thin, and 
witch a lavdable Hypoſtaſis, that the Diſcaſed ( eſpecially becauſe free 
from Thirſt and .an immoderate Heat) ſeemed ro be come to perfe& 
Crifis, and free from the Fever, The Morning following, the ninth 
day of the Fever, he continued ſtill dull; bur being ſtirred up, he 
ſcemed without a Diſtemperature, and to be chearfyl it a ſtare 

Convaleſcence, only that he began a little to faulter in his Speech : 
in the Evening, when things were not ſuſpe&ed, the Fever being 
kindled again, he fell on a ſudden inco a Lethargy,: that he was ſcarce 
abie to be awaked from his Sleep, and being pull'd op, _ to know 
any one, or to ſpeak articulately: Tho fo great a lofs- of Blood had 
preceded, his Pulſe was again quick, high, and firong, and his Urine 
was ruddy ; after deriving and revulſmg Remedies uſed all that Night, 
rhis noble Youth ſeemed ſomewhat 1n a better ſtate; ſo that the next 
Merning he kept himſelf longer from Sleep, began to turn his Eyes 
this way and that, and to raiſe himſelf a little, tho without Speech, 
or Knowledge of the Standers by; before Noon, his Eyes being clos'd 
again, he wholly loſt the uſe of every Animal Faculty, and lay, as it 
were, Apopledtical for, rhree Days, with a high and vehemenr Pulte, 
a Palpiration of the Heart, and a ſhort and broken Reſpirarion : the 
_ at lengrh growing leſs by degrees, he died on the tenth day of 

e Fever. 

On the 18th. of February, his little Siſter, having a feveriſh Di- 
ſtemperature and a Thirſt, began to complain of a Pain, and Gripes 
in the Belly, a rrembling in the Hands, and a painfnl Tenſion in the 
Muſcles of rhe Neck. On the laſt day of February, being more openly 
feveriſh, ſhe was not able to keep out of Bed; moreover, ſhe was 
affeted with a running Hear, ſometimes in the Hands, ſomerunes a- 
bout the lower Parts ; ſhe became alſo drowhie and fleepy ; awaking 
from her Sleep ſhe did not forthwith come to her ſelf. On the firſt of 
March the was gently Purged with an Expreſſion of Rhubarb, which

th with 2 difficulc and long Convaleſcence, without any Crifts re- 
gularly made. 

That this Fever was malignant, it ſeems to be manifeſt, from the 
Contagion, Morrality, the appearance of Spots hike Flea-bires, and 
many other Tokens ; tho that. infe&ing 'Miaſm, whereby it paſſed 
from one to another, was torpid and leſs efficacious: for berwixt" rhe 
Sicknefles of each, many Days, and often Weeks, interceded, thar 
the Infe&ion of rhis Diſeaſe, tho acute, and irs Propagation in many, 


were ſcarce ended within four Months ſpace in the ſame Houſe: the 


Fever. about the firſt Beginnings ſeem'd mild and gentle, not very ter- 
rible by its Burning: but the Matter heap'd after the Defla- 
gration of the Blood, preſemly became maſterlefs, and difficult ro be 
exterminated, alſo offenſive to the Brain and Gemes Nervoſum ; where- 
fore in each, the Beginnings of the Diſeaſe were known rarher by a 
Prowſmeſs and a Sleepynefs, than'by a Sweat and Burning : alfo the 


- Criſis, tho attempted various ways, to wit, by a Sweat, a Looſneſs, 


and an Hzmorrhagie, did not fuccced wellz for rhe moſt pact, 
the Blood growing turgid by a cricical Motzon, was forc'd ro transfer

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TID CHAP. XIV. 
Of the 3mall-Pox and Meaſles. 


N the rank of peſtilential and malignant Fevers we place next the 
. Small Pox and the-Meaſles, which in Truth are mixr Afﬀets, both 
according to, and againft our. Nature : As to their Origine, they 
have a ſeminary Connate to us; bur as to the Aﬀets, way produce 
przternatural Symptoms, and venemous, as the Plague it ſelf ; fo that 
they conſtitute -a certain peculiar ſort of Fevers, which belong to all 
Mankind, and only to them, and that but once. If haply any one lives 
free from them all his Life, or ſome one falls often into thoſe Aﬀets, 
theſe are rare, and unuſual Events of Nature, which do not derogate 
to common Cbſervation: but- it-may paſs for a Truth, thar all, and 
eily Mankind are obnoxious<o the Meaſles and Small Pox,and that they 
re-uſually freed of them at one Bout. We ſhall ſpeak of the Meaſler 
by themfelves, | 

1.. As to the Small Pox ; The natural Przdiſpoſition which inclines 
Mankind to it ſeems to be a certain Taint, or Impurity of the Blood, 
conceiv'd in the Womb with the firſt Rudiments of the Fetws, All 
Authors, -in a manner, -will have. this aſcrib'd to the menſtruous 
Blood: which Opinion does not ſeem alrogether improbable ; be- 
cauſe in the Womb of a Woman (otherwiſe than in moſt other Ani- ' 
mals) a certain Ferment is engendred, which being communicated 
to the Maſs of Blood, gives it a Vigour and Pneumatoſis, and after- 
ward procures, at ſet Periods of Times, a Turgeſcency, and an Ex- 
cretion of the ſuperfluous Blood ; and ar the rime of Conception, 
when the Menſes wholly ceaſe, a great deal of this Ferment is commu- 
gicated to the Foetusz and its Particles, being heterogeneons to all 
- the reſt whatſoever, are diſorderly confounded with the Maſs of Blood 
and Humours, as ſome extraneous thing z in which being involved,and 
being ſeparated from each other, they lye hid a long time 3. tho af" 
terward at ſome time being ſtirr'd by an evident cauſe, they ferment 
with the Blood, and cauſe in it an Ehullicion, and afterward a Coa- 
__ 3 from- which moſt of the Symptoms of this Diſeaſe 
ariſe. 

2. The Evident Cauſe which ſtirs theſe Fermentative Seeds, and 
oftentimes brings them into AR, is faid to be threefold ; viz. Conta- 
gion recczv'd from elſewhere, the Diſpoſition of the Air, and an im- 
moderate Perturbation ofthe Blood and Humours : Perſons related ſoon 
infe& each other ; alſo thoſe thar are fearful, and mightily dread this 
Diſcaſe, fall more readily into it : for, by Fear the Particles of = 
Miaſm 
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Miaſin afe convey'd from the Surface of the Body Jnwatrd: ar the time 
that the Contagion 15 rife, and the Small Pox is Epidemick, all other 
Diſeaſes in a manner degenerate into this. | 

; As to the Comuntt Cauſe of this Diſeaſe, to wit, what is the for- 
Reaſon of it, or its way of coming to pals, the thing ſeems 2 little 
more intricate: It is vulgarly wont to be compared to the Efferveſcence 
of new Wine, or- of Ale, when they are depurared in a Veſſel, be- 
ing pur in a Fermentation by the mixcure of ſotne heterogeneous Sub- 
ſtance z bur if the thing _ conſidered, a great difference 
will here appear : for, the Miafm of the Small'Pox-is as a Ferment, -

cence is raiſed in the Juice wherewith the Brain and nervous Parts, 
but eſpecially the ſpinal Marrow, are irrigated ; and thence the tainr 
is communicated to the Maſs of Blood : wherefore, in the beginning 
of this Diſeaſe, the Head and Loins are prefs'd with a violent Pain ; 
afrerward, the Venom being convey'd into the Blood, the feveriſh

3- A great Irkſomneſs and Reſtleſineſs, and ſometimes a Swooning, 
infeſt the Diſcaſed, to wit, by reaſon of the Motion of the Blood be- 
ing troubled, and its even mixture being begun to be difſolv'd by the 
venemous Ferment, the Blood being hence apt to ftagnate, and to be 
letred m its Circulation, cauſes the Aﬀe&s even now mentioned.

many have died of it; if Perſons well grown in Years are ſeiſed with 
N, if it chances in a cold and melancholick Temperament, or in a 
foul and cacochymical Body, where the Blood 15 neither readily circy- 
lated, nor Perſpiration duely perform'd ; or if the Hypochondres 
Przcordia are obſtructed, any Viſcera infirm, or afteed with an Ul 
cer; or if the Habit of the Body be too groſs, the Small Pox does na 
happen without great danger of Life : Nor is it leſs to be fear'd, when 
preſently at the beginning a mighty Fever, a violent Vomiting, 4

for theſe things ſignifie an over-grear Perturbation in the Blood and

As to what concerns the Cure, fince the Courſe of this Diſeaſe has 
three Seaſons, like ſo many Stagesas it were, diſtin from: each other: 
the curative Intentions ought alſo to be accommodated to each of 
theſe ; wherefore, the Therapeurick. Merhod concerning the Small Pox, 
teaches firſt what is ro be done as long as the Blood boyls inwardly, 
and ferments by the Motion of the Fermentative Matter, and- the 
Small Pox do not yet appear 3 which Period for the moſt part is wont 


. to be ended in four or five Days, Secondly, what form of Diet and 


Phyſick ought ro be ordered, from the time of the-Eruprion of the 
Small Pox to the height of the Diſeaſe, to wity till the Puſhes are 


' come to their height, and- being fully ſappurated, begin to wither. 
_ Thirdly, and laſtly, what we ought to obſerve in the Declination of 


the Diſcaſe, cill the Small Pox, being dryed, fall clean off. 

1. As to the firſt, the Intention muſt be, that we remove all Im- 
pediments of Nature, whereby the Blood being defiled with the Fer- 
ment of the Small, Pox, and apt to be, coagulated, may retain till 
rs even Motion in the Heart and Veſſels; without Stagnation, and 
that fermenting, ir may expell forth the Portions congeal'd with the 
Venom : meanwhile, a Caution muſt be had, that the work of Fer- 
mentation, - or Efterveſcence, be neither any ways- check'd, nor too 


much irritated ; for by this the Maſs of Blood 15 forc'd into congeal'd 
\Portions more than it ought, and by the other it 1s reſtrain'd roo 


in motion, nor are the venemous Particles ſent away - forth 


with the congealed Blood. Nature 15s wont to be hindred from the 


work of Secretion and Expulſion, by ITY great heap of Excrements 
| | LI! 2 in 
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jn the Viſcera, or by an over-abounding of Blood inthe Veſſels ; where. 
fore preſently, ar the firſt Invaſion of the Diſeaſe, we muſt endeavour 
that an Evacuarion by Vomit, or Seige, if need be, be ſeaſonably pro: 
curd; we muſt uſe only mild and gentle Medicines, that 1s, which 
do not. irritate, or trouble the' Humours 3 wherefore, at this rime, 
fomerimes Emeticks, Purges, or Clyſters, theſe one while, another 
while thoſe have' place; opening a Vein alſo, if there be-a Plenitude, 
15 uſed with good Succeſs. During this Efferveſcence of the Blood, 
let a thin, and moderately cooling Diet, be ordered; to wit, of Oat 
and Barley Meats, Pofſet-drink, Small-Ale, and the like ; let Fleſh, 
and Broaths made of it, be avoided, with which the Blood, by rea- 
ſon of their too great ſtore of ſulphureous Fuel, is roo much kindled; , 
alſo cold and all acid things, do hurt, for theſe congeal the Blood 
more, and contra& the Mouths of the Veſſels by Aſtrition, that the 
Small Pox do not break forth freely : alſo let hot and cordial things be 
cautiquſly givin, for by theſe the Blood and Humours are roo much 
ſtirred, and put in Confuſion. 

2. When the Small Pox begin to appear, there are three things 
which we order conſtantly to-be done to. all Sick Perſons ; to wit, 
that a mild and gentle Dzaphoreſis be always continued in the Maſs 
of Blood ; alſo that the Throat and Eyes be preſerved from the too 
great Eruption of the Small Pox ; that the Blood gently boyling may 
puſh forth the Small Pox, Decoftions of Figs, of the Flowers of Ma- 
rigolds, and of the Shavings of Ivory, in Poſſet-Drink, are vulgar] 
preſcribed, and their uſe has grown rife for a long time, alm 
among all Perſons, For the ſame intent, we are wont to give mode- 
rate Cordials divers times in a day, but let ſuch as are hot and 
act. buy: diligently avoided: Purging and Bleeding are here cenſur'd, 
and tho the Pretext of necefſity may preſs for them, Phyſicians ſcarce 
dare uſe them for fear of incurring a Blame. For a Guard to the 
Parts of the Guller and Throat, we are wont to faſten ourwardly a 
Chin-ſtay with Saffron ſewen in, and dipt in Womans Milk; for theſe, 
by opening the Pores, draw the Venom from the inward part of the 
Throat, outward: alſo, for this Purpoſe we give Gargariſms, and 
things ro waſh the Mouth, which by their reſtriftive Force repreſs the 
Small Pox ready to break forth inwardly.We f6rrifte the Eyes from the 
Incuriions of the Small Pox by Epithemes of Roſe-water, Womans Milk, 
-Saffron, and the like, frequently irerated: Beſides theſe,certain horrible 
Symptoms are ſometimes prefling, which we muſt ſeMonably obviate 
with fit Remedies : ſometimes there are Watichings, a Frenzy, H#+ 
morrhagies, Vomitings, Looſnefles, Fallings in of the Small Pox. A 
\prudent Phyfician knows how to'provide againſt all theſe, and any 
others whatſoever, -as occafior requires z in which, nevertheleſs, there 
is need of great Caution, leſt while we take care of ſmall things, the 
great Work ot Nature be diſturb'd through the over-great A 
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bf PThyfick : for, during all this rime, there is one contitftied Criſis; 
wherefore, nothing is to be mov'd raſhly. There is required a very 

Care and CircumſpeRion both in the Phyficitit ahd Atrendinrs, 
when this Diſeaſe 1s in its height; to wit, That when the Small Pox 
are fully broken forth, and raiſed to their greateſt heighe, they donor 
hinder Tranſpiration; for then the Diſeafed are in danger of having 
their Fever renewed, and of the Reftagnation of the Mahgnant Matrer 
inward, of which, while we endeavour to prevent either, we often 
cauſe the other, | 

3- When the Diſeaſe 1s in its Declination, and the Small Pox begin 
to wither away, and to grow hard, the Caſe for the moſt part is our 
, of danger, nor has a Phyſician much to do: ler the Diſeas'd, tho grow- 

ing very hungry, ſtill be content with a thin Dyer, withour Meat : 
if che Pox are flow in falling off, we are wont to haſten their Fall with 
Liniments and Epithemes, by which they are prevented from Pitting 
much. After that the Diſeaſed, the Small Pox being wholly fall'n 
away, is able to ariſe from his Bed, and ro walk in his Chamber : a 
Purge being repeated twice or thrice, let the Filth, and excremenrirj- 
ous Matter left 1n the Viſcera, and Blood, be carricd off, and aftervward 
he may be permitred a more free Dyer. 

The Meafles are fo allied to the Small Pox, that amongft moſt Au- 
thors, they have not deſerved to be treated of apart from them ; bur 
the Aﬀe&s of both are deliver'd after the like Manher and Method 
rogether. The Eſſence and Care differ as ro more- or leſs, orat leaſt- 
wiſe accidentally ; becauſe in the Meaſles the Puſhes are nor fo mach 
raiſed 1n height, nor are chey ſappurated: wherefore the Diſcaſe ends 
ſooner, and with leſs danger. ' This Aﬀe& is wonr ofrentimes to rei 
among Children, but feldom ſeiſes ſuch as are grown in Years, or oh 
People ; alſo thoſe who have had the Small Pox before, 'are nor after- 
ward (o obnoxious to the Meaſles, but in moſt they are allied Aﬀeds; 
to wit, the Taint contracted from the Womb diſpoſes Men 'alone, all 
Men, and thar bur once to the Meaſles : A malignant Conſtitution of 
the Air, and ſomerimes Surfeiring, but moſt commonly jon, are 
wont ro draw into A the latent Diſpoſition. There'are Marks of 
Mallenity, and the Diſcaſe ofren becomes Epidemiical, with a Mortali- 
ry, and Contagion. : 

To give you the thing in ſhort; it ſeems that the Meaſles are a cer- 
tain Hght Efloreſcence of an extrancous Ferment, contracted from 
the Womb; whereby ſome Particles, being ſtirr'd to morion, cauſe 
the Blood to boyl gently, and to be a little coagulated : wherefore, 
the Pimples thence brought forth, are blown off by Evaporation, with- 
'out a breaking of the Skin. Bur the Small Pox are a more full and 
ſtrong Agitation of the ſame Ferment, and in all its Particles, which 
cauſing a greater Ebullition and Coagulation of the Blood, 

a great many more Puſhes, and thoſe greater in bulk, and not _ 
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vable without Suppuration. When the Small Fox precede, there 


'follows not only an Immunity afterward from the ſame AﬀeR, but for 


the moſt parc from the Meaſles alſo. The Meaſles, becauſe they con- 

ſume only a few Particles. of the Ferment, leave ſtill a Diſpoſition to 

the Smal] Pox; wherefore, old Perſons, or ſuch as are grown in years, 

are not (o readily infe&ted with the Meafles, becauſe having been be- 

fore infeted with the Small Pox, they are freed from the Contagion; 

4 their Spirits being robuſt, eafily refiſt the light Miaſm of this_ Af- 
ect. 

Of the-great number of Stories and Obſervations relating to Perſons 
troubled with the Small Pox, I ſhall in this place propoſe only a few 
Caſes, ard thoſe remarkable for certain Irregularities. 

It 1s a uſual thing to treat-all Perſons, affeted with the Small Pox, 
with the like, or wholly the ſame methad of - Healing, and form of 
Diet; wherefore, a Phytician is ſeldom call'd ro the Vulgar, bur the 
Bufineſs 1s wholly committed to certain Women-Tenders, who boaſt 
that they know this Praftice beyond all others ; and thoſe are wont to 
boyl Marygold Flowers, and Shavings of Harts-horn, and ſometimes 
Figs in the Broaths, and any other Liquors to be taken by the Diſeas'd, 
and to give at Night a Bolus of Diaſcordiur : ſuch as do not recover 
by ſuch a Management, are declared not to be negle&ed, bur that they 
arg incurable through the Violence of the: Diſeaſe. Bur that this kind 
of Prattiſe does not equally agree to all, nor is to be us'd to all indit- 
ferently, the two following Relations plainly ſhew. 


A Young-man about twenty Years of Age, of a thin Body, and hot | 


Temperament, began to be feveriſh in the beginning of the Spring : 
in the firſt days violent Vomitings, an Oppreſlion of the Hearr, fre- 
quent, Changes of a burning and cold Shivering, a Pain in the Loins, 
a Perturbation. of the Fancy, and Watchings, infeſted him : . On the 
third day the Small Pox appearing, thoſe Symptoms remitted, tho the 
Fever ſtill continued with a Thirſt and Heat. To this Perſon, not on- 
ly che Decoions uſual in this Diſeaſe, but Juleps alſo, neatly prepard 
with a grateful: Taſte, . were ſo nauſeous and offenſive, that he could 
not ſo much as lip of them withour great loathing : as often as he took 
at Night Diaſcorazum, or any other temperate Cordial, tho in a ſmall 
quantity, for continuing a Tranſpiration, he paſicd the Night. follow- 


ng without Slcep, and with a great toſſing of the Body, and in the 
- Morning he had do 


r n Hzmorrhagie, which hapving once, and then a 
fecond time through this occaſion, after that the Small Pox were 
fully broken forth, the well-doing of the Diſeas'd was mightily endan- 
ger'd ; wherefore, when I had found by Experience, that the Blood 
of this Perſon was apt to boyt immoderately upon a light Irrication, 1 
ordered this M , according as the Occaſion required : All Phyſick 
whatſoever being laid afide, for quenching Thirſt he rook ſmall Alc, 
and a {1mple Almond Drink at Pleaſure ; . His Food, becauſe he My” 
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| all Oat and Barley Broaths,: was only Apples boyl'd to a Tenderneſs, 


ad then ſeaſon'd with Sugar and Roſe-water, which he ate at ſome 
certain times in the Day, Nature, content with this thin-Dyer, and 
ſeeming to be diſturbed by any other wharſoever, perform'd her work 
ſucceſsfully, that the Diſeaſed recovered without any fore Symptom 
afterward, the Small Pox ripening by Degrees, and then falling off of 
their own accord. 

In the midſt of Autumn of the laſt Year, a noble Youth, having a 
ſharp Blood, and being obnoxious to a frequent Bleeding at the Noſe, 
fell ſick of the Small Pox z his Blood naturally boyled immoderately, 
that che Puſhes brake forth extream thick all over his Body: in this 


'Perſon, Whey with Marygold Flowers, and other things uſually boyl'd 


in it, alſo Juleps, or any Cordials (tho temperate y prom 
a Tranſpiration, did moſt certainly raiſe a Flux - L ry wherefore 
I ordered him a like way of Dier as to the Diſeaſed before mention'd, 


by which indeed he was better : however, in the very height of the 
Diſeaſe, ( when, the Small Pox being fully broke-forth, the Fever is 


wont to be renewed 1n all Perſons by reaſon of a difficult Tranſpirati- 
on) this ſick Perſon fell into a copious Hzmorrhagie ; that-after a large 
Profufion of Blood the Small Pox began to be tlaccid ; after that a 


great many Remedies for ſtopping Blood were tryed in vain : at lengrh, 
in 


upon hanging a Bag about his Neck ('1n which was a Toad drye 

the Sun and pounded) he firſt of all, and immediately, found caſe; for 
the Hzmorrhagie being hereby preſently appeaſed, and not returning 
afterward, ( he conſtantly wearing thenceforward this Epitheme in 
his Boſom) our fick Perſon uſing always a moſt thin and cooling Dyet, 
grew perfeatly well: that it may really ſeem to be manifeſt hence, 
that tho the Blood 1n this Aﬀe& be mighty apt to coagulate, yet as 


long as the Viral Spirits are ſtrong and robuſt enough, and have a go- 


verning Power, relying on their own Strength, by a certain prudent 


' Diſcretion as ir were, they excellently ſeparate and ſend forth the 


congealed Portions of the Blood ; and this Work is mightily diſturbed 
when the ſame Spirits are too much irricated, and forc'd into a Con- 
fuſion by hot Cordials or a hot Dyer. Bur in the Plague it happens 
otherwiſe 3 for, in rhis, if delay be granted, che Spirits themſelves are 


. preſently deſtroyed by the Venom : wherefore, here we muſt pre- 
- ſently fight with open War ; whereas,.tn the Small Pox a Phyſician ra- 
; ther reſtores things by Joey time.

Ccncerning letting Blood juſt upon the coming forth of the Small 
Pox, it 1s greatly doubted. Formerly, among our Country-men, this 


' thing was ſtil'd ſacred, nor was Blooding wont to be admitted under 
any pretext of Neceſliry : but of late it is proved by Experience, that 
-it 1s alrogether uſeful and neceſſary to ler Blood in ſome Caſes ; which 


Evacuation, nevertheleſs, if it be uſed indiflerencly in any Conſtitution, 


; or be done 1m too large a quantity, when there b need of 1t, -great Da- 


mages often enſue thereby. Some 
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- Some years fince, I went to ſee a Young-woman of uality, of a | 


.* ; florid Gountenauce, and a hot Temperament, who was fall'n very fe- 
| | yeriſh after the fourth Month of her being with. Child: ſhe was preſs'd 


with a violent Vomiting, a fierce Pain in the Loins, and alſo with a- 
moſt intenſe Heat and Drought: her. Pulſe was very quick, with a 


firong and vchement Vibration : tho the Small Pox no where reign'd 


in that 
final fulp 


away: wherefore, I preſently took abaut fix Ounces 3 thereupon the 
Heat ſomewhar remitted, tho the Vomiting (till continued, with the 
violent Pain in the Loins. At the time of her going to reſt, I gave 
her a Cordial Bolus with half a Grain of our Laudanum, whence a quis 
et Sleep, with a mild Swear, and an appeaſing of all Symptoms, en- 
ſhed, The next Morning the Small Pox brake forth, which, tho the 
Diſeasſed had very thick, yet wicthour any dangerous 1linefs, or fear 


of Abortion, ſhe recover'd, and perfeftly compleared her Child- 


bearing. | 

In the laſt Auturnn, a robuſt Man, of an Athletick Habit of Body, 
tho of a pale Countenance, and a cold Temperament, fell into a Fe 
ver. Qn the ſecond day he was tormented with a Heat and a Drought, 
2nd a moſt violent Pain in the Loins 3 when, it was ordered that he 
thould be let Blood in » ſmall Quantity : a _ Chirurgion being 
' called, he rook from him almoſt a pound and a half; a little after, 
the Diſcaſed began to fall all into a cold Sweat, and his Strength fail- 
ing on a ſudden, to be ſeiſed with a Shivering, a weak and uneven 
Palſe, and a frequent Fainting : being called ar this time, I ordered 


him temperate Cordials to be taken frequently : then upon the reſto- ' 


ring of his Pulſe and Spirics the Feyer was renewed, which afterward 
held the Diſcaſed for many Days, nay Weeks, after a very irregular 
manner; for he was wonr, for three or four days, to be very hot, alſo 
,to be infeſted with Thirſt, Watchings, a Head-ach, and other Symp- 
-zoms, afrerward to fall into a copious, and as it were, critical Sweat, 
all over his whole Body, by which indeed, in half a days time, he 
found himſelf berter, tho afterward the Fever renewing again, fre- 

heaped together a new Matter, ſtil! to be blown oft by a ſecond, 


and afterward by a third Criſis. After thar he had lay'n thus irregular-, 


ly feveriſh for at leaſt twenty days, ar length the Small Pox broke forth 
here and there in each part of the Body, and then the Fever firſt be- 
gan wholly to remit 3 tho within a few days, by reaſon of Errors com- 
mitted in Diet, a great many Puſhes ſubfided again, a few only being 
brought to a Ripeneſs : however, in the place of the ſubſiding Small 
Pox, a mighty Bubo grew behind the right Ear ; which being ſuppu- 


rated and broken within a ſhort time, a great ſtore of Pus flowed 


forth for many days and fo at lepgth, the Tajats of the Blood hardly

men itt Child-bed are very dangerous, aboye the Nature of 
out common Fevers: alſo it clearly appears from the Signs 
and Symptoms of them, duely conſidered, that the ſame vety much 
differ as co their Eſſences, from a Synxchus both ſimple and putrid : 
wherefore I have thought it not amiſs, after malignant Fevers, to treat 
of the acute Diſeaſes of Women in Child-bed, as being very much al- 3 
led to them by reaſon of their Mortaliry. Bur before I ſhall ſet up- Mt 
on the Explication of the Aﬀets rhemſclves, we muft confider their | 
Subjets, ro wir, rhe Bodies of Women thar bring forth Children, afs 
- ter what manner chey are prediſpoſed; and with whar Arpratus they 
become obnoxious to thoſe kinds of Diſeaſes. 
Concerning this, it firſt occurs, That ro undergo a Flux of menſtru- 
ous Blood belongs to Humane Kisd, and that alway ro Womteh z con- 
cerning the Nature and Origine of which, it does not concernus here 
ts enquire 3 but it may ſuffice to note, that in chem the Particles of 
; the Blood to be voided periodically, are very fermentative, which if 
they are retain'd in the Body beyond the uſual Cuſtom of Nature, 
they ofrentimes become the Cauſe of many Sickneſles ; ſtill exceprinp, 
Woman has conceived with Child ; for all the time of Child- 
bearing the-Menſer ſtop without any great damage: and mean while, 
for the Nouriſhment of the Fztus, Milk, or a nouriſhtfe Humour, 1s 
"  tepoſed in a great Plenty about the Placenta of the Womb: bur, after

1 pious flowing of rhe Lochia, and the Milk, within rhree days pace,

time, Child-hearivg Women are wont ro be ſer upon by a'fmall Fever : 
and if the Milk be driven from che Breafts, it reſtagnares again rowards 
the Womb, and is voided forth rogether with che Loachia under rhe 
fofm of a whitiſh Humour. Mean while, after Delivery, the Womb 
.rſelf undergoes various Aﬀe&ts, for often its Tone 1s injar'd, its Unity 
& difloly'd, and a pgrear many other Accidenrs are cauſed, which ren- 
der Womtn in Child-bed fubjze&*to a dangerous Condition: where-

Vw Experieice abundantly teſtifies, that the Fevers of Wo- 
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fore, that their acute Diſcaſes may be duely explicated, we muſt chiefly 
conſider theſe three things; to wit, firſt concerning the Nouriſhmen 
of the Fztus, or of the Generation of Milk, both in the Womb, and . 
in the Breaſt, and of its Metaſtaſis from either of them into the other, 
Secondly, of the Purgation of the Maternal Blood, or of the flowing 
of the Lyochia after the Menſes being long ſuppreſt. Thirdly, of the 


State of the Womb after Delivery, and of its Influence on other 
of the Body. And theſe things being premitred,: we ſhall (| the 


Fevers of Women in Child-bed; to wit, both the , and that 
called Futrid, which, by reafon of its Mortality, deſerves to be call' 
Malignant. | 


Firſt, the Milk and nutritive Humour, heap'd together in the Ute. 
rine Parts for the Nouriſhment of the Fetws, are by Nature alike, tho 
they differ ſomewhar in Confiſtency : the Milk indeed is the thicker, 
becauſe, being to be received in the Mouth, it ought to be digeſted 
in the Soma, and afterwards its more tender Portion to be conveyd 
into the Maſs of Blood. The other nouriſhable Humour 15 more thin, 
and like to diſtill'd Water of Milk, becauſe it's immediately infuſed 
into the Blood of the Embryo, by the umbelical Veſſels, without a 

evious Digeſtion, Both Juyces are thought to conſiſt of rhe Chyle 

eſh made 1n the Mothers Stomach ; that which 1s depoſed in the 
Breaſt is groſſer and whiter, by reaſon of the courſe Strainer, and its 
Cottion 1n the greater Glands; it happens on the contrary in the 
Womb, where the ſtraining 1s cloſer, and the Glands are very ſmall, 
Now it 1s greatly diſputed among Authors, by what DuQtuy's that Hu- 
» mour is corveycd both into the Breaſt, and into the Placenta of the 
Womb. Some ſay that the Milk 1s engendred only from the Blood 
freely concoRted in the Glands, which nevertheleſs does not ſeem pro- 
bable, by reaſon of the immenſe mg 69 Milk which does not cot- 
fiſt with the Blood. Others affirm, That the Chyle, or Lafteal Hu- 
mour, is conveyed immediately into both Recepracles from the Viſcera 
of Conco&tion through occult Paſſages, without any Alteration, But 
till thoſe DuQus's appear, ir ſeems more likely to me, that from the 
Food taken uyo the Mothers Stomach, a Portion of the Chyle 
thence made is mommy abſorbed into the Veins, which having gotren 
the Vehicle of the Blood, and being brought by the Arteries into the 
Glands deſtinated here and therefor receiving it before iÞ1s aſſimilated, 
and being ſeparated, is depos'd again from the Maſs of Blood, 

Secondly, as to what regards the Menſes, ſuppreſt during the time 
of being with Child, and the Lxchia plentifully flowing after Child- 
birth ; we fay, That after- the Fetws is conceived, the Menſes are 
ſtopt by Divine Appointment, becauſe their flowing often brings Abor- 
tion-3 and in regard the Veſſels are emptied by a continual Exſudati- 
on of the nutritive Juyce into the Parts of rhe Womb, the Maſs of 
Blood. does not cafily ariſe inro Turgeſcencies to be appeaſed b I 

monthly 
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monthly flowing. For the ſame reaſon, the Menſes for the moſt part 
are ſtop'd as long as Women give ſuck to Infants: .in ſome happily, 
endowed with a hot Blood, the Menſes flow both in the Time of their 
being with Child, and giving Suck ; but that is wont to happen bur 
rarely, and not without damage : tho in the mean time the Merſes, 
ſtopr while Women are with Child, becauſe far lefs of the nutritive 


Humour at that Time 1s imployed for Milk, deprave the Blood much 


more than the ſame are wont when reſtrained during the Time df giving 
Suck: nay, from thoſe being long ſuppreſt in the firſt State, a venemous 
Taint,'as 1t were, is communicated to the Maſs of Blood ; which, unlefs 
it be purg'd off, preſently after Child-birth,by a long flowing of the L1- 
chia,\t produces fore and very malignant Aﬀects ; wherefore, to give my 
inion of the flowing Lochia,l ſay,that that Hxmorrhagie immediately 
from thoſe Veſſels being broken by which the Placenta ſticks 

to the Womb, and that by this way the Blood and excrementitious 
Humours, pany heap'd together about the Womb during the Time of

Secon ly, as tothe Unity dilloly'd by the Placents being 
broken, it happens either at the due Time of Delivery, or when it is 
precipitated and oyer-haſty ; and then the Secondine 15 thrown out en- 
tire, or being broken, part of it being lefr behind, 1 comes away asix 
were at halfs, If a Child-birth happens at the juſt time, and rhe Feru 
falls away entire, and without Violence, from the Cavity of the Womb, 
with. its Envellopings, as ripe fruit from a Tree, the Mouths of the 
Vellels are ſomewhat opened, that the Lochia tlow moderately; and 
hence no ſevere Symptom is feared, But if the F#tws, nor yet ripe 
for Delivery, bc torn away as it were by force, tho the Placenta, with 
the Membrances are torn away entirely, yet the Veſlels being broken, 
a great Hzmorrhagie, and at length the Mouths of the Veſicls gleeting 
forch a ſtinking Ichor, an ulcerous Diſpoſition enſues. And if part of 
the Secundine or the whole, ſticks to the {1des of the Womb afrer Deli- 
ue); Lama there putrifies, they gleet forth yery ſtinking Ichors, and cauſe 
. miſchievous Aﬀe&s: ofcentimes the Qrifice of the Womb 1s ſhut, and 

retains within Clots of Blood, and pieces of Membranes, or Fleſh; 
which putrifying through Heat, Poyſon the Blood, and Humours 
flowing thither by Circulation from the whole Body, and by a/trouble- 
ſme Irritation ſtir the Parts of the Womb, which are very ſenſible,

_ Since tnercfore,after Child-bjrrh an Injury is brought on the Womb 
afrer the forefaid Manners, the fame is foon communicated to the other 
Parts, not without a Diſturbance to the whole Body 3 which is nſually 
done. in a double Reſpedt ; for firſt, this happens, becauſe the Lochis, 
hindred from bezng voided forth, preſently reſtagnate into the Maſs of 
Blood, and defile it with a fort of virulent Miaſm, Moreover, from 
the Contenrs purrifying in the Womb, either the Subſtance it ſelf of 
the Ichor, or the Particles departing from the cadaverous thing, are 
.nux'd wich the Blood and nexvons Juice, paſſing through them, _ in 
n a Inort 
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. a ſhort gimme jafe their whole Liquours, ' Secondly, Hiſterick afle&s 
arg exrended far and neaf by reaſon of the mighty accord there is be- 
tix che Womb and the Brain, with the Fibres.and Membranes of 
the whole Body, by the means of the Conveyance of the Nerves : for 
when the extremiries of the Nerves plac'd about the Uterine Parts are 
driven into Cramps and Convulfions by reaſon of the preſence of the 
offenſive Humour, the Convulfions there enrred upon, preſencly being 
conveyed upward by the Efforts and CoarRatons of the Nerves, 
roward the Brain:, and fo it happens that the Viſcera are ſuc- 
ce{{ively putt up, and violently convuls'd, and at length that the Brain 
ic ſelf 15 ſtruck with it, and that its FunAions are overwhe!med as jt 
were : hence,upon convulfive Motions began about the. Womb, a puf- 
fing up of rhe Belly and Hypochondres, a rumbling there,* a Vomit- 
ing, 2 Belching, a ſtrai ene of the Precordia, and a difficult Breath- 
is9; a ſenſe of Choaking, and often a Stupor, and a loſs of Speech, 
or ac leaſt ſome of theſe are cauſed: nor does the Tragedy wholly ceaſe 
fo, bur the Brain being alſo offended by the continuation of the afte, 
the Injury 1s retorted thence on the orher Parts, that often the whole

is brought immediately on the Brain, but the Cramps and Contrations 
begin in the extream parts, and ſometimes the extremities of the 
Nerves are twitched ſomewhere in the Viſcera, ſuppoſe the Stomach, 
Spleen, Reins, no+lefs than in the Womb} in which Irregularities 
ariſing, are continued in the neighbouring Parts, and thence intothe 
Brain : from which again Conyulſions are refle&ed unto other Parts, 
and often into the whole Body: that the thing is ſo in Women. in 
Child-bed, and others that have Fevers, I have often obſerved: ro 
wit, ſome by reaſon of the Womb belng ill affe&ted, and others b 
reaſon of the febrile matter fixt in the Brain by a critical metaſtaſis fa 
inco Paſſions in a manner hyſterical: and theſe things being duely con- 
ſidered concerning the Apparatus previous to the Fevers of Women, 
in Child-bed, we need nor ſtay here | , only it may be obſerved 
thar the Bodies of Women in Child-bed (eſpecially thoſe which are 
weak and of a tender Conftitucon) are very much debilicated after a 
laborious and difficult delivery, fo that by reaſen of this ſole occaſion 
they eaſily fall into feveriſh diſtempers, and being cauſcd this or an- 
other way, they bear them 111 ; now next let us ſpeak of.the Fevers 
themſclyes, with which Wamenin Child-bed are wont to be troubled ” 
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of which affe&ts three kinds as it were are vulgarly inſtanced, viz, the

of being with Child, tho the greateſt partof itbe derived to the Womb, 
yet in the laſt Months, a little of it is depog'd in the Breaſts, but about 
the third or foumth day after Child-birth, the Milk is carried to the 
breaſts more plentifully, and as it were with a certain Impetuy that 
it ſoon fills them to a Tenſion, and begins to load them. Ar this time 
Wometf delivered ( tho not all, yet moſt) are wont to be affected with 
a feveriſh Diſtemperature, a Thirſt, Heat, and Reſtleſineſs of the 
whole Body : they complain of a ſad Pain in the Back and Shoulders, 
of a fulne(s of the breaſts, and a burning, and, unleſs the Milk be dili- 
gently drawn from thence, being heapt together too much, it often 
cauſes an Inflammarion- with a following Abſceſs in the breaſts : This 
Fever, ſo the Lochia paſs as they ought, ſeldom laſt above three days, 
bat abour that time, a copious ſweat ſpontaneouſly ariſing, 15 wont 
to be appeas'd : yet this Diſtemperature raiſed by the coming of the 
milk, is ſomewhat intended, and ſtays longer,. if at any time the 
Milk being freeely entred into the Breaſts, be not drawn away, bur be 
again repell'd thence ; for upon its departure, even as upon its com- 
ing, a perturbation is wont to happen in the whole body, with a Thirſt 
and Heat, which alſo more certainly comes to paſs, if that happens to 
be violently driven away with repelling Topicks : but being driven 
from the breaſt by their help, or departing thence of its own accord, 
it is voided with the Lochia in the form of a whitiſh Humour, and a 
Sweat, or a full _—_—_ exterminates the reliques of the Diſcaſe, . 
Bur ifby this kind of diſtemperature,being cauſed by reaſon of the com-

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The Cure of this Fever is commutred wholly ro Narture, . and as lon 
ns the Lochia are as they ought, ir paſſes off for the moſt part w 
enough without any phyſi | . 
Blood, carryed on for three or tour __ either a copious Sweat, 
or a fiee Tranſpiratious, reſolves this Aﬀe&: to wit, either the Parti- 
cles of the lateal Humour, degenerated in aflimilating, or che aduft 
Recrements remaining after the Deftagration of the Blood, or both of 
them cogether adminiſtring a Fuel to the Fever, are ſubdued by degrees,

If rhe-Milk ſprings into the breaſts in too great a plenty, 
then to "yy their Inflammation, and an immoderate efferveſcence 
of the Blood, let the dyert be thing and ſpare, 147. of Broth without 
Fleſh,and in a ſmallquanrity : alſo let the breaſts be empryed by a fre- 
ent ſucking : 1f it be not convenient for the Mother to give the In- 
t ſuck, ir 15 uſual onthe firſt, or third day after delivery, to cover 
over all the breſts with gencly aſtringent Cere-Cloths, as with the red 
Lead Plaiſter, gc. For fo the ſpungy Subſtance of the Glands is ſome- 
what conſtring'd, whereby they do not fo readily receive the laeous 
Humour flowing thither, tho this kind of Remedy ought to be cauti- 
ouſly us'd, leſt 1f the Milk be wholly excluded, or be driven away 
from the breaſts roo much in a croud, preſently reſtagnating into the

- cha: bur if the feveriſh Diſtemper has laid deep Roots, that rhe 
Blood be wholly kindled, and boyls immoderately, we can give bur 
an ill Prognoſtick ; and there will be a greater Cauſe of Danger, if be- 
fides a Hear diffus'd through the whole , the Diſcaſed are ſciſed with 
a frequent Shivering, if they are afteted with # great Reſtleſineſs, 
and Watchings, with ſudden Concuflions of their Bodies, or Contra- 
ions of-rhe Tendons : if onthe third or fourth Day they complain 
of a ringing of the Ears, with a great Repletion of the Head, you may 
preſently gather, that a great Evil is at hand, to wit, a Meraſtafis of 
the febrile and offenſive Matter into the Brain 3 nor 1s lefs to be feared 
if there lyes an Oppreſlion and Load on the Przcordia that the Diſca- 
ſed cannor free] Cranks nor draw their Breath deep, nor from the 
bottom of the Thorax 3 but only from the upper part of it, and thar 
- ſhort and with a Blowing, ſo that in the mean while the Diſeaſed are 
forc'd to fit upright, and to-move themſelves this way and that, after 
a reſtleſs manner; for this argues the Blood to ſtagnate about the 
Heart and Lungs, alſo that it is apt to grow clotty, -and to be coagula- 
ted: and if worſe yet AﬀeRs of the Brain and Genys Nervoſum enſue, 
and the Pulſe becomes weak and uneven, vou may declare the Caſe ro 
be deſperate: but if (as it ſomerimes falls out, tho rarely) after a Fever 
is kindled, and threatens ſeverely, either a flowing of the Lochza, or a 
Diarrhoea happens with Relief, ſome Hope may be admitred. + 
Concerning the Cures of theſe kinds of Fevers, a Phyſician has a ve- 
ry hard Task; becauſe, among the Vulgar, all Medicines to Women - 

in Child-bed are accounted not only uſeleſs, but likewiſe very hurtful ; 
wherefore, Phyſicians are ſeldom called, but when there is no place 
left for Medicines, and the occaſion for a uſeful Afiſtance 1s wholly 
paſt : and if they are preſent abour the firſt beginnings of the Difeaſe, 
it will not be an cafie thing to procure Health to the Diſeafſed by vul- 
Remedies; and whatſoever they try, unleſs it gives Help, ts af- 
by old Women, and thoſe that are about them, as pernicious, 
and the only Cauſe of their Death : that in reality, there ts went to 
accrue to us about the Cure of no Diſeaſe, leſs benefir and more Diſ- 
grace than of this. | 
| Now the methid of Cure (<yen as in contagious Diſeaſes) is twofold; 
| to wit, ProphylaFick and apeutich: the former of theſe delivers 
| Precepts and Cautions, with which Women in Child-bed are preſerved 
; & from the Incurſion of Fevers; the other ſuggeſts curarive Intentions, 

* Y ith which the Diſcaſed (if it may be) recover again their Health. 
% 1. Thothis Fever, however malignant it be, 1s notaccus'd of Con- 
 tagion,. and there be no fear in thoſe that lye in, of a venemous Miaſm 
F being received from without; nevertheleſs, all Women in am 9 
Nnnan 2 ve 
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have an innare Minera of Virulency,-and ought to have a care of the 
miſchief of this, as a Fomes of a mighty Malignity ; wherefore they 


have need of an exa&t Governance, that after Child-birth the Impurs- | 


ties of the Blood and Humours may be duely turg'd without the danger of 
db TAE, fie Wink be beakets and thn th 


Strength, broken and debilitated by Child-birth, may be duely reffored. 


For theſe. ends, theſe three things are to be chiefly inculcared in the 
Preſcripts of Phyſicians: Firſ, I think ir neceflary that a moſt exa& 
form of Dict be ordered Women in Child-bed ; ro wit, that at leaſt 
for a Week they wholly feed on Oar Broths, ſometimes Ren with 
Ale, ſomerimes of Water mixed with White-wine; becauſe they are 
much empried, therefore may ſup often of them ; bur let no- 
thing of a folid or ſtrong Food be given; for I have dili obſerv'd 
thac an over-haſty eating of Fleſh, or of a rich Food, has oftentimes 
brought theſe Fevers. For, Women in Child-bed ought to be me- 
naged not only as Perſons ſorely wounded, but as having gotten a fe 
veriſh Indiſpoſition from a troubled Crafts and Diſtemperarure of the 


Blood ; for in them, the Blood being for a long time too much exalt- 


cd and inſpired with an impure Miaſm, prefently upon the Acceſs of 
any ſulphureous Fuel, takes 2a light Flame. The ſecond Care, after 


Diet, muſt be; that the Pores he not dosd, or the Lochia ſtopt, upon 
OCs 


the unwary Admiſſion of an ourward Cold; for upon the lighteſt 
caſion, the way of the Tranſpirarion being chang'd, the Blood, before 
fermencing, falls into Diſorders, alſo the Womb being touch'd with the 
breath of the Air, contradts it ſelf, and cloſes the Mouths of the Veſ- 
ſels, that the Lochia do not flow : wherefore in any wiſe Women 
ought to be kept in Bed five days after Child-bearing. 1 know its 
the vulgar way to take Women our of Bed the third day, but I have 
known to have fall'n into Fevers thereby; and in truth, if we 
will have Child-bearing Women ſecure from danger, the ſafeſt way 
will be, to keep them 1n Bed longer. There remains a third Scope 
concerning Preſervation, that in Women in Child-bed, by giving 
ſomewhat ger:tly to ſtir the Blood, we continue a flowing of the Lo- 
chia: for this end Midwives are wont (if at any time after a difficult 
Child-birth that Evil be feard) to give Sperm ceti, Powder of 
Iriſh Slate, or Saffron ſteep'd with White-wine: moreover, to pre- 
pare Broths, that they may fuſe the Blood more, of Water. mixed 
with White or Rheniſh Wine, in which, or alſo in Whey, they boyl 
Marygold-flowers, Penny Royal, or Mugwort. There are a great 
my. Fer _— wor nm in mn” Women in Child-bed, 
which | willingly paſs by, as being valgar wn. 

The Cure of the F _—_ allowing Child birch far differs from the 
Method uſed in Putrids: for in that it is not to he expected that the 
Blood being ſtruck with a Febrile Burning, ſhould burn on by degrees 
and then ſhould ſubdue the aduſt Recrements heap'd together by de- 


grees 
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in irs Boſom, and ſhould ſeparare the fame by a Crifis ; but ra» 
Cir (ﬆ 15 beſt done in a malignant) afſoon as the Blood boyls immo- 
derately, it is good to exagirate it, and to fend forth irs hztcrogene- 
ous and inpure Mixtures by Remedies gently promoting Sweat 3 
wherefore it is uſual among the Vulgar ( and that not amiſs ) to give 
preſently Sudorificks ro Women in Child-bed that are feveriſh: by 
this means the Blood being evencilared, its Efferyeſcence is appeaſed; 
alſo by reaſon of irs Agitation, the Lochia, apt-to be reſtrained, are 

mmulated ro a flowing. It is much diſpured among Authors whence 
the Beginnings of theſe kinds of Fevers ought to be computed; to wir, 
Whether from the Birth ir ſelf, or from the firſt Senſe of the Fever- 
iſhneſs : bur ir little matters whether 1c be concluded this way or tha ; 
for, ſince this Fever does nor juſtly obſerve the wonted Stages of Pu- 
rrids, nor is co have a Crifis, nor ar all admits the uſe of a Catharrick 
Remedy, there is no cauſe for us to be any ways follicitous concerning 
its Period or Menſuration as to days: bur it will be only uſeful for us 
to diſtinguiſh concerning its curarive Indicarions,of whar. things are to 


| be done 1n the Beginning, Encreaſe, and End of this Diſeaſe ; whar 


alſo we ought to atrempe while the Scrength holds ſomewhat good; 
and whar in the ſame being depreſſed and greatly dejeded. .

Scorzonera, alſo bezoartick Pow Spirit of Harts-horn, the fixed 
Salrs of Herbs, (9c. If the Lochia are ſtopr, we muſt try all ways to 
move them to flow again; for promoting theſe, Frifions conduce, 
and Lipatures about the Thighs and Legs, alſo in the Soles'of the Feet, 
ſomerimes cupping Glafles, or Veſicatories about the Thighs, or Hips, 
alſo in the Soles of the Feet ; ſometimes allo Blooding in the Ancle is 
good : mean while, let a Fomentation of an hyſterick DecoRion be 
applyed about the Share, or let a Weathers Caul, taken forth warm, 
be laid on the lower Part of the Belly : it has been found by Experi- 


- ence, thar Peſlaries, and uterine Injections, have ſometime done 


good; if the Belly be coſtive, ler it be gently loogned by the Violet 
Sauppoſitory, or an emollient Clyſter, We maſt beware of a too ſtrong 
[ritation, becauſe 1t is known, that in Child-bed the Strengeh 1s ſud- 

denly 
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denly caſt down, with a Swooning, by a copious Purging, even as in 
a Malignant Fever, If at any time, with a Suppreſlion of the Lochia, 
there be a mighty Perturbation of the Blood with a Vomiting, a 
Thirit, and Warchings, I have ofren known Laudanum mix'd with 
Saffron given with good Succeſs. Inſtead of acooling Julep, this kind 
of Mixcure may be proper : viz. Tabe Water of Penny-rayal, and of 
Bawm, of each three ounces, Hiſterich-water two ounces, Syrup of Mug- 
wort an ounce and a half, Tin#are of Saffron two drams, Caſforeum tyed in 


8 Rag and hung in the Glaſs a Scruple. Mix them, Let three or four 


Spoonfuls of this be taken divers times in a day. | 

2, If, notwithſtanding the uſe of theſe kinds of Remedies, the Fe. 
ver ſtill grows worſe, and is increaſed by degrees with a worſe. Appa- 
ratus of Symptoms,ſo that beſides the Diſorders of the Blood, rhe Brain 
and nervous Parts begin to be affe&ted, Medicines, tho a great many 


of them of every kind are tryed, oftentimes can da nothing ? nay, in 


- this caſe, the Indications are in a manner coincident with thoſe that 


are to be made uſe of in the Plague it (elf ; for, the Lochia being a 
good while ſuppreſt, they cannot cafily, or ſcarce at all, be brought 
again in a great Confuſion of the Blood and Humours: therefore it is 
good quickly to raiſe a Sweat; to wit, That the Corruptions made 1n 
the Blood and nervous Juice, and reſtagnating from the Womb, may 
in ſome ſort be ſent forth by Swear and inſenſible Tranfſpiration : 
wherefore here Bezoartich Powders and Confe ons, Spirit of Harts-born 
or of SoWt, TinFures of Coral or of Pearl, conduce. I have ſometimes 
ſeen, thar by the help of theſe kinds of Medicines, in a deſperate 
Caſe, ſomewhat of Hope has ſhewn it ſelf, the Pulſe and other Sym 
roms promiſing a little hetter 3 tho the Cure has ſeldom ſucceeded : 
bur when that uſe of Cordials was remitted, the Diſcaſed fell head- 
long into Death, with a weak Pulſe, and a Looſnefs forthwith ari- 
ing. 
| T When ſtill the caſe of the Diſeaſed grows worſe and worſe, that 
the Fever being increaſed, the Pulſe is weak and uneven, and frequent 
Ing, and convultive Motions infeſt the whole Body, with a 
irium,. or a Stupor 3 then ler the Phyſician, firſt giving a Progno- 
ſtick of Death, inſiſt on fewer Remedies, and thoſe, in a manner, on- 
ly Cardiack: and let him wholly abſtain from Blooding, Scarifying, 
Veſicatorics, or the uſe of Cupping Glafles ; for ſuch Adminiſtrations 
bring only an {I[-will and Diſgrace, that thereby we are accounted by 
Women hard-hearted and crucl. 
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follow the Type of the foreſaid Fever, but are ſometimes ar- 

rended with ſome notable Symptom; to wir, the Quinſey, 
Plurifie, Peripneumonia, Dyſentery, Small Pox, or of ſome other 
kind; and then they are call'd by the Names of thoſe Aﬀe&s. Ir is 
not proper to repeat in this Place what belongs to the Natures and 
Eflences of each of chem at large , bur I ſhall briefly fer down whar 
thoſe Diſeaſes, complicated with the Aﬀe&s of Women in Child-bed, 
have peculiar to them, as to their Cauſes or Cures, | 

We judge tha. all-choſe Symproms proceed from a certain Coagula- 
tion of the Blood, and afterward its Extravaſation: now while the 
Blood is extravaſared in one'part, every natural and critical Effiux'of 
it is reſtrain'd in anorher; wherefore there is danger, leſt while the 
Blood begins to be coagulated either in a particular and uſual Focus 
of Congelation, or univerſally in its whole Maſs, preſently the flowing 
of the Lochia be ſtoptz which ih reality happens for the moſt parr, 
and therefore thoſe Aﬀects are moſt commonly mortal ro Women mn 
Child-bed : nevertheleſs, the Cauſe of their Death, for the moſt part, 
happens with ſome difference, to wit, in the Small Pox, the flowin 
Lochia call inward the Malignity began to be ſent forth outwardly, a 
wholly poiſon with their Taint the Maſs of Blood and the Heart it felf; 
and therefore in the Small Pox thoſe uterine Purgations ought to be 
ſtopt: bur in the Plewriſie, Quinſey, and the reſt, when the Stimulus 
of the Diſeaſe, fix*d here or there in a particular Place calls to 1t (elf, 
and wholly derives from the Womb the Impurities of the Blood 
which ought to be voided by the Lochia, thereby it increaſes the 
Taint of the Blood : the Lochia reſtrain'd 1n the Small Pox might be 
ſent forth by a more general way of Excretion, with the venemous 
Particles of che Diſeaſe ; which indeed does not ſucceed 1n the reft 
by reaſon of rhe ſmall and more ſpare way of Excretion. 

Among theſe, the Quinſey, Pluriſie, and Peripneumonia, by reaſon 
both of the great likeneſs of their Cauſe, and the Analogy of their 
Cure, may be conſidered together. When a Woman in Child-bed is 
. affeted with either of theſe it 15 to be judg'd, that beſides the Mi- 
aſms heaped together during the time of Ingravidation, there hap 
a certain acid diſpofition of the Blood, by the means of which, whilſt 
It feveriſhly boyls, certain Particles of ir being imbued with a 
neſs, fall inro a Congelation in this or that place, like Milk turning ſour 
and conſequently coagulared: the Blood letted there, and hindred in 
1s Circulation, hinders the Paſſage of the reſt; now the Blood, being 
obſtrued in its Motion, butts againſt its dam, and fo being heaped 
roge - 


T' E acute Diſeaſes of Women brought to bed do not only 
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rogether round about, and driven out of its Veſſels, grows into a Ty- 
mour ; thence preſently whatſoever hzterogeneous and ſeparable js 
contained 1n its Maſs, 1s depoſed in the Part affe&ted as in a Sink; 
wherefore, the Corruptions of the Blood, which ought to be p 
forth by the Womb, are deriv'd rhence toward the Seat of this Diſ. 
eaſe ; which ſince they catinot be purged forth ſufficiently this way, 
both the Liquor of the Blood is more notoriouſly corrupted, and a 
Crifis of that particular Aﬀe&, to wit, of the Quinſey, Pluriſie, or ſont 
ether, 1s rendred more difficulr. 

For the Cure of theſe kinds of complicated Diſeaſes, preſently from 
the very firſt- beginning it 'muſt be endeavoured, that the Blood fixt 
any where and begun to be extravaſared, be reſtor'd to Circulation, 
and do not make an Impoſtume, becauſe it 1s very rarely that Wo- 
men in Child-hed, ſeifed with thoſe ſymptomatick Fevers, are cured 
by an Abſceſs or og forth of the Matter ; wherefore, inward Re- 
medies, which fuſe the Blood and free jt from Coagulation, are to be 
uſed ; of which kind are chiefly Diaphoreticks filled with a volatile 
Salr, as Spirit of Harts-horn, of Soot, ©f Urine, and the Salts thengy 
ſelves: alſo teſtaceous and bezoartick Powders, Sal Prunella, Deco- 
Rions and Juleps of Vegetables promoting the Menſes or the Urine ; in 
all which thoſe thjngs ought to be mixt, which by DE are 
found to be = Lg abs to uſterine Aﬀets: moreover, diſcuſſing Re- 
medies, which drive away and expell the Matter ſtinking in the Part 
afteted ( of which kind are Liniments, Fomentations, and Cata- 
plaſms) are carefully to be applycd ro ir. Mean while, ler the violent 
Motion, and immoderate E ferveſcence of the Blood be removed 
far from thence, and let its Excretions of Filth be conveyed ſtill ro the 
lower Parts, by what ways we may: for this end, Friftions, Ligatures, 
Epiſpaſticks, and (if need be) cupping Glaſſes, may be applyed to the 
- Feet or Legs: incaſe the Aﬀe@ growing very much worle, blooding 
be indicated; unleſs there be a great Plethora"in the whole Body, 
anda very acute [nflammation in the Part affe&ed, it will be beſt to 
breath a Vein in the Foor, or to open the hzmorroid Veſſels with / 
Leeches: bur if neceſlity preſſes for it to be done in the Arm, after 
Blooding there, let another Bleeding (if it may be admitted ) follow | 
in the Can: nevertheleſs, we muſt give a Hint, that opening a Vein 

to be very cautiouſly ordered 1n theſe Caſes : for unleſs it gives 
Relief (which [ have ſeldom known to happen) preſently the Pulſe be- 
ing rendred more weak, the State of the Diſcaſed becomes worle. 

A Dyfentery takes its Riſe in a manner from the like Cauſe, as the 
forefaid AtieRs ; but becauſe in this, the extravaſated Blood is pre- 
ſently poured forth, nor being reſtrain'd in the Body creates a mil- 
chief there, and 1s ſtill more corrupted : and fince this way of Excre- 
tion is performed near the uterine Efflux, and does not derive it after- 
ward another way, hence lefs danger is feared from this _ chan

(as isfaid before; ) tho withal, that the Effloreſcence of the Blood, 
and a gentle Swear, be continued : for fince in this Diſeaſe there is a 
double venemous Ferment, and the corrupted Particles of the Blood 
are carried torch two ways, Care is to be taken thar the jeſs and nar» 
rower Paſſage do not draw to it ſelf all the Matter, or more than it can 
et forth : therefore, leſt the Lochia too copiouſly flowing draw inward- 
Iy the Venom, which is apt tv make an outward cence, the 
form of Dyet muſt be ſomewhat chang'd 3 and in the firſt place, ler 
things be boyled in the Broths of the Diſcaſed, which have an Alexi- 

mick er with an aſtringent Vertue (as the Roots of Tormens» 
til and of Biſtorr,) alſo it is good to give ar due Intervals of rime, Pow- 
ders, Juleps, and Opiates, endowed with ſuch a kind of Vertue: 
moreover, 1 this Caſe let ic by no means be allowed Women to feed 
on Fleſh and Broths made ofir, or to riſe from bed ; but a quier both 
Mind and Body being procured by whar means we may, and a Diet 
being ordered of thoſe things which do not exagitare the Blood, ler the 
buſineſs in a manner wholly be committed to God and Nature. 

It were an eafje thing to illuſtrate wich Stories and Obſervations what 
|s ſaid above concerning the acure Diſcafes of Women in Child-bed 3 
but the Examples which may be brought in this kind, are for the moſt 
part deplorable and of an 11! Event; for thoſe Fevers generally are ter- 
minated in Death. Now to deſcribe theſe kinds of Sicknefſes will net- 
ther confirm the Endeavour of a Phyſician, nor at all recommend the 
method of Phyſick uſed in them 3 however, fince the Knowledge of 
theſe makes for the better Diagnoſtick of that Diſeaſe, I ſhall here 
propoſe certain fingular Cafes and Varieries of Symptoms of Women 
aker Delivery ; in which, tho Forms and ways of curing ſeldom occur,

A renowned Woman about twenty fiX years of Ape, was deliveredof 
a fixth Child with great difficulty, and not without danger of Life. On 
the ſecond day, ſhe ate a whole Chicken.

The night following 
The was il, at which time the Milk ſprang into her Breaſts ; which ne- 
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Yertheleſs ſoon diſappeared upon-the Application of, the Drac 
Plaiſter. The next ne ſhe com Jained of a Laſſitade, and ro 
like a Sorenef: of her whole Body, alſo of a Vomiting, a Nauſcouſnek, 
and a_Plenitude about the Ventricle and Hypochondres: a very tro 
bleſome Night followed. On the fifth day ſhe was more openly fe 
veriſh, and fel: ſometimes a Shivering, ſometimes a Burning all about 
her. She nauſcated all things, had an Oppreſlion of the Stomach, 
moreover, being reſtleſs, and without Slzep, the Lochia flowed but lit- 
tle, but a whitiſh Humour ( vulgarly call'd a flowing of Milk) flowd 
from her.. In the: Evening ſhe had a heavineſs about the Fore-head 
and Temples, as tho ſhe were ſleepy, and began to ſleep a little: af- 
ter an hour and a half, awaking with a troubled Fancy, ſhe complain'd 
of her Head being increas'd as it were to a mighty Bulk, alſo of her 
ome being cloſed that ſhe could not open her Teeth, and of her Fiſts 
ing cloſely contracted 3 moreover, in her whole Body ſhe ſeemed to 
perceive a punitive ſort. of a Stupor: the Ventricle and Hypochon» 
dres continued ſtill diftended and puffed up, To this Perſon Friftions, 
Ligatures, cupping Glaſſes, and ather Remedies, both inwardly and 
outwardly, were pyites for recalling the Lochia, and deriving the 
Recrements of the Blood from the Head : the weak and diſorderly 
Pulſe did not admit Blooding : Powders and Juleps for gently moving 
a Sweat, and fuſing the Blood and nervous Juice, and hindring them 
from Reſtagnations, were diligently given. Moreover, Fomentations

to Fever by reaſon of her Ingravidarion, they greatly increaſing the 


Maligniry of the Diſeaſe 3 for, the hurring of the Womb chrough the 


difficulc Delivery, the ſudden ſtriking of the Milk from the Breaſts, the 


eating of Fleſh, and the too quick riſing from Bed, all concurred, as 
tho apaing rogether, £6, greater Muſchief, The Blood taken with 
a feveriſh Burning began Diſorders: tt drew the Lochia, and haply other 


. Corruptions of rhe Womb, into 1t ſelf, -and thence acquir'd a greater 


Taint and a wholly yenemuus Diſpoſition 3 the Membranes of the Vif- 
cera, wherher upon their being fill'd with a degenerate nervous Juyce, 
or upon Contracttions being communicated to them from the Womb, 
were ſtruck with convulſive Motions: for thoſe kinds of Inflammations 
nd Diſtenſjons about the Abdomen, are really the Effe&s of Convul- 

: for tho the dire& Fibres contraQing that Member, often com- 
pre(s it, yet when the Fibres both ſtreight and tranſverſe, and others 
placed in a various Site, are convulſed rogether in the Membrane com- 
paſſing about the Cavity, part of it ſwells like a blown Bladder, into the 


'Vacuity of which the Air fecundarily paſſes it ſelf. So far it is from 


what is vulgarly faid, viz. That the Air, or Flats firſt heap'd together 
there, are the Cauſe of the Diſtenfion. In our Sick Perſon the Blood 


- gowing hot, and ſoon being full of an aduſt and malignant marter, 


preſently, it being incapable of being ſubdued, and ſeparated by Sweat, 
endeavoured to fix it in the Brain; the firſt diſcharge of that Matter 
on the Head, by reaſon of che Animal Spirits being half overwhelmed; 
brought che Senſe of che Heads being very much increaſt in bulk ; 
which happens after the like manner, as when the Foor, being ſeiſed 
with a Stupor, ſeems to be felr much greater than ic ſelf: now that af- 
ter ſome eaſe, by (lumbering, and cloſing the Eyes, the Aﬀe& rerurn'd 
anew, the Reaſon is, becauſe Watching, and the ſtirring of rhe Senſes, 
ia ſome ſort ſhake off and remove from them the Marrer heſetring the 
Brain and Nerves 3 which nevertheleſs, being ſeated near, and in a 
Readinefs, Sleep ſtealing on, is as it were imbibyd by them, and 


' throughly enters their Bodies together with che nutritive Juice. Now 


the Blood, tho ic had copiouſly diſcharged the Recrements on the 
Brain, yet it became not free ir telf; bur being ſtil full of an impure 
Load, fell as ir were upon a critical Efloreſcence, and with a Shiver- 
ing, followed by a Heat and a Sweat (as 3s uſual in a great Excretion) 
it tryed again and again to ſhake off irs Burthen; tho all it could do 
by that Effort was, char the Matter ſticking to the Brain gor deeper 
Root in it, and fixing it ſelf in certain Sprouts of the Nerves, it took 
away Speech, and Swallowing, and then afterward Senſation 3 and the 
Maſs of the Blood bcing deprav'd more and more by degrees, at lengrh 
it became unable for ſupporting Life. \ 

| O000 2 A Re- 
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- A Renowned Woman, Married a little under Twenty, being with 
Child, and during the time of her Ingravidation having uſed bur little 
Diet, and almoſt no Exerciſe, underwent in her Travail Pains and 
Throws, but with Intermiflion and a frequent Reſpite, for rwelve. 
Hours, and brought forth a Son; the Fxtus came away with the Se- 
cundine, and all things were well about the Womb. On the firſt and 
fecond days ſhe was indifferently well, but on the third, after a light 
Shwering, ſhe began to complain of a Thirſt and a Heat 3 which a 
Looineſs followed, fo that ſhe had four Stools that day ; the Nighe 
paſſed in a manner without Sleep, the feveriſh Diſtemper continued 
afterward for two days after the ſame manner ; ſhe daily had three or 
four Stools, the Lochra as yet flowing moderately. On the fixth day, 
when by the Perſwafion of Women ſhe had taken ſomewhat for mode- 
rating her Looſneſs,the Purgings of the Womb were-in a manner wholly 
ftopr: at which time, the Fever became more intenſe, and Symptoms 
reſembling Hyſterical aroſe; for, in the Przcordia ſhe had grear and 
frequent Oppreſſions, and had a ſenſe of Choaking in the Throat. On 
the ſeventh day, there was a more intenſe Hear, and a difheuir and 
more painful Breathing ; and then by a Phyſician's Order, at that time 
firſt call'd, three ounces of Blood were drawn from the Foot, after 
which, for four Hours, ſhe was better ; for a quiet Sleep, with a copi- 
ous Swear, enſued, the Lochia, tho in a ſmall quantity, appear'd again: 
in che Evening all things grew worſe, the Strength being very much 
reſolv'd, the Pulſe became weaker, and uneven ; ſhe complain'd alſo 
of a Noiſe and a ringing of the Ears, with a Plenitude of rhe Head, 
moreover ſhe had Leapings of the Tendons in her Wriſts, alſo ſudden 
Convulfions of the whole Body, and ſtill the Looſneſs troublcd her, 
To this Perſon Cordials and other Remedies and kinds of Adminiſtrari- 
ons diligently uſed by the Preſcripts of many Phyſicians, did not the 
leaſt good; rhe pulſe growing weaker, and the Strength decreaſing by 
degrees, on the ninth day after Delivery ſhe dicd. 

This Fever depended very much cn the vicious Diſpoſtion of the 
Body, as on the procatarick Cauſe ; for T have often obſerved, that it 
falls our 11] with Women in Child-bed, who when they are with Child, 
anwholſomly feed on fruits and any forts of food, and living withont . 
Motion and Exerciſe, indulge themſelves only to Idleneſs and Reft: 
the Blood, by reaſon of the previous Cachexia, without any evident 
Occaſion, fell a burning as it were of its own accord ; now whilſt it 
boyled, depofing irs Recrements and Impuriries ſtill inward, it brought 
the Looſneſs: nor did its Maſs become more pure from thar almoſt 
continued Excretion, but its Mixture or Crafis being ſti]l more _— 
ved, at length the Blood fell wholly from irs genuine Nature, and be- 
came uncapable of fermenting in the Heart: the Looſnefs naturally 
hap'ning was 11] opt, eſpecially by the uſe of Aftringents ; for I have 
often obſerved, that theſe things are not atrempted wickout cangere 
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| for a Loofſneſs has cured ſome that were ill, and in that Lady, and in 


many others ( as we have ſufficiently found by Experience ) tho it did 
not rake away the Fever, yer it freed them from the more ſevere Af- 
fes of the Brain and Genus Nerwoſum; whence this Diſcaſed was whol- 
ly without a Delirium, nor was ſhe ſeiſed with»conyulfive Motions, 
rill ſhe was brought almoſt to the laſt. | * 

- A worthy Martron abour thirty fx Years of Age, going with Child 
the ſeventeenth time, was very fad, and perplex'd with Thoughts that 
ſhe ſhould dye in Child-bed upon her Delivery: but (as it pleaſed 
God) fhe was very well delivered of a Son, and was chearful for three 
days after. On the fourth day, having eaten more of a Chicken than 
ſhe ought, alicrle before Night ſhe fell into a feveriſh Diſtemper, with 
a- Vonuring, and the Lochia were ſtop'd: all the night ſhe lay withour 
Sleep and reftleſs; the next Morning, within an Hours ſpace ſhe had 
four Srools, and ſeem'd to be reliev'd ; about Noon ( at which time I 
came_) ſhe complained again of a Hear and a Drought, alſo of a Palpi- 
ration of the Heart, and of the Aſcent of a certain heavy thing in her 
Throat 3 the Pulic was quick and ſmall, the Urine was ruddy, the Lo- 
chia ſcarce appeared, I ordered that Cordial Juleps, and things mo- 
ving a Urerine Purgation, ſhould be given to this Perſonz moreover, 
That Fomentations ſhould be applyed to the lower part of the Belly, 
alſo that the Legs and Feet ſhould be often rubbed with warm Cloaths : 
at the time for Sleep, I gave her 4 Grain of Laudanum, with half 2 
Scruple of Saffron powdred in a Spoonful of Treacle Water. She flept qui- 
erly, and the Lochia flowed plentifully, afterward, uſing a thin Dier, 
and things gently promoring a uterine Flux for a few days, ſhe per- 
fe&tly recovered. 

A Noble Woman, Young, and Handſome, had a good ecafie Deli- 
yerance of a ſecond Daughter, and for fix days being well as ro the Lo- 
ehia and other Accidents, ſhe was wholly free from the Suſpicion of 
any Diftemper ; ſhe daily ate Fleſh, and being taken forth of Bed ſhe 
hved chearfully in her Chamber. On the ſeventh day, withour a ma- 
nifeſt Cauſe, ſhe had a Shivering, with a Fever, and the Lochia were 
leſſened, tho not ſuppreſt. To the tenth day after her Delivery, be- 
mg only genrly feveriſh, and the Purgings of the Womb ſtill flows 

ree from any ſevere Symprom ; bur then, tho very feveri 
ſhe ſeemed more chearful than uſual, and more confident of her doing 
well; in the night ſhe ſlept little or ſcarce at all; the morning follow- 
ing (at which. rime I firſt viſited her) ſhe was manifeſtly delirous, the 
Lochia were ſtopr, and the whole Body was in a Shivering, the Ten- 
dons in the Wriſts were convulſed, fo that her Pulſe was ſcarce to be 
diſtinguiſhed ; which in the mean while was weak, uneven, and very 
quick, I declar'd, Thar this Ferſon, unleſs the Hand of God unex- 
peRedly delivercd her, muſt dye in a ſhort time 3 however, fix Grains 
of Oriental Bezoar being given ina Spoonful of a Cordial Julep, and 
Caus 
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cauſing a copious Sweat with a better Pulſe, and afterward other Cor« 
dials given at due Intervals; gave ſome hope of doing well, tho doubt»: 
ful, and not to be relyed on. After four Hours after I came, being in 
a languiſhing Condition, ſhe had a very large Stool, then preſently 
her Strength wholly fell, and within an hour and a halt ſhe died, 

A Woman of Quality, ſcarce exceeding twenty Years of Age, of a 
. florid Countenance, and a thin Body, the Lochia owing immoderate- 
ly after Child-birth, uſed certain aſtringent Remedies by the Advice of 

Atrendants, whereby they were w —__ but a Looſneſs fol. 
lowed ; which inereaſing for three days, the Women gave her other 
Remedies to ſtop the Looſneſs, nor were they fruſtrated of Succeſs; 
mean while they brought a dangerous Fever, and Aﬀetts as t were 
_ 1m the place of the former; for the unfortunate Woman in 
Child-bed was affected with a Thirſt, and a Heat, with Watchings, 
afterward with a frequent Swooning, and cold Sweats. Being called 
at this time, I ordered Cordial Remedies, and things to promote urte- 
rine Purgarions to be drank, and likewiſe a Clyſter tro be mjeRed z the 
Looſneſs of the Belly being again _ the Lohbia allo came down, 
and rhe Diſcas'd being freed from the foreſaid Symptoms, and the more 
fevere Djſcaſe, viz.the Nurſes Remedies,ſeon recovered from her Fever, 

Here let it be obſerved by the By, that it's very dangerous either 
wo ſtop, or to alter, or to thwart any Motion raiſed by Nature, tho 
anomalous. 

A Woman of Note, about twenty years of Ape, of a full and well- 
ficſh'd Habir of Body, aborred rwice within a Years ſpace 3 when af- 
.terward ſhe had conceived with Child, by her Phyf:cian's Order, once 
a Month drinking plentifully of Whey, ſhe raiſed a Vomiting, whereby 
he was wont to caſt up a great deal of thick and clammy Flegm ; al- 
fo during the time of her being with Child ſhe was ler Blood five times. 
The time of Child-bearing being over, ſhe brought forth a Boy with 
great Difficulry: the Secundine came away entirely, and ſhe purged 
egregiouſly,. On the ſecond day, as ſhe raiſed her (elf on her Feet in 
* her Bed, that the Cloaths might be pur in order, ſhe took Cold ; and 
thenceforward rhe bloody Lochia were wholly ſtopr, and only a little 
ſerous Warcr flowed forrh. On the third day ſhe began to complain 
of an acute Fain in rhe right-fide; the Women preſent applyed to it 
Bags of Camomile made warm with Bricks: nevertheleſs, the Aﬀe& 
was very much increaſt with a bloody Spittle. On the fourth day after 
Delivery a moſt acute Pain, with a moſt difficult and very painfoul 
Breathing, ſciſed her. By the Order of a Phyſician then coming from 
the Neighbourhoed, fix ounces of Blood were drawn from the Baſili- 
ca, and ſhe ſuddenly found Relief, and was better for ten Hours. At 
Midnight a pricking Pain returned with the wonted fierceneſs: at length 
other Phyſicians being called to conſult, they all concluded thar it was 


neceſſary to bleed again in the Arm of the Side affected, a = 
awn 
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drawn to four ounces, the Pain remitted, and-the Diſeaſed breathed 
better: afrerward Diaphoreticks —_ giv'n, ſhe fell into a copious 
Sweat, with a quiet Sleep 3 but the Pulſe became more quick and 
weaker: alſo Contraftions of the Tendons appear'd in the Wriſts. 
Preſently afterward ſhe' talked light-headed, and within rwenty four 
Hours after Blood was drawn the laſt rime, ſhe died. 

Thar this Lady, upon the Lochia' being ſuppreſt, together with a Fe- 
yer, fell into a Yleurifie, the Cauſe in ſome 'meaſure ſeems to be the 
Bleeding ſo often uſed during the rime of her going wich Child ; for 
by this means the Blood, accuſtomed to be breathed by the Arm, after- 
. ward fermenting, leaving the Womb, ran towards the wonted way 
of being ler forth; where not finding a Paſlage, ir fixed it ſelf in the 
neighbouring fide as 1n the next ſeat of Extravaſation. Moreover, bes- , 
fides the uſual ſtate of a Pleurifie, no ſmall Malignity was added to 
this Diſcaſe 3 for the Blood being freed from Extravaſation, preſently 
began to be corrupted in its Crafis, and on the third Day of the'Fever 
was ſo far deprav'd, that ir was not able to ferment longer in the 
Heart, and fo to continue Life. 

Nor long ſince, the Wife of a certain Smith was brought to Bed at 
the time that her Children were fick of the Small Pox 1n the fame 
Houſe, and her ſelf, as ir ſeems, rook the Contagion of the Diſeaſe 3 
for, on the ſecond day after Delivery Puſhes began to break forth with 
a feveriſh Incaleſcence, -and a Pain in the Loins; which for _— 
the Lochia flowing moderarely, riſe up as they ought ro good W 5 
and tho a uterine Purgation happened copiouſly ar this time, ſhe had 
the Small Pox very thick in her whole Body 3 nor were they only on 
the Surface of che Skin, but they likewiſe ſo filled the Cavity of the 
Mouth and Throart, that ſhe was ſcarce able to ſpeak or to ſwallow. On 
the ſixth. day, afrer being delivered, the Lochia flowd immoderately, 
whereby preſently the Small Pox falling, a Swooning, frequent Convulſt- 
ons, and other Symproms of an ill nature,” afſail'd the Diſeaſed, which 
threatned Death in a ſhort time. Being called, I preſcribed half a dram 
of this Powder to be taken conſtantly every three Hours in a Spoonful 
of the following Julep ; uz. 

Take Roots F Tormentil powdred two drams, the bef# Bole-armoniack 
one dram, Spectes of Hyacynth half a dram, mabe a Powder. 

Take Water of Scordium compound, of Dragonwort, of Meadow ſweet, 
of each three ounces, Acetum Theriacale an ounce, Syrup of Corals two 
ounces, burnt Harts-horn half a dr«m, make a Julep. | 

Moreover, I ordered thar in her Broth, and in all things ſhe drank, 
the Roots of Torment] ſhould be boyled ; by theſe Remedies the ute- 
rine Purgation was wholly ſtopt, and the Small Pox withour any ſevere 
Sym being ne | by degrees, fell away. 

This Caſe was really difficult, and was managed with a great deal 
of Danger ; viz Ir was dangerous either for the L:hia or Small Pox

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CHAP. XVI. 
Of Epidemick Fevers. 


"47 Had defign'd to have put an end here to our Diſſertation concern- 
J=: Fevers, it being my Intent rather to write a Commentary than 

an entire Tra&: but in regard certain Epidemich Fevers are often 
rife, which obſerve no Laws, nor can be reduced to a certain Rule of 


Dodrine 3 but being wholly anomalous, vary yearly, and therefore, as _ 


often as ſome one of them ſpreads it ſelf, preſently ir is called the 


New Diſeaſe : therefore I have thought it neceflary, becauſe general, 


are not to be given concerning theſe Fevers, to ſubjoyn par- 
ticular Relations of ſome of this kind: for from the various Apparatus 


of Symptoms whereby they are wont to be marked, the Nature, and/ \ 


the whole formal Reaſon of theſe kinds of Aﬀe&s, will ſomewhar ap 
- Since therefore of late Years, within a little Tra& of Time; 
three Popular Diſcaſes have reigned mm theſe Countries, I ſhall give 


here, as a Concluſion ro this Work, the particular Deſcriptions of them | 


made formerly in the Times that thoſe Fevers reigned. 
A Deſcription of an Epidemick Fever Reign- 


ing in Autumn, Anno 1657. made in 


the middle of September. 


WE defigning a Deſcription ofa Fever violemty reigning at this time, 

ir is fit, that being led by the Example of Hippocrates, we firſt 
conſider the foregoing Conſtitution of the Year, and .its Diftempera- 
tures, and Exceſles ofthe Qualiries ; fot the Cauſe of an Epidemick Diſ- 
eaſe, raiſed generally among People, muſt be common. We muſt note 
whar the State of the Year was, and the Diſpofirion of onr Body thence 


contrated, whereby many were afte&ted together. Now to take the 


thing tom its Origine, The foregoing Spring, and the Time rhencefor- 
ward to the end of the Sammer, to wit, all this half years fpace = 
migh- 
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tighty hot and dry : but eſpecially after the Summer Solſtice the 
Hears were fo intenſe for many Weeks together, thar Night and Day 


every one complained of the Heat of che Air, and almoſt of a conti- 


nua] Sweat wherewith they were all bedewed; and thar they could not 
breath freely. About the end of Zuly, this Fever being firſt ſporadi- 
cal, began to break forch in certain Places, that one haply, or two, 
in a Town, or Village, were- ſeized with it: in moſt it carried the 
Type of an intermittent Terrian, to wit, the Fits returned every other 
Day 3 which nevertheleſs, without any fore-running Cold or Shiver- 
jng, infeſted the Diſeaſed with a moſt intenſe Hear ; Vomirings and 
bilous Stools happen'd plentifully in moſt, a Swear ſucceeding, but dif- 
ficult, and often interrupted, whereby the feveriſh Acceſs ſeldom 
went off with an Apvrexia: bur all the time of Intermiflion the Diſ- 
eaſed continued languid and weak, with a Thirſt,. and a Reſtletinefs ; 
in ſome, when they began to amend, after three or four Fits, a cold 
and a Shivering began the Acceſs, and the Fever became cxaQtly-an 
ntermitrenr Tertian ; bur in moſt rhe Diſeaſe ſtill grew worſe, and 
preſently became obſtinate, and of a ditfculc Solurion, with an ill 
Apparatus of Symptoms; for the Diſcaſed being mighty hor in their 
Fits, and ſweating wjrh Difficulty, Errors were wont to be commit- 
ted, which daily 1nrended the Strength of the Diſeaſe: for through che 
Imparience of the Diſcaſed, and the Unſkilfullnefs of the Attendants, 


| the Swear, which ought to have ended the feveriſh Acceſs, being in- 


terrupred, ſcarce one Fit was ended, but another preſently ſucceeded, 
and thereby the Diſeaſe was wont to have erring and uncertain Peri- 
ods, without an Intereeſlion of an Apyrex1a, and afrerward it was 
wont to paſs jnro a continual Fever as it were; the Stare whereof was 
ſometimes very dangerous, with an ill Aﬀect of the Brain, and Gen 


 Nervwoſum, that nor unfrequently a Lethargy or Delirium, atd ofren 


Cramps and convulfive Motions were-raiſed. In the Month of Auguſt 
this Fever began to reign far and near among the People, that in every 
Part and Village, many lay ill of it; tho it was far more common in 
the Country and little Villages, than in the Confines of Cirics and 
Towns. Ir ſtill carried the Type of an intermittent Fever, only that 
through the Violence of Symproms, and che Shortneſs of Intermifl:- 
on, it ſeemed more tedious than ordinary, and therefore was general- 
ly call'd the New Diſeaſe. Moreover, it was.cenſur'd of fome Malig- 
nity, and gave Proofs certain enough of its Contagion and Morality ; 
in as much as it crept from Houſe to Rouſe, and infeted many of the 
fame Family with the ſame corrupted Tainr, and eſpecially ſuch as 
converſed familiarly with the Sick: moreover, in many Places it car- 
ried off old Perſons, and fuch as were come to a Ripeneſs itt 
Years. | | 

If you conſider the Nature and Efſerice of the AﬀeR, this Fever 
muſt be placed properly in the number of Intermittent : for che Fits 
PpPPp return 
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return at ſet times ; alſo for the moſt part they begin with a Cold and 
a Shivering, and very often with a Vomiting, and preſently going on 
with a moſt intenſe Hear, at length they are cnded in a Swear. The 
Urine in moſt appears of a Flame Colour; clear inthe Fir, with ſome 
Hypoſtaſis, out of it thick, with ſomewhat a ruddy Sediment: the 
Diſeaſe comes nat to a Crifis by a Sweat, tho very-plentiful, and of- 
ten repeated, which might be expeRed in a continual Fever : but the 
Aﬀe& holds on for many Days, and ſometimes Months, to a very lon 
time, tho there happens a very great Evacuation by Vomiting, a 
Sweating almoſt daily z which we obſerve ro fall our ofren m an In- 
termittent Fever, ſeldom in a continual: out of the Fit, at any time 
of the Diſeaſe, Purging is conveniently. ordered, which it were a 
Crime to attempt in a Synochus before the Signs of Concoftion. More- 
over, that this, Fever is of the kind of Intermirrenrs, 1c hence appears, 
becauſe moſt recover of it, that ſcarce the thouſandch part of the Diſ- 
eaſed dies; which I think 1s ſcarce heard of an Epidemick Synochus, 
About the firſt beginnings of this Diſeaſe, it appears very like an In- 
termitrent Tertian, tho 1t may ſeem in ſome, by reaſon of a vicious 
Prediſpofition of the Body, and of Errors commirted 1n Diet, and 
Tranſpiration, to have paſs'd into a continual : for in thoſe im whom 
the Fits do not come to a due Determination, nor end in an Apyrexia, 
by reaſon of the morbifick Matter being not perfe&tly blown off, in 
thoſe the Blood continually, boyls; whence it comes to paſs, that the 
Acceſles return quicker, and infeſt longer ; till at length, by reaſon of 
the ſtore of the Matter, and the languithing of Nature, the Blood be- 
coming, weak, 15 not able to grow turgid any longer, and to ſeparate 
the Febrilte Marter at ſer Hours, but endeayours to ſubdue it by little 
and httle, and by a continual Efterveſcence, = 
Some haply raay wholly place the Cauſe of this ſo Popular a Diſeaſe 
in a malignant Conftituion of the Air, to wit, that the Particles of the 
Air breath'd in were infe&ed with a certain extraneous Miaſm, 
the Corpuſcles of which 'Miaſm being inwardly admitted, fermented 
with the Blood and Humours, and fo cauſed this Fever in a great ma- 

ny with the ſame Appearance of Symptoms. Bur I do not think that 
this Fever aroſe from a certain Conragion communicated from the 
Air, and immediately fixing the Taint in Men, bur rather from a cer- 
tain febrile Diathefis or Prediſpofhtion communicated ro our Bodies 
by degrees before, through che Diſtemperacure of the Year z which 
at length having gotten a Maturity, is brought into AR on a light oc- 
caſion;z and ir cannot be ſaid ſo much ro burſt forth inco this Fever, as 
to grow into It, | 

or when about the Beginning of July the Air wax'\l immoderately 
hor, through a moſt intenle Scorching for many days, -it cafily airered 
our Blood, towards a hot and bilous Diſtemperature 3 to wir, becauſe 


(as in Wine fermenting more than it ought) rhe ſweet and ſpirituous 
Part 
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Part is very much ſpent, mean while the faline and (ulphureous is 
roo much exalted, that chereby the Liquor readily contracts a Kuſti- 
neſs or a Sharpneſs: now we have ſeen elſewhere, that this kind of 
Dijatheſis of the Blood, whereby from a ſweet and ſpirituous Tempe- 
rament, by reaſon of irs too great Scorching, it inclines to a bilous, 15 
very apt for Intermittent Fevers. Hence the nutritive Juice, which 
is continually conveyed into the Maſs of Blood, 1s not duely conco&- 
ed, nor aſſimilated into Blood, bur 1s perverted into an extraneous, 
as tt were, and fermenrtartive Marter ; which ariſing to a Fullneſs wich- 
in the Blood, and growing turgid at ſer Periods, according to its In- 
creaſes, brings the Firs of an Intermittent Fever. Since therefore 
from the ſcorching Hear of this Summer, the Blood almoſt of all Men 
growing hotter than it ought, was very much parch'd, it's no Wonder 
if thereby ir contracted a very great Aptneſs to Intermittent Fevers ; 
but why this Diſcaſe grew not rife during the great Heart, but rather - 
aſterward, the Reaſon is, becauſe this Indiſpotirion 15 not 1mprinted 
in our Blood at one bout, but by degrees, and nor till after a long 
time; and therefore the Fruit, as it were, of the Diſeaſe after the 
foregoing Hear of the Summer, were chietly brought to a Ripencl in 
Autumn, All do not equally contra& this Aptneſs or Diſpoſition to a 
Fever ; thoſe whoſe Blood being hot by Nature moſt abound with 
Sulphur, and thereby is ſooner parch'd, and thoſe who being given 
to Labours or ſtaying much in the Sun, endur'd moſt of rhe Summer 
Hear, by reaſon of their Blood being more egregiouſly ſcorch'd, ea- 
fily fell into this Diſeaſe: wherefore it firſt reigned among the Hus- 
bandmen, and chiefly in the Country: of thoſe who had acquired an 
Aptneſs to this Fever from their Blood being ſcorched, haply ſome 
fell into it naturally, the feveriſh Diatheſis being raiſed by degrees ro 
a Maturity, others by reafon of a light Occafion, or an evident Cauſe, 
which is otherwiſe wour-to raiſe a feveriſh Eflerveſcence, as upon ta- 
king Cold, Surfeiting, drinking Wine, and the like; and others fell 
fick by reaſon of a Contagion received from others; for Effluvia con- 
ſtantly flow from the Sick, which when they light on Bodies predi(- 
poſed to the like Aﬀe&, readily raiſe into AR the larent Powers. 

Thar the Conjun& Cauſe of this Diſeaſe; and its formal Reaſon 
may be known, you muſt call to Mind what 1s faid elſewhere concern- | 
Ing the Nature of Intermictent Fevers 3 to wit, we ſuppoſe that the 
Baſis, as it were, of this AﬀeR, is a burnt and bhilous Conſtitution of 
the Blood ; by reaſon of which, the nutritive Juice, daily ſupply'd as 
It were by Meaſure, is not duely conco&ed, but chrough 1ts being 
ſcorch'd turns into a fermentative Matter, and not miſcible with the 
Blood, When the Blood is ſaturated with this Matter to a Fullneſs, 
(which happens at ſer Intervals of Times, becauſe the nutritive Juice 
1s ſupply'd in a ſet Meaſure as it were) it naturally falls into a Tur- 
geſcency, and the Efferveſcency raiſed for the Expultion of this Mar- 
PPPP 2 | iT, 
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tcr brings the feyeriſh Fit; which laſts ſo long, till this febrile Matter, 
kindied in the Hearr, and as it were burat, 1s wholly blown off with 
the Swear, ; 

From theſe things premitred, it is plain, thar there are ſome things 
which wm this Aﬀect, whereof we trear, happen after a peculiar man- 
ner from the common kind of Intermitrents, and theretore 1t 1s nor 
unfitly call'd by. the Name of a new Fever; ſuch as are, firſt, that 
about the beginnings of the Diſeaſe, rhe Firs begin without a Cold or 
a Shivering, bur long afflict the Diſcas'd with a Vomiting, a Thirſt, 
and a moſt tenſe Heat, to which a Sivcar for the molt part with dif- 
ficulry, and partial, and often interrupred, cnfues, whereby the Acceſs 
15 not ended bur in a long time : the reaſon of which cught to be ſole- 
ly plac'd in the very bilous and exceſſively parched Ditpolition of the 
Blood; for, this proceeding from the prevailing Sulphur, wholly hin- 
ders the wonted Sourneſs of the Blood, whici follows 1ts Turgeſcency, 
and 1s wont to raiſe the Shivering or Cold; and by reaſon of rhis kind 
of Temperature of the Blood, ſcorching roo much. and as it were 
buraing che nutri-1ve Juice, the Blood growing turgid rogether with 
that Juice, and fiirr'd to motion, is kindled more tian uſually in the 
Heart, and by its Deflagration, ir cauſes a moſt intenſe Heat with a 
Drought, whichare moſt redious ro the Difeas'd. Bilous Vomirings 
happen not only at the Beginning, but even in the middle of rhe Fir, 
by reaſon of the Redundarcy of the Choler wherewith the Vaſa Coleds- 
cha, being oftentimes too much fill'd, they pour it into the Inteſtines 
which afterward, a Contra&tion being raiſed 1n the Viſcera, 1s eafily 
ſent into the Stomach: the Swear follows with ditficulry, becauſe the 
Choler abounds more than the Serum; wherefore the burnt Febrile 
Matter 1s not eafily ſeparated by a Sweat, bur, either being m1xt with 
the Blood, brings a long continued Efterveſcence, or being convey'd 
rowards the Inteſtines, produces a Vomiring or a Looſneſs. Secondly, 
tins Fever differs from a vulgar Intermittent, becauſe, after a tit end- 
ed, there is nor given a fall Intermiſhon, fo far as an Apvrex1a, but 
the Difeas'd continue \ti}] languid and dry, being 111 diſpoſed as to 
their Appctite, Sleep, and ocher Accidents: which really happens, 
becauſe by the intenſe Hear of the Fever, more of the Blood and fe- 
brile Matter 5 kindled, than thar the Recrements remaining after 1ts 
Deflagration can be ſoon blown off, eſpecially becauſe a Sweat, by 
reaſon of the Drought of the Matrer, with great difficulty enſues 3 
nor is the febrile Matter, to be voided forth, ſufficiently dilured with 
a Serous Latex : wherefore, the Blood being nor perfectly freed from 
Its Contagion ar rhe rime of the Fir, ferments ſtill, nor the Acceſs be- 
Ing ended. has it a full Truce from che Diſeaſe. Mean while that 
the Blood is pred after this manner with an almoſt continual Effter- 
veſcence, ir difters from a Synochus: becauſe in this the ſulphureous 
Part of the Blood being too n:uch exalted, 15 inflam'd as 1t were, = 

makes 
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makes 'the Fever by its Deflagration : but the continual Ebullition | 

which happens to this Intermittent Fever, depends wholly on the 
Confufion of the Matrer not miſcihle, and the difficulr Secretion of ir 
from che Blood. A Synochus happens as Wine naturally fermenting 
by reaſon of its Richneſs; the other like the ſame Wine when it falls 
a working by reaſon of ſome hxzterogeneous thing mixt with ir : 
wherefore we obſerve,that when our Fever has paſs'd ints a continual, 
yet ir comes not to a Determination, —_— a Sweat, nor by a 
Looſneſs, tho happening in a plentiful manner and frequently, becauſe 
depending on the Blood depauperated, rather than being inflamed, it 
continues a very long time, and diſpoſes the Diſeafed towards a Cache-

The rhird way of difference, wherein this Fever differs from the 
common Rank of Intermitrenrs, 1s plac'd in this, that it is oftentimes 
readily propagared by Contagion into others; the reaſon of which is, 
becauſe here a great many Bodies are prediſpos'd after the ſame man- 
ner to the ſame Aﬀe&t; which at andther time does not happen: 

wherefore the mere Effluvia from a morbid Body are able'ro ſtir u 
_ the like Aﬀect in a Subject eafily capable 3 even as certain Rays of a 
Flame kindle a Flame in a Matrer which is very combuſtible : mean 
while, all do nor conrrat the taint of this Fever alike; but ſome nor 
prepar'd for it converſe with the Diſeas'd without hurr. 

There is another Symptom which does not conſtantly attend this 
Fever, but only happening in ſome Places, which diſtinguiſhes ir not 
_ only from a common Fever, bur changes irs own proper Type, to wit, 
it ſomerimes happens thar dyſlenterick Aﬀetts accompany this Diſ- 
eaſe; in ſome bilous Vomitings and Seiges are very troubleſome, as in 
the cholerick Diſcaſe, and in others bloody Stools happen with a yio- 
lent Pain and Gripes of the Belly. I have often obſfery'd the former 
in this our Neighbourhood ; and the reaſon of it may be deduced from 
a mighty bilous Temperature; for by reaſon of this, the aduſt Matter, 
not to be blown off by Swear, 15 copiouſly ſeparated in the Liver : af- 
terward by reaſon of the Vaſa Choledocha being over-fill'd, it 1s ſent to 
the Ventricle and Inteſtines: the other Aﬀe& of rhe Dyſentery is found 
only in ſome Places, and there being ſporadical rather than common, 
it has ſeiſed only ſome ſick Perſons. The Origine of ir can beaſcrib'd 
only to the peculiar Crafts or vicious Prediſpoſitions of ſome Bodies; 
alſo to the Sciruarions of Places, or the nature of the Air. Moreover, 
It may be ſuſpe&ed thar the Diſeaſe is now and then conveyed to others, 
not without the Communication of a certain Miaſm. 

Concerning this Diſeaſc,there ought tobe a double Prognoſtick; firſt 
of the Fever it ſelf,in general, what kind of end it will have, and when 
what it does threaten to our Land 5 whether it be nor a Fore-runner 
of the Plague, or Peſtilential Diſeaſes, ( as it is vulgarly feared.) Se- 
condly, We ought to give the Signs by which we are wont to 
preſage 
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preſage a Well-doing or Danger in the various Caſes of the Dif. | 
caſe 


F. As to the firſt, becauſe we have ſhewn that the Origine of this Af. - "i 

E'* | fe is not to be taken from the Air infe&ted with a Conragion, or ve- | 

J nemous Miaſm, nor from- a malignant Seminium of Vapours diffusd 
| h the Air; but only, from a mighty bilous Temperature or Dia- 
theſis of our Bodies, with a Blood which is aduſt and mighr1ly ſcorch'd 
by reaſon of the Summer Heats: I think there is no cauſe of Fear here, 
whereby we may dread that this Fever, being rais'd to a worle ſtate 
through the faulr of the Air, may grow at length to be Malignant or 
Peſtilentialz but rather (what the Change of the Seaſon of the Year, 
and the Alteration of our Blood may make us expe& ) we ought to 
fear leſt this Fever, which at firſt imitates the Type of a Terrjan, may 
paſs into a Quarran: which T obſerve has already happened to ſome; 
and think it 15 greatly to be fear'd, leſt hereafter, Autumn drawing to 
an end, it may happen in many, 

As to the particular Progndſtick, the Signs which happen 1n the 
courſe of -this Fever moſt remarkable, and which in ſome manner 
forerell its Iſſue and Event, are theſe : If the Diſeaſe happens 1n a 
ſound Body, well-temper'd, and eafily perſpirable, if a Vomiting with 
a well-bearing enſues, and the Belly be looſe ; if the Fir begins with 
a light Shivering, and after a moderate Hear ends in a Sweat, and the 
Interval of jt be with an Apyrexia, or a well-bearing ; if the Pulſe be 
ſtrong, the [lrine of a flame colour, clear, with a laudable Hypoſta- 
ſis, we predi& that the Diſeaſe will end in a ſhort time without dan- 

er : bur if this Fever be raiſed in a fat Body, and of a vicious Habit; 
If with a troubleſome Vomiting, an exorhitant Hear, and an intolera- 
ble Thirſt, long torment the Diſeaſed; if the Heat be ſucceeded by a 
diffculr, parcial, often interrupted Sweat, and interlac'd with frequent 
Vomirings, and does not end in an Apyrexia, we declare this Diſeaſe 
to be long, and liable to Danger : but if rhe Diſeaſed holds his Strength, 
and rhe Urine ſhews figns of Concoftion, we do not deſpair of well- 
doing; eſpecially if after four or five Returns, the Diſeaſe, as 1t 15 uſu- 
al, remits of its wonted fierceneſs. Thirdly, we obſerve, if this Diſ- 
eaſe happens in a Body which is cold, or broken with other Diſeaſes, 
or weaken'd; if befides horrible Vomitings, and a violent Heat, a fre- 
quent Fainting, Swoonings, Deliriums, or Lethargick Aﬀe&s happen; 
If after many Acceſles, the Strengrh of the Diſeas'd falling, the Diſeaſe 
remits nothing, but a continual Efferveſcence troubles the Blood, and 
very much diſſipares the vital Spirits; if a deje&cd Appetite, obſt- 
nate Watchings, convulſive- Motions, with a weak Pulſe, a troubled 
or thick Urine happen, we declare the Caſe to be full of Danger: but 
It 15 protracted to a good length, and it gives Time and Occaſions for 
Nature to recolle& her ſelf, and to the Phyſician for giving Re- 
medies. .

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* . The Therapeutich Indications which on gies in the Cure of this 
© Fever, are chiefly four. Firſt, thar che Blood being becom burnt, and 
© too bilous, be reduc'd to irs due temper. Secondly, that the depravas- - 
S tion of the Nutritive Juyce, and its alceration into @ fermentative mats 
© ter, be ſtopr, or at leaſtwiſe, be leflen'd. Thirdly, that abour the de- 
\- clination of the Diſeaſe the Blood being depauperated by a frequent 
Deflagration, and rendred impure by the mixrure of the morkjfick or 
aduſt marter be reſtored, and be retdred volatile as it ought. Fourrhs 
ly, that we obviate with Remedies the Symptoms which are chiefly 
infeſting in the CourſeVfthe Diſeaſe. To anſiver theſe Intentions, I 
adviſe the. following Method to be uſed. 
| About the firſt be javing of the Diſeaſe, if a bilous Humour flow- 
ing from the Vaſa Choledocha, and ſent into the Ventricle, the Diſea» 
ſed he inclin'd ro Vomit, when the Fir is at hand let a plentiful Eva» 
cuation of the ſame be raiſed by a gentle Emetick: Blooding and Pur. _ 
ping ought nor to be uſed but during the Interval of Fits; for while 
he Blood violently ferments, or is reſolved into a Sweat, Nature ought 
not to be diverred from its Works begun, nor its Attempts be diſtur- 
bed by the Preſcripts of Phyſicians z wherefore after the Acceſs is over, 
and the Sweat entirely ended, let a Purging be ordered by a gentle 
Catharrick, and let the ſame afterward be ſometimes repeated on the 
like occaſion: for by this Method, not only the ſtore of the excremen- 
 titious Matter is withdrawn from the firſt Paſſages, bur eſpecially the 
Choler-Veſſels being empried, the Bile is plentifully drawn, from the 
Maſs of Blood, and thereby the Blood is reſtor'd toward irs natural 
Crafis, Let Blooding, if ic be indicated, be pur 1n Praftiſe, from the 
beginning 3 for ſo its Liquor growing too turgid, is evennilated, where- 
by it both leſs perverts the nutritive ; Tao and when the Fir prefles, ir 
burns with a more mild Blaſt together with the morbifick Matter: but 
otherwiſe, if after a long Sickneſs a Vein be opened, when the Blood 
being depauperated = rendred watery, has heaped together more 
of morbifick Matter, and does not duely conco it, and purge it forth, 
much 1s drawn from the Strength of Nature, from the Power of the 
Diſeaſe nothing. In the Interval of the Acceſles, when Blooding nor 
Purging may not be admitted, let the Belly be kept ſoiuble by a con- 
ſtant uſe of Clyſters ; alio let digeſtive Remedies of acetous or ſaline 
Liquors and Powders be giv'n, ſuch as Cream of Tartar, the fixr-Salts 
. of Herbs, Tartar Virriolate, burnt Hartrs-horn, Spirit of Vitriol and of 
Salt, 5c. for theſe reſtore the Ferments of the Viſcera loft or grown 
fuggiſh, depurate the Blood by fufing ir; alſo ſeparate, and as it were, 
proc irate the morbifick Matter: alſo ar this time, if obſtinate Watch- 
gs chance to prove infeſting, and impair the Strength of the Diſcaſed, 
we may interlace Anodyne and gently Narcotick Remedies, but by no 
means give them in the Acceſs, for then they greatly hinder the ſub- 
duing, and ſecretion of the febrile Matter, and prolong the Fit which 
would ſooner end, So 
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' i So far concerning what is to be done in the Intervals of the- Fits; 
but in the Fir, tho the Diſeaſed then chietly ſend for and call upon ,' 
Phyficians, yet their Preſcripts at this time are limiced within a nat- 
row Scope: if a Vomiting (tho an Emerick be giv'n before) be till 
- Infeſting, let it be freely promoted by Poſſer-Drink, either f1mple; or 
-with bitter Herbs boyled 1n it; but lerthe chief way of the Cure be in 

lifying the Heat and Drought, which are wont to torture ſeverely 
the'Diſeaſed in this Fever ; for whilſt che Blood, fermenting with the 
morbifick Matter, and being kindled in thegicarr, ſprings into the 
Lungs, it raiſes there a moſt violent InflamMation, which requires a 
pouring on of cold Water as it were for extinguiſhing a Flame: where. 
fore they defire to be-pouring in Drink without meaſure ; without 
which the Diſcaſed faine through the roo much burning, and ina 
manner all their Blood, being rarefied as it were 1nto a Flame and a 
Smoak, does not eafily continue the thread of Circulation ; wherefore, 
Drink by all means pi to be granted ro thoſe that are in the Fever: 
which nevertheleſs, 'if it be pour'd 1n 1n too great a quantity, farſt it 
exagitartes more the boyling Blood, and again brings'a Confuſion of 
the febrile Matter began to be ſeparated, that thereby the Work of 
ſubduing and Secretion 1s longer . protracted, and the Fir is made 
longer; moreover, a great pouring in of Drink proves oftenhive to the 
Stomach, and by troubling 1t, and often by raifing a Vomit, hinders 
Tranſpiration, and calls in a Sweat breaking forth, or napy alread 
broken forth : wherefore, when the Heat of the Fever 1s kindled, 
| lerthe Diſcaſed, tho very dry, drink only by.fipping, and, what they 
may, let them refrain it; afterward when the burnt and ſubdued Mar- 
ret begins ro be ſent off by Sweat, let them more freely gratifie them- 
felves with it; for ſo the Sweating is greatly promoted, and the Fir 
is ſooner over: as to the nature of the Drink, ſometimes let Poflet 
Drink, ſomerimes ſmall Ale, or Barley Water be given ; ſometimes 
Fountain Water, either alone, or ſharpen'd a little with the Juice of 
Limons : in this caſe; the uſe of Sal Prunella is juſtty commended,” gi- 
ven in any Liquor; for this, by its Nitrofity, wonderfully reſtrains the 
boyling Blood, and powerfully moves Swear, I have often obſerv'd 
in the middle of the Fit, that the Diſeas'd have fall'n into a Fainting 
or 4 Swoon, where the Cordials and hot Liquors, which are wont 
preſently to be pour'd 1n, very much increaſe the Violence of the Fe- 
ver, and cauſe greater Troubles than uſual, that the Fit 1s more difh- 
cultly ended : but thefe Swoonings, for the moſt part, happen either 
from the bilous Humour ſent intro the Ventricle, or by reaſon of a Sweat 
broken off abruptly, and againſt theſe I have always found the moſt 
preſent Remedy; thar either a Feather being put in the Throat, a Vo- 
mir be promoted, or that a thin Liquor being drank in a plentiful 
Meaſure, the Sweat be again rais'd: and in the whole Courſe of this 
Fever, I am womt to give no Cordials or Alexipharmicks,

Crafis of the Viſcera b&hg injufed, and the Blood being very muc

A Deſcription, made the lai# Day of May, of 4 
Catarrhows Epidemick Fever happening in the 
midale of the Spring, An. 1658. 


AN immoderate Heat of the Summer before was followed in the 

'* Wiarer with a Froft equally intenſe, fo thar no Man living hes 
ſcarce remembred a year like rhis fot an Exceſs borth of Heat and C q 
From the fifth-of December almoſt ro the Vernat Equiriox, the Eart 
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was cover'd with Snow ; and from- the- North Winds continually 
blowing, all things, ſer in the open Air, waxed ſtiff with Cojd: and 
afterward, from the beginning of the Spring almoſt to the firſt day 
of Zune, the ſame Wind ſtill blowing, the Seaſon was more like Win- 
ter than Spring, only that ſometimes hap!y it was interlac'd withg 
day or two of hot Weather. During the Winter, amongſt our Peo- 
ple here (fave that the Quartan Ague contrated in the Autumn infeſt- 
ed ſome) the State was —_—_— healrhful, free- from any popular 
Difeaſe. In the beginning of the Spring an intermittent. 7Tertian Fever 
(as it's uſual in every other year) ſeiſed ſome. Alput the end of April, 
on a fadden an Aﬀe ſhew'd it ſelf, which being'ſent as it were £5 
certain Blaſt from the Stars, ſcis'd a great many ; that in ſome certain 
Towns, in a Weeks ſpace, above a thouſand Men lay ill at once. The 
Pathognomjck Symptom of this Diſeaſe, whieh firſt ſeiſed the Diſea- 
ſed, way a troubleſome Cough, with a copious Spitring, and a Catarrh 
falling on the Palate, Throat, and Noftrils 5 -there 1s alſo a feveriſh - 
Diſtemperature, which for the moſt part is joyn'd with a Heat and a 
Drought, a want of Appetite, a ſpontan Laflitude, and a great 
Pain 1n the Back and Loins : which Fever nevercheleſs in ſome was 
more remiſs, that they walk'd abroad, and dyring all the time of their 
Sickneſs followed-the uſual Offices of Life, complaining in the mean 
time of a want of Strength and a Weakneſs, of a loathing of food, of 


| a Cough and a Catarrh. Now in ſome a hot Diſtemperature very 


much reigned, that being confined to their Bed, they were troubled 
with a Burning and a mighty Drought, with Watchings, a Hoarſeneſs, 


"and an almoſt continual Cough ; ſometimes a Bleeding at Noſe, in 


ſome a Spitting Blood, and often bloody Stools, happened upon this 
Aﬀe&. Thoſe who being of an infirm Body, and ſtricken in Years, ' 
were ſeiſed with this Diſeaſe, many of them died ; but in a manner all 
of thoſe that were ſtrong arid of a ſound Conſtitution recover'd: thoſe 
who yielding to this Diſeaſe periſhed, they died for the moſt part by 
reaſon of their Strengrh being waſted by Degrees, and a Maſs of ſerous 
Filth being heaped togerher in the Breaſt, with the Fevers being in- 
creaſed, and a difficult Breathing, like Perſons troubled with a HeRtick 
Fever. Concerning this Diſcaſe, we muſt enquire what kind of Pro- 
catarick Cauſe it had, that ic ſhould riſe on. a ſudden in the Spring, 
and rhar within a Months cime almoſt the third Part of Mankind ſhould 
be affe&ed with it. Afterward, the Signs and Symptoms being daili- 
gently compared rogerher, the formal Reaſon of this Diſeaſe, alſo the 
ways of its Criſis and Cure, ought to be aſſigned. 

That the North Wind is moſt apt for producing Catarrhs, beſides 


the Teſtimony of Hiſtorians, common Experience makes good: -bur 


why Catarrhs did not ſpread themſelves ſo much ſporadically _— 

all the Tra& of the Winter and Spring, but that this Afe& ſhoul

- raking Cold after being hor, many Men might fall fick : this kind of 


evident Cauſe might ſuffice haply for afteting ſome with this Sickneſ:; 
bur for cauſing an Aﬀed afiſmg ſo ana ſudden, os mn reigning, 
befides ſuch an occaſion, a great'Procatarxis or Prediſpoſition was re- 
quir'd: for it ought to be fu I, that all Men in a manner, were 
ready prepared for rece1ving this Diſeaſe, otherwiſe no evident Cauſe 
would exerciſe its force ſo powerfully ona great many : wherefore ir 
3s likely that this Diſeaſe drew 1ts Origine from the Diſtemperature, 
and very great Irregularity of the Year: and as the intermittent Au- 
tumnal Fever above deſcribed was the Produtt of 4 preceeding immo- 
derate Heat, fo this catarrhal Fever wholly depended an the Tra of 


. the Year hapning to be too cold 3: for the Blood being already burnt 


from the over-hot Sammer, and inclin'd to the Fever above deicribed, 
then Autumn coming on being made more ſharp, and apt to a\Quartan 
Fever, afterward by reaſon of the intenſe Cold of the Winter being 
Itle eveatilated, and hindred from 1ts due Perſpiratioh, it held ſtill a 
Dyſcraſie; and was ready, to ſuffer by 1t as occaſion might be given. 
Wherefore, in regard the Blood in the middle of the Spring ( as the 
Juyce of Vegetables); beirig become more ſprightly, and having begun 
to ſpring and diſplay it felt, by reaſon of its Thickneſs ſtill continued, 
was ſtraitned in circulating, ir was prone to feveriſh Efferveſcencies ; 
and in regard the Serous Latex aboupding in the Blood, was not able 
to evaporate forth by reaſon of the- Pores being ſtill cloſed with the 
Cold, reſtagnating inwardly andfalling chiefly on the Lungs _ 
ſomewhat ſuccedaneous is performed to outward Perſpiration) 1t rais'd 
ſo frequent and troableſome a Cough, 

Therefore the Riſe and formal Reaſon of this Diſeaſe are chiefly 
founded in two things; to wit, that there happened together a great- 
er Efferyeſcence of the Blood than ordinary, cauſed by the Spring Sea- 
ſon, and withall a Denfiry, or a grear Conſtricion of the Pores cauſed 
by the prececding TraQ of Time which was too cold ; that thereby 
there was not a free ſpace granted the Blood ſpringing inthe Vellels : 
the Caſe was the ſame, as it Wine beginning to ferment, were pur into 
Veſſels cloſe ftopt;- for by thts means both the Veſſels and the Wine 
are in of being deſtroyed. 

Wherefore, to. draw the thing in ſhort ; that this Diſeaſe ariſing 
in the middle of the Spring, preſently ſpreading very far, ſerz'd a 
great many, the, cauſe was not a blaſt of a malignant Air, whereby 
the Diſcaſed were affe&ted as tho ſtruck by-a Siderarion, as ſome will 
have ir, but char ar this time the Blood being inſpired by the Conſti- 
tytion of che Spring,and fo apt to diſplay it ſelf and ferment,was ſtrait- 
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| alin the Spring and $80 reighcpidemically, rg 
wit, becauſe at this time; the blood being x(ewed, ion it ſe as) 
It were anew, and therefore incermyrreme Fevers, and ſomenmes the. 
Small Pox grow every where rife ar this time'; wherefore K 1s ho won- 
der, after a v even Conſtirution of the Year; and differing from 
the natural, when inthis Spring the:Blood boiling irong'y within rhe 
Veſſels, by reaſon of a letted Tranſpwatjon, was notable'to be circus, 
lated freely, and to be enough eventilated, if thence grear-Piforders 
_ and a very epidemick Aﬀe& be raiſed from this very general 
Bb 

As to the Symptoms joyned to this Diſcaſe, the feverifh difte perature 
and the things depending of ut; the burning of the Przxcordia, the 
Thirſt, / pontancous Laflitude, the great pain in the Head, Loyns or 
Limbs, were cauſed by the Bloods boiting too much, -and not being 
enough eventilated. Hence in many the thinner part of the Blood be- 
ng heated, and the remaining Liquour being only troubled, a Syno- 
chus ſimple, or of many dayes was caufed :- but in ſore having a vi- 
tious Diathefis of rhe Blood, or anill habirof the Bedy, this kind of 
Fever being ariſcn through the fame cauſe, ſoon paficd int a very 
d2ngerous, and often mortal purrid. 064 

The Cough accompanying this Fever with the. Catarrh, draws its 
origine from the ferous Humour heapt together along' time in 'the 
Blood, by reaſon of Tranſpiration being letred, and afterward an effer- 
veſcence arrifing, diſtilling in a great plenty from-rhe lirtle Arteries 
gaping inwardly : for when the Pores are conftringed, the ſuperfluous 
Seroliies in the Blood, wont tg evaporate outwardly, are poured on 
the Lungs by a nearer way of purifying the Blood : Wherefore upon 
raking cold, ( as its vulgarly ſaid:). that is upon Tranſpiration being 
outwardly letted, a Cough forrke moſt part 3s raiſed : and in the Pro- 
catarxis for this affe&, a redundancy of Serum in the Maſs of Blood 
had almoſt the firſt Place, for from the lonp continued cold ſtopping 
the burning of the Blood, or the encreaſe of Cholor, and hindring the 
Tranſpiration of the watery Latex, of neceflity a grear deal of ſerous 
Humour was heapt together in the Blood; | wherefore, when the 
Biood, diſplaying it ſelf in the Spring, fell into an Efferveſcence, the 
overi.oving of the Serum, and its diſcharge: on the inward Parts was 
wont to bring firſt a Cough, as a proper Symptom of this Diſeaſe : 
and in whom the Bloed, being a diluted by the mixture of Serum, 
were yery obnoxious ro thie Cough and rheumarick afteR, thoſe came 
more lightly off with the F evenidh Diſtemper. | 

The Proguoftick of this affe&, as to private Perſons, for the moſt 
= 1s ealy, that preſently from its frſt invaſion it diſcovers the event. 
For if chis Sicknels be raiſed in a robuſt Boly and found before, and 
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the feveriſh Diſtemperaruce be maderare, and without fevere 
and:;.decadful Symptom, the Caſe is free from Banger, and the afte& 
is reputed of ſo light Moment, that commonly it 1s only calked a Cold 
taken, and for the moſt part neither a Phyſician nor Remedies are 

t after, unleſs ſame that are very common, and of an eaſy-Pre- 
rion are uſed, Bur if this Aﬀe& happens in a weak and unbeakhy 
yY, with an ill Apparatus, and either rhe Fever be raiſed ro pu- 

trid, or the Cough growing ſtrong, cauſes 8 diffigule Breathing, and a 
kind of conſumptive Conſtirution, the-event of the Diſeaſe is very 
.much ſuſpeRed, and often is terminated in Death. The common 
Prognoftick, which is raken hence concerning the furure ſtare of the 
Year, contains nothing very much to be feared, or threatens mighry 
ill; by reaſon of the uneven Inremperies of che Year, as great exceſſes 
of Heat, and afterward the Cold, we may fear Diſeaſes ariſing from 
the diſcraſy of the Blood ; but from the preſent ftate, we neither 
ſaſpe& the Air mighcily depraved, nor infefted withvenemous Breathe, 
thar we may hence ground a Judgment of a Plague, or malignant in- 
rermitrent Diſeaſe, 

. As to the Method of Cure, when this Diſeaſe ſeiſes lightly, irs cure 
for the moſt part 15 left ro Nature : for this Fever being only a ſimple 
Synochus, 1s wont to be determined within a few dayes by a Sweat. 
Wherefore after a copious Sweat for the moſt part about the third or 
fourth day, the heat and Drought, the laffirude and grear Pains are ap- 
peaſed: rhen the Cough, protrafted longer, afterward remis by litde 
and lictle, and ar length the Diſcaſed recover by degrees. If ar any 
time this Diſcaſe has taken deeper root, there 1s need of fir Remedies 
' and anexa@ Method of Cure; ler the Fever growing ſtrong be cured 
according to the Rules to be obſerved in a putrid, tho with this diffe- 
reace,thar becauſe alerted Tranſpiration,and the diſcharge of the ſerous 
Humour on the Lungs are chiefly in the fault, rherefore let Diapho- 
rericks, and the Remedies called Thoraciks be of frequent uſe; for 
theſe reſtrain the great flowing of the Serum from the Veſſels inward, 
and <ither by opening the Pores, convey it outward, or by precipi- 
taring it from the Maſs of Blood, ſend it away by the urinary Paſſages : 
therefoze let the Method of cure for this Diſeaſe raiſed roa worle fate, 
regard both the feveriſh Diſtemperature, for curing whichyou may di- 
re& according to the Inrenrions 'uſed in a purrid Fever: and the 
Rhewnatich Afﬀet, Which nevertheleſs muſt be rhe ſecond Indicant, 
and does not admit any evaporating Remedies indifferently, or fuch 
as .are uſual againſt a Cough, but only of thar kind, which does not 
mend the Fever. Let the Forms of theſe and rhe fit times of heal- 
ing, be taken from the Precepts every where delivered for the cure of 
the putrid Fever, and of the Cough: the Aides which now by a fre- 
quent Experience are vulgarly ſaid to have given a chief relief in chis 
Þyeaſe, arc a Diaphoreſis, or a procuring of a Swear, and C_ 
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Blood; for the Veſſels being emptied this or that way, both the im- 
moderate. Efterveſcence of the Blood, 
moderated. 


A Deſcription, made the firſt day of September, of 
an Epidemick Fever, ariſing about the beginning 
of Autumn, An.' 1658. 


and the redundancy of it are 


THE Vernal Fever even now deſcribed, ſcarce laſted above fix 

% ' Weeks, that it plainly ſeemed only a light Efferveſcence of the 
Blood, which growing turgid in the Spring, and withall being ſtrait- 
ned in its room for want of Ventilarion; beiled violently like new 
Wine ſtopt in Bortles, and afterward ceafed of its own accord : but 
thenceforward,as the Year did not recover its due Temper, fo neither 
did our Blood, and fo a ſecond fewel was foon heaped together for a 
new Fever, for after the Summer Solſtice, the North-wind fti!l blow- 
3ng, the Seaſon continued cold a long time; fo that che Husbandman 
feared rhat the Fruits and ſtanding Corn would ſcarce be brought to 
2 Maturiy this Year : bur after this, a little before the beginning of 
Arguft, a moſt intenſe heat followed for many dayes; and in the Dog 
Dayes the Air was mighty parching, that it was very tedious to be in 
the open Field. By reaſon of thoſe Exceſſes of Heat and Cold, the 
Temperature of this Year was very uneven: wherefore of Neceſlity 
eur Blood muſt be ſometimes fixed, and as it were congealed, ſome- 
rimes too much parcht, and therefore preverted from 1ts natural Cra- 
fis, ro be barnt, or atrabilarious: alſo rhe Pores of the Skin were very 
much altered from their due Conſtiturion,that thereby inſenſible Tran(- 

tration was nor performed after 155 wonted manner. 

Fromthe time the foregoing Fever ceaſed there was a. healthy ſtate, 
and free from any lar Diſcaſe, almoſt rothe end of the Dog-dayes: 
hut afterward, a few, firſt in Country Houſes and Villages fell ſick 
here and there : but afterward about the end of the Month of Auguft, 
a new Fever riſing on a ſudden, began to be rife throughout whole 
Countries, on every fide in our Neighbourhood ; this, allo the other, 
which reigned the Aurumn before, chiefly raged in Country Villages, 
and Boroughs; fewer of the Inhabitants of Cities, and the greater 
Towns in the mean while falling ill of it. Ar the (ame time in other 
Countries far remore from hence, nay almoſt throughout all England, 
29 Epidemick Fever was ſaid to reign, and in certain other Places 
2 far greater mortality was talked of, than here with us. Haply the 
Idea of this Fever now reigning, and its Apparatus of Symptoms 15 
not in all Places alike in all things, or 1s it markt wholly with 
the ſame Phxnomena and Accidents, I ſhall ſet down ſwocinAtly, 

an 
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and -briefly, whatſoever I have learned by my own Obſeryation,” or 
by the Communication-of others, concerning its Nature as it was int 
our Neighbourhood. | 
'Abour the firſt beginnings of this Diſeaſe, its Type was erring and 
yery uncertain 3 for in ſome there was a continual Efferveſcence, in 
others it was inrermitrent, and renewed with ſet Fitsz but in a great 
many of the Ditcaſed it happer'd as a pathognomick Symptom at this 
time to be ill in the Brain and Genus Nerwoſum, that preſently from 
the, beginnings of this Fever almoſt all complain'd of their Head being 
+ very bad, for ſome were infcſted witha violent Head-ach, others with 
a hardneſs of Hearing, and a ringing in the Ears; bue ro mol, either 
a Drowiineſs, and a great Slee pineſs, with a vertiginous AﬀeR, or 
obſtinate Watchings, with a Delirium, and Diſtraions of the Animal 
Spirits, were wont to happen. I have obſerved in ſome, that on the 
firſt or ſecond Days of being ſick, broad and red Spots, like the Mea- 
ſles, broke forth by little and little in the whole Body, which vaniſh- 
ing in a ſhort time 2fter, preſently the Fever became more inrenſe, and 
eſpecially the Aﬀects of the Head far more ſevere: thenceforward a 
Drowlineſs of the Senſes, and a Sleepineſs ſeiſed ſome for- m 
days, that they lay a long time without Speech, or mo of their 
Friends, like Perſons ready to dye. I have known ſome to have been 
caſt hence into a Lethargy, others into an Apoplexy, ſome to have 
fall'n into Deliriums and a Frenzy. m_ of the younger and ſtronger 
of theſe Men eſcaped (tho not without a long continued Weaknets and 
a doubtful Recovery) mean while, the old Perſons, and thoſe who 
were otherwiſe weak and ſickly, dyed in all Parrs: as for ſuch who lay 
ill of a continual Fever as it were with theſe Marks of Malignity, t 
were but few, and only in ſome Houſes ſporadically : bur the Sick 
which, moſt generally reigning in our Neighbourhood, affail'd moſt, 
and ftill ſeverely rages, ſeems to imirate the Type of an intermitrent 
Fever; uz. of a Tertian or of a Quatidian : for either each Day, or 
(which I have more'frequently obſerved) every other day, the Dif- 
eaſed have Fits, which with a Cold, a Heat, and a Sweat ſucceeding 
in order, infeſt them a long time and ſeverely : and theſe kinds of Ac- 
cefles, and the whole courſe of the Diſeaſe, are wont to be mark'd 
with a various Concourſe of Symptoms and Accidents, according to 
the different Age and Temperament of the Diſcaſed : and this 1s com- 
mon to moſt (1 had almoſt ſaid to all) rhat fall fick to ke troubled with 
G_ Attedts together with this Fever. 
hen therefore any one is affe&ted with this Diſeaſe (whether the 
Sickneſs be raiſed from an evident Cauſe or from Contagion, or with- 
out a manifeſt Occaſion) a Fain in the Head, and often in the Loins, 
with a Drought, -a want of Apperite, a ſpontaneous Laflitude, and a 
Hear, tho not intenſe, diſcover 1ts coming : if it happens in a youtg 
Body, of a florid Blood, and hot Temperament, abour its Deginings

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the Firs are without a Cofd, or a Shivering, bur they prove very trow 
bleſomie with a long and ſharp Burning. The Sick are often troubled 
with a Vomiting, and for the moſt part they have a violent Pain in 


the Head; a Swear happens with difficulry,, which often being partial, 
and ſoon interrupted, feldom ends the Fir; but when they ceaſe ro 
fwear, they burn again, thac the Acceſs is ſcarce ended in ſome with 
a eighteen or thirry four Hours: Mean while, by the Bloods 
much boyling, che Fancy 1s troubled, that often a Delirium, a talking 
light-headed, — and a great Reſtleſſneſs, are raiſed dutin 
the Fit; and the ſame being ended, during the rime of the Interval 
Rill:a rroubleſome Droughr, a remiſs Hear,. a failing of the Strength, 
and a great Weakneſs of the Spirirs, with a Head>ach and a verngi 
Rous Aﬀe&t, moleft therh :- they are ſcarce ro- be found, who, as th 
a'common Tertzn, are mdifferently well in; che Intervals of the Accef- 
ſes. About the Beginnings of the Diſeaſe, the ſharp Fits of the Fever 
we ſomewhat more'mild, which afrerward grow worſe every time by 
liccle and little, and at lengrh begin with a Cold or a Shivering ; to 
which nevertheleſs after a long and very troubleſome Burning, a Sweat 
with difficulry ſucceeds in moſt, fo thar the Fit 1s ſeldom ended'in a 
due Temperature, Within ſx or ſeven Returns, the Strexigth of 
the Diſeaſed is very much conſumed, that being become lan- 

ifhing and weak, they have a hard Task to firive with the

Thoſe, who being of a cold Temperament, 6r grown itt Years, are 
ſeized with this Diſeaſe, tho they have nor ſo acmre@ Fever, yet arc 
wont to lye in a greater. danger of Life : for in theſe; befides-the' Dif- 
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fition of the Blood not eaſily reducible; alſo in the Firs, whar is 

ou rogerher excrancous and nor miſcible, is hardly ſubdued, and 
with difficulry ſeparared from the maſs of Bood: wherefore, borh the 
Blood is ſtill more notably depraved in its Crafis, and in every of rhe 
Firs is more infeted wich an impure mixture : Moreover,the Nervous 
Liquour is greatly perverted from its due Temper, and is exceedingly 
defiled with aduſt Recrements continually poured or che Brain : when 
therefore old, melancholy, or otherwiſe unhealthy Perſons, fal! into 
this Fever, from the firſt Invaſion they preſently become torpid, and 
for the moſt Parr Vertiginous : m the Firs, tho the hear be nor vehe- 
ment and ſharp, yer they lye reſtleſs, and tofſiag very much, often 
talk abſurdly and idlely: after a long Incaleſcence, either no Swear, 
or only a partial one, and often interrupted, enſues, whereby the fir 
15 not fully ſolved : bur all qpritg che Intervals,che Diſeaſed being very 
dry, continue to he ill diſpoſed, with-a drought of rhe Mouth, a rough- 
neſs of the Tongue, and an- overſpreading of a viſcous Lee: after 
ſome firs, their Sirengeh being mightily dejeRed, either they are con- 
fined to their Bed altogether, or rifing a lictle in the day time, they 
are ſcarce a\le to ſtand, or co creep about from Place to Place : mean 
while they are troubled with a Fainting, a ditficulr Breathing, a Dead- 
nes of the Senſes, and a great Weakneſs of the whole Gen:#s Nervs- 
ſum. The Urine is intenſly re$in a great many, of a more ſaturated 
Colour, and a thicker Confiſtency than in a common Tertian; the Pulſe, 
as long as the Strength is not wholly caſt down, for the moſt pare is 
ſtrong and even; afrerward, when the Diſeaſed grow very faint, it 1s 
weak, uneven, and often intermitrent, to which alſo ContraRions of 
the Tendons, and convulfive Motions in the Wriſts, heing joyn'd, for 
the moſt part give an occafion for a Prognoſtick of Dearh. Thoſe who 
being weak'ned by degrees decline toward Death, for ſome time b2- 
- fore they dye, lye for the moſt part wichour ſpeech, or the Knowledge 
of che-Standers by, as Perſons ſtupid: it (eldom happens in this Fever, 
thar any one about to dye, being of a good Memory and Underſtand- 
ing, diſpoſes things of his Family, or bids his Friends farewell: and 
thoſe who happen to eſcape from a mighty Weakneſs, and almoſt 
from a deſperare Condition, do not recover by a ſudden and mant- 
feſt Criſis, but wavering a long time, lye torpid and enervated, that 
not without a doubtful and difficult Conteſt, Narureat length, with 
much ade, pxevails over the Diſeaſe, and then they recover their 
'Strengrth by Degrees by a (low and lonz-conrinued Convaleſcence, 

If che nature and formal reaſon of the Epidemick Fever even now 
deſcribed be inquired into, we ſay that this ( as that of the foregoing 
Year) is properly an Intermirtenr, for that which generally rengns, 
carries rhis kind of Type; tho ſome continual Fevers here and there 
are ſcartered with them; of which alſo we. ſhall preſently give a ſhore 
Touch. It will not be needful for us to derive the Seminary of this 
from the Air infe&ted with ſome Miaſin, bur racher to fetch the arte- 
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cedent Cauſe of it from the undue Conſtirurion.of the Year, and the 
Ihdiſpoſiion of our Blood acquir'd thereby ; for Spring and Fall inter- 
mirtent Fevers yearly reign, to wit, becauſe our Blood, as the Juyce 
of Vegetables, is wont to be moved, and to diſplay it ſelf at theſe rimes 
more ſprightly than ordinary : wherefore, it the Maſs of Blood, by rea- 
fon of the foregoing Seaſon of the Winter or Summer be altered from 
i:s tue Temper, and has contraſted a ſharp or atrabilarious Diarheſis 
of another kind ; its Dyſcraftes, began before, are chietly ma:urated 
about the Equinoxes to wit, when the Blood, more freely ferment- 
ing (in caſe 1t falls from irs natural Craf's) does not fo readily ſangui- 
he, bur will be apt to pervert the nutritive Juyce, mix'd with it, in- 
to an EXtiraneous and febrile Matter. Since therefore this Year very 
much declined from its due Conſtitution (that nor only the prece- 
ding Dog days, but the two Solſtices and Equinoxes before were alto- 
gerher inremverate) its no Wonder if intermittent Fevers, more fre- 
quent than wlual, and thoſe atrended with ſome unuſual Symptoms, 
reign in Autumn. That therefore an Epidemick intermittent Fever 
reigns at this Time, I think it ought not to be attributed to che Fault 
of the preſcnt Air, but to the Irregularities of the foregoing Seaſon : 
bur on what Cauſes and Occafions cerrain peculiar Symproms, and 
-diſtin& from the common Rule of Iptermirtents, ariſe in this Fever, 
it is worthy to he inquired into. I have ſaid above, that che Appara- 
tus whereby this Fever became deſtructive ro Mankind, contiſted 
chiefly in two things; to wit, the Temper of the Year one while migh- 
ty cold, afterward happening to be very hor, both variouſly perverted 
the Crafis of our Blood, and afteted the Pores of the Skin with an 
undue Conftirmion. According to rhe Reaſons taken from borh, I ſhall 
briefly explicate the Accidents of this Diſeaſe, and aflign the Cauſes of 
1ts Phoenomina, 

1. Firſt, we obſerve that the Type of this Fever was various to 
wit, in foine wit!: a continual Efferveſcence, 1n others with an Erupti- 
on of Spors, but in moſt intermitting, and like a Tertzan, and ſome- 
times (rho rarely) like a Quorrd/an, renewing 11s Firs either each or eve- 
ry other day : , we aflfign the Cauſe of this Diverſity, becauſe in this 
Year the morbid Procatarxis was greater and ſtronger, than only to 

roduce an inrermirient Fever pgencrally uſual in Autumn : wherefore 
in ſome (haply of a more depray'd Habit of Body) it raifed Fevers 
ſon; whar malignant; and in thoſe ro whom 1t brought Intermitcents 
according to the wonted Cuſtom of the Seaſon, it diſtinguiſhed them 
by iome peculiar Appearance of Symproms, 

2. Perſons after being ſeis'd with the Epidemick Fever at this time 
(whether ir be continual or intermittent) forthwith undergo ill Aﬀetts 
of rhe Head; ro wir, they are wont to be infeſted ſometimes with a 
violent Head-ach, ſometimes with a Stupor, or a too great Diſtra&1- 
on of che Animal Spiritsz- the Reaſon of this 15, that the nervous 
Juyce, as well as the Blood, through the Diſtemperature of the Year, 
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js very. much altered from its due Criſis, ro wit, from its fiveer and 
o—_— Nature, and has become ſometimes dull and almoſt vapid, 
ometimes too ſharp and pungitive. Moreover, the Maſs of Blood alfo 
has greatly contributed to this Evil ; for whilſt it ferments the vapory 
Effluvia, which ought to be blown away outwardly, by reafon of the 
Pores being conſtring'd, are ſent ro the Membranes of the Head and 
the Brain: and hy reaſon of this cloſing of the Pores communicated al- 
moſt ro all, a Sweat happens with Difficulty, and that bur partial, and 
ofren interrupted in the Firs. Hence alſo in the height of the Diſeaſe, a 
fe& Crifis, or a ſpontaneous Solution of it, ſeldom, or ſcarce at all, 
app<ns: but inſtead of it, if the thing be commirred ro Nature, an 
aduſt Matter, or Recrements heap'd together in the Blood, are con- 
veyed to the Brain, and there raiſe Aﬀe&s ſometimes of the Coma, 
ſomerimes of the Frenzy, and thoſe laſting and obſtinate. ' 

z That the Firs ſometimes begin without a Cold, or a Shivering, 
and are protracted in length with a troubleſome Hear, and a difficult, 

rtial, and ofcen-interrupred Sweating 3 afterward, that the ſame be- 
ing ended, the Diſcaſed grow hot again, fo thar the Acceſſes are not 
ended bur after a long Evaporation of a dry Breath, the Cauſe is the too 
ſharp and bilous Diſpoſition of che Blood, whereby, being filPd with 
a burnt Salr and Sulphur, rather than with a Serous Latex, when it 
grows turgid, it preſently takes to a light Flame, withour a previous 
flowing of the nitrous Marter: and therefore by reaſon of its want of 
Serum, and the Pores being (hut, irs Deflagration is continued a long 
time, 1n a manner only with a dry Exhalarion, and ſcarce ends at 
length in an Apyrexia : and therefore the Intervals of the Firs are 
very troubleſome with a Heat and Droughr, a Head-ach, a Vertigo, and 
other Aﬀe&s; ro wit, becauſe the febrile Matter heap'd together 1n the 
Blood, 1s not wholly diſcuſſed every Fir, but part of irbeing lefr afrer 
the Acceſs, as extraneous and nor miſcible, brings almoſt a continual 
Efterveſcence. 

4. It 15 to be obſerv'd, rhat thoſe that are afteted with this Fever 
preſently fall from their Strength,and the wonted firm State of their Bo- 
dies, that afrcra Fit or two, being out of Breath and very weak,they are 
ſcarce able to ſtand or walk without a Staff; whereas 1r is uſual for ſuch 
as are ſciſed with a common intermittent Fever, to be ſprichtly and 
chearful enough during the Intervals of the Acceſſes : The Reaſon of 
the Difference is; becauſe, in this Fever, both the Mats of Blood is 
more depraved with the impure Mixture of a degenerate Juice, and 
eſpecially becauſe the ſame is more perverted from its natural Crafis, 
and therefore when our of che Fits it docs not boyl, vet 1t does not 
ferment duely and evenly inthe Sinus's of the Hearr: wherefore, when 
by a quick Motion, or any Agirarion of the Body, the Blood:is vehe- 
mently preſſed forward inro the Sinus's of the Heart, becauſe ir 1s not 
all preſently kindled there, and ſprings forth, by irs Sragnation, it brings 
an oppreſſion of the Heart, and grear Faintings of the animal Spirits. 
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By reaſon of this kind of Dyſcraſie of the Blood, to wit, whereby it s 
- unfic for Fermentation, or a due Accenfſion in the Heart, ſome Cattel 
alſo, and eſpecially Horſes, in the Spring or Fall, become ſhort-wind- 
ed, and very unfic for a ſwift Motion. 
5. It remains for us to enquire, laſtly, concerning this Fever, where- 
fore 1t reigns chiefly in Pariſhes, little Villages, and in the Country, 
when Citics and great Towns have litrle of it, It might ſeem that this 
Aﬀe&t might be raiſed from marſhy and other noxious Vapours, 
plentifully heap'd rogether in this or that Tract of rhe Air 3 bur it 1s 
more rational to ſay, That the Inhabitants of thoſe Kinds of Places ha- 
ving been more expoſed to the Winter Colds and Summer Heats, con- 
tractcd a greater Dyſcraſie of the Blood, and ſo a more apt Diſpotition 
to this Fevcr : for thoſe thar live in the Country ſcarce go ayt of their 
Houſes, but are expoſed to the Rays of the Sun, or to the Fervour of 
the heated Air. Moreover, Husband-men, and thoſe in the _— 
being uſed to hard Labours (among whom this Fever chietly reign'd) 
through their Toyls and immoderate Exerciſes in the Fields, and 
withall ufing an ill and courſe Dyet, ſooner acquire an aduſt and 
burnt Diſpotitign of the Blood, and therefore more = to this Diſeaſe, 
than Citizens and Town{-men,who enjoying Reſt and a wholſome Dy- 
et, moſt commonly live in Houſes together, or in Streets cooled by 
the ſhadow of Houſes. The truth of this Aſſertion 1s confirm'd, for 
thar not only the Epidemick Fever now reigning, but the other alſo 
of the Autumn before, rais'd through a Dyſcratie of the Blood, was 
chiefly rife among Husbandmen and the Inhabitants of the _—— 
bur that popular Fever which aroſe in the middle of the Spring, de- 
pending chietly on a letted Tranſpirarion, infeſted moſt Citizens and 
Towns-people : mean while, thoſe in the Country uſually procuring 
more free Tranſpiration by Exerciſe and Labours,liv'd more free from it. 
The general Prognoſtic of this Diſeaſe only ſeems tothreaten, that 
in a manner the like jll.conſequence will attend it, as followed the 
Epidemick Fever of the foregoing Year; ro wit, (by a Gueſs taken from 
the Diſtemperarure of the Blood. rather than from the Taint of the Air) 
' we may dread an imminent Quartan Fever again, bur not a Plague. As 
to the particular Obſervations 1n it, to give you in ſhorr the Signs which 
promiſe Death or Well-doing ; they chiefly regard the Temperature 
and Governance either of the Blood with the vital Spirit, or alſo of 
the nervous Juice with the Animal Spirit, If from the Pulſe, Urine, 
Adtions not injur'd, and che Appearance of other Symproms, 1t be 
plainly indicated, that the Blood, as to its feveriſh Diſpoſnton, be not 
greatly perverted from its natural Crafis, that in *he Fits it burns only 
moderately, and that in every Confli& it eaf:ly ſubdues the load of the 
febrile Matter, and wholly ſhakes it off from its Fellowſhip, that after 
ſome Acceſles the Maſs of the ſame Blood is fomewhar reſtor'd roward 
its due Temper, thar it. leſs perverts the nutritive Juxce, and ſends 
forth that which 1s extrancous and not m1icible, with a more _ 
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Turgeſcency; and in the mean while, if the other ſpirituous Liquor 
duely influences and irrigares che Brain and nervous Bodies, that _ 
Watchings, Senſation and Motion are perform'd well, or at leaſtw 
indifterently, we may hope all good things of the Diſeaſed. Bur if it 
ſhall appear from the ſame kinds of Signs, that the Blood in this Fever 
has gotten a Crafis. far remote from the natural, if it perverts much 
of the nutritive Juyce, and afterward from its extraneous and incon- 
gruous mixture the Liquor of the Blood be greatly troubled, and the 
Spirirs are driven into Confuſion 3 if in the Firs the Blood burns too 
intenſly, and for a long time, and does not duely ſubdue the febrile 
Matter, or ſend it wholly forth, but irs impure Mixture is ſtill more. 
infe&ted, (and in every feveriſh Acceſs more and more) and withall, 
the Spirits being continually conſum'd, is betome poor, we may declare 
the Life of the Diſcaſed to be in a dangerous Condition. If, befides 
theſe, the nervouWJnyce be faulty, that being altered from its due 
Temper, or being dull, and vapid as it were, 1t does not aftuate the 
Brain and Genus Nervoſum, or being more ſharp than it ought, it con- 
tinually irritates the ſame into Cramps and DiſtraRtions; and if beſides 
vapory Effluvia continually departing from the Blood, or aduſt Recre- 
ments, wont to be voided forth by a critical Swear, are convey'd to 
che Head, and there cauſe Lethargical or Maniacal Aﬀets, the well- 
doing of the Diſeas'd ſtands very tickliſh, and we may fear a very 
fata] Event. 

Concerning the method of Cure of this Diſeaſe, three chef curative 
Intents come under Conſideration : Firſt, A'(peedy Reducement of 
the Blood and nervous Juyce to zheir natural Crafis, (as much as may. 
be) or at leaſtwiſe'a Prevention of a too great Depravation of them: 


' Secondly, A due Management of the Diſeaſed as to their Fits, which 


ought to procure; firſt, that leſs of degenerate Juyce be heap'd to- 
ether for a Matter of the Fit; ſecondly, that the ſtore of that which 1s 
eap'd rogether be wholly blown off every Acceſs, that the Diſeaſed 
may be better in the Intervals: Thirdly, That the Body being altered 


- for the better, the Fits be ſtopt with anrifebrifuge Remedies: the 


third Intent regards the Sy mproms chiefly prefling, which muſt be ſea- 
ſonably obviated, whereby Nature being not hindred, may reduce 
whatſoever intemperate 15 contain'd in the Viſcera, may ſubdue and 
clear forth whar 1s extraneous, and may ſoon recover 1ts former 

Strength and Vigour. | 
Firſt therefore, for the Reducement and Corre&tion of che Blood and 
nervous Juyce, divers kinds of Evacuations, about the beginning of the 
Sickneſs, are-wont to be us'd 1n this Diſcaſe with good Succeſs, Ir 1s 
manifeſt by modern Practiſe, that Vomitories are very much more 
uſeful in this AﬀeR, rhan in a common Terrianz wherefore in a robuſt 
Body, and prone ro Vomit, about the beginning of the ſecond or third 
Fitan Emerick Medicine 1s wont to be given. The Operation of this 
ſeems to do more good in this Feyer, both in as much as it plenrifvlly 
. eva- 
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eyacuates.the filth from the Ventricle, and the yellow Choler from the 
Vaſa Choledvcha, 'and becauſe it copiouſly exprefles the Serous Latex 
ffom che EmunRories' of the Genus Neruvo/um, plac'd about the 
Pancras and Inteſtines, and draws it forth by ſtirring them : wherefare 
we obſerve, after a Vomir given, the Diſcaſed are betrer as to the Af. 
feRs of the Head. Let Purging (where Vomiting ts not proper) be or- 
dered the day following the Fir, as a Succedaneum to the other : alſo 
tho. a Vomir be premirred, ir may do well after a Fit or two; bur let 
it be perform'd only with a mild and gentle Medicine, which does nor 
trouble or cxagitate the Blood., *It is uſual with us in theſe Fevers, all 
Aloetick or diagridiated Medicines laid afide,to give only the Infuſion or 
Powder of Sena, Rhubarb, and yellow Saunders, with Tartar and Sal: of 
Wormwood-: and to uſe this kind of Purging a little after the beginning 
the Diſcaſe ; but at other times, to make the Belly ſoluble by a fre- 
quent uſe of Clyſters. That Blooding in this Diſea@ 1s very good, fre- 
quent Experience has ſutficiently raught us ; for {mce, by reaſon of rhe 
Pores being more closd than uſual in all, the Blood boyling in a Fe- 
ver wants a Ventilation, letting Blood ſupplies the Place of a more free 
| ug 7-reaas and prevents the 'Effluvia reſtrained from being ſo rea- 
daily diſcharged on the Brain and Genius Nervoſum. But this Remedy 
is chictly indicated by a verv hot Blood and a hot Temperament; nor 
Qught it to be uſed indiffcrently by old Perſons, ſuch as are flegmarick, 
and others very weak, unleſs hs it be in a ſmall Quantity, that the 
Maſs of Blood may be ſomewhat eventilated, and that the Tranſlari- 
on of the febrile Matter into the Brain may be ſtopped. If it be proper 
to open a Vein, ler it be done about the beginning of the Fever, or at 
leaſtwiſe before che fourth or fifth Acceſs; ro wit, before the Blood be 
rendred very eftzte by a frequent Deftagration, and roo impure by the 
Mixture of an aduſt Matter: for if Blooding be uſed when the Blood 
is mightily vitiaced, the vical Spirits, and the Strength of the Diſcaſcd 
are thereby more debillitaredz nor is there any thing withdrawn from 
the Power of the Diſeaſe, or its Cauſe, There remains another Eva- 
cuation famous in this Fever; to wit, ; by Bliſtering Plaifters applyed 
to many Parts of the Body: theſe are fo vulgarly obſerved to give Re- 
Lef, that ſuch as are againſt chem, and have a great Averfion-for ſuch 
2 Remedy, being led by che Example. of others growing better rhere- 
by, eafily admit of it. Afrer what manner they ſeparate the ſkarfe 
Skin from the Skin, and raiſe it as it were inro a Bladder full of Warterz 
whether they ferch the warery and limpid Humour from the Arteries, 
or out of the Nerves, this 1s not the Place to enquire : but, that they 
are uſed with benefic in this Diſcaſe, beſides Experience, this Reaſon 
ſeems fomewhar ro convince; to wit, becauſe a large Diſcharge of this 


kind of ſerous Humour does in ſome fort recompence the Defe& of a 


free Tranſpiration. Moreover, this kind of Remedy opens as it were 
the Doors and Gates at which the Blood and nervous Juice may pre- 
{catly void forth the extrancous Matter mixt with them by a nearer 
way 
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way of Purgingz wherefore in the Plague and malignant Aﬀes, Veſi- 
cacories are eſteemed very profitable. Alſo ir is manifeſt by common 
Obſervation, thar in this and orher Fevers, hapning in the ſame Seaſon; 
they prevent the ſevere Aﬀetts of rhe Head, and are wont,ro relieve 
them being caus'd. before wherefore in Men that are flegmatick, aged, 
and of a cold Temperament, Epiſpaſtic« Plaiſters may be apply'd abour 
the firſt Invaſion of this Diſeaſe for Preſervation 3 and 1n any others, 
' troubled with a Drowſineſs, a Vertigo, or a yiolent Head-ach, they 

are wont to be advantagioutly uſed for the Cure of thoſe Aﬀe&As, But 
$in very hot Conſtitutions, where with a Defe& of Serum, the Blood is 
too much burnt ; and if thoſe that are in Fevers with an intollerable . 
Burning are obnoxious to Watchings or a Frenzy, Veſicatories do-not 
ſeem fit to be uſed. — 

For correCting the Crafis of the Blood, and the Tone of the Viſcera, 
qualifying and digeſtive Remedies have place, in inrermediate times, 
when the Sick have reſted a little from the Evacuationsev'nnow men- 
tion'd, being ſuch as fuſe the Liquor of the Blood, and ſeparate its Ftt- 
culencies, and drive them towards the Emun&Qories as it were by pre- 
cipitating them ; for thoſe kinds of Intenrs are wont to be-giv'n cool 
ing Fuleps and Decoftions, acidulated with Syirit of Vitriol, of Salt, with 
Tamarinds, the Fuyce of Oranges, or. of Limons, whereof neat Forms e- 
nough are vulgarly to be found: and for this end condyce atetoms, 
ſaline, and teſtaceous Powders, viz. ſuch as are prepared of Tartar, Sul- 
phur, the fixt Salts of Herbs, of burnt Harts-horn, alſo of the Claws or 
Eyes of Crabs. For Example, Take Cream of Tartar three drams, Salt of 
Wormwood a dram and half : the Doſe is half a dram in an aperient Decottt- 
on, twice a day, out of the Fit, Or, Take Cream of Tartar two drams, Piw- 
der of Crabs-ezes a aram, Nitre purified half a dram, mix them, let it be 
grv'n after the ſame manner. Or, Take burnt Harts-horn two drams, Spi- 
rit of Vitriol as much as the Powder will receive by imbibing : the doſe is 
a Scruple, Ir 15 of excellent ufe when thoſe that are in the Fever are 
troubled with Worms. Theſe kinds of Remedies promote the Secreti- 
on of the febrile Matter, and reſtore the almoſt loſt Ferments of the 
Blood and Viſcera. 

The ſecond Intent, to wit, the due Management of the Diſeas'd in 
the Firs, comprehends many things: firſt, a neat Form of Dyer ought * 
to be ordered, thar a large heaping together of the degenerate Juyece 
for a Matter for the Fit may be hindred : wherefore, let the Dileafſed 
feed only on a thin Food; let them wholly abſtain from Fleſh, or 
Broth made of it, from Eggs, generous Wine, and all rich Fare ; be- 
1p content only with Barley or Oat Broths, Panada, Whey, and ſmall 
Ale : in regard a more plentiful Dyer ts not concocted, or aflimilated, 

| bur ir opprefles the Stomach, and being mixt with the Blood it trou- 
bles its Liquour, and forces it ro boyl vehemently, as the Fit comes on, 
and during the while ir laſts, unleſs it be for quenching Thirſt, ler no 
Food be taken : bur for qualifying the Heat and Drought, ccoling Ju- 
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and Decottions, and eſpecially ſmall Ale and Whey, ought to he 
owed. Secondly, a litcle before rhe feveriſh Acceſs is expeRed, lex 
a gentle Medicine be given, which either may keep off the Fit by pre. 
ing it, or may render it eafie by procuring an ea(ie Sweat. Fox 
this Uſe, che febrifuge Pocion of the Learned Rjverius does well, made 
of Carduus Water, with Oyt of Sulphur and Salt of Wormw11d : Or, take 
Cream of Tartar, Salt of Wy mwwd, Nettle Seeds, of each a Scruple: let 
_it be given in a Decodtion of the Ry1ts of Sorrel, When the Fever begins 
to decline, and the Fits are a lictle more remiG, Febrifuge Epi- 
themes outwardly apply'd often ſtop che febrile Accelſes; tho in hs 
mean while, as long as che Firs return, let the Diſeaſed be ſo managed, 
that every Acceſs, the feveriſh Matter heap'd rogerher in the Blood 
may be wholly blown off : wherefore, when a Sweat happens with dif- 
ficulty, let it be a little raiſed with remperate Medicines alſo let the 
Diſcagd be kept in Bed with.a gentle Sweat for many hours, nor let 
them be permitted to riſe too ſoon : for I have often obſerv'd, that 
the Diſcaſed have ſtill grown worſe, becauſe being impatient of lying 
in Bed, chey put on their Cloaths before the watery Effluvia were 
exhal'd enough. | 
Thirdly, as to the Symptoms, and particular Accidents, with which 
the Diſcaſed are wont to be troubled in this Fever, \a great many of 
them are ſufficiently provided againſt with the Remedies and Method 
of Cure hjtherto dzliver'd ; againſt the Thirſt, Burning, the Roughneſs 
of the Mouth and Tongue, Vomirings, the Looſneſs, a Swooning, or 
danger of Fainting, the Preſcripts commonly uſed in orher Fevers may 
aptly enough be rransferr'd hither. But the Things which in this Dif- 
eaſe ſeem to require a peculiar Method of Healing, are chietly rhe Af- 
- feRts of the Head and Brain, . with the Genus Neruoſum ; by which, un- 
lefs ſeaſonably obviated, the Diſeaſed' are ſoon brought into a great 
danger of Life : Concerning theſe kinds of Evils of the Head, the In- 
dicarions are of rwo kinds. [f ig appears by a Drowſinefs, a Sleepineſs, 
a Vertigo, or a Mead-ach, thafthe nervous Juyce is too dull, and as it 
were yapid, and therefore that ir does not vigorouſly enough aRuate 
the Brain and nervous Bodies, befides rhe Remedies above deliver'd, 
and eſpecially rhe Veſicatories, Medicines full of a volatile Salr, excel- 
lently conduce in this Caſe; wherefore Spirit of Harrs-horn, of Blood, 
alſo the Salts of the ſame are of excellent Ute : bur, if the nervous Li- 
or be too ſharp, or the Effluvia, ſent from the boyling Blood, drive 
Animal Spirits into Diſtra&ions, thoſe kinds of Remedies of yola- 
tile Silt are given with benefic in ſomewhar a leſs quantity. Moreover, 
a frequent Letting Blood, and Medicines _—_— fervour, do good, 
as Emulſions, Whey, pure Water plenrifully drank: let Opiates be 
uſed in this Fever with great Caution; for the Frenzy appeas'd by 
chem is oftentimes chang 'd into a Lethargy, or a deep Stupor.
